Sir, 


After  this  year’s  budget  was  presented  to  this  House,  last  year, 
fresh  developments  have  taken  place  in.  the  war  situation.  The  war  has  1 
come  nearer  to  the  shores  of  India  and  it  may" also  be  asserted  that  we 
are  not  far  from  the  danger  zone.  There  is  in  consequence  a  larger 
diminution  of  our  overseas  trade  due  to  a  practically  complete  lack  of 
shipping  facilities  and  import  restrictions.  The  difficulty  in  getting 
materials  and  machinery  for  our  productive  capital  works  is  becoming 
more  acute.  The  transport  facilities  for  our  trade  with  the  other  pans 
of  India  and  also  for  the  import  of  food  grains,  which  Travancore  * 
needs  for  her  home  consumption,  have  become  lessened.  There  are 
however,  some  redeeming  factors  in  the  present  situation.  Unlike  last 
year  there  is  now  a  demand  for  cocoannt  products  and  coir  products 
with  an  increase  in  prices  and  the  acute  distress  which  prevailed 
among  the  working  classes  has,  to  some  extent,  been  alleviated,  due,|, 
also  to  the  receipt  of  war  orders  for  our  goods.  The  prices  of  our 
local  produce  such  as  pepper,  ginger,  cocoannt  oil  and  rubber  have 
gone  up  considerably.  I  am  alluding  to  these  factors  in  the  general 
situation  as 'a  preface  to  ■  my  forecast,  as. they  have'a  bearing  on  the 
estimates  now  being  presented.  This  Budget  may  in  fact  be  described  • 
as  a  War  Budget,  both  as  to  the  forecasts  of  receipts  and  expenditure- 
Before  reviewing  the  financial  prospect  of  the  next  year  I  shall  as

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usual,  deal  briefly  with  the  final  accounts  of  the  year  1116  which  are 
now  available  a  nd  also  with  the  Revised  Estimates  of  this  year,  as  to 
how  they  compare  with  the  previous  anticipations. 

Actuals  oe  1116. 

‘2.  In  the  Eevised  Estimates  for  1116;  we  expected  a  total  revenue... 
of  Bs  273*09,  lakhs  and  a  total  revenue  expenditure  of  Bs.  267*61 
lakhs  thereby  expecting  a  revenue  surplus  of  Bs  5-48  lakhs.  But  the 
actuals  turned  out  better  and  stood  at  Bs  276*79  lakhs  and  Bs.  270'16 
lakhs  respectively,  resulting  in  a  surplus  of  Rs6*6S  lakhs.  The  increase 
of  Bs  3*70  lakhs  in  revenue  was  mainly  on  account  of  the  larger 
exports  and  imports  under  land  customs  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  than  was  originally  anticipated. 

3.  On  the  expenditure  side,  there  were  increases  under  Forest 

(Rs  1*33  lakhs)  due  to  payment  of  arrears  of  kolevila  and  under  Mis¬ 
cellaneous  Political  Expenditure  (B&  1  *89  lakhs)  due  to  contribution 
for  War  purposes.  '  • 

4.  In  the  capital  section,  the  capital  expenditure  less  capital  receipts 
was  expected  to  result  in  a  net  drawal  of  Rs  35f02  lakhs.  But  the 
actuals  amounted  only  to  Rs  32*86  lakhs  on  account  of  the  slow  pro- ' 
gross  of  our  capital  works  due  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  materials 
from  abroad,  a  difficulty  which  is  still  continuing  and  is  affecting  our 
works  programme. 


Revised.  Estimates  tfoa  1117. 

B.  I  shall  now  proceed  to  a  general  consideration  of  the  Revised 
Estimates  for  the  current  year. 

The  budget  for  the  year  anticipated  a  revenue  of  Bs  280‘73  lakhs. 
But  on  the  basis  of  the  actuals  so  far  available,  the  revenue  is  expected 
to  mount  up  to  Bs  301*41  lakhs,  a  peak  point  not  reached  so  far  in  the 
history  of  the  State,  the  figure  being  much  higher  than  the  revenues 
of  any  State  in  India  save  Hyderabad  and  Mysore  alone.  The  details 
of  all  the  variations  are  explained  in  the  Memorandum,  copies  of 
which  are  placed  on  the  table  with  the'  Budget  Estimates  for  the  ensu¬ 
ing  year.  In  tile  present  international  situation  with  ail  its  devastating 
effects  of  a  far-reaching  nature,  this  result  will  naturally  be  a  surprise. 
In  view  of  the  possibilities  of  the  adverse  effects  of  the  war  on  oui* 
finances,  the  estimates  of  revenue  for  the  year  were  originally  fixed 
on  a  very  conservative  basis.  This,  with  the  scrupulous  care  which 
the  Government,  under  your  able  guidance  and  supervision,  Sir,  have 
always  been  exercising  in  husbanding  the  resources  of  the  State, 
accounts  for  the  marked  improvement  that  is  expected  in  our  revenue 
position. 

6.  Betterment  of  revenue  realisations  is  anticipated  under  almost  all 
the  principal  heads  of  revenue.  But  the  most  conspicuous  of  these  is 
our  Customs  Revenue,  which  is  expected  to  'exceed  the  budget  figures 
by  about  Bs  To  lakhs.  Honourable  members  will  be  gratified  to  be 
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told  that  in  spite  of  the  crippling  of  our  sea-borne  trade.  <our  customs 
revenue  has  soared  to  the  above  level.  We  are  gaining  in  land  customs 
more  than  what  we  are  losing  in  sea  customs.  This  is  probably  due  to 
the  adjustability  of  trade  and  is  in  the  nature  of  a  temporary  phenome¬ 
non  due  to  the  war  situation.  Due  allowance  for  this  has  been  made 
in  estimating  the  revenue  for  the  next  year. 

7.  The  estimates  are  in  no  way  high-pitched  and  they  are  well 
justified  as  explained  below.  The  total  revenue  actually  realised  and 
brought  to  account  in  the  first  iten  months  of  this  year  amounts  to 
Its.  2’28'G4  lakhs.  Adding  to  this,  the  realisations  of  Its  72‘71  lakhs  in 
the  last  two  months  of  the  last  year,  the  total  comes  to  Es.  30V35 
lakhs,  which  is  practically  the  same  as  our  expectation,  although  the 
indications  are  that  we  can  get  more  this  year.  I  shall  briefly  refer  to 
the  salient  features  in  the  estimates. 

8.  Our  share  of  receipts  from  the  Port  of  Cochin  has  exceeded  our 
expectations  by  about  Ks.  7  lakhs.  The  revised  estimate  is  based  on 
information  available  with  Government.  Our  Forest  receipts  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  show  an  increase  of  I:,s  5*8  lakhs  as  a  result  of  larger  sales 
and  increased  price  of  timber.  The  extensive  orders  which  you,  Sir, 
have  helped  to  procure  from  the  Supplies  Department  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India  have  largely  contributed  to  the  betterment  of  our  Forest 
revenue.  Under  ‘Taxes  on  Income,’  an  increase  of  revenue  to  the 
extent  of  Es  2  lakhs  is  expected,  due  mainly  to  the  adequate  enforce¬ 
ment  of  the  provisions  of  the  Income  Tax  Act  and  partly  to;  the  price 
boom  which  has  benefited  trade  for  the  time  being.  The  net  receipts 
from  the  Travaneore  Section  of  the  South  Indian  Railway,  which  wen 
originally  estimated  only  at  Es  l-5  lakhs  is,  as  intimated  by  the  Ba: 
way  authorities,  now  expeeted  to  be  Es.  3*G5  lakhs,  which  I  may  info;:, 
the  House  is  the  highest  on  record  under  this  item.  Besides  meeting 
the  interest  on  the  capital  raised  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Shencotta-Quilon  Section  and  also  interest  at  4  per  cent,  on  the  capital 
invested  by  this  Government  on  the  Qnilon-Trivandrum  Section,  there 
will  still  be  a  surplus  profit  of  about  Es.  65,000  for  this  year.  Besides 
this,  credit  for  a  sum  of  B.  Es.  1-2  lakhs  has  'also  been  given  to  us  in 
our  Eailway  capital  accounts  oh  account  of  the  value  of  certain  ballast 
trucks  taken  over  by  the  Government  of  •  India-  ‘Currency  and  Mint’ 
shows  an  increase  of  Es  3‘31  lakhs  over  the  revenue  budgeted  for/  due 
to  gain  on  coinage. 

9.  Though  as  already  stated,  an  all  round  improvement  is  antici¬ 
pated  in  our  revenue  position,  we  are  not  without  reverses  which  it  is 
hoped  will  be  temporary,  especially  in  respect  of  our  capital  schemes 
and  commercial  services.  Fall  in  revenue  is  expected -mainly  under 
‘Electric  schemes'  (4'0)  Clay  Refining  and  Porcelain  Factory  (0’30)  and 
the  State  Transport  (0*86)  lakhs.  . 

10.  The  abnormal  inflation  of  prices  now  ruling  the  markets  and 
the  considerable  difficulties  ■  experienced  in  getting  from  abroad  the 
machinery  and  the  materials  required  for  the  current  working,  as  well 
as  for  the  further  expansion- rof  our-  commercial  services,  primarily 
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account  for  the, decrease  in  revenue  expected  under  these  heads.  The 
fall  in  revenue  ui)dei  our  Electric  Schemes  is  also  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  proposed  Aluminium  Factory,  on  which  we  had  '.reckoned  for  ithe 
sale  of  a  substantial  load  of  energy  is  “expected  to  start  work  only  in 
August  or  September  next.. 

11.  The  mineral  factories  at  Ohavara  which  had  largely  contributed 
to  the  revenue  under  this  item  had  also  to  restrict  their  output  owing 
to  war  conditions.  As  the  House  has  already  noted,  the  deterioration 
of  our  revenue  from  our  commercial  services  is  expected  to  be  more 
than  compensated  by  the  betterment  of  revenue  anticipated  under  other 
heads,  with  the  net  result  that  our  revenue  at  the  end  of  the  year  is 
expected  to  be  better  than  the  budget  anticipations  Kby  over  Rs.  20 
lakhs. 

12.  Turning  the  expenditure  side,  the  budget  for  the  current 
year  provided  for  a  programme  of  expenditure  charged  to  revenue 
of  Rs  27 9*23  lakhs.  Based  on  the  progress  of  expenditure  so  far 
known  and  ascertained,  the  actual  expenditure  at  the  close  of  the 
year  is  expected  to  stand  at  only  Its.  277 '08  lakhs.  This  is  the  net 
effect  of  savings  in  expenditure  under  some  of  the  service  beads  as  a 
result  of  the  exercise  of  economy  in  all  possible  directions,  set  off  by 
an  increase  of  expenditure  under  the  other  items.  The  variations  are 
marked  in  the  case  of  Forests  and  the  Atmy.  Under  Forests,  the 
Budget  Estimates  of  expenditure  are  expected  to  be  exceeded  by  Es.  2*25 
lakhs,  on  account  of  increased  kolevila  payments  to  be  made  and  on 
account  of  more  intensive  operations  in  connection  with  the  supply  of 
timber  to  the  Government  of  India.  Under  Army,  a  saving  of  Rs.  2*2 
lakhs  is  expected  due  to  the  anticipated  savings  in  expenditure  under 
establishment  charges  and  under  the  Emergency  Reserve  provided  for  in 
the  budget,  as  also  to  the  re-entertainment  of  pensioners  for  active  service. 
This  year  also,  we  have  not  .been  slack  in  oar  contributions  in  aid  of 
the  success  of  the  Allies  in  their  strenuous  fight  against  aggression. 
Including  this  year’s  contribution  of  B,  Rs,  4  Jakhs  to  the  War  Fund, 
our  total  monetary  contribution  to  date  stands  at  B-  Rs-  15  lakhs. 
This  sum  does  not  take  into  account  our  contribution  to  the  armed 
forces  and  in  the  matter  of  supplies  etc. 

13.  Our  expenditure  on  account  of  distress  relief  has  also  not  been 
stinted.  While  continuing  with  unabated  zeal  the  programme  of  relief 
measures  in  areas  affected  by  unemployment,  the  Government  have,  in 
k-eping  with  the  time-honoured  watch- ward  of  the  Ruling  Family  of 
Travaucnre  “  Charity  is  Our  House-hold  Divinity”  included  in  then- 
revised  estimates  for  the  current  year  a  special  provision  for  alleviating 
thg  sufferings  of  the  refugees,  who  have  taken  shelter  within  the  bounds 
of  the  State, 

14..  As  the  net  result  of  the  several  variations  in  revenue  .and  ex¬ 
penditure  between  the  Budget  and  the  Revised  Estimates,  the  current 
year  is  expected  to  close  with  a  revenue  surplus  of  Rs.  24*32  Takhs 
against  that  of  Rs.  1*5  lakhs  anticipated  in  the  original  estimates.  Tips 
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revenue  surplus  of  Rs.  24-32  lakhs  is  proposed  to  be  ear-marked  for 
transfer  to  the  Revenue  Reserve  Fund  which  has  already  got.  Rs.  8-9 
lakhs  at  its  credit.  This  reserve,  as  honourable  members  are  aware, 
was  constituted  in  1112  to  be  drawn  upon,  if  necessary,  in  lean  years, 
when  t, he  revenue  is  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  expenditure  or  when  it 
is  necessary  to  provide  for  any  unforeseen  contingencies  or  sudden 
changes  in  the  tide  of  affairs  which  the  Government  may  be  called 
upon  to  face.  In  view  of  the  uncertain  conditions  of  the  present  inter¬ 
national  position  and  their  possible  repercussions  on  our  future  finances 
the  necessity  to  draw  ry:on  this  Reserve  may  arise  at  any  time.  The 
prices  of  our  produce  t  >.s  copra,  ginger,  pepper,  rubber  tea  and  cardamom 
which  stand  at  a  very  high  level  now  may  again  fluctuate  and  fall, 
as  prices  fe'l  down  on  the.  termination  of  the  last  war.  It  is  there¬ 
fore  highly  essential  that  we  conserve  special  surpluses,  as  a  protection 
againfc  future  depression  when  Government  may  have  to  forego  revenue 
or 'incur  large  expenditure  to  relieve  distress. 

15.  On  the  Capita, 1  side,  the  Revised  Estimates  of  expenditure  for  the 
current  year  have  been  fixed  at  Rs  37*00  lakhs  which  is  less  than  the 
budget  anticipations  by  Rs  7-13  lakhs.  This  variation  is  the  net  result 
of  increase  of  expenditure  expected  under  some  of  the  items.  Ceramic 
Factory  (0'59),  Transport  Scheme  (0'27),  etc.,  set  off  by  decrease  of 
expenditure  under  other  items  mainly  due  to  the  obstacles  to  the  work 
consequent  on  the  lack  of  shipping  facilities  for  getting  down  from 
abroad  the  required  materials  a»d  machinery.  The  decreases  are 
mostly  under  Water  Supply  (0'86),  Drainage  \0"52),  Pallivasal  Hydro- 
Electric  Scheme  (2'3i,  Broadcasting  (0'5),  Telephone  (0*25)  and  Uni¬ 
versity  Buildings  (U'06). 

Budget  Estimates  for  1118. 

16.  With  these  general  observations  on  the  Revised  Estimates  for 
the  current  year,  I  shall  now  pass  on  to  the  Budget  Estimates  for  the 
ensuing  year.  As  usual,  the  Budget  for  the  next  year  has  been  framed 
on  the  assumption  that  conditions  '  will  •  continue  to  be  more  or  less 
what  they  are  now,  due  account  being  also  taken  of  such  changes  as 
could  be  possibly  foreseen.  But  although  we  are  justified  in  budgeting 
for  a  revenue  approximating  to  3  crores,  I  have  deliberately  adopted  a 
moderate  scale  so  that  we  may  be  prepared  for  all  contingencies  and  un¬ 
expected  variations.  The  estimates  so  framed  have  been  prepared  on  the 
expectation  of  a  total  revenue  of  Rs  290-22  lakhs  and  the  programme 
of  expenditure  chargeable  to  the  year’s  income  has  been  fixed  at 
Rs  285-13  lakhs,  leaving  a  surplus  of  Its  5"0i  lakhs,  especially  in  view 
of  the  not  improbable  fall  in  some  of  the  chief  items  of  revenue  mainly 
customs,  as  a  result  "of  the  constantly  changing  war  situation, 

17.  Our  share  of  the  customs  revenue  from  the  Cochin  Harbour  is 
fixed  at  Rs  2  lakhs  less  than  the  current  year’s  receipts.  But  it  is 
not  unlikely  that  the  revenue  budgeted  for  may  not  be  realised  in  the 
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present  unsettled  condition  of  our  foreign  trade.  With  a  view  to  make 
up  the  deficiency,  if  any,  in  the  revenue  anticipations,  without  increas¬ 
ing  the  burden  of  taxation  on  the  poor,  it  is  proposed  to  increase  the 
cess  on  rubber  from  B.  Be  1  [to  B.  Be  1-8-0  per  cwt.  from  1-1-1118. 
This  industry  has,  of  late,  begun  to  pass  through  a  period  of  notable 
prosperity  and  the  probabilities  are  that  owing  to  the  world  shortage 
of  the  commodity  rubber  producers  are  not  likely  to  experience  any 
losses  in  the  immediate  future.  It  is  only  fair  moreover  that  the 
capitalist  who  enjoys  the  full  benefits  of  the  •  increase  in  the  price  of 
•rubber  should  contribute  a  quola  for  the  alleviation  of  the  distressed. 
The  increase  in  cess  is  expected  to  bring  in  an  additional  revenue  of 
about  its.  2  lakhs. 

18.  Another  source  from  which  the  revenue  could  be  increased  in 
case  of  absolute  necessity  is  the  imposition  of  an  export  duty  on  timber. 
Formerly,  timber  of  all  kinds  exported  from  the  State  was  subjected  to 
duty.  But  as  the  stock  of  timber  was  heavy  and  as  there  was  only  a 
very  poor  demand  therefor  within  and  out  side 'the  State,  the  export 
duty  on  timber  was  abolished  in  1087  with  a  view  to  dispose  of  the 
large  stock  of  timber  and  enhance  the  revenue.  At  present,  there  is  a 
large  demand  for  our  timber  from  outside  :the  State  and  Government 
are  considering  whether  a  duty  may  not  be  levied  on  the  timber  export¬ 
ed  from  the  State  if,  during  the  next  year  itself,  further  developments 
in  the  present  situation  necessitate  such  a  course. 

19.  The  revenue  anticipated  for  the  incoming  year  is  Bs  11*19 
lakhs  less  than  the  revised  estimate  for  the  current  year.  This  differ  - 
ence  is  th,e  net  results  of  lower  estimates  under  almost  all  the  principal 
items  of  revenue  heads,  off-set  by  increase  anticipated  under  the  com¬ 
mercial  services.  The  fall  in’  revenue  is  marked  under  Customs  (2*72), 
Excise  (0*77), Forest  (1*56),  Taxes  on  income  (1*00),  Currency  and 
Mint  (7*86)  and  Buildings  communications  and  Miscellaneous  Public 
Improvements  (3*4),  while  increase  of  revenue  are  conspicuous  under 
Electric  Schemes  (5*7),  Water  Supply  and  Drainage  Schemes  .  (0 ‘85), 
State  Transport  Scheme  (0*98).  and  Clay  Defining  and  Porcelain  Fac¬ 
tory  (0*5).  Under  Customs,  the  receipts  from  the  Port  of  Cochin  for 
the'  next  year  have  been  fixed  at  a  .lower  figure  than  in  the  revised 
estimates  for  the  current  year  for  the  reason  that  shipping  difficulties 
•may  possibly  increase.  The  estimates  under  the  other  items  ihave  also 
been  fixed  on  a  conservative  basis.  The  compensating  increase  under 
Land  customs  this  year  cannot  be  entirely  relied  upon  for  the  next 
jear,  as  that  may  he  only  in  the  nature  of  a  temporary  phenomenon. 
Less  consumption  of  tobacco,  opium  and  ganja  accounts  for  the  lower 
revenue  anticipated  for«the  next  year  under  Excise.  The  decrease  ex¬ 
pected  under  Forest  revenue  is  due  to  the  probability  of  the  demand 
for  pur  forest  timber  becoming  less.  Under  taxes  on  Income,  the  fall 
in  revenue  is  anticipated  under  Super- tax,  in  fixing  the  estimates  for 
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which  due  margin  has  been  allowed  for  the  effects  of  war  on  large  scale 
trade  and  big  industries.  The  receipts  in  the  current  year  under  Cur¬ 
rency  and  Mint  are  special,  due  to  fresh  coinage  of  silver  and  no  receipts 
are  therefore  expected  next  year.  The  decrease  of  revenue  anticipated 
under  Buildings,  Communications  and  Miscellaneous  Public  Improve¬ 
ments  is  mostly  under  Tolls  on  roads  and  bridges  mainly  due  to  limited 
motor  traffic  on  account  of  the  rationing  of  petrol.  On  the  Sother  ;side, 
the  betterment  of  revenue  expected  under  Electrical  ischemes  i  is  ac¬ 
counted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  Aluminium  Factory  which  is  expected 
to  start  work  soon  and  the  Government  of  Cochin  will  both  come  In  for 
their  full  load  of  energy  early  next  year.  Under  Water  Supply  and 
Drainage  schemes,  the  anticipated  increase  represents  the  increased 
contribution  payable  by  the  Municipal  Corporation  of  Trivandrum. 
The  expected  increase  of  net-receipts  from  the  State  Transport  Schema 
is  mainly  the  result  of  the  reduction  fin  operating  expenses.  A  slight 
increase  of  revenue  is  also  anticipated  from  the  Clay  Refining  and 
Porcelain  Factory  due  to  expectations  of  larger  production, 

20.  Turning  to  the  expenditure  side,  the  programme  of  expenditure 
during  the  next  year  covers  a  budget .  provision  of  Bs.  285T3  lakhs, 
which  is  Bs.  8*04  lakhs  in  excess  of  the  Revised  Estimates  for  the,  cur¬ 
rent  year.  This  small  increase,  honourable  members  will  readily  con¬ 
cede,  is  invitable  in  order  to  maintain  the  steady  development  of  a 
progressive  administration  and  is  also  due  to  the  increase  in  prices  all 
round.  The  programmes  of  expenditure  for  the  various  departments 
has  been  carefully  scrutinised  by  the  Government  as  well  as  the  Stand¬ 
ing  Finance  Committee  of  the  Legislature  and  in  fixing  the  allotments 
the  essential  requirements  of  an  efficient  administration  on  the  one 
hand  and  on  the  other,  the  need  for  the  due  exercise  of  economy 
especially  at  the  present  time,  have  both  been  kept  in  view,  side  by 
side.  I  shall  now  proceed  to  make  a  brief  survey  of  the  more  import¬ 
ant  aspects  of  the  next  year’s  programme  of  expenditure. 

21.  Forests.  The  Department  is  proposed  to  be  reorganised  with  a 

view  to  tapping  new  sources  of  revenue  and  to  effect  econoyiy  in  the 
present  administration  Without  prejudicially  affecting  efficiency.  A 
territorial  redistribution  of  jurisdiction  aiming  at  the  reduction  of  the 
existing  number  of  Forest  divisions  is  also  in  contemplation.  This  _ 
accounts  for  the  small  reduction  in  next  year’s  expenditure  on  this  ' 
department,  as  compared  with  the  Revised  Estimates  of  expenditure 
for  the  current  year*  . 

22.  Vublio  Service  Department.  The  Public  Service  Department, 

Which  was  organised  iivlllO  had  been  functioning  all  these  years  only 
on  a  temporary  basis.  The  work  of  the  department  having  been  care-  ' 
fully  reviewed,  the  Government  are  satisfied  of  the  continued  usefulness 
of  the  department  and  it  is  therefore  proposed  to  make' the' department 
permanent  from  1st  Chingom  1118.  / 

.23.  Education.  .  As  usual,  a  liberal  provision  has  been  ipade  for 
expenditure  on  Education.  While  on  the  Education  budget,  1  inay 
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perhaps  refer  to  a  recent  activity  of  the  Research  Department  of  the 
Travancore  University.  To  overcome  the  increasing  difficulty  ex¬ 
perienced  in  getting  Formic  acid  and  Acetic  acid  which  were  formerly 
imported  and  used  as  coagulants  in  the  production  of  rubber  in  the 
estates,  Sulpholex,  an  ersatz  material  prepared  according  to  the  formula 
developed  by  the  Central  Research  Institute  has  been  marketed  by  the 
Travancore  Sugars  and  Chemicals  Ltd.  This  has  supplied  a  vital 
necessity  without  which  the  Rubber  Industry  may  have  suffered 
serious* lost.  The  Research  Department  of  the  University  has  been 
very  efficiently  continuing  its  other  activities  also. 

24.  Industries.  In  order  to  meet  enquiries  relating  to  machines  and 
equipments  for  small  scale  industries  and  also  to  assist  in  the  growth 
and  development  of  many  new  industries  in  the  State,  especialiy 
those  of  small  scale  as  also  advanced  cottage  industries,  it  is  proposed 
to  open  an  industrial  machinery  show-room.  Various  engineering 
firms  and  inventors  of  labour  saving  devices  for  cottage  and  other  in¬ 
dustries  will  be  invited  to  display  specimens  of  their  machinery  in  that 
show-room. 

25.  Agriculture.  As  the  most  vital  need  c£  the  country  at  the  pre¬ 
sent  moment  is  the  increased  production  of  food-stuffs,  the  department 
has  organised  in'  co-operation  with  the  Public  Works  and  the  Electrical 
departments  a  vigorous  campaign  for  the  extension  of  the  area  under 
cultivation  of  different  food  crops,  the  extension  of  punja  cultivation 
and  the  application  of  scientific  manures  to  the  areas  already  brought 
under  the  plough  to  secure  larger  yields.'  Sixteen  manure  depots  have 
been  opened  in  different  centres  for  the  sale  of  suitable  manure  mix¬ 
tures  for  paddy  and  tapioca  to  ryots  on  the  security  of  .their  crops. 

26.  Medical.  The  Medical  department  is  at  present  the  only 

major  department  of  the  State' which  is  completely  centralized  in  its 
administration  with  no  District  officers  for  any  intermediate  supervi¬ 
sion  or  control.  Provision  has  therefore  been  made  in  the  next  year’s 
budget  for  a  scheme  for  the  better  and  more  efficient  administration 
of  the  department  on  a  decentralised  basis  by  the  appointment  of  a 
few  District  Officers.  There  is  also  a  liberal  provision  in  the  Budget 
for  the  opening  of  new  dispensaries  to  cater  to  the  needs  of  the  labour¬ 
ing  classes  at  Kallar  and  Raiaketty.and  for  providing  better  amenities 
in  the  existing  medical  institutions,  such  as  the  construction  of  up-to- 
date  Sanitary  arrangements  in  the  Sachivottan-  i  Sir  0.  P.  Ramaswami 
Aiyar  Memorial  Ward  attached  to  the  District  Hospital,  Qailon,  and  ■ 
purchase  of  equipments  for  th'e  new  block  of  the  Ophthalmic  Hospital 
at  Trivandrum.  - 

•lit.  Public  Health.  The  Hoilse  may  not  be  Unware  that  the 
maternity  and  chad  welfare  service  started  in  ten  rural,  centres  in 
1113  as  an  experimental  measure  in  the  first  instance  having  proved 
itself  very  useful  to  the  public  was  made  a  permanent  arrangement 
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from  the  commencement  of  this  year.  Since  then,  various  applications 
have  been  received  for  the  extension  of  the  service  to  other  centres 
also.  This  being  a  much  needed  service,  Government  have  decided  to 
ooen  ten  more  rural  centres  of  maternity  and  child  welfare  service. 
Further,  with  a  view  to  encourage  private  enterprise  in  these  matters, 
especially  when  such  enterprises  are  readily  forthcoming,  it  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  subsidise  a  few  village  unions  which  have  undertaken  to  lak® 
up  this  all  important  and  much  needed  service. 

•28.  Co-operative .  The  condition  of  the  co-operative  movement  in 
the  State  had  for  some  time  past  been  receiving  the  serious  attention 
of  Government.  They  therefore  appointed  an  Advisory  Committee  to 
assist  the  Registrar  of  Co-operative  Societies  in  drawing  up  a  scheme 
for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  movement.  The  most  important  of  the 
recommendations  of  the  Committee  is  for  the  reconstruction  of1  the 
financing  banks,  the  chief  of  which  is  the  apex  financing  institution, 
viz.  the  Central  Co-operative  Bank  Ltd.,  Trivandrum.  An  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  financial  position  of  the  Central  Bank,  the  Taluk  Banks  and 
the  primary  societies  has  disclosed  that  the  cardinal  defect  is  not  that 
they  are  in  any  way  financially  unsound,  but  that  their  assets  are  in  • 
frozen  condition.  A  substantial  assistance  to  the  Central  Bank  for  t  . 
purpose  of  granting  loans  on  easy  terms  to  some  good' societies  so  tl.  ; 
they  may  be  put  on  a  sound  footing  and  serve  as  a  model  and  stimuli;" 
to  others  has  been  recommended  by  the  Advisory  Committee.  Gov¬ 
ernment  accept  the  recommendation  and  propose  to  advance  to  the 
Central  Bank  a  loan  of  Rs.  1  lakh  on  the  security  of  the  assets  of  the 
movement.  Government  hope  and  trust  that  the  financial  assistance 
so  rendered  will  be  made  good  use  of  by  the  movement  to  sot  itself 
once  again  on  a.'ferm  and  strong  basis. 

29.  Uplift  of  Backward  Communities.  The  main  items  of  uplift 
work  proposed  for  the  next  year  comprise  assignment  of  land  for  house 
sites  and  cultivation,  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  colonies, 
the  award  of  educational  facilities  and  concessions,  the  promotion  'of 
cottage'  industries  etc.  An  increased  provision  is  made  in  the  next  year 
to  afford  better  help  to  these  communities. 

30.  Currency  and  Mint.  The  minting  and  issue  of  a  fresh  stock  of 
copper  coins  to  meet  the  growing  idemand  from  the  public  for  these 
coins  is  provided  for  in  the  next  year’s,  budget. 

31.  Miscellaneous,  In  view  of  the  general  increase  in  the  price  of 

commodities  including  even  the  barest  necessaries  of  life,  a  special 
provision  of  Rs.  2  lakhs  has  been  made  in  the  budget  under  Miscella¬ 
neous  Expenditure  for  the  grant  of  a  dearness  allowance  of  Re.  1  per 
mensem  to  the  low-paid  subordinates  in  the  service  of  the  State  draw¬ 
ing  a  pay  less  than  Rs  15.  V 

Besides  the  provision  of  Rs.  1  lakh  for  investment,  an  additional 
provision -of.  Rs  1  lakh  has  also  been  made  for  expenditure  on  relief  of 
distress. 
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Capital  Expenditure. 

32.  The  next  year’s  programme  of  capital  expenditure  includes  a 
provision  of  Es  30 '29  lakhs  which  is  less  than  the  Bevised  Estimates 
for  the  current  year  by  IBs  6'77  lakhs.  The  difficulty  in  obtaining  the 
machinery  and  the  materials  required  for  the  working  and  the  ex¬ 
pansion  of  our  capital  schemes  and  also  the  necessity  to  keep  the  ex. 
penditure  at  a  low  level  are  the  c-nsiderations  for  the  smaller  provi¬ 
sion  proposed  for  the  next  year,  as  compared  with  the  Revised 
Estimates.  The  details  of  the  works  are  mentioned  in  the  Budget 
Memorandum  and  I.  shall  only  make  a  passing  mention  of  the  more 
important  items. 

33.  Commercial  Transport.  Including  the  capital  outlay  of  Es 

14,000  proposed  for  this  scheme  for  the  ensuing  year,  the  aggregate 
capital  outlay  on  the  scheme  at  the  end  of  the  year  is  expected  to 
Btand  at  lis  12'03  lakhs  A  net  return  of  Es  1"G4  lakhs  on  the  invest¬ 
ment  after  providing  for  depreciation  etc,,  is  expected  to  be  realised 
this  year,  while  the  return  for  the  next  year  is  anticipated  to  stand  at 
Es  2' 02  lakhs.  The  department  has  been  only  temporary  since  its 
organisation  in  1113.  The  working  of  the  department  as  seen  from  • 
the  Government  accounts  has  resulted  in  a  net  loss  in  all  the  past 
years  except  during  1113,  the  year  of  its  commencement.  The 
accounts  maintained  by  the  Department  have  however  shown  net 
profits  during  all  these  years.  The  difference  is  due  to  the  fact  that, 
the  Government  accounts  are  kept  on  a  cash  basis  while  the-  depart¬ 
mental  accounts  are  kept  on  a  commercial  basis.  .Even  according  to 
the  Government  accounts  the  profits  up  to  the  end  of  the  current  year, 
excluding  interest  charges  are  expected  to  stand  at  about  Es  3T4  lakhs 
which  may  be  considered  sufficient  to  cover  a  reasonable  rate  of  interest 
on  the  Government  investment  of  Es  10'71  lakhs  in  the  scheme  as  at 
the  end  of  1116.  As  the  department  has  thus  become  self-supporting, 
it  is' proposed  to  make  it  permanent  from  1st  Chingom  1118.  Arrange¬ 
ments  have  also  been  made  for  the  accounts  of  the  Scheme  as  maintain¬ 
ed  on  the.  commercial,  accounting  system  being,  in  future,  reconciled 
with  the  accounts  as  recorded  in  the  State  Ledgers  and  for  exhibiting 
the  result  oh  a  pro-forma  basis  in  the  Appropriation  accounts  of  the 
State.  , 

34.  Clay  Refining  and  Porcelain  Factory.  A  provision  of  Es  1  lakh 
has  been  made  in  the  budget  for  the  capital  expenditure  on  this  con¬ 
cern.  The  net  receipts  from  the  Factory  for  the  current  year  are 
expected  to  be  Es  1'5  lakhs  and.  that  for  the  next  year  to  be  Es  2 
lakhs. 

3ft.  Electric  Schemes:  The  capital  outlay  on  our  Electrical  under- - 
takings  at  the  end  of  this  year  is1  expected  to  stand  at  Es  190'63  lakhs, 
which  with  the  proposed  outlay  of  Bs  20’05  lakhs  for  the  next  year  for 
the  dam  works  at  Kundale  (W0)  and  for  .other  works  in  progress,  'will- 
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make  the  total  investment  on  these  schemes  at.  the  close  of  the  next 
year  stand  at  Es  210’68  lakhs.  The  Eevised  Estimate  of  receipts  from 
these  schemes  for  the  current  year  is  Es  3-16  lakhs  and  the  Budget  Esti¬ 
mate  for  the  next  year,  Es  8*86  lakhs. 

36.  I  shall  now  turn  to  a  review  of  the  Debt  position  and  Ways  and 
Means  for  the  current  year  and  the  next. 

Debt  Position. 

A  statement  of  assets  and  liabilities  is  furnished  on  pages  12  and  13 
.  of  the  Budget  Estimates.  It  will  be  seen  therefrom  that  our  liabilities 
at  the  close  of  1118  including  the  balances  at  the  credit  of  some  of  the 
Funds  such  as  General  Reserve  Fund,  Revenue  Beserva  Fund  etc., 
which  are  not  repayable  aggregate  to  Es  697  lakhs.  On  the  asset  side, 
onr  outlay  on  productive  schemes  is  also  included  as  they  are  real  assets  ' 
and  were  treated  as  such  till  1115,  though  accounted  for  in  subsequent 
years  under  Capital  expenditure  not  charged  to  revenue.  Against  the 
above  liability  the  total  assets  amount  to  Es  763  lakhs  which  is  Es  66 
lakhs  in  excess  of  the  liabilities.  It  may,  however,  be  mentioned  here 
that  the  above  assets  do  not  include  the  outlay  on  the  Kodayar  Project 
Scheme  and  on  non-productive  schemes.  If  these  are  also  taken  into 
account,  the  total  assets  would  exceed  the  liabilities  by  more  than  2 
crores.  Our  debt  position  may  therefore  be  considered  as  satisfactory. 

Ways  anb  Means. 

37,  The  final  accounts  of  1116  have  resulted  in  an  opening  cash 
balance  of  Es  54*25  lakhs  for  1117  with  short  term  deposits  in  Banks 
to  the  extent  of  Es  30*54  lakhs.  \Ve  have  discharged  this  year  the  5 
per  cent  loan  of  1091  to  the  extent  of  Rs  14'34  lakhs  from  our  cash 
balances  and  a  small  portion  of  this  loan  to  the  extent  of  Es  41,000 
only  have  not  .yet  been  presented  for  discharge.  We  had  a  sinking  fund 
of  Es  14*75  lakhs  invested  in  gilt-edged  securities  for  redeeming  this 
loan.  But  in  view  of  our  strong  cash  position  there  was  no  necessity 
to  use  this  investment  for  the  discharge  of  the  loan.  This  investment 
has  therefore  been  transferred  to  the  credit  of  the  General  Reserve 
Fund.  Including  the  receipt  of  about  Es  5  lakhs  from  a  short-term 
deposit,  the  transactions  during  the  year  under  Eevenue,  Capital  and 
Debt  Heads,  will  result  in  a  net  receipt  of  Es  L6'33  laths  due  to  in- 
crease  in  Savings  Bank  Deposit  and  other  Debt  Head  receipts  and  also 
on  account  of  the  slow  progress  of  capital  works.  The  year  is  therefore 
expected  to  close  with  a  cash  balance  of  Es  70*58  lakhs  and  the  short¬ 
term  deposits  will  amount  to  Es  25*45  lakhs.  The  result  of  the  several 
transactions  during  the  next  year  is  also  estimated  to  be  a  net  receipt 
amounting  to  Es  15*54  lakhs.  It  is  therefore  proposed  to  invest  a 
further  sum  .of  Rs  25  lakhs  in.  short-term  deposits  in  Banks,  a  cash 
balance  of  Es  60  lakhs  being  more  than  sufficient  to  conduct  the  -day 
to  day  transactions  of  Government.  We  will  thus  have  at  the  end  of 
next  year  a  cash  balance  of  more  than  Es  60  lakhs,  short-term  deposits 
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in  Banks  to  the  extent  of  Rs  50'4S  lakhs  besides  other  safe;  and  fluid 
investments  amounting  to  more  than  2  crores  of  rupees.  The  cash 
position  will  therefore  be  as  strong  as  ever  and  there  will  be  no  necessity 
to  resort  to  any  borrowing  during  the  current  year  or  the  next. 

Conclusion. 

38,  Sir,  1  have  attempted  to  explain  to  the  House  in  as  brief  a 
manner- as  possible,  the  financial  position  of  the  State  in  general  and 
with  particular  reference  to  the  transactions  of  the  year  that  is  going 
out  and  the  one  that  is  coming  in.  The  current  year  as  well  as  the 
ensuing  year  are  both  expected  to  close  with  a  surplus.  These  results, 
particularly  gratifying  at  this  time  of  universal  stress  and  strain,  are 
expected  t-o  be  attained  not  by  starving  the  normal  requirements  of  a 
progressive  administration  or  crippling  the  usual  measures  of  .ameliora¬ 
tion  in  relief  of  distress,  but  by  the  careful  conservation  of  our  resources 
without  imposing  on  the  poor  ryot  the  burden  of  any  new  taxation  and 
the  exercise  of  due  economy  in  all  possible  directions  without  impairing 
efficiency.  Even  in  the  midst  of  the  threats  of  war,  the  Government 
have  not  stinted  in  the  allotments  provided  for  the  various  departments, 
Nation  building,  Development,  as  well  as  Socio-economic.  It  cannot 
certainly  be  said  that  we  are  quite  removed  from  the  dangers  of  war 
-nd  its  repercussions.  But  thanks,  Sir,  to  your  drive  and  inspiring 
.  .‘-sonality,  never-failing  resourcefulness  and  unlimited  sympathy,  yon 
by  your  guidance' and  direction,  made  it  possible  for  us  to  hold 
.  heads  above  water.  Our  revenues  are  progressive  and  our  cash 
.lances  sufficient  to  meet  our  demands.  Our  debt  and  other  obliga¬ 
tions  are  not  much  and  even  for  these  there  is  more  than  ample  pro¬ 
vision  to  meet  possible  demands. 

Let  me  conclude  with  the  sincere  hope  and  prayer  that  the  State, 
of  Travancore  blessed  with  a  Maharaja,  young  in  years,'  but  old  in 
wisdom,  and  wholly  devoted  to  the  interests  of  His  subjects  may  grow 
from  strength  to  strength.  May  I  also  take  this  occasion  to  express 
’  my  indebtedness  to  the  Dewan,  a  Minister  of  tried  experience  and  ver¬ 
satility,  a  stranger  to  the  country  by  birth  and  nationality,  but  more, 
than  a  Travancorean  by  adoption  and  sympathies,  for  his  able  guidance 
but  for  which  my  task  would  n.ot  have  been  so  easy.

Bacon,  Officer  on  special 
duty  m  the  Madras  States  Agenoy,  and  "Mrs.  Bacon-  were  present 
and  seated  on  the  dais. 
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Resident  : 

Fellow- Members  of  the  Travancore  Legislature, 

I  owe  two  explanations  to  this  honourable  House.  The  first  of 
those  explanations  arises  out  of  a  promise  that  I  made  not  so  very  long 
ago  that  I  shall  address  this  Legislature  in  the  Malayalam  language. 
Indeed,  I  had  made  preparations  for  essaying  my  task  in  that  language 

■  and  I  should  have  been  ready  to  fulfil  my  promise  in  letter  and  in 
spirit.  But,  as  to-day  I  am  addressing  you  on  a  very  critical  and  im¬ 
portant  occasion  a.nd  making  a  few  remarks  which  may  be  listened  to 
outside  thi_s  State,  I  thought  it  better  rather  than  to  allow  my  speech  to 
be  read  and  commented  on  in  translations,  I  should  speak  in  a  language 
which,  might  be  understood  throughout  this  sub-continent.  That  is 
my -extenuation. 

■-  Secondly,  I  have  to  offer  an  explanation  about  what  maj  perhaps 
be  called  a  breach  of  an  undertaking  that  I  had  given  to  the  assembled 
Houses.  It  was  that  so  long  as  I  was  able  and  willing  to  do  any  public 
work,  that  work  would  he  dedicated  to  the  service  of  His  Highnsss  and 
the  State  of  Travancore.  It  might  well  be  asked  how  after  having 
made  that  statement  I  am  about  to  leave  this  Sta*te,  I  hope,  for  a  short 
period.  I  think  it  is  due  to  the  House  and  to  the  State  that  I.  explain 
the  position.  It  is  not  in  a  spirit  of  vain  glory  that  I  say  that  the 
task  entrusted  to  me  by  His  Excellency  the  Viceroy  was  not  of  my 
seeking.  When  His  Excellency  the  Viceroy  asked  His  Highness  the 
Maharaja  to  spare  my  services  during  this  period  of  emergency  and 
crisis,  and  purely  and  specifically  during  that  period,  the  whole  matter 
was  considered  in  all  its  aspects.  Having  regard  to  that  emergency  and 
the  nature  of  the  call,  it  became  impossible  to  say  “No”  to  what  was  not 
an  ordinary  invitation  in  normal  times  under  normal  conditions.  After 
the  emergency  passes  which  I  trust  will  be  soon,  I  hope  and  expect  to 
resume  my  work  here  at  the  pleasure  of  His  Highness.  I  may  add 
that  all  the  arrangements  are  being  made  on  that  basis. 

In  this  connection  I  wish  to  refer  to  wholly  unfounded  press  re¬ 
ports  suggesting  the  likelihood  of  the  appointment  of  some  Indian  or 
European  I.  C.  S.,  Officer  in  my  place.  My  friend  Mr.  Bacon’s  name 
was  also  mentioned  in  this  connection.  It  has  also  been  stated  that 
various  other  arrangements  are  being  contemplated.  All  that  I  can 
saj'  at  present  is  that  in  a  yery  intelligent  country  like  Travancore, 
rumours  are  a  little  more  apt  to  circulate  needlessly  than  in -other 
places.  I,  therefore,  content  myself  by  repeating  what  I  have  already 
said  that  it  is  my  firm  hope  and  expectation  _  that  when  the  emer¬ 
gency  is  over,  I  shall,  return- to  labour  amongst  yon  and  that  during 
the  period  of  my  absence  local  arrangements  will  be  made.- 

Fellow  Members  of  the  Legislature,  I  cannot  do  better  than  to 
quote  a  broadcast  speech  made  last. evening  by  his  -Royal  Highness, 

■  the  Duke  of  Gloucester. 

“The  unity  of  India  is  a  necessity.  It  seems  to  .  me"  said 
His  Boyal  Highness,  “that  already  there  are  strong 
influences  at  work  breaking  down  the  barriers  of  divi¬ 
sion,  emphasising  the  fundamental  unity  of  India.” 
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At  no  time  in.  the  history  of  this  country,  at  no  time  in  the 
History  of  the  world,  was  that  outer  and  inner  unity,  unified  effort, 
unified  endeavour,  unified  aspiration,  and  Consolidated  energies  de¬ 
voted  to  great  ends  more  needed,  more  a  desideratum,  than  at  present. 
/  I  have  perused  and  re-perused  the  resolutions  arrived  at  Wardha 
under  the  inspiration  and  stimulus  of  that  very  great  man,  Mahatma 
Gandhi.  I  do  not  think  I  can  say  anything  else  than  this,  that  I  have 
failed  to  follow  or- understand  those  resolutions.  I  havenot  understood, 
for  instance,  a  subsequent,  statement  attributed  to  the  Mahatma, 
namely,  that  he  is  prepared  to  leave  India  to  anarchy  or  to  God.  I 
feel  certain  practical  difficulties  in  leaving'  India  to  anarchy.  Devoted 
as  we  are  in  this  country  to  the  things  of  the  spirit,  wholly  dedicated 
to  the  service  of  Sri  Padmaaabha  as  the  Sovereign  in  this  country 
is  and  as  many  of  us  are — it  is  still  difficult  to  leave  things  adrift 
trusting  ip  Providence  while  being  conscious  of  the  possibility, 
nay,  the  certainty  of  anarchy.  Surely  it  ought  not  to  be  -be- 
.  youd  the  wit  of  man!;  the  trained  intelligence  and  true  patriotism  of 
/  England  and  India  and  the  leaders  of  the  Hindu,  Muslim,  Sikh,  Parsi 
and  European  communities  to  come  together  and  arrive  at,  a 
settlement — a  settle  cent  which  many  of  us  confidently  hoped  would 
be  the  result  .of  the  visit' of  Sir  Stafford  Cripps.  That  result  has 
not  been  achieved.  Very  few  great  and  supreme  tasks  are  achiev¬ 
ed  in  one  stride  or  at  one  stroke.  But  if  at  Delhi  I  can  help  the  task 
of  unification  in  any  manner  taking  advantage  of  the  circumstance 
that  I  have  not  only  been  a  member  of  the  Congress  myself,  but  also 
a  non- official  member  of  every  typo  of  Legislature  in  India  and  in 
addition  the  official  leader  of  every  kind  of  Legislature  in  the  country 
— -if,  with  the  background  of  these  circumstances  or  accidents,  it 
becomes  possible  for  me  to  try  and  bring  all  the  apparently  conflicting 
/elements  together  and  lo  help  His  Excellency  the  Viceroy  and  my 
honourable  colleagues  to  arrive  at  an  agreed  course  of  action,  I  shall  be 
thankful  to  Providence.  For  I  believe  that  only  thus  in  the  great 
struggle  that  confronts  the  world,  India  will  prove  worthy  of  herself, 

.  worthy  not  only  of  her  past  traditions  bub  also-of.  the  future  of  which 
undoubtedly  she  is  bound  to  be  the  heiress,  a  future  wherein  she  will 
be  a  preponderant  element  in  a  ,  great  commonwealth  designed  and 
destined  for  great  ends.  If,  in  such  a.,  task,  I  can  participate  and 
render  some  service  I  shall  count  myself  privileged.  If  I  succeed 
in  that  task,  I  shall  have  done  my  work  and  return  content.  If  I, fail 
in  that  task  I -shall  have  failed  in  what  I  consider  to  be, my  .main  work 
and  shall  resume  my  work  amongst  you  feeling  that  I 'have  done  my  best. 

,  ..n ;.  Members  of  the  Legislature,  the  '  present  is  a  war  budget, 
essentially  a  war  budget  but  also,  due  to  various  circumstances,  a 
prosperity  budget.  .  Before  entering  upon  the  detail^  of  that  budget 
.  .it-. is  - my  very ;  pleasant  duty  and  privilege  to  .felicitate  the  Financial 
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Secretary  upon  the  commendably  brief  but  illuminating  and  informa¬ 
tive  statement  which  he  has  placed  before  the  combined  Houses.  It  is 
ray  duty  however  to  enlarge  upon  here  and  there  so  as  to  place 
before  you  the  immediate  past  history  and  also  to'  outline  the  policy 
for  the  immediate  future. 

It  is  significant  that  in  the  year  1113,  which  was  my  first 
year  of  the  budget,  the  revenue  of  the  State  was  Its.  249  lakhs  and  the 
expenditure  was  Rs.  251  lakhs;  in  1114  the  revenue  was  Rs.  254 
lakhs  and  the  expenditure  Rs.  266  lakhs;  in  .1115  the  revenue  was 
Rs.  267  lakh's  and  the  expenditure  Rs.  268  lakhs;  in  1116  the  revenue 
was  Rs.  27?  Jakhs  and  the  expenditure  Rs.  270  lakhs  ;  and  in  1117 
according  to  the  present  Revised  Estimate  the  revenue  is  !Rs.  301 
lakhs  and  the  expenditure  Rs.  277  lakhs.  Therefore,  this  State  has 
now  got  a  revenue  of  over  Rs.  3  crores  and  excepting  Hyderabad  and 
Mysore  there  are  no  States  in  India  which  come  anywhere  near  the 
revenue  and  expenditure  of  this  State.  There  is  an  estimated1  revenue 
surplus  of  over  Rs- 24  lakhs  against  that  of  Rs.  To  lakhs  anticipated 
in  the  original  estimate.  This  revenue  surplus  is  proposed  to  be  ear¬ 
marked  for  transfer  to  the  Revenue  Reserve  Fund  which  has  already 
got  Rs.  8’9  lakhs  to  its  credit.  Compared  with  Kashmir  Es.  278  lakhs, 
Baroda  Rs.  272  lakhs  and  Gwalior  about  Rs.  260  lakhs,  these  figures 
are  far  ahead.  But  with  a  conservatism  which  at  this  juncture  in  the 
world’s  history  can’t  but  be  commended,  the  Financial  Secretary  has 
deliberately  and  moderately  estimated  for  the  next  year’s  budget  a  ^ 
revenue  of  Rs.  2S0  lakhs  and  a  surplus  of  Rs  5  lakhs.  These  are  the 
general  features  of  the  Budget.  To  reiterate,  we  have  been  able,  not¬ 
withstanding  the  war,  to  budget  for  a  record  revenue  of  three  crores 
towards  the  Revised  Estimates  for  this  year  and  for  a  possible  revenue 
of  Rs.  290  lakhs  for  the  next  year.  But  he  would  be  a  rash  man,  he 
would  be  a  foolish  man,  who  would  proceed  on  the  footing  thai  the 
conditions  of  to-day  will  obtain"  tomorrow  and  that  new  cataclysmal 
changes  may  not  be  forthcoming  in  regard  to  many  matters  which  we 
now  take  for  granted.  And  therefore  it  is  that  the  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary  has  set  aside  a  very  large  sum  as  revenue  reserves.  The  antici¬ 
pations  of  to-'day  regarding  the  customs  revenue  and  excise  revenue 
may  not  be  fulfilled  tomorrow  or  the  next  year. 

We  have,  thanks  to  the  ready  response  and  the  munificent  ge¬ 
nerosity  of  Ips  Highness,  taken  our  share  in  the  war  efforts.. 
There  is  nobody  in  the  State  but  does  not  realise  the  position 
of  the  State  at  this  juncture.  Let  it  not  be  forgotten  that  Tra- 
vancore  is  a  maritime  State.  Let  it  not  be  forgotten  that  Travancore 
is  adjacent  to  Ceylon  one  of  the -gateways  of  the  world,  a  gate- 
■  way  opening  from  the  East  to  the  West  and  from  the  West  to  the 
East.  Let  it  not  be  forgotten  that  danger  threatens  us  not  only  from 
the  East  as  some  of  us  thought  some  time  ago,  and  that  in  spite  of 
the  heroic  exertions  of  the  great  Russian  forces  danger  is  coming  nearer 
also  to  the  West.  What  then  can  a  State  like  Travancore  do  ?  It  - 
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can  place  its  resources  at  the -disposal  of  those  who  are  fighting  this 
great  fight.  It  has  done  so.  It  has  done  so  not  only  by  monetary  con¬ 
tribution.  It  has  also  done  its  bit  in  the  matter  of  recruiting  not  only 
to  the  armed  forces  but  to  the  technical  services.  It  has  done  its  bit 
in  the  matter  of  supplies.  But  for  a  moment  I  would  ask  you-  to  bear 
with  me  when  I  emphasise,  re-emphasise  and  reiterate  that  the'  things 
that  matters  most  all  over  the  world  and  not  least  to  us  is  the  question 
of  keeping  up  our  spirits,  of  being  courageous,  of  keeping  up  the 
morale.  That  the  battles  and  catastrophies  that  have  enveloped  the 
world,  especially  in  the  eastern  hemisphere,  have  been  due1  to  the  fact 
that  for  various  reasons,  into  which  it  is  needless  now  to  enter,  the 
morale  of  the  ordinary  population  was  either  non-existent  or  gave  way 
at  the  last  moment.  Let  it  not  be  said  of  Travancore  that  it  flinched, 
that  its  spirits  failed,  that  in  the  face  of  peril  it  cowered.  When  I  ap¬ 
pealed  to  the  people  of  Travancore  that  not  one  person  should  be  eva¬ 
cuated  or  run  away  from  where  he  is  and  that  each  family  should  make 
up  its  mind  to  die  if  there  is  no  other  choice  at  the  place  where  it  is 
living  rather  than  flee  to  a  place  that  may  not  be  more  secure,  the 
response  was  magnificent,  and  I  hope  that  the  example  of  Travancore 
will  be  followed  elsewhere  so  that  we  shall  not  see  the  spectacle  of 
people  running  lifee  hares  not  even  when  the  hound  is  in  sight,  but 
because  the  hound  might  come  in  sight  12  months  later. 

/  In  this  connection  it  is  necessary  to  point  out  one  unpleasant 
v  feature.  There  are  in  this  State  as  there  are  in  all  parts  of  India 
unquiet,  turbulent  and  mischievous  elements  on  the  lookout  to  create 
trouble,  to  fish  in  troubled  waters.  If  to-day  it  is  fashionable  to  call 
themselves  pro-Soviet  they  do  .so  in  order  to  avoid  risks.  It  pays  them 
to  do  so.  .  If  tomorrow  it  is  fashionable  to  call  themselves  anti-Jap 
they  do  so.  But  they  do  exactly  the  same  thing  which  they  did  before 
they  called  themselves  pro-Soviet  or  anti'-Jap.  To  point  out  an  ins¬ 
tance,  there  are  two  men,  one  man  called  Blango  and  another  called 
Jeevanandam  whom  Madras  did  not  want,  and  who  were  expelled 
from  there.  They  were  Travancoreans.  They  came  here.  From  that 
moment  they  began  to  hold  meetings,  no  doubt  ,in  favour  of  Russia,  no 
doubt,  against  Japan,  but  always  denouncing  the  British  Government, 
the  Government’  of  India  and  the  Government  of  Travancore.  The 
Travancore  Government  has  only  two  who  may  by  .any  stretch 
of  language  be  called  politicals.  This  is  the  kind  of  '  speech  these 
people  deliver.  .  “Among  the  detenues  in  Vellore  Jail  there  art!  persons 
who  are  very  thin  and' emaciated,  striking  terror  in  the  heart , of  the 
British  Government,  a  .  Government  which  is  also  expert  in  making 
withdrawals  in  the  war  according  to  plan  :  it  is  opined  that  there 
would  require  two  or  three  world’s  space  more  to  effect  a  complete 
withdrawal  if  the  enemy  approaches  very  near  India,”  This  is '  the 
j  speech  made  by  the'  anti-Jap  pro-Soviet  Elango  and  Jeevanandam, 
J  for  the  purpose  of  infusing  courage  in  the  people  and  for  the  purpose  of

fighting  this  battle  which  according  to  thorn  this  Government  will  not 
help  Elango  and  J  eevanandam  to  fight.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  both 
Elanqo  and  Jeevanandam  have  now  been  asked  to  stay  in  their  own 
villages.  They  are  not  detained  within  the  jails,  but  they  have  been 
detained  in  their  own  villages  on  pain  of  being  arrested  if  they  move 
from  that  place.  I  hope  they  will  have  a  comfortable  stay  where 
they  are.  There  is  another  man  called  Karnnakaran  from  Alleppey, 
a  labourite,  international  labourite,  pro-Soviet,  anti-Jap  and  anti- 
imperialist,  desirous  of  fighting,  impatient  that  he  is  not  sent  to  the 
battle  trout  so  that  hi  a  courage  ami  heroism  may  be  exhibited  I  His 
speech  is  as  follows :  “  What  can  this  Government  do  against 
Japan  '?  The  Tmvancoro  Government,  that  is  Sir  0.  P’s.  Government*/ 
would  not  tolerate  the  establishment  of  a  national  Government  here 
with  Vattom  Thanu  Pilhi,  G.  Ramachandran and  0.  Kesavan  as  leaders  I 
while  lie  is  administering  the  Statu  as  I>ewan.  When  Japanese  < 
conquer  Travaneore.  it  is  not  thn  wife  and  daughters  of  Sir  C.  P.  who 
would  lie  •prostituted  by  them  but  it  would  lie  the  ladies  in  Travancore.” 
This  is  the  main  contribution  ol  this  pro-Soviet, 5  anti-Jap,  anti-revolu¬ 
tionary  and  bellicose  Ivarnnakariui  to  the  war  effort,  yn. 

Now,  I  wish  to  make  this  perfectly  clear.  Whatever  camouflage 
these  mischief  mongers  adoj.it,  if  they  continue  such  activities  which 
are  continuations  of  their  old  tactics  their  offences  will  uot  be  regarded 
•as  wiped  out  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  they  adopt  a  convenient 
label  for  themselves.  This  is  both  a  lesson  and  a  warning  and  I  mean 
it  as  such.  Of  course  one  docs  not  mind  personal  attacks,  A  paper 
called  Armiadnyam  says  that  after  angling  for  the  Viceroy’s 
Coime.il  membership  I  am  going  unwept,  unhononred  and  unsung,  , 
and  that  I  said  I  would  not  even  accept  a,  party,  because  1  may  not 
got  one.  This  pap^r  is  published  by  the  Youth  Christian  Council  of 
Action.  I  grant  that  the  paper  is  entitled  to  its  own  opinion  against 
me.  And  it  is  perfectly  within  its  right  to  say  that  I  should  be  sent 
out  forthwith  from  the  State,  This  is  its  own  private  opinion.  But 
the  speeches -which  I  have  refer  red  to  are  of  a  different:  character. 
They  are  not  solely  personal.  They  are  calculated  deliberately  to 
undermine  the  morale  of  the  people.  They  are  deliberately  intended  to 
spread  terror  and  fright  in  the  minds  of  the  people  to  make  a  hiatus  or 
a. gap  between  the  Government  efforts  and  popular  efforts  and  to  make 
it  difficult  for  Government  to  summon  people  to  joint  endeavour,. 
Government  will  have  little  sympathy  with  such  people  and  will  give 
them  no  quarter  whatever,  ^  , 

Now,  turning  to  the  war  efforts,  I  am  glad  to  inform  the  Honour¬ 
able  House  that  after  the  formation  of  the  Central  War  Recruitment 
Committee  in  Travancore,  ’the  number  of  applications  received  for 
commissioned  officers » for  Air,  Land  and  Naval  Forces  is  1,125,  and 
about  150  have  been  selected.  Selection  to  the  ranks  in  the  several 
fighting  Forces  by  the  Assistant  Recruiting  Officer  during  the  last 
.  0  months  number  over  4,900  besides  10,000  men  already  recruited 
before-  Bo  far  as  training  centres,  are  concerned  tbe.P.  W.  D.  Work-  . 
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shops  and  State  Transport  Workshops  have  given  our  quota.  We 
have  recently  sent  labour  units  for  making  roads  between  India  and 
China.  The  War  Technician  Scheme  is  also  well  known  as  a  part  of  the 
general  war  effort  and  large  numbers  of  young  men  are  undergoing 
training  as  war  technician.  Honourable  Members  would  have  already 
noticed  that  the  scope  of  recruitment  to  the  Army  has  been  recently 
widened.  All  people  in  the  State  have  now  become  entitled  to  be  re- 
ernitticl  to  the  Army,  It  is  not  confined  to  any  particular  community. 

'  With  regard  to  the  A.  B.  IP.  organisation,  a  certain  amount  of  work 
has  been  done.  But  I  must  answer  some  criticisms  that  have  appeared 
in  some  local  and  some  outside  papers  in  regard  - to  this  matter.  Let 
us.  view  the  position  of  Travancore  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  intend¬ 
ing  enemy.  I  have  pointed  out  more  than  once  that  there  are  no  big 
munition  centres  here,  that  there  arc  no  productions  of  armaments  and 
that  at.  the  present  moment  there  is  nothing  to  attract  a  grasping 
enemy.  But  that  does  not  moan  that  we  are  free  from  danger  so  long 
as  we  ave  so  near  Ceylon  and  so  long  as  wo  are  on  the  way  from  Ceylon 
to  Cochin  and  to  Bombay.  But  the  danger  that  we  undoubtedly  have 
is  minimised  and  is  qualified  by  the  circumstance  that  a  large  'portion 
of  the  country  is  hilly  and  a  very  large,  proportion  of  the  inhabitants  is 
dispersed  throughout  the  country,  each  person  living  in  his  own  garden. 
The  effect  of  a. bomb  and  the  usual  tactics  employed  by  the  Japanese 
and  the  Germans  is  not  therefore  likely  to  be  So  calamitous  as  else¬ 
where.  But  nevertheless,  we  have  taken  steps,  which  have  been  set 
out  in  the  press,  in  order  to  deal  with-  this  matter  and  our  Air 
Raid  Precautions. are  proceeding  fairly  satisfactorily.  I  cannot  say  that 
we  have  got  all  that  we  need.  We  need  appliances,  we  need  fire  fight¬ 
ing  appliances.  I.  may  inform  this  Honourable  House  that  quite  re¬ 
cently  wo  have  had  visits  from  the  officer  of  the  Government  of  India . 
who  have  promised  us  considerable  co-operation  and  assistance  in  this 
respect. 

In  this  connection  I  cannot  omit  to  mention  the  aid  given  to  the 
/evacuees.  A  large  number  of  Travaneoreans,  a  very  large  number  in- 
rleedT have  come  here  in  utter  penury  and  ■  distress  from  Malaya, 
Burma  and  many  other  places  in  the  Par  East.  We  have  given  them 
'  very  many  concessions,  educational  and  otherwise,  and  we  are  also 
trying  to  recruit-  some  of  them  into  our  services.  But  I  want  to  inform 
them  that  we  are  not  likely  to  give  them  much  assistance  in  the  way  of 
appointments  to  offices.  I  think  I  must  have  received  over  2,000  appli¬ 
cations  for  appointments  to  offices  in  Travancore,  applications  sent  by 
Travaneoreans  who  have  lost  their  everything  tad  who  are  fully  quali¬ 
fied  by  their  previous  experience  to  be  appointed  here.  But  naturally 
in  an  highly  educated  State  like  this  with  unemployment  amongst 
the  educated  community  being  as  comprehensive  and  widespread 
as  here,  we  cannot  give  them  much  assistance.*  It  is  only  experts, 
those  who  have  specialised  in  their  Jobs  that  can  be  appointed 
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here.  Lest  there  be  any  disappointment  or  false  hopes  being 
given,  I  wish  to  say  so  publicly  now.  Bui  without  giving  appointments 
there  are  many  ways  in  which  the  evacuees  can  be  helped,  by  monetary 
help  in  the  case  of  absolute  destitutes  and  by  oilier  means ;  and  by  every 
one  of  these  means  this  Government  is  trying  to  do  what  it  can.  /' 

At  one  time  the  situation  in  the  coir  industry  appeared  to'  be 
catastrophic  and  large  numbers  of  people  were  thrown  out  of  employ¬ 
ment  in  the  coir  factories  in  ChirayiDkil,  Sherfcak,  Alleppey  and  many 
other  places.  I  must  at  this  moment  pay  my  tribute  to  Brigadier 
General  Wood  and  the  members  of  the  Government  of  India,  the  Com¬ 
merce  and  Supply'  members  especially,  who  came  to  our  assistance  at 
that  time.  They  gave  ns  fairly  large  orders.  To  Col.  Murphy’s  un¬ 
stinted,  unwearied,  and  continuous  helpfulness  -I  must  pay  a  tribute  of 
admiration  and  gratitude.  He  has  been  of  great  assistance  to  us  in  pres¬ 
sing  the  case  before  the  Government  of  India.  It  is  a  ma  tier  of  singular 
satisfaction  to  me  that,  a  man  so  sympathetic,  so  well  acquainted  with 
the  condition  of  Travaneore  and  so  fully  conversant t  with  the  policy  of 
the  Government  of  Travaneore  will  be  here  during  my  temporary 
absence.  Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  the  ltesident  and  thanks  to  the  help¬ 
fulness  of  the  Government  of  India,  where  there  was  starvation  there 
was  at  least,  a  partial  measure  of  relief.  That  was  not  enough  ,  We 
had  to  opon  relief  works  in  Vaikom,  Quilon,  Shertala.  and  Alleppey. 
But  even  that  was  not  enough.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  just  now  the  tide 
is  beginning  to  turn.  Thanks  to  the  world  shortage  of  rubber  and 
thanks  also  to  the,  circumstance  that  Travaneore  is  one  of  the  few 
countries  which  produce  rubber,  our  rubber  is  selling  well.  Our' 
cocoanut  oil  and  our  copra  are  selling  better  than  before.  Our  ginger 
and  pepper  are  getting  good  markets.  Many  of  our  monopoly  products 
which  were  really  driven  to  greaj  straits  by  competition  frofb  elsewhere 
have  regained  their  former  status  in  the  markets  of  the  world.  The 
result  has  been  a  repercussion  in  the  way  of  fairly  general  prosperity  in 
the  localities  I  have  referred  to.  Moreover  steps  are  already  under  way, 
steps  are  under  contemplation  by  which  a  very  much  larger  use  of 
coir  fibre  may  be  made  possible  for  various  purposes  in  connection  with 
the  war.  This  Government  have  had  conversations  with  the  repre¬ 
sentatives  pf  the  Government  of  India.  Experiments  are  in  progress 
and  will  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  ,  seeing  whether  coir  properly 
treated  and  properly  worked  cannot  be  used  for  boots  and  shoes  for  the 
army.  If  that  experiment,  is  successful,  the  coir  industry  is  absolutely 
secure.  Let  ns  hope  that  the  experiment  will  be  successful,  and  that 
the  results  will  be  accepted  by  the  authorities.  , 

It  is  not  only  the  loss  of  the  markets  to  which  we  were  ac¬ 
customed,  it  is  not  only  the  unemployment  that  was  a  concomitant  of 
the  loss  of  markets  from  which  Travaneore  suffered.  The  real  diffi¬ 
culty  of  Travaneore  was  in  the  matter  of  food  production.  Wc  were 
reporting  286,000  tons  q,f  rice  from  outside  the  State  almost  entirely 
tom  Burma  and  Siam.  Travaneore  and  Cochin  depended  for  their 
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main  supply  on  Burma  and  biam.  Therefore  when  Burma-  and  Siam 
became  unavailable,  the  position  was  well  mga.  desperate.  In  Travan- 
core,  within  a  few  Wed®  after  the  out-break  of  the  war,  the  fixation 
of  maximum  price  of  rice  was  introduced.-  It  worked  well.  We 
suffered  «omc  loss  at  the  start.  But  that  amount  was  more  than 
made  up  afterwards,  unfbftumiieh/  however,  and  I  underline  and 
re-emphasise  that  expression  “  unfortunately”,  our  neighbours  did  not 
start  any  measure  for  the  control  of  rice  until  recently.  'Lne  result  of  it. 
was  that  oar  control  of  nee  was  really  haphazard,  fragmentary  and  tenta¬ 
tive  The  Government  of  Madras  awoke  to  llie  situation  »  tow  weeks 
a«d  and  made  up  its  mind  to  establish  rice  control,  but  has  not  made 
up  its  in md  to  fix  maximum  prices.  In  this  eunucctiou,  my  tribute 
/  is  due  to  Mr.  Dixon,  the  Dcwau  of  Cochin.  Not  only  m  this  matter, 
but  in  over  v  other  matt  or  m  which  Tiavtiico,  and  0-  <<b  in  hi»ve  had 
contacts,  he  has  been  of  the  utmost  possible  help  arid  assistance 
and  I  muoi  i_iw  my  me  cl  oi  piano  i  j  Mi.  Dixon  iw  the  ivi  Un  c  with 
which  lie  arrived  at  the  undoistanding  which  now  go  veins  u.o.  is  mui-tor. 
As  there  is  considerable  apprehension  and  as  every  dav  1  am  rocorviu:' 
people  who  come  to  rue  apparently  panic-stricken  and  some  one  savs  that 
somebodv  m  some  corner  13  selling  rice  at  Bs.  17  although  the 
Government  has  fixed  the  price  at  Rs.  14,  m  order  to  remove  the  mis¬ 
conception  of  those  peopledet  me  outline  the  rice  policy  of  this  State.  It 
has  now  been  decided  with  the  consultation  and  co-ordination  of  the 
Madras  Government,  the  Cochin  Government  and  the  ‘Travail  - 
core  Government  that  three,  fifths  of  the  total  supply  of  rice  that 
is  needed  for  the  area— I  am  giving  approximate  figures— -should  Vie 
supplied  to  Travancore  and  Cochin  from  Tan  [ore  District  and  certain 
other  specified  localities  in  the  Northern  Circars.  Instead  of  wrangling 
amongst  oufsolves  as  to  who  should  get  more  and  ns  to  who  should 
get  less,  Cochin  and  Travancore  have  now  decided  in  unison  and  in 
harmony  upon  working  together  this  great  experiment  of  food 
,/ supply  to  the  States  of  Travancore  and  Coohih.  We  shall  act 
as  one  unit.  Travancore  and  Cochin  are  jointly  appointing  their 
representatives  in  the  Northern  Circars  and  in  Taujore  in  order 
that  those  representatives  might  get  into  touch  with  the  whole¬ 
sale  producers  and  distributors  in  Tanjorc  and  the  Northern 
Circars  respectively.  They  will  pat  themselves  into  touch  with  the 
wholesale  merchants  here  so  that  the  rice  might  be  purchased  and 
arrangements  might  be  made  for  transport.  The  difficulty  of  getting  rice 

is  not  so  great  as  the  difficulty  of  transporting  that  rice  by  railway  to 
/  Cochin,  Trivandrum  or  Quilon.  And  therefore  it  is  that  Travancore 
and  Cochin,  have  jointly  determined  that  they  shall  no!,  quarrel  about 
waggons. .  If  waggons  are  available  in'  the  tread- -gauge  liaos  all  the 
rice  will  be  brought  to  the  broad-gauge  centre  au-i  if  w-'g'ws  arc 
available  on  the  narrow-gauge,  lines  then  the  rice  will  bclirovi«ht 
-  to  the.  narrow-gauge  centre.  If  there  is  any  deficiency  in  Tra- 
-yancore,  Cochin  will  supply  and  if  there  is  any  deficiency  in  Coclrin, 
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Travancore' will  supply.  That  is  the  principle  on  which  we  arc  work¬ 
ing  and  I  am  glad  to  say,  although  I  do  not  wish  to  go  -into  details  just, 
now  that  three  results  are  certain.  There  is  going  to  be  absolutely 
no  shortage  of  the  supply  of  rice  to  Travancore  or  to  Cochin  in  the 
near  future.  When  I  say  that,  of  course,  I  leave  out  of  account  any¬ 
thing  like  the  break-down  of  the  transport  machinery.  Even  then  we 
are  ready  and  we  have  told  that  the  help  of  the  Transport  Depart¬ 
ment  will  be  available  working  night  and  day  by  shifts.  Even  if  petrol - 
is  not.  available,  wo  can  use  transport  vehicles  run  in  charcoal  ’  gas  to 
get  rice  for  the  joint  benefit- of  tire  two  Staten.  That  is  the  principle. 
At  the  same  time,  the  G  overnments  of  Travancore  and  Cochin  have  like 
wise' made,  up  their  minds  that  they  will  not  act  as  buyers  and  sellers 
themselves.  They  will  put  themselves  in  touch,  with  the  wholesale 
merchants..  They  will  give  the  wholesale  merchants  a  certain  amount 
of  profit.  .  I  am  saying  this  so  that  the  wholesale  merchants  may  hear 
it  ;tnd  so  that  they  may  derive  full  comfort  and  perhaps  a  warning  from 
what  I  am  going  to  say.  The  idea  of  the  Governments  of  Travancore 
and  Cochin  is  that  the  prices  will  be  settled  at  Tanjore  or  the  Northern 
Circars,  aw  the  case  may  be,  and  that  prices  will  be  settled  necessarily 
on  an  All-India  basis.  It  may  be  that  the  prices  may  go  a  little  bit 
higher  because  there,  is  a  certain  amount  of  rise  in  the  price  of  riee  in 
the  whole  of  India  and  rightly  or  wrongly  circumstances  ‘have  forced 
India  to  supply  Ceylon  in  addition  to  Indian  requirements .  So  the 
Madras  Presidency  has  to  supply  Ceylon,  Travancore  and  Cochin 
Govornments'and  a  certain  rise' in  the  price  is  inevitable,  .There  is 
no  use  of  saying  that  the  price  of  rice  yesterday  was  its.  13  aud  that 
today  it  is  Rsi  14.  This  price  will  have  to  be  fixed  on  an  All-India 
basis.  The  moment  the  price  is  fixed  and  the  representatives  of 
Travancore  and  Cochin  have  done  their  duty  in  the  matter, of  fixation 
of  prices,  the  transport  charges  will  be  added  and  a  certain  amount,  a 
reasonable  amount,  of  profit  will  be  allowed  to  the  wholesale  dealer. 
But  if  the  wholesale  merchant  hoards  his  stock,  if  the  wholesale 
merchant  creates  rise  in  prices,  if  he  clandestinely  alters  the  rates  which 
the  Government  have  fixed,  his  stock  will  be  taken  control  of  by 
Government  and  penalties  including  and  up  to  confiscation  are  open  to 
this  Government  and  I  can  say  that  they  will  not  flinch  from  exorcis¬ 
ing  such  powers.  In  other  words,  a  man  who  has  decided  upon  getting 
a  legitimate  profit  in  the  pursuit  of  a  legitimate  avocation  will  not  be 
interfered  with  but  all  facilities  would  be  given  to  him.  To  the 
hoarder  and  to  the  profiteSr  the  warning  is  clear  and  must  be  heeded.- 
The  next  difficult  question  is  the  question  of  yarn.  Next  to 
food  conics  the  question  of  clothing.  From  the  beginning  and  practi¬ 
cally  from  the  inception  of  wav  the  Travancore  Government  controlled 
yarn.  The  result  has  been  that,  we'  have  never  had  any  high  price 
for  yarn  here.  Fortunately,  Government,  decided  .'to  .buy,  yarn 
and  stock  it.  Very  early  we  have  been  able  to  prevent  ‘racketeer- • 
ing  and  profiteering,  I  am  glad  to  say  that  inclusive  of  the  ordered 
yarn  the  stuck  available  to  us  is  quite  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the 
State,  In  this  connection  I  must  not  omit  to  utter  a  word  of  thankful- 
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ness  for  the  eo-oueration  uviueed  bv  Mi-.-jJoafc  of  toe  iiarvey  Mills  at 
Madui  i  Win  i  i  at  n.  i  i  t  i  m  Li  mo  lohelp 

the  j  uoi  man  >f  Trucm  o  3  au.l  vHh'ji"  m  eU1  mimg  hi.  j\vn  ideas  as 

master  of  industries  this  result  would  not-  have  oeeii  achieved.  And  I 
may  savthat  Mr.  Doak  deserves  all  pkiiwj  u>r  coining  to  .oaf  help  at  a 
very  difficult  juncture. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  realise  that  25,000  hand-looms  and, over 
200  it  aii  uimc  u.ntsKokL-  .ho  nlrlu,  Jo  dwitj'i  are  engaged  in  jam 
trade.  Ecu  ,  »  uu  i  if  >e  \  a-.  <  >  .  id  >  ib  ’  b  am  T  o!  j  tiui  in  the 

country  and  iho  prevailing  rates  both  inside  u,ad  up-side  the  fcil.tte  were 

prohibitive.  Tho  Government  stopped  m  and  irarchascsd  yarn  tor  the 
value  of  nearly  Jtls.  B-2  lakhs.  They  fixed  a  price  which  is  considered 
reasonable  under  Ihe  present  mrimmsiancts ,  'the  varn  so  controlled 
by  Gmeiomei  4  w.i  di-lvibuned  on ..  i\  tom  1  nt  mm'  ami  Un  noeds 
and  n  c]]j  ivimenl  ><  ho  \. a.  in,  popuiaum  ,u,  <  mot  .m  a  reasonable 
scale.  Thuewi-,  n'.o'ii.di  u.i-nal  whv..i  Iho  pm;  ol  yarn  fell 
far  beiow  tho  controlled  rales  and  large  quanoicius  of  yam  name  into 
the  State.  The  Government,  however,  mamcauiiju  their  stock  and 
made  forward  purchases  in  order  to  meet  the  requirements  ol  the  pre¬ 
sent  Onain  season.  The  price  of  yarn  has  again, gone  up  very  high  m 
British  India  and  the  result  is  that  the  Travancore  Government  have 
been  obliged  to  revise  the  price  fixed  by  them  although  even  the  revised 
price  is  advantageous  to  people  of  this  Slate  when  compared  with  prices 
elsewhere.  Fortunately,  there  is  sufficient  yarn  to  meet  all  reasonable 
demands  of  the  population  during  the  Guam  season  and  it  is  hoped 
that  with  the  control  measures  introduced  in  British  India  in  regard 
to  yarn  the  prices  will  adjust  themselves  both  here,  and  elsewhere  on  a 
scale  satisfactory  to  all  parties- 

Another  commodity  in  which  we  are  not  self-sufficient. ,  ia  sugar 
As  in  the  case  of  lice  the  State  is  not  self-suilicien t  in  regard  to  sugar. 
The  Travancore  Sugars  at  Thuekalai  produce  only  one-third  of  the 
requirements  of  the  State.  The  projected..  Cane  ouprar  Factory  at 
Tiruvalla  has  not  yet  taken  shape.  Tho  result  is  that  we  have  to 
depend  on  British  Indian  sugar  to  meet  t  wo-thirds  of  the  demand  of 
the  State.  The  Government  of  India  was  approached  on  -the  matter 
and  I  am  glad  to  say  that  they  ate  res  'ending  in  complete  co¬ 
operation-  They  have  allotted  a  monthly  quota  of  000  tons  of  sugar 
for  Travancore.  This  Government  have  enacted  a.  Sugar  Control  Order 
on  the  same  linos  as  in  British  India  and  the  schedule  of  ex-factory 
rates  enacted  in.  British  India,  has  been  adopted  Lore.  lietail  price  is 
also  controlled  by  this  Government,  and  us  will  be  seen  trnm  the  recent 
notifications,  the  prices  are  practically  on  err.:  Kamo  footing  as  in  the 
adjoining  British  Indian  territories. 

Tho  last  commodity  of  which  I  shall  sherds  in  robber.  The  value  of 
rubber  has  gone  up  on  account  of  the  war  situation*  At  one  time  we 
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were  asfcert  to  restrict  the  output  of  rubber.  For  three  or  font  years  some 
people  including  iny  humble  seif  have  been  thinking  that  the  policy  was 
unwise.  It  involved  the  result  that  Cochin,  Mysore,  Travancove  and 
Gevlou -should,  for  the  sake  of  some  -  persons  m  the  East  Indies  who 
formed  part  of  a  .world  syndicate,  keep  down  rubber  production  so 
that  the  prices  may  be  bent  up  ancl  some  .  magnates  may  profit 
thereby.  That  was  what  happened  during  the  past.  But  the  thing 
has  taken  a  different  trim  now.  We  have  now  been  asked  to  increase 
production  and  wo  have  been  asked  to  plan!  rubber  here,  there  and 
everywhere.  A  Committee  has  been  appointed  by  Government,  con¬ 
sisting  of  the  Division  Pci.-ibkar,  Km-tayam.  .Mr.  Knrnm  John  and 
Mr.  H.  Krishna  Aiyar  So  oral  with  applications  for  fresh  planting  of 
rubber.  It  is  undemi  iod  that  a  large  number  of  applications  have  been 
received  already.  ‘Along  -with  measures  taken  for  new  planting  of 
rubber,  control  measures  have  also  been  introduced,  regulating  the  use 
to  which  raw 'rubber  may  be  put  during  the  present  emergency. 

1  am  glad  .to  say  m  this  connection  that  speaking  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Central  Tmvancoro  LTaniers’  Association,  the  Chairman  has  stated 
that  many  members  of  the  Association  have  undertaken  a  food  produc¬ 
tion  programme  on  a  very  largo  scalo  in  their  estates.  Now  that  is  the 
next  subject  t,o  which.  I  shall  devote  some  attention.  I  wisli,  with  all 
the  emphasis  o.t  my  -command,  to  appeal  to  tho. people  of  Travancore 
not  tu  bo  content  with  the  situation  iu  which  they  have  perforce 
to  rely  upon  380  or  300  thousand  tons  of  rice  from  outside.  They 
ought  to  be  able  at  least  to  approach  self-sufficiency  m  the  matter 
of  food  supply  and  they  can  do  so  if  they  make  an  effort.  I  hope 
every  member  of  the  Legislature  will  peruse,  reporuso  a,  very 
remarkable  bool:  published  at  t-hungkiug  recounting  the  efforts 
made  in  this  direction  by  China  in  those  five  years  of  an  epic  war.  I 
do  not  propose  to  refer  to  the  other  reports.  But  China’s  problem  was 
not  unliko  Travancore’s.  It  had  .to  import  its  rice.  Notwithstanding 
the  existence  of  a  very  fertile  area  and  very  big  and  silt-laden  rivers, 
they  adopted  a  system  of  extension  of  crop  area.  That  we  roust  also 
adopt.  In  other  words  them  should  unt  be  a  single  vacant  inch 
of  land  in  the  Btato  fphich  can  produce  some  kind  of  food  crop* 
whether  rice  or  tapioca  or  vegetable  or  millets,  or  beans  like  soya. 
Government  have  recently  passed  orders  that  even  ;.thc  premises 
of  Government  buildings  excepting  the  front  portions  .which  may 
provide  feasting  for  the  eyes,  may  bo  devoted  for  the  cultivation 
-  of  tapioca  or  ■  other  food  crops.  1  trust  that  private  owners  of  land 
will  also  do  likewise,  and  That  all  places  left  fallow  will  be  cultivated. 
Last  year  I  promised  to  -introduce  legislation  to  penalise  people  who 
have  lands' which  they  leave  uncultivated.  This  year  my  mind  is 
travelling  further  afield.  It  seems  to  me  that  it -would,  not  be  enough 
to  penalise  such  land  owners  but  Government  will  have  to  take,  control 
of  all  the  lahds  that  are  left  uncultivated  and  make  the  best  ,  rise 
of  them.  Moreover,  it  is  the  height' -of  folly  ’for  us,  to  starve  in.  the 
midst  of  potential  plenty.  (We  have  plenty  of  rainfall  and  the  soil  is  : 
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fertile.  And  with  a  little  care  and  effort  much  can  be  made  by  way 
of  food  crops  by  the  land  owners.  I  am  making  an  appeal  specially  to 
the  planters.  Last  year  I  made  an  appeal  to  the.  planters  at  Peermade 
that  they  should  plant  potatoes  and  other  vegetables  wherever  possi¬ 
ble.  But  nothing  was  done  in  that  matter.  If  they  had  done  so 
they-  would  have"  received  large  profits.  For  dehydrated  potatoes 
the"  prices  are  soaring  up.  I  am  making  an  appeal  to  the  planters 
to  plant  vegetables  or  other  produces  wherever  tea  is  not  planted. 
We  v, -ant  the  planters  to  make  profits  and  augment  food  production 
in  the  State.  I  hope  thev  will  heed  to  this  request.  Apart  from 
the  planters  there  .are  •  many  others  who  could  do  likewise.  In 
China  they  are  not  only  rextonding  the  crop  area  but  they  are  also 
meeting  the  problem  of  soil  erosion.  During  the  monsoons  .many  hill 
slopes  are  washed  down  carrying  away  tha  rich  silt  and  thus,  making 
them  barren  and  unproductive.  To  meet  this  contingency,  they  resort 
to  extensive  terracing  for  cultivation  purposes,  year  after  year  I  have 
said  that  we  here  also  should  adopt  terrace  cultivation  to  prevent  soil 
erosion.  But  very  little  has  been  done  in  this  direction.  But  what  is 
to  my  mind  most  instructive  is  this  passage :  — 

“  In  order  to  promote  rice  production,  the  Ministry  has  adopted 
the  following  measures.  First,  the  extension  of  improved 
varieties  of  rice.  There  are  altogether  135  improved  varieties 
of  rice  in  the  country.  Best  varieties  produce  196  catties 
more  per  mow  than  the  farmer’s  varieties-  On  the  average, 
improved  varieties  produced  52  catties  [more  per  mow  t-han 
the  normal  variety  of  rice.  In  1941,  cultivation  of  improved 
varieties  was  extended  to  2,320,917  mow,  yielding  an  increase 
.  of  1,141,715  piculs.  Second,  the  substitution  of  the  cultiva- 
tion  of  ordinary  rice  for  that  of  glutinous  rice.  An.  additional 
■4,254,539  mow  of  ordinary ’rice,  was  planted  in  1941  in  ton 
provinces.  The  total  rice  crop  secured  amounted  to  1,148,72  5 
piculs.  Third,  the  promotion  of  a  second  growth  of  rice,, 
v  the  practice  of  using  the  original  rice  .stalk  to  produce 

a  second  crop,  the  yield  of  which  is  50-70  catties,  per  mow. 
In  .the.  five  ..provinces  this  process  was  extended  to  204,236 
mow  in  1941,  yielding  an  additional  harvest  of  136,005  piculs. 
Fourth,  the  interplauting  of  late  maturing  rice  with  early  rice. 
Most  of  the  rice  regions  in  Free  China  are  adapted  to  the 
■  '  growth  of  two  ’crops  of  rice  in  one  season,  i.  e.}  to  interplant 
late  nfaturiug  rice  with. early  rice.  The  gain  is  about  150-200 
catties  more  than  ordinary  single  cropping  per  mow,” 

All  these  measures  are  applicable  in  Travancoro  provided  adequate 
scientifically  organised  thought  is  bestowed  on  the  problem.  Our  food 
problem  can  be  successfully  solve  1  not  only  by  extending  the  area  of 
cultivation  but  also  by  intensive  cultivation. 
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I  have  spoken  of  tapioca.  Not  many  days  ago  .1  received  a  visit 
from  the  representative  of  the  biggest  starch  producing  country  in  the 
world  sii.i  America.  As  yon  probably  know,  during  the  present  war  period 
it  may  .be  used  and  is  nsed  for  food.  But  it  is  foolish  to  rely  solely  upon 
tapioca  for  food.  It  is'very  inferior  food  at  the  best.  But  to-day  we  cannot 
get  any  better  and  so  we  must  do  with  it,  but  to-morrow  that  tapioca 
starch  is  necessary  for  every  textile  and  paper  mill  in  India.  The  Mills 
were  getting  starch  from  Japan,  they  were  getting  starch  from  many 
parts  of  the  Bast  Indies.  To-day  Travancore- tapioca  starch  is  needed  by 
the  textile  and  other  Mills  of  India  but  to-morrow  it  will  be  required  by 
the. textile  mills  of  Europe.  It  is  also  needed  for  various  other  things 
including,  among  other  things,  face  powder.  Now  the  position  is  this. 
I  think  we  must  realise  what  a  certain  gentleman  who  came  from 
America  told  me.  He  said  he  oame  to  .Travancore.  He  took  the  tapioca  as 
he  wanted  some  starch.  There  were  agencies  to  produce  the  sfarch 
but  ihe  starch  pioduced  was  not-  of  the  correct  standard.  It 
is  necessary  therefore  to  extend  the  cultivation  of  tapioca  both 
from  the  point  of  view  of  food  production  and  from  the  point  of 
view  of  starch  production.  From-  the  point  of  view  of  starch 
production,  among  other  matters,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  by  our 
people  that  any  system  of  adulteration  is  short-sighted,  and  ruinous  to 
the  future  interests  of  this  State.  Proper  grading  and  proper  regula¬ 
tion  should  be  adopted  by  our  co-operative  societies  who  should,  recognise 
the  urgency  of  the  task  before  them,  and  set  about  doing  what  is 
necessary  to  promote  this  industry.  . 

In  pursuance  of  the  general  policy  of  co-ordination  of  effort 
between  Travancore  and  Cochin,  I  am  also  glad  to  inform  this  Honoura¬ 
ble  House,  that  in  the  matter  of  coir  a  technical  advisory  committee 
has  been  formed  in.  respect  of  coir  production  consisting  of  represent  i- 
tives  both  of  Travancore  and  Cochin  so  that  we  may  approach  the 
Government  of  India  Supply  Department  jointly  instead  of  severally 
and  competitively. 

What  I  have  to  say  of  other  Departments  will  necessarily  be  very 
brief.  We  expected  a  great  deal  from  the  development  of  the  Palli- 
vasal  Scheme.  The  Aluminium  Factory  at  Alwaye  is  expected  to  begin 
work  some  months  later  and  already  it  is  getting  braced  up  for  the 
effort.  But  on  account  of  our  import  difficulties,  on  account  of  the  seri¬ 
ous  shipping  situation  we  have  not  been  able  to  get  priorities  for  these 
materials  and  appliances  without  which  the  extension  of  the  Pallivasal 
Scheme  is  nor  possible.  On  that  extension  depends  the  extension  of  the 
aluminium  production,  on  that  extension  depends  the  extension  of. the 
food  production,  the  Punja  cultivation,  the 'bringing  of  electric  power 
into  cottage  industries,  The  extension  o^electric  energy  is  handicapped 
for  the'time  being*.  We  aretherefore  waiting  for  the  period  when  we 
shall  again  go  on  with  our  normal  programme  but  even  with  our 
restricted  programme  we  have  been  able  to  be  of  some  assistance  to  our 
neighbouring  State  and  not  very  long  ago  the  supply  to  Ernakulam  was 
switched  on  from  Pallivasal  on  the  15th  of  March.  And  notwithstanding 
Vol.  XX.  No  1.  , 
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our  other  handicaps,  we  are  now  extending  our  telephone 
system  very  rapidly.  The  hope  of  the  Government  of  Travancore  is 
that  every  village  should  have  its  telephone,  its  broadcast  apparatus, 
and  electric  power  intended  to  supplement  the  agricultural  labour  in 
the  matter  of  aiding  the  cottage  industries  bn  a  power  basis.  In  that 
hope  the  Government  of  Travancore  is  working.  Much  depends  upon 
the  outcome  of  this  great  struggle.  Much  depends  upon  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  equilibrium  in  this  distracted  World  in  order  to  carry  out  the 


The  Financial  Secretary  has  already  dealt  with  the  question  of  the 
Transport  Department,  which,  notwithstanding  many  difficulties,  has 
done  well.  It  is  proposed  to  make  it  permanent  and  at  the  same  time 
it  is  essential — I  want  to  mention  it — to  raise  the  fares  for  many  reasons. 
People  talk  of  overcrowding.  The  amount  of  overcrowding  in  transport 
buses  was  bad  enough  at  the  best  of  times,  but  to-day  it  is  terrific  and  it 
is  likely  to  be  a  source  of  danger.  Much  of  this  travel  has  to  be* 
restricted.  At  this  juncture  I  must  say  this— that  people  come  up  to 
me  and  ask  me  why  is  it  that  the  price  of  kerosene  is  gomg'  up.  The 
price  of  kerosene  is  going  up  because  the  war  is  approaching  the  Persian 
Gulf,  because  the  war  has  engulfed  the  East  Indies,  because  there  is  a 
war  in  the  world.  Last  year  I  said  that  the  time  was  fast  coming 
when  vegetable  oils  will  have  to  be  used,  and  self  restraint  has  to  be 
practised  in  the  matter  of  kerosene.  I  make  an  appeal  to  the  people 
of  the  State  to  lessen  their  kerosene  consumption  from  now  on  and 
begin  the  use  of  other  oils  because  it  is  just  possible  that  none  of  ns 
might  have  any  kerosene  three  months  or  six  months  later.  We  must 
be  prepared  for  that.  There  is  no  use  of  asking  ‘Why  is  the  price 
of  kerosene  going  up’ ?  The  price  is  going  up  because  there  is  not 
enough  kerosene  to  go  round  in  the  world.  At  present  I  see  that  police 
assistance  is  necessary  in  front  of  the  kerosene  shops  because' of  people 
rushing  to  buy  kerosene  and  the  result  is  that  there  is  likely  to  be  some 
little  trouble  in  some  parts.  May  I  appeal  that  the  time  has 
come  When  they,  as  the  people  of  India  generally,  should  realise  that 
they  must  necessarily  do  /without  many  of  the  things  which  they 
now  consider  as  articles  of  luxury  to  which  they  are  used  or  even  as 
essential.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  obtain  the  necessary 
food  grain  for  the  people.  Such  duty  in  the  matter  of  rice,  tapioca 
and  other  matters,  Government  is  trying  to  discharge  with  all  the 
power  at  its  control;  Yarn  for  wearing,  it  is  the  duty  of  Government 
to  provide  for.  But  suppose  some  gentleman  intent -on  festivities 
says  “  There  is  not  enough  petrol  for  me  to  conduct  the  marriage  of 
my  child  ”  I  have  received  a  petition  to  that  effect,  and  that  is  why 
I.  am  saying  it.  A  certain  gentleman  said  “  It  is  fiecessary  to  have 
fire-works,  and  so  the  rules  against  the  display  of  fire-works  at  night 
must  be  dispensed  with  in  my  case.  It  is  necessary  that  I  must  have 
nmre  petrol.  I  UBed  fifty  cars  for  the  last  marriage.  I  must  have  ■ 
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at  least  thirty  cars  this  time,  and  each  car  must  hare  twenty  gallons 
of  petrol.  Otherwise  how  is  this  marriage  to  be  conducted  ?”  J  That 
kind  of  demand  cannot  and  will  not  be  met.  In' the  matter  .of  kerosene 
there  should  he  a'  self-denying  ordinance  imposed  throughout  the 
country  from  now  on.  Otherwise  the  difficulty  will  be  on  you  before 
you  are  fully  aware  of  it. 

In  this  connection,  I  should  like' to  mention  that  all  the  crude  oil 
necessary  for  Punja  cultivation  has  already  been  arranged  for  up  to  the 
full  extent  df  the  demand. 

In  regard  to  increase  of  bus  fares  I  found  a  newspaper  saying  that 
the  Transport  Department  has  made  some  profit  and  that  therefore  there 
is  no  need  to  increase  the  fare.  But  the  fare  is  being  increased  for  two 
reasons.  '  Keplacemenks  in  transport  vehicles  are  going  to  be  impossi¬ 
ble.  If  a  transport  vehicle  breaks  down,  you  cannot  get  spare  parts 
anywhere  in  the  world.  There  are  certain  varieties  of  steel  which  we 
cannot  get  in  India  and  therefore  unless  we  husband  our  resources, 
unless  these  transport  vehicles  are  kept  up  at  their  maximum  efficiency 
throughout  the  coming  critical  year  or  two,  we  shall  not  only  have 
overcrowding,  but  we  shall  have  no  vehicles  for  the  overcrowding. 
Therefore  it  is  necessary,  first  of  all,  to  restrict  all  travel.  In  the  rail¬ 
ways,  there  is  now  a  programme  of  propaganda  asking  persons  not  to 
travel  on  railways.  Before,  the  profits  from  the  railways  were  a  great ' 
feature  in  the  budget  of  the  ■Central  Exchequer,  but  now  the  Central 
Government  are  anxious  to  propagate  the  idea  that  people  should  not  tra¬ 
vel  too  much  because  the  railways  suffer  from  the  same  difficulties  which 
the  Transport  Department  are  suffering  from.  It  is  necessary  for  people 
to  restrict  their  travel  as  much  as  possible  and  to  realise  that  our 
difficulty  arises  not  only  from  want  of  petrol  but  also  from  the  difficulty 
of  replacement  of  'spare  parts  aud  the  supply  of  essential  material  like 
high' grade  steel 

Mention  has  been  made  of  a  scheme  of  medical  relief,  of  giving 
subsidies  to  non-official  agencies  for  running  dispensaries.  I  hope  that 
will  be  welcome  arid  will  be  extended  widely  as  also  the  system  of  child 
welfare.  We  are  steadily  increasing  the  number  of  maternity  and 
child  welfare  centres  in  she-  State. 

■  I  como  lastly  to  the  question  of  our  new  industrial  ventures.  At 
this  stage,  I  must  point  out  that  the  people  of  Tra-vancore  have  been 
somewhat  short-sighted  in  regard  to  their  industrial  ventures  until  now.. 
That  short-sightedness  will  not  do  in  future.  The  Bubber  Factory 
failed  until  an  enterprising  outsider  came  and  took  it  up.  The  nett 
divisible  profit  was  5  lakhs  for  the  last  year  after  providing  for  deprecia¬ 
tion  and  lease  and  rent  reserves.  The  next  year’s  prbfiit  is  expected  to 
be  7, lakhs.  Fortunately,  the  Government  is  interested  in  it  as  partner 
and  Government  and  the  people  of  Travancore  would  get  half  share  of 
that  profit  ;  but  three-fourths,  or  seven-eighths,  or  even  more  shoqi.ff 
have  been  the  profit  of  the  'people  of  Trsfyancbre.  It  is' my  hope  thkf 
yol.  XX,  ifo.;*,  , 
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sound  industrial  ventures  will -be  pafrumsed  oy  irdvoecoif 
they  will  no  longer  confine  their  attention  to  rumour 
ramshackle  banks.

The  Plywood  industry  is  likely  to  develop  and  1  am  inspecting 
the  Plywood  Factory  tomorrow ;  and  they  expect  even  in  the  first 
vear  i  profit  of  Us.  dO,UOO.  The  Aluminium  Factory  j<*  another 
factory  bv  which  the  prosperity  of  the  State  will  be  increased  hi  a 
large  extent.  I  am  also  glad  to  mention  that  the  sand  of  Bher- 
tala  is'  supposed  to  bo  specially  free  from  all  impurities  and  that  it.  is 
supposed  t  o  ho  peculiarly  suitable  for  tho  manufacture  of  glass..  Messrs, 
Oaie  Bros,  arc  starting  a. Glass  Factory  utilising  this  s;uui.  They  have 
'  told  me  they  exped  that  the  quality  of  the  glass  to  bo  produced  here 
would  be  better  than  that  of  most  of  the  glass  available  iu  India. 
And  if  this  Company,  who  are  owners  of  two  other  glass  factories  say 
this,  they  ought  to  know  what  they  are  talking  about.  Honourable 
members  will  be’ also  glad  to  learn  that  we  have  entered  into  an 
agreement  for  the  starting  of  a  Cement  Factory.  •  But  this  factory  can¬ 
not  be  started  at  present  on  account  of  the  pre-occupations  due  to  war. 
Pending  the  starting  of  that  factory,  Government  have  entered  into  an 
arrangement  with  them  for  cement  being  sold  to  Government  on  the 
same  basis  as  if  the  factory  had  been  started,  so  that  Government  are 
getting  cement. much  cheaper  ihan  most  others  elsewhere.  Indicative  of 
the  many  changes  which  war  economy  brings  on  the  people,  it  will  be 
remembered  that  cashewnut  was  an  article  of  almost  daily  consumption 
'in  America.  Suddenly  it  was  resolved  that  the  export  ®f  oashewnuts 
will  be  stopped.  Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  the  JSo&idenfc  and  tho  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India,  that  order  was  rescinded.  But  now  America  does  not. 
want  cashewnut.  It  wants  the  oil  from  the  cashew  shell  or  husk-  The 
cashew,  kernel  is  treated  as  a  waste  product  and  it  is  the  oil  ‘derived 
from  the  outer  portion  of  the  cashew  that  is  the  main  thing;  I  am  only 
mentioning  it  for  the  purpose  of  showing 'that  it  behoves  the  people 
ip  the  Slate  to  be  alert  and  to  .realise  what  is  happening  so  that  they 
may  take  advantage  of  such  situation  and  make  preparations  to_equip 
themselves  . witb-factories  and  other  appliances  in  order  to  meet  possible 
demands- 


I  may  also  inform  honourable  .nieiubeis  that,  thanks  to  the 
University  Laboratory’s  work,  the  quality  of  salt  has  greatly  improved 
and,  what,  is  more  important' than  that,  there  is  demand  for  our  surplus, 
salt  from  Other  parts  of  India  which  are  suffering-  from  salt  famine., 
as'  indeed  honourable  members  may  have  jeariit  Jroia  , certain  recent 
resolutions  $  the  Congress,  .‘  ;;'r .V". 
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I  do  hob  propose  now  to  deal  with  the  other  matteir,  of  detail. 
But  I  must  say  one  or  two  words  on  the  question  of  education.  This 
Government  has  received,  I  do  not  know  how  many  letters,  and  mass 
petitions  for  the  pnrposejof  increasing  the  percentage  of  passes  in  the 
E.  8.-  L.  0.  .  Government  was  obliged  to  decline  such  requests.  The 
object  of  Government  in  its  educational  policy,  in  its  University  policy, 
is,  as  I  said  in  the  Senate  the  other  day,  to  do  two  things,  firstly  to 
give  all  possible  facilities  by  way  of  higher  education  and  research  for 
those  who  are,  qualified  to  undertake  -higher  work.  This  Government  $ 
and,  1  trust,  the  people  of  the  State  will  ho  behind  the  Government 
in  that  respect.  Secondly  the  Government  are  not  anxious  ■  that 
every  parent  should  mortgage  or  sell  all  his  or  her  property  for  the 
wurpose  of  pushing  an  ill-equipped  oil-adapted  intellect,  through  the 
same  efnirse,  E.  8.  L.  0.,  Intermediate.  Jb.  A...  so  that  at  the  end  be 
might  bo  a  chronic  applicant  for  the  few  available  appointments.  These 
applications  result  mainly  in  disappointments.-  It.  is  necessary  for 
Government  to  devise  a- scheme  by  which  at  early  stages  those  who  are 
fitted  by  nature  and  by  environment  •  for  technical  work,  vocational 
.work,  should  be  started  on  those  linos  and  should  be  given  every  en¬ 
couragement.  In  this  direction  Government  have  still  to'  do  a  great 
deal;  but  it  can  do  its  Work  only  if  high  standards  are  maintained 
and  if  these  underlying  principles  are  borne  in  mind.  And  that  is  the 
work  of  the  Travancore  University. 

I  have  done.  The  question  of  the  life  of  tho  Legislative  Council 
and  the  Assembly  is  engaging  the  attention  of  Government-  There 
are  many  reasons  why  a  hasty  or  abrupt,  decision  cannot  ■  be  made. 
But  government  are  fully  aware  of  the  arguments,  pro  and  con,  and, 
if  and  when  conditions  arc  propitious,  they  will  not  be  behind-hand  in 
ordering  a  fresh  election  but  at  present  and  until  conditions  settle  down 
no  definite  decision  can  be  taken  or  announced.'  I-cannot  say  when  it 
will  be.  It  will  depend  upon  the  march  of  events. 

Fellow  members  of  the  Legislature,  I  have  taken  many  minutes  of 
yonr  valuable  time.  It  has  beefF’ my  endeavour  to  try  and  paint » 
picture  of  the  ideals  as  well  as  the  pre-occupations  of  this  Government, 
a  Government  at  whose  apex  is  His  Highness  the  Maharaja,  young  in 
years  and  old  in  wisdom,  as  the  Financial  Secretary  felicitously  stated. 

It  is  his  constant  endeavour  to  bestow  peace-  and  happiness  on  his  sub¬ 
jects-  In  giving  his  consistent  support  to  his  ministers  and  to  his 
servants  ha  is  conscious  all  the  time  of  the  difficulties  that  his  people 
are  undergoing  in  this  time  of  trial  and  distress.  He  himself  has  given 
evidence  of  his  solicitude  for  the  people  by  .coming  to  their  rescue  on 
many  occasions.  His  .solicitude  is  manifested  even  in  this  budget  when 
a  dearness  allowance  'of  one  rupee  has  been  givemto  people  drawing  a 
salary  -of  Bs*-15  and  below,  the  total  relief  amounting  to  Ks.  2  lakhs. 

It  may  not  bo  considered  .sufficient ;  but  Government  guided  by  such  a 
Maharaja  will  not  be  slow  to  know  when  relief  is  necessary  and  will  . 

pot  be  slevf  to  afford  feat  relief  when  it%  found  to  be  aeceggary.  Ay 
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that  the  Maharaja  asks  and  caa  well  demand  of  his  people  is  that  they 
should  stand  by  him  so  that  he  m  ay  be  the  spear-point  of  Travancore’s 
endeavours  and  Travancore’s  efforts  to  ameliorate  the  conditions  of  his 
people  and  fit  them  for  their  great  destiny.  May  those  efforts  bo  co- 
ordinated  and  may  they  be  accompanied  by  that  courage,  that  fortitude 
without  which  we  cannot  face  the  perils  that  may  be  before  us.  May 
those  endeavours  also  bring  to  us  the  fruition  of  those  hopes  and  those 
aspirations  which  are  dear  to  the  heart  of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja. 
I  am  leaving  you  for  a  short  period  but  when  I  come  back  X  hope  that 
even  in  the  intervening  period — I  venture  to  hope  it  will  be  short — 
there  may  be  all-round  progress  made  so  that  this  State  may  be  an 
object  lesson  in  self-sufficiency  in  food  and  raiment;  and  also  an 
object  lesson  in  that  spirit,  that  morale,  that  readiness  to  face  all  contin¬ 
gencies  which  is  needed  jn  India  today  more  than  ever  before.  The 
tradition  of  India  during  some  centuries  has  been  the  tradition  of  peace, 
of  :  abstract  thought,  of  profound  speculation.  The  tradition  of  India 
has  been  the  tradition  of  China  where  the  soldier  was  not  given  the 
pride  of  place  in  the  hierarchy  'of  society.  Against  that  tradition'  is 
impinging  another  tradition  of  aggressiveness,  of  ruthles3ness.  In 
order  to  fit  ourselves  for  the  new  tasks,  new  qualities  have  to  be  evoked, 
new  endeavours  started,  new  dreams  and  aspirations  translated,  into 
action.  Travanoore  is  happy  and  blessed  in  having  a  Maharaja  who  is 
not  only  tho  embodiment  of  the  spirit  of  the  State,  tbo  highest  and  the 
greatest  in  the  land,  but  whose-  heart  beats  in  sympathy,  unison  and 
harmony  with  the  hearts  of  his  faithful  subjects. 

May  his  hopes  for  his  people  be  realised !  (Cheers,)  - 
fhe  joint  sitting  terminated  at  3*56  p.

N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  (JitMlupttsha  enm  Shertallai) :  May 
I  know  from  the  honourable  member  whether  ho  has  inspected  and 
counted  the  passengers  in  the  buses  while  in  transit  ?  , 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  G.  PARAMESWARAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  there  has  been 
to  some  extent  overcrowding  in  these  buses  but  such  overcrowding  is 
not  of  the  character  described  by  the  honourable  member. 

Mr.  P,  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Mavelikara  enm  KimndUur):  May  I 
’  know  from  the  honourable  member  'whether  .  a  circular  has  not  been 
issued  by  the  Transport  Department  that  there  should  be  no  over¬ 
crowding  above  forty  ? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  G.  PARAMESWARAN  PILLAI :  I  claim  notice. 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURliP :  May  I  know  from  the  honourable 
member  whether  the  department  is  aware  that  the  ordinary  number 
carried  in  a  bus  is  more  than  fifty  ?  .  .  ' 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  G.  PARAMESWARAN  PILLAI  :  Sir,  owing  to  the 
emergency  consequent  upon  the  shortage  of  petrol,  the  department  has 
necessarily  to  allow, a  certain  extent  of  overcrowding,  not  to  the  extent 
of  being  dangerous  or  undesirable,  but  perhaps  beyond  the  statutory 
■  number  prescribed  for  each  bus.  This  has  become  inevitable  owing  to 
the  present  circumstances.  Without  risk  of .  danger  or  great  incon¬ 
venience  a  certain  latitude  has  therefore  to  be  allowed  in  this  respect. 

PRESIDENT:  Order,  order.  There  has  been  a  considerable 
amount  of  public  agitation  and  controversy  in  the  newspapers  regard¬ 
ing,  this  matter.  It  may  be  as  well  to  indicate  the  exact  position. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  on  account  of  t]ie  very  strict  -petrol  rationing 
and  the  exit  :_of  a  large  number  of  private  vehicles  both  of  the  public 
transport  and  private  luxury  vehicle  types,  there  is  a  certain  amount  of 
over-crowding  in  our  transport  vehicles.  And  there  ia  no  doubt  that 
that  over-crowding  is  bound  to  increase  because  in  the  course  of  the 
next  few  months  perhaps,  if  not  weeks,  the  shortage  of  petrol  may  get 
very  much  more  accentuated  and  it  is  doubtful  whether  much  petrol 
will  be  available  for  either  public  or  private  use  in  India ;  and  to  the 
extent,  to  which  charcoal  gas  is  being  substituted  for  petrol,  to  that 
extent  alone" may  public  Vehicles  be  available.  At  one  time  it  was  the 
desire  of  Government  that  there  should  be  a ,  considerable  amount  of 
encouragement  for  travelling.  But,  on  this  occasion  I  think  it  is  neces¬ 
sary  for  me  to  make  an  appeal  and  to  utter  a  warning.  The  appeal  is 
that  under  present  conditions  no  person  should  travel  from 'place  to 
place  unless  there  is  an  absolute  necessity.-  Every  person  who  travels 
in  a  public  vehicle  is  to  that  extent  contributing' not  only  to  the  over¬ 
crowding  but  to  making  the  shortage  of  petrol  moire  critical.  Unless 
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there  is  absolute  business,  I  appeal  to  the  people  of  the  State  not  to 
travel  in  public  vehicles  or  in  their  own  private  vehicles.  The  position 
is  going  to  be  very  very  serious  indeed.  I  may  mention  that  in  the 
near  future  it  may  happen  that  50,  60,  even  70  people  will  have  to 
travel  in  a  public  vehicle.  So  long  as  the  vehicle  can  get  along  with¬ 
out  breaking  down,  steps  should  be  taken  to  keep  things  going. 
Moreover,  I  want  honourable  members  to  realise  that  the  tyre  shor¬ 
tage  is  going  to  be  as  keen  as  the  petrel  shortage.  There  is  practically 
no  private  owner  in  the  United  States  to-day  who  is  allowed  to  buy 
any  tyres ;  in  other  words,  all  private  luxury  cars  aro  laid  aside  and  the 
United  States  are  contemplating  forcibly  taking  over  the  tyres  from 
private  individuals  and  when  such  a  state  of  things  is  happening  in  a 
place  which  contains  75  per  cent.,  of  the  tolal  automobile  vehicles  in  the 
world  you  can  well  understand  where  we  are.  The  tyre  shortage  is 
already  getting  very  acute.  Thanks  to  the  arrangements  made  by  this 
Government  about  a  year  ago,  we  are  absolutely  sure  of  our  tyres  for 
the  next  three  to  six  months.  Sufficient  stock,  actual  and  potential, 
has  been  provided  for.  But  there  is  a  tyre  shortage. 

There  is  a  third  shortage.  It  is  impossible  to  get  spare  parts 
from  outside  in  regard  to  the  vehicles.  If  any  of  our  public  vehicles 
break  down,  they  may  have  to  be  put'  back,  into  the  garage  because 
there  are  no  spare  parts  available.  Shipments  of  luxury  vehicles  or 
spare  parts  for  them  will  not  be  allowed  by  Government.  Shippings 
from  the  United  States  are  prohibited;  shippings  from  England  are 
impossible ;  and  shipping  from  Canada  are  equally  difficult.  So,  unless 
and  until  a  new  motor  industry  starts  in  India,  no  spare  parts  will  be 
available  in  India.  This 'is  the  position  in  Travancore  and  in  India 
at  the  present  time.

PRESIDENT :  t  think  there  has  been  a  certain  amount  of  miscon¬ 
ception  on  this  subject.  Government  have  been  anxious  io  deal  with 
the  subject  of  the  mounting  of  pension  charges.  The  alternatives  arc: 
a  Provident  Fund  or  an  increased  salary  to  such  an  extent  that  people 
can  save  enough  so  as  not  to  depend  upon  pension  and  lastly  the 
temporary  measure  to  lessen  the  mounting  of  pension'.  (The  honour¬ 
able  member  who  put  the  question  should  be  attentive,  should  have 
the  courtesy  to  attend  to  the  Chair).  If  no  pension  is  allowed  to  Gov. 
eminent  servants  they  are  likely  to  resort  to  other  illegal  means. 
Therefore,  it  is  that  in '  every  civilised  Governments  in  the  worl  d 
officers  have  been  allowed  to  have  pension.  This  question  of  mounting 
.charges  of  pension  has  been  a  very  serious  matter  for  discussion  in. 
every  country  in  the  world.  Under  the  I.  G.  S.  Commission  Beport 
the  Civil  Service .  Council  which  sat  in  England  about  seven  or 
eight  years  ago.  came  to  the  conclusion  amongst  other  things  that  one 
way  of  lowering  down  pension  charges  is  by  retiring  persons  at  the  age 
of  60  instead  of  at  55.  Thanks  to  the  improvement  in  the  public 
health  of  the  people  of  England  that  age  has  been  raised  to  65  and 
therms  are  certain  services  which  allow  persons  to  retire  only  at  the  age 
of  70.  Honourable  members  will  be  aware  that  in  Judicial  Depart- 
unenls  the  Judges'  of  the  High  Court,  and  the  subordinate  courts  and 
the  officers  in  the  House  of  Lords  are  allowed  to  continue  till  they 
attain  the  age  of  94,  I  met  Lord  Balisbury  at  the  age  of  89  running 
about  ini  the  Chamber  Hall  and  _  immediately  after  that  delivering  a 
judgment  extempore.  We  have  not  come  to  that  stage.  But  Govern¬ 
ment  haye  made  some  attempt  to  minimise  the  pension  charges  by 
increasing  the  age  limit  for  service  up  to  57  in  the  case  of  certain 
i  ecified  Govermmnt  services.  'From  thh  date  of  that  order  I  have 
received  a  number  <5f  protests  saying  that  it  affects  various  communi¬ 
ties.  So  Government  is  not  encouraged  to  pursue  that  policy.  The 
result  is  that  the  pehsioh  charges  will  mount  up  and  very  soon  it  will

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ADJOURNMENT  MOTIONS. 

PRESIDENT  :  ’Order,  order.  I  have  received  quite  a  large  numbei 
of  motions  for  adjournment  of  the  business  of  the  Houses  Many  of 
them  raise  points  which  may  very  Well  be  made  during  the  general 
discussion  of  the  Budget  commencing  from  to-morrow.  If  I  were  to 
take  the  sense  of  the  House  and  if  on  account  of  the  urgency  of  the 
matter  I  were  to  allow  9,  8  or  5  of  these  motions  for  adjournment,  it 
would  be  a  serious  curtailment  of  the  hours  of  the  days  allotted  both 
for  the' general  discussion  of  the  Budget  and  voting  on  demands,  I 
shall  deal  with  these  motions  for  adjournment  very  briefly  and  then 
appeal  to  honourable  members  whether  thereafter  they  would  desire  to 
move  the  motions  according  to  the  time  honoured  procedure  of  adjourn¬ 
ment  motions  or  they  will  rely  upon  the  assurance  of  the  Chair  that 
those  persons  who  consider  that  these  matters  are  important  and  should 
be  discussed  and  disposed  of  will  be  called  upon  fairly  early  enough  in 
the  general  discussion  so  that  they  may  put  forward  their  point  of  view 
with  regard  to  these  matters.  In  so  far" as  many  of  these  motions  deal 
with  financial  aspects,  it  will  be  readily  conceded  that  no  action  can  be 
taken  just  now.  There  are  other  motions  of  policy  involved  for  which 
the  general  discussion  period  is  an  excellent  opportunity  for  putting 
forward  one’s  views  and  getting  a  response  from  the  head  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  concerned.  I  shall,  therefore,  after  dealing  ■  with  these  motions 
abide  by  the  decision  of  the  House  and  the  members  concerned. 

The  first  motion  is  from  Mr.  Kannanthodath  Janardanan  Nair — 
“I  move  that  the  business  of  the  House  be  adjourned  to  discuss  a 
definite  matter  of  urgent  public  importance,  namely,  the  scarcity  of 
the  supply  and  distribution  of  rice  at  Quilon  and  its  suburbs”.  This 
matter  has  been  enquired  into  and  full  particulars  will  be  given,  when 
necessary,,  which  will  disclose  that  the  ,fauit  is  entirely  that  of  the 
merchants.  At  one  time  the  merchants  came  to  Government  and. 
represented  that  transport  facilities  were  not  available  and  that  the 
railway  company  would  not  bring  the  rice  to  Quilon  although  agree¬ 
ments  had  been  made  and  contracts  entered  into.  .  But  now  we  find 
that  the  railway  company  is  ready  with  the  wagons  but  there  are  no 
applications  for  transport  made  by  merchants.  If  the  merchants  have 
disappointed  the  public,  the  question  is  what  steps  should  be  taken 
against  such  merchants.  .  That  is  a  matter,  for  instance,  in  which  the 
fullest  explanation  could  be  given  in  the  course  of  the  general  discus¬ 
sion. 

,  The  next  i motion  is  from  Mr.  Kottalil  P.  Abraham-  “ - -the 

serious  situation  that  arises  on  account  of  the  numerous  deaths 'occur¬ 
ring  on  the  Munnar-Kothamangalam  road,  of  malaria- stricken  coolies 
while  walking  back  to  their  distant  homes  during  the  rains  from  the 
cardamom  estates  and  other  places  of  their  work  in  Kallar,  Kundale 
and  other  neighbouring  mountainous  regions”.  Whether  the  death  is 
due  to  malaria  and  starvation  or  malaria  alone  or  negleot  on  the  part 
of  the  persons  is  a  matter  which  will  have  to  be  understood  and  it  can 
be  dealt  with  during  the  general  debate 


adjournment  motions. 
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Another  motion  is  from  Mr.  P.  Kunjukrishnan — “ - the  hardship 

and  suffering  experienced  by  the  public  of  Quilon  and  surrounding 
places  as  a  consequence  of  the  sudden  stoppage  of  rice  supply  in  Quilon 
recently.”  The  same  observation  applies  to  this  motion  also. 

Then  another  motion  is  from  Mr.  K.  R.  Aarayanan—  “■ - the 

serious  situation  arising  from  the  extreme  scarcity  of  kerosene  oil  in  the 
various  markets  of  the  Stat  e.”  It  is  not' the  various  markets  of  the 
Sta'e,  but  the.  markets  of  fnd.a  and  of  the  world.  As  I  said  already  it 
may  be  necessary  to  carry  on  without  kerosene  at  all.  But  I  may 
say  very  definitely for  the  information  of  the  members- of  the  House 
that  the  various  oil  companies  have  been  most  anxious  to  help  this 
Government.  IVe  have  received  a  definite  assurance  from  all  the  Oil 
Companies  that  a  hundred  per.  cent  supply  of  crude  oil  necessary  for 
the  punja  cultivation  will  be  made  and  that  there  will  be.no  dimonition 
in  the  quantity  of  oil  supplied.  As .  for  kerosene  they  .themselves  are 
powerless.  But  the  Government  are  doing  their  best  to  overcome  the 
present  difficult  circumstances.  Further  details,  if  necessary,  will  be 
given  during  the  general  discussion.- 

Theft  there  is  a  motion  from  Mr.  M.  R.  Narayana  Pillay  " — 1 — 
the  serious  situation  created  by  the  large  scale  .export  of  tapioca  from 
Travancore  and  the  unprecedented  rise  in  the  price,  and  the  abnormal 
‘  scarcity  of  supply,  of  this  food  of  the  poor  ,  man  in  Travancore,  parti¬ 
cularly  in  view  of  the  difficulties  in  tlia  supply  of  rice.” 

This  is  a  matter  which  I  can  dispose  of  immediately.  This  Govern¬ 
ment  is  not  willing  to  prevent  the  people  of  Travancore  making  money 
when  they  can.  The  cultivators  qf  tapioca  of  Travancore  until  the 
other  day  could  not  sell  their  tapioca.  They  did  not  know  what  to  do 
wjth  it.  During  recent  years  there  is.  a  great  demand  for  tapioca  and  I 
would  have  exported  all  the  tapioca  if  I  had  a  market  outside  so  that  1 
can  get  enough  money  to  buy  other  foodproduce.  Therefore  far  from 
stopping  the  export  of  tapioca  and  disabling  our  own  people  from  mak¬ 
ing  some  money  at  the  present  time,  1  would  take  the  other  line.  But 
there  is  very  little  danger  "of  it  because  a  large  amount  of  tapioca  is 
being  consumed  here.  I  may  add  that  steps  are  being  taken  to  establish 
a  big  factory  for  producing  tapioca  starch  here,  I  hope  the  poor  agri¬ 
culturists  of- Travancore  will  get  a  booth  price  for  tapioca  as  in  the  case 
of  pepper  and  ginger.  I  think  any  restriction  on  the.  export  of  tapioca 
will  be  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  State. 

The  motion  that  of  Mr.  G.  Velu  Pillai  is — the  extreme  hard¬ 
ship  to  the  people  of  the  State,  caused  by  the  exorbitant  increase  in  the 
price  of  food  stuffs  especially  rice,  and  of  other  articles.,  of  daily  .neces¬ 
sity  such  as  kerosene,  due  to  the  unprecedented  shortage  of  the  same 
in  the  market”  •  .  ...  ■„ 

Then :  there  is  the  motion  of  Mr,  T.  P.  Velayudh&n  Pillai 
about  ‘‘the  extension  of  service  of  public  servants  who  have  attained  the 
age  of  55  and  the  grant  of  a  reasonable  monthly  dearness  allowance  to 
the  low  paid  subordinates  in  the  Public  Service  of  the  State  drawing  a 
Balary  of  up  to  Rs.  50  during  the  period  of  this  perilous  war.”

The  last  motion  relates  to  Mr.  N.  Narayana  Kurup.  ‘  the 
doubt  and  anxiety  created  in  the  minds  of  the  agriculturists  of  Kutta* 
nad,  whether  they  would  get  sufficient  crude  oil  and  cylinder  oil  for 
pumping  out  water  from  the  paddy  fields  for  the  cultivation  of  1118. — ” 

I  have  already  dealt  with  that. 

These  are  the  motions  of  adjournment  I  have  received.  I  am 
leaving  it  to  the  honourable  members  to  decide  whether  they  would  move 
these  motions  in  which  case  I  will  call  upon  each  member  and  follow 
the  ordinary  procedure.  But  I  would  advice  them  to  consider  whether 
they  could  not  draw  special  attention  to  these  matters  during  the 
general  discussion  of  the  budget.  I  will  give  precedence  to  those 
members  who  have  been  impelled  by  a  sense  of  urgency  to  bring  for¬ 
ward  these  adjournment  motions.  I  am  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the 
House.  Those  honourable  members  who  wish  to  move. ..... 

MR,  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  P1LLAI :  In  view  of  the  assurance 
given  by  the  Chair  I  do  not  propose  to  move  the-  motion  standing 
against  my  name. 

MR.  ftl.  JIARAYANA  KURUP  :  Sir,  with  regard  to  my  adjournment, 
motion  regarding  war  allowance  I  have  not  been  given  an  answer.  I 
am  in  a  dilemma  whether  I  should  move  it  or  not. 

PRESIDENT:  What  does  the  honourable  member  say  ? 

RA  JYASEVAPRAVINA  G.  PARAMESWARAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  the  honourable 
member  says  'that  the  President  has  not  made  any  reference  to  his 
adjournment  motion  regarding  war  allowance. 

PRESIDENT  :  All  that  I  can  say  is  that  Government  have  given  a 
dearness  allowance  to  Government  servants  drawing  less  than  Rs- 15 
and  that  alone  costs  us  about  9  lakhs  of  rupees.  I  find  that  this  .was 
exactly  what  was  done  in  the  neighbouring  places.  It  may  be  pointed 
out  in  thismonnection  that  dearness  allowance  at  the  rate  of  rupee  one 
was  sanctioned  by  the  Governments  of  Madras,  Mysore  and  Cochin 
initially-  In  Madras  the  allowance  has  been  sanctioned  'to  all  em¬ 
ployees  whose  salary  doesffiot  exceed  Rs.  30  per  mensem.  In  Mysore 
and  Cochin  the  allowance  is  being  granted  to  all  Government  servants 
drawing  a  salary  of  Rs.  25  and  less  per  mensem.  In  Madras  the  rate 
of  the  allowance  has  been  raised  toRs.  1-8-0  from  June  1942  and  in 
Cochin  to  Rs.  2  from  1-11-1117. 

Now,  what  I  find  on  going  into  the  matter  is  this.  The  lowest 
pay  of  clerks,  in  Mysore  and  Cochin  is  Rs.  25  and  those  of  peons 
Rs.  11  and  10  respectively.  The  lowest  pay  of  clerks  in  jthis  State  is 
Rs.  20  and  that  of  peons  is  Rs.  9.  The  difference  is  probably  due  to 
the  cost  of  living,  No  doubt, the  costs  of  living  in  Mysore  and  Cochin 
are  higher  than  in  Travaucores  But  Government  are  not  pledged  or 
wedded  to  thir  allowance.  If  we  find  that  people  drawing  less  than  Rs. 
25  are  really  in  distress  Government  will  go  into  the  matter  and  deal 
with  it  if  real  distress  or  scarcity  exist,  bearing  in  mind  that  that  the 
cost  involved  would  he  4  to  4g  lakhs  instead  of  2  takhs.  '  It  is  true  that 
we  have  a  surplus  budget.  But  what  may  happen  during  the 
next  three  or  six  months  we  do  not  know  for  certain.  Therefore  I  do 
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not  want  to  give  a  pledge  ot  undertaking.  The  world  is  changing 
very  fast. 

MR.  N,  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  In  view  of  the  answer  given  by  the . 
Chair  I  do  not  wish  to  move  my  motion. 

The  adjournment  motions  were  not  pressed.

Sir,  when  we  heard  rumours  that  our  Dewan-President  was  being 
called  to  the  Viceroy’s  Executive  Council,  we  were  greatly  concerned. 
But  the.  same  was  some  what  allayed  when  it  was  known  that  the  ap¬ 
pointment  was  only  temporary,  as  an  emergency  measure  and  we  were 
very  glad  to  hear  the  clear  pronouncement  of  the  Dewan-President  con¬ 
firming  the  information  that  it  is  only  a  temporary  appointment  as  an 


emergency  measure.  _  • 

PRESIDENT  ;  Order,  order.  Honourable  Members  will  see  that, 
it  would  be  advisable  and  expedient  to  speak  as  brief  ly  as  possible  on 
this  matter  so  as  to  lessen  the  embarrassment  that  iB  necessarily  caused 
to  the  occupant  of  the  chair. 

Mr.  J.  E.  A.  PEREIRA  :  Sir,  still  facts  have  to  be  stated.  However 
I  shall  be  brief.  Now  coming  to  .  my  resolution  rut  will  be  seen  that  it 
consists  of  three  parts.  First  congratulating  Sir  C.  P.  Ramaswami 
Aiyar  on  the  appointment,  second  conveying  the  best  wishes  of  this 
House  for  the  success  of  his  mission  and  thirdly  reiterating  our  belief 
that  the  services  of  Sir  0.  P.  Ramaswami  Aiyar  are  indispensable  for 
completing  the  industrialisation  of  the  State  to  resume  as  the  Dewan. 
The  last  being  the  most  important  I  shall  deal  with  it  foremost. 

It  is  absolutely  superfluous  on  my  part  to  catalogue  here  the 
various  signal  achievements  of  our  Dewan-President  Sir  G.  P.  Rama- 
awami  Aiyar  since  it  has  been  the  happy  privilege  of  the  members  of 
this  House  to  have  collaborated  with  him  ju  those  various  schemes. 
This  being  so,  I  shall  briefly  dwell  on  the  broader  aspects  of  the 
question  especially  in  view  of  the  admonition  by  the  President.  Time 
was  when  Travancore  might  have  been  justifiably  subject  to  the  Euro¬ 
pean  taunt  that  East  was  unchanging.  Before  the-  advent  of  the  pre¬ 
sent  Dewan-President,  Travancore  was  content  to  be  essentially  an 
agricultural  country  and  enjoying  its  peace  in  its  prestine  glory  un¬ 
moved  by  the  vast  changes  that  were  taking  abroad  and  it  is  the  present 
Dewan-President  -who  brought,  Travancore  into  impact  with  the  forces 
of  progress,  more  after  the  line  of  progressive  countries.  Ever  since  the 
present  Presid  ent-Dewan  took  up  the  reins  of  administration,  reorient¬ 
ation  was  effected  in  almost  all  the  directions.  The  most  important  be¬ 
ing  the  inauguration  of  the  industrialisation  both  cottage  industry  and 
large  scale  industry.  In  the  course  of  a  brief  period  of  5  or  6  years,  the 
progress  has  been  phenomenal  as  testified  by  the  fact  that  our  revenue 
has  arisen  from  2  crores  to  3  crores  and  one  lakh,  Travancore  is  no  more 
the  unchanging  East-  Travancore  is  now  up  to  the  mark  in  almost 
every  line.  It  has  been  connected  by  telephone  communication  with 
the  rest  of  India.  'We  have  an  University  whose  ideals  are  a  happy 
combination  of  culture  and  utility,  such  industrial  concerns  as  the 
China  Clay  Factory,  Rubber  Factory,  we  have  passed  debt  relief  bill 
and  established  Travancore  Credit  Bank  for  rehabilitation  of  monetary 
system  the  Hydro  Electricity  as” a  means  of  . cheap  power  and  a  host  of 
labour  laws  such  as  Factory  Act,  Workmen’s  compensation  Act,  Pay¬ 
ment  of  Wages  Act. 
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Let  me  emphasise  the  fact  that  the  industrialisation  policy  was 
done  betimes.  I  say  so  because  if  the  honourable  members  of  this 
House  only  picture  to  themselves  what  would  have  been  our  fate,  if  the 
inauguration  of  the  industrial  policy  has  not  been  done  in  proper  time. 
It  has  to  be  remembered  that  Travancore  is'a  maritime  State  and  as  I 
had  been  pointing  out  that  in  past  years  we  were  depending  a  great 
deal  on  the  revenue  of  our  sea-borne  trade  and  sea-borne  trade  has 
been  utterly  dislocated  as  a  result  of  the  war.  We  are  in  ihe  third  year 
of  the  most  gigantic  war  the  world  had 'ever  known  and  the  war  is  now 
knocking  at  the  north  eastern  frontier,  and  yet  what  is  our  financial 
position.  We  are  on  the  most  happy  position  and  instead  of(  being  af¬ 
fected  by  the  war  we  have  a  prosperity  Budget  for  the  current 
year  and  not  one  or  two  lakhs  but  an  appreciable  sum  of  Ks.  -25  lakhs, 
■This  fact  is  a  glorious  vindication  of  the  industrial  policy  of  the  State 
inaugurated  by  the  President-Dewan  and  yet  many  more  ambitious  in¬ 
dustrial  schemes  are  on  the  anvil  and  some  in  the  embryo  stage,  such  as  • 
the  Aluminium  Factory  and  the  proposed  Cement  Factory.  For  all 
these  I  am  sure  Honourable  members  -  will  agree  with  me  that  it  is 
essential  that  we  should  havo  the  able  guidanoe  of  our  present  Dewan- 
President. 

I  may  add  that  reorientation  did  not  stop  short  with  industry  and 
Education  alone,  but  reorientation  was  given  in  the  social  field  also.  I 
refer  to  the  world-famous  Temple  Entry  Proclamation.  By  this  enact¬ 
ment  an  age  long  and  serious  blot  on  the  Hiniu  culture  was  removed 
at  a  stroke.  It  is  only  a  happy  combination  of  a  benign  Maharaja 
bent  upon  doing  his  utmost,  good  to  his  people,  and  the  wise  counsel  of  an 
able  and  courageous  minister  could  have  brought  about  this  result,  I  ^ 
may  add  that  it  is  possible  to  come  across  in  this  world,  persons  who 
can  conceive  big  and  ambitious  schemes  but  we  some  times  find  such 
persons  lacking  in  courage  and  drive  to  translate  them  into  actions.  It 
is  not  so  with  our  present  Dewan.  He  not  only  conceives  big  plans  but 
also  carries  it  out  successfully,  being  endowed  with  such  courage,  push 
and  drive.  I  will  give  one  instance  of  this.  It  is  a  iwell  known  fact 
that  coir  industry  is  carried  on  a  very  large  scale.  It  can  almost  be 
said  to  b'e  a  staple  industry  of  Travancore  in  the  sense,  many  village 
women  earned  decent  living  by  beating  the  husks  into  fibre  and  this 
industry  was  very  much  languishing  owing  to  death  rate  competetion 
and  was.  on. the  verge  of  extinction  and  it  is  at  this  juncture.  Sir  0,  P. 
Ramaswami  Aiyar  came  to  their  rescue  and  espoused  their  cause  in  a 
rare  and  wonderful  manner.  He  went  to  Delhi  and  arranged  matters 
so  successfully  with  the  war  Department  by  guaranteeing  quality  and 
proper  deliveries.  This  is  monumental  help  which  few  Dewans  could 
have  done  and  the  result  is  the  coir  industry -today  is  thriving  very,  well 
and  orders  extending  over  several  lakhs  have  been  obtained  and  the 
trade  is  giving  employment  to  thousands  of  hands.  This  is  a  typical 
example  of  the  push  and  drive,  of  our  Dewan, 
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.’Whatever  opinion  may  bo  held  about  the  administration  of  the  pre¬ 
sent  Dewan  may  be  said  or  may  not  be  said  for  instance,  such  amazing 
ungrateful  song  bung  by  “  Arunodhayam  of  Kostayam  ”,  I  believe  the 
bitter  oponent  of  Sir  C.  P.  Bamaswami  Aiyar  must  concede  that  on 
these  two  counts  viz,  for  the  successful  introduction  of  the  industrial 
policy  which  has  enlarged  the  revenue  to  about  3  crores,  as  well  as  for 
the  Temple  Entry  Proclamation  by  which  act  all  inequality  due  to  ac¬ 
cident  of  birth  among  all  the  subjects  of  His  Highness  were  removed 
and  all  were  placed  in  equality  within  the  sacred  precincts  of  the  tem¬ 
ple,  our  present  Dpwan-President  is  entitled  to  our  undying  gratitude 
of  the  people  of  the  country  and  posterity  will  glorify  his  name.  This 
-  golden  rule  of  our  benign  ruler  has  been  called  “  CHITBABDAM  ” 
whose  key  notes  are  progress  and  plenty  and  in  achieving  this  our 
Maharaja  had  the  able  assistance  of  his  trusted  Minister.  I  feel  sure 
that  future  historian  of  Travancore  would  record  that  it  was  a  red  letter 
day  in  the  annals  of  the  History  of  Travancore  that  our  beloved  Maha¬ 
raja  first  came  in  contact  with  his  trustworthy  minister,  Sachivottama 
Sir  C.  P.  Bamaswami  Aiyar  first  as  a  legal  adviser  and  as  the  result, 
the. present  enlarged  Bi-cameral  institution  came  into  existence  and 
then  as  the  Dewan  with  such  wonderful  results. 

'  ■ :  As  ihe  honourable  members  are  aware,  this  is  tlio  third  time  that 
the  services  of  Sir  0.  P.  Bamaswami  Aiyar  has  been  requisitioned  by 
the  Viceroy’s  Executive  Council  and  it  ’is  all  the  more  honourable,  and 
it  is  but  proper  that  we  should  congratulate  him  on  being  appointed  for 
the- third  time  aud  I  believe  I  will  be  voicing  the  unanimous  sentiments 
of  the  honourable  members  of  this  House  in  wishing  him  ■  good  speed  in 
■  his  mission  and  all  suecess  attend  him .  Of  course  we  can  ill-afford  to 
lose  the-wise  counsel  of  our  present  Dewan  at  this  critical  juncture  but 
then  let  us  remember  the  dire  needs  of  the  paramount  power  of  the  wise 
counsels  of  the  stalwart  sons  of  India  are  greater  -and’if  is-  but  proper 
that  we,  as  loyal  and  grateful  State,  ^e  must  submit  to  the .  inevitable, 
by  lending  the  "services  of  an  able  Dewan.  ... 

,  I  may’  add  here  that  it  is  a  matter  of  great'satisfaction  that  we 
have  in  the  present  Chief  Secretary,  a  very  able  and  hard  working 
person  and  has  ’won  a  name  for  unfailing  courtesy  and  that  what  is 
more,  one  who  has  been  closely  collaborating  with  Sir  C.,  P.  Rama- 
swaihi  Aiyar  for  severai  years  past  and  who  has  understood  the.Dewan’s 
mind  and  therefore  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  an  undisturbed  continu¬ 
ance  of  the  present  policy. 

;  ■  In’fine.Iiam  glad  it  is  the  privilegeof  this  House  to  say  au-revoir 
and  not  goodby  e  and  let  us  hope  that  he  will  return  to  our  mist  without 
much  loss  of  time  so  that  ’his  able  ’guidance  may  be  available  to  us  to 
swell  our  annual  revenue  to  4  crores  and  this  not  unachievable  ,  aim.  I 
say  so  because  our  investments  in  commercial  enterprises  are  in  the 
early  stage  and  have  just  begun  to  pay  and  in  due  course  will’yield 
better  results  and  we  have  more  ambitious  schemes  on  hand.  With 
these  words  I  commend  my  motion  to  the  unanimous  adoption  of  this 
House. 
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Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (  hencotta  cum  Puthanajiunhu )  : 
Sir  I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  seconding  the  motion  which  has  been 
moved  at  great  length  by  my  honourable  friend  Mr.  Pereira,  and  I 
associate  myself  with  all  he  has  said  on  this  motion..  We,  the  members 
of  this  Souse  are  very  proud  that  the  President  of  this  House  has  been 
called  upon  to  fill  a  place  in  the  Viceroy’s  Executive  Council,  more  so, 
at  a  time  of  great  emergency.  A  membership  of  the  Viceroy’s  Exe- 
utive  Council  is  nothing  new  to  you,  Sir.  You  have  been  there  once, 
twice,  before,  and  you  are  now  called  upon  to  fill  it  for  the  third  time. 
Naturally  a  membership  of  the  Viceroy’s  Executive  Council  cannot  be 
a  glamour  for  you  but  coming  as  it  does  at  this  time  of  great  national 
crisis,  it  is  an  honour  to  the  State  of  which. you  are  the  head  at  the  pre¬ 
sent  moment.  We  are  naturally,  therefore,  very  proud  that  a  call  has 
.  been  made  on  your  services  by  the  Imperial  Government. 

.  Sir,  it  is  not  necessary  on  this  occasion  to  recall  to  our  mind  all  the 
achievements  and  events  that  have  been  crowded  into  the  past  few  years 
of  your  administration.  My  friend  Mr.  Pereira  has  already  adverted 
to  the  achievemlnts  of  your  administration  and  so  I  do  not  now  propose 
to  reiterate  them.  They  are  so  well  known  to  this  House  and  I  do  not 
want  to  repeat  them.  All  that  I  want  to  refer  to  on  this  occasion  is 
the  feeling  that  is  upper  most  in  my  mind  and  I  am  sure  that  is  the 
feeling  that  is  also  upper  most  in  the  minds  of  every  honourable  mem¬ 
ber  of  this  House'  That  feeling  is  one  of  regret,  profound  regret  at

It  is  a  universal 
regret  that  you  are  going  away,  for,  we  can  ill  afford  to  lose  your  servi¬ 
ces  particularly  at  this  juncture.  But  Sir,  there  is  another  side  to  this 
picture.  Events  both  in  India  and  out  side  are  marching  very  fast  and 
they  threaten  to  change  the  face  of  this  country.  Clouds  are  gather¬ 
ing  in  the.  political  horizon  of  India  and  they  '  are  gathering  thick  and 
fast.  There  are  sages  in  India  who  are  at  the  present,  time  inclined  to 
leave  the  country  to  God  or  to  chaos  and  anarchy.  It  is  at  this  * 
'  moment  of  grave  crisis  that  you  have  been  called  upon  to  play  your 
role  in  the  Imperial  sphere.  It  is  our  feeling.  Sir,  that  your  wise 
counsel,  experience  and  wisdom  are  indispensable  for  shapingthe  aff&irs 

•  of  India  at  this  moment.  The  other  day  you  referred  to  the  ideal  that 
you  had  in  mind  regarding  the- unity  of  India  and  the  unification  of 
the  energies  of  the  diverse:  sections  of  public  opinion  in  India.  -We  hope 
Sir,  that  with  your  experience,  counsel  and  wisdom  you  will  be  -  able  to 
achieve  the  ideal  which  you  have  at  heart  ,  and  .bring  about 'that  success 
in  the  field  where  others  have  not  succeeded.  It  is  this  feeling,  it  is 

•  this  realisation  that  makes  us  reconcile  ourselves  to  the.  .separation  that 
has. now  become  inevitable.  We  hope  that .  this  period  of  .separation 
may  be  ever  so  short  and  that  events  may  so  shape  themselves  that  you 
may  be  spared  once  again  a  very  short  period- of  service  in',  Travancore 
and  that  you  may  be  enabled  to  resume  your  -task ,  here  and. usee  the 
completion  of  your  programmes  and  policies  in  this  State, 
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The  hour  of  parting  has  some.  W  o  say  good-bye  to  you.  But  the 

pleasure  of  saying  good-bye  lies  in  the  anticipation  of  welcoming  yon 
back  again  after  a  very  short  period.  We  wish  you  god-speed  and  we 
trust  that  yon  may  achieve  laurels  in  fields  which  have  been  tapped  by 
other  persons.  We  wish  you  the  best  of  luck  infyour  new  sphere  ami. 
we  anxiously  look  forward  to  seeing  you  back  again  at  no  distant  flat™ 
With  these  few  words,  I  associate  myself  with  the  sentiments  expres¬ 
sed  by  my  friend  and  second  the  motion  heartily. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Ch an ya na uk erry  cum  Ietr.: 
made)  :  Sir,  I  also  wish  to  offer  a  few  remarks  in  support  of  the  motioriL 
moved  by  Mr.  Pereira.  In  doing  so,  Ido  not,  however,  wish  to- 'em™ 
harass  your  modesty  by  a  recital  of  all  your  achievements  and  virtues. 
It  is  with  conflicting  feelings  that  we  view  this  temporary  departure  of 
yours  from  our  midst.

India,  with  its  strategic  position  as  far  as  the  Eastern  front  is  concern- 
sd,  with  its  illimitable  resourceswith  its  cultural  and  geographical  affi- 
nity  to  China,  and  its  forty  crores  of  people  earnestly  desiring  political 
independence,  is  becoming  in  a  way  one  of  the  most  important  deciding 
factors  in  the  coming  chapters  of  the  War-  The  Viceroy’s  Executive 
Council  is  the  administrative  centre  of  that  important  factor.  It  is  ! 
really  a  great  pride  to  us  to  feel  that  you  are  being  called  to  serve  in 
that  Council  and  that  you  are  being  given  a  portfolio  which,  as  you 
yourself  have  explained,  will  make  it  your  main  function  to  establish, 
contacts  and  relationships  with  the  divergent  currents  of  political., 
thought  in  the  country. 

It  is  due  to  no  inadvertence  on  my  part  that  in  the  resolution  tab-  . 
led  by  me  I  have  left  out  any  express  mention  of  congratulations  to  you, 
The  Viceroy’s  Executive  Council  is  nothing  new  to  you.  ,  ’ 

The  National  Herald  has  .-summarised  in  one  small  crisp  .sentence# 
your  exceptional  ability  and  right  to  be  in  it.  Therefore,  there  is  noth*?, 
ing  to  congratulate  you  on  this  selection.  It  is  His  Excellency  ihe 
Viceroy  and  the  British  Government  that  have  to  be  congratulated  for  ‘ 
securing  the  services  of  so  eminent  a  statesman,  politician,  and  adminis-  1 
trator.  ■  ■  J 

Sit,  we  are  fully  aware  that  in  consonance  with  the  wish  of  His  j 
Highness,,  our  beloved  Maharaja  we  have  to  be  ready -to  make  any  I 
great  sacrifice  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  War.  Even  at  the  comrnen*  ^ 
cement  of  hostilities  His  Highness  placed  all  the  resources  of  the  State  4!

MR.  K.  G.  GOV II4D AN  (Pathcmawtitla)  ;  Sir,  I  support  the  motion 
before  the  House.  It  is  not  mv  intention  now  to  give  a  list  of  your 
achievements,  which  are  certainly  many,  in  thi3  country.  You  have: 
been  the  recipient  of  many  honours  at  the  hands  of  His  Majesty  the 
King  Emperor,  On  all  those  occasions  this  country  and  this  House 
were  very  liberal  in  tendering,  their  felicitations  to  you.  You  have 
been  the  recipient  of  many  honours  at  the  hands  of  'His  Highness  the 
Maharaja.  Then  again  this  House  and  this  country  were  very  liberal 
in  congratulating  you.  In  fact,  Sir.  ihere  was  no  Dewan  in  this  ..  State 
and  I  may  say  in  any  other. Indian  State  who  has  received  so  many 
addresses  from  the  public  and  to  whom  so  many  memorials  are  erected 
by  the  public.  So  much  so,  Sir,  I  am  afraid  by  this  .time  you  might 
fed  up  with  these,  congratulatory  speeches. 

As  I  said  at  the  outset  it  is  not  my  intention  to  indulge  in  any 
such  speeches.  My  only  object  is  to  let  you  know  the  feeling  entertain¬ 
ed  by  this  country  in  general  and  this  House  in  particular  at  your  tem¬ 
porary  departure  from  the  State  at  this. time. 


.  Sir;  the  world  is  passing  through  a  crisis.  Nobody  knows  .what  is 
going  to  happen  tomorrow.  But  whatever  happens  m  British  India 
there  is  a  feeling  amongst  the  people  here  that  if  you  are  here  nothing 
(untoward  will  happen  to  Travancore.  Even  if  the  Sahyadiris  were  to 
come  rolling  down  in  the  plains,  wo  believe  that  you  "  will  be  able  to 
receive  it  on  your  shoulders  and  check  its  devastating  progress,  .It,  is 
no  wonder  that,  as  has  been  referred  £to  by  my  predecessor,  Pandit 
Jawaharlal’s  paper ,  the  National  Herald  said  that  you  have  more  poli¬ 
tical  talents  and  administrative  experience  than  the  Viceroy,  the  Gov¬ 
ernors  and  the  white  civilians  put -together  (hear,  hear).  But  Aruno- 
dayam  might  think  otherwise,  According  to  that  paper  you  are  now 
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leaving  the  country  unhonoured,  unwept  and  unsung.  Let  that  paper 
ana  its  admirers  derive  a  kind  of  temposary  pleasure  by  indulging  in 
that  absurd  illusion.  But  I  am  sure  even  that  paper  will  readily  grant 
that  if  you  remained  in  this  country  at  this  juncture  you  will  be  a  kind 
cf  fortress  of  strength  to  this  country.  Sir,  I  have  had  talks  with  per¬ 
sons  of  varying  and  divergent  political  outlook.  Some  of  them,  I  am 
afraid,  are  not  on  good  terms  with  yon— I  may  frankly  say  on  inimical 
terms  With  you.  Even  they  were  ready  to  grant  one  point :  they  evin¬ 
ced  a  great  concern  because  of  your  departure  from  this  State  at  this 
'  juncture. 

You  said  the  other  day  on  the  floor  of  this  House  that  your  mission, 
will  be  to  bring  about,  a  compromise  between  the  British  Government 
on  the  one  hand  and  the  Indian  people  on  the  other.  Like  Nepoleou’s 
Dictionary  your  dictionary  too  does  not  contain  the  word  “impossible” 
Once  in  the  midst  of  your  endeavour  you  might  say  with  Julius  Ceaser 
‘  vine,  vide,  vine,'  Wa  wish  you  god-speed.

T.  NARAYAMI  AMMA  (Nominated)  :  Sir,  I  have  great  pleasure 
in  supporting  the  motion  before  the  House.  It  is  with  mixed  feelings 
that  we  view  the  high  distinction  that  has  been  conferred  on  our 
distinguished  Dewan  while  we  feel  exceedingly  glad  that  your  valuable 
services  have  been  requisitioned  in  the  wider  field  of  world  affairs, 
namely,  for  a  membership  in  the  Viceroy’s  Executive  Council,  to  fill 
what  all  shrewd  and  unbiassed  observers  will  acclaim  as  the  most 
important  port  folio  of  the  Government,  next  only  to  that  of  the 
Viceroy.

the  experiences  elsewhere,  we  in  this  State  are  able  to  carry  on  our 
avocations  without  the  faintest  disturbing  ripple  in  the  life  of  the 
people.  And  who  can  forget  the  fact  that  for  this  sense  of  peace  and 
security  in  this  State  the  country  owes  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude  to  the 
master  pilot,  whose  eyes  and  ears  are  everywhere  and  who  is  ever 
•  watchful  of  the  best  interests  of  the  State. 

Sir,  while  we  offer  our  heartfelt  congratulations  to  you  it  is  our 
earnest  prayer  that,  you  be  enabled  speedily  to  return  to  Trav|ncore 
to  resume  the  great  and  good  work  which  you  have  undertaken  with 
a  greater  sense  of  patriotism  than  even  the  most  patriotic  of  Travan- 
coreans,  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  State  and  the  progress  of  the 
State,  a  State  which  has  the  good  fortune  of  being  ruled  by  a  young 
and  enlightened  Maharaja  with  one  of  the  most  cultured  of  mothers 
to  inspire  and  advise  His  Highness. 

PRESIDENT :  Great  as  is  my  desire  to  give  the  fullest  possible 
opportunity  to  the  honourable  members  to  express  themselves.,  I  wish 
that  my  good  friends  Messrs.  N.  Ramakrishna  Pillai,  E.  E.  Pandarathil. 
Narayana  Pillai  and  T.  P.  Velayudhan  Pillai  will  forgive  me  if,  on 
account  of  the  exigencies  of  time,  I  would  request  them  to  waive  their  ' 
right  to  speak  on  this  occasion.

Fellow-members  of  the  Legislature,  I  am  deeply  moved  though  I  am 
not  often  moved  on  anr  such  occasion.  I  am  touched  by  the  words  that 
have  fallen  from  e  in  section  of  the  House,  from  members  of  all 
communities  that  inhabit  this  great  State.  It  is  not  a  small  thing  that 
:  after  serving  tin's  State  according  to  the  best  of  my  lights  for  six  years 
I  should  receive  3uch  testimony,  testimony  which  I  make  bold  to  say  is 
deserved  as  much  to  the  members  of  the  honourable  House  as  to  its 
titular  leader-  On  this  occasion,  alter  having  listened  to  what  has 
fallen  from  mv  friends  jr,  would  oe  wrong  on  my  part  if  I  do  not  remind 
myself  and  remind  my  re! low  members  of  what  is  due  to  our  Sovereign, 
under  whose  shelter  and  with  wnose  support  alone  it  was  possible  for 
me  Lo  dr  hr"c  i .  igs  v  mu  1  av  i  een’so  well,  nay  too  well  spoken  of. 
But  for  his  farsightedness,  bus  for  his  unwearied  support  and  sympathy 
little  could  have  been  done  by  me,  Squally  though  not  to  the  same 
extent  is  u  my  duty  as  it  is  my  privilege  to  acknowledge  my  debt  of 
gratitude  to  the  people  of  the  State,  Hindus,  Christians,  Moslems  and 
Europeans-  Differences  there  have  been  amongst  us.  But  I  deprecate 
the  use  of  an  expression  which  was  adopted  by  one  honourable  speaker 
‘inimical  feelings'.  I  wish  in  say  here  and  now,  not  only  for  the 
present  occasion  but  for  all  future  occasions,  that  it  is  neither  my 
policy  nor  my  disposition  to  bear  any  inimical  feeling  to  those  who 
animated  by  political  ideals  that  differ  from  mine,  actuated  by  motives 
not  less  praiseworthy  than  those  which  underlie  our  own  actions  have 
seen  fit  to  attack,  to  criticise,  to  pursue  different  methods.  It  must  be 
conceded  that  to  them  as  to  us  there  is  only  one  goal.  The  glory  of  the 
State,  the  well  being  of  the  State,  the  fitting  of  the  State  for  its  great 
destinies,  are  our  common  purpose.  In  the  pursuit  of  that  ideal  our 
paths  may  diverge.  It  may. be  that  a  harsh  word  might  escape,  it  may 
be  that  unwise  actions  might  be  precipitated  on  the  one  side  or  the 
other;  but  there  should  be  no  talk  of  animosity.  Hard  hitting  Yes;  I 
believe  in  it.  But  when  that  is  over  let  us  shake  hands.  Let  us  not 
think  of  inimical  feelings- 

To  this  House  especially  and  to  the  sister  House  1  owe  a  great 
deal.  They  have  helped  me  in  all  the  projects  that  have  been  adverted 
to.  They  have  helped  me  with  their  guidance.  They  have  helped  me 
with  their  advice.  '  They  have  helped  me  with  their  warnings.  They 
have  helped  with  all  those  inquisitorial  proceedings  at  question  hour 
and  during  debates,  which  are  of  the  essence  of  good  governments.  I 
must  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  this  honourable  House  and  to 
the  sister  House- 

Fellow-members,  you  have  spoken  in  very  kind  words  of  the 
mission  which  has  been  temporarily  taken  upon  by  myself.  As  I  said 
^e  c^her  day,  the  mission  came  unsought,  but  the  call  was  insistent; 
the  demand  was  pressing ;  and  he  would  be  a  coward,  he  would  be 
craven  hearted,  who  did  not  contribute  at  this  juncture  his  mite  towards 
the  solution  of  a  question  without  whose  resolving  the  happiness  of 
-nclia  would  be  really  and  grimly  at  stake.  His  Highness  spared'  my 
services  and  His  Excellency  the  Viceroy  has  given  me  a  definite  work 
so  do.  The  portfolio  to  which  reference  has  been  made  was  definitely 
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accepted  by  me.  I  have  had  some  experience  of  routine  work  in  various 
Secretariats.  But  today  T  do  not  think  that  such  work  as  I  can  do  ig 
on  the  lines  of  routine.  I  have  charged  myself  with  the  duty,  a  very 
difficult,  a  supreme  duty,  of  reconciling  differences,  of  trying  to  appraise 
my  colleagues  and  the  Government  of  what  I  consider  should  be  done 
about  the  working  of  various  departments  of  pointing  out  where  the 
shoe  pinches  and  how  that  pinch  may  be  eased.  It  sounds  very  con¬ 
ceited  to  emphasise  the  importance  of  harmony  after  all  that  is 
happening  round  us.  But  as  you  know,  Rama’s  bridge  was  built  not 
only  by  the  great  rocks  that  were  brought  in  by  the  giants.  It  was 
built  to  no  small  extent  by  'the  contributions  of  the  little  squirrel  arid 
birds  who  brought  pellets  of  stone  and  cast  them  in  the  hope  that  each 
little  endeavour  wiH  help  to  construct  that  bridge  between  continent  and 
and  continent;  Such  a  psychological  bridge  has  to  be  constructed  for 
the  good  of  India  and  for  the  good  of  the  whole  world.  It  is  in  the 
wake  of  the  Ramayana  squirrel  that  I  venture  upon  my  task.  In  the 
fulfilment  of  that  task,  I  need  all  the  good  will  of  my  friends;  I  need 
all  the  sympathy  and  support  that  can  be  given  to  me.'  The  sooner  I 
do  that  work  or  find  I  cannot  do  it  and  failure  is  the  result,  I  shall  come 
back  to  work  amongst  you.  So  long  as  active  life  and  work  is  given 
unto  me,  the  work  in  Travaucore  is  the  first  charge  on  my  energies. 
With  these  words  I  ask  of  yon  all  the  moral  support,  all  the  psycholo¬ 
gical  help  and  assistance  without  which  such  a  task  can  hardly  be 
essayed,  and  certainly  not  performed  with  success.  The  passing  of  this 
unanimous  resolution  is  an  event  which  affects  me  deeply  and  I  regard 
it  as  a  sign  and  a  symbol  of  support,  as  well  as  of  forgiveness  where  I 
have  gone  wrong,  of  continued  promise  of  support  for  the  future.  ' 
The  House  reassembled  at  2-30  P.  M.  with  the  Dewarl-President 
in  the  Chair.

DEMAND  I — Excise. 

MB.  P.  6.  NARAYANAN  UNN1THAN  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  move  for  a  supple¬ 
mentary  grant  of  Rs.  11,000  under  Demand  I — Excise;  ■(!)  For  addi¬ 
tional  expenditure  on  account  of  the  transport  of  salt  Rs.  9,000,  (2)  for 
fitting  up  of  producer  gas  plants  to  departmental  vans  Rs.  2,000. 

After  the  out-break  of  the  war  it  has  been  found  difficult  to  get 
lighters  at  the  rates  at  which  it  was  possible  to  get  them  in  previous 
days  and  for  the  transport  of  salt  from  the  factories  to  the  bankahalls 
at  Trivandrum,  Alleppey,  Munambom  and  Quilon  additional  expendi¬ 
ture  is  found  to  be  necessary.  This  sum  of  Rs.  9,000  will  be  recovered 
when  salt  is  sold  to  the  public  at  the  various  bankahalls. 

Under  the  second  item  two  departmental  vans  which  were  being 
used  in  the  northern  frontiers  have  to  be  fitted  up  with  producer  gas 
plants  because  of  the  difficulty  in  getting  petrol.  This  amount  was 
not  originally  provided  for  in  this  year’s  budget  and  therefore  it  is  now 
Decessary  to  provide  for  this  additional  expenditure. 

MR.  K0TTAUL  P.  ABRAHAM  •  May  I  know  for  fitting  up  how  many 
vans  this  amount  is  required  ? 

MR.  P.  G.  NARAYANAN  DNNITHAN :  Two  vans.  I  consulted  the 
Director  of  Transport  and  he  said  that  with  Rs.  1,C00  it  will  be  possible 
to  fit  up  producer  gas  plant  for  ono  vehicle. 

Mr.  K.  KllNJU  PANICKER  :  May  I  know  what  sort  of  conveyance 
was  indented  for  last  year  to  convey  the  salt  ? 

MR.  P.  G.  NARAYANAN  UNNITHAN  :  Last  year  also  salt  was  taken  by 
sea  by  lighters.  Now  it  is  difficult  to  get  lighters  from  Tnticorin  to 
transport  salt  at  the  old  rates-  We  have  to  pay  additional  charge  due 
to  present  war  conditions.

RAJYASEVAPBAVINA  6.  PARAMESWARAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move 
for  a  grant  of  Rs.  1,000  under  demand  IX— Commercial  Transport. 
A  sum  of  Rs.  5,500  was  sanctioned  in  the  current  year’s  budget  for 
Transport  Department  for  pay  of  menials.  The  Director  of  Trans, 
port  now  states  that  with  the  conversion  of  a  number  of  petrol  driven 
wagons  into  charcoal  gas  driven  venidles  there  has  been  much  ad¬ 
ditional  cleaning  work  and  that  an  additional  sum  of  Rs  1,000  is  neces¬ 
sary  for  meeting  the  expenditure  on  that  account.  So  Government 
have  proposed  to  provide  an  additional  sum  of  Rs.  1,000  in  the  current 
year’s  budget  under  this  head. 

The  question  that  Government  be  granted  a  sum  of  Rs.  1,000 
under  demand  IX  Commercial  Transport  was  put  and  carried. 

The  motion  was  passed  and  the  grant  was  made. 
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DEMAND  XV— Jails. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  rise  to  move  for  a' 
grant  of  Us.  260  under  Demand  XV  Jails.  The  Jail  Rules  new  in 
force  ■were  framed  as  early  as  1004.  Those  Rules  were  based  on  the 
then  existing  Madras  Jail  Rules.  But  subsequently  Madras  Jail  Rules 
were  revised.  A  Jail  Committee  appointed  in  British  India  has  sub* 
mitted  a  report  and  on  the  basis  of  that  report  various  changes  were 
made  in  the  Madras  Jail  Rules.  We  hare  also  found  it  necessary  to 
mate  proper  changes  in  our  Jail  Rules  For  this  purpose  one  clerk 
and  a  typist  hadto.be  deputed  from  the  Secrtariat  and  a,  small  re- 
munerttion  is  proposed  to  be  given  to  them  and  the  deputy  Jailor  who 
are  put  in  charge  of  this  work.  The  Committee  have  already  sat  on 
two  or  three  occassions  and  some  work  has  been  done.  It  was  not 
possible  to  make  this  provision  when  the  budget  was  presented  last 
year. 

The  question  that  Government  be  granted  a  stun  of  Rs.  260  under 
Demand  XV  Jails  was  put  and  carried.

,  DEMAND  XVI  -Police. 

KHAN  BAHADUR  RAJYASEVAPRAV1NA  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB  SUKRA- 

WARDY ;  Sir,  I  rise  to  move  for  a  grant  of  Rs,  3,340  under  Demand 
XVI  Police. 

The  present  Reserve  Police  is  located  in  Oolampara,  where  .the 
tapper  colony  was  located  before.  When  we  took  charge  of  the  build¬ 
ings  they  were  in  a  very  bad  condition  and  necessary  repairs  had  to  be 
done..  The  kitchen  also  was  not  in  good  condition.  As  far  latrines 
we  were  using  tbatties  and  during  the  last  weather  they  all  come 
down  and  practically  the  latrines  are  open.  So  I  wrote  to  Government 
to  provide  a,  kitchen  and  some  latrines.  I  could  not  find  enough 
money  from  the  present  year’s  allotment.  Therefore  1  had  to  ask 
■Government  for  this  additional  amount.  It  is  an  urgent  demand  and 
I  come  up  to  the  House  to  pass  this  amount.

DISCUSSION  ON  THE  REPORT  OF  THE 
PUBLIC  ACCOUNTS  COMMITTEE. 

Mr.  A.  LAKSHM1NANAYANA  AYYAR  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  that  the 
Report  of  the  Public  Accounts  Committee  of  the  Audit  Report  and 
Appropriation  Account  of  1116  fye  taken  .up  for  consideration. 

PRESIDENT :  A  certain  number  of  resolutions  have  been  given 
notice  of ;  3  by  Mr.  Kochukora  Tharakan  and  one  by  1  Mr.  Jebamony 
Nadar.  Honourable  members  know  the  manner  in  which  these  re¬ 
solutions  are  dealt  with  and  now  I  call  upon  Mr,  Kochukora  Tharakan 
to  say  what  he  has  on  the  subject. 
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MB.  K.  P.  KOCHUXOP.A  TKARAKAN  :  This  Assembly  recomm ends  to 
Government  that  the  budget  allotments  under  each  item  may  be  utili¬ 
sed  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  allotted,  in  that  year  itself 
without  being  allowed  to  lapse. 
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Mr.  KUTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  Sir,  I  wish,  to  support  the  resolution. 
In  doing  so,  m  the  first  piace.  I  have  to  compliment  the  work  of  Public 
Accounts  Committee  which  have  done  very  useful  work  unlike  what 
we  have  found  m  previous  'ears.  As  regards  the  lapse  of  amounts  by  , 
Departmental  Heads,  the  Department  that  sins  most  in  this  respect 
is  the  P.  W-  D.  That  is  the  experience  found  every  year.  As  an  ex¬ 
cuse  for  such  surrender  it  is  often  stated  that  there  are  difficulties  and 
delay  in  aeaumnp  the  lauds  where  the  work  has  tube  carried  on.  For 
that  purpose  suitable  amendments  should  be  made  in  the  Land  Com¬ 
pensation  Act, 

Another  ground  that  is  olten  stated  by  the  P.  W.  D.  is  that  com¬ 
munication  works  have  to  be  undertaken  only  during  rainy  season.  In 
Travancore  we  have  got  rainy  season  in  particular  months  only.  By 
the  time  the  work  is  to  be  begun  in  the  Thularn  rains  the  budget  allot¬ 
ment  and  necessary  sanctions  may  not  be  ready. 

lit  other  cases,  during  Karkatakam  rains,  it  is  in  the  middle  of  a 
work  that  the  sanction  automatically  ceases  on  account  of  the  close  of 
the  final  year.  These,  are  the  two  difficulties  which  I  have  often  heard 
expressed  by  some  of  the  officers  of  the  Department.  As  a  remedy  I 
may  suggest,  that  holding  of  budget  session  of  the  Legislature  may  be 
arranged  to  take  place  months  earlier  than  usual.  If  it  is  found  pos¬ 
sible  and  convenient,  the  budget  session  may  be  arranged  to  be  held  in 
Edavorn  instead  of  in '  Karkadakam  as  now.  If  such  an  arrangement 
is  made  it  may  be  possible  to  minimise  the  difficulties. 

Mr.  PUL1Y00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  May  I  know  whether 
the  honourable  member  is  aware  of  certain  rules  fixing  the  amounts  to 
be  expended  during  the  different  quarters  of  the  year? 

MR.  KOtTALiL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  But  these  are  the  difficulties  usually 
expressed  by  the  Departmental  heads  as  an  explanation  for  their  re- 
misness  in  this  direction. 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum) :  Sir,  I  also  wish 
to  support  the  motion.  For  a  great. many  years  there  has  been  a  com¬ 
plaint  that  the  sums  earmarked  for  a  |  particular  purpose  are  not  ex¬ 
pended  in  proper  time  and  in  proper  manner.  Superficially  it  may 
appear  that,  it  is  net  a  serious  defect.  But  it  is  far  from  beiDg  that 
for,  the  Government  is  very  anxious  to  help  the  people  by  giving  lar¬ 
ger  communications,  greater  transport  facilities,  more  public  buildings 
and  so  forth.  Though  it  is  difficult  to  find  money  for  all  the  nation 
building  activities,  Government  in  solicitude  for  the  public  welfare  are 
doing  their  utmost  in  the  matter.  Therefore  the  Department  charged 
with  the  execution  of  those  duties  should  be '  deemed  to  be  guilty  of 
disloyally  to  Government  for  not  carrying  out  the  sanctioned  works- 
There  is  no  reason  why  money  should  be  kept  intact  for  a  number  of 
months  anil  in  the  last  months  of  the  year  to  throw  open  the  flood 
gates  of  expenditure  so  often.  Again,  it  is  true  .that  the  report  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  has  given  a  very .  innocuous  explanation.  •  On  page  20 
of  the  Report  of  the  Public  Accounts  Committee  on  the  Audit  Report  ; 
and  Appropriation  Accounts,  it  is  stated  as  follows • 
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nmoaUnol  h-yowl  their  Oimtrui.” 

Bat  it  is  seen  fchttt  11  lakhs  of  Rupees  have  been  saved  by  allowing  the 
grant  to  laose.  So,  f  he  general  observation  made  by  the  Chief  En¬ 
gineer  has  no  force.  If  the  officers  charged  with  the  expenditure  ac¬ 
cording  i  o  the  proportion  sanctioned  by  Government  are  not  able  to 
carry  c  ut  those  Works  it  means  Lhat  the  salary  given  to  them,  is  not 
totally,  at  leas;  proportionately,  a  substantial  waste  to  Government. 
Here  is  ;  he  Account  Officer  and  the  Financial  Secretary  io  Govern¬ 
ment  making  the  same  observation  that  action  was  being  taken  insist¬ 
ing  on  the  officers  to  conform  to  the  rules  and  tha;  the  department  of 
Public  works  bits  been  circularised  in  regard  to  this.  But,  Sir.  citcu- 
larisation  ha;  no  effect  unless  it  is  followed  in  the  operation.  The  cir¬ 
culars  issued  in  the  name  of  the  Travaiyeore  Government  should  bo 
obeyed,  if  the  Financial  Secretary  is  unable  io  make  the  officers  obey 
his  circulars  there  is  no  use  in  Government  being  solicitous  of  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  the  people.  Sir,  the  matter  is  a  serious  one.  As  my  honour¬ 
able  friend  pointed  out,  it  is  well  known  that  the  last  three  months  of 
the  year  are  quite  unsuited  for  executing  the  works  on  account  of  the 
rains.  To  expend  the  accumulated  funds  at  the  close  of  the  year  is  the 
best  manner  to  waste  money 

There  is.no  other  point  as  well.  So  far  as  the  Financial  Secretary 
and  the  Account  Officer  are  one  and  the  same  person  you  cannot  ex¬ 
pect  any  good.  Tue  Financial  Secretary  has  to  provide  funds  and 
direct  the  general  policy  of  spending  it.  And  the  Account  Officer  has 
to  audit  and  check  accounts.  Therefore  although  as  Account  Officer 
ho  will  be  trying  to  masse  expenditure  side  work  in  such  a  way  as  to 
effect  a  sav  ing,  as  Financial  becretary  he  will  be  insisting  on  expend¬ 
ing  the  auotteii  amounts  for  all  the  sanctioned  items  of  work.  .These 
two  functions  are  incompatible.  Therefore  one  and  the  same  person 
will  no;  be  competent  to  function  as  both. 

PRESIDENT:  Theoretically  it  is  correct’  Bui  events  in  the  last 
few  years  have  shown  that  there  has  been  no.  conflict  between  duty 
and  interest  in  this  respect.  . 


MR.  C.  JEBABONY  NADAR;  Sir,  I -support  the  motion.  A  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  r.ucht  Report  and  the  Appropriation  Accounts  creates  an 
impression  m  one  s  mind- that  one  or  two  departments  have  not  suffici- 
intiy  justified  their  existence  in  as  much  as  the  works  a  nd  undertakings  • 
.isted  have  no  been  done.  Tm  Public 
nuered  an  amount  of  Bs.  20*23  lakhs.

*  aifc0  sectioned  supplementary  grants  to  this  Depart¬ 
ment  to  the  extent  of  4  lakhs-  I  do  not  see  any  justification  why  the 
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Public  Works  Department  should  surrender  such  a  large  amount  with¬ 
out  spending  it  properly.  On  account  of  this  surrender  public  works  in 
the  rural  parts  have  not  been  completed  or  begun  and  those  ports  of 
the  country  suffer  to  a  great  extent  by  the  non-execution  of  the  required 
works.  Aly  friend  Mr-  T.  P,  Velayudhan  Pillai  has  exposed  this  re- 
inissuess  on  the  part  of  the  department  very  well  in  the  committee. 
There  a, re  grave  charges.  The  question  is  whether  these  charges  can 
be  substantiated  '?  Kegarding  my  constituency  the  charge  is  entirely 
true.  The  preseni  Chief  Engineer  cannot  be  blamed  because  he  has 
not  been  long  in  that  office.  I  have  great  confidence  in  him.  How¬ 
ever,-  I  hope  that  the  discussions  here  would  serve  as  caution  to  him. 
The  Government,  carefully  prepares  the  budge!  with  reference  to  the 
financial  position  of  the  Suite  and  when  this'-  House  passes  the  grants 
it  tauntamounts  to  a  mandatory  direction  to  the  officers  to  see  that  the 
works  budgeted  for  are  completed-  .  If  they  do  not  do  so,  they  would 
be  failing  in  their  duty  to  the  Government,  to  this  House  and  to  the 
public.  And  they  would  also  be  failing  in  their  duty  towards  them. 
Then  they  are  not  justified  in  drawing  their  salaries  at  the  expense  of 
the  Government  exchequer.  I  agree  entirely  with  my  friend  Mr-  T.  P. 
Velayudhan  Pillai  in  his  charge  of  laxity  and  dereliction  of  duty 
against  tha  Public  Works  Department.  Now,  the  specific  charges  that 
we  being  made  against  this  department  are  to  tha  effect  that  the  works 
which  have  been  provided  for  in  the  budget  are  not  taken  up  for  execu¬ 
tion,  that  they  are  allowing  a  rush  of  expenditure  at  the  end  of  the 
year  and  are  asking  for  unnecessary  supplementary  grants  that  they  do 
not  prepare  estimates  in  time  and  that  they  allow  budgeted  grants  to 
lapse.  There  can  be  no  more  grave  acts  than  these.  .  The  only  expen¬ 
diture  which  the  department  meets  regularly  and  promptly  is  the 
disbursement  of  salaries  and  pay  of  its  subordinates.  There  is  no  ques¬ 
tion  of  surrender  on  this  account.  Secondly,  with  regard  to-  the  annual 
maintenance  also  there  is  little  of  surrender,  because  it  is  nothing  more 
than  a  matter  of  routine  and  no  expert  knowledge  is  required.  Then, 
there  are  -the  Capital  Works  which  are  more  or  less  beneficial  to  towns 
and  important,  places.  But  works  of  public  utility  in  rural  parts  are 
practically  neglected.  Especially  this  year  we  find  most  of  the”  amounts 
set  apart  for  this  purpose  have  been  allowed  to  lapse.  The  figures 
stand  thus.  I  find  from  the  report  that  a  sum  of.  4,48,000  rupees  have 
been  spent  during  the  year  on  account  of  Direction,  pay  and  allowances 
to  the  officers  of  the  Department. .  The  annual  repairs  come  to  13 
lakhs  of  rupees  and  the  capita!  works  amount  to  11  lakhs  of  rupees 
Excluding  these,  very  little  was  spent  by  the  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment  for  rural  parts.  A  reference  to  page  45  of  the  Audit  Eeport 
shows  that  the  time  has  arisen  to  investigate  into  the  wide,  gap  that 
exists  between  the  grant,  and  the  actual  expenditure.  The  Public 
Accounts  Committee  supporting  this  says  as  follows  :  —

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This  C"  immifcteo  omibisis  of  the  Dewau,  Chief  Secretary,  the  Financial 
Secretary  and  some  of  the  elected  members  of  the  Legislature.  The 
opinion  of  that  committee  is  therefore  to  be  valued.  Thus  a  clear  case 
of  dereliction  of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  department  is  proved  beyond 
doubt.  I  will  show  how  the  position  stands  re  my  constituency.  One 
item  of  work  provided  in  the  budget  is  for  sinking  a  well  in  the  village 
of  Mathiravik-  If  is  item  number  204  in  the  Ill'S  budget.  The 
amount  sanctioned  was  rupees  ISO.  The  estimate  was  sanctioned  on 
17-12-1986-  It  is  being  repeated  in  the  subsequent  budgets,  as  item 
No.  267  in  the  budget,  for  1116,  303  in  the  budget  for  1117  and  275  in 
the  budget  for  1118.  With  all  tire  expert  knowledge  at  the  disposal 
of  the  Public  Works  Department,  and  with  the  necessary  funds  at  their 
command  is  it  justifiable  on  tire  part  of  the  department  to  have  taken  6 
years  for  sinking  one  well  ?  It  is  nothing  but  laxity  and  dereliction 
of  duty. 

My  challenge  to  ‘die  Engineer  concerned  is  that  any  man  who  has 
absolutely  no  expert  knowledge  whatsoever  would  have  done  it  in  a 
month.  If  you  drag  on '  a  work  like  this,  it  necessarily  increases  the 
expenditure.-  Of  course  unless  a  draw-well  is  completed  speedily  there 
will  be  slips  and  damages  and  consequently  ever  so  many  visits  by  the 
Public  Works  Department  officers  would  be  necessitated  involving  ex¬ 
penditure  by  way  of  travelling  allowance. 

Now  I  shall  quote  an  instance  in .  respect  of  communications 
namely  the  opening  of  a  small  road  which  is  item  No.  138  in  the 
budget  for  1115.  The  estimated  amount  is  Rs.  5,215.  The' estimate 
was  sanctioned  on  29-10-1936.  It  is  included  in  the  budget  for  1117 
as  item  No.  208  and  in  the  budget  for  11.18  as  item  No.  193.  From 
these  facts  we  see  how  the  Public  Works  Department  has(been  function¬ 
ing  in  Kalkulam  and  Vilavancode  where  there  is  considerable  difficulty 
for  water  and  insufficiency  of  roads  has  been  acknowledged  by  Govern¬ 
ment  and  therefore  special  funds  have  been  allotted. 

I  shall  now  refer  to  one  or  two  confessions  in  the  Public  Works 
Department  Administration  Report  for  1115.  At  page  31  it  is  stated 
“Out  of  the  allotment  of  Us.  So, 000  in  the  budget,  it  waa  possible  to  spend 
only  a  sum  of  Us.  1 1,733  on  these  works  during  the  years,  the  short  outlay 
being'  chiefly  due  to  interference  of  uuseasonal  rains  and  couscqueu 
flooding  up  of  tank  beds.  So  very  little  was  spent  on  tank  restoration. 

Of  all  the  officers  of  Government  I  would  expect  the  Public  Works 
Department  officers  to  know  the  seasons  aud  times  of  rain.  If  a  Public 
Works  Department  officer  does  not  know  the  seasons  he  is  unfit  to  be 
in  the  Public  Works  Department.  We  want  these  works  only  because 
there  is  scarcity  of  water  due  to  want  of  rain-  When  some  public 
work  is  to  bo  undertaken  on  this  account  they  say  that  the  rain  stands 
in  their  way  and  that  is  a  fine  excuse  ! 

The  explanation  offered  in  the  report  in  regard  to  other  public 
works  is  equally  evasive  aud  unconvincing.  I  refer  to  page  5  of  the 
Administration  Report  referring  to  Water  Sugply  Committee- 
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*  The  first  meeting  of  the  ocumnitteo  was  held  ou  tU-l-UlS  and  the  budget 
allotment  for  tho  vcar  ms;  Bs.  U.6V0  was  distributed  to  the  various 
taluks.  Out  of  a  sum  ot  12,5u<>  allotted  by  tho  committee  for  the  taluks 
of  Tnovala,  Agustiswariim,  Kalkmam  and  Vilavuuocide  wall  tho  sanction 
of  Government  an  amount  of  only  Us.  l.ftSfi  was  spent  during  the  year. 
For  Nevyattinbara  and  Sheneottah  taluks  the  amount  of  Ks>  3,000  and 
2, 0(H)  distributed  by  the  '.select  Committee  respectively  lapsed.  The  short 
outlay  was  largely  duo  to  difficulty  m  getting  on  with  the  several  well 
works  approve!  by  the  commit, tor  owing  to  ihe  non. possession,  in  most, 
cases,  of  the  sites  whereon  the  sanctioned  wells  were  to  ho  sunk,  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  sanctioned  Hint  the  unspent  portion  of  the  allotment  of 
Its-  10, 000  (from  the  total  allotment,  of  Rs.  17,51*0)  does  not  lapse  at  tho 
end  of  the  year  but  is  to  bn  carried  forward  to  a  three  year  pro¬ 
gramme . ” 

For  ever  so  many  years  funds  were  being  surrendered  for  non-execution 
^  of  works  in  the  taluks  of  Kalkulam  and  Vilavancode.  .  .'The  files  of  the 
Director  of  the  Public  Health,  of  the  Public  Works  Department  and  of 
Government  will  clearly  prove  that.  It  is  nothing  but  irresponsibility  to 
decide  to  sink  wells  in  any  locality  without  first  obtaining  the  required 
site.  So  what  I  submit  is  that  the  explanation  offered  by  the  Public 
Works  Department  in  this  matter  also  cannot  at  all  be  accepted. 

Now  some  of  the  heads  of  other  departments  have  realised  the  in¬ 
activities  of  the  Public  Works  Department-  and  have  safeguarded  the 
interests  of  their  departments.  "For  instance  I  find  that  the  Director 
of  Public  Instruction  wants  to  do  works  required  for  his  department  by 
his  own  department  as  he  does  not  place  confidence  in  the  Public  Works 
Department.  If  my  friend  the  Director  for  whom  I  have  great  respect, 
doubts  my  statement  I  would  refer  him  to  page  5  of  the  Administration 
Report  of  the  Public  Works  Department  where  it  is  slated  as  follows:  — 

•'  It  may  also  hr,  stated  here  that  Government  at  the  instance  of  tho  Director  of 
Public  Instruct  ou  sanctioned  as  a  temporary  measure  for  one  year  from 
ltith  April  1 940  that  the  works  oosting  up  to  P.s.  1 .1)00  may  ho  executed  by 
the  Education  Department  in  as  much  as  there  is  a  technical  staff  attaohed 
to  that  department  and  as  the  works  are  mostly  done  fur  Malayolam 
Schools  and  consist  of  semi  permanent  sheds  that  were  being  carried  oat 
by  them  from  August  1 931 .  Iu  the  interests  of  quick  exeftution  and  kb  ' 
a  means  of  reserving  the  Public  Works  Department’s  energies  for  more 
permanent  and  important  works  the  above  was  give  off  ct  to.” 

So,  if  there  is  to  be  quick  execution,  i'  is  the  opinion  of  the  Education 
♦Department  that,  the  work  should  not  be  done  by  the  Public  Works 
Department  but  by  the  Education  Department. 

Regarding  ^progress  of  important  works  in  the  southern  taluks  of 
the  Nagercoil  Division,  we  are  told,  at  page  27  of  the  Administration  - 
Report  as  follows : — 

,  ,  “  “  NAGERCOIL  DIVISION- 

Recoating  Balamore  road  miles  15  to  17.  The  work  was  in  progress- 
flemetalling  Nagercoil  Rajakamaugalam  road  miles  3  and  d ,  The  work  //-as  In 
progress- 

Government  Transport  Sohome.  Reinstalling  Atijugraraom  road  mile  1  io  r/4 
The  work  was  in  progress-  .  - 

Remetalling  Colaohel  Paraserry  road'milos  6  to  l4.  The  work  were  almost 


Widening  and  recoating  Oolachal  Rajskamangalom  road  miles  11  to  15.  The 
work  was  in  a  fai*  state  of  progress.”  — 
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So  wo  see  that  not  even  a  single  work  in  the  Nagereoil  Division 
•was  complete!]  during  the  year. 

From  these  quotations  it  would  be  clear  that  practically  no  work 
of  public  utility  was  executed  by  the  Public  Works  Department  in  my 
constituency.  My  humble  prayer  to  Government  is,,  that  in  view  of 
the  opinion  expressed  by  the  Public  Accounts  Committee  and  since  this 
is  going  on  tor  a  series  of  years  and  as  the  Public  Works  Department 
officers  seem  to  think  that  their  opinion  is  not  to  be  challenged  by  any 
one,  that  serious  notice  be  taken  of  the  inactivities  of  the  officers  con¬ 
cerned.  Otherwise  they  would  repeat  the  same  story  in  future  years  also, 
So  we  see  that  if  a  work  of  public  utility  in  a  particular  locality  ia 
not  done,  it  is  solely  due  to  the  inactivity  of  the  Public  Works  Depart* 
inent.  The  ryots  want  water  supply  and  wells  for  drinking  water. 
That  need  is  urgeut  and  pressing,  i  would  appeal  to  tfee  Chief  Engi¬ 
neer  to  see  the  works  budgeted  for  in  one  year  are  completed  in  that, 
year  itself  and  not  allow  it  to  be  dragged  on  for  five  or  -six  years  be¬ 
cause  such  delay  brings  disrepute  to  the  department,  With’thes® 
words  I  support  this  motion  and  move  my  motion.

MR.  0.  C.  JOSEPH  (.Vo;«t-»rt.fe<i) :  1  want  to  make  a  few  observa¬ 
tions  on  ihis  important'  matter.  On  Friday  last  the  IIouss  had  the  rare  * 
and  pleasant  opportunity  of  hearing  a  speech  about  the  war  of  aggres¬ 
sion.  That  was  a  speech  in  itself '  splendid,  informative  and  useful.  • 
.rod  after  hearing  Mr.  Jebamony  Nadar  now  I  may  say  there  is  a  war  , 
of  indifference,  inordinate  delay  and  improper  working.  That  war  off 
inordinate  delay,  and  negligence  of  duty  must  be  . fought  out  till  it^f 
completely  removed.  The  P.  W.  Department  is  one  of'  the  most  im¬ 
portant  departments  of  Travancore  Government,  and  it  does  service  to 
the  people  at  large  and  especially  to  the  villagers.  But  the  working  of  1 
that  department  is  somewhat  unsatisfactory.  As  Mr.  Jebamony  Nadar4 
has  stated  before  the  House,  there  has  been  laxity  on  the  part  of  %3  ' 
officers  of  the  department  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties;  I  say  thatra 
reference  to  the  budget  estimates  of  the  year  1118  would  show  that  the 
poor  people  are  not  given  proper  consideration.  According  to  item  26&S 
‘Constructing  two  pit  latrines  for  the  fishing  village  at  the  Gape*  a  sum  <7y 
Rs.950  was  sanctioned  in  the  year  1987.  In  the  year  1117  a  sum  of  Its. 450  ■ 
was  estimated  as  expenditure  for  this  work,  Sir,  for  the  construction  cf  2 
pit  latrines  for  the  poor  folk.  Five  years  fer  the  construction  of  these  lat- 
ines!  But,  Sir,  this  department  had  not.  the  magnanimity  to  see  that  the 
poor  people  got  the  full  benefit  of  the  generous  policy  of  the  present 
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Government.  That  is  oi  f  t  k  4her  instance  is  the 

existence  of  rain  damage  d  l  the  department  has, 

according  to  Item  252,  sanctioned  m  the  year  hli'i  Rs.  1310  for  the  repair 
of  the  rain  damages,  an!  h  y  h  t  ing  like  Es.  700,  Ac¬ 
cording  to  the  estimates  i  eth  i  b  orks  are  in  progress 

and  from  the  Chief  Engineer  i  nave  ocnerwise.  in  the  answer  given  by 
the  official  member  to  the  question.  No,  13,  in  the  morning,  I  heard 
jjhat  all  the  wells  are  fully  constructed.  But  this  1118  Budget  report 
*aays,  in  No.  274  “Drinking  water  supply  in  Thazhakudi  villagers  ‘Con¬ 
struction  of  a  Neerazhi  at  the  southern  comer  of  Veorakcralapancri 
tank  in  Thazhakudy  paknthy,  and  for  Item  No.  278  ‘Sinking  a  well  in 
Colachel  pabutby,  Kalkulam  taluk1  Es.  (140  was  sanctioned.  That  came 
from  the  official  side  was  that  the.  well  was  fully  completed  when  the 
K*fact  is  otherwise.  Similarly  all  the  wells  in  the  pakuthiea  in  the  Vilavan- 
code  taluk  are  all  incomplete,  but  the  reply  is  that  they  are  completed. 
I  do  not  know  whether  to  believe  the  words  of  the  honourable  member 
who  is  responsible  for  answering  the  interpellations  or  the  officer  who  is 
responsible  for  the  preparation  of  the  budget  for  1118.  Sir,  if  things 
are  allowed  to  continue  like  this,  we  will  be  nowhere.  The  war  of  in¬ 
difference  on  the  part  of  the  officers  who  are  receiving  fat  salaries  and 
who  are  responsible  to  the  people  is  likely  toshave  deteriorating  affects, 
and  unless  they  are  taken  to,  task,  nothing  will  be  done  satisfactorily. 
However  generous,  and  however  efficient  the  administration,  be  the 
P .  W.  D.  is  proverbial  for  its  inordinate  delay.  Sir,  1  am  pleased  to 
state  that  the  President  of  the  House  is  very  much  interested  in  grow¬ 
ing  more  food,  but  in  spite  of  his  sympathy  and  consideration  for  the 
people  of  South  Travancore,  and  in  spite  of  the  fact  that,  year  after 
year,  about  Rs.  25,000  are  sanctioned  for  constructing  or  improving 
wells,- nothing  has  been  done.  The  amount  has  been  allowed  to  lapse. 
This  is  the  situation  to-day.  If  irrigation  is  properly  attended  to,  I  think 
that  there  will  be  at  least  50 %  more  increase  in  the  production  of  food.. 
All  these  things  make  me  wish  that  something  effectively  is  done  to 
make  the  working  of  the  .1.  W.  I),  more  beneficial  to  the  people. 
With  these  words  I  strongly  support  the  motion.

SADASYATiLAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI :  Sir,  the  present  motion  does 
not  take  ns  anywhere.  Rule  90  (2)  at  page  BO  of  the  Manual  says

The  wording  of  the  motion,  to  my  mind  is  not  clear.  It  is  some¬ 
thing  like  saying  that  a  decree  may  be  passed.  The  proper  form  should 
be  that  Mr.  P-  G.  Rama  Varna  Raja  is  nominated. 

Mb.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  1  have  no  objection  t0  the 
form  suggested  by  the  Honourable  member  if  that  is  the  sense  of  the 
House,  though  I  am  certain  that  my  motion  is  correct  both  inform  and 
substance.

THE  TRAVANCORE  OFFICIAL  TRUSTEE  BILL. 

Mb.  PUTHUPALLI  8.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  rise  to  present  the 
report  of  the  Select  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  Travancore 
Official  Trustee  Bill  and-  beg  to  move  that  the  Bill  as  reported  be 
taken  into  consideration.  \ ' 

M«.  A.  LAKSHMINARAYANA  AYYAR  :  I  second  the  motion.  * 

The  motion  was  put  and  carried. 

-  Clause  1 . 

The  question  that  elause  1  do  stand  pari,  of  the  Bid  was  put  and 
carried.  Clause  1  was  added  to  the  Bill.  ' 

.  Clause  2. 

Mr.  PUL1YOOR  T.  P.  VELaYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  move  that  in  clause 
2  for  sub-clause  (2)  (a)  the  following  may  be  substituted  - 

“  Advocate  enrolled  by  or  pleadrr  enrolled  under  the  sanction  of,  Oor  High 
Court.” 

At  the  outset  I  may  be  permitted  to  state  that  I  was  compelled  to 
move  an  amendment  of  the  kind  on  account  of  my  feelings  of  self  res¬ 
pect.  Clause  2,  sub-clause  2  runs  thus : 

“fSo  person  shall  be  appointed  to  the  office  of  Official  Trustee  who  is  not-- 

(a)  an  Advocate  enrolled  by  Onr  High  (Joint  ;  or 

(b)  a  person  already  in  the  service  of  Our  Government. 

I  have  added  a  dissenting  note  to  the  report  of  the  Soled  Com¬ 
mittee  wherein  I  have  stated  in  detail  my  grounds  for  moving  such  an 
amendment.  This  ’  sub-clause  2  of  elause  2  seeks  to  exclude  for 
ever  by  statutory  provision  all  persons  excepting  Advocates  or  a  person 
already  in  the  service  of  Government  from  being  appointed  as  official 
trustee.  My  only  contention  is  that  the  practising  vakils  or  pleaders 
also  should  not  be  deprived  of  the  opportunity  of  being  appointed  as 
official  trustee  if  the  Government  decides  to  do  so  at  any  time.  At 
present,  even  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  bill,  no  advocate  or  a 
Government  servant  can  claim  to  be  appointed  as  official  trustee,  as  a 
matter  of  right.  Under  such  circumrtances,  as  the  power  to  appoint 
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such  an  officer  entirely  vests  only  in  Government,  we  can  hope  that 
Government  would  exercise  that  power  reasonably  and  properly. 
Therefore,  there  is  no  justification  to  enact  a  provision  which  would 
prevent  the  Vakils  or  Pleaders  from  being  appointed  as  official  trustee 
'at  any  time. 

Sub  clause  2  (b)  says  that  a  person  already  in  the  service  of  our 
jjjovernment  may  well  be  appointed  as  official  trustee.  This  shows 
rnhat,  irrespective  of  the  position,  status  or  salary  of  such  an  officer, 
Government  can  appoint  anybody  as  official  trustee.  In  the  case  of 
Advocates  also,  no  additional  safeguards  are  provided  for  in  respect  of 
the  professional  income  he  gets  or  the  period  of  standing  as  an  Advocate. 
Suppose  Government  finds  it  desirable  to  appoint  a  practising  lawyer  as 
^official  trustee  on  account  of  his  outstanding  merit.  Where  is  the 
^objection  to  embody  such  a  provision  in  the  bill  as  would,  enable  Govern¬ 
ment  to  exercise  the  power  in  favour  of  such  an  appointment.  So, 
my  submission  is  that  the  practising  vakils  or  pleaders  should  also  be 
included  in  sub  clause  2  of  clause  2  of  the  bill  so  that  they  also  are 
made  eligible  for  the  appointment.  With  these  words  I  move  my 
amendment  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House.

MR.  P.  S.  MUHOMED  :  saota'Oo. 

Mr.  K.  6-  GGVINDAli :  I  oppose  the  amendment.  The  Honourable  ' 
meihbar  who  moved  the  amendment  prefaced  it  with  the  remark  that 
he  is  moving  it  oat  of  self-respect  for  himself.  Since  his  amendment  is 
prefaced  in  such  a  manner,  one  is  rather  in  an  embarrassment  to  oppose 
it.  But  sentimentalism  has  no  place  in  legislative  business.  And  so  I 
oppose  if. 

'  Mr.  PULiYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  Does  it  mean,  that  the 
honourable  member  has  no  consideration  for  self  respect  ? 

MR.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN  :  It  does  not  in  the  least  mean  so.  That 
question  however  does  nor  arise.  The  Official  Trustee  Bill  has  been  in 
force  in  British  India  for  the  last  nearly  30  years.  There  was  no 
agitation  to  include  in  the  category  of  persons  qualified  to  be  appointed 
as  official  trustees  the  pleaders  also.  In  no  country  in  British  India 
there  has  arisen  such  agitation.  The  honourable  member  who  moved 
this  amendment  has  not  pointed  out  such  instances,  :  After  all,  Sir, 
one  of  the  arguments  advanced  by  the  honourable  member  who  moved 
the  amendment  is  that  if  in  clause  2  pleaders  are  also  included,  then 
only  pleaders  will  he  qualified  to  be  recruited  as  official  trustees.  My 
submission  is.  that  that  is  not  the  case.  My  hmnbie  submission  in  this 
connection  is  this  Clause  2  (b)  says  thus  : 

“ A  person  already  in  the  service  of  Onr  -Government,  shell  be  appointed  to  the 
office  of  official. trustee . 

So,  if  Government  wants  to  appoint  anybody  as  official  trustee, 
they  might  as  well  absorb  a  pleader  into  Government  service  and 
appoint  him  as.  Official  Trustee. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI':  May  I  know  whether 
Hie  honourable  member  has  got  any  objection  then  to  delete  “an- 
Advocate  enrolled  by  Our  High  Court"’  whereby  even  .Advocates  may¬ 
be  appointed  as  Official  Trustees  if  they  choose  to. 

Mr.  K.  G.  G0V1NDAN  :  Without  meaning  any  disrespect  to  the 
honourable  member,  I  may  say  that  we  are  moving  in  a  particular 
groove.  There  are  certain  qualifications  prescribed  for  certain  posts. 
If  this  amendment  is  carried  today,  another  honourable  member  will 
come  forward  with  an  amendment  tomorrow  and  say  that  pleaders 
should  be  included  in  the  category  of  persons  qualified  to  berecruited 
as  Munsifis  and  Judges  and  so  forth.  Again,  ,1  may  say  that  there  are 
persons,  among  pleaders  and  Vakils  in  this  'country  who  are  really 
capable  of  holding  such  posts  as  official  trustees,  Munsifis  and  Judges 
etc. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  Then  may  I  know  why ... 

Mr.  K,  G.  GOVINDAN  :  I  do  not  yield  Sir.  In  this  country  as  in 
every  other  country,  there  are  pleaders  who  are  really  capable  of  hold- 
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ingiappointments  as  Munsiffsand  Judges.  I  do  not  dispute  that.  There 
are  persons  some  veteran  litigants  in  Tra  vane  ore,  who  would  argue  a 
ease  in  a  court  of  law  much  better  than  the  leading  vakils.  And 
because  of  that  are  you  going  to  confer  cm  them  a  B.  L.  degree  and 
allow  them  to  practise  in  a  court  of  law  '?  There  are  specific  qualifica¬ 
tions  prescribed  by  Statutes  and  they  have  !,o  be  respected.  As  I  said, 
the  official  Trustee  Act  has  been  in  force. in  British  India  for  over  30 
years  without,  any.  change  whatever.  If  any  appointment  is  to  be 
given  to  pleaders,  it  is  open  to  Government  to  absorb  them  in  the 
Government  service  and  give  them  the  posts.  Under  these  circum¬ 
stances,  I  oppose  the  amendment. 

fiilB .  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  too  oppose  the  amendment.  My 
ground  is  not  the  same  as  advocated  by  the  previous  speaker.  There 
are  a  large  number  of  pleaders  in  this  State  enrolled  under  the  sanction 
of  Our  High  Court.  If  the  expression  “all”  is  used  in  the  place  of 
“a’*  in  the  amendment,  I  could  support  if.  There  arc  pleaders  who 
appear  in  Munsiffs  Courts  and  District  Courts.  According  to  me,  ail 
those  pleaders  are  equally  qualified  to  be  recruited  as  official  trustees 
for  the  purpose  of  this  Bill.  The  wording  of  Mr.  Velayudhan  Pillai’s 
amendment  is  defective  in  that  respect. 

MR.  PULIY00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  there  is  no  restriction 
like  that  in  my  amendment.  All  pleaders  can  come  in  that  order. 

Mr.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  If  all  pleaders  are  included  in  the  scope 
of  the  amendment,  then  I  have  no  objection  to  allow  that  amendment. 

SADASYATiLAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI :  May  I  also  seek  your  permis¬ 
sion,  Sir,  to  speak  Malayaiam!

Mr.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Sir,  1  'wish  to. remove  certain 
misapprehensions  on  this  matter.  This  question  was  considered  at 
great  length  by  the  Select  Committee  ancl  this  motion  which  was 
brought  before  the  Select  Committee  was  rejected  by  it.  Therefore  I 
am  morally,  though  not  legally  bound  to  support  the  stand  taken  by  the 
Committee  whose  report  I  have  presented  before  the  House,  One  thing 
must-be  borne  in  mind.  The  pleaderskip  'course  has  been  abolished 
and  we  know  the  reasons  which  impelled  Government  to  adopt  such  a 
course.  We  have  therefore  to  deal  only  with  existing  pleaders.  So  the 
question  of  pleaders  being  qualified  for  Official  Trustees  or  Administra¬ 
tor  Gereral’s  place  arises  only  in  its' relation  to  the  existing  pleaders. 
The  Official  Trustee  Bill  has  been  drawn  up  on  the  basis  of  the  British 
Official  Trustee  Act, 

Mr.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR:  May  I  know  whether  in  the  British 
Indian  -Enactment  it  is  so  stated. 

MB-  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  For  my  part,  I  have  never 
heard  of  a  Pleader  having  been  recruited  as  au  Official  Trustee.  Per¬ 
haps  my  experience  may  be  limited.  Offioial  Trustees  and  Adminis¬ 
trator  Generals  are  persons  requiring  a  high  degree  of  the  knowledge 
of  law.  A  high  standard  of  efficiency  is  expected  of  them.  I  do  not 
say  that  there  are  no  Pleaders  possessing  those  qualifications,  but  they 
are  exceptions  to  the, general  rule.  T 

SAOASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI ;  Does  it  say  that  .any  person 
may  be.  appointed  or  that  any  person  who  has  got  some  qualifications 
should  be  appointed  ?  ' 
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Mr.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  Advocates  enrolled  by  the 
High  Court  and  persons  in  Government  service.  If  it  had  siuiply  stated 
that  only  Advocates  could  be  appointed,  it  would  follow  that  only  non- 
officials  could  Ik;  appointed  as  to  official  trustee.  Although,  the  expres¬ 
sion  as  such  is  not  used,  the  alternative  is  between  an  Advocate  enrolled 
by  the  High  Court  or  a  person  in  'Government  service.  There  is  no 
other  qualification  prescribed.  It  shows  wuat  the  intention  of  the 
'Legis’atare  is.  I  do  cot  think  iny  friends  will  contend  that  one  with  a 
'School  Final  qualification  who  is  recruited  on  the  Rs,  20-25  scale  by 
the  Public  Service  Commissioner  is  a  lit  and  proper  candidate  for  being 
appointed  as  Official  Trustee.  . 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  P1LLAI  :  Are  there  not  B.  Ls.  recruited  on 
Es.  20-25  scale  ?  '  . 

MR.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PULA!  :  Yes.  But  no  one  with 
School  Final  qualification  is  appointed  to  the  higher  scale.  But  a  B,  L. 
has  a' chance  of  being  appointed  to  that  scale. 

MR.  K07TALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  Are  Pleaders  entitled  to  plead  in  the 
High  Court  ? 

Ms.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLA! :  I  do  mi  think  so.  The 
difference  between  the  Advocate  and  the  Pleader  was  discussed 
at  great  length  in  this  House  sometime  before  the  last  general 
elections  and  Mr.  T.  K.  Vela  Pjllui  has  referred  to  it.  The  difference 
it  was  stressed  was  as  between  the  first  class  material  and  the  second 
class  material  and  many  had  to  regret  for  their  action  afterwards.  Those 
Who  did  not  find  the  difference  got  off  well. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAi :  May  I  know  what  he  has  to  say  with 
regard  to  theB.  L.  class  under  poverty ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  P1LLAI:  Poverty  is  common.  He 
wh  >  is.able  to  work  will  prosper.  It  does  not  matter  whether  he  is  a 
Pleader  or  an  Advocate.  This  was  a  matter  which  was  discussed  by 
thei Select  Committee ynd  they  came  to  certain  conclusions.. The  matter 
is  now  placed  before  this  House  and  it  can  come  to  its  own  conclusions. 
If  the  House  wishes  to  revise  the  decision  arrived  at  by  the  Select  Com¬ 
mittee,  it  is  open  to  them  to  do  so.  But  personally  I  have  nothing  more 
to  add.

THE  TRAVANOORE  INSURANCE  ACT  (AMENDMENT)  BILL- 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  \  rise* to  introduce  the  Tra- 

vancore  Insurance  Act  (Amendment)  Bill.  It  is  proposed  to  amend 
the  Act  for  two  purposes  :  one  is  to  exempt  ‘  insurers  who  have  ceased 
to  carry  on  business  in  Travancore  after  the  commencement  of  the  Act- 
from  all  its  provisions;  the  other  is  to  convert  Sirkar  rupees  into  British 
rupees. 

When  the  Insurance  Act  was  passed  the  idea  was  that  all  those 
insurers  who  were  carrying  on  business  in  Travancore  should  make  a 
deposit.  Throe  months’  time  was  given  for  the  purpose.  But  it  was 
found  that  some  foreign  insurers  who  were  carrying  on  business  in 
Travancore  failed  to  take  out  the  necessary  registration  certificates. 
On  investigation,  it  was  found  that  they  were  persons  who  had  no 
extensive  business  in  Travancore  and  therefore  had  no  idea  of  cbmply- 
ing  with  all  the  previsions  of  the  Act.  So  they  ceased  to  make  the 
necessary  deposits.  Bm  we  had  to  take  •  into  account  th#  interests  of 
the  policy-holders  who  had  taken  policies  in  those'  companies.  The 
Act  does  not  enable  them  to  pay  towards  the  policies.  The  question 
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that  was  raised  was  whether  after  all  Jhey  should  pay  any  money  or 
whether  the}?  should  surrender  their  policies.  It  was  found  that  snr* 
render  would  result  in  very  great  hardship  to  the  policy-holders. 
Policies  surrendered  in  the  initial  stages  would  not  secure  an  adequate 
payment  of  surrender  value  to  the  policy-holders.  Therefore  it  is  now 
proposed  to  make  an  exemption  in  respect  of  policies  taken  before  the 
commencement  of  the  Act. 

The  other  provision  relates  to  the  conversion  of  rupees  into  British, 
rupees.  We  have  no  insurance  companies  established  or  incorporated 
in  Travancore. 

Foreign  Companies  carry  on  business  in  Travancore.  All  their 
policies,  balance  sheets  and  statement  of  accounts  will  be  in  British 
Indian  currency.  In  making  and  adjusting  the  accounts  in  the  Office  of 
the  Registrar  of  Insurance  we  find  that  there  are  certain  practical  diffi¬ 
culties  created  by  the  above  circumstances.  Hence  it  was  thought  that 
for  the  purpose  of  this  measure  the  word  ‘rupee’  may  be  changed  to 
‘British  rupee’.  As  a  matter  of  fact  in  the  Companies  Act,  for  the 
purpose  of  assessing  Capital  and  various  other  matters  we  have  adopted 
“British  rupees”.  These--are  the  two  main  principles  involved  in  the 
Bill,  Sir.  I  move  that  the  Bill  be  read  in  the  Assembly.

PRESIDENT  :  I  think  I  ought  to  make  the  position  clear.  The 
Travancore  Civil  Service  Examination  was  instituted  for  the  purpose 
of  finding  out  the  most  meritorious  candidates  available  for  Public 
Service  -within  the  State.  That  merit  can  be  decided  only,  la  the 
present  imperfect  state  of  human  knowledge  and  experience,  by  some 
kind  of  competitive  examination.  In  order  to  get  rid  of  the  evil  effects 
of  a  purely  competitive  written  examination,  a  viva  voce  is  also  indicated 
as  a  suitable  method.  The  vita  voce  is.  also  included  and  in  order  to 
get  rid  of  the  suggestion  that  local  bias  may  also  operate,  it  has  been 
the  policy  of  this  Government  to  invite  eminent  men  from  outside  the 
State  in  order  to  work  at  this  task  of  making  the  selection  after  they 
have  made  the  choice  which  will  be  entirety  based  on  the  merits  in  the 
examination.  When  it  is  found  that  certain  communities  who,  owing 
to  traditional  or  historic  considerations,  are  more  apt  in  answering 
papers  than  others,  then  steps  are -taken  to  choose  the  best  man 
amongst  the  other  communities.  For  instance,  an  Ezhava-  of  a 
Muslim  is  the  tenth  in  rank"  bui  he  is  the"  first  amongst  the  Eazhavas 
or  the  Muslims,  he  is  also  taken.  That  is  the  principle  we  have  been 
adopting.  That  is  a  Concession  for  satisfying  communal  claims. 

Something  was  said'  about  religion.  It  is  not  the  intention-  of  the 
Travancore  Government  to  choose  people  according  to  religion  but 
according  to  community.  For  instance,  if  you  say  that  a  Marthomite 
or  an  Ezhava  should  be  taken,  somebody  may  say  that  the  Seventh  Day 
Adventists  should  be  taken.  They  are  a  fairly  large  section  -,in  South 
Travancore.  There  are  about  2000  people,  larger  than,  any  where  in 
India.  They  would  claim  some  sort  of  representation.  But  that  is 
not  the  idea  of  Government,  The  major  communities  are  well  known. 
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The  Syrian  Catholic  Community  is  known  to  be  well  educated.  I  am 
glad  to  know  that  they  -  are  doing  very  well  in  this  examination.  So 
they  cannot  ask  any  concession  just  as  the  Brahmins  or  the  Nayars. 
They  can  take  their  rauk  in  these  examinations.  That  is  the  principle 
upon  which  this  Government  have  proceeded.

PRESIDENT  :  Under  Rule  09,  the  debate  ou  the  Budget  will  begin 
with  a  general  discussion  and  be  followed  by  the  voting  of  Demands 
for  Grants.  Two  days  have  been  allotted  for  the  general  discussion 
and  the  maxim  vim  of  seven  days  has  been  set  apart  for  the  voting  of 
Demands  for  Gran  is.  The  Demands  will  be  taken  up  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  printed  in  the  list  of  Demands,  copy  pf  which  has  been 
already  furnished  to  honourable  members.  The  Demands  under  II — 
Land  Revenue  and  Taxes  on  Income ---and  VII — Public  Works  may 
each  be  discussed  for  one  whole  day;  and  not  more  than  half  a  day  will 
be  allotted  for  each  of  the  remaining  Demands. 

Every  member,  other  than  the  Financial  Secretary,  will  be  allow¬ 
ed  during  the  general  discussion  stage1,  not  more  th&n  fifteen  minutes  as 
usual .  But  I  hope  honourable  members  will,  while  not  unduly  res¬ 
training  themselves,  allow  as  many  non-official  members  as  possible  to 
participate  in  the  discussion  and”also  render  it  possible  to  give  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  members  adequate  time  fur  reply. 

I  find  on  scrutiny  of  the  names  furnished  by  the  Secretary  that 
there  are ‘22  members  of  the  National  Congress  Party,  11  members  in 
the  .People’s  Party  and  28  members  who  belong  to  no  party.  My  end¬ 
eavour  will  be,  as  far  as  possible,  to  give  the  members  of  these  parties 
in  proportion  to  -their  numbers  opportunity  for  speaking.  Roughly 
speak’iug  10  members  of  the  National  Congress  Party,  5  members  of  the 
People’s  Party  and  13  members  of  no  party,  will  be  allowed  to  take 
part  in  the  general  discussion  of  the  Budget,  I  shall  be  glad  if  honour¬ 
able  members  of  each  party  who  wish  to  speak  will  kindly  give  their 
list  to  the  Secretary  sufficiently  early  so  that  they  may  be  called  up  as 
they  stand  and  catch  the  eye  of  the  President. 

When  voting  on  the.  Demands  for  Grants,  every  mover  and  the 
official  member  who  lias  the  right  of  reply  will  be  allowed  ten  minutes 
'each  and  the  other  members  five  minutes  each.  Standing  Order  No.59 
requires  notice  of  every  motion  to  be  given  to  the  Secretary  two  clear 
days  before  the  day  on  which  the  Demand  oomes  up  for  consideration. 
Late  motions  will  not  be  accepted.  It  will  facilitate  business  if  hono¬ 
urable  members  giving  notice  of  token  motions  which  can  most  con¬ 
veniently  be  for  a  reduction  of  one  rupee  will  also  specify  the  purpose 
underlying  the  proposed  cut  and  take  care  to  see  that  the  cut  motions 
are  confined  to  amounts  entirely  votable. 

In  this  connection,  I  may  also  invite  the  attention  tof  honourable 
members  to  my  predecessor’s  ruling  regarding  budget  motions,  given 
on  the  30th.  of  July  1935,  reported  on  pages  705  to  707  of  Volume  VI 
ol  the  Proceedings  of  the  Sri  Mulam  Assembly. 

In  calculating  the  number  of  hours  tolbe  allotted'for  .the  voting  of 
Demands,  I  propose  to  follow  the  procedure  which  has  been  followed 
during  the  previous  years.  A  day  will  be  taken  as  from-  II  a.  m,  tq 
Vol.lXX—No,  A 
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5  p,  it.  One  hour  being  available  for  question  .time,  and  another  hour 
ri  to  2  j>  u.)  aa  lunch  interval,  the  remaining'  four  hours  will  be  treated 
as  one  full  day  and  two  hoars  as  half  a  day.  If  the  whole  of  the  first 
hour  is  not-  taken  np  for  questions  and  answers,  the  time  left  over 
will  be  available  for  the  voting  of  Demands  for  Grants,  Such  availa¬ 
ble  time  will  not  go  to  increase  the  time  allotted  for  any  particular- 
Demand  but  will  be  available  to  the  House  and  thus  enable  them  to 
reach  mere  Demands, 

The  gr mom!  dismission  of  the  Budget  will  now  commence  and  T 
cal!  upon  the  Deputy  President, 

GENERAL  DISCUSSION  OF  THE  BUDGET. 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (PiUhnmpurum  cum  Ifc- 
co tt-ih ):  Sir,  it-  is  a  matter  of  deep  gratification  and- pride  for  ms  to 
know  that  the  revenue  of  the  State  has  reached  the  peak  level  of  Bs,  3 
crores,  at  level  which  has  not  been  reached  in  the  past.  This  has  now 
placed  the  State  in  a  very  ‘pre-eminent  position  among  the  States  of 
India.  It  gives  us  the  third  rank,  Hyderabad  and  Mysore  alone  being 
above  us. 

Sir,  the  Revised  Estimates  that  have  been  placed  before  us  antici¬ 
pate  a  substantial  surplus  of  about  Its.  24  lakhs  and  estimates  for  the 
coming  year  are  expected  to  yield  a  surplus-of'about  Its,  5  Iakbs.  That 
it  will  be  possible  for  us  to  realise  a  suostanfcial  surplus  of  about  Bs.  24 
lakhs  during  the  present  year  is  a  remarkable  tribute  to  the  wise  and 
able  handling  of  the  finances  and  financial  transactions  of  the  State  by 
the  Head  of  the  Administration  and  also  to  the  ' innate  soundness  of  the 
fitances  of  the  State.  But  we  should  not  on  this  ground  give  ourselves 
up  to  undue  optimism.  If  you  look  at  the  figures  that  have  been  tabu¬ 
lated  in  the  Budget  Memorandum  presented  along  with  the  Budget,  it 
will  he  found  that  although  we  have  been  able  to  realise  a  surplus  this 
year  and  to  budget  for  a  surplus  during  the  coming  year,  our  revenues 
have  been  subject  to  wide  fluctuations  during  the  past  quarter  of  a 
century  so  much  so  it  is  a  warning  to  us  that  we  must  be  very  careful 
about  the  future.  I  am  suggesting  that  it  should  be  possible  for  us  to 
create  a  substantial  revenue  surplus.  I  therefore  welcome  the  decision 
of  the  Government  to  add  to  the  Revenue  Reserve  Fund  that  has  been 
created,  by  the  allocation  of  the  anticipated  surplus  of  Rs.  24-32  lakhs 
■for  the  year,  thus  raising  it  to  about  Rs.  33 lakhs. 

I  hope,  Sir,  that  this  policy  of  building  up  a  substantial  reserve 
fund  will  be  steadily  pursued,  particularly  in  view  of  the  uncertain 
conditions  of  the  present  international,  situation  which  are  likelv  to 
have  very  serious  repercussions. on  the  finances  of  a  maritime  State  like 
ours.  ‘ 

■Sir,  coming  to  the  Budget  Estimates  presented  to  us,  I  shall  now 
refer  to  a  few  salient  features  of  the  estimates,  and  of  ihe  programme 
and  policy  that  have  been  adumbrated  in  the  speech  of  the  Financial 
Secretary  introducing  the  Budget  Estimates.  In  the  first  place  mv 
attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  fact  that. the  working  pf  the  Trayaacoim 
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section  of  the  South  Indian  Railway  bas  V-gun t,>  yield  a'  substantial 
revenue  to  the  State  after  a  very  loug  period  of  deficits.  This  year  it 
is  expected  that  the  contribution  to  our  revenue  by  the  railway  will  bo 
about  3*5  lakhs  of  rupees  and  it  is  estimated  that  we' shall  be  getting 
another  3  lakhs  of  rupees  during  the  next  year.  I  hope,  Sir,  that  the 
working  of  the  railway  will .  continue  to  yield  a  substantial  recurring 
revenue  to  the  Exchequer  of  the  State  and  the  railway  will  not  be  a 
source  of  burden  or  liability  to  the  State  hereafter. 

The'  next  item  of  revenue  which  catches  my  eye  is  the  Forest 
revenue.  After  a  number  of  years  our  Forest  revenue  has  begun  to 
grow  steadily.  The  Forest  revenue  which  stood  at  Its.  1G'98  lakhs  in 
1115  shot  up  to  Its.  18*95  lakhs  in  1116.  It  is  expected  to  reach  Its.  26 
lakhs  during  the  current  year.  This  shows  that  the  revenue  from  the 
Forest  is,  growing  steadily.  But,  Sir,  I  was  surprised  to  learn  the 
other  day  from  the  speech  of  the  Financial  Secretary  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  have,  under  contemplation  proposals  to  te-organise  the  Depart¬ 
ment  with  a  view  to  'tapping  new  sources  of  revenue  under  Forest  and 
.also  to  bring  about  a  ro-clistribuiton  of  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the 
divisional  officers  and  to  cuk  down  the  number  of  divisions.  I  am 
afraid,  Sir,  that  this  is  not  the  time  to  bring  about  a  re-distribution 
with  a  view  to  reducing  the  number  of  divisions  when  the  revenue 
from  this  souroo  shows  a  tendency  to  rise.  This  is  just  the  time  for 
expansion  of  the  department  so  that  the  revenue  may  be  safeguarded, 
if  possible,  by  increasing  the  number  of  divisions  aud  by  increasing  the 
staff  as  well. 

I  am  glad  to  find  in  regard  to  the  Medical  Department  that  it 
is  proposed  to  decentralise  the  administration  by  the  appointment 
of  a  few  District  Officers.  This  is  a  very  welcome,  decision  oil  the  part 
of  the  Government.  This  is  the  natural  outcome  of  the  policy  steadily 
pursued  by  the  Government  in.  the  past  of  creating  a  net  work  of 
Hospitals  and  Dispensaries  in  the  State.  I  am  sure  this  decision  of  the 
Government  io  decentralise  the  Medical  Department  will  bo  conducive 
to  increased  efficiency  of  the  Department. 

I  note,  Sir,  that  it  has  been  decided  to  make  a  provision  of  2  lakhs 
of  .rupees  for  the  payment  of  a  doarnoss  allowance  of  one  rupee  per 
mensem  to  lower  subordinates  in  Government  service  and  I  also  note 
that  there  is  a  provision  of  one  lakh  of  rupees  for  Distress  Belief, 
These  two  provisions  must  be  very  welcome  to  this  House  as  they  are 
designed  to  meet  tho  requirements  of  the  present  situation. 

Now,  Sir,  I  shall  rofor  to  another  question,  vis.,,  a  serious  problem 
confronting  the  State.  One  of  the  chief  problems  with,  which  this 
■&ate  has  been  faced  even  in  normal  times  is  the  problem  of  food 
supply.  We  have  to  a  very  great  extent  depended  upon  rice  and  paddy 
imported  from  Emma  aud  Siam  even  in  normal  times-  The  outbreak 
of  the  war  has  created  a  rather  unprecedented  and  serious  situation  in 
this  respect  and  the  problem  has  been  further  aggravated  by  the 
•Japanese  aggression  ia  the  East,  sa  laugh' so  the  supply  of  ripe  aud 
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paddy  has  prafctially  come  to  a  dead  stop.  -But  it  is  reassuring  ho  duel 
that  the  Government  have  taken  very  wise  and  prompt  steps  in  this 
matter  and  have  secured  the  co-operation  of  the  Madras  Government 
and  of  the  Cochin  Government  and  have  also  made  arrangements  for¬ 
getting  adequate  supplies  from  Tanjore  and  the  Northern  Circars.  We 
are  very  happy  to  learn  also  that  the  State  of  Cochin  has  been  co¬ 
operating  with  us  to  the  fullest  extent  possible  in  securing  the  supplies 
and  the  State  is  working  in  close  concert  with  us  in  this  matter.  The 
other  day.  Sir,  in  your  address  you  referred  to  the  problem  of  petrol 
and  kerosene  supplies  and  the  various  difficulties  with  which  people 
are  confrontid  in  getting  supplies.  You  said,  Sir,  that  people  will 
have  to  go  without  petrol  within  a  very  short  time  and  they  will. have 
to  adjust  themselves  to  the  new  situation.  In  this  connection,  Sir,  I 
am  reminded  and  forcibly  reminded  too,  of  the  fact  that  the  number  of 
motor  vehicles  in  the  State  has  been  steadily  on  the  increase  and  the, 
number  is  out  of  all  proportion  to  the. needs  of  the  country,  It  is  a 
serious  drain  on  the  resources  of  this  country  especially  now  when  all 
available  supplies  of  petrol  are  needed  for  essential  purposes.  There- 
fore,  Government,  ought  to  take  steps  to  cut  down  the  number  of 
vehicles  available  in  the  country.  Government  should  make  a  start  by- 
restricting  in  the  first  place  the  number  of  vehicles  owned  by  their 
officers  to  a  very  limited  minimum.  In  this  connection  I  wish  to  refer 
to  the  question'  of  tolls. 

Toll*  have, been  giving  u.s  a  very  substantial  revenue.  A.bout  7*5 
lakhs  of  rupees  are  expected  to  be  received  this  year.  But,  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  the  reduction  of  the  motor  traffic  it  is  expected  that  the 
.revenue  may  fall  to  Rs.  4'5  lakhs,  and  there  may  be  further  fall  later, 
I  suggest  in  all  seriousness,  that  the  present  moment  ought  to  be 
availed  of  by  Government  to  do  away  with  this  revenue  from  tolls  as 
several  other  Governments  have  done  and  resort  to  a  system  of"  taxation 
on  motor  vehicles  to  reimburse  themselves  to  the  extent  of  the  loss 
suffered  on.  account  of  the  abolition  of  tolls.  Sir,  this  is  a  serious 
matter  and  the  system  of  collecting  tolls  is  not  at  aU  popular.  It,  may 
be  described  as  a  .system  of  revenue  based  upon  a  nuisance  allowed  on 
the  public  road.  I  think,  Sir,  that  this  is  a  very  opportune  time  for 
doing  away  with' tolls  and  for  resorting  to  taxation  of  vehicles.  It  will 
have  a  double  effect :  it  will  reduce,  the  number  of  vehicles  and  stop 
•the  drain  and  St  the  same  time  secure  the  revenue  of  Government. 

I  wish  to  advert  to  another  subject.  Sir,  the  banking  system  pre¬ 
vailing  in  the  country  does  not  adequately  serve  its  purpose.  It  is  well 
known  that  a  banking  crisis  developed  in  Travancore  in  1937.  I  may 
say  that  we  have  not  yet  emerged  from  the  crisis.  The  commercial 
-banks  have  been  subjected  to  a  very  severe  strain  on  accouut  of  the 
crisis  which  enveloped  th<-  country  in  1937  and  the  recent  develop¬ 
ments  in  the  international  situation  have  aggravated  the  situation. 
The  commercial  banking  systemtoannot  be  said  to  be  very  sound  at  the 
preseht  moment.  The  commercial  -  classes  of  the  country  are  seriously 
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affected  by  the  dwindling  down  of  the  credit  facilities  afforded  by  the 
commercial  banks  and  tire  situation  shows  no  signs  of  improvement. 
It  is  high  time  for  the  Government  to  step  in  and  find  out  ways  and 
means  to  re-organise  the  whole  system  of  commercial  banking  on  a  very 
sound  footing.  They  must  take  the  initiative  by  organising  a  system  of 
sound  commercial  banking  in  the  country  or  a  system  of  giving  subsidies 
to  commercial  banks  either  here  or  outside.  This  is  a  very  essential 
matter  affecting  the  economy  of  the  (State,  to  which  l  wish  to  draw  the 
serious  attention  of  the  Government. 

Now,  Sir,  before  concluding,  I  am  very  happy  to  say  that  Sir 
Henry  Graik,  Political  Adviser  to  His  Excellency  the  Viceroy  has  paid 
a  visit  to  our  country  at  this  important  time  when  we  are  discussing 
the  budget  and  is  in  our  midst.  There  is  a  saying,  Sir,  that  “Dilli  dor 
ast.”  It  signifies  not  only  the  fact  that  geographically  Travahcore  is 
situated  fir  away  from  Delhi.  It  is  also  a  figurative  way  of  saying  that 
the  problems  and  difficulties  we  in  South  India  are  confronted  with  do 
no!  receive  adequa'e  degree  of  attention  at  the  hands  of  the  central 
authorities  as  in  the  case  of  North  Indian  States.  It  is  a  matter  of 
happy  augury  that  the  Political  Adviser  to  His  Excellency  the  Viceroy 
should  have  found  it  possible  to  come  down  to  the  South  at  an  import¬ 
ant  time  in  the  history  of  this  land  and  to  be  able  to  get  first  hand 
information  concerning  our  problems,  particularly  those  touching  Tra- 
vaneore  as  a  maritime  State-  We  hope  that  he  will  impress  the  central 
authorities  with  the  first  hand  knowledge  of  our  problems  which  he 
will  be  able  to  gain  during  his  sojourn  here,  W'a  welcome  him,  Sir, 
in  our  midst  with  great  pleasure. 

Mr.  KAIN1KARA  M.  PADMANABHA  P1LLA1  (Ghtmganctohorry  cum 
Peer, i,<i, da)  :  Sir,  the  House  has  .  been  presented  with  what  may 
be  called  the  third  wartime  budget.  The  political  agitation  that 
had  forcibly  distracted  the  attention  of  .Government  from  more 
useful  and  constructive  activities  and  had  consequently  caused  "a 
slight  imsetdemoni  of  the  pre-planned  financial  schemes  had  subsided 
towards  the  close- of  1114  and  Government  went  into  the  question  of 
preparing  the  budget  for  1115  in  the  hope  that  norma)  condi¬ 
tions  would  prevail.  Bui  those  hopes  were  frustrated  and  tiro  small 
domestic  storm  gave  place  to  a  tremendous  international  tempeqt,. 
Since  then  a  regular  tussle  was  going  on'the  Financial  Administration 
of  ihe  State  and  the  innumerable  new  and  ever  varying  difficulties  and 
handicaps  presented  by  the  war.  The  peculiar  situation  of  the  State 
made  our  problems  particularly  melancholy.  Ours  is  a  maritime  State 
and  one  that;  depends  fur  its  revenue  mainly. on  indirect;  taxation.  On 
account  of  a  wise  and  equitable  policy  of  taxation  followed  by  the 
Government  of  Trava'r.core.  land  tax,  which  at  one  time  contributed  . 
mainly » ■  the  resources  of  the  State,  contributes  now’  only  13  per  cent 
of  the  State’s  rovehuoa  today-  When  we  were  trying  to  din  into  Ah' 
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ears  of  the  British  Government  that  the  dumping  of  the  Ceylon  Copra 
in  tin'  Indian  markets  was  practically  smothering  the  poor  cocoanuf 
planter  in  Travancore,  the  British  Government  retorted  by  saying  that 
we  ourselves  were  imposing  an  export  duty  on  copra.  But  they  did 
noi  take  the  trouble  to  understand  that  even  ineluding  the  export  duty 
the  tax  per  acre  of  eocoannt  garden  stands  below  the  land  tax  alone  in 
Malabar  and  Cochin.  It  has  been  the  policy  pi  the  Travancore  Govern¬ 
ment  to  keep  the  laud  tax  at  a  minimum  and  to  resort  to  indirect  tax¬ 
ation  which  would  automatically  fluctuate  with  the  fluctuation  in 
production  and  price-  When  it  is  said  that  70  per  cent  of  our  revenue 
is  derived  from  indirect  taxation  and  of  all  the  various  items  that  .go  to 
contribute  the  revenue,  the  customs  stands  .  uppermost,  the  effect  on 
our  revenue  of  a  world  war  and  the  loss  of  our  sea  borne  trade  would 
be  self-sufficient.  Therefore  in  1115  and  1116  Government  had  to  strain 
their  resources  to  the  utmost  and  to  scrupulously  economise  their  ex¬ 
penditure  to  maintain  the  financial  equilibrium.  In  1116  the  actuals 
fell  by ',)  lakhs  below  the  Budget  Estimate.  It  was  by  economising 
the  expenditure  to  the  tune  of  6  lakhs  Government  were  able  even 
approximately  to  achieve  the  anticipated  results.  But,  Sir,  this  year, 
at  least  for  the  present,  we  seem  tOghave  won  the  struggle.  -The  Revised 
Estimate  stands  20  lakhs  above  the  Budget  Estimate.  The  revenue 
receipts’  have  reached  the  peak  point  ciz.,  30  lakhs  and  in  the  matter 
of  revenue  the  State  has  been  pushed  on  to  the  third  rank  in  the  order 
of  Indian  States.  These  are  matters  about  which  the  Administration 
can  feel  a  legitimate  pride  even  in  normal  conditions. 

Though  the  revenue  has  reached'  the  peak  point  the  Administra¬ 
tion  has  been  commendably  cautious  in  preparing  the  budget  for  the 
next  year.  This  is  a  moment  when  nobody  can  be  too  cautious.  This 
unexpected  rise  in  our  revenue  may  be  after  all  a  passing  phenomenon. 
A  few  good  convoys  might  have  reached  the  Cochin  harbour  to  keep 
up  the  volume  of  our  sea  borne  trade*  The  income  from  the  forest 
is  decidedly  a  transitory  phenomenon.  Therefore  there  is  every  mason 
for  moderation  in  regard  to  anticipations,  lam  glad  to  note  that 
Government  have  realised  the  fact.  • 


This  is  a  war  time  budget-  The  one  topic  that  occupies  the 
focus  of  our  attention  today  is  the  war.  So  it  is  natural  that  the 
budget  of  every  State,  especially  a  maritime  State,,  would  be  a  war  time 
budget..  The  most  important  function  of  any  State  today  is  to  see  how 
they  can  face  the  direct  and  indirect  reactions  of  the  war.  First  of  all 
there  is  the  question  of  the  conduct  of  the  war;  the  speedy  and  effec¬ 
tive  pushing  forward  of  the  military  operations  to  a  victorious  conclu¬ 
sion.  '  Secondly  .  there  is  the  .question  of  protecting  the  life  and 
property  of  the  people,  especially  from  air  raids.  ‘  Thirdiv  there  are 
the  numerous  indirect  repuroussiocs  of  the  war,  for  example.' the  loss  of 

Stoymunt,  the  cessation  of  regular* trade  and  commerce,  the  scarcity 
od  etc.  The  Financial  Secretary  has  reminded  us  that  we  have 
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already  contributes  15  lakhs  of  rupees  towards  -war  expenditure.  We 
have  also  .sent  two  bufiabont,  trt  m  the  ht.ib*  I'm,  In  the  matter 
of  war  supplies  I  am  sure  that  Travaneore  stands  behind  no  part  of 
India.  We  have  also  given  a  large  number  of  labourers,  a  considerable 
number  of  trained  technicians  and  .about  150  young  men  to  receive. 
King’s  Commissions.  We  have  also  sent  about  15,000  people  as 
soldiers,  clerks,- etc.  Not  one  train  leaves  Trivandrum  today  which  does 
not  resound  with  cheers  proposed  by  our  young  men  who  are  joining 
the  Army.  Nor  have  they  been  drawn  from  the  lower  strata.  My 
honourable  friend  Mr.  T.  P‘  Velayudhan  Pillai’s  son  has  already  gone 
to  Poona  to  be  trained  as  a  King’s  Commissioned  Officer  and  I  may 
say  i tli at  one  of  my  own  brothers' is  waiting  his  memo.  I  am  only 
saying  these  things  to  show  that  we  are  giving  our  best.  And  wo  are 
aboai^to  make  the  greatest  of  our  contributions,  a  contribution  which 
money  cannot  purchase,  force  cannot  coerce  and  temptation  cannot  win. 
We  are  about  to  offer  Sir  C.  P.  Ramaswaiui  Aivar  himself. 

So  much  for  the  direct  contribution  to  the  war.  Coming  to  the 
second  aspect  of  the  question  I  need  not  say  that  it  is  not  within  our 
power  to  prevent  or  to  oppose  any  possible  attack  by  any  of  our  enemy 
nations.  There  was  a  time  when  every  man — for  the  matter  of  that 
almost  every  woman — in  this  country  had  a  spartan  training  and  disci¬ 
pline.  That  was  a  time  when  at  a  call  from  our  Rubber  the  whole 
country  would  have  taken  up  arms.  But  that  age  is  gone  and  gone  so 
soom  We  have  been  so  effectively  disarmed  and  disorganised,  -Our 
kWaries  and  Asans  have  disappeared.  Our  military  tradition  has  been 
forgotten.  I  am  afraid  that  we  had  even  onr  military  instinct.  But  no, 
thank  God,  The  spontaneous  enthusiasm  with  which  our  young  men 
are  rushing  to  the  recruiting  booths  shows  that  the  spirit  is  qtill  living 
and  unquenched.  Given  the  opportunity,  given  the  necessary  arms 
and  above  all  given  the  freedom,  Travaneore  shall  supply  not  merely 
15,000  recruits,  not  one  or  two  battalions,  but  I  say  that  within  six 
months  or  one  year  .we  shall  be  able  to  mobilise  a  force  strong  enough 
to  protect  the  whole  ol  the  Malabar  coast.  Leaving  that  aside,  even 
under  the  present  circumstances,  there  is  much  we  can  do.  We  can 
train  our  people  to  face  danger  boldly  like  men  and  women,  face 
danger  calmly  like  disciplined  citizens.  We  can  see  that  ignorance 
does  not  aggravate  danger  and  co  wardice  does  not  add  disgrace  to 
disaster.  There  was  a  moment  of  extreme  tension  when  people  wen.', 
tried.  When  the  Japanese  danger  was  near,  when  Colombo,  Trim 
comali  and  Coconada  ware  bombed  and  when  we  were  expecting  to  bo 
bombed  at  ahy  moment  the  people  were  coo!  and  courageous.  The 
inspiration  given  by  the  Royal  Family  which  did  not  even  go  to  the  Hills 
as  usual,  but  true  to  the  ancient  Hindu  Rajadharma  remained  in  the 
‘  midst  of  their  subjects  and  at  the  spot  of  greatest  danger  and  the  stir¬ 
ring  appeal  made  by  you,  Sir,  had  immediate  and  full  response.  It  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  steps  are  also  being  taken  to  train  people  to 
face  all  possible  dangers. 
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Coining  now  to  the  third  aspect,  namely,  how  to  meet  the  indirect 
effects  of  war,  it  is  in  this  aspect  that  the  Government  and  the  people 
have  got  the  greatest  scope  for  constructive  activity.  If  your  appealto 
the  people  to  lie  hold  has  had  satisfactory  response,  the  response  to  your 
other  appeal,  namely,  not  to  leave  one  inch  of  land  uncultivated  has  had 
even  fuller  and  prompter  response.  The  other  day  when  addressing 
the  joint  sitting  of  the  two  Houses,  you  said  that  the  Government  are 
flunking  even  of  confiscating  the  lands  left  uncultivated.  I  say,  Sir 
there  is  no  necessity  for  such  a  drastic  step.  Even  under  normal  cir¬ 
cumstances,  the  mere  prospect  of  getting  better  prices  for  an  article 
makes  people  cultivate  it,  if  to  it  is  added  the  necessity  for  food  no 
compulsion  will  be  needed  to  persuade  them. 

One  thing  that  any  Government  must  do  now  is  to  adopt  preven¬ 
tive  measures  to  control  prices  and  to  prevent,  profiteering  bv 
merchants.  Trarancore  Government  has  been  extremely  prompt  and 
rigorous  in  taking  these  steps.  It  is  this  promptness  that  has  saved  us 
from  a  repetition  of  the  experiences  that  we  had  during  the  last  war 
But  you  have  told  us  that  no  steps  are  being  taken  in  British  India  to 
control  prices.  If  that  is  so  the  situation  :is  really  bard.  With  the  loss 
of  Burma,  the  British  Indian  rice  producer  has  got  a  sort  of  monopoly. 
If  the  price  is  not  controlled  there,  the  control  of  prices  here  will  be 
useless.  .  If  the  cost  price  -is.  left  uncontrolled  there  are  only  two 
alternatives  for  our  importers,  namely  either  to  fix  a  proportionately 
nigh  sale  pr.ee  or  pot  to  import  at  all.  Therefore  I  appeal  to  Govern 
utent  to  move  the  Entish  Government  to  see  that  prices  are  controlled 
m  British  India  also  so  that  the  quota  that  is  allowed  io  us  is  made 
available  at  reasonable  rates.  aa

But  the  question  of  food  supply  stands  on  a  diffel-eht  KSg.^ 
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Something  can  be  done  by  the  introduction  of  scientific  cultivation  • 
I  am  glad  to  ndie  that.  Government  have  opened  several  new  manure 
depots  and  provision  has  been  made  for  the  supply  of  manure  on  credit 
system  on  the  security  of  crops.  This  will  to  some  extent  increase  the 
output.  But  I  do  not  think  it  will  substantially  do  it.  It  is  not. 
possible  to  make  a  country  scientifically  minded  by  a  moment’s  notice 
and  our  agriculturists  arc  not  only  conservative-  If  this  problem  is  to 
be  tackled  successfully  it  can  only  be  done  by  expanding  the  area  under 
cultivation  to.  the  maximum,  limit.  The  annual  cultivation  of  punja 
lands  the  cultivation  of  the  high  level  wet  lands  and  the  lands 
under  lift  irrigation  would  substantially  increase  the  output  of  paddy. 

I  am  glad  to  find  that  the  Agricultural,  Public  Works  and  Electrical 
departments  are  co-operating  to  see  what  could  be  done  in  this  direc¬ 
tion.  .  Last  year  a  proposal  was  made  in  the  Assembly  that  the  hill 
areas  covered  with,  grass  might  be  registered  for  the  cultivation  of 
paddy.  I  opposed  that  proposal  then.  1  still  oppose  it.  I  also 
consider  that  what  remains . of  our  lakes  must  not  be  registered.  But 
the  grassy  lands  in  the.  hilly  areas  might  be 'leased  out  for  one  or  two 
years  on  the  tattgyn  system  and  combined  with  the  cultivation  by  the 
lessees  of  suitable  and  valuable  timber  so  that  the  output  of  paddy  may 
be  increased  'for  the  present  and  the  hills  may  be  converted  into  rich 
forests.  One  other  suggestion  I  would  make  in  this  connection  is  a 
change  in  diet.  Even  under  norma!  circumstances  the  Travancorean 
eats  too  much  rice-  There  must  be  propaganda  for  a  change  of  diet. 

It  would  be  best  if  people,  made-  a  virtue  of  necessity  and  used  this 
opportunity  to  make  any  necessary  change  in  our  diet  by  reducing  the 
consumption  of  rice  and  introducing  other  items. 

I  have  done.  I  am  glad  to  find  that  Government  have  been  able 
not  only  to  balance  their  budgets  but.  they  have  dene  and  are  doing 
everything  possible  to  meet  the  various,  direct,  indirect  and  actual  . 
and  possible  reactions  of  the  war.  As  I  have  said  before,  this  is  a 
time  when  nobody  can  be  too  sure  of  anything.  .Ail  that  a  Govern¬ 
ment  can  do  i.s  to  be  resourceful  and  walcBful  and  promptly  react  to 
the  varying  circumstances.  All  that  people  can  do  is  to  be  bold  and 
to  be  united.  'This  is  a  supreme  moment  in  the  history  of  the  world, 
the  darkest  and  the  most  tragic  crisis  that  humanity  had  ever  to  face. 
It  is  the  duty  of  the  hi  tat  c  and  of  the  people  to  stand  bold  and  united. 
The  other  day  wc  heard  with  extreme  regret  that  even  this  moment 
of  life  and  death  is  being  exploited  by  some  misguided  young  men . 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  appeal  to  the  House  and  through2 
the  House  i o  the  people  to  stop  for  the  moment  all  child’s  play  with 
fire.  This  is  not  the  moment  to  experiment  with  theories  and  dogmas- 
This  is  a  time  when  everything  noble,  good,  human,  and  superhuman 
in  us  should  rise  and  converge  towards  a  united,  consolidated  and  con¬ 
centrated  effort  for  the  deliverance  of  mankind,  I  hope  and  trust  that 
my  country  will  not  be  found  wanting.

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MR.  M.  L.  JANARDANAN  PILLAI  (Nundnuted) ;  Sir,  friends  and  critics 
of  Government  just  a  few  months  before  the  introduction  of  the  Budget 
were  doubtful  whether  in  view  of  the  unsettled  conditions  in  the  world 
Government  will  be  able  to  present  a  prosperity  budget.  I  am  glad  that 
Government  have  after  all  been  able  to  present  a  prosperity  budget.  In¬ 
deed  Government  have  at  the  same  time  ensured  that  necessary  provi-  • 
sions  have  been  allotted  for  the  continuance  of  the  nation-building 
activities  of  a  progressive  State,  In  fact,  there  is  one  circumstance  about 
which  I  wish  to  congratulate  the  Government  and  '  that  is  for  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  Be>:  24  lakhs  which  they  have  kept  in  reserve  to  meet  the  con¬ 
ditions  of  lean  years.  While  .1  am  prepared  to  congratulate  Govern¬ 
ment  on  the  forethought  they  have  exercised  in  this  matter  and  the 
provision  they  have  made  in  the  Budget,  I  must  at  the  same  time  say 
that  in  view  of  the  experience  some  of  us  had  during  the  depression 
period  which  followed  immediately  after  the  last  war,  we  are  afraid 
whether  the  sum  of  Es.  24  lakhs  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  the' difficulties 
which  may  confront  us  after  the  present  war  is  over.  I  would  therefore 
fake  this  opportunity  of  requesting  Government  to  realise  iu  advance 
the  difficulties  of  the  situation,  remembering  'the  experiences  this 
country  had  on  tne  previous  occasion,  and  be  prepared  with  necessary 
funds  to  meet  any  eventualities  during  the  post-war  period. 

Government  have  also  to  be  congratulated  on  the  cess  they  pro¬ 
pose  to  levy  on  rubber.  It  is  an  industry  which  can  now  afford  to  bear 
this  small  cess.  At  the  same  time  it  is  not  a  cess  on  the  general  agri¬ 
culturist  but  it  is  only  a  cess  on  an  industry  which  is  prospering  well.  - 
I  therefore  congratulate  the  Government  on  their  decision  to  levy  this 
cess  at  present  which  is  a  most  satisfactory  aspect  of  this  budget.  In 
past  years  the  method  of  balancing  the  budget  was  by  imposing  some 
sort  of  new  tax  on  the  ordinary  tax-payer.  .For  the  last  few  years  it 
has  been  the  feature  that  it  is  not  the  ordinary  tax- payer  that  is  taxed 
but  indirect  taxes  are  looked  forward  to  by  Government  for  augment¬ 
ing  its  income. 

The  Financial  Secretary  points  out  in  his  speech  that  the  fall1  in 
income  under  Electricity  in  1117  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Aluminium 
Factory  is  expected  to  start  work  only  ia  .August  next,  I  do  not  know 
why  it 'is  so.  The  rumours  in  the  country  are  to  .  the  effect  that 
licenses  arc  not  obtained  by  those  who  are  in  charge  of  the  factory  for 
importing  the  necessary  machinery. 

PRESIDENT :  Order,  ordey.  The  shoe  is  pinching  elsewhere.  It 
is  not  possible  for  tts  to  import  machinery  for  electric  supply. 

Mr.  M,  L.  JANARDANAN  PILLAI :  This  is  an  important  item  which 
will  greatly  help  our  war  efforts  aud  I  request  Government  to  use  ' 

,  their  earnest  endeavours  to  help  the  importation  of  the  necessary 
machinery. 

Under  income  tax  Government  have  wisely  budgeted  only  for  ' 
Es.  15  lakhs  for  the  coming  year.'  This  is  as  it.  should  be  because  of  ■ 
the  uncertain  conditions  that  wo.  are  likely  to  pass  through  next  year.  ’ 
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At  the  same  time,  may  I  utter  a  warning  to  Government  that  they 
should  not  frighten  away  the  commercial  or  industrial  enterprises  that 
are  just  beginning  to  settle  in  this  country  by  introducing  excess 
profits  tax.  I  think  this  aspect  will  receive  the  serious  consideration 
of  Government. 

I  have  also  to  congratulate  Government  for  having  provided  funds 
liberally  for  the  opening  of  a  Show  Room  where  machinery  can  be 
exhibited  for  the  purpose  of  acquainting  the  people  with  the  existence 
and  working  of  such  machinery.  This  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction 
and  a  desideratum  which  1ms  been  ‘felt  for  a  loug  time.  In  this  con¬ 
nection,  Sir,  the  members  of  this  Assembly  had  repeatedly  brought  to 
the  notice  of  Government  the  desirability  and  urgency  of  opening  a 
department,  of  Commerce,  We  arc  certainly  aware  of  the  help  given 
by  you  to  the  commerce  and  industries  of  Travancore  by  personally 
undertaking  the  responsibility  of  getting  orders  from  the  Supply 
Department  and  by  giving  financial  guarantees.  The  price  of  coir  has 
as  a  consequence  risen  from  .Rs.  28  per  candy  to  Rs,  52  per  candy. 
We  are  very  grateful  for  that  and  several  similar  help. 

The  increase  in  the  price  of  coir  is  not  only  the  one  aspect  of  that, 
but  it  also  relieved  unemployment  land  distress  in  very  many  parts  of 
the  country.  At  the  same  time,  Sir,  T  am  sure"  you  will  agree  that 
very  many  problems  are  likely  to  arise  especially  after  the  war.  As  it 
now  stands  we  are  practically  deprived  of  all  the  foreign  markets  that 
we  were  having,  and  even  with  regard  to  British  Indian  markets,  we 
are  not  able  to  secure  sufficient  wagon  space  in  the  railways  to' export 
the  commodities  which  are  purchased  from  this  country.  Various 
other  difficulties  are  likely  to  confront  us  after  the  war,  and  I  will 
therefore,  take  this  opportunity  to  ■  bring  this  matter  to  the  notice  of 
Government.  The  Economic  Adviser  to  the  Government  of  India  has 
been  already  deputed  on  special  duty  by  the  Government  of  India  to 
inquire  into  post-war  possibilities  of  development  of  trade  and  indus¬ 
tries  and  to  find  out  and  suggest  to  the  respective  Governments  the 
measures  necessary  for  ensuring  a  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  during 
the  post-war  period.  Other  countries  like  South  Africa,  Australia  and 
Canada  have  done  the  same  thing.  We  have  our  own  problems  and 
they  are  not  like  the  problems  of  other  countries.  We  have  our 
peculiar  problems  to  be  discussed  and  understood  and  I  think  it  behoves 
the  Government,  to  understand  these  difficulties  now  and  at  once  and 
to  formulate  measures  as  to  bow  and  in  what  manner  we  have  to 
tackle  those  questions  in  order  to  be  sure  our  industries  and  trade  do 
not  suffer  from  another  "economic  blizzard  as  we  experienced,  to  our 
terrible  cost,  immediately  after  the  last  war.  Sir,  Government  deserve 
the  thanks  of  the  country  for  having  made  it  possible  for  us  even  in  spit 
of  ^he  war  to  obtain  sufficient  and  adequate  supply  of  rice  at  a  very 
reasonable  level  of  price.  We  certainly  are  fully  aware  of  the  fact  tha 
soon  after  the  war  started  this  Government  even  went  to  the  extent  of 
losing  a  few  thousands  of  rupees  in  the  initial  stages. 

.  PRESIDENT  :  More,  than  that.  Nearly  a  lakh. 
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MR.  M.  L.  JANARDANAN  PiLLAI :  Well,  Sir,  that  was  what  made  it 
possible  for  Government  to  keep  down  the  level  of  prices  by  about 
H5  to  40  percent.  Tfe  are  also  aware  that  Government  have  used  their 
best  endeavours  to  influence  the  Government  of  India  and  the  MadraB 
Government  to  secure  for  us  a  fairly  good  quota  of  rice  for  use  in  this 
country.  But  that  is  not  enough.  In  the  first  place,  as  was  pointed  out 
by  my  friend  Mr.  Kaiuikara  M.  Padmanabha  Pillai,  the  quota  itself,  I 
am  afraid,  is  inadequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  tire  country.  So  long  as 
price  control  is  not  effectively  brought  into  operation  in  the  Madras 
Presidency  wherefrom  we  have  to  get  our  supplies  it. will  be  impos¬ 
sible  to  control  prices  here  and  if  prices  are  not  controlled  there  is 
likely  to  be  serious  trouble  and  discontent. 

Let  me  sum  up.  Government  have  to  be  congratulated  sincerely 
on  the  ijvery  careful  attention  they  have  paid  to  every  'detail  in  the 
budget  under  receipts  and  under  expenditure.  D  shows  chat  very 
careful  scrutiny  has  been  conducted  by  the.  Government  in  regard  to 
each  item.  We  have  several  small  industries  and  some  big  industries. 
Our  commerce  requires  careful  watching  and  guidance  by  Government 
during  these  troublesome  limes  and  we  have  our  own  difficulties  also. 
The  President  had  remarked  that  we  havS  to  find  our  way  out  for 
ourselves, ’and  be  self-reliant  and  Government  Can  only  supplement 
our  efforts.  I  trust,  Sir,  that  when  you  are  away  in  Delhi,  Delhi  (In  ast 
will  not  any  longer  be  an  impediment  to  us.  We  have  the  consola¬ 
tion  that  your  absence  is' only  for  a  short  period  and  that  you  will 
return  to  us  soon  and  this  House  has  unmistakably  expressed  itself 
yesterday.  The  whole  country  prays  that  the  best  of  blessings  and  the 
best  of  luck  will  attend  you  in  the  great  mission  on  which  you  leave 
us,  so  that  you  may  be  enabled  by  Providence,  to  return  to  us  very 
soon  and  be  enabled  to  prepare  much  more  prosperous  budgets  in  the 
years  to  come. 

Mr.  J,  W.  T0LS0N • ' •  (Tmr.qmor,r  Planters):  Sir,  I  wish  to  con¬ 
gratulate  the  Government  and  the  Financial  Secretary  on  a  Budget 
which  shows  progress  and  prosperity  in  spite  of  the  difficult  times  we 
live  in.  Travaucore  is  indeed  fortunate  in  the  third  year  of  a  world 
war  to  be  able  to  show  increased  revenue  to  undertake  further  pro¬ 
gressive  works. 

Now,  Sir,  I  would  like  to  make  a  few  remarks  on  the  subject  of 

food  supplies  and  to  the  lack  of  information  relating  to  the  procedure  to 
be  followed  especially  with  regard  to  districts  on  the  eastern  frontiers. 
During  the  past  months  or  so  supplies  have  been  prohibited  from 
British  India  and  when  it  is  realised  that  on  that  frontier  the  distance 
may  he  only  10  or  20  miles  with  easy  communications,  the  position  be¬ 
comes  altogether  acute  when  distances  and  transport  increase  by  having 
to  obtain  supplies  from 'such  places  as  Kottayamand  Muvattupuzhai  In 
view  of  these  difficulties  may  I  lie  permitted  to  ask  the  aid  of  Govern¬ 
ment  in  helping  in  every  way  the  small  cardamom  owner  working  in 
isolated  areas.  6 
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T  also  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  Government  to  the  present 
arrangements  by  which  prices  are  fixed  by  the  Food  Control  Com¬ 
mittee  and  in  order  to  show  the  difficulties  I  will  quote-  the  position  with

1  suggest  that  more  power  be  given  to  the  Food  Control 
Sub-Committee  in  order  that  transport  costs  may  be  taken  into  account 
and  the  market  from  which  supplies  are  being  drawn, 

I  would  also  like  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  the  necessity 

•  if  possible  of  obtaining  supplies  of  quinine  as  I  have  seen  a  notice, in  the 
press  stating  that  if  care  is  taken  supplies  are  sufficient  for  five  years. 
If  this  is  correct  then  may  I  be  allowed  to  point  out  that  any  supplies 
that  can  be  obtained  to-day  are  now  costing  Its.  150/200  per  lb.  The 

•  growing  of:  Cinchona  1  know  was  tried  out  many  years  ago  and  .perhaps 
it  might  be  possible  to  find  that  there  are  still  certain  areas  which  still 
have  trees  growing  on  them. 

Now  may  I ,  refer  to  the  latest  Government  order  with  regard  to 
the  opening  up  of  new  areas  in  rubber.  This  order  states  that  only 
100  acres  may  be  allowed  to  any  individual.  This  order  in  my  opinion 
is  detrimental  to  the  war  effort  and  a  distinct  handicap  to  anybody  of 
Travaricoreans  who  may  wish  to  form  a  Company  and  with  money 
comixig  into  the  .State  surely  it  is  in  the  interest  of  Travancore  to  en¬ 
courage  the  public  to  invest  their  money  in  Rubber  which  will  not  only 
help  the  war  effort  but  be  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  Government. 

One  other  matter,  Sir,  1  would  like  to  touch  on  is  the  “Grow  Mora 
Food  Campaign”  which  you  referred  to  the  other  day.  This,  I  feel  sure, 
Sir,  has  the  whole-hearted  sapport  of  the  planting  industry  and  to-day 
every  endeavour  is  being  made  to  produce  more  food.  May  I  suggest, 
Sir,  that  as  regards  bringing  in  more  areas,  a  new  approach  may  be 
made  from  the  co-opera  live  point  of  view  in  many  places.  It  is  im¬ 
possible  to  ask  one,  two  or  throe  individuals  to  live  there  and  majte 
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progress,  whereas  by  an  organised,  co-operative  effort,  for  the  purposes 
of  a  Grow  More  Food  Campaign,  I  feel  great  progress  would  be  made. 
Further,  I  feel  that  at  a  time  such  as  this,  it  is  necessary  that  the  dire¬ 
ction  of  Government  should  turn  to  guiding  and  definitely  controlling 
the  efforts.  In  regard  to  this,  I  have  in  mind  a  good  portion  of  land 
which,  up  to  the  present  year  has  been  growing  hill  paddy  but  has 
now  been  planted  with  lemon  grass.  It  is  a  pity,  to  put  it  mildly,  that 
such  an  abuse  should,  he  allowed  to  go  on. 

May  I,  in  conclusion,  Sir,  be  permitted  to  congratulate  you  on  your 
appointment  to  the  Government  of  India  and  say  how  much  your  deter¬ 
mination  to  succeed  in  so  difficult  an  undertaking  is  appreciated  and  to 
Wish  you  health  and  strength  to  complete  to  your  own  satisfaction  a 
settlement  which  is  so  desired  by  us  all. 

T.  NARAYAN1  AMH/IA  ( Nominated ) :  Sir,  as  one, who  has  had  the 
privilege  of  making  a  somewhat  careful  study  of  and  offering  my  humble 
comments  on  the  budgets  of  the  State  for  over  eight!  years,  and  as  a  Tra- 
vancorean  wiio  is  proud  of  my  country,  I  rise  to-day  to  speak  on  the 
budget  presented  by  the  Financial  Secretary  with  feelings  of  particular 
gratification.  At  no  time  in  the  history  of  the  world  has  every  country 
been  so  much  shaken  by  a  devastating  world  war  and  its  crushing  re¬ 
percussions  as  it  is  now  and  doleful  tales  are'  being  heard  from  everywhere 
regarding  the  financial  effects  of  this  world-w  ide  catastrophe.  Travan- 
core’s  position  is  peculiar,  since  it  is  a  maritimj  State  depending  to  a 
Very  great  extent  on  its  customs  for  a  steady  increase  in  its  revenue;  we 
are  therefore  feeling  the  effects  of  this  second  world  war  to  an  even 
greater  extent  than  other  places  which  have  been  brought  into  the 
orbit  of  its  saturnine  influence,  and  in  the  words  of  the  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary  ‘the  war  has  come  nearer  to  the  shores  of  India  and  we  are  not  far 
from  the  danger  zone’.  That  at  such  a  time  the  financial  position  of 
the  State  should  be  what  it  is,  as  disclosed  by  the  budget  presented,  is 
a  matter  on  which  Travancoreans  have  every  reason  to  feel  proud  and 
I  hasten  to  offer  my  hearty  congratulations  to  the  Financial  Secretary 
on  the  ability  and  the  far-sightedness  with  which  he  had  handled  the 
financial  resources  of  the  State  at  this  critical  period  in  the  world’s 
history.  His  statements  are  full  and  frank  and  he  has  taken  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Legislature,,  as  represented  by  the  public,  into  his  confidence 
by  the  lucid  explanations  given  by  him  in  the  budget  memorandum  and 
also  in  the  further  elucidations  given  in  his  speech  presenting  the  budget. 
Critical  as  the  times  are,  and  difficult,  as  the  position  is,  they  have  to 
be  faced  and  the  Government  of  His  Gracious  Highness  the  Maharaja 
have  ably,  done  this,  thanks  to  the  ardent  devotion  to  the  interests  of 
the  State  displayed  by  a  Sovereign  “young  in  years  hi?  old  in  wisdom”, 
and  to  the  unnerved  drive,  inspiring  personality,  the  never-failing  re¬ 
sourcefulness  and  unlimited  sympathy  of  a  Dewan,  and  whose  lieute¬ 
nants,  prominent  among  whom,  in  this  connection,  is  the  Financial 
Secretary,  are  making  strenuous  endeavours  to  copy  his  example  and 
rise  equal  to  the  occasion. 
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Cuming  to  the- salient  features  of  this  budget,  it  is  very  gratifying 
to  note  that  the  current  year  as  well  as  the  ensuing  year  are  supposed 
to  eioso  with  a  surplus,  a  surplus,  as  stressed  by  the  Financial  Secretary, . 
■‘obtained  not  by  starving  ilie  normal  requirements  of  a  progressive 
administration  or  crippling  the  usual  measures  of  amelioration  in  relief 
of  distress,  but  by  the  careful  conservation  of  our  resources  without 
imposing  on  the  poor  ryot  the  burden  of  any  new  taxation  and  the 
exercise  of  duo  economy  in  all  possible  directions  without  impairing 
efficiency.”  We  arc  particularly  glad  of  the  steps  taken  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  in  the  field  of  sericulture,  industries  and  co-operation  and  we 
are  thankful  to  the  Government  for  their  decision  to  grant  a  loan  of  one 
lakh  of  rupees  to'  the  Central  Co-operative  Bank,  and  also  for  the  increa¬ 
sed  provision  made  for  affording  better  help  to  the  members  of  the 
backward  oommunites.  The  special  provision  made  fur  giving  dearness 
allowance  to  subordinates  receiving  a  pay  of  less  than  Its  15,  is  very 
much  appreciated  by  us.  In  tills  connection,  Sir,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to 
praise  the  timely  steps  taken  by  the  Government  to  deal  with  the  matter 
of  food  and  we  arc  very  grateful  tu  you,  Sir,  for  the  assurance  given  by 
you  that  there  will  absolutely  be  no  shortage  of  rice  in  this  State. 
Your  fore-sight  and  resourcefulness  have  stood  the  State  in  £0od  stead 
in  regard  to  the  price  and  availability  of  yarn  also.  And  your  appeal  to 
the  people  to  grow  more  food,  will,  I  am  sure,  meet  with  a  ready  and 
.  enthusiastic  response. 

In  conclusion,  1  once  again  congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary 
on  the  budget  presented  by  him.  It  is  our  earnest  prayer,  Sir,  that  the 
hope  you  gave  expression  to,  in  bringing  to  a  close  your  inspiring 
«  address  the  other  day,  namely  that  when  you  return  to  Travancore 
after  the  brief  period  of  your  absence,  you  hope  to  find  an.  all-round  pro¬ 
gress  in  the  matter  of  food,  raiment. and  morale  of  the  people,  will  be 
abundantly  realised. 

.  Mr.  K.  C.  KARUNAKARAN  iNominutal)  :  Sir,  the  guardians  of  the 
finances  of  many  anxious  nations  in  a  disturbed  and  unstable  world  will 
cast  their  envious  eyes  on  Travaneorc’s  sound  economic  position,  as 
outlined  by  the  Financial  Secretary,  when  he  introduced  tire  Budget 
on  Friday  last.  Excepting  the  proposal  to  increase  the  cess  on  "Rubber 
from  Re.  1'uAte.  1-8  percent,  and  the  doubtful  proposal  to  impose  an 
export  duty  on  timber,  the  Financial  Secretary  has,  without  adding 
anything  to  the  tax-payors’  burdou,  which  he  realises  is  already  enough, 
found  it  possible  to  hand  to  us  a  surplus  budget. 

Sir,  it  is  satisfactory  and  gratifying  to  note  from  the.  budget  that 
the  Financial  Secretary  has  given  all  interests  a  generous  deal..  It  must 
be  dear  to  »U,  who  are  not  blinded  by  political  prejudice,  that  the 
finances  of  Travancore  are  not  only  being  handled  carefully,  economi¬ 
cally  and  efficiently,  but  with  a  definite  arid  sound  policy  as  their  guide. 
The  Travancore  Budget,  Sir,  like  the  Budgets  of  all  the  world  over, 
has  received  and  will  continue  to  racoivo  vehement  criticisms  in  '  regard 
to  many  of  its  aspects,  hut  there  is  one  feature,  Sir,  which  is  very  satis¬ 
factory  and  that  is  that  TTavancore’s  credit  stands  high  and  that  the 
present  Budget  is  calculated  to  maintain  that  credit  unimpaired.

Sir,  1  congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary.  This  time  last  year, 
I  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  certain  difficulties  and  hard¬ 
ships  of  the  Industrial  and  commercial  community  in  the  execution  of 
the  orders  from  the  Supply  Department.  The  Government  have  been 
successful  in  negotiating  with  the  Government  of  India  to  open  an 
Ordnance  Inspection  Depot  at  AUeppey.  The  Government  have  kindly 
placed  certain  number  of  customs  godowns  at  the  disposal  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  of  India.  Sir,  the  establishment  of  this  Depot  at  Alleppey  has 
solved  many  of  l be  financial,  storing  and  transport  difficulties  hitherto 
exnerienced  in  connection  with  the.  supply  of  war  materials  from  Tra- 
vancore.  The  commercial  community  is  indeed  grateful  for  the 
endeavours  of  the  Government  in  this  direction.  Sir,  yon  have  been 
very  anxious  to  see  that  the  Travancore  coir  interests  work  in  close 
conjunction  with  those  of  Cochin  and  British  Malabar.  With  this  eud 
in  view,  you  have  used  your  influence  for  the  formatiop  of  the  Malabar 
Coast  Coir  Hope  Association  which,  I  confidently  trust,  will  go  a  long 
way  in  materially  assisting  those,  who  are  engaged  in  the  rope  making 
industry  ou  tiie  coast.  I  may  mention  here,  Sir,  that  the  D.ewan  nf 
Cochin  was  of  great  help  and  assistance  to  the  organisers  of  this 

■  Association. 

With  the  establishment  of  the  Technical  Advisory  Committee  to 
the  Defence  Department  on  Coir  consisting  of  the  representatives  of  the 
Coir  Interests  in  British  Malabar,  Cochin  and  Travancore  and  the  re¬ 
presentatives  of  the  Suuply  and  the  Ordnance  Inspection  Departments, 
we  can  now  definitely  take  it  that  coir  has  come  to  stay  as  an  important 
item  in  the  war  materials. 

PRESIDENT  :  Don’t  you  be  too  sure  1 

NIB.  K.  C.  KARUNAKARAN .  Sir,  the  part  the  Government  played  to 
get  coir  substituted  for  many  of  the  war  requirements,  where  other 
fibres  were  used,  is  sufficiently  known  to  ail  of  us.  These  are  some  of 
the  material  and  substantial  achievements  of  this  Government  during, 
the  past-  twelve  months.  .  - 

Travancore  is  a  maritime  country  with  a  growing  internal  and  ex¬ 
ternal  trade.  When  we  slowly  began  to  experience  that,  owing  to  the 
shortage  of-  freight,  our  well  established  external  trade  is  bound  to 
suffer  sooner  or  later,  we  turned  our  attention  on  your  advice  to  the 
vast  internal  market  in  British  India.  Sir,  at  present  even  this  trade 
cannot.be  regularly  and  systematically  carried  on  due  to  the  lack  of 
railway  transport-  The  goods  traffic  other  than  those-  covered  by 
priority  certificates  have  very  little  chance. 

Sir,  we  are  living  under  abnormal  conditions  and  it  may  be  neces¬ 
sary  for  us  to  move  our  population  from  "one  place  to  another  in  time  of 
unexpected  emergency.  If  ample  and  convenient  transport  facilities 
are  not  provided  for  in  good  time  for  human  traffic,  there  will  bo  utter 

■  confusion  and  misery.  This  is  an  important,  problem  which  should 
engage  the  serious  and  immediate  attention  of  the' Government. 
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Year  after  year  even  during  the  normal  period,  we  faring  to  your 
notice  the  growing  difficulties  in  respect  of  shipping  at  our  ports. 
Even  last,  yoar,  Sir,  I  drew  the  attention  of  this  Honourable  House  to 
the  fate  of  the  port  of  Allcppay  and  showed  bow  that  natural  port  lies 
at  the  mercy  of  the  representatives  of  the  Conference  Linos  and  those 
who  generally  handle  freight  from  this  coast.  The  situation  lias  be¬ 
come  more  aggressive  recently,  when  the  responsibilities  of  a  manu¬ 
facturer  and  producer,  of  aii  exporter,  of  a  representative  of  a 
Conference  Line  combined  with  the  authority  and  duties  attached  Id 
the  office  of  the  -Deputy  Controller  of  Shipping  on  this  coast  were 
handed  over  to  a  single  individual.  The  danger  to  our  ports  roust  be 
apparent  to  all  thinking  moil.  Possibilities  with  which  the  situation 
is  fraught  reveal  themselves.  I  do  not,  propose,  Sir,  to  pursue  this 
matter  any  further  at  the  moment,  except  reminding  this  Honourable 
House  and  through  this  House  to  the  outside  world  that  the  exorcise 
of  a  right  which  could  inflict  injury  on  another  without  provocation  is 
•  immoral  and  unlawful-  Sir,  good  faith  is  one  'thing ;  misty  develop¬ 
ments  are  another. 

Sir,  I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  draw  the  attention  of 
the  Director  of  the  Research  Section  of  the  University  of  Travancorn 
to  the  concluding  paragraph  of  a  “Deport  on  the  Attributes  and  Pro* 
partition  of  Coconuts”-  published  by  the  Umpire  Marketing  Board, 
About  the  future  prospects  of  coir,  the  Report  concludes— r 

“  There  is  probably  ao  industry  tu  th«  world  with  greater  wealth  of  raw 
materials  untapped,  in,  industry  ao  ripe  for  the  application  of ■iwietiti- 
lio  tb fit-hod  and  research,  no  industry,  where  coouumic  production  of 
manufactured  articles  could  bo  ao  accelerated  by  more  careful  treat¬ 
ment  of  raw  materials.'’ 

I  confidently  trust  that  these  findiugs  will  open  the  eyes  of  the 
Head  of  the  Research  Department  of  the  University  and -that  he  will 
henceforth  devote  a  part  of  his  precious  time  on  eoouanut  and  its  pro¬ 
ducts,  as  I  feel  that  it  is  high  time,  for  us  to  realise  that  .tv  very  large 
proportion  of  the  industrial  labour  of  Travaucore — whether  cottage, 
workshop  or  factory-- depends  upon  the  coir  industry  for  their  every  day 
demands. 

Owing  to  the  peculiar  economic  conditions  of  this  maritime  State, 
our  postwar 'economic  problems  are  going  to  be  of  such  u  character,  ' 
which  should  be  solved  by  ourselves  and  ourselves  alone-  The  postwar 
economic  Tra-vanoore  experts  and  demands  conclusions,  which,  by  re¬ 
moving  the  presortt  and  future  apparent  and  real  difficulties  and  draw¬ 
backs,  '.will  enable  her  to  settle  down  tu  constructive  work,  with 
confidence.  Government  with  the  close  co-operation  of  all  economic 
taterosts  should  tackle  this  question  and  be  prepared  to  lace  a  very 
difficult  postwar  economic  world,' 

Mr.  8,  KRISHNA  AIYAR  (AWnafwf) :  Sir,  I  commend  this  Budget 
for  two  reasons,  first  as  a  conservative  budget  and  second  as  tlu:  Vi  nan- 
dal  Secretary  has  had  tho  courage '  to  -  carry  to  reserve  the  surplus  of 
Us.  24  lakhs  of  revenue.  No  doubt  the  taxpayer  might  grumble,  He 
Yol.  XX— So.  3 
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has  a  right  to  say~I  am  paying  over  much.  Whether  he  pays  directly 
or  indirectly,  the  money  goes  from  his  purse.  He  would  naturally  be 
entitled  to  demand  some  sort  of  return.  But,  however,  the  Financial 
Secretary  thinks,  and  rightly  so,  that  our  future  position  miist  be  made 
secure.  I  therefore  have  very  great  pleasure  in  -commending  that  part 
of  the  Budget  to  this  House. 

But,  however,  though  it  is  a  prosperity  budget,  though  we  have  a 
surplus, "the  Financial  Secretary  has  thought  it  necessary  to  impose  an 
additional  cess  upon  the  Eub'ber  industry.  There  seems  to  be  some 
misconception  or  misunderstanding  about  'the  position  'of-  the  rubber 
industry  in  Travancore.  The  Financial  Secretary  seems  to  suppose 
that  the  burden  would  fall  on  the  capitalist.  Mr.  Janardanan  Pillay 
seems  to  think  that  the  increased  burden  would  be  borne  by  the  buyer. 
The  price  of  rubber  was  fixed  by  Government,  originally  at  61  cents 
per  pound  and.  later  at  71.  The  cost  of  production  is  very  high  and 
the  posssible  profit  that  the  grower  might  receive  would  be  near  six 
annas  per  pound.  Certainly  it  is  the  grower  that  has  to  bear  the 
burden  for  the  simple  reason-  that  prices  have  been  fixed  and  controlled. 
The  Financial  Secretary  seemed  to  suppose  that,  rubber  growers  are  all 
capitalists.  If  he  goes  into  facts  and  figures  he  will  find  that  the 
majority  of  the  growers  are  not  capitalists  buff  are  only  holders  of  one, 
two  or  at  most  ten  acres  and  these ‘certainly  cannot  be  classed  as 
capitalists.  • 

In  considering  the  question  as  to  whether  the  taxpayer  is  getting 
any  adequate  return,  I  find  that  there  is  an  increase  of  about  a  lakh  of 
rupees  for  Education  i.  e.,  on  lands  and  buildings— for  Public  Health 
and  Sanitation  very  little,  towards  Medical  and  Ayurveda  still  less,  to¬ 
wards  "Water  Supply  almost  next  to  nothing. 

But  the  main  point  for  consideration  now  is  the  food  problem. 
Last  year  at  budget  time  I  called  the  attention  of  the  House  to  the 
fact  that  at  any  time,  our  line  of  supply  from  Burma  might  be  out  off. 
We  find  now  that  if  has  become  an  actual  fact.  From  a  calculation 
on  the  basis  of  the  proportion  you  gave  us  the  other  day,  1  find  that 
Travancore  and  Cochin  together  are  entitled  to  about  220,000  tons  of 
rice  from  the  Madras  Province  and  TravaUcore’s  share  might  be  about 
166,000  tons  and  not  more  as  has  been  supposed.  In  1115  wo  im¬ 
ported  about  285,000  tons  of  rice  and  about  20,000  tons  of  paddy.  lu 
1116,  as  our  harvests  were  good,  we  imported  obout  225,000  tons  of 
rice  and  about,  fen  or  fifteen  thousand  tons  of  paddy,  so  that  any  way 
•we  shall  have  a  shortage  of  not  less  than  75,000  tons.  We  have  once 
again  to  appeal  to  the  Madras  Government  to  allow  ns  an  adequate 
quota.  .  ‘  _ 

(At  this  stage  the  President  and  Sir  Henry  Craik  left  the  House  and 
the  Deputy  President  took  the  Chair.) 
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Mr,  S.  KRISHNA  AIYAR  :  With  a  deficit  of  75,000  tons  how  are  we 
to  carry  on  ?  We,  have  to  eke  it  out  with  our  tapioca.  It  may  be 
gratifying  to  the  House  to  learn  that  every  available  piece  of  land  in 
the  State  where  tapioca  can  bo  grown  has  been. taken  up.  If  it  is  not 
grown  every  where  it'  is  not  because  there  is  not  land  enough  but  be¬ 
cause  there  are  not  enough  cuttings.  Such  cuttings  as  oxist  have 
been  utilised.  The  rains  ton  have  been  bountiful  and  we  may  expect 
a  very  fine  crop  in  the  course  of  the  next  six  or  seven  months. 

While  on  this  subject*  I  wish  to  refer  to  the  export  trade  in  tapioca 
flour  which  ’has  arisen .  The  current  is  very  slow  now,  but  it  may 
gather  momentum  and  at  any  time  our  food  problem  might  be 
dangerously  affected.  It  has  been  pronounced  by  the  Dewan 
that  at  present  he  is  not  going  to  think  of  stemming  the  tide  as 
it  has  great  future,  potentialities .  But  I  would  advise  Government 
that  at  least  they  may  watch  and  wait-  If  the  export  current  becomes 
strong  and  gathers  force  and  endangers  the  food  problem,  then  Gov¬ 
ernment  is  hound  to  stop  in  and  at  least  plaster  it  with  an  export  duty 
sufficient  to  conserve  adequate  food  supply  within  Travancore,  ,  But 
that  again  is  nothing.  With  a  few  hundred  or  even  a  few  thousand 
tons  of  tapioca  our  food  problem  cannot  be  solved. 

We  have  been  neglecting  the  greatest  food  asset  we  have  in  Tra- 
vancore.  I  have  called  the  attention  of  this  House  on  more  than  one 
occasion  to  our  fisheries.  With  our  long  sea  board,  our  inland  waters, 
our  rivers,  streams  and  swamps,  if  we  take  to  pisciculture  i,  e.,  produc¬ 
tion  of  fish  on  a  large  scale,  there  is  no  possibility  of  Travancore  facing 
a  shortage  of  food.  Starvation  will- bo  impossible.  Two  years  back  we 
had  a  Fisheries  Department.  Even  now  on  paper  we  have  a  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  But  where  are  the  fisheries  now? 
From  being  a  department  of  production,  it  seems  to  have  dissolved* 
evaporated  and  pisciculture  has  been  transmuted  into  a  Chair  of 
Icthyology  in. the  University.  An  expert  was  got  down  and  soon  after, 
it  was  found  that  pisciculture  was  not  possible  in  Travancore  and  the 
expert  himself  took  shelter  within  the  seclusion  of  the  University. 
That  certainly  is  not  a  commendable  state  of  things.  Countries  like 
Nova  Scotia  ami  Newfoundland  have  been  and  are  entirely  dependent 
on  their  fisheries.  Japan 'makes  up  a  major  portion  of  its  food  from 
fish.  Countries  like  Norway  and  the  United  Kingdom  are  also  depen¬ 
dent  on  their  fisheries  to  a  large  extent.  This  is  one  of. the  great  assets 
we  have  an  i  it  is  going  undeveloped  Jmd  unexploited.  If,  therefore, 
starvation  faces  us  at  any  time  we  have,  only  ourselves  to  thank. 

Passing  on  to  the  Agricultural  Department,  this  is  the  one  depart¬ 
ment  that  has  to  be  more  than  encouraged  at  present.  Yet  we 
find'  that  it  has  been,  starved  with  a  bare  Rs.  1.60,000.  'There  has 
been  a  lot  of  talk  about  extensive  and  intensive  cultivation.  How  is 
intensive  cultivation  possible  without  fertilisers  and  wherefrom  are 
we  to  get  them  now  ?  We  want  potash,  nitrates  and  phosphates .  We 
cannot  import  these,  from  outside  and  we  produce  little.  No  doubt  the 
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honourable  Financial.  Secretary  says  that  sixteen  manure  depots'  have 
been  opened  for  the  sale  of  manure.  But  what  do  these  depots  contain? 
I  would  ask  him  in  his  reply  to  tell  us  definitely  what  they  contain  and 
how  much.  And  what  does  the  department  propose  to  do  after  the 
existing  stocks  are  consumed  ?  Something  has  got  to  be  done.  We 
want  more  than  depots.  We  want  factories  for  the  manufacture  of 
fertilisers.  Not  one  or  two  but  a  good  number  ;  and  if  only  the  Finan- 
nial  Secretary  would  be  good  enough  to  think  of  investing  some  of  his 
surplus  on  reproductive  schemes  like  these,  and  on  short  term  credit 
for  agriculture,  he  would  help  to  find  a  solution  of  the  food  problem 
and  the  problem  of  finding  investment  for  reserves. 

The  House  rose  for  lunch  at  1  p.  M.  and  re-assembled  at  2  p.  m., 
the  Deputy  President  presiding. 

Sir,  I  was  at  the  .subject  of  intensive  cultivation  and  fertilisers. 
I  put  the  question,  how  are  we  to  get  the  necessary  nitrates  and  phos¬ 
phates  needed  for  the  manufacture  of  fertilisers.  There  are  one  or  two 
sources  open  to  us  for  nitrates.  We  have  oil  cakes  in  four  country, 
Tons,  of  oil  cakes  are  available  all  over  Travancore.  These  have  boeii 
allowed  to  be  exported  duty  free.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Government,  as 
well  as  of  this  House  to  press  upon  Government,  'the  absolute  neces¬ 
sity  of  placing  an  export  duty  on  oil  cakes  so  that  this,  the  only  source 
of  nitrates  we  have,  may  be  conserved  within  Travancore.  Coming 
to  phosphates,  Sir,  there  are  plenty  of  bones  here  from  which  phos¬ 
phates  could  be  derived.  The  one  thing  wanted  is  the  establishment 
of  a  factory.  It  may  not  be  necessary  for  the  Financial  Secretary  to 
find  funds.  If  only  Government  would  provide  the  necessary  technical 
help  and  machinery,  private  agencies  may  easily  be  found  to  finance 
and  take  up  the  work.  In  this  way,  the  problem,  of  phosphates  could 
b“- satisfactorily  solved, 

In  this  connection,  I  should  like  to  say  a  word  about  the  non-res- 
ponsive  attitude  attributed  to  the  Peermade  Planters.  It  was  said 
that  the  Peermade  Planters  could  have  taken  to.  the  cultivation  of 
potatoes  and  like  tubers  and  thereby  added  to  the.  food  resources  of 
the  State.  Some  of, us. in  fact  tried  and  failed.  “It  is  better  to  have 
tried  and  lost  than  never  to  have  tried  at  all”.  We  were  up  against 
an  advancing  hoard  of  invaders  against  whom  we  had  no  weapons— I 
mean  wild, pigs.  We  tried  and  tried  but  they  were  too  many  for  us. 
We  were  also  up  against  our  friends  the  Game  Warden  and  the  Con- 
servaiofr  of  Forests.  One  other  faot  is  that  when  large  areas  are 
taken  up  and  the  sod  broken,  the  miasmie  vapours  bring  malaria  of  a 
virulent  kind  against  which  we  have  no  remedy.  The  Public  Health 
authorities  te,ll  us  that  they  have  no  quinine.  My  friend  the  honoura¬ 
ble  member  Mr.  To  Won  referred  to  this  aspect  of  the  matter.  The 
only  countries  that  produce  quinine  in  large  quantities  are  Java  and 
Sumatra.  They  are  now  enemy  territory.  The  British  Government 
ehed  on  these  islands— they  placed  all  their  eggs  in  one  basket - 
-  nd  now  we  can’t  get  quinine  even  if  we  pay  tea  times  the  old  '  price, 
Nevertheless,  we  are  prepared  -to  try  again. 
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Passing  from  that  subject  to  the  immediate  future,  it  ,  was  observed 
by  the  Financial  Secretary  that  we  may  have  lean  years  before  us, 
though  now  we  are  getting  boom  prices,  A  boom  is  always  followed  by 
a  slump.  How  far  the  present  boom  is  going  to  carry  us,  no  one  can 
say.  This  boom  is  the  result  of  frenzied  purchases  oii  account  of  the 
war.  The  issue  of  largo  quantities  nf  paper  money  in  British  India 
might  also  be  one  cause.  Though  we  arc  only  at  the  beginning  stage 
now,  a  real  boom  in  prices  may  manifest  itself.  A  boom  in  prices  spells 
the  release  of  a  lot  of  purchasing  power  and  that  means  .higher  prices 
all  round.  The  cost  of  living  would  go  up.  The  services  which  are  paid 
in  money  would  bo  the  worst  sufferers.  His  at  times  such  ao  these 
that  wo  might  feel  the  absence,  though  temporary,  of  a  daaeerning* 
statesman  from  our  midst. 

I  conie  next  to  the  future.  It  is  absolutely  certain  that  after  the 
war,  there  will  be  a  Jong  period  of  depression,  not  the  ordinary  depres¬ 
sion  such  as  we  faced  in  the  post-war  period  after  the  last  great  war. 
It  is  going  to  be  a  deeper  depression.  The  last  war  touched,  only  the 
fringe. of  Europe.  The  present  war  ranges  over  the  whole  world.  It  is 
not  a  mere  case  of  the  shattering  of  wealth  but  the  utter  devastation 
and  destruction  of  wealth,  so  much  of  it  as  to  be  very  difficult,  if  not 
impossible  of  restoration.  When  so  much  of  wealth '  has  been  devast¬ 
ated  where  is  tho  purchasing  power  of  the  world  ?  Who  will  be  able  to 
purchase  our  commercial  crops  ?  Our  trade  is  dependant  on  interna¬ 
tional  conditions.  The  foundations  of  International  trade  have  been 
shaken.  Economics  has  got  to  be  re-written.  The  Trade  cycle  and 
similar  theories  have  been  exploded.  The  value  of  metallic  currency 
becomes  doubtful.  Very  recently  America  has  been  considering  the 
question  of  utilising  silver  and  gold  for  industrial  purposes.  What 
about  the  exchange  problem  of  the  future?  Can  we  say  that  the  capi¬ 
talist  state  of  society  of  the  present  day  might  survive  ?  All  that  will 
be  treading  on  dangerous  ground.  I  would  leave  these  matters  with 
great  diffidence  to  the  consideration  of  wiser,  heads — to  our  elderly 
Einance  Secretary  who  no  doubt  will  keep  a  watchful  eye  on  passing- 
conditions. 

If  there  be  one  thing  we  can  do  for  the  moment,  it  is  to  turn  to 
methods  of  economy  towards  the  future.  This  leads  me  to  tlm  subject 
of  the  Civil  Service.  It  swallows  more  than  one-third  of  tho  revenues  of 
tho  State.  I  do  not  grudge  high  salaries  where  necessary.  Tho  services 
are  certainly  overmanned,  if  not  overpaid.  It  requires  three  men  to  do 
the  work  of  one.  I  can  illustrate  it  by  referring  to  my  own  department 
the  department  with  which  I  have  been  connected  for  over  forty-four 
years.  What  one  officer  was  doing  is  now  fdone  by  several.  Let,  us 
start  lay  putting  our  own  house  in  order.  We  should  not  wait  for  a 
Geddis  axe  .or  an  Inchcape  knife.  All  possible  economy  must  be  started 
early*  Economy  must  be  tho  watchword  in  all  spheres  of  activity. 
By  so  doing  it  may  be  possible  for  Travancore  to  keop  within  bounds 
and  expend  only  as  much  as  is  required  from  the  income.  The  ques¬ 
tion  arises  how  are  we  to  get  280  lakhs  for  the  expenses  of  the  future. 
Customs  revenue  will  have  dwindled.  So  also  ExeiSd  revenue  and 
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many  other 'items.  Ho  w  am  we  to  meet  “the  growing  needs  of  a  pro¬ 
gressive  administration  ?”  Wo  find  the  same  or  similar  terras  in  every 
Budget.  It  can  only  mean  that  no  definite  reasons  can  be  assigned  for 
additional  expenditure.  In  future,  the  smaller  the  political  unit,  the 
greater  will  bo  its  economic  difficulties.  We  shall  have  to  think  in 
terras  of  self-sufficiency.  We  shall  not  be  able  to  find  markets  for  our 
Tea,  Pepper,  and  like  commercial  crops.  We  shall  have  to  fall  back 
on  our  Rice  and  Tapioca.  Such  is  our  position. 

Mr.  KOTTAUL  P.  ABRAHAM :  May  I  know  whether  the  honourable 
member  has  any  idea  of  the  export  duty  levied  on  rubber  in.  Ceylon  ? 

Mr.  S.  KRISHNA  AIYAR  :  I  have. 

MR.  KOTTAUL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  May  I  know  what  the  rate  will  be  ? 

Mr.  S.  KRISHNA  AIYAR:  I  am  not  now  in  a  position  to  give  the 
exact  figure.  .• 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDtfAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  let  me,  in  the  first 
place,  offer  my  sincere  congratulations  to  the  Financial  Secretary  for 
he  very  lucid  exposition  of  the  Budget  estimates  and  the  programme 
of  expenditure  for  the  ensuing  year.  At  this  critical  juncture  of  alarm¬ 
ing  international  situation,  it  is  a  matter  for  sindfere  gratification  to  find 
that  the  Government  have  been  able  to  present  a  surplus  budget  for  an 
amount  of  Rs.  5.90  lakhs.  My  congratulations  are  due  not  because  that 
a  surplus  budget  is  presented  to  us  but  because  of  the  fact  that  Govern¬ 
ment  have  been  able  to  do  so  not  by  starving  the  normal ’requirements 
of  a  progressive  administration  or  by  crippling  the  usual  measures  of 
amelioration  in  relief  of  distress,  but  by  the  careful  conservation  of  our 
resources  without  imposing  on  the  poor  tax  payer  the  burden  of  any 
new  taxation  and  also  without  impairing  efficiency.  Sir,  the  only  pro¬ 
posal  for  additional  taxation  during  the  next’  year  is  by  .increasing  the 
cess  on  rubber- from  B.  Rs.  1  to  B.  Rs.  1 — 8  per  cwt.  ’  from  1-1-1118. 
It  is  expected  by  Government  that  this  would  bring  in  an  additional 
revenue  of  about  Rs,  2dakhs,  According  to  me  there  is  every  justifi¬ 
cation  for  this  additional  imposition -and'T  fully  trust  that  the  rubber 
industry  will  accept  this  new  imposition  without  any  demur. 

It  is  seen  from  the  Financial- Secretary’s’  speech  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  are  considering  whether  a  new  duty  may  not  be  levied  on  timber 
exported  from  the  State. 

Sir,  for  more  reasons  than  one  that  is  a  move  in  the  right  direction— 
whether  further  development  in  the  present  situation  would’ necessitate! 
such  a  course  or  ftofUnd  I  would  Only  request’  that  the  Government  . 
may.be  pleased’ to  bring  this  proposal  under  contemplation  into  effect 
next  yea;  itself., 

■  The  proposal  to  open  an  Industrial  Machinery  :■  Show  Room 
deserves  commendation  by  the  poor,  and  the  rich  alike  in  so  far  as  it 
will  certainly  give  a  practical  stimulus  to  all  those  who  are  anxiously 
interested  in  the  development  of  small  scale  as  also  the  advanced  cottage 
industries  m  the  State.  The  specimens' of  machinery  that  Will  be  exhi- 
bited  in  this  show-room  will  be  of  substantial  help  in  the  selection  and 
starting  of  suitable  type  of  '-industries  in  accordance  with  one’s  own 
peculiar  conditions  and  other  dnviornmehts. 
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While  congratulating  the  Government  on  their  having  heen 
pleased  to  make  a  provision  of  Rs.  '2  lakhs  ‘in  the  nest  year’s  Budget 
for  a  grant  of  dearness  allowance  of  one.  rupee  per  meusum  to  the  low 
paid  subordinates  in  the  public  service  drawing  a  pay  of  less  than  Its.  15 
I  am  constrained  to  observe  that  this  is  not  at  all  a. satisfactory  or  ade¬ 
quate  provision  in  the  present  circumstances.  I  think  that  all  will 
admit  the  fact  that  the  adverse  effects  of  the  last  war  .  were  not  so 
acutely  and  directly  felt  or  experienced  by  the  people  of  Travancore, 
as  in  This  great  perilous  war.  So  my  submission  is  that  at  least  a 
similar  provision  may  be  made  now  also.  I  would  suggest  that  a 
suitable  provision  may 'be  made  fortius  grant  of  a  dearness  allowance  to 
all  the  low-paid  subordinates  in  the  public  service  who  arc-  drawing  si 
monthly  salary  of  up  to  Its.  SO.  1  am  not,  unaware  of' the  financial  im¬ 
plications  of  this  proposition.  But  Sir,  sis  tli  is  is  an  unavoidable  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  relief  of  distress,  I  request,  the  Government  that  they 
may  be  pleased  if  necessary  to  draw  upon  the  reserve  of  Ra.  5  lakhs 
which  the  Government  have  car-marked  for  cm  urgency. 

I  may  be  permitted  in  this  connection  io  bring  to  your  pointed 
attention  a  Very  important  fact!  namely,  that  the  Dowan  of 
Mysore  while  introducing  the  budget  on  the  1st  June  l‘,M2  in  the.  Re¬ 
presentative  Assembly  there,  made  a  very  strong  plea  for  the  remission 
of  tribute  that  is  paid  by  that  State  to  the  Government  of  India.  You 
are  well  aware  that  our  position  is  entirely  diflereut.  Wc.  arc  (laying 
the.  annual  subsidy  to  British  Government  not  as  the  result  of  any  con¬ 
quest.  The  payment  of  tribute  by  this  State  to  the  Government  of 
India  originated  in  the  shape  of  consideration  for  stationing  u  British 
■  Regiment  in  this  State  and  it  is  known  to  all  of  us  that  it  is- many 
many  years  since  that  Regiment  was  withdrawn  from  the  State  without 
our  asking  for  the  same.  My  submsisiou  is  that  the  consideration  for 
the  payment  of  subsidy  by  this  State  has  ceased  to  exist,...  ,.  .  , 

IWR.  K.  8.  60VINDAN  :  Sir,  I  rise  to' a  point'  of  order.  I  would  like 
to  know  if  the  member  is  entitled  to  speak  on  this  subject* 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  will  proceed. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PIL.LAI :  Since  it  is  only  a,  civil 
contract  between  two  Governments  and  since  the  consideration  of  the 
contract  lias  ceased  to  exist,  I  would  request  that  Government  maybe 
pleased  to  take  the  earliest  step  for  making  a  legitimate  demand,  to  the 
British  Governmen!  for  the  refund  of  the  whole  amount  that  was  paid 
by  the  Mtutefmw  the.  time  of  the  withdrawal  of  the  British  Regiment 
from  this  State  and  also  for  tin:  abolition  of  the  subsidy  in  its  entirety 
in  future.  By  maxing  this  observation  I  do  not  at  alt  wish  to  ejnbaras'ri 
the  Government  of  India  in  any  way  at  this  critical  juncture.  But  I 
am  compelled  to  make  this  statement  on  account  of  my  anxiety  to 
bring  this  aspect  of  the  question  to  yoac  pointed  attention  for  hiking 
the  necessary  action  in  the  interests  of  the  State. 

:  Another  point  which  I  wish  to  urgo  upon  yotic  attention  "is  tbia. 
1  wish  to  make  it  perfectly  clear  that  a  serious  situation  has  been 
brought  about  in  the  country  by  the  extension  of  service  to  certain 
,  class  of  Government  servants  who  have  attained  the  age  of  fifty«five. ' 
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The  proposal  bap  created  unrest  and  dissatisfaction  in  the  minds  of  the 
educated  unemployed  youth  and  also  in  the  mincls  of  those  _  already,  in 
service  who  are  waiting  for  promotions.  I  see  no  justification  for  this 
extension  of  service  which,  as  it  is,  is  lacking  both  in  principle  and 
equity.  Therefore,  Sir,  I  would  request  that  Government  will  be 
pleased  to  cancel  this  order  and  to  restore  the  old  order  of  things. 

It  is  seen  from  paragraph  2(5  of  the  financial  Secretary  s  speech 
that  provision  has  been  made  in  the  next  year’s  budget  for  a  scheme  for 
the  better  and  more  efficient  administration  of  the  Medical  Department 
by  the  appointment  of  District  Officers.  According  to  me  this  has  now 
become  an  indispensable  necessity  on  account  of  the  exclusion  of  the 
Sub  Assistant  Surgeons  in  charge  of  the  District '  Dispensaries  in  the 
State  from  the  list  of  the  Gazetted  Officers,  and  thus  making  it  obliga¬ 
tory  that  the  salary  bills  of  these  officers  from  one  end  , of  the  State  to 
the  other,  should  be  passed  by  the  Surgeon  General  alone.  Moreover 
I  welcome  this  measure  because  by  periodical  inspection  of  these  insti-  ,,. 
tutions  by  the  District  Medical  Officers,  I  fully  believe  that  the  adminis¬ 
trative  efficiency  of  these  institutions  will  be  enhanced  considerably. 

But  Sir,  connected  with  this  proposal,  I  may  be  permitted  to 
remark  that  the  policy  of  Government  in  bringing  jinto  existence  new 
schemes  and  abolishing  the  same  after  some  time  for  reasons  quite 
unknown  to  the  public  very  often  in.  accordance  with  the  whims  and 
fancies  of  Departmental  Heads  d ue  to  personal  or  communal  consi¬ 
derations  or  hatred. h ... , 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  .has  got  three  minutes 
more. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLA1  ;  Let  us  look  back  to  the 
history  of  the  creation  of  the  separate  Maramath  and  Irrigation  Divi¬ 
sions  and  the  appointment  of  the  Maramath  and  Irrigation  Exe¬ 
cutive  Engineers  for  the  better  carrying  out  of  the  Maramath  and.  Irri¬ 
gation  works.  Let  us  also  look  back  to  the  history  of  the  creation  of  a 
separate  specialists’  cadre  in  the  Medical  Department  and  its  successful 
working  for  a  number  of  years.  What  has  become  of ‘these  schemes 
subsequently.  One  fine  morning  the  Surgeon-General  was  able  to 
abolish  the  specialists’  cadre.  So  my  submission  is  that  before  bringing 
into  effect  any  new  scheme,  the  Government  must  be  fully  aware  of  its 
consequences  and  they  should  be  prepared  to  maintain  the  continuity  of 
the  policy  which  they  have  adumbrated  once. 

I  am  constrained  to  remark  that  the  affairs  of  the  Ceramic  Factory 
at  Rundara  are  most,  hopelessly  mismanaged  by  the  Ceramic  Expert, 
This  is  a  very  serious  matter  as  it  is  a  scheme  on  which  the  capital 
investment  at  the  end  of  111?  will  be  Its-  11,21,800  and  also  as  the 
scheme  is -one  Which  has  bright  future  in  point  of  revenue.  Vor  eluci¬ 
dating- nay  point,  1  may  be  permitted  to  read  a  paragraph  from  pa^e 
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119  of  the  Audit  Beport  and  Appropriation  Accounts  for  the  year 
1115.  Itsays  — 

‘‘Irregularities  in  the Cra’amicFaotory.  In  respect  of  the  CJeramia  Factory 
works  the  following  points  wore  raised  :  — 

(i)  In  the  case  <>f  one  particular  work  the  actual  expenditure  till  the  cud  of  1U5 

was  nearly  double  the  estimate  sanctioned  by  Government-  N early  double 
the  quantity  of  rubble  required  was  Stocked.  Though  the  contractor 
for  this  work  agreed  ta  execute  tho  work  at  a  rate  which  was  5  per  oent 
less  than  the  rates  as  per  his  agreement)  no  reduction  was  made  from  his 
bills  on  this  acoouut.  ' 

(ii)  Another  work  witli  a  total  estimate  of  Rs.  38,907-2 1 -1  was  oarriod  out 

mainly  on  “l'etty  job  system".  Morebrioks  than  wore  actually  required 
wore  supplied  aud  transport  oharges  were  inourred  for  bringing  brioks  to 

(iii)  Fire  bricks  were  manufactured  for  the  oonstruotiou  of  furnaces  for  the 

faatory.  But  no  out-turn  account  was  kept  for  tho  same.  No  registor 
or  Inventory  of  Plant  and  machinery  was  kopt. 

(iv)  In  gonoral,  heavy  payments  wore  made  by  the  Ceramic  Expert  in  the  absence 

of  sufficient  balance  as  per  the  oash  book.  These  were  explained  to  have 
been  met  from  private  .funds  with  a  view  to  defray  tho  the  dost  of 
labour  mniployad  dopartiuentally.  On  verification  it  was  found  that 
payments  wore,  Uowevor,  made  to  contractors  also  on  tho  same  datcB. 

Those  have  been  pointed  out  to  Government  and  tho  explanation  of  tho  Depart¬ 
mental  Officer  is  awaited.” 

When  I  raised  this  question  in  the  Public  Accounts  Committee  the 
answer  given'by  the  Chairman  of  that  Committee  was  that  the  whole 
question  was  under  the  active  consideration  of  Government.  It  is 
high  time  for  the  Government  to  take  the  whole  matter  into  their 
serious  consideration  and  see  that  at  least  the  administrative  control 
of  the  Ceramic  Factory  is  taken  away  from  the  present  Expert.  "I  am 
equally  at  a  loss*to  understand  how  long  this  matter  is  going’ to  be 
under  the  active  consideratio?i  of  Government.  So  I  request  that 
Government  will  be  pleased  to  place  the  management  of  this  Factory 
oh  a  better  and  satisfactory  footing  immediately. 

As  tbe  Financial  Secretary  has  characterised1  the  budget  as  a  war 
budget,  I  do  not  at  all  wish  to  complain  about  the  insufficiency  of  the 
provisions  made  therein  for  nation-building  activities  during  the  next 
year.  But,  Sir,  we  have  got  vary  seriohs.  complaints  against  . the  deli¬ 
berate  omission  to  carry  out  the  works  for  which  there  are  provisions 
made  in  the  current  ^year’s  budget.  We  have  also  got  very  serious 
complaints  against  the  deliberate  omission  for  not  including  in  the  next 
year’s  budget  any  provision  for  works  for  which  there  is  provision  in 
the  current  year’s  budget  but  which  were  not  yet  taken  up  on  account 
of  the  dereliction  of  the  duties  of  the  Departmental  officers  concerned. 
As  it  is  a  matter  that  was  sufficiently  discussed  oh  the  floor  of  the 
House  yesterday,  I  do  not  wish  to  speak  much’  about  that  matter. 
As  an  instance  of  the  kind  I  would  refer  to  item  13  -  in. appendix  (e)  of 
the  current  year’s  budget.  - 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  •:  Your  time  is  up. 
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PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  P1LLAI :  My  submission  is  that  Gov¬ 
ernment  be  pleased  to  make  it  a  point  to  see  at  least  those  works  for 
which  provision  is  made  in  the  budget  are  carried  out  during  that 
year  itself.  With  these  observations  I. close  my  remarks,

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Tiruvella ) :  Sir,  first  I  may  deal  with  , 
the  subject  on  which  I  had  given  notice  of  an  adjournment  motion, 
namely,  gutting  a  stop  to  the  export  of  tapioca  from  Travancore,  The 

Dewan-President  said  that . 

SADASYAT1LAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI:  •  A  point  of  order.  Is  it  per¬ 
missible  to  refer  to  the  President  of  this  i,House  as  Dewan-President  ? 
If  it- is  the  Council  I  can  understand  that,  because  under  Rule  -5  the 
Dewan  is  ex-officio  President.  * 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  The  President  here  is  usually  referred  to  as 
Dewan-President.  There  is  no  harm  in  referring  like  that. 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  The  Dewan-President  said  the.  more 
tapioca  that  is  exported,  the  more  money  will  come  into  the  cbnntry. 
We  are  often  told  by  Government  officers  here  that  we  should  supple- 
1  ment  the  supply  of  food  stuffs  by  cultivating  tapioca  on  everyincn  of 
available  land.  Newspapers  sounded  encore  with  appropriate  head¬ 
lines  and  catching  captions  on  these  pronouncements  of  eminent 
statesmen  like  Sir  C.  P.  Ramaswami  Aiyary  The  use ,  of  fish  with 
tapioca  was  also  widely  canvassed.  Along  with  these  articles  and 
speeches  on  the  qualities  Of  tapioca  and  fish  there  came  the  news  that 
Kottar&kara  was  going  to  have  a  tapioca  flour  factory. 

(At 'this  stage  2-50  p,  M.  the  President  resumed  the  Chair.) 

Mr.  M.  R..  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  The  result  was  that  tapioca,  an 
essential  article  of  local  food,  became  a  common  commodity  for  export 
abroad.  The  talk  here  is  that  tapioca  flour  to  the  tune  of  200  tons  per 
day  is  being  exported  from  Travancore.  Of  course,  we  should  not 
•  forget  that  there  is  another  side  for  the  picture.  That  is  money 
comes  into  the  country  as  price  of-  what  'we:export.  As.  far  as  I.  know, 
never  has  Travancore  lived  on  nickel,  copper,  silver  or.  currency  notes. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Is  there  any  other  country 
which  has  lived  on  that  ? 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI : .  Sir,  I  am  sorry  that  the  Legal  Re¬ 
membrancer’s  general  information  is  bo  poor. 

PRESIDENT  Copper  is  used  for  medical  purposes  sometimes, 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  There  is  no  greater  travesty  than 
man’s  food  being  converted  for  use  as  starch  aud  size  for  the  textiles 
of  the  mills  in  Ahemadabad  and  other  places- 

Tapioca  which  used  to  be  sold  to  the  poor  at  six  pounds  per 
chucfcram  now  sells  at  the  rate  of  one  and  a  half  to  three  pounds  per 
chuckram.  The  low-paid  government  servant  with  an  income  of 
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Rs.  10  a  month  and  having  a  wife  and  a  family  of  two  or  three  children 
to  maintain,  is  feeling  the  pinch  very  severely.  The  day -lab  hirer 
earning  7  or  8  chs.  a  day  feels  the  pinch  very  severely.  The  Pariahs 
and  the-  Pulayas  whose  toil  fills  the  coffers  and  the  granaries  of  the  r.ch 
heave  deep  sighs  and  shed  tears  of  blood.  That  is  really  the  condition 
prevailing  in  many  parts  of  Travaucore.  Tempting  prices  are  offered 
to  allure  wholesale  cultivators  of  tapioca  l.y  middle  men  who  reap 
large  profits.  This  really  leads  the  country  to  famine,  starvation  and 
utter  destruction.  Whan  there  is  scarcity  of  food  in  the  count-y, 
there  will  arise  here  and  there,  cries  of  unrest  and  discontent,  followed 
by  rioting  and  even  looting.  Them  will  be  huge  crowds  corning  out 
into  the  field  carrying  red  flags  and  crying  revolutionary  communistic 
slogans.  Sir,  when  the  masses  feel  the  reai  pangs  of  hunger  and 
starvation,  no  police,  nor  any  armed  reserve,  nor  even  the  military, 
will  be  able  to  pacify  them  unless  they  resort  to  tvholesals  shooting  cr 
lathi  and  bayonet  charges,  it  aborting  to  such  courses  is  to  give  cause' 
for  revolution  in  the  State.

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  Leaving  the  country  to  revolution 
is  not  the  aim  or  policy  of  any  good  Government  and  particularly  not 
of  our  Government. 

Our  Government  which  claims  to  have  anticipated  events  for 
months  and  even  years  ahead  have  committed  one  blunder — and  a 
gross  blunder  too, 

MR.  KANNANTHQDATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  Sirj  may  I  know  from 
the  member  if  he  means  that  if  the  export  of  tapioca  is  not  stopped  it 
will  be  leading  to  revolution  ? 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  I  am  not  a  revolutionary. 

Our  Government  which  claims  to  have,  anticipated  events  even  for 
months  and  even  years  ahead  has  committed  one  blunder,  for  they 
actively  induced  every  man  in  the  country  to  cultivate  tapioca,  and 
even  sent  .round  a  circular  asking  for  the  cultivation  of  tapioca  on  all 
available  space  in  the  premises  of  all  Government  offic  s  even.  There 
is  also  a  provision  in  one  of  the  departments  for  an  allowance  of  Us.  5 
for  a  Duffadar  for  supervising  cultivation  of  ta  ioca  in  the  office  com¬ 
pound.  . 

Mr.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  What  is  the  mistake  the  Government  com¬ 
mitted  ?  • 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  I  am  glad  and  thankful  to  have  been 
reminded.  The  mistake  committed  was  in  their  actively  inducing  the 
cultivation  of  tapioca  as  an  article  of  local  food  and  then  passively 
allowing  its  export  to  countries  abroad. 

Mr.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  ,  Is  the  member  against  the  export  of  tapioca 
from  the  country  ?  . 
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Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  P1LLAI :  Yes,  Sir,  one  word  about  the  short¬ 
age  of  food.  We  have  a,  Government  which  is  managing  a  University 
on  very  good  motives  and  running  on  excellent  lines  too,  a  Government 
which  runs  a  commercial  transport  service,  whether  with  a  profit  or 
at  a  loss  we  are  not  concerned  with  for  the  instant,  a  Government 
owning  a  clay  factory  whether  for  the  sale  of  clay  or  for  the  manufac¬ 
ture  of  porcelain  artioles,  a  Government,  which  has  an  Agricultural 
department  about  whose  real  activities  we  hear  something  occasionally 
in  those  beautiful  long  speeches  of  its  Director  on  the  floor  of  the  House 
often  ;  such  a  Government  must  undertake  to  bring  as  much  land  as 
possible  under  cultivation  and  under  its  own  auspices- 

PRESIDENT  :  Does  the  honourable  member  suggest  that  Govern¬ 
ment  should  cultivate  these  lands  and  grow  paddy? 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  That  is  exactly  what  I  suggest. 
When  we  can  have  such  departments  as  the  Transport  and  the  Clay 
factory  spending  money  on  them,  my  suggestion  is  that  we  can  have 
also  a  department  for  the  cultivation  of  paddy.  If  Government  does 
that,  they  can  have  some  real  profit  unlike  the  minus  figures  of  the 
Transport  and  Clay  undertaking.  We  have  electricity  and  enough 
labour.  We  can  make  materials  here  or  get  them  from  outside.  As 
muchflabour  as  is  available  could  be  employed  and  starvation  and  famine 
in  the  country  avoided.  As  I  have  once  before  said  on  the  floor  of  the 
House  peace  and  prosperity  at  home  are  more  important  than  publicity 
and  prestige  outside. 

Sir,  in  short,  what  I  suggest  is  that  the  export  of  tapioca  from 
this  country  should  be  restricted,  it  should  be  stopped  forthwith  at  least 
so  long  as  the  supply  of  food-stnffs  remains  as  at  present.  If  the 
Government  does  not  have  any  sympathy  with  these  suggestions  parti¬ 
cularly  with  regard  to  the  export,  of  tapioca,  I  can  say  it  cannot  justify  ’ 
its  existence  even  for  one  moment. 

I  have  a.  word  about  the  Transport  Department.  There  appears 
'an  excellent  paragraph  in  the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech.  That  is 
paragraph  33,  page  12. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member ‘has  one  minute  more. 

Mr.  M,  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  I  cannot  even  finish  one  sentence, 
within  that  time,  Sir,  - 

MR.  G.  VELU  PILLAI .  Sir,  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  revenue 
of  the  current  year  has  reached  the  peak  point  of  Bs.  3  crores.  We 
must  congratulate  ourselves  that  our  State  has  reached  the  third'  place 
in- the  matter  of  revenue,  among  the  Indian  States.  The  current 
year  is  expected  to  close  with  a  surplus  of  Bs.  24'32‘  lakhs.  The  main 
increase  in  revenue  is  expected  to  be  from  customs,  forests,  taxes  on  ' 
income,  railway  etc.  This  is,  as  the.  Financial  Secretary  has  said,  due 
to  a  temporary  phenomenon  on  account  of  the  war  situation.  We  are 
glad.  Sir,  that  the  Financial  Secretary  has  realised  this  and  has  ear¬ 
marked  the  surplus  to  be  transferred  to  the  revenue  Reserve  Fund  to 
be  utilised  m  ease  of  emergency.  Really  speaking,  I  think  it  is  not 
the  Financial  Secretary  but  it  is  the  present  war  condition  that  is  to  be 
congratulated,  if  at  all,  for  this  years’s  increase  in  revenue 
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With  regard  to  the  Budget  estimate  for  next  year,  the  Financial. 
Secretary  has  been  cautious  enough  to  estimate  a  moderate  revenue. 
The  total  revenue  is  expected  to  be  Bs.  290  lakhs  and  the  total  ex¬ 
penditure  Rs,  285  lakhs,  thus  leaving  a  surplus  of  Bs  5  lakhs.  This  is 
estimated  on  the  supposition  that  the  conditions  of  to-day  will  continue 
throughout  the  next  year.  But  in  these  times,  when  the  war  is 
coming  nearer  home,  one  cannot  be  sure  how  our  finances  will  stand 
at  the  close  of  the  next  year.  But  let  us  hope,  Sir,  that  at  the  end  of 
next  year  our  finances  will  reach  another  peak  point,  i.  e.,  more  than 
Bs.  3  crores. 

Sir,  the  most  vital  need  of  our  country  at  present  is  the  increased 
produdtion  of  food-stuffs.  Two  adjournment  motions  were  moved  in 
this  Assembly  this  year  urging  upon  the  necessity  for  adopting  immedi¬ 
ate  measures  for  the  increased  production  of  paddy  and  other  food¬ 
stuffs  in _  the  State  so  as  to  make  the  State  self-sufficient  if  possible. 
Still,  I  am  not  sure  whether  the  Agricultural  Department  has  done 
all  that  is  possible  in  this  direction.  It  is  not  at  all  sufficient  if  a  few 
meetings  are  asked  to  be  held  or  a  few  speeches  delivered  or  few 
manure  depots  started  in  some  corner  of  the  State.  Sir,  the  Director 
of  Agriculture  is  himself,  if  I  may  say  so,  an  over-worked  officer.  He 
has  to  run  to  Madras,  to  Cochin,  to  Trichy,  to  Tanjore  etc.  to  attend 
Bice  Conferences  :  he  has  to  run  to  Parur  to  attend  a  Co-operative  Con¬ 
ference,  and  deliver  lectures,  and  then  again  run  to  Nagercoil  the  next 
day  to  preside  over  a.  conference  of  agriculturists,  fie  has  to  do  all 
.these  things.  I  may  suggest,  Sir,  that  at  least  during  the  time  of  the 
present  emergency  when  we  require  the  full-time  energies  of  an  effi¬ 
cient  officer  like  the  present  Director  of  Agriculture,  he  maybe  spared 
from  his  duties  as  the  Registrar  of  Co-operative  Societies.  The  agri- 
cultural  population  is  generally  inert  and  lazy  and  it  is  only 
through  sustained  effort,  guidance  and  encouragement  that  they  can 
be  asked  to  go  forward.  We  have  only  to  ask  a  few  questions  our¬ 
selves,  to  see  whether  we  have  made  any  advance  in  our  agricultural 
policy.  Has  the  size  and  distribution  of  the  holdings  become  more 
effective  ?  Does  the  agriculturist  resort  to  intensive  cultivation  and 
the  use  of  scientific  manures  ?  Does  the  agriculturist  work  more  or 
less  than  he  did  formerly  ?  Has  his  efficiency  and  skill  increased  ?  If 
these  questions  are  satisfactorily  answered,  I  think  we  can  congratulate 
ourselves  that  we  have  made  some  headway.  But  with  all  our  efforts, 

I  doubt  whether  we  can  still  make  the  country  self-sufficient  in  the 
matter  of  rice.  The  286,000  tons  of  rice  that  we  used  to  import  from 
Burma  and  Siam  cannot  be  easily  made  up  for,  by  any  feeble  attempt 
at  extensive  or  intensive  cultivation.  We  may  be  able  to  import  some 
quantity  from  Tanjore,  but  that  will  not  be  sufficient  for  our  needs. 

In  this  connection  I  may  say  a  few  words  about  Soya  Beans.  Sir, 
you  have  been  repeatedly  telling  us  about  th'e  usefulness  of  the  Soya 
bean.  I  am  sorry  that  the  agricultural  department  has  not  taken  it 
with  the  seriousness  that  it  deserves.  Soya  bean  which  has  been 
reoently  introduced  into  India  may  form  a  valuable  addition  to  the 
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Indian  dietary.  This  bean  is  ‘he  magic  crop  of  the  Chinese  agricul¬ 
ture  and  has  recently  expanded  extraordinarily  into  the  United  States 
and  Soviet  Russia.  In  India  the  bean  is  now  grown  successfully  in 
Gujerat  and  in  Sind.  The  protein  content  of  the  Soya  bean  is  about 
twice  that  of  meat  and  eggs  and  six  times  that  of  bread.  It  contains 
the  three  vitamins  A,  B,  and  D,  all  of  which  are  deficient  in  the  Indian 
vegetarian  dietary.  No  pulse,  gram  or  oil-seed  contains  fats  and 
proteins  to  the  same  extent  as  the  Soya  bean.  Certain  biological  tests 
have  revealed  that  it  is’ the  best  pulse  known  so  far.  It  contains  more 
digestible  fat  than  linseed  meal.  Sir,  recently  the  cultivation  of  Soya 
bean  has  grown  to  such  a  large  extent  in  China  that  almost  one-fourth 
of  the  Chinese  total  export  trade  is  in  Soya  bean  at  present.  Thus  it 
is  high  time  to  try  whether  a  large  scale  cultivation  of  Soya  bean  can¬ 
not  be  usefully  adopted  in  Tiavancore'also. 

Next  Sir,  I  wish  to  say  a  few  words  upon  the  exorbitant  increase 
in  the  price  of  foodstuffs.  I  had  also  given  notice  of  an  adjournment 
motion  about  this  subject.  Sir,  the  prices  of  all  essential  commodities 
are  increasing  daily.  They  have  already  increased  enormously.  Fights 
between  buyers  before  kerosene  shops  are  a.  matter  of  frequent 
occurence.  It  is  at  this  time  that  Government  should  come  to  the 
rescue  of  the  poor  man. 

PRESIDENT  :  How  ?  Would  the  member  kindly  explain  ?  I  am 
anxious  to  learn  how  Government  may  bo  expected  to  help  in  the 
matter  of  kerosene.  . 

Mb.  G.  VELGO  P1LLAI :  I  would  suggest  Sir,  that  the  Agricultural 
department  should  make  a  country-wide  propaganda  about  using  other 
oils  instead  of  kerosene  and  Government  must  take  particular  care  to 
see  that  oil  trees  are  not  destroyed  at  least  in  future.  Price  control 
measures  should  be  strictly  enforced.  .  My  suggestion^  that  rice  depots 
should  be  opened  by  Government  if  and  when  necessary.  Hoarding 
and  profiteering  of  ail  sorts  should  be  drastically  dealt  with.  Some 
two  days  back  I  remember  to  have  read  in  the  papers  about  an  incident 
in  Afghanistan  where  profiteers  were  drastically  dealt  with.  The  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Kandahar  Municipality,  it  was  repoited,  punished  some 
bu  chers  who  were  found  overcharging  their  customers,  by  nailing 
them  by  their  ears  to  the  doors  of  their  shops  and  allowing  them  to 
remain  there  for  about  two  hours.  Let  it  be  what  it  is.  This  pro- 
fi  eering  is  a  matter  which  requires  serious  consideration  by  Govern- 


Mfi.  S.  CHATTANATHA' KARAYALAB  :  Is  it  suggested  that  the  same  i 
punishment  should  be  meted  out  here  also  ?  ■ 

Mr.  6.  VELQO  P1LLAI :  Not  exac.ly  the  same  punishment. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  moral  counterpart  of  that  physical  punishment. 

Mr.  G.  VELQO  PILLAt  :  Yes  Sir.  Next  I  congratulate  the  Govern¬ 
ment  about  the  p  ovisicn  made  in  the  Budget  fur  dearness  allowance  to 
_  Government;  servants  drawing  a  pay  of  less  than  Rs.  15.  In  this  con-  1 
heciioi)  L should  like  to  make  another  suggestion  to  Government  and  it 
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is  this.  They  should  pass  early  aud  necessary  orders  that  Govern" 
menfc  servants  drawing  a  pay  of  Es.  2  or  less  shorn  d  a?  far  as  possible 
ba  pos1  ed  to  their  own  native  places  and  that  they,  snould  not  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  any  place  far  away. 

'  Mr.  KANNANTHGDATH  JANARDANAN  NA!R  :  Sir,  afler  wadirg  through 
several  years  of  deficit  budg  ts,  for  the  first. ,  time  we  launched  on  a 
surplus  in  1116.  In  1117,  the  revised  esiimat  s  show  that  we  will 
have  a  surplus  of ’Es- Twenty  four  lakhs  and  odd.  For  the  last  six  or 
seven  years  wo  never  had  a  surplus.  My  honourable  friend  Mr.  Nara- 
yana  Kurup,  speaking  before  me,  said*  that  the  revised  estimate  for 
this  year  is  based  on  Its.  220  lakhs,  calculated  till  the  end  of  Kdavom 

1117  including  Es.  78  odd  lakhs  calculated  for  MHhunaiu  and  Karka- 
dakom  1116  as  also  the  amount  lapsed  during  that  year.  Sir,  based 
on  this  year’s  revised  estimates,  Financial  Secretary  has  placed  before 
us  a  surplus  budget,  having  a  surplus  of  over  Es.  4  lakhs  odd.  It  is  a 
privilege  and  satisfaction  to  have  a  surplus  budget;  at  this  critical 
juncture.  But.  Sir,  unfortunateiy  I  differ  from  him  in  his  optimistic 
speculations.  I  differ  in  saying  that  this  budget  can  be  a  surplus  one 
because  I  find  he  bases  his  figures  and  estimates  on  high  hopes  even 
amounting  to  optimistic,  speculation-  Weighing  the-  international 
figures  at  his  full  weight  he  himself  admits  that  he  expects  only  a 
lower  revenue  under  ail  principal  heads,  die  anticipates  only  11’89 
less  revenue  for  1118  than  for  1117.  lean  grant,  Sir,  that  he  may 
get  under  Land  Eevcnue  the  peak  figure  of  Es.  43  lakhs,  under 
Income-tax,  Es.  16  lakhs,  and  under  Excise,  Es,  40  lakhs  which  he 
expects  for  1118.  But  I  do  not  for  a  moment  ignore  that  the  realisa¬ 
tion  of  these  taxes  depends  both  upon  the  prices  of  the  commodities 
•  which  have  suddenly  gone  up  and  the  conditions  of  trade  which,  even 
if  a  little  altered,  will  alter  the  position  greatly.  But  he  consoles 
himself  in  that  his  speculative  expectations  of  increase  under  commer¬ 
cial  services  will  offset  that  fall  if  it  conics,  hinder  sea  customs  the 
Financial  Secretary  has  budgeted  for  an  income  of  Es.  6  lakhs  in  1117. 
But  even  the  revised  estimate  shows  only  a  ;akh  and  odd  rupees.  Yet 

'  the  Financial  Secretary  very  optimis.ically  expects  Es.  1,40,000  for 

1118  probaoly  hoping  that  the  situation  will  brighten  up.  That  too,  I 
may.  admit.  So  also  he  expects  Es.  11‘51  iak.is  from  the  Cochin 
Harbour  Scheme.  If  the  prospect  of  the  harbour  is  •  bright  enough — 
an  uncertainty — he  may  get  it  too.  Under  Stamps  and  Eegistia  ion  he 
expects  Bs.  27*3  lakhs.  Here- 1  have  to  disigree  with  him  positively 
in  all  respecls  cf  hopes  end  calculators.  We  never  had  such  a  peak 
figure  of  Bs  27  lakhs  u,.der, this  head  after  1112.  ..n  11 1 2  the  Debt 
Conciliation.  Act  was  passsd.  After  that  the  income  was  steadily 
falling.  In  1115-we  passed  another  Act,  the  latest-  Debt  E  li:.f  Act, 
by  virtue  of  the  application  of  which  last  year,  the  Begis  ration ’Depart¬ 
ment  got  an  income  of  nearly  Es.  28  lakhs.  Basel  on  that  calculation 
the  Financial  Secretary  has  worked  out  that  for  1118  the  income  will 
be  the  same  as  that  secured  in  1 1 17.  Bur,  this  will  never,  be  the  case 
because  litigation  haj  to  go  down  and  has  gone  down  naturally  .  as  the 
result  of  the  working,  of  the  Debt  Belief  Act.  Still  tae  Financial 
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Secretary  expects  Es.  3  lakhs  more  than  that  can  be  expected  in 
normal  years.  The  biggest  speculation  'he  makes  in ,  calculating  the 
budget  figures  is  under  the  item  Commercial  Concerns  where  he 
expects  a  peak  figure  of  57T7,  never  attained  before.  In  Mysore,  Sir, 
igl  per  cent,  of  the  State  revenue  comes  from  commercial  concerns. 
But  unfortunately  even  though  we  have  introduced  the  State  Transport 
Scheme,  even  though  we  have  introduced  the  Clay  Refining  and  Porce¬ 
lain  Factory,  even  though  we  had  been  working  the  Rubber  Factory 
and  the  Sugar  Factory  wherefrom  we  expectedra  good  profit,  even 
though  the  Government  undertook  to  industrialise  the  whole  country 
by  these  enterprises,  unfortunately  these  enterprises  could  not  give  us 
even  two  per  cent,  of  the  total  revenue. 

Now  Sir,  I  shall  take  these  commercial  concerns  one  by  one. 

Rubber  Factory.  In  1117  we  have  budgetted  for  an  income  of 
Es.  40,300.  Even  in  the  revised  estimates  the  figures  expected  to  be 
realised  come  only  to  |ts.  ^2,000.  Let  me  remind  this  honourable 
House  that  for  the  whole  of  this  year  the  Eubber  Factory  has  been 
working  in  its  full  strength  almost.  For  1118  the  Financial  Secretary 
again  expects  Es.  50,000. 

Sugar  Factory.  In  1117  the  anticipated  income  was  Es.  40,700 
but  the  amount  realised  was  only  Es.  14,500.  Yet.  for  the  next  year 
also  the  Financial  Secretary  expects  the  same  Es.  40,700. 

P RESIDENT  :  That  is  because  we  shall  have  to  be  the  monopolists 
of  sugar  in  India,  now  that  Java  is  no  longer  in  Dutch  hands. 

SIR.  KANNANTHGDATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  Let  us  hope  for  the 
best,  Sir.  From  the  Pallivasal  Scheme  even  though  we  expected  a  big 
income  in  1116,  we  got  only  Es.  1'84  lakhs.  In  1117  though  we  bud¬ 
geted  for  Bs-  6-5  lakhs,  even  in  the  revised  estimates  the  amount  is 
only  Es.  1‘ 88  lakhs.  For  the  next  year  also  the  Financial  Secretary 
asks  us  to  believe  that  we  can  get  Es.  7'9  lakhs.  Probably  he  may 
ger  that  amount  according  to  hils  hopes.  But  my  forecast  is  that  we 
are  not  going  to  get  Es.  7’9  lakhs  promised  by  the  Financial  Secretary, 
because  of  the  international  situation  and  because  of  the  difficulty  of 
procuring  the  materials  necessary  to  put  the  Pallivasal  Scheme  to  the 
maximum  use. 

PRESIDENT:  That  does  not  depend  upon  it.  The  materials  that 
we  have  already  got  must  give  us  that  amount. 

IWR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  In  regard  to  the  Ceramic 
Factory,  though  hopes  were  held  out  from  1113  onwards,  every  year 
the  receipts  ended  in  a.  minus.  Next  year  also  the  Financial  Secretary 
expects  Es.  4'5  lakhs  from, this  concern.  From  ;past  experience  I  can 
assure  the  honourable  House  that  we  are  not  going  to  get  Es.  4’5 
lakhs  with  the  factory  under  the  present  management  and  conirol, '  So 
also  is  the  case  with  the  Transport  Department.  Next  year  he  has 
.provided  for.  Rb.  0'98  lakhs.  'Without  having  recourse  to  these  aids 
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,  the  Financial  Secretary  could  very  easily  have  balanced  the  budget  or 
*  produced  a  surplus  budget  by  applying  the  axe  of  retrenchment  to  the 
expenditure  that  is  soaring  up  unrestrained.  In  1116  we  spent 
Es.  103*28  lakhs  under  salaries  but  in  1118  it  is  proposed  to  spend 
Es.  107'58  lakhs  -  several  lakhs  in  excess  of  what  was  spent  in  11 16. 
Under  T.  A.  when  we  spent  Rs.  4.55  lakhs  in  1117  he  proposes  to  spent 
„  5'4  lakhs  in  1118.  Under  other  items,  the  expenditure  has  gone  up 
'  from  Rs.  154*92  lakhs  in  1117  to  Its.  177*26  lakhs  in  1118.  This  is 
the  way  he  has  applied  the  axe  of  retrenchment,  in  that  direction.  Even 
if  he  has  applied  it  in  a  place  or  two  places,  unfortunately  he  lias  not 
applied  it- at  the  right  place.  I  find  from  the  budget  that  when  for  the 
development  services  we  spend  Rs.  35*10  lakhs  in  1116,  the  present 
Financial  Secretary  proposes  to  spend  only  Rs.  28*48  lakhs  in  1117. 
That  is  a  reduction  of  Rs.  7  lakhs  under  development  services.  *3o  also 
Sir,  in  this  critical  inteinarional  situation,  in  these  unsettled  times 
we  are  still- having  the  old  house  rent  and  other  allowances  and  the 
continuance  of  -personal  pay  and  such  favours  granted  to  officers  in 
iiormal  times.  If  lie  could  have  avoided  these  payments  I  think  ho 
could  have  saved  at  least  5  or  6  lakhs  of  rupees  to  be  utilised  for  Nation 
■  Building  Schemes.  Inspit::  of  the  fact  that  the  Development  depart¬ 
ment  failed  to  prove  the  worthiness  of  iis  existence  the  Financial 
Secretary  still  wauts  to  continue  it  spending  10,000  year  after  year. 
So  also  with  the  chief  Inspectress  aDd  her  staff  under  the  Education 
Department  for  which  we  spend  15,000  every  year- 

Now,  Sir,  coming  to  the  question  of  my  adjournment  motion,  about 
the  supply  of  rice,  it  is  fortunate  that  this  State  began  controlling  the 
supply  and  distribution  of  rice  at  various  centres  in  the  State.  It  was 
ordered  early  enough  that  the  Division  Peishkars should  go  round,  take 
stock  of  the  rice  and  control  the  price  at  which  it  was  to  be  sold.  Prices 
were  also  fixed  later  on  by  notifications  issued  by  Government.  Govern? 
ment  also  issued  a  notification  that  people  who  stock  above  a  particular 
quantity  must  place  their  accounts  with  Government.  I  ask  you,  Sir, 
how  many  have  given  their  accounts  to  Government.  It  any  body  has 
given  such  an  account,  what  has  Government  done  to  take  the  surplus 
from  such  people  and  to  distribute  it  in  the  centres,  which  were  always 
complaining  of  paucity  of  rice  ?  Sir,  commenting  on  my  adjournment 
notion  you  yourself  said  that  it  was  the  fault  of  merchants  and  that 
they  were  ‘‘playing  fast  and  loose  with  Government,”  at  one  time  com¬ 
plaining  that  they  did  nut  have  stocks,  at  another  time  that,  they  do  not 
get  enough  trucks  to  bring  their  stocks  and  somehow  evading  to  dis¬ 
tribute  the  rice  at  the  notified  rates .  though  they  usually  hold  large 
stocks.  I  remember  that  some  food  control  committees  were  also  con¬ 
stituted.  I  know  of  one  instance  in  which  when  the  Divivision  Peish- 
kar;  Qoilon  decided  that  rice  shfluld  be  sold  on  a  particular  day  at  a 
particular  rate,  the  Merchant’s  Association  at  that  place  met  and  de¬ 
cided  that  rice  should  be  sold  at  some  other  price  which  was  different 
from  the  price  decided  by  the  District  Magistrate  and  the  District 
Magistrate  had  to  pocket  the  arrogance  of  these  merchants  and.  had  to 
put  up  with  it.  I  know  not  how  or  why  ? 
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PRESiDENT  :  Order,  order.  I  think  I  shall  now  take  the  liberty 
to  make  one  sta  emeat.  One  honourable  member  came  to  me  and 
pointed  out.  that  a  "'aipioular  merchant  was  selling  rice  at  a  rate  much 
higher  than  that  fixed  by  Government.  But  when  I  said  to  him  “will 
you  please  give  the  nnns  of  the  merchant  immediately  so  that  I  may 
give  instructions  to  the  Inspector  General  of  Police  to  have  that  man 
arrested  within  the  next  fifteen  minutes,"  he  said  he  would  prefer  not  to 
give  that  name-  If  the  honourable  member  can  give  the  name  of  that 
particular  merchant  I  shall  be  glad  ,o  have  it  so  that  I  can  take  action 
this  evenmg  or  tomorrow  morning.  The  whole  trouble  is  that  unless 
one  or  two  people  who  do  these  ac.ts  are  punished,  the  situation  will 
never  improve.  I  have  never  got  a  person  who  has  complained  of  a 
merchant  selling  at  a  rate  higher  than  the  rate  fixed  by  Government, 
to  give  the  name  if  the  merchant.  And  I  ask  honourable  members 
to  co-operate  with  Government,  because  if  one  or 'two  of  these  people 
are  locked  up  immediately  for  disobedience  of  Government  instructions, 
such  a  thing"  will  not  happen.  Otherwise  the  merchants  remain  con¬ 
fident  because  they  know  that  their  names  will  never,  be  disclosed, 

Mr.  KANNANTHOQATH  JANARDANAN  MAIR :  Sir,  there  is  one  un¬ 
fortunate  incident  at  Quilon  to  quote.  I  am  prepared  to  give  out  the 
name  and  the  incident.  Tread  in  the  paper  that  a -merchant  was  first 
prosecuted  aud  then  the  case  was  withdrawn.  His  name  is  Mr.  Srini¬ 
vasa  Pai.  It  pained  me  to  read  it  from  tfie  papers. 

PRESIDENT  :  That  case  was  a.  case  in.which  a  young  boy  of  sixteen 
was  put  in  charge  of  the  shop  and  he  used  either  wrong  measures  or 
did  something  of  the  kind.  He  stated  that  he  was  a  young  man  who 
had  just  come  out  from  College  and  that  he  was  not  aware  of  what  he 
was  doing.  He  apologised  to  Government  and  the  prosecution  was 
withdrawn  because  his  age  was  sixteen.  .1  am  only  saying  that  if  a  man 
who  knows  his  business  does  this  kind  of  expropriatory  and  wrong 
thing  and  if  that  is  brought  to  the  notice  of  Government,  action  will 
immediately  .be  taken, 

Ms.  KANNANTHODATH-  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  Sir,  so  the  impression  is 
gaining  ground  among  the  merchants  that  whatever  Government  may 
say,  hoyever  enthusiastic  they  may  show  themselves  to  be  to  take 
strong  action  against,  them,  Government  are  not  going  to  bring  them  to 
book. 

Now  I  come  to  a  personal  matter.  The  other  day  speaking  on 
the  Budget  you  said— in  ihe  speech  yon,  Sir,  made  at  the  Joint 
Sitting  two  d  tys  ago,  you  referred  to  an  unfortunate  .feature  and  said 
that  there  are  turbulent  and.  mischievous  elements  in  this  S.ate.  You, 

S  r,  also  said  .hat  those  elements  called  themselves  as  ‘Pro-Soviet  ’  or 
‘  Anti-Jap  ’  to  suit  occasions.  Yon  also  slid  tha they  adopted  any  colour 
they  liked.  Sir,  as  an  important  organiser  of  these  movements  I  may 
assure  you  S  r,  that  we  have  nos  the  least  intention  _  in  subverting  any 
^Government  <  Sort.  We  are  not  out  to  subvert  anybody.  We  are  out 
,  for  an  a  te  apt  for  a-refor;n — asocial  cultural,  economic  and  .political 
reform— of  the  whole  world. 
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PRESIDENT  :  I  am  very  glad  indeed  to  get  that  assurance  and  I 
may  thank  the  honourable  member  for  that  assurance. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  As  was  rightly  stressed 
by  you,  Sir,  there  will  be  difference  of  opinion  and  there  may  be  differ- 
ffice  in  methods.  But  all  our  goal  is  only  one  and  that  is  to  work  for 
the  paramount  interest  and  welfare  of  the  State.  In  pursuing  that 
ideal  we  are  actuated  by  our  conscience  to.  follow  a  certain  path  whether 
%  pays  us  or  not.  We  follow  a  path  which  according  to  us  is  a  right 
one,  In  the  pursuit  of  that  path,  that  ideal,  we  are  bold,  frank  and 
outspoken.  Sir,  we  do  not  want  to  make  this  platform  of  ours  a  cover 
for  any  agitation ;  you  who  have  kuown  us  for  some  time  know 
that  we  do  not  require  a  cover  if  we  want  so  start  one-  Sir,  we  are 
also  fighters  and  when  we  fight  we  do  not  hit  below  the  belt.  The  last 
attributes  myself  and  my  colleagues  want  are  cowardice  and  weakness. 
We  don’t  mind  any  abuse  being  showered  upon  us.  I  could  boldly  say 
that  in  every  one  of  my  efforts  whether  I  have  succeeded  or  not  I  have 
done  it  boldly  and  according  to  the  dictates  of  my  conscience.  We  all 
work  for  one  paramount  interest — the.  welfare  of  the- State. 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  Sir,  when  we  are  going  through  a  most 
critical  period  in  the  world’s  history  and  when  there  ia  hardship  and 
sobering  all  over  the  world,  it  is  highly  gratifying  to  note  that  our 
economic  position  is  as  sound  as  over  and  that  our  revenue  for  the 
current  year  is  expected  to  mount  up  to  Rs.  301*41  lakhs,  a  peak  point 
not  reached  so  far  in  the  history  of  .  the  State  and  second  only  fo  that  of 
,  Hyderabad  and  Mysore  among  Indian  States.  The  main  heads  under 
which  increased  revenues  are  expected  are  those  which  have  caused -the 
least  hardship  on  the  masses  of  the  people.  On  the  expenditure  side  it 
is  estimated  that  the  actual  expenditure  .at  the  close  of  the  year  will 
stand  only  at  Its.  277*08  lakhs  and  we  are  assured  that  this  has  bean 
.  made  possible  by  the  exercise  of  economy  in  all  possible  directions. 
The  year  is  expected  to  close  with  a  Revenue  Surplus  of  Rs.  24*32  lakhs 
against  that  of  Rs.  1*5  iakhs  anticipated  in  the  original  estimate. 

Coming  to  next  year’s  budget  estimates,  the  Revenue  anticipated 
is  Rs.  11*19  lakhs  less  than  the  revised  estimate  for  the  current  year 
and  the  programme  of  expenditure  is  Rs.  8*04  lakhs  in  excess  of  the 
revised  estimates.  But  even  in  that  case  we  will  have  a  surplus  of 
'  Rs.  6*09  lakhs.  The  estimates  have  been  made  on  a  moderate 
scale  making  provisions  for  all  contingencies  and  unexpected  variations. 
The  list  of  items  under  which  Revenue  is  expected  to  fall  is  indeed  a 
long  one.  But  this  need  not  dishearten  us.  There  are  other  items 
under  which  Revenues  are  expected  to  rise  and  what  is  to  be  borne  in 
mind  particularly  is  that  these  are  war  items  and  we  are  at  a  war  time 
budget  and  any  extravagaut*anticipations  on  our  Revenues  will  be  futile 
and  hence  we  have  to  cut  our  expenses  -.  accordingly.  ■  We  find  that 
scrupulous  care  has  been  given  to  see  that  the  poor  man  is  spared.  To 
make  up  the  deficiency  in  revenues  without,  increasing  the  burden  of 
taxation  on  the  poor,  the  cess  on  Rubber  is  proposed  to  be  increased. 
This  is  a  welcome  sign.  Similarly  imposition  of  export  duty  on  timber 
would  n*ot  be  a  burden  on  the  masses  of  the  people. 
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Now,  going  through  the  Budget,  one  finds  that  items  intended  to 
give  a  fillip  to  various  branches  of  Administration  and  also  to  add  to  the 
well-being  of  the  general  public  have  been  provided  for.  Similarly  the 
special  provision  for  grant  of  dearness  allowance  of  Be.  1  per  mensem 
to  low  paid  subordinates  is  praiseworthy.  But  after  all  is  said,  one 
doubts  whether  enough  has  been  done  to  alleviate  the  present  econo¬ 
mic  distress  to  the  full.  What  are  the  main  problems  that  confront 
the  masses  of  the  people  ?  They  are  the  problems  of  food  and  clothing. 
Even  in  normal  times  we  had  to  depend  upon  Other  countries  for  these 
two  primary  needs.  But  now  that  those  sources  are  practically  cut  off, 
it  is  up  to  us  to  strive  and  see  whether  we  can  make  ourselves  self-sup¬ 
porting  in  these  matters.  True,  Government  have  earnestly  set  upon 
the  task  Bui  there  are  very  many  difficulties  on  the  way.  First  of  all 
there  must  be  a  definite  well-planned  scheme  pivoted  by  Government 
and  then  there  must  be  the  funds  and  the  lands,  and  above  all  effective 
propaganda  among  people  so  as  to  ‘‘  enthuse  ”  them  in  this  most  vital 
national  aspect  of  our  life.  I  think  if  we  work  on  these  lines  We  can 
solve  the  food  problem  in  a.  speedier  time  than  most  people  would 
think.  So  also  the  question  of  clothing.  In  speaking  of  the  question 
of  food,  I  may  refer  to  the  situation  that  has  arisen  in  Quilon  recently 
due  to  the  abrupt  stoppage  of  rice  supply  and  the  consequent  hardship 
to  the  people  about  which  I  had  given  notice  of  an  adjournment  motion 
yesterday .  The  position  is  almost  like  this.  The  authorities  in  Quilon 
asked  for  statements  and  invoices  of  merchants,  which  the  merchants 
though  at  a  belated  time  produced  and  the  authorities  after-,  going 
through  the  accounts  ordered -that  rice  should  be.  sola  at  the  price  fixed, 
to  which  merchants  took  objection  and  they  closed  down  the  shops. 
Thus  the  shops  remained  closed  for  about  a  week  .with  the  consequent 
miseries  to  people  not  only  of  Quilon  but  of  adjoining  taluks.  I  doubt 
whether  the  situation  has  cleared  even,  at  present.  (Similarly  there  is 
a  wide  spread  outcry  that  during  this  Onam  Season  when  weavers  axe 
to  remain  day  and  night  at  their  looms,  they  are  not)  in  a  position  to  get 
the  amount  of  yarn  that  eaph  one  .  is  entitled  to  get  as  per  his  ration 
<•  oard.  I  have  referred  to  these  facts  to  show .  hoW  the  best  intentions 
of  Government  can  be  frustrated  or  can  even,,  become  futile  at  a  time 
like  this  when  things  are  very  easy  to  get  unsettled.  So  naturally  we 
wi'l  have  to.  give  our  best  attention  both  to  the  effective  production  as 
well  as  to  the  effective  and  well  halanced  distribution  of  essential  com¬ 
modities. 

■  Again  we  have  to  take  stock  of  the  advantages  deriving  to  our 
indigenous  industries  and  our  agricultural  products  from  the  war 
situation  and  make  all  efforts  to  a  speedy  and  all  round  development  of 
the  same.  .  Again  the  question  of  secondary  education  is  a  matter  in 
which  the  ordinary  man  finds  himself  in  a  fix.  He  cannot  afford  to 
lose  it.  I  would  strongly  plead  for  a  general  and  substantial  reduction 
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A  word  about  the  Public  Services  of  the  State.  The  Public  Service 
Department  has  been  found  to,  be  useful,  and  it  lias  done  considerable 
justice  to  the  und'er-represented  communities  so  far  as  the  Lower 
division  is  concerned.  But  so  far  as  the  direct  appointments  to  tile 
Higher  Division  of  the  Public  Service  of  the  State  are  concerned,  she 
Ezhava  Community,  for  example  is  in  a  state  of  acute  under  representa¬ 
tion.  I  do  not  propose  to  go  into  details  at,  present.  Again, the  number  of 
Departments  exempted  and  the  Government  notifications  from  time  to 
time  exempting  certain  classes  of  candidates  and  other .  alterations 
made,  have  all  worked  great  hardship  to  the  Ezhava  Community. 
Even  in  the  matter,  of  admission  to  the' Engineering  and  other  Colleges 
there  is  considerable  hardship.  It  is  hoped  Sir,  that,  these  grievances 
will  be  remedied  as  speedily  as  possible. 

Ur.  K0TTAL1L  P.  ABRAHAM  :  Sir,  ours  is  a  prosperity  budget  with 
a  surplus  of  Its.  5.01}  lakhs  and  the  Financial  Secretary  is  to  be  con¬ 
gratulated  for  his  rather  short  but  quite  intelligible  speech  in  present¬ 
ing  such  a  budget.  The  Financial  Secretary  .concludes  his  speech 
thus : — 

“  We  will  than  have  a*  the  tmtl  of  noxt  year  a  oanh  balanca  of  more  than 
Ha,  60  lakhs,  short  term  ilupoaits  iu  liauk  t»  the  extent  of  Ha.  50.45  lakhs 
bosiilos  other  safe  and  fluid  investments  amounting  to  more  than  2  or»roB 
of  rupees.  The  cash  position  will  therefore  be  as  strong  as  over  and 
there  will  bo  no  necessity  to  roaort,  tn  any  borrowing  during  the  current 

r  year  or  the  naxt’V 

It  is  extremely  gratifying  to  learn  that  the  financial  position  of 
our  State  is  absolutely  stable  and  indeed  very  satisfactory.  Regarding 
the  revenue  for  the  current  year,  wo  find  that  a  revenue  of  Ks.  301.41 
lakhs  could  bo  realised,-  a  figure  which  is  the  highest  so  far  reached — 
a  figure  which,  I  now  remember,  was  anticipated  by  the  Dewan 
about  fivo  years  back.  How  happy  it  is  to  find  that  by  the  time 
he  is  to  depart,  though  only  for  the  time  being  from  the  State,  ho 
has  been  able  to  see  the  realisation  of  his  anticipated  amount,  which  he 
made  deliberate  efforts  to  secure- 

As  for  the  budget  for  1.118,  it  is  _  properly  described  as  a  War. 
budget,  indicating  thereby  that  it  is  subject  to  ail  the  uncertainties  that 
may  happen  daring  a  war  time.  A  peak  point  in  our  revenues  has 
been  reached,  Sir,  under  your  able  guidance  and  supervision,  and  we 
fool  nervous  about  the  future  without  your  direct  and  immediate 
supervision.  Any'how  when  we  think  of  the  offer  made  by  His 
Gracious  Highness  the  Maharaja  to  place  at  the  disposal  of  the  Allies 
all  the  resources  of  the  State,  we  feel  that  by  giving  you  to  the  services 
in  the  Executive  Council  of  His  Excellency  the  Viceroy,  Travancore 
is  giving  her  very  best,  making  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  present 
fateful  struggle,  which  contribution  is  more  valuable  than  that  in 
money  or  in  man  power.  I  am  reminded  in  this  connection,  Sir  of  the 
well-known  Biblical  story  of  Abraham  and  Isaac,  where  a  father, 
true  and  faithful  to  God,  never  hesitated  to  sacriifice  his  only  beloved 
son Id  obedience  to  such  a  demand. 
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Coming  to  the  Budget,  it  has  to  be  noted  with  satisfaction  that 
the  additional  taxation  which  is  proposed  does  not  affect  people  who 
are  unable  to  pay.  It  affects  only  those  who  are  really  able  to  pay. 
The  export  duty  on  rubber  is  proposed  to  be  increased  to  Rs.  It  per 
cwt.  I  learn  that  t  he  duty  on  rubber  in  Ceylon  is  about  8£  Rs.  uer 
cwt.  The  other  proposed  duty  is  on  the  export  of  timber  and  tnp 
only  in  case  of  exceptional  necessity.  That  is  what  is  said  by  the 
Financial  Secretary.  In  that  respect  also,  no  complaint .  has*'  to  be 
made.  . 

War  conditions  have  been  scrupulously  kept  in  view  in  the  prepara- . 
tion  of  the  budget.  A  dearness  allowance  of  Re.  1  per  mensem  is 
allowed  to  the  subordinates  of  the  public  service  drawing  less  than 
Bs.  15.  That  is  provided  for  in  the  budget-  Indeed  it  is  satisfactory 
to  the  extent  it  goes.  But  to  my  mind  that  amount  is  not  at  all 
'adequate.  The  allowance  has  to  be  increased  to  Rs.  2  per  mensem  to 
public  servants  who  draw  Rs.  25  and  less.  Yesterday,  you,  Sir, 
compared  the  pay  of  the  clerks  in  Travancore  and  Mysore.  It  was 
stated  that  the  lowest  pay  of  clerks  in  Travancore  is  Rs.  20,  while  it 
was  Rs.  25  in  Mysore.  In  Mysore,  the  dearness  allowance  is  extended, 
to  salaries  up  to  Rs.  25.  It  is  on  that  basis  that  I  make  .  the  sugges¬ 
tion  to  include  those  who  get  Rs.  25  and  below  in  this  category.  The 
present  increase  in  price  per  bag  of  rice  is  also  more  than  Rs*  2.  It  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  there  is  provision  for  distress  relief  to  the  extent 
of  Rs.  one  lakh.  Besides,  for  the  annual  investment  for  the  help  of 
the  distressed  another  lakh  is  set  apart  as  was  decided  in  the  previous 
year.  It  was  decided  last  year  to  set  apart  about  a  lakh  of  rupees  every 
year  from  the  surplus  in  aid  of  the  distress  relief  fund. 

As  has  been  stated  by  several  of  my  -predecessors,  the  most 
important  problem  is  that  of  food.  I  am  glad  to  see  that  Government 
have  made  arrangements  to  secure  the  necessary  quantity  of  rice  for 
the  people  of  the  State.  In  this  connection  what  I  have  to  remind  the 
Government  is  that  the  supply  of  rice. by  rail  from  outside  Travancore 
should  be  so  arranged  as  to  be,  distributed  -via  Alwaye  aisto  as  it  is  done 
via  Qailon,  If  iv  is  possible  to  supply  rice  through  Quilon,  it  is  equally 
possible  to  bring  rice  through  Alwaye  also  because  in  both  places  th& 
transport  is  by  rail. 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  fi.  PARABESWARAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  may  I  inform 
the  honourable  member  that  35,000  bags  of  rice,  coming  by  rail  are 
destined  for  Alwaye  and  the  Kunnathnad  taluk  up  to  Kottayam  ?  ‘,l 

WR.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  lam  thankful  for  that,  Sir. 

Then  a  word  about  the  increasing 'of  food  crops  in  the  country. 
Intensive  method  of  cultivation  was  referred  to  here.  As  regards 
intensive  cultivation  several  methods  have  been  suggested;  forex- 
tensive  cultivation  throwing  open  of  the  forest  swampy  areas  and  grassy 
lands,  as  well  as  forest  lands  covered  up  with  reeds  (s2,<o«o)  will  ,be 
expedient. 
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PRESIDENT  i  The  honourable  member  has  only  two  minutes; 
more.  j 

Hr.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM:  It  was  said  that  tapioca  cultivation1 
is  to  be  encouraged.  One  who  travels  from  Parur  to  Trivandrum  will 
see  on  both  sides  of  the  road  plenty  of  tapioca  plantations.  To  supple- - 
ment  the  tapioca  and  to  make  it  a  nutritious  food  some  arrangements  i 
must  be  made  to  take  the  fish  from  our  coastal  regions  conveniently  to 
the  rural  and  interior  areas.  •  j 

About  the  Medical  Department-,  I  have  to  make  one  suggestion. 

I  had  brought  in -an  adjournment  motion  yesterday  about  the  numerous  : 
deaths  now  occurring  on  the  Munuar-Kothamangalam  road  uf  coolies; 
in  Kallar  and  adjoining  places,  There  are  cardamom  estates  in  those  j 
hilly  places  and  coolies  in  large  nnmhers  go  and  work  there.  They  invari* 
ably  and  frequently  get-malaria  and  are  forced  to  walk  out  of  the  estates 
with  the  fever  and  die  in  numbers  on  the  road  side.  I  am  glad  to  find 
that  provision  is  made  next  year  for  starting  a  dispensary  ait  Kallar 
next  year.  But  the  present  and  existing  troubles  have  to  be  attended 
to  forthwith. 

PRESIDENT  :  Has  any  investigation  been  made  about  this  ? 

MR.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM:  My  appeal  is  that  an  investigation 
should  be  made  in  the  first  pl-ace.  I  may  however  suggest  certain 
remedies  also.  Immediately  some  quinine  should  be  supplied  to  the 
coolies  of  these  estates.  Then  people  who  die  on  the  iroad  side  must  be 
attended  to.  Some  arrangements,  for  example,  some’  ambulance  cars 
must  be  provided  foi.  No  body  is  willing  to  attend  to  those  people  who 
die  on  the  road  side  because  of  the  fear  of  the'Police.  Some  arrange¬ 
ments  are  made  by  the  Proverthicars  to  remove  the  dead  bodies.  But 
they  complain  that  no  adequate  amount  is  given  to  them  for  the 
purpose.  The  motor-bus  drivers  who  come  by  the  way  are  also  not  in 
a  position  to  give  any  help  because  of  the  objection  from  the  passengers, 
and  also  because  of  the  possible  inconvenience  from  and  fear  of  the 
Police.  It  is  sometimes  thought  and  said  that  it  is  on  account  of 
cruelty  and  starvation  that  those  things  are  happening.  My  submis¬ 
sion  is  that  due  investigation  has  to  be  conducted  by  a  special  officer  or 
a  special  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose, 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:'  May  I  know  the 
number  of  coolies  who  have  died  on  the  roads  last  month  ? 

Mr.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  My  information  is  that  it  is 
about  50.  ' 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAi :  May  I  know  .whether 
the  member  has  made  any  personal  enquiries  into  the  matter? 

Mr.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  Yes,  I  have. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  May  I  know  the  result 
of  that  enquiry  ? 

.  MR.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  That  is  what  I  have  already 
stated.

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANURASisKKARAM  i  Yes,  that  is  the  proposal,  because 
we  are  getting  down  from  Bombay  another  highly  qualified  Director  of 
Yogic  Culture  and  the  present  Director  is  therefore  being  sent  to  the 
High  School  classes. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  think  it  is  better  to  make  this  matter  clear.  This 
system  of  exercise  depends  upon  very  careful  physical  examination. 
Every  student  is  not  equally  fit  f  or  it.  Unless  actual  medical  exami¬ 
nation  is  conducted,  you  cannot  know  whether  a,  particular  person  is 
fit  for  this  course.  If  a  person  who  is  not  fit  for  it  embarks  upon  it 
certain  physical  harm  may  possibly  reSolfc.  Added  to  it,  as  there  is  no 
general  acquaintance  with  the  results  and  benefits  derived  from  this 
kind  of  exercise,  which  has  been  out  of  use  in  India  for  many  decades, 
it  has  been  considered  necessary  that  the  best  possible  precautions  and 
equipment  should  be  insisted  on.  There  is  a  fine  institution  in  Bombay 
•where  medical  graduates  are  taking  part  in  the  practical  and  theore¬ 
tical  study  of  yogic  culture.  Every  student  who  undertakes  this  course 
is  examined  medically  before  the  exercise  and  after  the  exercise.  Perio¬ 
dically,  there  takes  place  further  medical  examination  in  respect  of 
blood  pressure,  the  response  of  the  lungs,  the  response  of  the  various 
muscles  These  results  are  recorded  and  registers  are  maintained  so 
that  it  might  be  seen  what  good  results  from  this  kind  of  exercise 
week  after  week  and  month  after  month.  Such  an.  institution,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Bombay  Government  has  been  going  on  for  10  or  15 
years  and  the  results  have  been  very  hopeful.  They  l^ave  turned  out 
hundreds  of  men  and  women,  some  of  whom  have  been  cared  of  chronic 
ailments,  such  as,  dyspepsia  and.  other  stomach  and  intestinal  com¬ 


plaints  by  resorting  to  these  exercises  in  preference  to  ordinary  medical 
treatment.  On  that  basis  she  experiment  has  been  going  on  for  many 
years.  The  head  of  the  institution  came  here  and  he  was  invited  to 
send  somebody  who  might  supervise  the  exercise  and  keep  a  record 
and  to  tram  teachers.  Bor  2  years  a  person  has  been  deputed  to 
Trivandrum,  and  the  present  Director  of  Physical  Culture  will  do 
*he,  Educatjon  Department  in  selected*  High  Schools  and 
Middle  Schools  m  the  State.  That  is  the  real  history  of  the  matter,

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GENERAL  DISCUSSION  OF  THE  BUDGET. 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  The  honourable  member  who  was  on 
the  list  has  told  us  by  telephone  that  he  is  unavoidably  detained  but  he 
expects  to  be  here  in'  two  hours.  So  I  should  call  upon  Mr.  Dominic 
Joseph. 

MR.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  (Yaikom  cum  Kottayam) :  Sir,  it  is  always 
pleasant  to  be'  told  ■  that  your  actual  income  is  much  more  than 
what  was  anticipated,  your  expenditure  is  much  less  than  what 
was  expected  and  that  you  have  a  good  round  sum  to  your 
credit.  It  was  such  a  feeling  that  I  felt  when  listening  to  the 
Financial  Secretary’s  speech.  The  actual  income  for  the  year  exceeds  / 
by  Bs-  20  lakhs  of  the  anticipated  income  and  the  actual  expendi¬ 
ture  for  the  year  is  expected  to  be  less  by  Bs.  2  lakhs.  The 
outcome  is  that  the  record  income  of  over  3  crores  has  been 
reached  during  the  curent  year.  Also  after  a  series  of  deficit  years 
beginning  from  1109  with  exceptions  in  the  years  1112  and  1116,  this 
year  is  expected  to  have  over  Bs.  24  lakhs  as  surplus  over  expenditure. 
This  is  the  highest  surplus  on  record  in  the  history  of  Travancore 
finances  during  the  last  25  years,  except  for  the  year  1102  which. had 
over  Bs.  27  lakhs  as  surplus  to  its  credit.  The  present  administration 
deserves  credit  for  the  scrupulous  care  with  which  the  resources  of  the 
country  have  been  husbanded  and  also  the  economy  with  which  the 
income  has  been  expended  for  the  several  activities  of  the  country. 
Sir,  the  chief  problem  that  confronts  the  country  to-day  is  the  question 
of  food  supply.  In  this  connection  two  considerations  have  to  be  borne 
in  mind.  The  first  is  that  we  are  importing  as  much  paddy  as,  is  pro¬ 
duced  here.  The  second  is  that  there  has  been  a  steady  diminution  in 
the  extent  of  paddy  cultivation  in  Travancore.  The  statistics  for  the 
year  1116  will  show  that  the  extent  of  paddy  cultivation  is  less  by 
10,000  acres  than  what  is  given  by  the  Agricultural  Director  in  the 
Administration  Report  of  his  department  for  the  year  1116.  That  is 
a  minor  matter.  But  it  will  be  noted  that  the  present  extent  of  paddy 
cultivation  itself  is  less  by  70,000  acres  of  what  Travancore  had  some 
ten  years  ago.  These  two  facts  are  disquieting  and  it  must  cause  con¬ 
cern  to  all  thinking  people.  It  is  gratifying  to  learn  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  has  made  arrangements  to  transport  a  substantial  quota  of  rice 
from  British  India.  It  is  well  to  consider  at  this  time  certain  other- 
facts.  India,  taken  as  a  whole,  is  not  self-sufficient  in  the  matter  of 
paddy.  It  is  estimated  by  Mr.  Sirkar,  the  member  in  charge  of  the 
portfolio  in  the  Government  of  India  that  for  1942,  there  will  be  a  net 
deficit  of  2,100,000  tons  in  India  although  the  normal  deficit  is 
1,400,000  tons.  The  Madras  Presidency  is  not  self-sufficient  in  the 
matter  of  paddy  either.  Madras  used  to  import  annually  rice  worth 
Bs .  5  crores.  That  is  about  a  fifth  of  the  total  consumption  there. 
Along  with  this,  we  have  to  consider  the  commitments  in  the  matter 
of  paddy ’that  the  India  Government  has  taken  on  itself.  Besides  the 
obligation  to  feed  its  large  fighting  forces  in  and  outside,  it  has  taken 
upon  the  burden  of  supplying  rice  to  Ceylon  also.  Ceylon,  like  Tra- 
yancore  uaed  to  import  rice  and  paddy  from  Burma  aDd  Siam.  In  1937, 
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Ceylon  imported  Es.  5  crores  7  lakhs  worth  of  rice.  I  am  giving  these 
facts  and  figures  to  show  that  the  British  Indian  supply  that. has  now 
been  arranged  should  be  deemed  to  be  a  temporary  arrangement  and 
that  for  permanent,  adequate  supply,  we  should  depend  upon  our  own 
country,  that  we  should  devote  all  our  energies  and  ail  our  attention 
to  make  this  State  self-sufficient.  Sir,  you  have  not  been  letting  slip 
any  opportunity  to  impress  upon  the  people  the  gravity  of  the  situation 
and  the  duty  of  the  people  at  this  juncture.  But  I  respectfully  ask 
whether  there  is  a  co-ordinated  effort,  organisation  or  plan  to  carry 
this  message  of  yours  to  the  people  in  the  countryside.  I  also  ask 
whether  there  is  a  vigorous  country-wide  propaganda  undertaken  for 
this  purpose  ;  whether  additional  lands  have  been  made  available  to 
the  use  of  the  people  for  additional  cultivation  ;•  whether  any  induce¬ 
ments  have  been  offered  to  people  to  grow  more  food  as  is  done. in 
Madras,  Mysore  and  Cochin  ?  In  Mysore  and  Madras,  it  is  reported, 
that  lands  have  been  granted  on  a  five-year  lease,  with  no  assessment 
for  the  first  two  years,  with  half  assessment  for  the  next  two  years 
and  with  full  assessment  for  the  fifth  year  and  also  loans  at  the  rate 
of  Es.  10  for  wet  lands  and  Rs.  5  for  dry  lands  are  arranged  to  be 
given.  In  Cochin,  we  hear  that  a  separate  department  has  been 
established  for  the  purpose  of  food  production  and  that  a  Food  Produc¬ 
tion  Commissioner  with  extensive' powers  is  at  its  head. 

PRESIDENT:  I  should  be  glad  to  know  what  powers  are  to  be 
conferred.  Will  the  honourable  member  kindly  explain.  I  would  like 
to  know. 

.MR.  K.  DOMIC  JOSEPH':  in  Travancore,  it  would  be  noted  that  the 
powers  for  the  improvement  in  the  production  of  food-stuffs  is 
scattered  in  the  heads  of  various  departments.  By  the  appointment  of 
a  single  department  with  a  man  at  its  head,  all  these  powers  can  be 
co-ordinated  in  one  man. 

PRESIDENT  :  In  other  words,  he'  will  exercise  the  powers  of  the 
Conservator  of  Forests,'  of  a  Police  Inspector,  of  the  Director  of  Agri¬ 
culture  and  of  the  Director  of  Industries.  All  these  officers  will  keep 
quiet  until  this  gentleman  does  his  work.  Is  that  the  idea  ?  I  want 
to  know  more  of  this  co-ordination  business  because  I  am  practically 
interested. 

Mr.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  If  a  single  officer  with  extensive  powers 
and  advised  by  the  respective  heads  of  departments,  such  as  Forests, 
Agriculture  and  Industries  is  appointed,  that  may  solve  the  difficulty. 

PRESIDENT  :  That,  I  think,  is  the  function  of  the  gentleman  who 
calls  himself  the  head  of  the  Administration. 

Mr.  K,  DOMINIC  JOSEPH:  The  head  of  the.  administration  will  be 
concerned  with  various  other  matters. 

PRESIDENT ;  But  this  is  most  important.  If  the  head  Of  the 
Administration  is  not  to  do  it,  then  he  is  unfit  to  be  in  that  place  for 
five  minutes.  Is  this  officer  to  have  powers  similar  to  those  of  the 
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[President.] 

head  of  the  Administration,  or  superior  to  those  of  the  head  of  the 
Administration,  I  mean,  this  gentleman  who  is  to  co-ordinate  the 
functions  done  in  the  Land  Revenue,  Industries  and  similar  depart¬ 
ments. 

Mr.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  My  purpose  was  to  show  that  there  should 
be  a  full  time  officer  for  executing  the  general  policy  that  is  laid 
down. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  may  say  at  once  that  this  Government  is  strongly 
opposed  to  any  attempt  to  bring  into  existence  an  officer  who  will  be  a 
fifth  wheel  in  the  coach  and  I  may  mention  that  it  will  only  retard 
food  production  in  the  country  rather  than  facilitate  the  activities  of 
this  GavernmeDt. 

MB.  K,  DOMINIC  JOSEPH;  My  suggestion  is— 

PRESIDENT  :  I  should  oppose  any  suoh  scheme  not  only  here  but 
anywhere  else. 

Mr.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  Sir,  my  suggestion  is  this.  There  is  the 
Economic  Development  Board  in  which  the  Conservator  of  Forests, 
the  Director  of  Agriculture  and  an  economic  expert  in  the  person  of  the 
Education  Director,  who  is  also  the  President  of  the  Board,  are 
members.  I  suggest  that  that  Board  should  be  asked  to  chalk  out  a 
plan  for  the  purpose  of  advancing  the  food  production  and  that  the 
programme  thus  chalked  out  should  be  given  all  the  encouragement  by 
the  Government. 

Now  to  show  how  slow  we  are  moving  in  this  matter,  I  will  give 
an  illustration.  More  than  3  years  ago  :  about  700  acres,  the  major 
portion  consisting  of  swampy  areas  fit  for  paddy  and  the  rest  grass  lands, 
were  disafforested,  for  the  purpose  of  cultivation,  in  the  Vandenmettu 
pakuthy  in  the  Peermade  taluk.  Even  to-day  these  lands  have  not 
been  made  available  for  cultivation.  Let  the  Government  give  these 
lands  on  lease,  or  by  registry  or  by  auction  as  the  Government  deems 
best.  The  most  important  thing  is  that  these  lands  should  be  culti¬ 
vated  with  paddy  with  the  least  delay.  Now  I  submit  that  this  un¬ 
pardonable  delay  at  this  critical  juncture  bespeaks  the  fetters  of  the  red 
tape  and  the  absence  of  a  co-ordinating  agency  to  carry  out  the 
scheme.  I  have  given  my  suggestions  with  regard  to  the  functions 
that  should  be  carried  nut. 

PRESIDENT  ;  Order,  order.  I  understand,  from  the  Conservator 
of  Forests  that  that  plot  of.  ground  has  been  disafforested  and  it  is  for 
people  to  settle  down  there  and  cultivate.  I  told  this,  on  a  similar 
occasion. 

MR.  K*  DOMINIC  JOSEPH*  Sir,  while  at'the  question  of  Agriculture 
I  will  request  the  Government  to  take  early  action  for  the  cultivation 
of  -Ghinchona  in  Travancore.  There  is  widespread  Malaria  in  this 
country  and  there  is  going  to  be  a  great  scarcity  for  quinine,  if  it  has 
not  already  arisen.  The  Public  Health  Director  will  bear  out  this  fact 
that  there  has  been  a  phenomenal  rise  of  malarial  attack  this  year  in 
the  Devicolam  and  Peermade  taluks  and  the  eastern  pakuthies  of 
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Changanacherry,  Meenachil  and  Thodupuzha.  Several  cases  have 
proved  fatal  and  it  is  reported  that  there  is  no  quinine  supply  in  the 
dispensaries  and  hospitals  of  the  locality.  The  Mysore  Government 
have  already  started  a  plantation  of  2000  acres. 

PRESIDENT  :  It  will  take  8  years  to  get  the  fruits  out  of  them. 

Mr.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH :  Yes,  Sir.  This  Government  also,  I 
suggest,  will  as  a  result  of  a  long-range  policy,  embark  on  cultivation 
of  chinchona  in  Travancore, 

PRESIDENT:  I  think  the  position  must  be  made  clear.  This  is  a 
matter  of  great  importance  and  I  fully  appreciate  the  anxieties  of  the 
honourable  members  in  that  matter.  There  were  chinchona  planta¬ 
tions  in  Travancore.  There  is  a  considerable  number  of  chinchona 
estates  in  Neduvantanam  in  Nilgiris  District.  Java  produces  the 
largest  amount  of  quinine  in  the  world  and  Java  quinine  plantations 
were  held  on  an  international  status  and  they  were  owned  by  great 
syndicates.  The  Government-  of  India  made  up  their  minds  that  it  was 
much  better  to  buy  chinchona  cheap  from  the  Java  market  about  whose 
future  there  was  no  doubt  entertained  rather  than  encourage  quinine 
elsewhere.  In  pursuance  of  that  policy  large  stocks  were  taken  from  Java 
and  contracts  were  entered  into  extending  over  a  large  number  of  years 
to  purchase  from  Java.  As  people  found  that  it  would  not  -pay 
to  grow  quinine  here  because  of  the  commitments  of  British 
India  with  Java,  the  persons  who  wanted  to  grow  Java  quinine 
gave  up  that  idea  and  the  plantations  in  existence  were  given  up. 
Even  now  if  we  pass  through  certain  places  we  can  see  chinchona 
trees  on  the  way  which  are  relics  of  the  old ‘‘plantations.  That  was 
given  up  deliberately  by  the  people  because  they  could  not  compete 
with  Java.  And,  Java  is  now  in  enemy  hands.  The  Government  of 
India  are  considering  the  position  with  regard  to  the  formulation  of  a 
long-  term  policy  for  the  purpose  of  making  themselves  self-sufficient 
in  this  commodity.  For  -the  intervening  period,  the  policy  pursued  in 
the  past  cannot  but  have  its  full  repercussions. 

Mr.  S.  KRISHNA  IYER  :  May  I  inform  the  member  that  some  area 
in  Peermade  taluk  has  been  brought  under  chinchona  cultivation  very 
recently. 

Mr.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH ;  I  thank  the  member  for  that  informa¬ 
tion.  Sir,  the  recent  Quinine  Conference  at  Delhi  resolved  to  extend 
its  chinchona  plantations.  The  expert  Mr.  Wilson  appointed  by  the 
Imperial  Council  of  Agricultural  Research  has  already  submitted  a 
report  that  there  are  in  Travancore  suitable  lands  in  plenty  fit  for 
chinchona. 

PRESIDENT:  At  present  in  the  Laboratories  of  America  and 
Europe  experiments  are  conducted  to  find  out  a  substitute  for  quinine. 
A  synthetic  product  is  procured  from  such  experiments.  If  that 
experiment  succeeds,  we  may  , not  require  quinine  in  future. 
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' Mr.  X.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH-;  Therefore  my  point  is  this.  The 
Expert  has  reported  that  there  are  suitable  lands  in  Travancore  fit  for 
chinehona  cultivation.  It  must  be  attempted.  Considering  that  this 
State  is  always  susceptible  to  the  attack  of  Malaria  the  production  of 
quinine  is  as  lunch  a  national  necessity  as  the  production  of  paddy.. 

Now  I  will  make  a  few  observations  about  our  commercial  services, 
the  Transport  and  the  Ceramic  Departments-  Year  after  year  hopes 
were  held  out  of  their  manifold  possibilities,  and  the  good  profits  that 
wer£  expected  out  of  them.  Year  after  year  these  hopes  have  failed  fo 
materialise.  The  Transport  system  running  as  it  does  as  a  monopoly 
service  and  the  Ceramic  Factory  with  its  unlimited  supply  of  the  best 
china  clay  and  with  its  large  number  of  war  orders,  should  fare  as 
they  do,  requires  more  convincing  explanation  than  what  has  been 
offered. 

The  Financial  Secretary  says  that  the  working  of  the  Transport 
Department,  as  seen  from  the  Government  accounts,  has  resulted  in  a 
net  loss  in  all  the  past  years  except  during  1113,  the  year  of  its  com¬ 
mencement.  In  1113,  the  net  profit  was  ‘23  lakh.  According  to 
him  a  net  return  of  1'64  lakhs  on  the  investment  after  providing  for 
depreciation,  etc.,  is  expected  to  be  realised  this  year.  But  these  facts 
cannot  be  reconciled  with  his  subsequent  statement  wherein  he  says 
“Even  according  to  the  Government  accounts  the  profits  up  to  the  end 
of  the  current  year  are  expected  to  stand  about  3T4  lakhs-  The  profits 
for  1113  and  the  current  year  can  together  make  only  lr87  lakhs  and 
not  3-14  lakhs.  That  point  requires  explanation. 

MR.  A.  LAKSHMINARAYANA  AIYAR :  Sir,  may  I  explain.  In  the 
original  account  interest  charges  have  been  included' and  in  the  latter 
figures  interest  charges  have  been  excluded. 

Mr.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  I  do  not  know  whether  it  is  the  correct 
principle  that  in  calculating  net  profits  interest  charges  should  be 
deducted  at  one  time  and  should  not  bo  deducted  at  anorher  time. 
That  appears  to  be  not  the  correct  procedure. 

Further  the  receipts  and  expenditure 'Statement  given  on  page  197 
of  the  Administration  Report  for  1116  and  tho  Receipts  and  tixpendi- 
ture  Statement  given  as  Appendix  A  in  the  Administration  Report  of 
the  Transport  Department  gives  diverse  figures.  While  the  one  shows 
loss,  the  other  shows  gain.  The  answer  from  this  Government  side 
will  bo  that  accounts  are  kept  on  a  different  basis.  Whatever  may  be 
the  system  of  accounts  followed,  it  passes  one’s  comprehension  how  the 
amounts  under  Passenger  fares  and  Transport  of  goods  by  lorries  can 
vary.  These  and  other  heads  show  substantial  variations.  This  also 
requires  explanation. 

lathis  connection  I  would  make  another  suggestion.  There  arc 
Advisory  Committees  Established  by  the  Government  consisting  of 
members  of  the  Legislatures,  for  3  of  the  Major  Departments  ;  viz., 
Transport,  Public  Works  and  Public  Service. 
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Apart  from  random  statements  contained  in  the  Administration 
Reports  of  the  Departments  that  the  Committee  met  so  many  times  a 
year  and  the  usual  complimentary  reference  to  their  work  this  House 
does  not  know  how  the  Advisory  Committees  are  faring.  It  will  be 
more  useful,  will  be  more  conducive  to  efficiency  and  will  enable  to 
fulfil  the  objects  for  which  these  Committees  were  appointed  to  a 
greater  degree,  if  the  Advisory  Committees  are  asked  to  submit  an 
Annual  Report  regarding  their  work  to  the  Government  and  copies  of 
the  same  are  made  available  to  the  members  of  the  Legislature. 

Now  as  has  been  referred  to  by  honourable  members,  Travaifbore 
has  been  labouring  under  a  serioua  disadvantage  because  of  the  geogra¬ 
phical  distance  of  Travancore  from  the  Capital  of  the  Empire,  namely, 
New  Delhi.  This  country  because  of  its  peculiar  position  as  a  maritime 
State  and  because  of  its  dominant  position  in  the  matter  of  planting 
products  like  Rubber,  Cashewnut,  Lemongrass  and  Cocoanut  has 
several  problems,  which  require  the  assistance  and  intervention  of  the 
Government  of  India.  Sir,  because  of  our  distance  from  the  Capital  of 
India  our  case  has  not  received  full  justice  during  previous  times  at 
the  hands  of  the  Government  of  India. 

Now,  Sir,  in  your  exalted  office  in  the  ■  Executive  ^Council  of  the 
Viceroy  we  visualize  in  you  a  de  facto  ambassador  of  Travancore  at  the 
Imperial  Capital  to  do  justice  to  Travancoreans. 

MR.  VARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN  :  Sir,  I  congratulate  the  Financial 
Secretary  in  presenting  a  surplus  budget  in  spite  of  the  many  difficul¬ 
ties  presented  by  war  conditions  ofto;day.  Even  though  these  are 
days  of  war  everywhere,  our  finances  are  in  a  sound  condition  to-day. 
The  capitalist  classes  are  getting  richer  and  richer  day  by  day  while 
the  poorer  classes  are  getting  poorer  and  poorer.  The  mill-owners  in 
Quilon  and  Alleppey,  I  am  told,  are  obtaining  cent  per  cent,  profit  out 
of  their  business.  There  is  regular,  profiteering  going  on.  In  Great 
Britain,  during  war  period,  if  any  one  takes  to  profiteering,  it  is  an 
offence.  But  here,  short  of  amending  the  Bill  relating  to  profiteering, 
Government  takes  little  notice  of  profits  earned  by  the  merchants.  For 
example,  the  income  Tax  Amendment  Bill  is  still  in  the  select  com¬ 
mittee  stage.  Only  after  some  enquiry,  the  bill  could  be  taken  up  for  ; 
further  scrutiny.  Because  of  the  fall  of  Burma  to  foreign  agression, 
demand  for  our  forest  timber  has  grown  ten-fold.  Our  State  earns 
enormous  wealth  on  that  score.  Under  such  circumstances,  it  is  high 
time  that  Government  impose  an  import  duty  on  timber,  The  Dewan- 
President  stated  during  the  joint  session  that  Government  have  an 
idea  of  establishing  a  factory  for  powdering  tapioca.  But  that  busi¬ 
ness  is  being  carried  on  in  the  shape  of  cottage  industries  throughout 
the  State.  Almost  in  all  the  villages  of  Travancore,  Powdering  of 
tapioca  is  progressively  increasing.  In  the  event  of  establishing  a 
factory  for  this  purposei  I  am  afraid,  it  will  pro.ve  a.  set-back  to  that 
kind  of  large-scale  cottage  industry. 
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PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  The  result  of  this  cottage  industry 
in  Travancore  is  such  that,  on  account  of  the  nature  of  things,  the 
powder  that  is  produced  is  not  fine.  Further  the  starch  also  is  not 
very  fine.  It  is  not  of  the  quality  needed  for  textile  and  paper  mills. 
It  is  the  object  of  this  Government  not  only 'to  establish  a  factory  on  a 
large  scale  which  will  supply  mills  and  keep  up  a  steady  demand  for 
our  goods  even  after  the,  war  hut  also  with  the  improvement  of  electric 
plants,  two  or  three  sets  of  plants  would  become  available  in  which 
the  cottage  industry  will  also  be  encouraged.  In  other  words,  small 
powe#  plants  will  be  able  to  supplement  the  work  of  the  bigger  factory. 
It  is  not  intended  to  ruin  or  jeopardise  the  existing  cottage  industry 
in  the  line. 

MR.  VARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN:  Sir,  in  regard  t0  the  Eailway  Ad¬ 
visory  Board  mj-  suggestion  is  that  the  question  of  nominating  a 
member  to  that  Board  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  Travancore  has  to 
be  revived  immediately.  It  is  a  vita!  matter  affecting  our  finances. 

While  thanking  Government  for  their  generous  grant  of  deameFs 
allowance  of  Be.  1  to  low  paid  subordinates,  I  wish  to  recommend  to 
Government  that  the  benefit  of  that  allowance  may  be  extended  to  the 
aided  school  teachers  also  though  they  are  private  employees.  During 
the  last  war  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  granted  a  dearness  allowance 
of  Bs.  2  to  every  Government  servant  drawing  a  pay  of  less  than 
Bs.  50.  Since  we  have  a  surplus  Budget  this  time,  the  Government 
must  consider  the  possibility  of  increasing  this  dearness  allowance.. 

The  fishing  industry  of  the  State  has  yet  to  be  developed  on 
proper  lines.  We  have  a  very  long  coast  line  and  fish  potentiality 
is  great.  All  that,  is  needed  is  that  fishing  industry  should  be  developed 
on  modern  lines. 

PRESIDENT:  The  birth  of  a  trawler  sometime  back  in  that  part 
of  coastline  has  affected  to  some  extent  the  development  of  fishing. 

MR.  VARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN  :  Yes,  Sir.  People  have  cultivated  all 
available  land.  Now  the  cry  is  for  more  Government  lands  for  culti¬ 
vation.  In  the  matter  oi  granting  land  for  cultivation  Government 
prefer  co-operative  societies  to  individuals.  If  individuals  are  given 
some  tracts,  it  is  really  a  workable  proposition  on  their  part  to  develop 
their  plans  in  view.  Therefore,  my  suggestion  is  that  each  individual 
may.  be  granted"  small  tracts  of  land,  say,  not  more  than  5  acres  in  ex¬ 
tent  for  purposes  of  cultivation.  Leasing  of  land  to  co-operative 
societies  may  not  yield  profitable  results.  From  enemy  occupied 
territories,  a  large  number  of  people  who  are  subjects  of  this  State 
have  come  as  evacuees  and  from  their  point  of  view,  if  lands  are  given 
to  them  they  could  he  profitably  dealt  with.  There  will  be  employ¬ 
ment  for  the  individual  and  revenue  for  Government.  I  have  to 
speak  a  word  in  this  connection  regarding  Travancoreans  in  enemy 
occupied  territories.  Nothing  is  known  about  their  present  fate.  They 
have  brought  wealth  and  prosperity  t0  the  State  in  previous  years.  It 
will  be  ingratitude  to  leave  them  uncared  for.  It  cannot  be  said  that 
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it  will  be  impossible  to  have  communication  with  the  enemy  in  these 
matters.  Recently  the  Italian  and  British  Governments  exchanged 
pounded  prisoners  of  war.  The  international  Bed-cross  has  been  al¬ 
lowed  to  minister  to  the  needs  of  the  British  prisoners  of  war  in 
Hongkong.  Shortly  Sir,  you  will  be  in  a  position  to  influence  the 
decisions  of  the  Government  of  India.  I  hope  that  you  will  be  making 
every  endeavour  to  move  the  Government  of  India  to  do  something  in 
this  respect.  Some  of  the  honourable  members  who  spoke 
before  me  urged  for  the  constitution  of  a  separate  Irrigation  Depart¬ 
ment.  Now,  that  there  are  two  Chief  Engineers,  Mr.  I.  C.  Chacko, 
who  is  an  expert  in  Irrigation  matters  may  be  asked  to  set  up  a . 
separate  Irrigation  Division  to  be  ran  under  his  direct  control.  I  take 
this  opportunity  for  expressing  my  admiration  and  gratitude  for  the 
services  you,  Sir,  have  rendered  to  this  country  of  ours  during  the  last 
five  years  and  more. 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  :  Sir,  after  an  absence  of 
several  years  I  deem  it  a  privilege  to  make  some  observations  on  the 
Budget.  Six  years  ago,  I  was  functioning  as  a  member  of  this  Assem¬ 
bly.  At  that  time  we  had  our  hopes  and  expectations  for  increased 
economic  prosperity  of  the  people  as  well  as  the  financial  proserity  of 
the  State.  But  our  hopes  changed  into  apprehensions,  which  were 
transformed  in  course  of  time  into  actual  dangers.  But  I  am  glad  to 
find,  sir,  that  the  Financial  Secretary’s  Budget  statement  coupled  with 
your  speech,  places  the  finances  of  the  State  in  a  position  of  vantage. 
We  have  been  able  to. chase  and  drive  away  fears.  There  is  the  solid 
fact  that  based  on  the  actuals  so  far  available,  our  revenue  have 
reached  its  peak  point  never  before  reached  in  the  history  of  the  State, 
that  revenue  is  much  higher  than  the  revenues  of  any  State  in  India 
save  Hyderabad  and  Mysore.  Yesterday  Sir,  one  of  my  friends  on 
this  side  of  the  House  referred  to  the  annual  contributions  of  Govern¬ 
ment  to  the  British  Government  by  way  of  tribute  and  in  a  way  ques¬ 
tioned  the  necessity  for  continuing  it.  I  do  not  propose  to'  indulge  in 
that  manner  of  talk.  But  in  the  light  of  the  fact  that  our  State  is 
second  to  none  save  Hyderabad  and  Mysore  in  point  of  revenue,  with 
our  population  going  up  by  leaps  and  bounds,  in  ths  light  of  the  fact 
that  our  history  of  civilization  and  progress  have  been  continuous  for 
over  2000  years,  the  fact  is  that  this  is  a  most  enlightened  State, 
where  we  have  the  advantage  of  your  statesmanship  under  the  guid¬ 
ance  of  our  illustrious  Buler.  I  hope,  Sir,  that  the  time  will  soon 
1  come  when  instead  of  being  regarded  as  the  fourth  or  the  fifth  state 
Iravaneore  will  be  enabled  to  keep  its  place  prominently  in  the  front 
rank.  I  also  hope  very  soon  that  Travancore  instead  of  being 
a  Ninteen  Gunner  State  would  become  a  Twenty  one  Gunner  State. 
Our  State  has  earned  its  right  by  a  long,  continuous,  settled  Gov¬ 
ernment,  by  its  meritorious  educational  policy,  and  the  spontaneous 
readiness  of  the  Sovereign  to  encourage  liberal  representative  insti¬ 
tutions,  to  associate  the  people  in  the  administration  of  public  affairs. 

Vd,  XX,  No.  4. 
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Sir,  this  House  endorses  the  statements  made  by  the  Financial 
Secretary  and  the  prosperous  condition  of  the  revenues  of  the  State, 
He  has  stated  that  what  he  has  been  able  to  achieve  is  due  to  the  guid¬ 
ance  of‘the  Dewan,  a  proposition  the  value  of, which  we  know,  because 
tinder  the  laws  and  conventions  of  the  present  constitution,  the  Dewan 
who  authorises  expenditure  should  authorise  taxation  too.  All  that  the 
Financial  Secretary  has  to  do  is  to  put  into  shape  the  financial  figures 
in  proper  perspective  and  give  a  brief  account  of  the  policy  pursued  by 
Government.  But  all  the  same,  I  congratulate  the  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary  because  the  strain  he  imposed  on  o nr  vertebral  columns,  was  very 
much  lighter  than  we  have  sometime  experienced.  IIis<  speech  was 
a  very  much  shorter  one  than  I  have  in  this  hall  on  certain  other 
occasions  heard.  He  has  been  trying  to  put  things  in  a  very  clear 
manner  without  unnecessary  varnish  and  without  much  of  figure  of 
speech  until  he  came  to  the  last  paragraph.  It  is  a  matter  for  high 
praise  that  we  are  having  financial  prosperity  when  the  economic  life 
of  the  whole  world  is  hard  hit  by  devastating  war  which  has  brougt 
about  a  negation  of  order,  A  ghastly  and  devastating  conflict  between 
the  nations  has  taken  the  place  of  international  law  and  mutual  amity. 
The  strength  of  municipal  laws  and  the  stability  of  political  institutions 
are  put  on  a  prolonged,  dangerous  and  exasperating  trial.  Our  ex¬ 
ports  to  foreign  countries  have  had  to  be  suspended  and  we  have  to 
pay  much  more  than  formerly  for  the  necessaries  of  life  such  as  rice, 
textiles^  sugar.  Despite  all  this  the  Travancore  Government  are 
functioning  without  difficulty.  This  land  of  ours  appears  to  be  fortu¬ 
nate  so  far  as  the  public  revenues  are  concerned. 

I  wish  in  this  connection,  Sir,  to  say  a  few  words  about  the  Dewan, 
words  which  according  to  me  are  relevant  to  the  occasion  views  and  ideas 
which  are  per  mitted  by  the  requirements  . of  logic  in  dealing  with  the  Fin¬ 
ancial  Secretarie’s  statement.  Yesterday  and  the  day  before,  we  had  the 
pleasure  of  listening  to  speeches  in  praise  of  the  prosperous  position  of 
the  'State.  I  should  be  entirely  devoid  of  hitman  feelings,  absolutely  de¬ 
void  of  taste,  I  should  be  behind  to  the  rules  of  civil  behaviour  and  parlia¬ 
mentary  etiquette,  if  I  kept  silent  on  that  topic.  Having  had  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  knowing  the  Dewan  of  Travancore  for  many  years,  having  had 
the  advantage  of  sharing  in  a  humble  measure  the  onerous  responsibility 
of  the  Presidential  Chair,  having  had  the  privilege  of  welcoming  the 
Dewan  when  he  first  came  to  Travancore  according  to  the  mandate 
of  the  reception  committee,  having  had  an  opportunity  to  felicitate 
him  on  the  floor  of  this  House,  I  owe  it  to  myself  that  I  should  state 
in  this  House  all  'nhc achievements  of  the  present  Dewan  of  Travancore 
in  the  matter  of  finance,  in  the  matter  of  increasing  revenue  and 
curtailing  expenditure  without  detriment  to  the  needs  and  claims  of  a 
progressive  administration.  Sir,  the  Dewan  Sir  0.  P.  Eamaawami 
Aiyar  successfully  strove  to  ensure  the  security  of  the  finances.  He 
looked  ahead  and  visualised  the  future  lines  of  eeonomic  development. 
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With  an  ever  watchful  and  penetrating  eye  he  has  fixed  the  constella¬ 
tions.  He  recovered  for  the  State  valuable  privileges  and  restored 
sources  of  revenue  which  had  been  lost  or  fallen  into.  His  administra¬ 
tion  has  been  a  march  of  events  and  continues  to  be.  It  must  be  re¬ 
cognised  and  gratefully  remembered  that  what  might  normally  have 
been  a  deficit  Budget  has  been  transformed  in  to  a  surplus  budget. 
This  result  has  been,  in  a  large  measure,  due  to  the  Dewan’s  victories 
in  political  negotiations  and  the  exposition  and  interpretation  of  com¬ 
mercial  conventions.  Victory  he  has  been  able  to  secure  by  forensic 
ability  as  well  as  by  ministerial  authority.  In  regard  to  Cochin 
Harbour  receipts,  Sir,  your  achievements  were  marvellous.  But  for 
your  expert  guidance,  such  a  big  share  of  profits  would  not  have  come 
into  the  Government’s  coffers.  The  position  is  not  without  difficul¬ 
ties.  Our  land  revenue  is  more  or  less  stationary.  Our  excise  and  other 
revenues  are  not  capable  of  very  great’  increase.  The  revenue  from 
customs  has  been  tapped  to  its  utmost.  Therefore,  as  a  student  of 
history,  of  constitutional  history,  a  man  of  some  years’  standing  as  a 
lawyer  and  a  man  with  so  me  practical  experience,  I  make  bold  to  say 
that  with  your  consideration  for  the  State  and  its  people-  we  have  been 
able  to  get  over  the  difficulties  and  derive  proper  revenue  because  of 
the  work  you  did  in  securing  the  rights  of  Travancore  which  have  been 
once  lost.  That  is  why  we  pay  all  the  tribute  to  you. 

I  now  proceed  to  say  that  in  some  of  the  Financial  Secretary’s 
statements  the  reasons  given  are  absolutely  valid.  With  regard  to  the 
export  of  rubber  I  am  glad  that  Government  have  ordered  the  imposi¬ 
tion  of  a  duty,  although  administrators  before  you,  some  of  them  very 
eminent,  would  not  hearken  to  what  was  demanded  by  non-official 
members.  It  is  an  oJd  story.  It  had  been  the  privilege  of  some  of  us 
to  suggest  the  imposition  of  a  duty  on  rubber  some  twentyfive  years  ago. 
Again,  with  regard  to-  income  tax,  permit  me  to  say  that  we  non¬ 
officials  advocated  its  imposition  many  years  ago.  I  did  so  early  as  in 
1091  in  the  Sri  Mulam  Popular  Assembly.  The  then  President,  a 
very  able  man  for  whose  name  I  have  very  great  respect  asked  me 
“well  Mr.  Velu  Pillai,'  will  people  gladly  pay  it.”  I  then  told  him  that 
the  very  definition  of  the  word  “tax”  is  that  it  is  .a  compulsory  contri¬ 
bution.  The  income  tax  which  that  Dewan  then  Was  not  prepared  to 
impose  has  had  its  own  result.  Your  experience  of  affairs  has  enabled 
you  to  come  to  the  conclusion  that  we  ought  to  be  able  to  raise  a  better 
revenue  by  this  method,  .  With  regard  to  the  duty  on  the  export  of 
timber,  that  was  also  a  point  which  we  had  brought  to  the  notice  of 
Government  years  ago.  ' 

Sir,  the  principles  of  taxation  have  to  be  carefully  understood  and 
clearly  laid  down  in  legislature  enactments.  The  Acts  must  be  pub¬ 
lished  in  time  in  proper  form,  and  in  the  language  of  the  country. 

The  way  in  which  the  Legislative  Department  is  publishing  our 
laws  has  made  it  rather  difficult  for  people  to  know  what  they  ehould 
do.  I  want  to  say  something  which  very  recently  I  had  occasion  to 
experience  in  my  professional  capacity.  A  client  of  mine,  had  to  pay 
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me  a  heavy  fee  because  there  was  no  Malayalam  translation  of  the  Rail¬ 
way  Act.  And  he  aid  not.  Our  Railway  Act  was  passed  in  1115.  But  I 
saw  the  translation  only  about  15  days  back.  It  was  not  published 
before  that.  You,  Sir,  had  the  patriotism  to  see  that  we  Travancore- 
ans  are  as  intelligent,  business-like  and  efficient  as  anybody  else._  But 
in  spite  of  the  intelligence  of  the  people,  in  spite  of  the  usefulness  of 
Malayalam  and  Tamil  the  fact  remains  that  translations  are  not  avail¬ 
able  for  our  laws.  It  is  difficult  to  secure  a  volume  of  our  Statutes  in 
Malayalam  as  we  have  it  in  English.  If  an  individual  who  does  not 
know  English  wants  to  know  what  are  the  laws  in  the  country,  there 
is  no  book,  no  collection.  The  laws  have  to  be  picked  up  from  a  hun-  | 
dred  places.  Therefore  I  would  make  an  advocacy,  on  behalf  of  the 
people  of  Travancore,  that  the  translations  of  the  Acts  in  Malayalam 
and  Tamil  might  be  collected  and  published  in  suitable  volumes. 
Some  of  our  translations  are  absolutely  meaningless.  They  convey  no 
sense.  Therefore,  Sir,  the  best  man  conversant  with  language  and  able 
to  understand  the  spirit  of  the  laws  should  be  put  in  charge  of  the 
translation.  Otherwise  there  is  no  use. 

May  I,  Sir,  with  your  leave  proceed  to  certain  other  aspects  of  the 
budget? 

With  regard  to  expenditure,  the  items  beiug  stationary,  Govern¬ 
ment  cannot  neglect  them.  The  first  in  order  is  salaries.  I  am  one  of 
those  who  strongly  advocate  that  proper  salary  must  be  given  to  people 
in  Government  service.  It  has  been  stated  by  an  eminent  thinker  and 
scholar,  Burke,  that  Governments  are  found  to  be  interested  in  taking 
out  money  from  the  pockets  of  the  tax  payers  and  distributing  it  among 
their:  officers.  I  am  strengthened  by  the  opinions  expressed  in  this 
House  by  various  members  as  also  those  expressed  in  the  old  Legisla¬ 
tive  Council  by  popular  representatives  including  the  present  Leader 
of  this  House.  Erom  experience  gathered  during  the  last  25  to  30 
years  and  by  a  close  study  and  examination  of  the  facts,  I  wish  to 
place,  with  all  good  faith,  before  you  and  the  House  the  imperative  ne*  • 
cessity  of  reducing  the  staff  in  certain  Departments.  I  am  glad  that  the 
Conservator  of  Forests  has  agreed  to  abolish  one  distinct  officer,  a 
thing  we  have  been  crying  for  the  last  so  many  years-  Whether  in  the 
Excise  Department  or  the  Police  Department  there  is  the  necessity  for 
that  kind  of  reduction,  the  same  is  the  case  with  other  departments- 
as  well.  M 

Mr.  KANNANTHODATHU  JANARDHANAN  NAIR  :  In  the  current  year’s^ 
budget  there  was  provision  for  4  permanent  and  1  acting  incumbents. 

In  the  next  year’s  budget  there  is  provision  for  5  permanent  incum* 
bents.  Is  this  the  kirid  of  retrenchment  that  the  member  is  contempl-  t 
ating  ?  -A 

’  SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PlLLAI:  If  that  is  so,  it  is  a  mistake 
according  to  me.  Once  a  man  becomes  an  officer,  he  wants  certain 
advantages,  privileges  and  paraphernalia.  These  are  the  reminiscences 
of  the  old  idea  that  the  importance  of  the  head  of  a  department  depends 
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upon  the  pay  of  that  officer.  I  aru  making  these  observations  because 
notwithstanding  our  efforts,  office  had  been  created  in  the  past  such 
as  the  Deputy  Chief  Engineer  and  the  Circle  Inspectors  of  Police.  We 
were  against  the  creation  of  such  posts.  But'  Government  wanted  to 
appoint  certain  people.  Reorganisations  were  effected  after  three  or 
four  years  according  to  the  whims  and  fancies  of  certain  people. 
Dewans  may  not  be  quite  conversant  with  all  the  details  and  the  result 
is  that  reorganisations  work  to  tha  absolute  detriment  of  the  tax 
payers.  I  wish  therefore  that  the  Government  will  consider  this  ques¬ 
tion.  There  was  once  the  Salaries  Committee.  Later  on  a  gentleman 
was  appointed  to  standardise  salaries.  His  work  has  contributed  a  new 
word  to  the  English  language  as  used  in  this  State.  That  word  is 
Thommanisation  i.  e.  the  work  of  Mr.  Thommen.  But  even  Thom- 
manisation  had  not  the  desired  effect.  Every  Officer  wants  to  maintain 
his  full  quota  of  the  staff.  So  my  suggestion  is  that  the  whole  ques¬ 
tion  must  be  re-examined.  There  must  be  an  independent  Committee 
consisting  mainly  of  non-officials  which  should  visit  the  various  offices, 
scrutinise  the  registers,  correspondence  books  and  office  records,  and 
make  recommendations  for  retrenchment.  The  present  state  of  things 
should  not  be  allowed  to  continue. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  member  will  finish  soon.  He  has  already  ex¬ 
ceeded  his  time. 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAl :  I  shall  not  expatiate  further 
that  point. 

A  word  about  the  pension  list-  The  amount  is  prohibitive  and  is 
increasing  yearly.  I  am  certainly  not  of  the  opinion  that  people,  after 
their  retirement,  should  be  made  to  starve.  But  in  the  attempt  not  to 
make  the  officers  starve  the  poor  agriculturists  should  not  he  starved 
either.  Pensions  should  be  such  as  should  enable  one  to  have  a  decent 
living.  Living  is  very  cheap  in  India.  What  is  the  meaning  of  ena¬ 
bling  a  person  to  draw  a  very  large  amount  of  money  as  pension. 
There  are  persons  who  are  drawing  pension  for  years  together  and 
enable  even  their  great  grand  children  to  enjoy  the  benefit  thereof. 
My  suggestion  is  that  a  maximunashould  be  fixed. 

PRESIDENT  ;  Fixing  of  a  minimum  would  not  prohibit  the  age. 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K,  VELU  PILLAl:  Let  ns  fix  a  reasonable 
amount  to  enable  a  retired  officer  to  live  in  reasonable  comfort.  I 
remember  the  late  Seshiah  Sastri  writing  a  letter  to  H.  H.  the  Maha 
Raja, — you  have  seen  it  Sir,  thanking  him  for  enabling  him  to  live  in 
comfort.  I  know  one  Dewan  who  told  me  once  that  he  did  not  care 
for  a  retiring  pension.  I  told  him  he  was  wrong.  I  shall  not  mention 
his  name.  But  there  are  people  who  care  for  pension.  They  should 
be  given  a  reasonable  amount  as  pension.  When  they  earn  it.  There 
should  be  a  Superannuation  Act  in  Travancore.  In  this  connection 
certain  other  facte  come  to  my  mind.  Don’t  settle  pension  in  advance. 
I  do  not  mean  any  offence  to  anybody.  Things  already  done  are  done. 
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I  do  not  want  that  retiring  officers  should  suffer.  But  hereafter  if  any¬ 
body  comes  to  enter  Travancore  service  and  asks  for  pension  being 
settled  in  advance,  he  must  be  told  that  he  is  disloyal  to  the  people  of 
the  country  and  to  H.  H.  the  Maharaja  Tc  demand  that  a  pension 
should  be  settled  in  advance  mean  that  an  officer  is  unwilling  to  put 
his  faith  in  the  sense  of  justice  and  fairplay  which  we  associate  with 
the  Government  of  Bis  Highness  the  Maharaja. 

PRE8:DENT :  Will  the  honourable  member  finish  his  remarks 
soon?  There  are  quite  a  large  number  of  persons  who  wish  to  take 
part  in  the  debate. 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI:  If  yon  will  give  ten  minutes 
more  . 

PRESIDENT :  I  shall  give  you  5  minutes  more  to  complete  your 
remarks. 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI:  The  next  point  is  about  the 
appointment  of  an  independent  Controller  of 'Accounts.  If  that  is  done 
we  shall  be  able  to  liberate  large  funds  for  the  benefit  of  millions.  The 
economic  condition  of  the  people  is  bad  enough.  To  take  but  one 
instance,  the  condition  of  agriculture  is  pitiable.  The  Irrigation  De¬ 
partment  does  very  little  work.  There  are  Division  Peishkars  who 
never  inspect  irrigation  works  or  markets.  They  say  they  have  not 
got  the  time  for  it,  When  the  question  was  moved  in.  a  former  session 
Government  gave  the  assurance  that  the  Peishkars  would  be  asked  to 
inspect  the  markets.  They  do  not  now  inspect  the  markets  at  all  and 
the  P-  W.  D.  are  not  doing  anything  for  the  improvement  of  the 
markets-  All  this  must  change. 

Sir,  I  wish  to  say  a  word  about  certain  officers  whose  salaries  are 
shown  in  the  Civil  List  as  paid  in  British  Rupees.  Some  officers  are 
paid  in  British  Rupees.  But  let  the  entries  be  in  Sirkar  Rupees  in  the 
accepted  coinage  of  the  State.  It  is  quite  good,  to  use  the  British'  coins 
so  long  as  our  own  coins  are  recognised,  so  long  the  right  of  coinage 
vested  in  our  Sovereign  is  recognised  and  acknowledged. 

Sir,  permit  me  to  raise  another  question,  a  very  important  one. 
The  present  Dewan  has  stated  on  more  occasions  than  one  that 
foreigners  would  not  be  brought  in.  The  day  before  yesterday  you  said 
that  no  foreign  I.  C.  S.  Officer  will  be  coming  in.  There  are  very 
intelligent  men  in  this  country,  people  who  are  trained  under  His 
Highness  the  Maharaja  and  under  your  good  self.  If  so,  what  is  the 
use  of  bringing  in  people  from  outside?  If  there  is  an  outstanding 
personality  of  Indian  and  Imperial  reputation,  who  will  come  for  the 
pay  offered,  and  if  at  the  same  time  there  is  nobody  here  fit  for  the 
place,  you  may  appoint  such  an  outsider.  But  that  contingency  would 
not  arise  ordinarily.  Therefore,  all  Travancore  must  be  grateful  to  you 
for  what  you  have  said.  ( President’s  bell.)

Mr  K.  6.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( NeyyatUnkam  cum  Trivan¬ 
drum).  Sir,  we  live  to  day,.  inthe  hour  of  the  gravest  peril  to 
the.  whole  of  mankind,  when  a  ruthless  enemy,  expanding  all 
his  resources,  and  without  any  thought  or  care  for  all  that 
civilization  holds  dear,  is  trampling  under  ifoot  and  bringing  to 
ruin  the  efforts  of  centuries.  Sir,  we  also,  although  living  apart  ‘  and 
distant  from  the  scene  and  clash,  are  feeling  the  strain.  The  repercus¬ 
sions  of  that  cataclysm  are  well  seen  in  our  budget.  The  Financial 
Secretary  has  described  this  budget  as  a  war  budget,  thereby  implying 
that  our  estimates  of  income  to  come  may  fall  short  of  our  expectations 
and  all  our  estimates  of  expenditure  may  go  far  beyond  anything  that 
we  may  at  present  visualise.  It  is  also  seen,  Sir,  from  the  Financial 
Secretary’s  statement  that  we  are  hard  hit  particularly,  in  three  direc*  1 
tions,  (1)  the  loss  of  customs  revenue  due  to  the  shortage  of  freight, 
(2)  the  difficulty  of  getting  or  not  getting  at  all  sufficient  machinery  to 
put  on  proper  basis  the  various  industrial  enterprises,  and  (3)  the 
shortage  of  the  necessary  railway  and  other  facilities  for  carrying 
things,  particularly  food  from  one  part  of  the  country  to  another. 
These  are  very  grave  matters,  Sir,  for  a  State  like  ours. 

But  let  me  begin  by  noting  the  most  encouraging  feature  of  the 
budget.  The  most  notable  feature  of  the  budget  Sir,  is  the  statement 
that  our  revenues  this  year  are  expected  to  come  to  the  peak  point  of 
Es,  300*04  lakhs,  That  is  a  matter,  Sir,  on  which  we  may  congratu- 
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late  ourselves.  But  there  is  a  definite  doubt  in  my  mind  on  tho  matter. 
This  peak  point  of  Rs,  300*01  lakhs  has  been  calculated  in  paragraph  7 
of:th«  Financial  Secretary’s  speech  thus  :  ‘  In  the  first  ten  months  of 

this  year,  the  income  actually  realised  and  brought  to  account  amounts 
to  Rs.  228*64  lakhs.  Adding  to  this,  the  realisations  of  Rs.  72*71  lakhs 
in  the  last  two  months  of  the  last  year,  the  total  comes  to  Rs.  301*35 
lakhs.’  These  are  the  calculations  made  by  the  Financial  Secretary. 
But  Sir.  there  is  another  calculation  which  X  would  like  to  put  before 
the  House,  and  I  ask  the  Financial  Secretary*  to  give  an  explanation 
for  the  difference,  in  the  figures.  In  the  budget  for  the  year  the  revenue 
anticipated  is  Rs,  280*73  lakhs.  Then  the  Financial  Secretary  gives 
us  the  anticipated  increase  under  certain  heads.  They  are  Rs.  7  lakhs 
under  Customs  Revenue,  Es.  5*3  lakhs  under. Forest  Revenue,  Rs.  2 
lakhs  under  Taxes  on  Income,  about  Es.  *2  lakhs  from  South  Indian 
Railways,  Rs.  3*31  lakhs  from  'Currency  and  Mint’,  There  is  also  in 
his  estimates  of  this  year  an  allround  decrease  of  Rs.  5  lakhs,  so  that  if 
yon  add  to  Rs.  280  lakhs  which  is  expected  the  increases  which  are 
expected  under  Revenue,  Forest  aud  other  things,  amounting,  in  all 
to  Es.  20  lakhs,  and  deducting  the  loss  expected,  the  total  comes  to 
about  Rs.  *295  lakhs.  So,  Sir,  I  request  the  Financial  Secretary  to  give 
us  an  idea  how  the  difference  in  figures  arose, 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  The  Financial  Secretary  will  kindly 
explain. 

MR.  A.  LAKSHMINARAYANA  AIYAR  :  We  estimated  the  budget  only 
for  Rs.  11  lakhs.  But  we  will  be  getting  Es.  18  lakhs  in  the  next 
two  months* 

’Mr.  K.  G.  KUNJUKRiSHNA  PILlAI :  Tam  afraid  Sir,  that  the  Finan¬ 
cial  Secretary  has  not  understood  the  position.  I  was  ‘speaking  of  the 
figures  for  the  current  year. 

MR.  A.  LAKSHMINARAYANA  AIYAR  :  In  the  emergency,  we  expected 
only  Rs.  11  lakhs. 

PRESIDENT  :  As  a  matter  of  fact,  1  may  mention  that  this  Rs.  301 
lakhs  is  likely  to  be  exceeded  according  to  the  realisations  that  we 
are  making. 

Mr.  K.  [&.  .KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  :  That  may,  no  doubt  be  better, 
Sir.  But  what  I  was  saying  is  this  :  how  is  it  that  in  the  estimated 
figures  of  Rs.  280  lakhs,  adding  the  surplus  expected  under  several 
heads  and  deducting  the  loss,  tho  final  figures  do  not  come  up  to  801 
lakhs.  That  is  what  I  am  asking  the  Financial  Secretary  to  explain, 

*  MR.  A.  LAKSHMINARAYANA  AIYAR:  The  first  calculation  is  based 
on  actual,  the  second  is  a,  comparison  between  the  original  budget  and 
the  revised  budget. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  will  please  speak. 

-  Mr.  K.'  G.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI :  Yes.  Sir.  So.  that  doubt  having 
been  solved,  I  may  proceed  to  congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary  and 
ourselves  on  the  fact  that  our  actuals  this  year,  t.  in  1117  may  e*» 
need  evea  £s.  3  croses. 
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That  is  not  a  small  matter.  The  importance  of  that  is  not  merely 
for  the  sake  of  adjusting  our  expenditure.  It  has  a  very  much  greater 
significance  and  importance  from  another  point  of  view.  In  the  comity 
of  Indian  States  in  British  India  our  position  is  very  often  determined 
and  our  place  is  fixed  on  this  aspect  of  the  case  also.  So  that  if  we  are 
able  definitely  to  say  that  this  year,  the  next  'year  and  in  the  years 
following,  our  income  will  steadily  mount  up  to  Rs.  3  icrores  or  more 
and  never  less,  our  place  hmong  the  Indian  .States  will  certainly  have 
to  come  below  Hyderabad  and  Mysore  and  none  else  .  That  has  a  great 
significance,  Sir,  and  not  only  as  Mr.  T.  K.  Vein  Pillai  was  saying  in 
the  matter  of  getting  an  additional  salute  of  two  guns,  though  that 
itself  is  of  great  significance  but  in  other  aspeets>lso.  In  the  future  as 
I  envisage  it,  Sir,  the  position  of  Indian  States  will  be  very  strong  in 
British  India  and  in  that  honoured  place  Travanoore  must  have  that 
well  deserved  recognition  and  which  so  far,  I  am  sorrv  to  say,  it  has 
not  had. 


Passing  on  from  that,  Sir,  to  the  next  part  of  the  Budget  with 
regard  to  expenditure,  our  contributions  to  the  war  effort  have  loomed 
large.  We  have  already  contributed  Es.  15  lakhs  in  cash  and  in  ever 
so  many  other  directions  done  our  best  to  support,  war  effort.  In  that 
matter,  Sir,  you  will  forgive  me  for  making  the  observations  ,  which 
I  made  at  the  last  budget  session.  Then  I  made  an  earnest  plea  for 
giving  greater  military  training  to  our  young  men.  I  know,  Sir,  that 
there  are  very  great  difficulties  in  the  way.  But  when  the  question  is 
of  so  great  Significance,  when  India  may  have  to  live  or  die  on  its 
military  strength,  is  too  much  to  expect,  Sir,  that  Trayancore  which 
already  has  a  martial  race,  men  who  are  willing  and  courageous  and 
able  to  cope  with  the  present  situation,  will  contribute  its  own  quota  of 
military  aid  ?  It  cannot  be  impossible,  Sir,  to  train  at  least  5  lakhs  of 
young  men  from  Travanoore  alone  for  <thc  army,  navy,  and  air  forces 
and  that  will  be  a  very  great  contribution  indeed.  I  am  ’repeating 
that  suggestion  this  time  also.  & 


Another  matter  on  which  X  want  to  lay  stress  with  regard  to  ex¬ 
penditure  is  this.  The  budget  speech  of  the  Financial  Secretary  lavs 
necessarily  emphasis  on  the  provision  made' for  the  relief  of  distress 
and  properly  he  has  stated  that,  we  are  only  fulfilling  the  great  and 
noble  rnoto  of  the  Royal  Household,  viz,,  that  “Charity  is  our  house¬ 
hold  divinity.”  '  '  " 

I  may  mention  in  this  connection,  Sir,  not  only  has  the  Govern¬ 
ment  itself  set  apart  large  sums  of  money,  but  under  the  inspiration  of 
our  President,  voluntary  organisations  have  boon  started  vvhiub  uv 
doing  excellent  relief  work.  For  instance,  may  I  mention  the  Van, -hi 
Poor  Fund.  It  :has  become  and  is  quite  likely  to  become  the  greatest 

this  land  ;  and  that,  Sir,  is  due  very  much  to  the  initiative*  andTfhe 
enterprise  of  the  President  of  this  House.  initiative  and  the 
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In  other  directions  also,  Sir,  we  find  that  money  is  to  he  expended, 
for  instance  for  purposes  of  public  health.  AH  those  are  nation  build¬ 
ing  purposes  and  in  my  humble  opinion.  Sir,  any  amount  of  money 
spent  in  these  directions  should  not  be  thought  as  spent  unnecessarily. 
The  remuneration  that  it  gives  is  not  in  rupees,  annas  and  pies,  but  in 
the  health,  in  the  vigour  and  in  the  intellect  that  is  going  to  be  built- 
up  for  the  future  generations  in  the  land. 

Another  item  I  may  mention  in  passing  is  this.  It  is  expected 
that  Rs.  24  lakhs  is  to  be  added  to  Revenue  Reserve  Fund.  That  is  a 
very  essential  necessity,  Sir,  because,  during  the  time  of  the  recent 
crisis  when  there  was  a  scare  of  Trivandrum  being  bombed,  I  myself 
noticed  the  difficulty  and  the  strain  placed  upon  almost  everybody 
living  in  the  town,  how  people  were  running  about  and  trying  to  go 
away,  how  merchants  themselves  were  trying  to  ran  away  with  all 
their  things.  For  all  these  things  in  times  of  crisis,  which  Q-od  forbid, 
but  ii  it  is  to  happen,  then  these  Its.  24  lakhs  may  '  not  be  enough  to 
meet  such  a  contingency.  Therefore  a  good  reserve  like  that  in  these 
times  of  crisis,  I  submit,  Sir,  is  a  very  great  necessity. 

Passing  on,  Sir,  to  1118  the  income  expected  is  Rs.  290*22  lakhs 
and  to  make  up  the  deficiency  of  income  from  the  Cochin  Harbour  it 
is  proposed  to  levy  a  tax  of  Re.  1/8  as  per  cwt.  on  rubber.  That,  is  a 
very  . just  tax,  Sir.  Nobody  who  cannot  afford  to  pay  this  tax  is  a 
rubber  cultivator.  The  majority  of  the  rubber  cultivators  are  certainly 
people  who  are  making  a  good  amount  of  money.  All  credit  to  them. 
I  do  not  envy  them ,  but  let  them  pay.  I  am  only  surprised  why  this 
tax  should  Dot  also  be  levied  on  big  tea  estate  owners  and  big  carda¬ 
mom  estate  owners.  These  are  the  three  acts  of  big  landowners  in  the 
country  and  if  this  tax  is  extended  to  them  also  probably  another  good 
amount  will  be  realised. 

Then,  Sir,  it  is  expected  ‘.hat  there  will  be -a  fall  under  Customs, 
Excise,  Forests.  Taxes  on  Income  and  other  items.  But  that  is  .ex¬ 
pected  to  be  met  by  incomes  from  Transport,  electrical  schemes  and. 
water  supply  and  other  items.  Therefor®,  more  or  less  the  expenses 
will  be  met  from  the  actual  revenues. 

I  want,  8ir,  to  add  one  word  more  on  a  particular  aspect  of  the 
case.  We  are  certainly  suffering  from  want-  of  food  and  any  effort 
made,  any  sums  spent  to  increase  tho  production  of  food,  especially 
paddy,  should  not  be  stinted.  I  congratulate  the  Director  of  Agricul¬ 
ture,  Sir,  on  the  enthusiasm  and  the  energy  he  is  showing  in  pushing 
this  matter  forward.  But  the  fact  remains  that  the  price  of  paddy  is 
going  up.  You  have  been  yourself  telling  us  that  we  may  not  get 
enough  supply.  What  is  the.  result  ?  How  are  we  to  meet  the 
situation  ?  I  for  one  could  not  believe,  Sir,  that  tapioca  can  take.  the. 
place  of  paddy.  It  would  not  suit  oven  the  very  best  digestion,  Even 
the  labourer  is  unable  to  digest  tapioca,  in  large  quantities.  He  can 
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add  i*  on  only  to  rice.  Thereioro  our  aim  should  be  to  concentrate  on 
the  production  uf  paddy,  to  get  as  much  paddy  from  outside  as  possible 
and  also  to  see  that  there  is  no  profit  earing  by  merchants  dealing  with 
this  particular  staple  commodity. 

Let  me  add  a  word  more  on  the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech.  I 
am  glad,  Sir,  to  know  that  our  cash  position  is  good.  Ks.  (iO  lakhs  -  in 
fluid  cash  and  about  Rs.  2  crores  as  fluid  assets  ought  to  be  enough  to 
meet  any  contingencies  we  can  at  present  contemplate,  short  of  open, 
actual  aback  on  the  country.  So,  we  are  certainly  in  a  very  strong 
.  and  in  a  very  good  financial  position  so  far  as  that  is  concerned,  1 
therefore  add  my  congratulations  to  the  congratulations  of  other 
members  for  the  very  lucid  exposition  of  the  financial  position  given  by 
the  Financial  Secretary. 

One  word  more  and  I  ijavc  done.  You,  Sir,  who  have  been  guid- 
/ ing  the  destinies  of  this  State  are  being  called  on  now  to  shoulder  a 
/  very  great  responsibility.  /Mother  India,  Sir,  is  now  placed  in  very 
grave  danger.  The  Japanese  attack  is  imminent  and  is  not  a  thing  of 
the  past  or  of  the  morrow.  Added  on  to  it,  Sir,  there  is  so  much  of 
internal  dissension  and  on  the  top  of  it  comes  the  news  that  the  Con¬ 
gress  Party  is  threatening  to  launch  civil  disobedience  which  will  bring 
turmoil  and  disruption  in  the  land,  it  is  at  this  crisis  that  yon  are 
being  called  on  by  the  Government-  of  India-  As  has  been  said  by 
ever  so  many  members,  if  there  is  one  human  being  in  India  to-day 
who  can  solve  this  problem,  can  do  something  to  achieve  unity  inside 
India  and  to  make  India  put  forth  its  best  to  offer  resistance  to  the 
enemy,  yon  can.”?  We  w.ish  you,  Sir,  godspeed.  'We  wish  you  all,  the 
blessings  of  Sri  Padmauabha  in  your  endeavour.  But  we  are  selfish 
to  the  core.  Let  it  not  be  forgotten,  Sir,  that  you  initiated  in  Travan- 
eore  schemes  for  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  the  masses-, 
schemas  of  industrial  uplift,  schemes  which  have  given  a  new  orienta¬ 
tion  to  the  whole  social  outlook  and  political  ideals  ;  and  these  schemes 
have,  if  I  may  put  it  at  the  briefest,  not  yet  begun  to  bear  fruit. 
True,  Sir,  you  may  make  arrangements  for  those  being  carried 
through.  But  I  for  one,  Sir,  feel  that  there  is  difference  in  person¬ 
alities  and  that  there  is  as  much  difference  between  one  person  and 
another  as  there  is  between  day  and  night.  So  that,  Sir.  immediately  j 
you  feel  that  your  duty  to  the  Empire  and  your  duty  to  India  is 
finished,  I- pray,  Sir,  and  i  pray  in  the  mime  of  the  whole  population 
of  Travancore  that  you  will  be  pleased  to  coinc  back  and  take  up  the 
work  which  you  have  left  and  which  you  are  leaving.  f4od  bless  you. 
Sir.  With  the  prayers  of  the  whole  House-  and  of  the  whole  country 
you  are  going  on  a  task  which  may  bring  you  success,

PRESIDENT  :  SThe  trouble  with  regard  to  such  a  proposition  is  this. 
Even  as  to  copper  we  are  getting  seriously  concerned  about  the  situ¬ 
ation.  Copper  is  now  practically  as  valuable  as  Silver  or  Gold.  Per¬ 
haps  in  course  of  time  it  may  become  more  valuable  because  it  is  needed 
for  munitions.  The  moment  we  begin  to  mint  copper  coins  we  are' 
seriously  afraid  that  these  copper  coins  will  disappear  from  the  State. 
The  same  might  apply  to  silver  and  to  gold.  It  is  a  matter  of  very  great 
importance  and  the  matter  is  now  being  attended  to  with  a., view  to  sea 
what  can  be  done.  It  is  one  of  the  troubles  attendant  on  the  pro¬ 
posal  to  mint  copper  coins  on  a  large  scale,  because  as  honourable 
members  might  know,  has  quadrupled  in  value  just  now.

MR.  J.  E.  A.  PEREIRA  (Commerce  and  Industry  South ) :  It  is  a 
matter  of  great  satisfaction  and  congratulation  that  we  are  able  to  have 
a  prosperous  Budget  and  it  is  indeed  a  pleasant  surprise  to  be  told  that: 
our  Customs  revenue  is  increasing  in  spite  of  the  crippling  of  our 
sea-borne  trade.  Thi3  is  due  to  the  fact  that  we  are  gaining  in  land 
Customs  and  I  am. so  glad  to  find  that  the  learned  Financial  Secretary 
gives  correct  interpretation  to  this  as  a  temporary  and  passing 
phenomenon  due  to  the  war  situation.  It  would  not  be  wise  to  bank 
upon  the  continuance  .of  this  state  of  matters. 

It  is  indeed,  we  are  very  fortunate  that  on  one  hand  the  war  had 
crippling  effect  in  the  sea-borne  trade  and  other  industries  and  on  the 
other  hand  it  is  not  without  its  compensating  features,  since  some  of  ’ 
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our  produces  are  soaring  up  in  price  as  a  result  of  the  war  such  as 
rubber,  pepper,  ginger  etc.  We  are  again  fortunate  that  in  spite  of 
the  war  our  revenue  from  Cochin  port  should  have  increased  by  seven 
lakhs  as  well  as  our  revenue  from  Quilon-Trivandrum  section  of  the 
Bailway  showing  a  profit  for  the  first  time.  Thus  while  the  war  has 
its  own  ugly  repercussions  such  as  our  inability  to  get  down  the  re¬ 
quisite  machinery  for  our  Hydro-Electricity  and  other  commercial 
schemes,  it  is  not  without  its  redeeming  feature. 

Dealing  with  the  actuals  of  1116,  if  is  gratifying  to  find  that  the 
surplus  is  6'63  lakhs  against  the  then  anticipated  surplus  of  5'48  lakhs 
thus  showing  the  accuracy  of  the  estimate. 

I  am  glad  the  Financial  Secretary  describes  the  Budget  for  1118 
as  a  war  Budget.  In  a  very  short  and  brief  speech  perhaps  at  a  war  : 
economy  he  has  condensed  all  the  salient  points  but  to  counter  balance 
this  brevity  he  has  presented  the  Budget  memorandum  giving  copious 
explanations.  It  is  crammed  with  very  valuable  informations  and  a 
fund  of  figures,  The  pity  of  it  is  we  have  been  given  only  a  brief  three 
days  during  which  time  we  are  supposed  to  read  and  digest  these 
figures.  I  wish  we  are  given  more  time. 

Coming  to  the  Budget  figure  for  1117,  we  are  extremely  fortunate 
that  the  anticipated  surplus  is  24-32  lakhs  according  to  the  revised 
estimate  as  against  the' original  estimated  surplus  of  1'5  lakhs.  When 
the  major  portion  of  the  world  is  suffering  terribly  under  the  clutches 
of  the  gigantic  war,  we  have  the  good  fortune  to  see  that  our  revenue 
has  soared  to  peak  point  of  3  crores  and  1  lakh.  On  a  careful  analysis 
I  find  that  all  these  happy  state  of  matters  is  the  combined  effect  of  a 
wise  administration  in  launching  out  an  industrialisation  scheme  in 
good  time  as  well  as  to  the  various  vigorous  attempts  of  our  Dewan- 
President  iu  getting  substantial  war  orders  for  Travancore  from  the 
War  Supplies  Department  at  Delhi;  the  other  contributing  factors  being  , 
the  rise' of  revenue  from  the  Port  of  Cochin,  from  the  Quilon-Trivan¬ 
drum  section  of  the  Bailway  and  the  accidental  soaring  of  the  prices 
of  rubber,  pepper,  ginger,  etc.  It  is  a  wise  and  commendable  action  to 
earmark  this  surplus  and  take  it  to  the  revenue  reserve  fund.  I  say  so 
because  we  do  not  know  what  vicissitudes  are  in  store  for  us  in  future 
owing  to  the  ever-changing  international  situation.  It  is  so  pleasing 
to  find  the  Budget  for  111  8  has  been  so  carefully  thought  out-.  It 
could  have  been  rather  dangerous  policy  to  have  been  .  elated  with  the 
present  surplus  and  to  continue  to  bank  on  tbe  continuance  of  the  state 
of  matters  and  I  congratulate  the  Government  for  their  scrupulous 
care  bestowed  in  preparing  the  Budget  for  1118  by  a  correct  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  situation  that  any  kind  of  change  is  possible  in  the  next 
year.  Taking  these  facts  into  view  it  is  good  to  find  to  expect  a 
shorter  revenue  by  11  and  odd  lakhs  and  the  expenditure  is  increased 
by  8  and  odd  lakhs  for  1118.  Even  after  this  careful  adjustment  it  is 
good  to  find  a  surplus  of  5  lakhs  over  the  figures  anticipated  for  1118. 
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services  of  the  State  who  are  drawing  less  than  Bs.  15.  This  is  a  most 
welcome  relief  to  the  low  paid  servants.  I  can  only  add  that  a  little 
more  generous  allowance  should  have  been  made.  This  is  because  the 
necessaries  of  life  are  soaring  in  prices. 

We  were  very  glad  to  hear  from  the  Dewan-President  the  happily 
conceived  co-operation  between  Cochin  and  Travancore  in  the  matter 
of  purchasing  rice  on  a  joint  scheme  as  well  as  storage  and  this  timely 
arrangements  is  a  wise  step  for  the  prevention  of  shortage. 

Sir,  that  the  present  administration  is  alive  to  the  growing  needs 
of  this  progressive  state  is  testified  by  the  following!  It  is  proposed  to 
have  an  industrial  show  room,  and  a  grant  is  going  to  be  given  to  the 
co-operative  Societies  and  lastly  there  is  an  intensification  of  the  drive 
for  production.  I  hope  that  the  Co-operative  Department  which  has 
been  admittedly  functioning  perfunctorily,  will  live  up  to  its  expecta¬ 
tions  and  do  its  part.  As  regards  the  Industrial  machinery  show  room 
I  find  that  it  is  proposed  to  invite  various  Engineering  Eirms  and  in¬ 
ventors  to  display  their  various  machinery  and  labour-saving  devices. 

I  am  not  sure  whether  the  response  would  be  encouraging.  I  would 
suggest  that  it  will  be  worth-while  for  the  Government  to  invest 
certain  amount  of  money  for  making  and  exhibiting  model  machineries. 
At  the  same  time,  inventors  and  other  Engineering  Eirms  may  be  in¬ 
vited  to  supplement  the  show.  If  this  is  not  done  and  if  we  have  to 
depend  upon  the  engineering  Eirms  and  inventors  volunteering  alone, 

I  am' not  sure  that  muph  good  will  come  out  of  it. 

Einally,  it  is  gratifying  that  we  have  contributed  a  total  of  15 
lakhs  as  war  contribution  to  the  Paramount  Power  over  and  above  the 
two  battalions  of  troops  we  have  sent. 
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Wls.  M.  L.  0‘CRUZ :  Under  the  pressure  of  war  conditions  it  has 
been  the  fate  of  most  countries  to  face  deficit  budgets  vear  after  year. 
But,  Sir,  thanks  to  , your  able  guidance  of  the  State  s  finances,  wa  have 
been  able  not  only  to  realise  a  substantial  surplus  m  111  b  but  also  to 
expect  a  really  big  surplus  in  the  current  year.  ’While  in  1110  the 
surplus  was  Its.  6*63  lakhs  (that  is,  nearly  double  the  revised  estimate), 
in  1117  the  surplus  is  expected  to  amount  to  no  less  than  Its.  24*32 
lakhs.  This  indeed  is  a.  feat  of  financial  administration,  the  like  ot 
which  has  been  unknown  in  all  the  history  of  this  State.  It  is  most 
pleasing  to  find  that  it  has  been  possible  again  to  budget  for  a  consider, 
able  surplus  in  the  coming  year. 

As  the  Financial  Secretary  has  stated  in  the  Budget  Memorandum 
the  State  has  usually  been  trying  to  maintain  balanced  budgets.  But 
at  the  same  time  there  had  been  no  hesitation  to  incur  small  deficits 
which  are  inevitable  when  pushing  on  schemes  calculated  for  the  all¬ 
round  expansion  of  the  activities  of  the  State  under  a  ! progressive  and 
enlightened  administration.  Nevertheless,  it  is  extremely  gratifying, 
Sir,  that  you  have  most  wisely  arranged  our  finance  to  yield  these 
substantial  surpluses  and  to  accumulate  them  in  the  Bevenue  Beserve 
Fund.  Such  a  fund  is  of  the  utmost  need  to  draw  upon  in  these 
critical  years  when  we  may  have  to  face  difficult  financial  situations  at 
any  unexpected  moment.  Posterity  will  ever  be  grateful  to  you  for  this 
wise  provision. 

It  is  also  a  great  pleasure  to  find  that  you  have  so  carefully  hus¬ 
banded  the  resources  of  the  State  that,  despite  the  adverse  effects  of 
depression  and  war  conditions,  the  gross  revenue  of  the  State  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  reach  the  record  figure  of  more  than  Bs  8  crores,  a  revenue 
much  higher  than  the  revenues  of  any  Indian  State  except  Hyderabad 
and  Mysore.  And  this  has  been  achieved  without  increasing  taxation # 

The  budget  for  1118  is  pre-eminently  a  war  budget.  Both  the 
revenue  and  the  expenditure  items  are  profoundly  affected  by  war  con¬ 
ditions.  The  revenue  estimate  approximating  to  Ks.  3  crores  is 
evidently  moderate  and  takes  into  consideration  all  probable  contingen¬ 
cies  and  unexpected  variations.  Apart  from  the  possibility  of  receiving 
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from  the  Cochin  Harbour  an  amount  higher  than  the  budgeted  one  of 
its  2  lakhs,  there  will  be  a  substantial  addition  from  the  increased  duty 
on  rubber.  This  increase  of  revenue  is  from  shoulders  well  able  to 
bear  the  burden,  particularly  under  the  prevailing  war  boom  of  the  in- 
dustry,  The  State  as  a  whole  and  especially  the  poor  will  be  benefited 
by  this  increase. 

The  expectation  to  impose  an  export  duty  on  timber,  if  found  ne¬ 
cessary,.  involves  also  an  industrial  consideration.  This  trade,  due  to 
the  present  greatly  increased  demand  for  timber  for  war  purposes,  has 
considerably  expanded  and  has  become  fairly  prosperous.  It  can  there¬ 
fore  bear  conveniently  such  a  duty.  Moreover ,  such  a  duty  on  the 
export  of  raw  timber  will  also  have  a  beneficial  effect  upon  the  cabinet 
making  industry,  a  new  industry  in  the  State  which  is  making  a  good 
headway. 

The  budget  is  providing  not  only  for  the  full  normal  activities  of 
the  State  but  also  for  additional  public  works,  extension  of  agriculture, 
increase  of  public  health  centres  and  encouragement  of  the  co-operative 
movement.  Not  only  has  the  substantial  allotment  of  Rs.  20‘05  lakhs 
been  made  for  the  Electrical  Schemes,  including  Rs.  10  lakhs  for  the 
dam  at  Eundale  for  the  Pallivasal  Hydro  Electric  Project,  allotments 
have  been  made  for  all  the  water  supply  and  drainage  schemes  on 
hand.  The  provision  for  efforts  for  the  extension  of  foodcrops  cultiva¬ 
tion  has  a  most  vital  significance  to  our  country  which  is  not  food-suffi¬ 
cient  and  which  under  the  war  conditions  is  therefore  most  precariously 
placed.  I  hope  that  the  lift  irrigation  scheme  for  enabling  the  single 
crop  paddy  lands  to  grow  two  crops  annually  and  that  the  pumping . 
scheme  for  helping  the  punja  lands  to  grow  more  crops  in  a  year  will 
progress  considerably  during  the  coming  year.  The  extension  of  the 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the  support  of  the  Central 
Co-operative  Bank  with  a  loaD  of  Re  1  lakh  will  be  generally  wel¬ 
comed. 

It  is  natural  that  in  our  prosperity  budget  we  should  provide  for  a 
substantial  war  contribution  which  will  complete  our  total  of  Rs.  15 
lakhs.  And  probably  we  will  even  increase  the  allotment  in  the  course 
of  the  year.  . 

It  is  comforting  to  see  that  the  budget  provides  for  funds  to  be 
used  when  any  unforseen  distress  comes  upon  us  under  the  prevailing 
war  conditions.  Already  Government  have  done  something  to  relieve 
distress  caused  by  the  dislocation  of  the  normal  work  of  the  people  by 
the  catastrophe  of  war  and  to  help  the  refugees  from  enemy  occupied 
countries.  Much  more  yet  remains  to  be  done  ancT  I  hope  no  expendi¬ 
ture  of  the  amounts  allotted  for  this  purposes  will  be  stinted  and  fair 
distribution  to  all  affected  will  be  made. 

In  the  matter  of  Public  Works,  I  hope  some  urgent  small  works 
such  as  the  proposed  Vely-Kadinanikulam  Road  and  the  unfinished 
portions  from  Thengapatfcanam  t0  Colachel  through  coastal  area  will 
also  be  undertaken  with  the  help  of  the  lump  sum  allotted  to  the 
P.  W.  D. 
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While  welcoming  the  re-organisation  of  the  Forest  Department  to 
attain  more  efficiency  I  hope,  as  it  is  also  the  general  desire  of  all 
people  concerned  with  the  activities  of  the  Fisheries  Department,  that 
in  the  forth-coming  year  measures  will  be  adopted  to  organise  it  as  an 
independent  Department  and  to  mobilise  for  its  work  the  staff  most 
suited  to  it  by  natural  inclination,  aptitude,  vested  interests  an'i  special 

training. 

Sir,  in  conclusion,  it  will  by  no  means  be  an  exaggeration  to  say 
that  in  just  more  than  half  a  decade,  you  have  guided  our  fair  State 
from  prosperity  to  prosperity  and  have  brought  it  to  the  present  high 
water-mark.  And  it  is  the  sincere  wish  of  all  that  your  absence  from 
the  State  necessitated  by  Imperial  needs  for  your  valuable  services  will 
be.  short  and  the  hope  that  you  will  lead  the  State  to  still  greater 
achievements  on  your  return.  Sir,  in  the  name  of  the  community,  I 
have  the  honour  to  represent  here,  I  wish  you  every  success  in  your 
near  office.

IftflB.  D.  C.  JOSEPH  ;  Sir,  the  Budget  for  the  year  1118  ji.  E.  dated 
17-7-1942  is  a  war  Budget.  The  war  of  agression  faces  us  very  deeply 
Bs.  3  crores  of  revenue  is  an  achievement  ;  it  is  simply  magical.  How 
is  it  possible  in  the  midst  of  stress  and  strain,  in  the  midst  of  crippling 
of  our  sea-borne  trade,  in  the  midst  of  the  inflow  of  thousands  of 
evacuees,  in  the  midst  of  turbulant  forces,  in  the  midst  of  threatening 
influences  caused  by  the  loss  of  the  Gateway  to  India  and  that  of 
moving  fortresses  of  the  world  and  in  the  midst  of  the  fall  of  Java, 
Malaya  and  Burmah-the  rice  and  oil  supply  stores,  of  Travancore  and 
it  is  quite  a  marvellous  one.  To  me  as  one  coming  from  a  place  ad¬ 
joining  the  Lands— end  of  India  re  Gape  Comorin  and  to  me  as  a  com¬ 
mentator  intimately  witnessing  the  voluptuous  kissing  grip  of  the  three 
seas- the  Bay  of  Bengal,  the  Indian  Ocean  and  the  Arabian  sea  ever  since 
the  attack  of  the  enemy  in  Trincomalee,  the  events  were  giving  me 
room  for  anxiety  as  Travancore  had  Mr  Paratneswaran’s  scanty  A.  R.» 
P.  literature  and  Mr.  Karim’s  not  inefficient  but  insufficient  Armed 
Reserve,  But  the  Dewan  President’s  speech— a  speech  pregnant  with 
splendid  ideas,  lofty  ideals  and  proper  ways  and  means  for  the  uplift 
and  betterment  of  the  State  ruled  by  a  noble  Sovereign,  young  in  years 
and  advanced  in  wisdom,  a  speech  which  covered  the  untiring  energy 
and  intelligent  resourcefulness  of  the  stenographers  for  an  hour  tajid  a 
half,  emboldened  me  to  trust  and  believe  that  there  is  a  mighty  A.  B.P. 
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in  the  State— an  A.  E,  P.  which  is  better  than  or  equal  to  a  E.  A.  F. 
in  Britain,  a  luftwaffe  in  Germany,  a  Laval  in  France,  a  Pommel  in 
Italy  or  a  Soviet  Army  in  Enssia.  Our  wonderful  A.  E.  P.  is  requisi¬ 
tioned  incessantly  from  eminent  quarters- our  A-  E.  P, — “Ananda- 
padmanahha’s  Etservoir  of  Power”  is  none  other  than  Sir  C.  P. 
Bamaswamy  Aiyar  whose  greatness  and  capacity  is  recognised  not  only 
in  the  Indian  political  arena  hut  are  known  throughout  the  world. 
With  the  guidance  of  such  an  eminent  statesman,  a  prosperity  Budget 
is  framed  by  the  Financial  Secretary.  Our  felicitations  are  therefore 
due  to  the  Financial  Secretary  for  the  lucid  manner  in  which  explana¬ 
tions  are  offered  for  the  rise  and  fall  of  income  and  expenditure  sound¬ 
ing  caution  wherever  necessary  and  making  liberal  provisions  wherever 
indispensable.  Sir,  I  do  not  mean  to  enter  into  details  as  the  various 
questions  were  already  Very  ably  handled  by  my  fellow-members.  I 
wish  to  touch  upon  one  or  two  important  matters.  Es.  3  crores  are  an 
eye-sore  to  outsiders.  Power  comes  from  Pallivasal  and  the  dead  indus¬ 
tries  'are  likely  to  revive.  The  Aluminium  Factory,  the  Porcelain 
Factory,  the  Glass  Factory  and  the  Plywood  Factory  are  accomplished 
factors  entirely  due  to  the  earnest  endeavours  of  the  Dewan.  It  is  a 
matter  for  congratulation  that  the  Dewan  is  an  ardent  supporter  of  the 
people  in  distress.  The  war  has  affected  the  low-paid  subordinate 
officers.  A  liberal  sum  of  Es.  2  lakhs  has  been  provided  for  the  suffer¬ 
ers  drawing  a  salary  less  than  Es.  15.  Further  one  noteworthy  feature 
in  the  present  administration  is  the  sympathetic  consideration  shown  to 
the  poor.  .  To  alleviate  their  suffering.  District  Medical  Officers  are  to 
be  sent  for  the  supply  of  effective  medical  aid  to  the  rural  parts.  The 
Dewan  has  no  idea  of  over  burdening  the  tax-payers  with  new  taxes 
hut  wants  to  remove  the  people’s  wants  without  going  in  for  any  addi¬ 
tional  taxation.  With  this  object  in  view,  the  Financial  Secretary  has 
proposed  to  increase  the  duty  on  rubber  which  has  a  better  prospect  as 
a  result  of  the  war.  Thus  the  Budget  is  a  valuable  record  of  prosperity. 
The  Dewan  has  done  all  possible  help  to  a  sufficient  supply  of  rice. 
Kerosene  oil  difficulty  is  brought  under  effective  control.  My  two 
suggestions  are  :  (1)  to  avoid  night  Btudy.  I_  propose  the  change  of  school 
hours  to  8  in  the  morning  and,  (2)  to  increase  the  production  of  paddy. 
All  available  vacant  lands  should  be  ascertained  immediately  and  regis¬ 
tered  giving  special  instructions  to  the  Tahsildar  to  be  on  the  alert  in 
future.  I  have  to  mention  that  certain  revenue  officers  do  not  carry 
out  the  orders  of  Government  properly. .  &  certain  man  .applied  for  a 
few  acres  in  the  Thovalay  Taluk  for  tapioca  and  paddy  cultivation. 
The  Tahsildar  rejected  the  applications  as  channel  poramboke  and  land 
reserved  for  backward  communities.  Sir,  this  attitude  is  opposed  to 
the  good  intentions  of  the  Government. 

Sir4  your  parting  is  painful  but  it  is  for  a  nobler  purpose.  Your 
winning  manners,  loving  kindness,  ever  smiling  attitude,  unerring 
judgment,  impartial  treatment  of  all  irrespective  of  caste  or  creed-  have 
strengthened  fhe  affinity  of  this  House  towards  you.  Let  the  Almighty 
make  your  mission  a  signal  success,  grant- you  good  health  and  enable 
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you  to  resume  your  work  in  our  midst  as  soon  as  possible.  I  should 
conclude  my  speech  with  the  following  quotation  jhom  the  Financial 
Secretary’s  speech  ;

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Mr.  E.  E.  PANDARATHIL  :  Sir,  according  to  the  oid  and  gracious 
custom  let  me  begin  by  congratulating  the  Financial  Secretary  for  the 
clarity  of  his  expression  in  this  budget  for  1118.  It  is  talso  his  good 
fortune  to  have  presented- it  for  a  year  when  our  budgeted  income  have 
touched,  over-stepped  our  third  crore.  It  is  a  war-scarred  budget  but 
owingto  our  good  fortune  in  realising  more  than  our  expectation-  iq 
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our  customs  and  in  no  small  measure  owing  to  the  masterly  control  o 
financial  and  economic  affairs  by  the  head  of  our  administration  then 
is  a  small  surplus,  after  ample  and  undiminished  provisions  for  nation 
building  activities  which  has  become  our  tradition,  and  a  wise  policy  d 
adding  to  our  Revenue  Reserve  Fund  an  amount  to  the  tune  of  about 
12  lakhs. 

A  former  Financial  Secretary  has  characterised  our  Dewan-Presi- 
dent  as  a  man  with  a  ‘Golden  touch’  and  then  it  was  taken  as  a  mere 
complimentary  phrase.  Not  superstitious  myself,  it  may  be  owing  to 
the  'superstitioualy-disposed  community  I  represent,  that  I  am  also 
assailed  by  the  belief  that  after  ail,  the  presence  alone  of  men  like  our 
Sachivottama  is  conducive  to  prosperity.  What  other  explanation  is 
there  for  our  gains  above  expectations  from  the  Cochin  harbour  and 
also  due  to  change  of  trade  routes  common  in  war  times,  our  gains  from 
the  custom  on  the  Eastern  frontier.  It  may  ba  regarded  as  winning 
both  on  the  swings  and  the  roundabouts,  although  the  old  adage  says 
that  what  we  lose  on  the  swing  we  gam  on  the  roundabouts.  The 
personal  equation  is  not  an  unconsid arable  factor  in  political  economy. 
The  timely  control  of  prices  before  anyone  else  outside  thought  of  it 
along  with  the  personal  supervision  of  arrangements,  for  food  supply  are 
ample  evidence  of  the  above  statement. 

At  the  brief  time  at  my  disposal  I  do  not  linger  to  examine  figures. 
Suffice  it  to  say  that  additional  taxation  contributing  to  our  rise  of 
revenue  is  laid  on  incomes  which  have  gone  up  as  a  result  of  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  the  international  situation  favouring  that,  section  of  the  public 
by  the  appreciation  of  the  prices  of  Certain  commodities ;  in  short  those 
who  can  afford  to  pay  as  a  result  of  profits  arising  from  war  prices. 
There,  is  in  short  no  injustice  or  inequity. 

•  It  may  be  remarked  that  the  Financial  Secretary  has  clipped  the 
wings  of  his  imagination  in  the  Expectations  of  next  year’s  revenue  in 
Industry,  Customs,  Transport  eto.  He  is  cautious,  not  to  say  conser¬ 
vative  in  his  estimates. 

On  the  expenditure  side  commendation  is  due  for  the  provision  in 
increased  measure  for  the  uplift  of  Backward  Communities,  Education 
and  other  nation-building  schemes,  as  usual. 

A  word  about  Co-operation.  The  co-operative  ,  movement  last  year 
came  in  for  a  good  deal  of  adverse  consideration  and  was'a-lmost  threa¬ 
tened  with  failure  to  the  point  of  extinction.  I  am  glad  to  see  that 
among  Co-operative  Societies,  some  are  still  good,  that  they  are  only  in 
a  frozen  state,  and  that  they  can  be  brought  to  life  by  the  warm  exten¬ 
sion  of  help  in  the  shape  of  enlarged  credit.  I  would  like  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  give  that  credit  not  merely  as  money  but.  as  a  sort  of  controlled 
credit  by  which  the  help  may  ultimately  reach  them  in  the  shape  of 
seed,  manure,  and  machinery  for  cottage  industries  which  last,  I  am 
glad  to  note  are  going  to  be  exhibited 'in  show-rooms.  That  way  lies 
salvation  of  co-operative  movement  in  this  country. 
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Another  matter  that  has  come  to  my  notice  is.  the  indiscriminate 
felling  of  oil.yiolding  trees  in  the  ! villages.  We  have  heard  that  it  is 
necessary  to  supplement  the  inadequate  supply  of  kerosene,  and  we 
may  even  have  to  substitute  indegenous  oils  in  its  place.  I  am  aware 
that  there  is  an  urgent  necessity  for -charcoal  for  producer  gas  for  our 
vehicles,  suffering  from  petrol-rationing.  It  is  necessary  all  the  more 
to  protect  oil-producing  trees  as  distinguished  from  other  fuel  trees. 
Otherwise,  Sir,  there  will  be  a  complete  denudation  of  the  country  side. 
Let  me  here  recollect  that  the  temptation  to  fell  trees  in  the  country 
was  till  1108,  resisted  and  obstructed  to  his  own  unpopularity  by  the 
.Jenmi.  Something  must  be  done. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  Honourable  Member  has  one  minute 

ItlR.  E.  E.  PANDARATHIL  :  Sir,  I  request  you  to  convey  my  congratu¬ 
lations  to  our  Dewan-President  on  his  appointment  to  the  Viceroy’s 
Executive  Council  which  I  hope  will  be  a  (glorious  paran thesis  in  his 
services  to  our  State. 

MR.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI ;  Sir,  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the 
revised  estimates  for  the  current  year  is  expected  to  result  in  a  record 
surplus  of  about  Es.  25  lakhs  particularly  at  a  time  like  this.  The 
decision  of  the  present  Financial  Secretary  to  revive  the  Eevenue  Ke- 
serve  Fund  Account  started  by  one  shrewd  predecessor  of  his,  but 
given  up  by  his  successors,  and  to  set  apart  all  this  surplus  to  that 
account  is  praiseworthy.  The  revised  revenue  estimate  for  the  current 
year  is  expected  to  be  301‘4  lakhs  which  is  about  21  lakhs  above  the 
budget  estimate.  This  unusual  rise  is  mainly  due  to  the  unexpected 
increase  in  revenue  under  customs*  forests,  railway  and  income-tax. 
But  as  usual  it  is  the  misfortune  of  the  present  Financial  Secretary 
alao  to  make  apologies  for  the  fall  in  revenue  under  our  capital  schemes 
and  commercial  services. 

Under  electric  schemes  there  is  a  fall  of  4  lakhs  which. is  attributed 
mainly  to  the  delay  in  starting  the  Aluminium  Factory  and  such  other 
industrial  projects.  But  what  about  the  fall  under  the  State  Transport 
and  the  Procelain  Factory.  The  state  transport  scheme  was  started 
with  great  expectations.  But  year  after  sear  we  are  told  that  the 
expectations  could  not  be  realised  due  to  owe  reason  or  other.  I  do 
admit  that  the  international  situation  is  very  unfavourable  to  us  in  the 
working  of  this  scheme.  Over-crowding  m  the  Transport  buses  is 
unbearable.  Break-downs  on  the  roads  are  a  very  common  feature. 
Sir,  we' will  put  up  with  all  these  difficulties,  if  only  we  get  a  reason¬ 
able  amount  of  profit.  On  the  other  hand  what  do  we  find  from  the 
figure  before  us.  ,  While  there  is  no  increase  in  the  gross  receipts,  the 
working  expenses  have  gone  up ‘by  a  lakh  of  rnpees  or  more.  I  feel 
that  there  is  something  fundamentally  wrong  in  the  administration 
and  management  of  the  State  Transport.  We  are  also  told  that  the 
department  will  be  made  permanent  from  the  beginning  of  the  next 
year.  So  this  is  the  proper  time  for  making  a  detailed  scrutiny  into 
the  wotking  of  the  whole  scheme.

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Similarly  the  Proeelain  Factory  has  already  swallowed  a  good 
amount  and  a  lakh  of  rupees  has  been  provided  for  the  Factory  under 
•capital  expenditure  for  1118.  We  have  already  spent  more  than  11 
lakhs  on  this  undertaking-.  The  quality  of  our  clay  and  manufactured 
articles  are  also  reported  to  be  excellent.  But  the  net  receipts  fall  short 
of.  expeaation  year  after  year.  It  is  said  that  Porcelain  Factories 
elsewhere  are  making  good  profits.  Naturally  it  should  be  possible  i 
for  oitr  factory  also  to  make  a  reasonable  profit  if  managed  properly  I 
and  efficiently.  From  the  very  beginning  I  have  been  questioning  the  a 
practical  experience  of  the  present  Expert  in  managing  the  factory  of  1 
this  sort.  I  fear  my  apprehensions  are  being  justified  and  I  would  ® 
request  the  Government  to  bestow  more  attention  on  the  working  of  | 
the  Factory  before  it  is  too  Iato-  ] 

One  of  the  relieving  features  of  the  present  budget  is  the  provision  I 
for  the  dearness  allowance  to  the  low  paid  subordinates  of  the  service 
of  the  State  drawing  a  pay  of  less  than  Rs.  15.  But  I  would  suggest 
.  that  in  view  of  the  enhanced  price  of  daily  necessaries  of  life  the  scope 
of  the  allowance  should  at  least  be  extended  to  those  drawing  a  salary 
of  Rs.  25  and  the  amount  increased  to  give  them  real  relief  under  the 
present  situation- 

The  indication  of  decentralised  administration  in  the  Medical 
Department,  is  very  welcome.  Till  the  full  scheme  is  before  us  I  do 
not  propose  to  comment  on  that.  But  I  am  sure  it  will  enhance  the 
utility  and  the  efficiency  of  the  department  under  the  able  guidance  of 
the  present  Surgeon- General. 

A  word  about  the  Department  of  Industries  and  I  am  done.  While 
speaking  about  this  department  in  1115,  I  said  that  if  the  Government  ' 
sincerely  wish  that  the  department  should  prove  a  success>  a  man  with 
real  grit  and  initiative  should  be  put  at  its  head.  I  am  very  glad  that 
the  Government  have  done  the  right  thing  at  least  now  and  I  hope  the 
new  Director  with  his.  experience  and  enthusiasm  will  be  able  to  infuse 
new  life  and  vigour  into  this  department.  I  would  invite  his  particular 
attention  to  two  matters  namely — re-distribution  of  grant-in-aid  to  '  I 
weaving  schools  and  the  prospecting  of  mica  and  graphite.  On  going 
through  the  Administration  Report  of  the  department  I  find  that  the.^L 
graat-in-aid  schools  are  concentrated  in  one  or  two  taluks.  Regarding^® 
prospecting,  though  large  funds  have  been  spent  during  the  last  four 
years  no  amount  seems  to  have  been  realised  from  the  operations.  I 
believe  he  will  bestow  more  attention  on  this.  Sir,  the  people  of 
Travanoore  are  fully  aware  of  your  great  services  to  the  State  and 
your  temporary  absence  at  this  juncture  is  a  great  handicap  to  the 
progress  of  the  State.  Let  us  hope  that  you  will  return  ere  long  after 
.the  successful  termination  of  your  mission,  to  guide  Travanoore  to 
progress  and  prosperity.  .

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  G.  PARA1HESWARAN  P(LLAI  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  make 
a  few  observations  on  certain  outstanding  matters  of  general  interest 
which  have  been  dealt  with  by  honourable  members  on  the  other  side. 

I  would  <  first  deal  with  the  most  important  question  that  has  been 
■.raised  o'n  the  floor  of  this  House,  viz.,  the  question  of  the  rice  situation. 

I  may  assure  honourable  members  of  this  House  that  the  Government 
of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  and  the  Dewan  personally  have  devoted 
and  are  constantly  devoting  their  lively  attention  to  this  most  impor¬ 
tant  topic  of  food  supplies.  I  would,  for  the  information  of  the  House, 
state  very  briefly  the  procedure  prescribed  in  the  matter  of  the  im¬ 
mediate  supply  of  our  requirements.  As  has  been  explained  by  the 
Dewan-President,  we  have  entered  into  arrangements  with  the  .Madras 
Government  for  the  supply  of  220,000  tons  of  rice  for  the  use  of.  Tra- 
vancore  and  Cochin  jointly ;  and  our -share  will  tentatively,  be  on  a 
Vol.  XX  No,  i,  .  "■ 
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population  basis.  Steps  have  already  been  taken  for  the  supply  of  the 
July  quota  in  this  respect;  and  merchants  all  over  the  State  who  are 
dealers  in  rice,  large  scale  importers  particularly,  have  bean  asked  to 
take  out  licences  under  the  Food  Grains  Control  Order  passed  in  Tra¬ 
vancore  on  the  !  ncs  of  the  British  Indian  Food  Grains  Control  Order. 
As  soon  as  they  apply  for  licence  for  the  respective  quotas,  the  infor¬ 
mation  is  passed  on  to  the  Food  Grains  Controller  in  Trichinopoly 
from  where  out  quota  has  to  come  and  the  Food  Grains  Controller 
there  issues  permits  to  these  merchants  for  the  transport  of  the 
quantity  which  has  been  allotted  to  them- 

Some  apprehension  was  expressed  here  as  to  the  quantities  avail¬ 
able  in  North  Travancore,  particularly  Parur  and  Kannatnad.  It  was 
also  pointed  out  by  the  honourable  member  Mr.  Janardanan  Nair  and 
other  honourable  members  that  there  was  shortage  cf  rice  in  Quilon. 
In  regard  to  Parur  and  Kuunatnad  and  the  northern  taluks  generally, 
the  idea  is  that  the  supply  coming  from  the  Northern  Circars  via 
Cochin  will  be  diverted  in  sufficient  quantity  to  meet  the  requirements; 
and  I  am  glad  to  say  that  as  a  result  of  the  recent  conference  in  Madras 
the  Director  of  Agriculture  who  has  also  been  appointed  as  the  Food 
Grains  Controller  in  Travancore  has  already  taken  action  for  the  early 
transport  of  the  quota  from  the  Northern  Circars  and  in  a  day  or  two 
it  is  expected  that  the'  wagons  will  already  have  moved  from  there 
for  delivery  in  Cochin  and  Alwaye.  In  regard  to  Quilon,  as  has 
already  been  explained  by  the  Dewan-President,  the  merchants  were 
rather  slow  to  act.  Nevertheless,  it  has  been  possible,  to  ascertain 
that  to  the  extent  of  nearly  85,000  bags  permits  have  already  been 
issued  to  the  merchants  who  have  taken  lincence  for  the  said  quota. 
This  will  be  brought  from  Trichy  to  Quilon  and  to  Trivandrum. 

As  regards  Quilon,  it  was  stated  that  the  merchants  closed  their 
shops  and  that  there  was  no  sale  of  rice  at  all  during  the  past  few  days. 
The  District  Magistrate  who  is  in.  charge  of  these  arrangementa  at 
Quilon  has  informed  Government  that  from  31st  Mithunam  to  the  4th 
Karkatakam,  both  days  inclusive,  14,923  bags  have  been  sold  in  Quilon. 
In  other  words,  2,500  bags  per  day  have  been  sold  in.  Quilon  and  it  is 
stated  that  this  is  normally  satisfactory.'  It  is  true  that  the  merchants 
have  been  for  some  time  rather  shy  to  release  all  the  stock  which  is 
available  there  for  reasons  which  are  obvious.  But  the  normal  situ¬ 
ation  is  being  restored  with  the  advent  of  the  85,000  bags  for  which 
permits  have  already  been  issued  by  the  Trichy  Food  Grains  Controller  ' 
and  the  present  tension  will  cease. 

So  far  as  Trivandrum  District  is,  concerned,  certain  reports  have 
bean  received  that  the  price  of  rice  has  gone  up  to  Rs.  17  and  even  to 
Rs.  18.  It  may  be  noted  in  this  connection  that  the  Trivandrum 
supply,  apart  from  the  supply  which  comes  from  Tanjore  and  other 
areas  outside  Travancore  is  mainly  from  Nanjinad.  Unfortunately 
the  price  of  paddy  at  Kottar  too  has  risen  very  high  recently  especially 
because  of  the  prevailing  rates  in  the  adjoining  District  of  Tinnevelly. 
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Consequently,  the  particular  class  of  people  who  use  this  Kottar  rice

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Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN May  [I  know  from  Government  whether 
there  was  any  sale  of  rice  in  Quilon  during  the  period  preceding  30th 
Mithunam  last  ? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  G.  PARAKESWARAN  P1LLA1 .  As  to  the  quantities 
sold  I  shall  have  to  call  for  information. 

In  regard  to  the  production  of  food  stuffs,  a  very  vigorous  drive  is 
afoot  and  I  may  submit  for  the '  information  of  this  House  that,  even 
though  a  separate  department  for  food  production  has  not  been 
established  the  whole  question  is  dealt  with  by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture.  I  may  assure  the  honourable  members  that  the  Director 
of  Agriculture,  who  is  rhe  oue  officer  vitally  concerned  with  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  food  grains  such  as  rice  in  the  country,  is  also  entrusted  with 
the  duty  of  finding  out  ways  and  means  for  intensive  cultivation  and 
for  introduction  of  improved  methods  of  cultivation-  In  fact,  he  has 
been  very  enthusiastic  in  this  matter  and  Government  trust  that  he 
will  have  the  fullest  co-operation  from  all  members  of  this  House.  I 
may  submit,  Sir,  that  as  has  been  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Tolson  and  one 
or  two  honourable  members  of  this  House,  that  it  is  rather  unfortunate 
that  large  areas  which  are  quite  fit  for  paddy  cultivation  and  which 
have  already  been  utilised  for  paddy  cultivation  are  now  utilised  for 
raising  lemon  grass.  I  hope  that  the  honourable  members  of  this 
House  will  co-operate,  with  Government  in  doing  propaganda  work  in 
the  direction  of  growing  more  and  more  of  food  stuffs. 

I  have  not  much  to  add.  In  -regard  to  the  export  of  tapioca  the 
apprehensions  entertained  by  some  honourable  members  are  not  well 
founded.  The  total  production  of  tapioca  in  the  country  comes  to 
nearly  6,75,000  tons  per  annum  and  the  export  amounts  only  to  lesd 
than  7000  tons. 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PlLLAl :  May  I  know  whether  there  is 
any  proposition  to  increase  the  price  of  tapioca? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  6.  PARAMESWARAN  PILLAj :  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  that  will  depend  entirely  on  .the  total  quantity,  of  production  and 
the  quantity  available  for  consumption  in  the  State.  , .  _ 

Mr,  A.  LEKSHMINARAYANA  AIYAR  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  express  my 
thankfulness  to  the  honourable  members  and  the  Dewan-President  for 
the  kind  words  said  about  my  Budget  Speech.  The  honourable  member 
Mr.  G.  Vein  Pillai  said  that  the  war  conditions  have  to  be  congratulated 
but  not  the  Financial  Secretary.  I  entirely  agree  with  him  Sir,  as 
regards  the- latter  portion  so  far  as  the  Financial  Secretary  is  personally 
concerned,  as  he  is  only  thB  mouthpiece  of  Government  in  presenting 
the  Budget.  He  is  like  a  craftsman  in  the  construction  of  a  building 
where  the  real  responsibility  for  the  design  and  expenditure  rests  with' 
the  Engineer  viz.,  the  Government  in  this  case.  I,  however,  agree 
with  him  only  partially  as  regards  the  first  portion  viz.,  that  war 
conditions  have  to  be  congratulated,  as  war  conditions  do  not  bring  in 
prosperity  in  all  cases.  The  favourable  war  conditions  combined  with, 
the  able  guidance  and  supervision  of  the  Head  of  the  Administration  as 
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also  the  zeal  of  the  Heads  of  the  several  revenue  collecting  departments 
have  contributed  to  the  favourable  result.  In  this  connection  I  may  be 
permitted  to  remove  a  small  misconception  in  my  estimate  of  revenue 
for  the  last  two  months  of  this  year  approximating  to  Rs.  72'71  lakhs 
as  in  the  last  two  months  of  last  year  and  referred  to  in  para  7  of  my 
speech.  As  this  figure  varies  from  the  proportion  of  l/5th  of  the 
receipts  of  Rs.  22B'64  lakhs  m  the  first  ten  months  of  this  year  by  about 
Rs.  27  lakhs,  the  honourable  member  Mr.  Narayana  Kurup  expressed 
a  doubt  whether  I  have  included  therein  also  the  lapses  of  grants  in 
1116  in  the  P.  W.  D.  for  instance  to. bring  forth  the  result.  Lapses  of 
grants  go  to  reduce  the  expenditure  in  accounts  and  are  not  treated  as 
revenue.  The  figure  Rs.  72’  71  lakhs  is  the  actual  revenue  collected  and 
credited  in  the  accounts  during  the  last  two  months  of  last  year.  The 
variation  is  due  to  90  per  cent  of  receipts  from  the  Cochin  Harbour,  the 
receipts  from  Railways  and  certain  other  items  coming  in' only  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

The  honourable  Deputy  President  and  the  honourable  member 
Mr.  M.  L.  Janardhanan  Pillai  emphasised  the  necessity  for  a  sub¬ 
stantial  Revenue  Reserve  Fund  as  the  reserve  of  about  Rs.  33  lakhs 
will  be  very  little.  We  have  already  a  General  Reserve  Fund  with  a 
balance  of  Rs.  7 S' 30  lakhs  which  could  also  be  utilised  for  drawal  in  lean 
years  if  necessary.  In  view  of  the  present  unsettled  conditions,  the 
necessity  for  a  large  reserve  fund  has  already  been  felt  also  by  Govern¬ 
ment  and  steps  will  be  taken  to  augment  the  reserve,  if  conditions  are 
favourable. 

The  honourable  member  Mr.  S.  Krishna  Aiyar  remarked  that  the 
explanation  for  increased  expenditure  given  in  para  2.0  of  my  speech  as 
being  due  to  the  needs  of  a  progressive  administration  apparently  shows 
only  .the  inability  to  give  details.  The  increases  mentioned  in  the  sub¬ 
sequent  paragraphs  vie.,  23,  25  to  29  and  31  although  in  some  cases 
small,  amount  to  a  total  of  Rs,  5  '5  lakhs  made  up  of  the  following  items 
against  an  increase  of  8  lakhs  referred  to  by  rhe;— -

He  wanted  me  specifically  to  reply  about  the  manure  depots  re¬ 
ferred  to  in  para  25  of  my  speech  and  also  about  the  contents  of  the 
manures.  The  Director  of  Agriculture  will  no  doubt  elucidate  the 
position. 

Ms  ny  honourable  members  dealt  with  the  inadequacy  of  the  Dear¬ 
ness  allowance  and  also  wished  that  the  pay  limit  of  Rs.  15  up  to  which 
the  allowance  is  proposed,  to  be  granted  may  be  raised.  The  Dewan-  . 
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President  has  already  said  in  his  statement  on  the  Budget  that  Govern¬ 
ment  will  not  be  slow  to  afford  the  relief  when  it  is  found  to  be  neces¬ 
sary.  The  expenditure  will  be  about  3-5  lakhs  if  the  allowance  is  given 
to  Govenment  servants  on  a  pay  of  Rs.  25  or  less.  If  it  is  extended  to 
those  on  higher  pay  up  to  Rs.  50,  Be.  1  will  not  be  sufficienent  and  at 
least  Bs.  2  will  have  to  be  given.  Then  these  will  be  an  additional  ex¬ 
penditure  of  about  Bs.  1 1/2  lakhs.  It  was  said  by  the  honourable  member 
Mr.  Janardhanan  Nair  that  the  receipts  from  the  Electric  Schemes  and 
the  commercial  concerns  are  overpitched.  The  estimates  are  based  on 
the  anticipations  which  can  be  envisaged  at  present  and  the  matter  has 
also  been  dealt  with  in  detail  in  the  President’s  statement.  The 
honourable  member  also  pointed  out  that  the  receipts  expected  in  the 
next  year  from  the  Rubber  Factory  and  Sugar  Factory  viz.,  Bs,  50  000 
°°5  high  When  comPared  with  toe  revised’  estimate  of 
Bs.  22  000  and  14,500.  The  revised  estimate  for  the  Rubber  Factorv 
receipts  relates  to  the  amount  received  this  year  for  the  period  of  about 
6  months  m  1940-41  as  the  partnership  began  in  December  1940.  On 
this  basis  a  full  year’s  receipt  of  Bs.  50,000  has  been  estimated.  It  is 
since  understood  as  mentioned  in  the  Dewan-President’s  statement  that

Bs.  50,000  but  about  Bs.  2,50,000.  In  the  present  conditions  of  the 
Sugar  market  the  maximum  of  Bs-  40,000  which  we  can  get  will  be 
easily  realised.  The  honourable  member  also  referred  to  the  receipts 
under  Stamps  and  Registration  being  on  the  high  side.  The  receipts 
under  these  heads  during  the  first  ten  months  of  the  current  year  plus 
tb®  1 ‘f*  two  montbs  receipts  of  last  year  amount  to  Bs  22'22  lakhs  and 
6  58  lakhs,  respectively  Yet,  the  revised  estimate  has  been  fixed  onJv 
iTnnr?-’  Es'  ^  1“khB_ftnd  6'18  lakhs.

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As  regards  the  enquiry  of  the  honourable  member  Mr.  Dominic 
Joseph  as  to  why  there  should  be  a  difference  between  Government 
accounts  and  commercial  account  in  the  matter  of  passenger  fares  and 
Jorry  hire  also,  I  may  mention_that  in  commercial  account  the  receipt  is 
based  on  the  demand  while  in  Government  account  they  are  based  on 
actual  collections.  For  instance  a  lorry  hire  of  Rs.  31,94-8  taken  in  the 
Transport  Department  in  1116  was  actually  credited  in  the  Treasury 
only  in  the  beginning  of  1117,  I  once  again  thank  the  honourable 
members  for  their  kindjwords. 

IWr .  K0TTAL1L  P.  ABRAHAM:  May  I  know  the  Financial  Secretary’s 
reply  to  the  question  that  Mr.  Dominic  Joseph  raised,  namely,  the  ap¬ 
parent  difference  in  Government  accounts  and  Commercial  accounts. 
It  was  stated  that  I ’5  lakhs  of  rupees  is  the  difference. 

MR.  A.  LEKSHMINARAYANA  AlYAR  :  That  is  included  as  interest 
charges. 

RESIDENT  :  Now  that  the  general  debate  has  ended,  there  are 
a  few  points  on  which  I  desire  to  make  some  observations.  But  before 
doing  so,  in  is  my  duty  to  utter  a  word  of  thankfulness  and  also  a  word 
of  reproach.  The  word  of  thankfulness  is  uttered  spontaneously  and 
with  my  full  heart  for  the  manner  in  which  successive  honourable 
members  have  spoken  of  my  impending  departure  and  have  expressed 
the  hope  and  trust  that  I  shall  soon  return-  I  feel  confident  that  their 
hopes  will  not  be  misplaced.  But  I  also  hope  that  their  trust  and  con¬ 
fidence  in  me  will  continue  after  my  return  and  may  be  justified  by 
results  thereafter  to  some  extent  at  least,  so  that  their  hopes  might 
not  be  in  vain .  The  word  of  reproach  is  due  to  the  honourable  mem¬ 
bers  because  they  have  taken  a  somewhat  erroneous  view  of  the  work¬ 
ing  of  Government  .machinery.  My  friend  Mr.  Padiyara  Joseph 
Kunju  whose  criticisms  I  listend  to  with  a  certain  amount  of  pain  is 
not  in  his  seat  now.  But  judging  from  what  he  said  and  from  what 
other  honourable  members  have  stated,  it  would  appear  that  there  is 
only  one  person  in  the  State  who  is  expected  to  do  everything  and  per¬ 
form  his  task  like  a  prodigy  and  exhibit  pre-vision,  calculation,  deli¬ 
beration  and  victorious  planning. 

I  need  give  only  two  or  three  instances.  No  doubt,  J/was  of  some 
assistance  in  getting  orders  in  regard  to  the  coir  and  other  goods  from 
Delhi.  But  without  the  wholehearted  co-operation  and  assistance 
actual  implementing  of  that  coir  business  given  by  /the  present  Chief 
Secretary  the  cesuits  would  not  have  been  as  striking  as  they  fortu- 
nately  have  been. 

With  regard  to  the  food  supply  and  the  r^aient  arrangements  that 
have  been  made  something  was  said  about  what  I  was  able  to  do.  No 
doubt.  I  acted  the  part  of  a  gadfly.  I  reproached  and  expostulated  and 
remonstrated  and  made  myself  a  general  nuisance  all  round  and  made 
preliminary  arrangements.  No  doubt,  qti  this  had  its  effect.  But  I 
must  here  and  now  pay  a  tribute  to  thf  fine  work  done  by  Mr.  Nara- 
yana  Aiyar  and  by  Mr.  Salter,  and  to'them  the  State  must  be  grateful 
for  the  manner  in  which  they  hatfe  conducted  delicate  nee-ntiatinr,., 
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not  without  opposition,  in  conferences  with  the  Government  of  Madras. 
Similarly  in  the  matter  of  yarn,  where  the  position  is  generally  satis¬ 
factory  the  work  done  by  Dr,  Parameswaran  has  been  extremely 
praiseworthy.  I  am  only  mentioning  a  few  instances,  It  would  be  a 
very  wrong  perspective  and  a  very  wrong  appraisal  if  all  the  credit 
were  to  go  to  one  whereas  it  is  shared  by  many  and  deserved  by 
many.  I  am  all  the  more  nervous  about  it  because  it  is  pleasant  for  a 
person  to  appropriate  this  credit  when  things  are  going  well.  Bui  if 
the  same  standards  are  applied  when  things  are  not  going  so  well,  it 
will  be  another  pair  of  shoes.  And  therefore  it  is  partly  from  a  selfish 
point  of  view  that  I  say  that  I  am  net  entitled  to  so  much  credit  as  has 
been  ascribed  to  me. 

That  apart,  there  are  one  or  two  other  matters  to  which  I  wish  to 
refer.  The  Deputy  President,  spoke  of  the  facilities  that  are  needed 
for  commercial  banking.  I  wholly  agree  with  him.  It  is  true  that 
after  the  crisis  of  1937  private  banking  has  not  been  rehabilitated  in 
this  State.  I  must  say  that  semehow  or  other  the  sporadic  kuri  run  by 
the  lone  adventurer  seems  to  have  more  attractions  for  many  people 
than  a  well-conducted  bank ;  and  a  certain  number  of  speculative 
enterprises  seem  also  to  have  great  attractions.  There  is  scope  here 
for  the  commencement  of  a  bank  which,  having  regard  to  the  indus¬ 
trial  future  of  this  country  and  the  industrial  possibilities  that  are 
looming  before  us,  will  be  honestly  condaoted,  conservatively  managed 
but  win  wholeheartedly  finance  industry  and  what  may  be  called 
intensive  agriculture.  Government  will  only  be  too  anxious  to  give  the 
greatest  possible  assistance  and  render  the  utmost  co-operation  to  bodies 
outside  or  inside  the  State  who  take  upon  themselves  this  most  indis¬ 
pensable  work,  because  without  sufficient  banking  facilities,  the  indus¬ 
trialisation/^!  this  country,  the  rapid  agricultural  amelioration  of  this 
country,  will  not  be  a  fait  accompli. 

There  is  one  other  matter  with  which  I  shall  close.  In  an  article  ' 
in  a  newspaper,  “The  Malayali,”  it  was  stated  that  the  starting  of  a 
glass  factory  may  no  doubt  provide  employment  for  Travancore  labour, 
but  the  paper  doubts  the  wisdom  of  requisitioning  the  ^services  of  out¬ 
siders  for  the  establishment  of  such  industries  even  though  local  capital , 
may  be  shy.  As  this  raises  a  very  large  question  I  shall  take  five 
minutes  of  the  time  of  this  honourable  House  to  make  the  position  of 
Government  clear;  There  are  certain  industries  v/hich  have  established  % 
themselves  in  the  country.  Take  for  instance  the  sugar  industry.  * 
Supposing  that  this  State  had  not  co-operated  with  Parry  and  Company 
who  are  practically  monopolists  in  South  India,  we  should  have  had  to 
conduct  business  m  competition  with  them.  Rather  than  conduct  that 
business  in  competition  with  them  and  lose  thereby  as  we  once  did  lose, 
this  State  made  up  its  mind  to  go  into  co-operation  and  partnership 
with  them  with  results  which  have  vindicted  the  policy  of  this  State, 
Similarly,  in  regard  to  cement,  it  is  a  truism  that  all  the  cement  pro¬ 
duction  of  India  is  practically  in  the  hands  of  one,  or  two  syndicates 
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or  concerns.  They  have  combined  all  their  resources  and  effected  a 
joinder  of  all  firms  which  were  doing  business  separately  and  in  order 
to  produce  optimum  results  they  have  formed  themselves  into  a  syndi¬ 
cate.  We  in  Travancore.  have  got  many  raw  materials  for  cement. 
We  have  need- of  cement  for  a  hundred  things.  Are  we'  to  start  a 
venture  which  will  be  ruined  in  six  months  by  competition  from  this 
all  India  concern  which  can  fix  prices  as  it  chooses  or  should  we  enter 
into  arrangements  with  that  syndicate  ?  It  so  happend  that  I  had  the 
good  fortune  of  knowing  some  members  of  that  syndicate  and  it  was 
possible  for  the  Slate  to  enter  into  arrangements  which  I  make  bold  to 
'  say  are  very  favourable  to  the  State.  We  have  made  certain  arrange¬ 
ments  with  regard  to  the  starting  of  a  cement  factory.  We  have  given 
certain  undertakings,  financial  and  other  undertakings  in  regard  to 
such  a  factory.  But  we  have  'also  stated  that  neither  they  nor  we  shall 
start  the  factory  here  until  the  conditions  are  propitious  for  obtaining 
materials  and  so  forth.  Pending  that  time  we  have  made  arrange¬ 
ments  that  we  should  be  supplied  with  cement  more  or  lass  at  the  rate' 
at  which  we  shall  be  able  to  get  the  cement  if  the  factory  had  been 
started.  On  the  whole,  therefore,  it  will  be  found  that'  we  have  hot 
made  a  very  bad  bargain  in  the  matter  of  cement. 

Take  glass.  Messrs.  Ogale  Bros,  are  large  manufacturers.  They 
have  got  secret  processes  and  reeiptes  and  so  forth,  It  was  they  that 
said  after  experimenting  that  the  Shertallai  sand  was  the  best 
sand  that  they  could  get,  so  that  they  are  going  to  use  that  sand.  Are 
w'e  to  utilise  the  services  of  that  concern  or  start  a  venture  here  on  our 
own  responsibility  ?  Now  it  appears  to  me  that  the  proper  way  to 
proceed  in  this  matter  would  be  to  insist  on  getting  all  the  advice  and 
financial  assistance  and  technical  skill  of  any  body  who  can  make  a 
success  of  an  undertaking.  But  let  us  not  let  that  undertaking  get  a 
stranglehold  over  the  finances  and  the  possibilities  of  this  State.  Make' 
provision  for  the  training  of  your  men.  Make  provision  for  enough 
shares  to  he  subscribed  by  the  public  or,  failing  response  from  the 
public,  by  the  Government.  See-to  it  that  they  do  not  run  that  busi¬ 
ness  antagonistically  to  the  interests  of  the  State.  That  I  concede  to 
be  the  right  method.  But  I  know  that  there  are  differences/#  opinion. 
Some  have  told  me  here,  some  have  told  me  elsewhere  /Wien  similar 
.enterprises  were  being. started  that  it  is  far  better  that  96  enterprise,  no 
^industry,  is  started  for  the  next  20,  30,  50  years  than  to  allow  an  out- 
;  sider  to  start  an  enterprise  here.  That  is  a  philosophy  which  I  have  not 
"  subscribed  to  till  now  and  I  find  it  difficult  to  subscribe  to  it.  Persons 
Who  have  endeavoured  to  secure  fop  South  Indians  of  talent  offices 
in  Northern  India  know  the  dead  set  that  fs  made  against  a  South 
Indian,  This  kind  of  negation  of  free  competition  is  not  a  healthy  sign 
or  symptom..  It  is  not  thus  that  we  should  do  the  best*  service  to  the 
State.  We  can  survive  competition.  We  need  not  be  afraid  of  the 
outsider.  Let  us  benefit  by  him. ;  let  p#  outstrip  -him  •  and  let  ua 
recreate  our  own  industry ;  and  let  pdt  petty,  parochial  ideas  make 
it  possible  for  our  industrial  rehabilitation  to  be  postponed  or  negatived. 
With  that  appeal  I  close.  x"'  j

PRESIDENT  :  This  is  a  matter  of  some  importance  and  many 
other  questions  have  been  sent  in  on  similar  topics.  The  position 
undoubtedly  is  and  has  been  that  a  certain  predominance  has  been  ob¬ 
tained  bv  specific  communities  in  the  past.  As  an  example  for  about 
50.  or  60  years,  it  so  happened  that  there  was  in  the  State  a  succession 
of  -very  esteemed  Kaoji  Dewans  and  it  was  suggested  that  a  large 
number  of  persons  in  the  Secretariat  and  in  other  departments  were 
Raojis.  In  fact  the  Marathi  language  was  substituted  for  Malayalam  in 
some  of  the  old  records.  Therefore  you  may  take  it  that  with  a  change 
in  the  Dewanship,  there  was,  let  us  say,  a  pardonable  or  unpardonable 
bias  towards  the  Dewan’s  community.  I  have  been  noticing  that  as 
heads  of  departments  change  there  is  a  slight  bias  in  favour  of  a 
particular  community.  We  cannot  get  away  from  it.  Even  Mr.  Padi- 
yara  Joseph  Kunju  is  not  free  from  such  a  bias.  I  find  that  the  prota¬ 
gonists  of  this  question  do  not  always  exhibit  inflexible  impartia¬ 
lity  between  community  and  community.  It  is  to  prevent  all  this  that 
a  Public  Service  Commissioner  has  been  appointed.  That  in  the  past 
there  have  been  transgressions  or  irregularities  may  be  conceded.  Eor 
instance,  in  England  for  over  150  years  nobody  who  was  not  in  Eton  or 
Harrow’  or  in  a  simiiarspublic  school  was,  in  practice,  deemed  fit  for  high 
preferment.  Until  a  Public  Service  Commission  was  appointed  this 
continued  to  be  so.  It  was  also  an  equally  established  fact  that  nobody 
could  get  a  military  commission  unless  he  had  studied  in  certain  ex¬ 
pensive  schools.  All  this  is  set  out  in  various  published  reports  in 
America  and  England.  It  is  also  stated  in  many  quarters  that  cadets 
of  certain  selected  families  got  a  disproportionate  share  of  higher  offices 
in  England.  It  is  not.a  question  of  caste  there.  Even  now  it  is  asserted 
that  Directors  of  some  of  the  largest  companies  in  England  are  confined 
to  a  set.  I  have  myself  noticed' irregularities  here.  As  departmental 
heads  change  the  appointments  in  the  lower  ranks  are  also  apt  to  be 
deflected.  Even  as  departmental  heads  differ  in  policy  and  personnel 
so  also  their;  appointments  go  to  different  communities.  That  is  so  not 
only  here  but  also  in  Madras  and  sDelhi.  We  can  only  get  rid  of  these 
tendencies  gradually  and  by  public  education  and  the  arousing  of  a  new 
communal  feeling.

PRESIDENT  :  I  think  there  is  some  misapprehension  in  this  matter. 
In  the  old  days,  at  all  events,  40  or  50  years  ago,  there  were  two  ten¬ 
dencies;  some  parents  when  they  admitted  students  into  schools 
under-estimated  their  age  and  some  others  over-estimated  their  age. 
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When  a  boy  was  fairly  bright  and  was  expected  to  pass  the  Matri¬ 
culation  in  the  thirteenth  or  fourteenth  year  of  age,  his  age  was 
generally  given  about  1  or  2  years  in  advance  so  as  to  allow  him 
time  to  enter  service.  That  has  happened  especially  in  one  or  two 
districts  of  the  Madras  Presidency  with  which  I  am  acquainted,  for  in¬ 
stance,  the  Tanjore  and  Trichinopoly  districts.  The  age  certificates' 
from  school's  in  these  two  districts  could  not  be  relied  upon.  On  the 
other  hand,  if  a  boy  is  not  bright  enough  and  if  he  is  expected  to  fail 
twice  in  the  Matriculation,  twice  in.  the  Intermediate  and  twice  in  the 
,  B.  A.,  they  wanted  to  give  a  fair  margin  of  6  years  in  order  to  ailow 
him  time  to  enter  service  before  the  25th  year  of  age.  Sometimes 
such  people  had  the  misfortune  of  seeing  the  younger  brother  retiring 
earlier  than  the  elder  brother.  It  is  rather  embarrassing  both  to  the 
younger  and  elder  brothers  and  the  Government.  So,  rather  lhan  give 
way  to  the  psychological  idiosyncrasies  of  the  people  the  Government 
thought  they  might  be  given  an  opportunity  to  make  up  their  minds 
within  a  specified  time  what  age  they  would  prefer  to  have.  Of  course 
they  will  have  to  produce  sufficient  evidence.  It  was  a  misfortune  to 
see  horoscopes  manufactured  and  baptismal  certificates  which  were 
sometimes  forgeries' were  produced.  Four  or  five  cases  have  t  ome  up 
before  me  and  similar  cases  have  taken  place  in -Madras  also.  Not  all 
Hindu  astrologers  or  officials  ia  charge  of  baptismal  records  are  ivery 
strict;  even  they  are  sometimes  human.  Therefore  it  is  the  unforiunate 
duty  of  Government  in  each  case  to  find  out  whether  the  horoscope 
can  be  accepted  or  the  baptismal  certificate  or  university  certificate. 
They  have  tried  to  find  it  out,  they  have  very  often  failed.  Perhaps 
their  decisions  are  wrong,  but  they  have  to  take  action.

MR.  E.  L  CHACKO At  the  moment  there  is  lack  of  shipping 
facilities  in  the  matter  of  cashew-nut  that  is  being  kept  ready  for  ex¬ 
port  to  America.  The  very  factories  themselves  are  in  need  of  assis¬ 
tance  from  Government  because  cashew-nut  business  is  dull.  The 
honourable  members  of  the  House  may  be  aware  of  that  after  the  recent 
developments  consequent  on  war. 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLA1  :  Sir,  on  a  point  of  order.  Is  it  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  honourable  member  to  make  a  speech  now  for  answering 
this  simple  question  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  That  is  no  point  of  order.  The  official  member  is 
only  explaining  the  position. 

Mr.  E.  I.  CHACKO  :  Sir,  there  are  no  shipping  facilities  for  export¬ 
ing  cashew-nut  to  America.  Honourable  members  may  know  well  that 
America  is  the  chief  consumer  of  cashew-nut  and  the  factories  that 
trade  on  this  commodity  are  lying  idle  in  Travancore.  Under  these 
circumstances  this  is  not  the  time  for  bringing  such  factories  under 
the  Factories  Act. 

MR.  KAWNAMTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAiR  :  May  I  know  whether  ths 
plant  which  enables  oil  to  be  extracted  from  cashew-nut,  will  be  exem¬ 
pted  from  the  operation  of  the  clause  under  the  Factories  Act  ?

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Mr.  E,  I.  CHACKO :  There  is  one  clause  in  the  Factories  Act  which 
prohibits  the  employment  of  children  under  12  years  of  age  in  a  fac¬ 
tory.  At  least,  about  35  to  50  per  cent  of  the  employees  in  a  cashew- 
nut  Factory  are  children,  because  the  work  is  of  such  a  character,  easy 
enough  for  children.  If  children  are  not  permitted  to  do  such  work,  the@ 
charges  of  manufacture  will  go  up  and  most  of  the  factories  may  have 
to  stop  work  on  account  of  higher  cost  of  production  at  a  time 
when  such  increase  in  cost  cannot  be  borne  by  this  industry.

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  G,  PARAMESWARAN  PILLAI  :  May  I  explain, 
Sir.  It  was  reported  that  Kottar  paddy  which  was  obtained  from  local 
producers  at  very  low  rates,  was  being  sold  at  exorbitant  rates,  even  at 
Bs.  12  or  13  per  Kottah.  Consequently,  the  price  of  Kottar  rice  at 
Trivandrum  had  gone  up  to  Bs.  17  and  17J.  That  was  considered  to 
be  extortionate.  The  District  Magistrate  of  Trivandrum,  by  virtue  of 
the  powers  conferred  on  him  under  the  Essential  Commodities  Order, 
went  to  Kottar  and  advised  the  merchants  that  if  they  were  to  sell 
local  paddy  at  such  high  rates  Government  might  ha-ve  to  take  action 
under  the  said  Order.  An  agreement  was  arrived  at  with  the  merchants 
and  they  agreed  to  sell  rice  at  the  rate  of  Bs.  9  per  Kottah.  That  was 
only  a  matter  of  mutal  agreement.  That  is  the  position  as  reported  by 
the  District  Magistrate. 

PRESIDENT  :  If  there  is  any  complaint  from  a  wholesale  dealer 
that  he  has  been  unfairly  dealt  withj  then  that  will  be  investigated  by 
the  Government.

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RAJYASEVAPRAViNA  G,  PARAMESWARAN  PiLLAi :  No  such  formal 
order  has  been  passed  in  the  matter.  That  was  the  mutual  arrange¬ 
ment  between  the  District  magistrate  and  the  merchants  concerned. 

PRESIDENT  :  From  time  to  time,  in  centres  like  Kottar,  Trivan¬ 
drum,  Quilon  and  Alleppey,  there  is  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  whole¬ 
sale  dealers  either  to  raise  the  prices  to  the  retail  dealer  and  from  the 
retailer  to  ihe  consumer,  partly  with  the  knowledge  of  Government 
and  more  often  without  the  knowlelge  of  Government.  Taking  advant¬ 
age  of  the  fact  that  certain  number  of  officials  apparently  consume  only 
Nanjanad  rice,  the  merchants  mix  Nanjanad  rice  with  other  rice  and 
sell  them  as  Nanjanad  rice,  so  much  so  it  was  suddenly  noted  that  in  Tri- 
vandrumjhice  wa«  being  sold  -  mark  it  was  not  entirely  Nanjanad  rice— at 
Es.  17J  to  38  or  so.  We  came  to  the  conclusion  ~that‘  this  is  a  very 
difficult  state  of  affairs  So  the  District  Magistrate  was  asked  to  make 
enquiries  on  this  matter.  It  was  found  that  rice  which  had  been  pur¬ 
chased  by  the  wholesale  dealers  from  the  local  producers  for  small 
amounts  was  sold  at  high  prices.  We  have  definitely  made  it  a  point 
that  the  wholesale  dealers  must  give  us  their  accounts.  If  the  price  is 
really  Es.  15  or  16  from  the  producer,  then  he  is  entitled  to  charge  a 
certain  amount  of  profit.  If, he  purchases  at  Es.  10  and  taking  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  prevailing  rates,  sells  it  at  a  higher  rate  than  what  is  legiti¬ 
mately  due,  such  a  profiteering  is  not  allowed  by  Government.  We 
.  have  throughout  proceeded  on  the  footing  that  to  the  extent  to  which 
he  purchased  from  the  producer,  he  can  sell  it  at  some  higher  rate  with¬ 
out  taking  advantage  of  the  rise  in  price.  He  is  allowed  to  take  a 
reasonable  profit,.  That  is  the  only  way  to  prevent  profiteering.  Wher¬ 
ever  it  is  found  that  the  accounts  rendered  by  merchants  are  not  ac¬ 
curate,  other  enquiries  are  made  No  doubt  that  is  somewhat  arbitrary 
procedure  and  may  not  be  defended  by  what  may  be  called  Mid  Victo¬ 
rian  economic  standard  rates.  The.  price^  of  this  commodity  cannot, 
stand  by  those  acknowledged  standards,

PRESIDENT  :  I  hope  honourable  members  will  realise  the  impli¬ 
cation  of  what  has  fallen  from  one  honourable  member  who  has 
brought  this  motion.  It  is  a  matter  of  tremendous  difficulty  for  Gov¬ 
ernment  to  purchase  rice  and  sell  it.  If  Government  were  to  take 
upon  themselves  the  purchase  of  the  rice  for  the  whole  State  or'  for  a 
porportionate  area  of  the  State;  the  result  will  be  the  exercise  of  a 
great  deal  of  power .  Possibilities  for  irregulariaties  would  at  once 
ensue.  After  all  we  have  to  rely  on  human  agencies.  There  is  the 
wholesale  dealer  as  well  as  the  retail  dealer.  With  a  certain  amount 
of  give  and  take  and  arbitrary  action  in  some  cases  on  the  part  of 
Magistrates,-  we  get  on  somehow.  For  instance,  from  Peishkar  down¬ 
wards  to  Proverthicar,  if  everybody  is  both  a  Magistrate  and  a  whole¬ 
sale  dealer  or  retail  dealer,  tills  strangle-hold  of  officialdom  on  the 
p'eople  and  the  possibilities  for  clash  between  the  people  and  the  official¬ 
dom  may  become  so  extensive  that  I  do  not  think  honourable  mem¬ 
bers  would  relish  such  a  change.

PRESIDENT  :  Bui  then  the  honourable  member  must  be  prepared 
for  Government  not  acceptmc  me  statements.  For  instance,  as  the 
head  of  the  administration,  u  is  mv  duty  to. protect  the  services  just 
as  I  have  been  saving  so  often  tnst  corruption  -  should  be  exposed,  be- 
cause  if  an  untomnaie  man  has  the  ill-luck  of  becoming  a  member  of 
say,  the  ii, seise  Dn-iartmem.  or  the  Police  Department,  or  the  Secretari¬ 
at,  it  is  not  to  be  taken  lor  granted  that  no  is  a  kind  of  a  combination 
of  dacoit  and  free-oooier.  I  -.hall  tneretore  proceed  on  the  assumption 
that  he  is  not  a  aacou  or  iree-booter  by  tradition  but  that  he  is  as  good 
as  I.  But  the  moment  yon  get  noyona  this  and  say  that  such  and 
'  such  a  parson  has  oeen  guilty  or  has  betrayed  the  trust  reposed  in 
him  by  Government  then  by  name  and  instance  that  should  be  given. 
If  it  is  not  given,  honourable  members  mav  take  it  from  me  that  I 
shall  not  attach  any  importance  to  any  remarks  falling  from  any 
honourable  member  and  I  shall  take  no  action  and,  m  fact,  for  instance 
I  shall  ask  the  Excise  Commissioner  not  to  reply  if  there  is  any  general 
charge  of  corrupton.  I -  hall  strong!'.-  prevent  this  because  there  is 
not  only  no  use  in  saying  that  the  Excise  Department  is  corrupt,  or 
the  Police  Department  is  corrupt  .or  the  Secretariat  is  corrupt,  but 
these  things  will  go 'into  the  newspapers  and  everybody  will  go  about 
saying  there  is  something  tremendously  wrong.  These  things  have 
teen  going  on  for  five  or  six  years  now.  Honourable  members  may 
take  it  from  me  that  any.  petition  or  any  statement  in  council  attribut¬ 
ing  general  corruption  to  any  dopartnVeut  as  such  will  not  be  paid  any  . 
attention  to  by  me,  because  I  proceed  on  the  basis  that  all  my  officers 
are  honest  and  good,  but  if  there  is  any  exception,  the  moment  the 
name  is  mentioned,  I  am  prepared  to  place  him  under  [suspension  and 
start  an  enquiry.  The  moment  the  name  is  mentioned  I  take  it  for 
granted  that  honourable  members,  in  this  House  have  a  sufficient  sense 
of  responsibility;  have  made  sufficient  enquiries  before-hand  and  that 
Government. can  rest  assured  that  public  opinion  is  against  this  officer, 
then  I  will  immediately  suspend  the  officer  and  start  an  enquiry.  But 
if  the  enquiry  proves  that  the  charge's  are  not  accurate  or  that  they 
were  made  with  very  slight  preparation  or  on  hostile  or  any  other 
ground,  then  the  reaction  and  the  repercussion  would  also  be  great.

Theta  is  «o  roach-  of  (jmhmuuftl  differences  of 
opinion  based  not  on  inith  or  logic  imt  on  so  ealled  communal  in-- 
terests'.  £  am  in  a  p  .P  cum  of  vantage  in  regard  ?o  these  qnestiops.  It 
is  rhisi  Sir.  hen  I  am  talking  on  the  motion,  1  am  talking  from  the 
plenitude  of.  the  consciousness- that  I  have  never  been  communal" 
mtiidf.d  iu  regiU'd  to  pubh.?  guvrstitiirs.  I -am  so  fortunate -as-  to  enjoy 
'noma  little  reputation  in  that  direction-trod  it  is  with  that  consciouanesa 
and  with  that-  roiuitatidu  that  f  am  standing  before  von  and  the  House* 
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Bir,  in  this  country  every  question  is  made  a  communal  question. 
The  very  logic  is,  so  to  speak,  communal  logic,  so  that  when  the  G.I.D. 
is  in  operation,  castes  and.  communities  will  count,  and  count  more 
than  it  is  permissible.  I  was  very  happy  to  hear  from  the  Head  of 
.  the  Administration  that  he  realises i  that  danger,  the  danger  of  the 
C.  I.  D.  In  the  light  of  what  you  have  said,  I  trust  that  the  Criminal 
Investigation  Department  will  think  twice  before  they  take  any  action 
on  the  strength  of  idle  rumours  and  mischievous  propensities,  * 

On  the  question  of  corruption  I  entirely  agree  with  the  President  in 
the  view  that  patriotism  requires  that  we  should  not  make  it  appear  to 
the  outside  world  that  wo  advertise  corruption,  in  our  public  service,  if 
there  is  no  corruption  in  faet.  The  Dowan  has  made  specific  mention 
of  a  fact  which  he  has  tested  by  experience  and  which  his  predecessors 
'  have  certified  in  similar  terms,  that  in  Travaneore  the  standard  of  pub¬ 
lic  morality  is  not  inferior  to  what,  it  is  in  any  other  part  of  India.  It 
was  very  good  on  the  part,  'of  Government  to  give  ua  the  assuranc  e 
that  if  a  charge  of  corruption  is  made  in  a  definite  manner  against  a 
specified  individual  they  are  prepared  to  take  prompt  action.  But,  Sir, 
there  is  this  aspect  also  do  be  considered.  If  a  member  of  this 
House  makes  mention  of  a  particular  name,  the  value  that  will  attach 
to  it  and  the  manner  in  which  •Government  will  act  upon  it  will  some¬ 
times  prejudice  the  poor  man,  because  in  spite  of  all  kinds  of  evidence 
in  his  favour,  which  may  establish  his  innocence  the  fact  that  an 
honorable  member  of  this  House  has  made  a  statement  in  open  As'sem- 
•  bly  may  go  against  him.  That  is  a  point  which  I  would  like  Govern-, 
men*  to  consider  well  on  the  motion  before  the  House. 

I  have  to  say  two  move  things.  I  am  not  in  the  habit  of  wasting 
my  compliments  on  any  individual,  and  I  never  talk  in  a  patronising 
manner.  But  it,  is  duo  to  truth  and  to  justice  that  I  should  say  this 
much,  that  whatever  might,  have  been  the  state  bf  corruption  at  one 
time  in  the  Excise.  Department,’  today  T  understand  that  even  people 
who  had  the  tendency  to  take  bribes  are -afraid  to  do  no. 

How  corruption  can  be  .  put  down  is.  a  matter  'rw  which  I  wish 
to  have  your  indulgence  to  say  a  word.  So  far  as  corruption  in  the 
Customs  staff  is  concerned  the  difficulty  is  in  the  backwater  frontier  and 
the  mountain  frontier.  In  regard  to  the  former  I  .have  .to  offer  a 
suggestion  and  I  hope  that  the  Excise  Commissioner  and  tab  Govern¬ 
ment,  will  consider  if  in  all  its  aspects  and,  if  possible,  give  effect,  to  it. 
We  know  the  state  of  the  backwaters.  .  Sometimes  ihey  are  quiet 
tranquil;  silvery,  lakes  with  .ahsolntely.no'danger  for  boats.  But  dur¬ 
ing  monsoon  time  you  tind  the  backwaters  as  rough  us  the  open  sea. 
People  from  my  friend  Mr,-‘.Sivathanu  Pillai’s  place,  -Nage'rcoil,  and 
people  from  my  place,  Trivandrum,  who  are  not  very  much  accustomed 
to  swimming  or  going  about' in  the  bind  of  three  feet  long  canoes,  will 
not  be  able  to  manage  the  tides  and  the  tempests  in  Yempanad  arid 
Kythapuzba  lakes,.  The  staff  should  therefore  consist  of  people  like 
Yalaus  and  Arayans  who  are  familiar  with  the  place  and  able  to  do  that 
kind  of  work.  I  would -earnestly  .'  request  the  Government,  and  advise 
Y«l.  XX.  Ho,  5,  .. 
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tho  li'ccisu  to  appoint  -  people  from  *he  Yaian  and  Arayan 

communities,  who  arc.  natives  ot  tho  place  as  fat-  as  possible.  As  re¬

MR.  M.  L.  JANARDANAN  PILLAI  (dominated):  It  has  been  pointed  out 
that  there  is  a  great  deal  of  corruption  in  the  Customs  and  that  is  the 
object  of-this  cut  motion.  The  commercial  community,  I  suppose,  it  will 
be  conceded,  is  the  community  that  is  dealing  most  with  the  Customs 
and  as  one  representing  that  community  and  as  one  having  been  able 
to  know  from  the  working  of  the  various  Chambers  of  Commerce,  I 
can  definitely  say  that  the  corruption  in  the  Customs  is  definitely  on 
the  decline,  particularly  during  the  last  ‘3  or  3  years.  We  have  had 
ample  experience  of  the  working  of  that  Department,  for  the  last 
several  years.  I  have  been  in  the  business  for  the  last  26  years  and  I 
can  definitely  say  tb$t  there  is  marked  improvement  in  the  attitude  of 
..  the  Customs  officers  and  in  the  general  corruption  that  was  prevailing. 
There  is  a  general  impression  not  only  in  the  Customs  but  throughout 
the  Excise  Department  that  a  strong  and  healthy  atmosphere  has  been 
} .  brought  into  effect  by  the  present  Excise  Commissioner  and  that  if  any 
.  complaint  is  brought  to  his  notice,  people  will  get  the  grievances 
remedied.  And  in  many  cases  during  his  travels  he  makes  confidential 
enquiries  through  the  members  of  the  Legislature,  men  occupying 
very  high  positions  in  the  commercial  and  other  fields  to  find  out 
unofficially  whether  there  is  corruption  actually  existing.  It  is  the 
duty  of  this  House  and  the  members  thereof  to  pay  tribute  where  it 
is  due  and  only  if  that,  is  done  .can  we  expect  good  results  from  the 
officers.  .

DEMAND  I — Excise  Department — ( contd .) 

Mr.  ilfl.  L.  JANARDANAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  have  just  been  remarking 
that  the  Department  with  which  the  Commercial  public  in  Travancore 
has  most  to  deal  is  the  Customs  Department.  I  can  say,  without  fear 
of  contradiction  that  although  in  the  past  we  have  not  been  feeling 
all  right  with  regard  to  this  Department,  due  to  the  .energetic,  admini¬ 
stration  of  the  present  head  ohthe  Excise  Department,  his  subordinates 
in  the  Customs  Department  cTo  their  duties  now  efficiently  and  honestly 
and  they  are  particularly  good  in  their  behaviour  to  the  public  in  the 
course  of  their  dealings  with  them.  ,  By  saying  all  these  I  do  not  mean 
to  say  that  there  is  no  corruption  at  all  in  the  Customs  as  for  that  matter 
I  do  not  think  that  even  the  Excise  Commissioner  would  say  that  no  cor¬ 
ruption  is  existing  in  the  Customs  Department.  But  all  that  I  would  say 
is  that  due  'to  the  very  considerable  improvements  brought  about  in  the 
method  of  working  of  the  Department  by  the  present  Commissioner, 
who  has  himself  proved  a  terror  and  a  nightmare  to  his  subordinates 
corruption  in  the  Department  has  been  considerably  reduced.  The  pre¬ 
sent  head  of  the  Department  does  not  flinch  from  punishing  the  real 
culprits  after  making  thorough  investigations  and  enquiries  concerning 
alleged  corruptions.  In  view  of  that  fact  I  am  sorry  that  I  have  to 
oppose  Mr.  Kunju  Panicker’s  motion.  In  this  connection.  I.  would  refer 
to  the  statement  made  by  the  Dewan-P  resident  that  the  honorable 
members  of  this  House  and  the  public  should  be  prepared  to  came  for¬ 
ward  to  mention  definite  cases  of  such  corruption  to  enable  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  make  any  enquiry  satisfactorily.  But,  Sir,  it  may  not  be 
possible  for  every  member  to  give  evidence  but  it  will  certainly  be 
possible  for  every  member  at  least  to  bring  those  matters  to  the  notice 
of  ,,the  Government.  I  for  one  can  say  openly  that  Government 
have  suitably  dealt  with  a  case  which  I  brought  to  their  notice.  There 
is  no  difficulty  in  this  matter.  It  is  only  the  otHer  way.  That  is 
it  becomes  the  duty  of  every  citizen  and  of  every  representative 
member  of  this  House  to  bring  forward  instances  of  such  corruptions  to 
the  notice  of  Government.  In  this  connecfion  I  have  to  point  out  one 
thing  more.  The  Officers  of  the  Excise  Department  especially  in  the 
lower  ranks  are  not  paid  in  such  a  way  as  to  keep  them  away  from 
temptations  thrown  in  their  way.  It  may  be  that  the  finance  of  the 
State  may  be  seriously  affected.  All  the  same  while  dealing  with  a 
fiscal  department  which  brings  the  largest  revenue  to  the  State  it  be¬ 
hoves  Government  to  consider  whether,  the  peons  and  the  petty  officers 
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should  not  be  paid  better  than  they  are  being  paid  now.  1  That  is  one 
way  of  stopping  corruption.  Tor  these  '  reasons  I  am  constrained  to 
oppose  Mr.  Kunju  Panicker’s  motion.

MR.  D.  C.  JOSEPH  :  The  fifth  column,  the  peak  point  of  corruption 
exists  in  the  enlightened  world.  When  I  heard  from  the  honourable 
member  Mr,  Kunju  Panicker  that  there  is  corruption  in  the  Excise 
Department  I  thought  that  the  honourable  member  would  bring  to  the 
notics  of  this  House  some  specific  instances.  Then  I  thought  I  must 
support  his  motion.  Bht  when  the  President  asked  Jbr  specific  instances 
Mr.  Kunju  Panicker  was  not  able  to  mention  even  a  single  instance. 
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j.'  ivJi  this  it  is  for  me  to  say  that  there  is  no  corruption  prevailing  in 
the  department.  Even  if  there  is  any  suspicion  of  corruption  and  that 
was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  head  of  the  Department  he  would  deal 
with  it  properly.  And  the  present  head  of  the  department  is  no  res- 
pector  of  persons  so  far  as  corruption  is  concerned,  I  know  for  certain 
that  he  is  shading  a  responsible  officer  iu  the  department,  There 
have  been  serious  complaints  from  the  public  against  this  officer.  The 
commissioner  is  holding  private  enquiries  with  regard  to  the  allegations 
of  corruption.  I  must  say  that  we  are  better  off  with  regard  to  the 
management  of  our  customs  houses.  I  had  the  chance  of  seeing  the 
Tuticorin  customs  house  a  few  -years  ago  where  I  witnessed  corrupt 
practices. 

PRESIDENT  •  I  beg  yonr  pardon.  ■ 

Ms.  D.  C.  JOSEPH:  Corrupt  practices  in  the  customs  house  at 
Tuticorin.  That  was  the  situation  there.  But  when  compared  with 
what  is  taking  place  elsewhere  we  are  certainly  in  a  better  and  satis¬ 
factory  position.  I  know  that  the  head  of  the  administration  recently 
boldly  punished  3  corrupt  officers  irrespective  of  caste  or  creed.  Sir,  the 
3  responsible  officers  belonged  to  an  important  department  That  bold 
step  had  its  salutary  effects.  So,  what  I  want  to  say  is- that  when 
really  black-sheep -are  detected  and  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  hea^  of 
the  department,  a  vigilant  and  impartial' officer,  he  would  deal  with 
them  without  caring  whether  they  belong  to  any  particular  family  or 
community  whether  they  are  influential  or  rich  and  mete  out  condign 
punishments. 

Ido  not  think  there  is  any  necessity  for  the  mover  of  this  resolu¬ 
tion  at  this  time  to  say  after  hearing  the  assurance  from  the  President, 
that  corrupt  officers  will  be  punished,  there  is  corruption  in  the, depart¬ 
ment  There  might  have  been  corruption  in  the  Customs  Houses  pre¬ 
viously,  If  he  has  got  any  specific  complaint  I  think  it  is  better  that  he 
brings  them  forward  m  this  House.  In  the  matter  of  elections,  I  tok 
whether  the  members  who  come  to  the  assembly  arg  above  corruption. 

I  do  not  mention  anybody’s  name  but  I  must  say  that  there  are  several 
of  -them  who  were  not  above  suspicion,  ' 

PRESIDENT :  Order,  order.  The  honourable  member  will  please 
keep  to  the  subject  at  issue. 

Mr.  D  C.  JOSEPH  :  I  feel  sorry  for  the  random  remarks,  \  hope 
my  learned  honourable  friend  will  withdraw  his  motion.

PRESIDENT  .•  I  am  entirely  at  the  disposal  of  the  House  in  regard 
to  the  manner  in  which  they  distribute  their  remarks  But  it  must  be 
borne  in  mind'  that  we  have  spent  an  hour  ant  a  half  on  this  question 
of  corruption  in  the  Customs  Offices  and  I  find  a  large  number  of  very 
important  questions  coming  up  here  after.  I  would  invito-.  Urn  attention 
of  the  honourable  members,  in  regard  to  this  and  other  items,  that  they 
should  devote  their  energies  amongst  matters  that  are  raised  for  dm- 
ouasion.  After  all,  it  must  be  remembered  that  thc.se  seven  days  allot¬ 
ted  for  cut  motions  represent  what  may  be  called  the  concentrated 
deliberation  and  opinion  of  this  honourable  house  and  the  larger  the 
number  of  topics  that  are  dealt  with  aud  opinions  expressed  the  better 
it  would  be  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  prestige  of  (hr,  hoiwe 
and  elucidation  of  matters  for  the  benefit  of  Government.’  Apart 
from  this  particular  grant,  I  am  going  to  invite  honourable  mem¬ 
bers  to  put  their  heads  together  so  that  they  might  concentrate  on  four 
or  five  subjects  and  devote  half  an  hour  or  three-fourth  .of  an  hour  on 
each  so  that  there  may  be  full  discussion  of  all  the  aspects  of  the,  parti, 
etilar  department,  Mr.  Francis,  you  may  proceed.

I  bilve 
been  sending  circulars  to  the  customs  officers  to  be  courteous  and 
careful  in  their  dealings  with  the  public  and  not  to  resort  to  any  mal¬ 
practices.  In  regard  to  corruption  in  the  customs  houses  if  it  exists  it  is 
possible  for  the  public  to  find  it  out.  It  is  not  like  the  Excise  Bange 
offices.  Corruption  .in  chowkeys  if  it  exists  could  be  easily  seen  by  the 
public.  To  my  knowledge  all  the  customs  officers  are  behaving  very 
well  and  they  are  doing  their  duty  correctly,  both  to  the  general  public 
as  also  to  business  men  who  have  dealings  with  them.

After  the  Japanese  occupa¬ 
tion  of  these  countries  it  has  not  been  possible'to  do  so.  That  market 
has  been  fairly  shut  and  that  is  the  only  reason  why  export  has  gone 
down.  The  honourable  member  is  apparently  wanting  to  see  if  any 
reduction  of  the  ^Excise  export  duty  would  help  people  in  securing 
markets  in  India.  It  is  still  a  doubtful  proposition.  On  the  other 
hand  it  will  be  better  if  people  who  are  dealing  in  prawn  business 
would  try  to  see  if  they  could  get  a  market  even-  in  Travancore.  It  is 
a  time  when  there  is  food  shortage  and  this  is  a  very  valuable  food 
which  can  be  conserved  for  the  people  of  Travancore.  Used  with 
tapioca  this  is  a  very  healthy  food  and  the  existence  of  an  export  duty 
will  protect  the  existing  prawns  for  the  people .  of  Travancore.  After 
the  war  there  is  the  possibility  of  -export  to  Burma,  and  we  certainly  have 
to  export  because  the  export  dpt^  is  to  the  benefit  of  the  State,

Mr.  PULIY00R  T.  P.  VEUYUDHAN  P1LLAI ;  Sir,  I  move  to  reduce 
the  allotment  of  Rs.  12,800  for  travelling  allowance  by  Re.  1. 

My  object  in  doiDg  so  is  to  discuss  about  the  necessity  of  establish¬ 
ing  a  sub-treasury  at  Chengannur  and  the  delay  in  taking  steps  for  the 
same  due  to  the  absence  of  proper  local  inspection.  Sir,  I  am  in  a  very 
delicate  position.  Por  about  a  decade  I  have  been  urging  upon  the  at¬ 
tention  of  Government  the  absolute  necessity  for  the  establishment  of:a 
sub-treasury  at  Chengannur.  Our  original  request  to  Government  was 
for  the  creation  of  a  separate  Chengannur  taluk  and  for  the  last  9  years 
I  was  stating  in  detail  all  the  important  reasons  which  urgently  neces¬ 
sitated  the  establishment  of  a  sub-treasury  in  Chengannur.  Siiyihere- 
f ore,  I  do.  not  at  all  wish  now  to  state  on  the  floor  of  this  House  all 
those  grounds  in  favour  of  the  establishment  of  a  sub-treasury.  Sir, 
year  after  year  I_  have  been  told  by  responsible  officers  represent¬ 
ing  Government  that  a  sub-treasury  .  would  be  established  in 
Chengannur  without  delay.  Sir,  in  1114  and  1115  the  then  Land 
Revenue  Commissioners  stated  on  the  floor  of  this  House  that  they  had 
already  made  a  favourable  recommendation  to  Government  for  the  im¬ 
mediate  establishment  of  a  sub-treasury  there.  Sir,  in  1115  the  then 
Land  Revenue  Commissioner  Mr.  Ramachandra  Rao  assured  me  defi¬ 
nitely  that  a  sub-treasury  will  be  opened,  in  1116.  Now  Sir,  .  the  . only 
objection  that  can  be  raised  against  this  just  at  present  is,  I  believe,,  the 
want  of  funds  on  account  of  the  international  situation.  Sir,  may  I  a3k 
the  Financial  Secretary  what  would  be  the  amount  required  for  this 
purpose.  Sir,  so  far  as  Government  are  concerned  my  submission  is 
that  there  is  absolutely  no  difficulty  for  .opening. .  this  sub-treasury  be¬ 
cause  the  amount  required  for  the  purpose  will  be  very  nominal.  Sir, 
there  was  a  taluk  office  in  Chengannur  before:  the  amalgamation  of  the 
Chengannur.  taluk  with  the  -Tiruvalla  taluk  and  the  strong  room  of 
the  old  treasury  is  still  there.  Sir,  there  are  two  Magistrates,  the. Divi¬ 
sional  First  Class  Magistrate  and  the  Stationary  Magistrate  now  in 
Chengannur.  My  submission  is  that  the  Second  Class  Magistrate  may 
be  put  in  charge  of  this  work.  Then  what  is  required  is  the  additional  ' 
appointment  of  a  Head  Accountant  and  another  clerk  and  one  or  two 
peons.  According  to  me  the  amount  on  this  account  may  come  to 
Rs.  2,500  or  Rs.(  3,000  per  annum.  Moreover  when  we  take  into  con¬ 
sideration  the  amount  that  -is  required  fox  defraying  the  travelling 
allowance  of  the  subordinate  officers  for  going  to  the  Tiruvalla  treasury 
for  making  remittances  and  withdrawals  and  deduct  that  amount  from 
the  sum  I  have  mentioned  it  will  be  reduced  to  a  considerable  extent. 
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lilR.  M,  R.  NARAYANA  PILLA1 :  Sir,  does  not  such  travelling  allow¬ 
ance  add  to  the  revenue  of  the  Transport  Department  ? 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILL Al :  Sir,  generally  peons 
are  deputed  for  this  purpose  and  they  go  to  the  treasury  at  Tiruvalla 
by  walking.  They  do  not  go  by  the  buses.  So  when  we  consider  all 
these  aspects  Sir,  it  is  very  painful  to  see  that  this  very  legitimate  re¬ 
quest  of  the  public  is  not  yet  granted  in  spite  of  the  repeated  assurances 
made  by  Government  on  the  floor  of  this  House.  Sir,  in  1115 
Mr.  Ramachandra  Rao  said  like  this. 

“  But  at  present  I  cannot  recommend  that  Chengannur  could  be 
made  a  distinct  and  separate  taluk.  The  Laud  Revenue  Commissioner 
has  already  recommended  that  there  should  be  a  separate  treasury  at 
Chengannur  and  the  matter  is  engaging  the  attention  of  Government.” 
And  then,  theDewan  interposed  in  view  of  the  leakage  of  the  informa¬ 
tion  given  by  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  and  I  withdrew  the 
motion.  Sir,  I  would  not  have  believed  these  officers  who  gave  me 
the  assurance  because  they  have  been  doing  this  trick  for  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  years.  But  Sir,  I  could  not  but  believe  the  very  generous  and 
kind  assurance  or  a  tpublic  understanding  given  by  the  Chair  on  this 
matter. 

PRESIDENT':  How? 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  it  is  seen  from  the 
very  same  page  that  the  Dewan -President  of  this  Assembly  has  assured 
me  like  .this — “President:  Ido  not  think  you  need  labour  the  point 
any  further.  This  is  only  a  public'  understanding.’1 

PRESIDENT:  I  remember  the  incident  although  I  do  not  have  the 
proceedings  before  me .  hVhat  happened  was  Mr.  Ramachandra  Rao 
rather  expansively  stated  that  somebody  has  made  a  certain  recom¬ 
mendation  and  you  said  that  in  view  of  the  assurance  involved  in  that 
recommendation  you  were  willing  not  to  press  the  motion.  Then  I 
added  merely  by  way  of  interruption  that  this  assurance  was  due  to  a 
leakage  of  information  because  the  honourable  member  had  no  right  to 
he  told  what  a  particular  officer  of  Government  had  reoommended  to 
Government.  I  do  not  think  I  went  farther  than  that.  As  a  matter 
of  fact  I. did  not  bestow  my  mind  on- that  matter. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  But  that  was  in  1115 
The  position  was  brought  to  your  attention  last  year.  ' 

PRESIDENT:  You  say  'I  gave  an  undertaking  ? 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Yes,  Sir. 

PRESIDENT  :  Very  well.  I  accept  your  assurance  that  I  have 
given  ah  undertaking. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI ;  In  addition  to  that 
you  ware  kind  enough  to  direct  both  the  Financial  Secretary  Mr.  Rama 
Varier  and  the  then  Chief  Secretary  Mr.  NilakanU  Aiyar  to  take  im¬ 
mediate  steps  in  the  matter. 
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»  PRESIDENT  :  Yes,  I  accept  it..  If  the  honourable  member  is  per¬ 
suaded  that  I  did  so,  I  do  not  want  to  deny  it. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI;  Sir,  that  was  not  a 
decision  arrived  at  by  Government.  Yon  were  so  sympathetic  in  the 
matter  that  you  asked  them  to  do  the  needful  immediately.  That  is 
all. 

MR,  M.  SIVATHANU  PILlAI:  Was  it  out  of  desperation  that  the 
Chair  gave  that  undertaking  ? 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  No.  It  was  on  account 
of  the  absolute  necessity.  .  ' 

PRESIDENT:  Notwithstanding  all  these  encouragements  you  find 
that  today  there  is  nothing  done  ? 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Yes,  Sir.  And  the 
answer  given  is  want  of  funds  on  account  of  the  war  situation.  The 
difficulty  is  this.  Every  year  this  question  will  be  answered  by  differ¬ 
ent  persons.,. 

PRESIDENT  :  Please,  go  on.  Do  not  think  that  this  is  an  under¬ 
taking.  {Laughter.)  .  i  . 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI;  Sir,  the  difficulty  is 
that  every  year  there  will  be  change  of  personnel  in  these  offices  and  the 
officers  giving  me  this  assurance  year  after  year  Will  be  different. 
Even  though  you  are  at  the  head  of  the  administration,  they  are  different 
individuals  and  so  they  do  not  know  the  importance  of  the  matter  and 
also  what  had  transpired  before.  When  the  Financial  Secretary  says 
that  he  finds  it  difficult  to  allot  even  a  very  small  amount  for  this  very 
important  matter,  Sir,  I  am  at  a  loss  ‘to  understand  why  he  is  prepared 
to  spend  a  great  affiount  of  money  even  at  this  juncture,  say  for  instance 
for  the  appointment  of  District  officers  in  the  Medical  Department, 
That  involves  a  much  larger  amount.  . 

PRESIDENT  :  Surely  the  honourable,  member  must  not  compare 
the  sub-treasury  at  Chengannur  with  the  Medical  Department. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI ;  I  can  understand  that 
both  these  are  different  things,-  Sir,  there  a‘re  ever  so  many  Govern¬ 
ment  institutions,  the  Munsiff’s  Court,  the  First  Class  Magistrate’s 
Court,  the  Second  Glass  Magistrate’s  Court,  the  Excise  Inspector’s  office, 
the  office  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Police,  and  very  recently 
the  Group  Superintendent’s  office.  From  all  these  institutions  big 
amounts  have  to  be  sent  over  to  Tiruvalla  treasury  for  remittance. 
The  peons  who  go  there  with  big  sums  of  money  for  remittances  have 
to  return  to.  Chengannur  in  the  evening  or  during  night  time.  They 
may  on  some  occasions  return  without  money. 

Sir,  moreover,  if  the  Financial  Secretary  becomes  personally  aware 
of  the  real  situation  and  the  necessity,  I  am  sure,  he  would  not  stand 
in  the  way.  So  my  request  is  that .  he  may  he  directed  to  go  to 
Tiruvalla  for  inspection  of  the  records  maintained  in  the  sub-treasury 
there  so  that  he  may  become  personally  aware  of  the  legitimate  nature 
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and  the  urgency  of  my  request.  If  for  that  also  he  raised  the  objection 
‘  want  of  funds  ’  I  assure  him  that  I  am  prepared  to  deposit  from  my 
own  pocket  the  necessary  amount  for  his  travel  to  Tiruvalla. 

PRESIDENT  ;  We  cannot  accept  subsidy  from  members  like  that 
for  travel  by  Government  officers. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P,  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  Sir,  we  feel  so  much 
difficulty  on  account  of  the  absence  of  a  treasury  at  Chengannur. 

Mr.  K.  DOMINIC' JOSEPH  (Vo/ikom  cum  Ko  it  ay  am) :  May  I  know 
the  distance  to  Chengannur  from  Tiruvalla  ? 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI ;  Seven  miles  and  16 
miles  from  the  ifcuthern  limits  of  Tiruvalla  taluk. 

MR.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  May  Tknow  whether  there  is  no  Trans¬ 
port  service  between  Chengannur  and  Tiruvalla  ?  . 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Yes.  For  making  re¬ 
mittance  and  withdrawal  in  connection  with  various  matters,  the 
subordinates  find  it  very  difficult  especially  in  those  days  to  go  by  the 
Transport  service. 

PRESIDENT :  “  Corruption  in  the  Excise  Department  ”  and 

“  Sub-treasury  at  Chengannur  ”,  these  seem  to  take  a  lot  of  time  of 
the  House. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  It  is  because  I  feel  so 
much  in  the  matter.  . 

PRESIDENT:  I  fully  realise  that. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  When  the  Deputy  Ac¬ 
countant-General  went  to  Tiruvalla  treasury  for  inspection  just  be¬ 
fore  the  last  Assembly  Session  he  was  detained  there  till  12  o’  clock  in 
the  night  for  3  days  on  account  of  the  heavy  work  there-  So  may  I 
trust  that  at  least  this  time  my  legitimate  request  will  be  granted  with¬ 
out  further  delay  and  postponement. 

MR .  A.  LAKSHMINARAYANA  AYYAR  ( Financial  Secretary  to  Govern 
merit)'.  Government  accept  the  proposal  to  open  a  sub-treasury  at 
Chengannur  although  it  involves  a  departure  from  the  Ordinary 
practice  that  a  Sub-treasury  is  located  only  at  Taluk  Head  quarters.

PRESIDENT  :  Has  the  Chief  Engineer  anything  to  say  on  the 
subject  ? 

Mr.  I.  C.  CHACKO  ;  Before  the  construction  of  the  Quilon-AIleppey 
road  some  years  ago  the  major  portion  of  the  flood  discharge  of  all  the 
main  rivers  of  Central  Travancore,  namely,  Manimala,  Aehenkovil  and 
Pamba,  was  across  the  Quilon-AIleppey  road  between  Karuvatta  and 
Thottappally.  When  that  road  was  raised,  the  whole  area  north  of  that 
road,  that  is  the  Kutsanad  area  consisting  of  portions  of  Kartikapally 
and  Ambalapuzha  taluks  and  also  portions  of  Mavelikara  and  Tiruvalla 
taluks,  are  now  flooded  and  the  flood  level  ha3  risen  to  such  an  extent 
that  even  houses  are  submerged  under  water  during  the  flood  time.  v 

Mr.  M,  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  May  I'know  whether  the  rising  of 
the  flood  level  is  not  due  to  the  silting  np  of  the  river  beds  ? 

Mr.  I.  C.  CHACKO  :  That  is- not  the  only  reason.  To  prevent  this 
inconvenience  Government  are  -now  contemplating  an  opening  into 
the  sea  at  Thottapally  for  the  discharge  of  the  flood  of  these  rivers. 
The  matter  is  still  in  the  investigation  stage.  If  that  scheme  is  not 
taken  up  immediately,  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  openings  in  the 
road  which  has  been  raised,  to  discharge  the  flood  into  the  Kayam- 
colam  lake  and  to  the  sea  by  the  Kayamcolam  bar.  Until  that  question 
is  decided  we  cannot  afford  to  register  any  portion  of  the  Kayamcolam 
lake  as  alluded  to  by  the  honourable  member.

MR.  KOTTALIL  P,  ABRAHAM  -  Sir,  I  wish  to  make  a  few  observa¬ 
tions.  I  support  the  motion  as  far  as  the  first  part  of  it  goes,  namely 
to  point  out  the  undesirability  of  indiscriminate  sale  of  lands  for  arrears 
of  tax.  But  1  do  not  find  my.  way  to  support  the  latter  part  of  the 
motion,  namely,  about  the  consequent  fragmentation  of  holdings.  If 
for  arrears  of  tax  a  portion  of  the  'property  will  suffice  to  be  sold  then 
that  portion  alone  should  be  sold.  If  for  realising  Bs.  10  a  property 
worth  Bs.  100  is  proceeded  against  I  should  consider  it  as  an  indiscri¬ 
minate  procedure.  But  for  realising  ,an  arrears  of  Es.  10  a  portion  of 
property  which  is  worth  Bs.  10  or  Bs.  15  is  sold,  I  do  not  consider  it;  as 
indiscriminate.  It  is  the  generally  accepted  desire  of  the  agriculturist 
that  for  arrears  of  tax  only  so  much  of  the  property  should  be  taken 
away  aB  would  enable  Government  to  realise  their  dues. 
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The  latter  part  of  the  motion  says  that-  fragmentation  becomes 
necessary  and  this  should  be  avoided.  My  submission  is  that  such  a 
fragmentation  is  a  necessary  evil.  Generally,  if  sales  are  made  of  por¬ 
tions  of  property,  it  is  the  neighbouring  land-owner  that  tries  to 
purchase  the  property  in  auction.  In  that  case,  there  may  not  be  in- 
convenienfc  fragmentation.  The  knotty  question  of  fragmentation  of 
holdings  should  not  weifh  with  us  in  regarding  such  sales  as  indiscri¬ 
minate.  Such  things  |are  necessary,  and  sometimes  a  necessary  evil. 
With  these  words‘1  support  the  first  part  of  the  motion  but  oppose  the 
idea  conveyed  by  its  latter  portion.

WIR,  G,  VELU  PILlAi  :  Sir,  I  also  support,  the  motion-.  Fragmen¬ 
tation  of  holdings'-has  been  recognised  to  be  an  evil  which  requires 
immediate  remedy.  '  This  is  one  of  the  obstacles  that  stands  in  the  way 
of  'extensive  and  intensive  cultivation.  That  being  so  it  is  highly 
desirable  that  fragmentation  of  holdings  by  sale  in  small  bits'  for  arrears 
of  tax  be  put  a  stop  to.  Sir,  the  indiscriminate  way  in  which  th.e 
revenue  authorities  are  selling  small  bits  of  land  for  arrears  of  tax  is 
highly  deplorable.  A  few  cents  of  land  from  a  survey  number  com¬ 
prising  3  or  4  acres  is  generally  put  to  sale  and  it,  is  bid  by  a  stranger. 
Thus  the  property  which  was  originally  owned  as  one  unit  by  one  man 
becomes  sub-divided.  I  would  suggest  that  as  far  as  possible  movable 
properties  should  be  sold  for  arrears  of  tax.  In  other  eases  the  income 
from  properties  may  also  be  attached.  Whatever  that  may  be  my  sub¬ 
mission  is  that  Government  should  not  be  a  passive,  agest  in  promoting 
this  kind  of  fragmentation  of  holdings.  I  would  request  Government 
to  find  out  some  means  by  which  this  fragmentation  of  holdings  by 
selling  small  bits  for  arrears  of  tax  can  be  prevented. 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K!  VELU  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  also  wish  to  accord  my 
support  to  this  very  important  motion.  It  may  appear  on  the  surface 
that  after  all  it  is  a  very  small  matter.  It  is  not  so.  The  manner  in 
which  attachment  and  sale  of  immovable  property  are  effected,  though 
as  far  as  possible  in  conformity  with  law,  prejudices  the'  permanent 
interests  of  the  landholders. 

-  I  shall  give  one  or  two  reasons.  In  the  first  place  the  amount 
payable  as  arrears 'of  revenue  may  not  be  very  much.  It  may  come  to 
1  Bsv  5  or  20  or  40.  In  the  case  of  a  man  with  extensive  lands,  it  may 
be  more.  I  am  only  taking  the  .case  of  an  average  individual  so  that  it 
will  be  seen  that  it  is  for  a  comparatively  small  sum  that  2  cents  or  6 
or  even  10  will  be  sold.  I  have  come  across  cases  in  which  revenue 
authorities — I  am  using  the  word  indifferently  not  aa  reproach  because 
it  is  only  a  slatement  of  fact— select  a  most  prominent  part  of  a  holding, 
3omet;imes  a  portion  of  it,  hut  often  the' very  centre-  I  am  pre¬ 
pared  to  give,  the  survey  numbers  of  certain  properties  which  were  sold 
in  that  manner.  Now,  I  do  not  question  the,  motives  of  the  revenue' 
authorities  in  this  question.  Ido  not  impute  to  them  any  malice. 
They  are  doing  all  this  because  of  the  Tahsildar  who  is  a  troublesome 
man.  In  case  revenue  is  not  realised,  the  Peishkar  is  a'  still  more 
troublesome  man.  The  poor  subordinates  would  not  be  able  to  draw 
their  pay  unless  they  show  good  revenue  collections.  A  Tahsildar  may 
be  the  most  ideal  man,  even  a  most-  benevolent  man,  but,  if  money  is 
not  forthcoming,  he  will  be  placed  in  a  very  serious  situation.  He 
transmits 'to  subordinates  that  amount  of  apprehension.  The  danger 
ultimately  falls  on  the  Proverthiciir-  He  therefore,  proceeds  in  the

PAS.  K.  KUKJAN  PlLLAi:  Sir,  in  this  motion,  the  honourable 
members  referred  to  the  several  ways  m  which  coercive  processes  have 
been  resorted  to  by  the  revenue  authorities.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
all  honourable  members  agree  m  the  fact  that  tax  due  to  Government 
has  to  be  paid  by  any  means.  There  are  cortam  nates  prescribed  m  the 
rules  as  regards  payment  of  kists  to  Government.  If  those  dates  are 
passed  over,  then  kist  becomes  an  arrear  of  land  revenue..  Government 
have  to  realise  it  for  carrying  oh  the  administration.  Kist  months  for 
the  Trivandrum  Division  are  Thularn,  Vrisehigam  and  Medom-  For 
Kottayam  Division,  the  months  are  Vrisohigom,  Dhanu  and  Medom. 
For  punja  lands,  kist  is  to  be  paid  in  Edavom.  The  honourable 
members  suggested  that  steps  may  be  taken  for  the  recovery  of  kist 
instalments  towards  the  close  of  the  year.  That  will  work  serious 
hardship,  for  it  is  a  burden  not  only  for  the  agriculturists  but  also  for 
Government.  An  agriculturist  will  have  to  pay  his  accumulated  taxes 
in  a  lump  sum  which  means  a  heavy  burden  for  him.  But  money  due 
to  Government  should  be  collected  then  and  there,  otherwise,  officers 
of  Government  will  find  it -difficult  to  collect  the  accumulated  arrears. 
But  in  the  manner  of  effecting  the  recovery,  the  honourable  member 
Mr.  T.  K.  Velu  Pillai  said  as  though  the  taluk  authorities  and  the 
Paknthy  authorities  are  not  keen  about  distraining;  movables.  I  shall 
furnish  some  statistics  in  regard  to  the  cases  in  which,  movables  have 
been  distrained  during  the  last  five  years.

If 
the  amount  of  the  demand  cannot  bo  covered  l»v  the  sale  of  the  mov¬ 
ables  distrained,  then  immovables  will  have  to  bs  attached  so  that  they 
mav  be  the.  same  or  diiterem.  I  cannot  now  oositivsl  v  say  whether  in 
all  cases  tbev  are  the  same  or  in  all  cases  they  are  different.  What  I 
wish  to  impress  upon  the  House  is  that  the  taluk  and  pakuthy 
sucho  n  t  no  not  slow  m  distraining  movables,  i  hey  attach  immov¬ 
ables  only  when  tnev  find  that  there  are  not  sufficient  movables  for 
recovering  tne  amount  due.  Thou  again,  ahnough  as  I  said,  m  1116 
there  were  •25,a70  eases  ox  immovables  sold,  it  does  not  mean  that  in 
all  these  cases  the  properties  have  actually  passed  out  of  the  hands  of 
the  pattadar.  Out  of  the  25,b70  cases,  sales  have  been  confirmed  only 
iu  6,669  cases.  That  shows  that  before  the  date  of  the  confirmation 
of  the  sales,  the  pattadars  have  been  paying  up  their  dues  with  the 
commission  due  under- the  rules.  1  have  not  got  the  actual  figures 
of  sales  set  aside  out  of  the  6,669  cases  in  which  sales  have  been  con. 
timed,  on  account  of  the  revision  petitions  filed  before  Government  now 
or  before  the  Land  Revenue.  Commissioner  in  the  previous  year.  In 
several  cases  I  may  say  that  these  sales  are  set  aside  and  orders  have 
been  issued  for  recovering  the  dues  from  the  pattadars  within  a  fixed 
time.  Government  have  invariably  been  bind  in  such  matters,  and  . 
circulars  have  been  issued  to  the  taluk  arid  pakuthy  anthoritfes  to  im¬ 
press  upon  the  pakuthy  staff  that  in  no  cast,  should  any  laud  be  sold 
in  excess  uf  what  is  actually  require!  for  the  recovery  of  the  amount 
due. 

Olio  honourable  member  said  that  the  sales  are  all  done  clandes¬ 
tinely  and  to  prejudice  the  interests  of  the  ip>>r!gage*.is  or  the  decree- 
holders  or  other  persons  wlio  Lave  got  interest  in  the  property.  I  may 
say  that  Government  have  issued  instructions  by  circular  asking  all 
persons  who  have  got  any  interest  in  the  properties  to  give  their  names 
to  be  entered  in  the  Special  notice  register  Which  is  kept,  in  the  taluk 
office.  If  they  cause  their  names  to  be  entered  in  the  register,  notices 
will  be  issued  to  them,  failure  is  through  their  own  fault-,  .not  the 
fault  of  the  taluk  or  pakuthy"  authorities  or  the  Government. ' 

Mr. -N.  RAMAKRISHNA  PULA!:  May  I  know  whether  Revenue 
authorities  give  notices  to  the  mortgagees  or  any  other  person  who  has 
interest  in  the  property  ?

Agriculture 
has  ceased  to  be  a  paying  concern.  It  is.  promising  to  see  that  the 
price  of  agricnltora!  produce  is  increasing.  But  that  has  not  in  any 
way  improved  the  condition  of  th*  ryots  for  several  reasons.  When 
the  price  of  agricultural  nrodace  has  come  to  their  original  level,  the 
price  of  other  articles  of  daily  necessity  has  considerably  gone  up.  ’The 
price  of  kerosme  oil,  clothing  and  other  articles  has  risen  to  almost 
double  their  price.  The  cost  of  labour  is  also  greater  now.  So  the 
margin  of  profit  which  the  agriculturists  get  at  present  is  not  in  any 
way  better 'than  what  tuev  were  getting  during  the  depression  time. 
So  the  poor  people  find  it  very  difficult  to  make  payment  in  time. 

Mr.  K.  6.  60VINDAN :  So  is  it  the  member’s  suggestion  that  no 
land  tax  should  be  realised  ?

E.  G.  SALTER  :  Am  I  to  understand  that  the  honourable 
member  recommends  that  we  should  take  away  vehicles  from  another 
route  and  use  them  for  the  Quilon— Trivandrum  route  ? 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  P1LLAI  (Tiruvalla) :  May  I  know  whether  it 
is  not  better  to  have  two  vehicles  taken  away  from  the  Trivandrum- 
Nagercoil  route  so  that  they  may  run  between  Trivandrum  and  Quilon? 

Mr.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  The  idea  underlying  such  a  suggestion  is  that 
because  there  is  apparent  satisfaction  in  one  route  the  number  of 
services  in.  that  route  may  be  reduced  .and  utilised  for  the  benefit  of 
another  route.  The  services  which  are  being  operated  in  the  various 
routes  ,  are  roughly  in  accordance  with  public  demand.  That  is  to  Say, 
if  there  are  1000  passengers  per  day  in  one  route  and  500  passengers 
in  another  route,  we  are  providing  twice  the  number  of  buses  in  the 
former  route  than  in  the  latter  route. 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKR1SHNAN  :  May  I  know  whether  it  is  not  possible  to 
run  &d  express  service  between  Quilon  and  Trivandrum  ? 

MR.  E.  G.  SALTER :  .  I  am  afraid  ifcis  not  possible. 

PRESIDENT  ;  What  is  the  point  in  this  “Express  Service”,  Mr. 
Salter? 

..MR.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  It  is  in  the  nature  of  a  first  class  service. 

The  buses  do  not  stop  except  at  certain  defined  places  and  reach  their 
destination  quicker  than  .the  ordinary  buses. 

PRESIDENT-'  '  Why  should  there  be  any  Express  Service  at  ail  in 
Travancore  at  present  ? 

Mr.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  That  is  a  matter  of  opinion.  The  service  was 
introduced  for  the  benefit  of  people  who  cannot  use  their  own  cars  for 
Want  of  petrol.  '

‘  SADASYATiLAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAl :  Sir,  this  question  of  the  cor¬ 
ruption  of  the  pakuthi  staff  is  a  very  old  .one  in  Travancore  and  that 
has  come  very  many  times  before  this  Assembly  in  the  old  Council  and 
perhaps  in  the  Sri  Chitra  Council.  The  presumption  on  which  wo 
should  act  is  that  an  officer  is  innocent  until  the  contrary,  is  proved. 
In  the  very  nature  pf  the  subject,  proof  is  difficult.  I  do  not  believe 
that  people  who  come  and  say  that  there  is  corruption  are  not  actuated 
by  good  faith.  We  come  here,  and  say  that  certain  officers  are  corrupt , 
and  that  is  done  in  good  faith,  .But  Sir,  from  experience,  Government 
as  well  as  ourselves  have  been  able  to  understand  that  there  is  corrup¬ 
tion  in’the  Land  Revenue  Department  as  in  other  Departments.  Gov¬ 
ernment  are  occasionally  finding  it  necessary  to  dismiss  officers— even 
superior  officers.  Therefor  el  do  not  think  that  Government  will  say. 
that  there  is  no  corruption  in  the  service.  But  the  question  is  how  are 
We  to  combat  this  corruption,  this  old  institution  of  corruption.  My  ' 
reasons- are  different  from  what  my  honourable  friend  Mr.  Jebamony, 
Nadar  has  pointed  out.  It  does  not  mean  that  I  do  not  understand  the 
Soundness  of  his  reasoning.  But  there  are  other  more  important 
reasons.  The  low  pay  of  the  officers  is  one  of  them.  In  the  Revenue  ; 
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Department  the  difficulty  is  that  the  unfortunate  Proverthicar  still 
believes  that  he  has  the  same  position  as  before.  He  does  not  realise 
that  the  position  and  status  of  the  Proverthicar  in  former  days  has 
has  been  diminished  by  the  Legislature  during  recent  years.  In  olden 
days  Proverthicars  were  men  of  position  in  the  community  belonging 
to  respectable  families  able  more  or  less  to  live  upon  their  own  private 
incomes.  In  olden  days  they  were  living  a  life  of  affluence.  Now;  their 
:  incomes  have  been  reduced  and  their  position  has  gone  very  low.  "  The 
time  honoured  sources  of  making  money  are  no  more.  Gases  in.  which 
they  could  recommend  the  registry  of  puduval  lands  are  very  few. 

,  Mr.  PUTHURALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  May  I  know  the  extent  to 
which  the  pay  of  the  Proverthicar  was  reduced  in  recent  years  ? 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI:  Thera  were  times  in  which 
the  Village  Panchayal  Court  Judges  and  others  were  living  in  affluent 
oircumstanees.  People  have  learnt  to  live  in  comfort. 

Mr.  PUTMUPALLi  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  My  question  is  whether  the 
Proverthicar’s  pay  has  been  reduced.  I  heard  the  honourable  member 
say  that  the  pay  of  the  Proverthicar  has  recently  been  reduced.  I  was 
asking  to  what  extent  the  reduction  has  been  effected. 

SADASYATILAKA  T,  K.  VELU  PILLAI  :  I  did  not  say  that  their  pay 
has  been  reduced.  I  only  said  that  their  position  has.  b-  en  reduced. 
People  want  more  comforts  now,  good  food,  good  cloth  and  even  motor 
service-  Therefore  the  Proverthicars  also  think  of  r heir  old  ancestry 
and  try  to  live  as  other  people.  But  they  are  divested  of  their  powers. 
Their  pay  is  what  it  was.  Until  their  pay  is  raised  they  will  continue 
to  think  that  they  still  have  the  old  position  and  status  and  go  afield 
for  more  income-  I  am  not  for  having  a.  general  increase  in  thepay  of 
all  the  proverticars .  It  would  he  difficult.  There  are  400  odd  paku- 
thies.  My  suggestion  is  that,  the  Government  will  be  pleased  to  consi¬ 
der  whether  the  position  of  the  Proverthicar  who  is  entrusted  with  very 
important  duties  is  adequa  e,  whether  any  law  or  rule  with  regard  to 
the  exercise  of  the  powers  of  the  Proverthicar  should  be  changed, 
whether  the  rule  with  regard  to  the  appointments  of  Proverthicars 
should  be  modified,  and  whether  the  staff  should  be  selected,  from 
different  classes  of  people.  Haviug  done  that,  I  am  honestly  of  the 
opinion  that  chances  for  the  appointment  of  proverthicars  should  be 
given  to  the  seVeral  communities.  Bat  you  cannot  afford  to  pay  Its. 
30  and  IBs.  40  to  each  of  these >400  Proverthicars.  What  is  the  mean¬ 
ing  of  having  so  many  proverthicars.  There  are  ever  so  rri'any  small 
pakuthies.  If  an  officer  in  British  Ipdia  can, do  as  much  work  for  an 
equal  or  a  slightly  higher  pay,  why  not  we  combine  2  dr  3  pakuthies 
together  especially  in  places  where  the  Proverthicars  have  not  got  much 
work  to  do.  ?  -  If  that?  is  done  it  will  be  possible  to  select  good  people 
for  such  posts.  It  is  character  that  we  want.  Honesty  will  depend 
upon  ^character  and  character  will  .  again  depend  upon  the  -means  of 
one's  livelihood.  Until  reforms  in  these  lines  arc  effected  the  same 
i  complaints  will  be  repeated.  I  have  very  often  considered  this  ques¬ 
tion.  It  has  come  before  the  Legislature  very  many  times,  So  I  re¬ 
quest  that  the  suggestions  put  forward  by  mg.  may  be  very  seriously 
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considered  by  Government.  With,  these  words,  I  have  great  pleasure 
to  support  the  motion.

Mb.  ROTTALlL  P,  ABRAHAM  :  Hir,  this  is  a  motion  directed  against 
the  efficiency  of  Tahsildats  in  controlling  their  staff  and  the  officers  of 
the  1’akuthv  Oniioherrios.  If  the  principle  of  this  motiou  is  applied  to 
officers  in  tho  Northern  Taluks  whom  I kuow  personally  I  have  to  say  . 
that  this  motion  (toes  not  affect  them  at  all.  The  Tahsililars  there  are 
young,  energeue  and  honest  and  they  are  very  busy  nowadays  with 
the  Food  Control  work  and  other  business  which  are  conducive  to  the 
welfare  of  the  people  of  those  taiuks.  It  is  true  that  work  in  all  P&ku- 
thy  and  Taluk'  Cutche tries  is  on  the  increase  day  by  day.  When  the 
Work  increases  in  a  Taluk  Cut-cheery  it  tells  upon  the  pakuthy  staff 
also.  It.  is  often  seen  that  whatever  paper  proceeds  from  the  secre¬ 
tariat  m  the  Huzur  gets  first  to  a  Taiisildar  and  from  him  to  the  Pro- 
-verthicar  for  investigation  and  ‘report  upon  which  the  Government 
have  to  pass  final  orders.  Whatever  new  law  is  passed,  in  some  way 
os  other,  it  would  give  more  work  to  the  Proverthicar  finally.-  With 
all  these  matters,  tho  proverthicars  have  been  representing  that  they 
are  over-worked,  bus  that  they  do,  not  receive  proper  attention  from 
their  superiors  for  the  work  turned  out  by  them.  Thus  there  is  a  sort 
of  grumbling  among  these  Pakuthy  Officers  that  they  are  underpaid  in 
view  of  their  over-burdened  work.  All  the  same,  when  there  are 
honest  Tahsildars  to  exact  weak,  the  proverthicars  have  to  turn  out 
often,  with  some  grumbling  the  .work  required  of  thorn.  Of  course  the 
proverthicars  are  lowpaid  officers- an;l  m  their  ■work  some  inconvenience, 
.may  be  caused  to  the  people  of  the  locality.  But  that  will  only  be 
Within  the  bounds  of  law.  These  things  cannot  be  remedied  at  once 
until  the  law  or  procedure  on  these  matters  is  also  amended.  I  do  not 
think  it  is  an  i easy  task  under  existing  conditions.  Many  of  these, 
things  are,  according  to  me,  necessary  evils  under  the  present  state  of 
things.  In  regard  to  the  grumbling  in  the  matter  of  pay,  as  I  sub¬ 
mitted  the  other  day,  it  would  be  some  favour  to  them  if  these  low 
paid  proverthicars  are  also  included  among  the  subordinates  whom 
Government  have#honsidered  for  the  grant  of  dearness  allowances! 
With  these  words,  I  support  the  .motion. 
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MR.  K.  KuNJAN  P1LLAI :  Sir,  in  the  debate  which  Jhas  just ' now 
taken  place,  several  matters  affecting  tlic  Land  Hevaune  Admmistra- 
tion  of  the  State  have  been  discussed.  In  the  short  time  at  my  dis¬ 
posal  I  shall  try  to  meet  the  arguments  brought  forward  by  several 
honourable  members  of  this  House.  Every  one  knows  that  the  unit 
bf  revenue  administration  is  the  Pakathy  and  from  there  originate  the 
coercive' processes  for  the  realisation  of  land  revenue.  In  my  reply  to 
tbe  debate  on  a  motion  which  was  discussed  yesterday  on  the  floor  of' 
the  House,  I  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  honourable  members  that 
there  is  an  order  to  maintain  a  special  nuiioo  register.  In  that  couneo- 
tion.  several  members  questioned  Mae  as  to  whe  ther  that  notice  was 
given  wide  publicity.  I  will  now  inform  the  members  that  that  matter 
was  given  wide  publicity.  I  may  .just  submit  lor  the  information  of 
the  honourable  members  that  the  relevant  notification  was  published  in 
the  Gazette  dated  3rd  November  1036  corresponding  to  lath  Thiilam 
1112,  over  the  signature  of  the  Land  Bovenuo  Commissioner  in  Tamil, 
Malayalam  and  English.  I  may  also  just  read. one  or  'two  sentences 
from  that  notification  for  the  information  of  the  honourable  members. 

“  It  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  Government  that  the  salo  of 
'  properties  without  notice  to  persons  who  have  a  charge  on  or 
interest  in  them .  is  causing  hardship  to  such  persons  and,  in 
order,  to  mitigate  the  hardship,  Go  vernment  have  been  plea  sed 
to  sanction  the  opening  of  a  Special  Notice  Rogi  storm  the 
Taluk  and  Village  offices  for  recording  the  names  of  persons 
who  desire  service  of  notice  of  sales  of  immovable  properties 
under  the  Kovenue  Recovery  Regulation”. 

In  this  connection  several  members  questioned  me  as  to  whether 
there  was  any  necessity  for  affixing  a  court-fee  stamp.  I  informed  the 
honourable  members  then  that  there  was  no  necessity  to  affix  a  court- 
fee  stamp.  :  On  looking  up  the  rules  I  now  find  the  following  : 

“  Persons  desiring  registration  of  their  names  in  the  Special  Notice. 
Register  shall  pay  a  fee  of  half  a  rupee  for  all  the  Survey 
Numbers  included  in  a  single  patta.  The  registration  wifi 
be' in  force  for  one  .  yean  but  way  bo  renewed  every  year  on 
payment  _of  an  annual  fee  of  half  a  rupee.  Applications  for 
such  registration  should  be  accompanied  by  a  chalan  reoaipt 
showing  the  credit  of  the  fee  to  Government”. 

Under  these  circumstances  I  would  .request  tho  honourable  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  House  that  the  statement  made  by  me  yesterday  may  be 
taken  subject  to  this  correction. 

Now  I  shall  deal  with  tho  matters  that  have  been  brought  forward 
in  connection  with  the  present  motion.  The  honourable  mover  Mr, 

,  Kunju  Panicker  referred  to  the  misappropriations  of  the  Proverthieara 
and  the  differential  treatment  accorded  to  the  delinquents.  The  rule 
that,  exists  at  present  is  that 'duplicate  receipts  slmuld  be  issued  in  token 
of  payment.  Mrl  Kunjn'Panieker  said  that  dujuicate  receipts  that  are 
in  vogue  are  not  correct  ones .  Original  ireseipt  is  issued  to  the  patta* 
dar  who  pays  tax  and  the  counterfoil  is  placed  in  the  pakuthy  and  then 
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transmitted  to  the  taluk  office.  It  seems  to  me  that  for  every  rule, 
some  ingenious  man  will  find  a  way  to  evade  it.  What  a  Proverthicar 
ordinarily  does  is,  when  a  pattadar  pays  lax  of  say  Its.  12,  in  the  origi¬ 
nal  receipt  the  Proverthicar  enters  the  correct  amount,  and  in  the 
counterfoil  he  so  manipulates  the  carbon  paper  that  the  receipt  will 
show  only  Rs.2.  My  submission  is  that  such  cases  will  be  detected  by 
a  Tahsildar  during  the  time  of  inspection  which  he  is  bound  to  make 
in  his  pakuthy  once  a  quarter.  It  is  not  only  ones  a  quarter  that  he 
Will  be  able  to  pay  a  visit  to  a  pakuthy.  Although  the  rule  is  that  a 
Tahsildar  should  make  quarterly  visits,  he  will  be  able  to  inspect  a 
pakuthy  once  a  month  for  •  collodion  work-  I  may  even  say  that  it  is 
not  uncommon  for  a  Tahsildar  to  move  to  a  pakuthy  every  month  and 
inspect  tho  records  there  and  also  see  to  the  collection  work.  When 
such  cases  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Tahsildar  he  reports  about 
the  matter  to  the  Peishkur  who  in  turn  takes  necessary  action  in  that 
connection.  Mr.  Kuujit  Panicker  said  that  for  misappropriation  of. 
Bs.  ISO,  a  Proverthicar  was  suspended  for  a  term  of  years  while  for 
misappropriation  of  a  smaller  amount,  the  Proverthicar  concerned I has 
been  dismissed.  There  may  be  extenuating  circumstances  in  such 
matters.  For  example  tho  fact  may  be  that  the  Proverthicar  who  mis¬ 
appropriated  a  larger  amount  might  have  been  all  along  honest, .whereas 
the  Proverthicar  who  misappropriated  a  smaller  amount  might  have 
been  guilty  all  along,  having  several  suspensions  during  the  course  of 
his  official  life.  In  such  eases,  the  Division  Peishkar  awards  punish¬ 
ments  according  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case  and  hence  there  is 
differential  treatment.  The  policy  of  the  Government  has  all  along 
been  that  whenever  cases  of  misappropriation  of  Government  money 
are  detected,  nothing  short  of  dismissal  and  even  prosecution  must  be 
the  punishment.  I  think  that  will  satisfy  tho  member’s  point.  As  I 
said,  Government  have  laid  down  that  nothing  short  of  dismissal  should 
be  awarded  «in  cases  of  misappropriation.  There  may  be  exceptional 
cases  deserving  exceptional  treatment  in  the  light  of  extenuating  cir¬ 
cumstances.  •  . 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER :  I  pointed  out  two  instances.  The  first 
is,  for  misappropriating  Its.  160  dismissal  was  the  punishment.  For 
misappropriating  Be.  60,',  there  is  dismissal  as  well  as  criminal  prose¬ 
cution.  ’ 

MR.  K.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ;  That  is ’just  what  I  have  < been  saying- 
There  may  bs  extenuating  circumstances  deserving  exceptional  treat¬ 
ment  according  to  the  merits  of  the  case. 

In  regard  to- the  -  coercive  processes  adopted  by  tile  Proverthicar, 
the  Honourable  Member  Mr-  Narayana  Ku'rup  said  that  if  the  Pattadars 
have  been  paying  the  Sircar  tax  which  is  the  first  charge  on  the  pro- 
perty  then  there  would  not  have  been  any  need  for  conducting  coercive 
steps.  The  fact  that  during  1116  over  10  lakhs  of  demand  notices  have 
been  issued  shows  that  Pattadars  have  not  jbeen  , "prompt  in  pacing 
girfear  taxes  which  is  the  first  charge  on  the  property- 
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MR.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  It  is  not  right  on  the  part  of  patta- 
Oars  to  do  so. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJAN  PILLAf :  The  duly  of  the  pattadars  is  to  pay  taxes 
due  to  Government  in  time.  If  lie  fails  to  pay,  Government  have  to 
see  that  the  tax  is  realised  by  coercive  processes. 

The  honourable  member  Mr.  Jebamony  Nadar  .said  that  even 
though  several  demaud  notices  are  issued,  some  money  always  goes  to 
the  Proverthicar  clandestinely.  It  is  not  a  fact.  Whenever  a  demand 
■  notice  is  not  served  it  cannot  find  a  place  in  'the  accounts  book  of  the 
Pakuthy  Guteherry.  The  amount  is  written  off.  It  cannot  bo  collec¬ 
ted  by  the  Proverthicar  either.  If  any  Proverthicar  collects  such  an 
amount  and  does  mot  account  for  it,  such  specific  eases  can  be  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  Tahsiltlar  'and  he  is  sure  to  take  action  on  such 
matters. 

As  regards  disposal  of  pokkuvaravu  cases,  ';Mr.  Jebamony  Nadar 
stated  that  in  the  Taluk?,  of  Vilavankod  and  Kalkulam,  not  oven  half 
the  number  of  cases  has  boo*  disposed  of.  In  answer  to  an  interpella¬ 
tion  which  was  answered  the  other  day,  I  drew  the  attention  of  the 
honourable  member  that  out  of  a  total  number  of  over  GOOD  pokku¬ 
varavu  cases  in  Kalkulam,  more  than  5000  have  been  disposed  of. 
That  works  out  -to  more  than  85 -per  cent,  and  that  is  not  30  per  cent 
as  was  indicated  by  the  honourable  member. 

Mr.  vIEBAMONi  NaUAR  :  May  I  know  the  disposal  of  pokkuvaravu 

eases- iu  "Vilavanbod  taluk  / 

MR-  K.  KUNJAN  -P1LLA1:  Out  of  4600  cases  filed,  more  than  2600 
have  been  disposed  of-  That  also  works  out  to  much  more  than  50 
percent.  It  is  nearly  66  per  cent.  The  honourable  member  sugges¬ 
ted  that  some’  time-limit  should  be  fixed.  The  Pokkuvaravu  rules 
contain  the  necessary  provision.  I  shall  read  Buie  14  relevant  to  the 
matter  in  issue.  > 

“The  Proverthicar  ^should  prepare  and  submit  itho1  statement  under 
Ilule  13  within  two  weeks  , of  the  receipt  of  the  Taheildar’s 
order.  Delay  in  this  respect  will  be  severely  noticed”. 

In  respect  of  delays  hi  disposal,  if  they  are  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  Tahsildur  they  are  bound  to  take  stringent  action  on  the  part  of 
the  slackers-  A  Tahsiltlar  is  a  person  who  is  expected  to  exercise  great 
driving  power  and  on  account  of  this  habit  a  majority  of  the  pokku¬ 
varavu  cases  are  .disposed  of  within  the  year  itself  without  any  delay. 
This  is  what  could  be  observed  from  reports  relating  to  the  disposal  of 
pokkuvaravu  cases.  .

MR.  K.  KUNJAN  PlLLAl  i  This  is  a  matter  which  should  be  dealt 
with  by  the  Tahsildarin  the  first  instance  and  if  the  Tahsildar  fails,  to 
take  due  notice,  the  Division  P eiskkar,  during  his  inspection  of  th0 
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Taluk  Office  will  take  the  necessary  action  and  see  that  the  Pokku- 
vaiavu  cases  are  disponed  of  without  delay.  If  such  delays,  if  any, 
are  brought,  to  the  notice  ot  Government  by  the  Division  Peishkars  the 
Tahsildars  will  bo  severely  dealt  with  by  Government-, 

Then  again,  m  regard  to  Poramboke  cases,  I  think’  it  wits  the 
honourable  -member  Mr.  Jebamony  Nadar  and  a-  few  other  honourable 
members  whose  names  I  do  not  just  now  remember  .who  said  that  if 
a  Proverthicar  has.  got  any  grudge  towards  any  nattadar,  lie  immediaie- 
ly  takes  up  the  chain,  makes  a  measnraneu*  and  takes  up  the  Poram-* 
boke  ease.  It  is  not  like  that.  Whenever  am  poramboke  care  is  taken 
by  a  Proverthicar,  it  has  to  be  verified  by  a  Kevenne  Supervisor  who 
is  a  tolerably  high-paid  officer ;  and  then  it  is  snliject-  to  the  check  of 
the  Tahsildar.  Then  only  action  ia  taken.  The  Proverthicar  alone  is 
not  responsible  for  taking  up  a  poramfioke  ea?:c.  ft  any  nndeirhttn<| 
dealings  on  the  part  of  the  Proverthicar  are  brought  to  the  nof-iee  of 
the  Tahsildar,  severe  notice  will  be  la-ken  of  tne  Ptovorth-car  in-respect- 
of  such  matters.  Then  some  honourable  members  referred  to  "the 
practice  of  the  Pakuthy  anbordinatos  collecting  money  from  the  patta- 
dars  without  giving  necessary  receipts.  Such  instances  there  may  be : 
but  if  the  pattadar  is  on  his  guard,. he  will  immediately  demand — and 
he  ought  to  demand — a  receipt  for  the  amount  actually  paid  by  him. 
The  rule  is  that  the  receipt  should  be  immediately  given.  If  there  is 
any  case  in  which  the  money  has  been  received  and  -,hp  necessary 
receipt  has  not  been  given  and  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Tahsildar 
or  of  the  higher  authorities,  action  will  be  taken  on  the  subordinates 
for  doing  so. 

PRESIDENT :  Honourable  member  has  three,  minutes  more. 

Mr.  K.  K  UN  JAN  PIL  LAI :  I  shall  now  refer  to  the  recruitment  .of 
Proverthicars.  Borne  honourable  members  said  that  they  should  be 
directly  recruited.  Some  experience  of  work  as  an  Accountant  is 
absolutely  necessary  for  the  post: of  the  Proverthicar.  It  is  only  such 
persons  who  can  turn  out  the  work  of  a  pakuthy  satisfactorily.  How¬ 
ever,  on  account  of  the  representations  by  -honourable  members  of  this 
House . .

tentative  scheme  of  recruiting  ten  Proverthicars  every  year  has  been 
sanctioned  by  Government  and  Proverthicars  have  been  recruited 
directly  for  the  last  four  years.  It  is  only  a  tentative  measure  sanc¬ 
tioned  to  be  tried  for  five  years.  -

PRESIDENT  :■■  Order,  order.  I  think  the  matter  may  be  made 
dear.  This  Government  have  now  adopted  a  principle  by  which  what 
may  be  called  the  assertion  of  a  right  to  registry  by  the  sole  process  of 
encroachment  or  by  virtue  of  a  trespass  wifi  be  resisted.  In^the  case 
of  the  backward  communities,  if  they  have  to  come  away  from  a  place 
encroached  upon  then  Government  will  be  anxious  and  prepared  to 
give  them  every  facility  for  obtaining  other  suitable  lands.  But  this 
Government  will  in  no  case,  whatever  may  have  been  the  practice  in 
the  past,  recognise  any.  right  to.  registry  on  the  pajrt  of  a  person  merely 
because  he  has.'  unauthorisedly  entered  on  that  land.  Government 
have  seen  very  often  ’that  trespassers  build  houses  and  other  structures 
preferably  on  the  encroached  area  and  not  so  readily  an  their  own  pro¬ 
perty,  In  such  cases  the  more  money  one,  has  spent  on  it  the  more 
likely  are  Government  to  ask  him  quit  because  0  f  the  defiance  of  orders 
involved  in  the, money  spent  and' the  longer  he  has  been  getting  the 
benefit  of  encroachment  the  sooner  he  has  to  quit'  the  land.  That  will 
be  the  future  practice.  A.  large  number  of  vakils  appear  before  me  in 
these  matters  and  m  n.i.ny  cases  i  grant  a  stay  because  generally -.the 
lawyers-do  not  get  full  fee  until  the  stay  is  granted.  The  parties  know  * 
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or  ought  to  know  that  all  this-is  money  wasted  but  if  they  don’t  realise 
that  encroachments  will  not  be  tolerated  even  at  the  instance  of  leading  ■ 
lawyers  it  is  their  look  out.  But  I  tell  the  lawyers  that  when  the  mat¬ 
ter  comes  up  again  the  petition  will  be  dismissed.  I  do  not  think  I 
have,  except  probably  in  one  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  cases, 
which  have  been  exceptional  in  character  granted  such  a  prayer.  TO  i 
Hr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILL Al :  May  I  request  the  President  to  see 
that  this  thing  is  not  published  in  the.  newspapers  ? 

PRESIDENT :  0 !  No.  I  want  this  to  bo  in  the  •  newspapers 

because  I  have  told  every  lawyer  there  and  then  and  because  there:  is 
no  secret  about  the  Government’s  policy.  I  do  not  want  to  object  to 
hearing  lawyers.  Being  a  lawyer  myself  I  have  a  weakness  for  law¬ 
yers  and  as  some  of  them  have  told  me^'that  unless  I  give  the  stay 
order  they  will  not  get  the  fee  from  the  party,  I  very  often  grant  a 
stay.

RAO  BAHADUR  T.  V.  VENKITESWARA  AJYAR  ( Conserva'or  of  Forests): 
Sir,  I  rise  to  demand  that  the  House  will  be  pleased  to  grant  3  sqm  of 
Rs.  11,73,329  under  Demand  IV- Forests, 
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Ms.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDHANAN  NAIR  (. Karum<mmUi  cum 
Karthigapalli) :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  to  reduce  the  allotment. 

PRESIDENT:  Before  the  honourable  member  moves  the  motion, 

>  there  are  some  remarks  that  I  have  to  make  on  the  form  and  character 
of  the  motion.  Honourable  members  will  see  that  unlike  the  previous 
Statute,  the  present  Statute  governing  this  House  is  Section  27  which 
•ays: — 

“  Subject  tu  thu  Kules  and  Standing  Orders  affecting  the  Chamber  there 
shall  be  freedom  of  speech  in  both  Chambers  if  tlm  Legislature.  So  person 
shall  bn  liable  to  auy  proceedings  in  any  court  by  mason  of  his  speech  or  vote 
in  either  Chamber,  or  by  reason  of  anything  contained  in  anj  official  report  of 
the  proceedings  of  either  Chamber 

nVith  regard  to  this  matter,  in  1112  the  ruling  of  the  Chair  was  as 
follows : 

*»• . The  point  is  that  the  honourable  members  when  making  allega¬ 

tions  in  this  now  am  protected  and  it  will  he  very  unfair  to  the  officer*  who' 
are  not  represented  iu  this  House,  that  accusations  should  he  made  against 
them  tinder  cover  of  such  protection.  Therefore,  if  honourable  members  like 
the  other  members  of  the  public,  have  to  make  charges  against  officers  they 
should  do  so  detiuitoly  and  openly  in  order  that  investigation  may  be  proceeded 
with  on  that  basis,  The  .Government  will  not  proceed  on  allegations  of  this 
kind  unless  the  members  making  the  allegations  arc  willing  to  take  ful!  res¬ 
ponsibility  for  them,  since  they  arc  likely  to  cost  the  fortunes  and  the  future 
of  haril  working  officers.  In  oases  where  punishments  arc  call  ’d  for,  of 
course,  Government  aro  prepared  to  visit  such  officers  with  condign  punish¬ 
ments.  Nevertheless  such  accusations  should  not  be  made  under  cover  of  the 
privileges  if  this  House. ’’ 

I  am  the  last  parson  m  the  world  •  to  prevent  any  discussion  of 
corruption  or  corrupt  practices  of  any  officer  of  Government  from  the 
highest  to  the' lowest-  At,  the  same  time,  as  1  have  mentioned  yester¬ 
day,  it  would  be  necessary  and  also  part  of  my  duty,  that,  I  should  • 
protect  the  officers  of  Government  in  so  far  as  they  are  not  themselves 
protected  in  this  Chamber  and  cannot  themselves  make  any  counter. . 
accusation  or  defend  themselves.  The  only  manner  in  which  these 
two  points  of  view  may  be.  reconciled  is  to  request  honourable  members,  • 
if  .they  have  to  make  charges  of  serious  corruption,  to  make  them  on 
their  own  and  full  responsibility  so  that  those  charges  may  be  enquired 
into  by  Government  relying  upon  the  fairness  of  the  members  not  to 
make  vague  or  unfounded  charges  but  at  the  same  time  being  anxious- 
that  no  officer  should  be  protected  against  accusations  if  they  are 
deserved.  Having  said  that,  I  how  call  upon  Mr.  Janardanan  Nair  to 
move  his  cut  motion.  He  should  remember  that  instances  should  be 
given  and  the  charges  should  be  formulated  in  such  a  manner  that  I 
•Ban  immediately  institute  an  enquiry,  if  the  House  is  in  favour  of  it.. 
h'and  if  the  allegations  are  such  that  an  enquiry  is  demanded.  The' 
manner  iu  which  I  can  deal  with  this  question  as  the  Head  of  the 
Government  would  be  on  the  basis  of  the  accusation-to  order  a  public 
enquiry  into  the  alleged  accusation  in  which  the  honourable  member  : 
amongst  others  would  be  expected  to  put  forward  his  accusations  in 
complete  detail.  ’  .

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MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  flLi-Ai  •  Sir,  I  ihm  1m  a  point  oi 
order.  The  cut  motion  tabled  by  the  honourable  member  Mr.  Janar- 
dhanan  Nair  seeks  to  reduce  1  Rupee  from  the  salary  of  the  Personal 
Assistant  to  the  Conservator  of  Forests  for  discussing  about  the  oorrnp- . 
tioii  of  that  Officer.  Without  going  into  the  merits  whether  that  parti¬ 
cular  officer  is  corrupt  or  not  I  wish  io  get  a  ruling  from  the  Chair  on 
two  points. 

In  the  first  place,  a  token  cut,  according  to  me,  should  not  he 
utilised  for  discussing  about  the  conduct  of  ouo  particular  officer.  A 
token  cut  for  the  deduction  of  1  Rupee.  1.0  Itnpces  or  1.00  Rupees 
should  not  be  used  for  that  purpose.  It  is  intended  only  for  discussing  • 
the  policy  of  the  Department  generally  or  only  so  far  as  if,  relates  to  the 
'sub-head.  In  the  second  place,  if  this  motion  is  allowed  to  he  discussed- ■ 
on  the  floor  of  tile  House  it  may  seriously  -  affect  tire  sound  and  healthy 
conventions  and  traditions  which  this  tiouue  has  boon  able  to  buildup 
till  notv  under  the  guidance,  of  its  Presidents  and  especially  under  the 
guidance  of  onr  illustrious  present  President.  Sir,  I  wish,  to  know 
whether  it  will  be  in  keeping  with,  the  dignity  of  this  House  or  the 
usefulness  of  the  discussion  if  this  motion  is  allowed  to  be  discussed. 
Let  me  at  ths  same  time  bring  to  your  notiee  that  it  will  be  a  very  dan-  j 
gerous  policy  if  honourable  members  of  this  House  take  into  their  heads 
to  table  such  cut  motions  against  the  officers  of  the  State  who  arc  not,  as  J 
you  have  just  now  stated,  either  present  or  represented  iiy  this  House. 

I  wish,  to  get  a  ruling  on  those  points. 

MR.  P'JTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  P1LLAI :  Sir,  any  motion  vcd'ating  to  a 
particular  item  may  be  a’  motion  for  total  omission  or  a  token  cut. 
Here,  the  honourable  member  has  moved  the  motion  that  the  salary 
allotted  to  a  particular  officer,  that  is  the  Personal  Assistant,  be  reduced 
by  Be.  1  for  the  purpose  of  pointing  out  the  irregularities  of  that  parti¬ 
cular  office  or  officer.  This,  apart  from  the  question  of  convention, 
desirability  or  expediency,  I  submit,  is  a  motion  which  is  admissible/- 
Whether  a  particular  officer  could  be  attacked  by  saying  that  he  is 
corrupt  or  pointing  out  instances  of  corruption,  is,  according  to  me,  a 
matter  which  must  be  left  entirely  to  the  discretion  of  the  Chair. 

PRESIDENT:.  On  the  question  of  admissibility,  I- have  no' doubt/, 
The  motion  is  perfectly  admissible.  It  is  for  the  reduction' of  Rs<2, 810 
for  the  Office  Assistant  of  the  Conservator  of  Forests,  The' idea  is  that-' 
the  Conservator  of  'Forests  has  .’as  his  Personal  Assistant  an  Office  As¬ 
sistant  Who  is  guilty  or  suspected  to  be  guilty.  That  is  a  matter  wbiofc 
can  well  be  discussed  unde r  this  head  and  I  hold  that  the  motion  is. 
quite  admissible- 

.  .  As  to  the  convention  and  tradition,  that,  is  exactly  the  point  whiobj 
I  put  forward.  But  those  conventions  and  traditions  cannot  be  sfcrat- A 
ched  beyond  a  point.  No  doubt,  there  is  a  convention  and  thea|r 
■  should  be  a 'tradition  in  the  House  that  no  officer  should  be  attack® 
by  name 'ordinarily  because  that  officer  will  not,  have  the  opportune 
to  state  in  reply, and  prove, for  instance  that,  the  person  attacking  b$n 
is  guilty  of  personal  bias  or  he  has  been  instigated  by  his  enemies  of  f 
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that  his  allegations  are  unfounded  and  illegitimate.  These  are  things 
which  an  honourable  member  can  say  m  this  House  but  which  the 
officer  concerned  cannot;  reply  to.  But  honourable  mmlters,  vested 
with  that  responsibility  to  pulse  for  themselves,  can  m  suitable  parti- 
cular  cases  demand  the  exposure  of  the  trespasses  of  any  particular 
officer.  If  after  taking  full  considerations  of  the  pros  and  eons ,  any 
particular  member  of  this  House  considers  that  it  is  part  of  his  public- 
duty  to  expose  the  actions  of  a  particular  officer,  then  it  i»  quite  open  to 
him  to  do  so  subject  to  those  considerations  wmoh  J  have  already 
indicated. 

MR.  KANNANTHOUATIf  JANARDHANAN  NA1R  ho.  1  beg  to  move  "to 
reduce  the  allotment  of  Ks.  2310  for  Office  Assistant  to  the  Conner' 
vator  by  Ke.  1  i-u  d.aCunr,  about  the  Corrupt  piacuced  of  l-na  'Personal 
Assistant  to  the  Conservator  forests.” 

Before  going  into  the  question,  I  have  to  submit  one  or  two  words 
by  way  of  persona)  exnls  nation,  It  was  necessitated  both  by  the  point 
of  order  raised  by  i) ly  friend  Mr.  T.  1J.  Veiayudhan  Piliai  as  also  those 
points  pointed  out  by  the  Chair,  Hir,  I  would  claim  that  in  my  public 
activities,  however  small,  in  the  past,  I  was  not  actuated  by  any  perso¬ 
nal  motives  or  guided  by  any  maladvice  or  by  malice, between  person  and 
person,  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties,  l  am  also  not  wanting  in  patrio¬ 
tism  to  paint  an  officer  of  this  State  in  black  to  this  House  and  thus  to 
make  out  that  Travancore  Service  is  full  of  dacoiis,  as  you  said  yester¬ 
day.  That  is  not  my  intention.  I  had  already  sent  up  an  interpella¬ 
tion  on  this  matter.  But  that  was  unfortunately  not  admitted.  At 
present  I  do  not  know  what  has.  beon  done  in  the  matter.  So,  Sir,  I 
thought  that  it  was  my  duty  now  to  bring  this  fact  to  the  notice  of  the 
Head  of  the  Administration  by  bringing  in  a  cut  motion  on  the  salary 
of  that  officer;  so  that  (iovernment  may  enquire  into  the  matter  fully 
because  they  are  in  a  more  advantageous  position  to  do  so  by  virtue  of 
their  accessibility  to  the  records  of  the  office  and  the  report  sent  up  to 
them  by  the  Head  of  the  Department  than  any  honourable  member  of 
this  House  who  will  not  have  an  accessibility  to  the  records  even  if  a 
public  enquiry  is  instituted.  So  if  the  Conservator  will  agree  to  conduct 
an  enquiry . 

PRESIDENT  r  There  is  no  foundation  for  an  enquiry.  I  have  made 
personal  enquiries  of  the  present  Conservator  of  Fores  is  on  this  matter.  ■ 
He  told  me  that  there  is  not  even  a  single  pending  complaint  against 
this  officer.  Is  that  not  so  Mr.  Venkit6Bwara  Aiyar? 

RAO  BAHADUR  T.  V.  VENKITESWARA  Al.YAR  ;  Yes,  Sir. 

MS.  KANHAimta.OATH  JANARDHANAN  NAIR  :  If  that  is  so  I  do  not

This  person 
was  one  of  those  who  were  asking  the  Conservator  of  Forests  to  super¬ 
sede  his  Personal  Assistant.  He  in  canvassing  for  that.  In  short 
there  seems  to  have  been  a  conspiracy  against  this  Personal  Assistant. 

I  am  sure  that  the  honourable  member  is  not  a  party  to  that.  Appar¬ 
ently  some  kind  of  rumour  might  have  reached  the  honourable  mem¬ 
ber  and  ho  has  hastily  acted  on  it,.  But  I  am  net  pledged  to  protect 
this  officer.  If  a  definite  intimation  of  any  specific  charge  is  given  I 
am  prepared  to  institute  an  enquiry  as  I  have  done  in  the  other  case.

K.  DGMIPPC  JOSEPH  ;  hi.  t  .uho  npuori  the  motion,  The  area 
of  Travancore  is  about  SO  lakhs  of  acres  and  the  area  of  the  "Reserve 
Foreet  land  including  the  reserved  lands  and  lands  undergoing  settle¬ 
ment  is  over  10  lakhs  of  acres.  It  will  thus  be  aeon  that  nearly  one* 
third  is  reserved  area.  In  this  connection  I  would  say  that  1  was  glad 
to  hear  from  the  budget  speech  of  Mr.  Kaiuiiskara  ..Padmanabha  Pillai 
that  lie  was  m nv  in  favour  of  making  lands  available  for  food  cultivation 
from  within  the  Ueser-vc  Forests.  On  a  farmer  occasion  ha  was  oppos¬ 
ing  that  resolution.  He  also  said  that  the  only  practicable  method  of 
producing  more  food  stalls  is.  by  extensive  cultivation,  t.  a..  Ivy  bringing 
more  area  under  cnltivation.  But  he  made  a  singular  suggestion  that 
tha  lands  should  be  leased  out  for  one  of  two  years.  I  think  that  it  is 
on  account  of  the  absence  of  practical  knowledge  regarding  paddy  culti¬ 
vation  in  .swampy  areas  that-  he  was:  making  that  suggestion.  I  may 
bay  from  my  personal  experience  that  for  cultivation  in  swampy  areas 
at  least  two  years  might  be  required  to  bear  fruit.  If  swamp  v  areas  are 
to  be  fully  developed  to  yield  the  bes-  results,  a  considerable  investment 
has  to  be  made  during  the  first  two  years  by  way  of  levelling  the  land, 
consi- fueling  bunds,  cutting  channels  and  all  the  rest  of  it.  •  Only  after 
these  y  reliminari'es  for  two  years,  the  land  could  be  developed  so  as  to 
yield  good  results.

MR.  KAINIK‘<ARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  rise  more  to  clear 
a  misunderstanding  expressed  about  my  own  opinion,  rather  than  to 
speak  at  any  great  length  on  the  motion  before  the  House.  The  other 
day  my  friend  Mr.  Narayana  Kurup  in  liis  speech  on  the  Budget  said 
that  due  to  my  ignorance  about  Kayal  cultivation  I  have  suggested  the 
leasing  out  of  lakes  for  one  or  two  years  for  purposes  of  paddy  culti¬ 
vation!  Today  Air,  Dominic  Joseph  speaks  that  because  l  am  ignorant 
of  swampy  area  cultivation,  I  have  suggested  the  leasing  out  of  swampy 
areas  for  one  or  ‘  wo  years.  Between  Mr.  Narayana  Kurup  and  Mr. 
Dominic  Joseph  Iseem  to  3>e  ignorant  of  everything  in  this  country. 

PRESIDENT  :  Is  it  absolutely  necessary  that  to  dispel  that  ignor¬ 
ance  yon  should  speak  about  their  ignorance.- 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  IU.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  Yes,  Sir-  Mr.  Narayana 
Kurup  as  a  matter  of  fact  lives  in  the.  centre  of  Kuttanad.  My  consti¬ 
tuency  also  has  got  much  to  do-  with  Kuttanad  and  I  am  not  so  ignorant 
of  Kayal  cultivation  as  to  plead  that  lakes  can  be  cultivated  by  leasing  out 
for  one  or  two  years.  Many  of  the  most  important  lake  cultivators  are 
people  from  Ghanganaoherry. :  Again;  Sir,  Mr.  Joseph  and  I  belong  to  ■ 
the  same.consUtuency  and  I  am  not  prepared  to  give  way  to  Mr.  Joseph 
and  admit  that  1  am  ignorant  of  cultivation.’  What  I  want  to  make 
clear  is  that  I  have, beetv misquoted  by  both  these’  gentlemen.  1-never 
wanted  the  lakes  to  be  leased  out  for  .two  years.  I  never  wanted 
swampy  areas  to  be  leased  out  fdr  2  years.  What  I  spoke  about  leas¬ 
ing  out  for  one  or  two  years  was  about  grassy  hills  and  nothing  else.  :A 
I  said  defnitoly  that  I  am  -  against  the  registry  of  lakes  and  there  £/ 
stand,  firm  even  now- '  An  indiscriminate  registry  of  lakes  has  imped¬ 
ed  cultivation.  The  harrowing  of  the  out-let  of  water  through  the 
Vembanad  lake  has  substantially  contributed  to  repeated  occurrence, 
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of  floods  in  oar  place,  Therefore  before  any  further  step  is  being  taken 
for  the  registry  of  lakes,  this  question  has  u>  be  minutely  gone  into  by 
expert  engineers.  So  much  about  the  lakes'. 

In  regard  to  swampy  areas  what  I  said  was  that  the  question  of 
registering  swampy  areas  might  be  considered  now.  I  said  nothing 
more  than  that.  The  time  limit  I  said  was  with  reference  to  grassy 
hills  only.  Last  year  there  was  a  resolution  for  registering  lands  in 
Reserve  Forest  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  'the  production  of  food¬ 
stuffs  such  as  tapioca  and  paddy.  I  opposed  it  then  and  I  oppose  it  even 
now.  I  am  definitely  of  the  opinion  that  what  forrsts  we  have  today 
should  not  he  registered  away.  If  the  problem  of  the  increasing  popu¬ 
lation  and  the  problem  of  the  increasing  demand  for  foodstuffs  are  to 
be  met  year  after  year  by  disafforesting  what  area  remains  as  forest, 
lam  sure  that  even  by  the  disafforestation  of  tha  whole  forest  we  w  11 
not  be  able  to  solve  the  problem.  Therefore  we  have  to  find  out  some 
other  method  for  tackling  this  question  rather  than  looking  at  the 
easy  course  of  cutting  down  all  forest  areas, 

There  are  two  aspects  to  be  considered  with  regard  to  the  food 
problem.  One  is  a  permanent  feature  and  the  other  a  temporary 
measure.  My  opinion,  Sir,  is  that  today  just  to  meet  the  crisis  result¬ 
ing  from  war,  we  might  be  having  recourse  to  extraordinary  seeps  and 
so  these  grassy  hills  may  be  leased  out  for  one  or  two  years. 

Even  thoughsI  am  not' an  expert  agriculturist,  I  may  inform  ray 
honourable  friend  Mr.  Dominic  Joseph  Thai  I  have  some  actual  practi¬ 
cal  knowledge  of  cultivation  in  this  country  and  i  take  as  much  in¬ 
terest  in  agriculture  as  he  takes  and  therefore  I  can  assure  my  friend 
that  grassy  hills  can  be  cultivated  for  one  year,  two  years  or  three 
years  without  any  kind  of  expensive  preliminary  preparation.

My  proposal 
made,  the  other  day  w^s  this:  that  the  .forest  areas  covered  with  grass 
and  no  trees  can  be  leased  out.  There  need  be  no  fear  of  any  destru¬ 
ction  of  trees  because  there  are  no  trees  to  be  destroyed.  If  this  is 
done  during  war  time  it  will  substantially  increase,  the  output  of  paddy 
for  the  time  being.  At  the  same  time,,if  the  Conservator  would  find 
out  some  variety  of  valuable  timber  which  could  be  profitably  grown  on 
these  hills  the  lease  may  ba  made  on  the  Tauugaya  system,  so  that 
•While  at  present  it  will  increase  the  output  of  paddy,  at  the  end  of  the 
tenure  when  the  land  comes  back  it  will  be  a  rich  forest  land.  I 
want  to  make  it  clear  that  I  had  absolutely  no  misunderstanding  about  ■ 
the  lake  or  swampy  areas. 

Mr.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  May  I  knotf  tom  the  member  whether 
paddy  will  grow  in  the  grassy  lands  in  the  High  Ranges  ? 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI:  I  may  inform  the 
honourable  member  that  it  will  grow  there.  I  have  some  experience 
of  cultivating  paddy  on  the  glassy  lands  on  the  High  Ranges,

So  far  as  giassy  laud  is  concerned,  my  experience  atul  study  - 
enables  me  to  say  teat  m  Peerumde-  and  other  places  whore  there  is 
grassy  land  no  body  has  aiocmpitd  paddy  cuhivauon  and  that  the  very 
classification  of  grassy  lands  means  that  -them  cannot  lie  very  much  of 
profitable  cultivation  -of  paddy  in  those  places.  -It  is  in  comparatively 
iow-lyiug  lauds  .that  paddy  ia  tried.  duo..essful  cultivation  of  ..paddy 
is  possible  in  the  low- lying  lands.  In  the  BWampy  areas  within  the 
forests,  there  may  no  opportunity  rind  facility  to  have  paady  cultiva> 
tion,  but  I  repeat  Sir,  that  there  canftot  ho  very  successful  cultivation 
of- paddy  on  these  hills  known  as  grassy  hills  in  tochnioal  language, 
lam  speaking  subject  to  correction.  ... 

PRESIDENT :  I  do  not  know  whether  that  is  quiio  accurate. 

While  not  being  prepared  to  liauard  -  any  dogmatic  opinion  with 
Kogitrfl  -to  the  possibilities  of-Travaneore,  on  the  Himalayan  slopes, -I 
can  say,  that  up  to  about  .3, 000  to  -1,000  feet  paddy- is  grown  by  proper 
terracing.  In  the  Kodaifeanal- Hills,  from  enquiries  I- have  been  mak¬ 
ing,  I  find  that  paddy  i-s  grown  up  to  about  3,500  feat,  up  to  a  place  called 
Chempakanur,  And  pricfJcaUy  the  whole  Cultivation  of  Japan  is  on 
grassy  hills ;  and  it  is  one  of  the  'greatest-  wonders  of  scientific  agricul¬ 
ture.  By  a  system  of  very  careful  terracing,  very  careful  manuring, 
Spraying  and  all  the  rest  of  it,  they-have  devoted  tremendous  attention 
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to’  the 'cultivation  of  paddy  and  practically  each  blade  of  rice  was  looked 
after  as  a  separate  member  of  the  family  and  they  have  paddy  cultiva- . 
tion  up  to  4,000  to  5,000  feet.  It  is  thus  that  Japan  has  really  come 
into  its  present  state  of  practical  self-sufficiency  with  regard  to  rice. 
Japan’s  arable  area  originally  40  or  50  years  ago,  was  only  productive 
of  1/3  sjf  its  rice  capacity-  It  now  produces  three-fourths  of  its  rice 
demand,  by  full  extension  of  cultivation,  by  terracing  and  by  improved 
methods. 

Mr.  SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PiLLAl :  Sir,  I  am  very  grateful  to 
you  for  your  observations.  .1  may  say  that  though  nature  has  Been 
very  bountiful  in  various  respects,  she  has  been  very  partial  in  regard 
to  the  subsoil  in  our  state.  In  regard  to  a  great  deal  of  these  grassy 
lands,  the  sub  soil  is  very  poor  and  unless  wa  revolutionise  our  methods 
of  agriculture  and  the  Engineering,  the  Agriculture  and  the  Forest  De¬ 
partments  work  together  for  a  considerably  long  time  in  unison,  there 
is  no  possibility  of  getting  a  good  subsoil  conducive  to  the  cultivation  of 
:  paddy.  The  sub-soi)  itself  is  very  often  of  laterite.  I  would  suggest 
.  that  the  Conservator  of  Forests  may  first  test  whether  so  far  as  these 
grassy  lands  are  concerned,  the  sub  soil  is  not  laterite  and  whether 
paddy  cultivation  is  possible.  Especially  when  an  opinion  is  given  by 
you  in  the  hope  that  Travancore  might  be  saved,  I  am  sure  that  the 
Almighty  will  help  us  and  that  may  be  possible.  I  find  this  is  a  very 
delicate  matter,  because  many  people  come  and  say  that  swampy  areas 
are  good  for  .cultivation  and  may  be  registered  ;  while  others  come 
and  say  that  it  is  not  so- and  that  they  need  not  be  registered.  The 
truth  lies  between  the  two.  It  is  for  an  expert  with  experience  of  this 
and  other  countries,  with  high  academical  knowledge,  it  is  for-  a  man 
who  has  bestowed  thought  and  who  has  experience  to  decide  whether 
particular  swampy  areas  can  be  thrown  open  for  paddy  cultivation.  Ido 
not  wish  that  the  House  should  be  bogged  and  befogged  in  academic 
studies  and  untested  opinions.  I  find  people  with  very  great  experie¬ 
nce  in  this  country,  coming  forward  in  this  Assembly  and  saying  it  on 
the  floor  of  this  House  times  without  number  and  because  Government 
was  pleased  some  time  ago  to  appoint  a  Committee  jo  select  these 
swampy  areas  and  open  them  for  registry,  I  still  believe  there  is  a 
.  possibility  of  some  lands  within  the  forests  being  brought  under  culti¬ 
vation  without  prejudice  to  the  claims  of  forest  conservation.  It,  is 
only  subject,  to  the  great  scientific  principle  adopted  by  the  Travancore 
Government  that  I  am  saying  this.  If  there  are  suitable  lands,  I  say 
that  they  may  be  given  on  lease..  My  friend  Mr.’Padmanabha  Pillai 
has  stated  his  opinion  and  I  have  stated  mine.  Government  them¬ 
selves  said  on  the  floor  of  the  House  that  some  700  acres  have  been 
thrown  open  in  the  reserve  forest  for  the  purpose  of  temporary  culti¬ 
vation.  .  •  ; 

Mr.  M.  R.  VARA  YANA  PiLLAl ;  May  I  know  whether  the  honourable 
member  means  that  land  from  the  swampy  area  may  be  given  on  lease 
to  honourable  members  of  this  House  as  well. 
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li  SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI : '^Certainly.  That  is  a  very 
irfcant  question.  The  fact  that  a  person  is  either  member  of  this 
se  or  an  officer  of  Government  does  not  make  him  unfit  to  be 
ed  as  a  subject  of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  and  he  too  must 
the  same  right  as  any  other  person  who  is  neither  a  non-official 
her  of  this  House  nor  an  officer  of  Government.

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT;  Your  time  is  up. 

Mr.'  P.  KUNJUKRISHNA.N  ;  ,  Sir,  this  is  a  matter  in  which  we  have 
to  proceed  very! -cautiously.  The  motion  says  that  forest  lands  should: 
be.jnased  out  for.  the  cultivation  of  food  stuffs.  It  does  not  say  which 
kind,  of  lands.,  whether  swampy  areas,  grassy  lands  or  .places  where 
-there  is  tree  growth,  should  be  leased  out.  The  motion  is  given  in  a 


general  manner.  Forest  is  one  of  dor  greatest  .assets  la  so  many 
respects.  We  have  already  taken  measures  which  have  contributed  ta 
the  'destruction  of  forests.  So  any  steps  wo  take  hereafter  which 
would  bring  about  a  further  destruction  of  the  forest,  must  ho  drfite 
very  cautiously  and  -only  on  expert  advice  taken  for  the  purpose. 

Now’,  Sir,  destruction  of  forests  will  contribute  to  decrease  in  rain 
fall  and  secondly, ’it  will  contribute  to  floods  m  the  land,  so  much  so 
that  what  little  cultivation  wo  have  at  present  will  be  .destroyed  by 
those  floods.  'WJien  trees  are  cut  down  from  the  forests  it  is  natural  _ 
that  the  suit  will  he  washed  down  and  that  the  water  which  is  expected 
to  remain  at  certain  altitudes  will  rush  down  to  the  plains  causing  . 
floods  and  thus  dustroving  crops.  This  will,  especially  at  the  present 
moment,  add  to  the  difficulties  of  the  food  problems.  But  those  are 
points  aga-int  opening  of  forests  for  new  cultivations.  But  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  food  he.  become  very  acute  and  it  has;  now  a.kacW  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  both  the  people  and  tho  Government.  We  have  heard  various 
snggeatic.n*>  made  for  increasing  the  nossible  extent  of  the  area  of  culti¬ 
vation  in  the  laud..  We  have,  also  heard,  much  about  intensive  .•cultiva¬ 
tion.  Now,  Sir,  the  allocation  of  the  swampy  areas  in  the.  forest  fo i 
cultivation  purposes  has  also  been  advocated  here.  But  so  far  as  I 
know  the  swampy  areas  are  very  limited  in  extant.  Even  supposing 
we  utilise  ail  the  swampy  areas  available  for  cultivation  purposes  I 
doubt  whether  this  will  serve  the  purpose  to  any  appreciable  extent. 
Now,  Sir,  the  proportionate  ■  increase  of  population,  when  compared 
with  the  extent  of  arable  lands  available  is  very  alarming.  And  even 
if  all  the  forest  lands  are  cultivated,  there  will  come  a  time  when  the 
fo.od  problem  will  remain  as  acute,  as  at  present.

tion  is  not  adopted  as  a  method  for  extending  the  area  of  cultivation  iu 
other  countries  ? 

.MB.  P,  KUNJUKBISHNAN:  That  may  be.  But,  our  problems  are 
different.  Now  Sir,  there  are  large  areas  of  grassy  lands  in  our  forest 
regions.  They  can  be  made  suitable  for  cultivation  purposes.  Certain 
advanced  countries  have  adopted  this  method  and.  have  made  them¬ 
selves  self-supporting  in  the  matter  of  production  of  foodstuffs.  Fur¬ 
ther,  attempts  made  for  the  production  of  paddy  m  those  lands  where 
paddy -would  grow  well  and  cultivation  of  other  food  crops  whore  paddy 
could  not  be. grown  and  also  a  change  in  ciur  dietetic  system,  all  these 
factors  will  help  us  to  solve  the  present  serious  problem  of  food  sup¬ 
plies.

BAO  BAHADUR  T.  V.  VENKITESWARA  AtYAR  :  Sir,  I  beg  leave  of  the 

House  to  thank  the  honourable  members  for  their  valuable  sugges¬ 
tions  and  also  for  their  thrashing  out  the  pros  and  eons  of  the  prin¬ 
ciple  underlying  the  cut  motions.  But  (time  is  short  and  so  I  cannot 
attempt  any  elaborate  disquisition  on  the  points  raised  by  ihfe-  honour¬ 
able  members.  But  I  may  say  that  the  principle  underlying  this  cut 
motion  has  already  been  accepted  by  Government.  Applications  have 
been  received  lor  the  leasing  out  of  the  swampy  areas  within  the 
reserve  forests.  The  Government  have  been  pleased  to-paas  favourable 
orders  in  tho  case  of  one  or  two  applications  and  recommendations 
have  been  submitted  to  Government  for  the  sanction  of  a  few  more 
others.  But  I  must  be,  failing  in  my  duty  to  this  honourable  House 
if  I  do  not  emphasize  the,  fact  that  our  forests  should  not  be  tampered 
with  as  they  are  one  of  .our  very  valuable  assets.  It  would  be  apparent 
to  the  honourable  members  that  our  .forest  revenue  was  only  about 
15  lakhs  3  or  8  years  ago.  But  tho  revised  budget  of  the  .present  year 
shows  that  it  has  mounted  up  to  26  lakhs.  I  hope  d  will  not  be 
betraying  any  .  confidence  if  I  inform  the-  House  that  oufeof  this  26 
lakhs  mu.  mere  tnan  2  lakhs  will  bo  tho  total,  income  from  the  special 
fellings  to  meet,  she  war  .demand,  .  Th^se  special  fellings  were  made 
on  a' very  conservative.'  basis.  Therefore  we.  can  understand  the  real 
value  of  our  forests  and,  it  is  really  good  fortune  for  the  State  to 
possess  them.  It  would  also  be  interesting  for  the  honourable  mem* 
bers  to  know  that  what  was  considered  till  now  comparatively  poo* 
forests  have  risen  much  in  value.  For  example'  the  Kodumon  Keserva? 
was' lx?  demand  for  Us.  fOQ-  per  acre-.  The  areas  near  Punalur  wers 
o tiered  1,000  rupees  per  acre.  Therefore  the  poiioy  of  Government 
wilt  N  to  least  out  such  lauds  provided  such  leases  would  not  encroach 
upon  the  conservancy  of  forests  surrounding  the  swampy  areas;  : 

Sir,  there  is  an  impression,  -prevailing  amoug  the  public  ■  that 
swampy  areas  in  the  forests  are  very  egiccsive.  One  applicant  atated'. 
that  there  was  about  75,000  acres  of  swampy  areas  in  a  particular 
place,  I.  went  over  thereto  inspect  £ut  found  only.  .1,(100.  acres.  On 

another  occasion  where,  it  was  said -'there  was  1,0QQ  acres  of  swamp^ . 

area  I  found  only  10Q  acres.  It  will  therefore  be  seen  that  is  exagge*., 
rated.

MB.  VARKALA  K,  MADHAVAN  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  the  following  mo¬ 
tion:  (109) 

“To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  4,409 — for  (a)  Qnilon — Trivandrum 
Railway  by  Rs.  10— to  discuss  railway  affairs.”  Due  to  the  present 
war  emergency  several  of  the  shuttle  services  were  stopped  and  timings 
of  the  existing  services,  are  not  convenient  to  the  travelling  public. 

Several  years  ago  it  was  the  custom  of  the  Government  to  nomi¬ 
nate  a  non-official  member  to  the  Railway  Advisory  Board.  But  for 
the,  last  few  years  that  practice  was  discontinued.  I  do  not  know  the 
reasons  which  prompted  the  discontinuance  of  that  practice.  Since 
then  the  Government  have  constituted  the  Advisory  Board  for  the 
Transport  Department.  The  reasons  which  prompted  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  constitute  mj  Advisory  Board  for  the  Transport  Department 
should  have  prompted  them  to  nominate,  a  member  for  the  Railway 
Advisory  Board  as  well.  I  hope  that  the  Government  will  consider 
these  matters. 

MB.  M.  L.  JANARDANA  PILIAI :  Sir,  we  are  confronted  with  a  very 
difficult  situatibn  at  the  present  time.  Steamer  services  are  not  avail¬ 
able.  No  doubt,  we  are  getting  better  prices  for  the  produce  of  this 
country  at  present.  But  there  is  considerable  difficulty  in  securing 
wagons.  Equally  so  there  is  difficulty  in  securing  wagons  for  the  im¬ 
port  of  the  necessary  food  materials  for  the  State  from  British  India. 
The  matter  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  Government  and  I  must  say 
with  thankfulness  that  the  Chief  Secretary  to  Government  intervened 
in  the  matter  and  he  was  able  to  secure  some  space.  The  position  is 
that  a  few  wagons  are  allotted  per  week  for  Travancore,  But  these 
wagons  aro  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  commercial  com¬ 
munity.  I  believe  about  ten  wagons  are  allotted  per  week  to’  despatch, 
the  goods  from  Alleppey  via  Eruakulam.  Of  these  about  6  or  7  wagons 
are  required  for  despatching  war  materials  alone.  So  only  3  or  4 
Wagons  are  available  for  the  despatch  of  ordinary  traffic  from  this 
country.  The  produce  of  this  country  has  also  necessarily  to  be  trans¬ 
ported  through  railways.  The  Chambers  of  Commerce  brought  this 
matter  to  the  notice  of  Government  and  1  am  thankful  that  the  Gov- 
•ernment  took  up  the  matter  immediately  and  made  the  necessary 
arrangements.  The  Railway  Department  then  replied' to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  Travancore  that'  they  have  made  all  arrangements  and  we  got 
a  communication  from  the  Government  of  Travancore  saying  that  in 
accordance  with  the  communications  they  have  received  from  the 
Railway  Department,  all  arrangements  had  been  made.  In  between 
the  allotment  of  the  wagons  and  the  'cancellation  of  the  wagons  there 
Was  hardly  even  a  day.  .  Practically  we  are  put  to  considerable  diffi¬ 
culties'  because  the  goods  for'  transport  have  to  wait  either  at  Alleppey 
or  Cochin.  We  cannot  expect  as  much  cm -venience  at  the  out-agencies 
at  Alleppey  and  Kottayam  and  other  places  as  at -the  Harbour  Station 
at  Emateaiain,  The  reasons  are  obvious.  I  do  not  want  to  dilate  upon 
that  point.  But  the  fact  is  that  our  produce  is  unable  to  move.  -Both 
manufactured  goods  and  the  produce  of  this  country  that  should  lesyye 
Travancore  is  finding  it  very  difficult  to  move. 
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One  thing  more  I  have  to  place  before  this  House  and  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  Supposing  the  price  of  pepper  is  Bs.  240  today  and  if  the  con¬ 
tract  is  placed  to  be  executed  within  a  specified  period  and  if  we  arc 
unable  to  get  wagons  within  the  specified  period  or  even  in  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood  of  that  period,  the  price  immediately  goes  down.  Ultimately 
the  merchants  are  put  to  considerable  loss  in  such  transactions.  I 
quite  concede  that  on  account  of  the  war  situation  thorn  is  considerable 
increase  in  the  demand  for  wagons  to  be  supplied  by  the  Eailway  De¬ 
partment,  But  at  the  same  time  1  must  take  this  opportunity  to  say 
that  those  who  are  in  a  position  to  get  wagons  do  got  them  and  others 
that  do  not  adopt  special  methods  are  not  able  to  get  the  wagons.'  'l'his 
is  the  occasion  on  which  we  can  bring  this  fact  to  the  notice  of  Gov¬ 
ernment.  Inferences  have  to  be  made  from  thatjgr  Therefore  it  is  very, 
necessary  that  the  Government  should  take  up  this  matter  immediately 
as  otherwise  our  export  trade  is  bound  to  suffer  very  seriously. 

Then  with  regard  to  the  import,  of  rice  by  merchant.  Reasonably 
they  should  get  covered'  wagons  for  this  purpose.  But  they  got  only 
open  wagons  and  those  who  want  to  got-  covered  wagons  have  to  rise 
themselves  equal  to  the  occasion  to  secure  those  wagons.  The  result  is 
that  by  the  time  the  rice  comes  to  Travancore  they  are  exposed  to  the 
weather  and  get  spoiled.  Tarpaulins  have  to  be  supplied  from  Tfavan- 
core  to  all  those  stations  and  the  result  is  that  it  adds  to  the  cost  of  tho‘ 
materials  that  have  to  be  imported.  It  is  only  here  that  the  representa¬ 
tives  of  tbo  people  can  ventilate  their  difficulties.  Our  difficulties  were' 
placed  before  the  Government  and  from  the  communications  We  have 
received  we  are  in  a  position  to  und  u-stand  that  Government  are  taking 
very  prompt  steps  in  the  matter.  But  the  result  is  that  we  are  where 
we  were.  So  I  taka  this  opportunity  to  bring  this  fact  fo  the  notice  of 
•  the  Government. 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI;  May  I  know  the  reasons  why 
the  right  of  representation  of  this  Government  in  ,the  Advisory  Board 
which  has  been  conceded  at  one  time  is  now  withdrawn  ? 

Mr,  IM.  L.  JANARDANA  P1LLAI :  1  believe  it  is  being  represented  even 
now  by  the  Financial  i?ceretary. 

Mr.  VARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN  :  May  I  i^now  whether  the  membe* 
was  a  member  of  the  Board  at  any  time'f 

MR.  M.  L.  JANARDANA  PULA! :  Yes.'. 

Mr.  E.  6.  SALTER  :  1  understand  the  honourable  member  Mr. 
Janardana  Pillai  represents  the  Alleppey  Chamber  of  Commeroe  also. 
May  I  request  the  member  to  forward  the  full  details  of  his  as  well  as 
that  of  the  Chambers  of  Commerce  requirements  within  the  next  week 
when  I  will. undertake  to  place  them  before  the  Madras  Board  of 
Transport.  I  have  the  honour  to  represent  Travancore  Government 
in  that  Board  and  I  assure  the  honourable  member  that  I  will  do  all 
that  is  in  my  power.  It  may  be  possible  to  make  available  the  wagons 
in  their  return  journey  ataov  transport  of  rice  from  the  Tanjore  district. 
The  representatives  of -his  Government  will  place  the  matter  before 

I 
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the  Madras  Board  of  Transport;  so  that  it  may  include  this  item  in  the 
agenda  for  the  next  meetin,:  of  the  Board  which  will  meet  from  the 
17th  August¬ 
in  regard,  to  open  wagons,  1  had  to  accept:  wagons  or  no  wagons. 
If  we  insisted  on  covered  wagons  then  we  would  have,  got  only  a  few. 
But  let  us  get  wagons.  Let  us  transport  the  rice  with  the  wagons 
that  arc  available.  There  is  not  sufficient  number  of  wagons  available 
to  enable  us  to  pick  and  choose.  There  seems  to  be  some  doubts  in 
the  minds  of  the  honourable  members  with-  regard  to  this  matter.  The 
total  number  of  wagons  which  are  being  loaded  per  week  by  tho'S.  I.  B. 
is  only  (55  per  cent  of  the  demand.  That  position  has  to  be  faced. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PAN1CKER:  May  I  know  'h.  r, ’mbm  of  bags  of  rice 
tha-i  could  bo  transported  in  one  wagon  ? 

flnt  E.  6.  SALTER  :  It  varies  between  12  and  22  tons  according  to 
the  tyne  of  wagon  employed. 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  G.  PARA3/IESWARAN  PILLAI  :  Sir,  may  I  point 
out  to  the  honourable  members  that  there  is  a  meeting  of  the  Provincial 
Advisory  Committee  in  Madras  on  the.  '3rd  August  and  ..this  question 
will  be  referred  to  that  Committee.  Ko  far  as  war  supplies  and  other 
goods  which  are  held  up  for  want  of  sufficient  number  of  wagons 
are  concerned  the  matter  will  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  that. 
Committee.  ~ 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  X.  VE1U  PILLAi :  1  am  very  thankful  for  the 

information  which  the  Chief  Secretary  has  given  to  the  House.  I 
believe  I  am  correct  about  what  I  am  going  to  say  One  of  the  poiDts. 
advanced  by  Mr.  Madhavan  was  that  the  right  of  representation  vphieK 
was  once  given  to  Travancove  in  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Hailway 
has  been  Withdrawn. 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  G.  PARAMESWARAN  PILLAI:  The  right  still 

continues. 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  X.  VELU  PILLAI :  I  now  learn  that  an  Officer 
of  Government  is  a  member  of  that  Board.  I  know  one  or  two  people 
who  were  members  of  that  Board.  I  know.,  that  Mr.’  Janardana  Pillai 
was  a  member. of  the  Board.!  When  T  was  a  member  of  the  Economic 
Development  Board  some  years  ago  I  have  had  abundant  opportunities 
far  discussing  the  matter  with  Mr.  -  Janardana  -  Pillai.  I  am  parti¬ 
cularly  happy  to  mention  that  Mr.  Janardana  I’illai  had  a  very  clear 
idea  with  regard  to  one  and  all  matters  discussed  in  the  Committee, 
I  understand  that  the  Travancore  representative  had  been  doing  a  great 
deal  in  that  direction.  Institutions  which  depend  for-  their  usefulness 
on  the  facility  for  discussion  have  one  defect.  Especially  when  there 
is  a  large  number  of  people  meeting  together,  unless  the  proper  man  is 
sent  to  represent  us,  our  claims  may  not  be'  heeded  properly.  There¬ 
fore  my  submission  is , that  if  there  is  a  right  of  representation  in  that 
Board,  that  right  should  be' -exercised  by  a  non -official  and  not  by  an- 
official.  I  am  not  at  war  with  the  officials.  I  want  officers  for  certain 
purposes.  But  the  non-Officials  have  got  the  facilities  to  understand 
things  and  come  to  conclusions -in  the  open  fields  of  intelligence  ah&

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arguments  without;  executive  tution.  An  officer  of  Government  is, 
to  a  great,  extent,  tied  down  by  red-tapisni.  An  Officer,  however  able 
he  may  be,  will  not  be  able  to  (lo  the  work  as  efficiently  as  a  non- 
official-  I  know  that  in  one  State  the  head  of  i  ho  administration  is  a 
non-official  and  the 'leader  of  the.  House  is  another  'that  is  the  case 
of  the  Travaiicorc 'Government.  I  submit  that  in  conformity  with  the 
practice  elsewhere  and  in  conformity  with,  whal  has  been  our  practice, 
a  non-official  .may  be  appointed  to  the  Board,  If  the  Financial  Secret¬ 
ary  or  the  Accountant  General  is  appointed,  they  will  nut  be  able  to  do 
full  justice  to  the  work,  I  have  nothing  against  the  Financial  Secretary 
or  any  officer  of  Government.  They  are  very  able  men.  But  ou  a- 
point  of  principle,  in  a  country,  where  there  is  so  much  of  intelligence, 
of  very  careful  study  Slid  judgment  which  has  bo-.n  certified  by  eminent 
authorities,  I  consider  if  a  sort  of  insult  to  the  intelligence  of  the 
country  to  send  only  officers  to  boards  ou.sido.  1  am-  not  paying  this 
with  any  feelings  of  resentment.  When  thore  arc  competent  people 
who  have  boon  studying  these  questions  and  taking  part  in  the  discus¬ 
sions,  when  personalty  I  am  satisfied  that  they  arc  able  to  deal  very 
ranch  bettor  and  more  thoroughly  with  any  questions  and  when, 
officers  newly  appointed  will  take  two  to  three  years  to  understand 
things,  I  ask  the  forgiveness  of  the  House  and  the  Government  for 
saying  that  this  must  be  taken  as  a  very  serious  matter. 

Mr.  J.  E.  A.  PEREIRA  :  Sir,  it  is  a  very  vital  point  that  has  been  , 
raised  by  the  honourable  member  Mr.  Madhavan  (.'specially  with  regard 
to  the  management  of  the  Railways,  i  thank  the  Chief  Secretary  for 
taking  the  necessary  stops  to  place  before  the  Committee  our  require¬ 
ments.  Our  demands  on  the  railways  are  always  infinitely  heavy  even, 
in  normal  times  and  more  so  because  of'  the  war  conditions.  Those 
difficulties  have  been  beautifully  explained  by  Mr.  Janardana  Pillai. 
As  regards  the  representation,  by  officials  it  has  been  beautifully  ex¬ 
plained  by  Mr.  T.  K.  Velu  Pillai.  An  officer  can  only  realise  the 
difficulties  from  a  theoretical  point  of  view- from  what  he  reads  from 
the.  papers.  Bui,  the  non-official  can  fiave  actual  experience  of  it  and 
is  in  a  definitely  better  position.  Therefore  I  would  request  that  a 
non- official  should  be  represented  on  the  Advisory  Committee.  With 
these  words  I  support  the  motion. 

Mr.  0.  C.  JOSEPH:  Sir,  lam  glad  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
House  that  a  pretty  large  sum  has  been  added  to  the  State  revenue  by 
the  working  of  the  railways.  Our  railway  has  attracted  the  attention 
of  the  public.  There  was  a  time  when  we  did  not  own  even  an  inch 
of  land  through  which  the  railway  lines  run.  But  through  the  efforts 
of  the  present  head  of  the  administration  those  lands  which  were  in 
the  possession  of  the  Railway,  Department  have  bdeome  the  property 
of  this  Government.  That  is  really  a  great  achievement.  ”  Dewans 
came  and  want  away.  But  none  of.tjieso  Dewans  saw,  that  this  iron, 
horse  was  a  while  'elephant  of  the  State.-  -Bu.t  during  the  powerful 
administration  of  the  Dewan-President  it  hag  become  -  ap  accomplished 
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successful  factor.  When  The  Imperial  Government:  had  bean  able  ho 
secure  the  services  of  one  responsible  officer  as  Minister  for  Infor¬ 
mation,  why  "not  we  get  a  nan-official  representative  in  the  Bailway 
Board,  So  I  hope  that  Government  will  earnestly  endeavour  to  sec- 
that  a  non-official  is  put  in  charge  of  the  Bailway  Board  and  then  only 
we  will  be  able  to  know  the  real  situation.  Without  the  co-operation 
of  the  Railway  Department  we  will  be  no  where  because  the  food  pro¬ 
blem  is  threatening  us.  Therefore  only  sufficient  co-operation  by  the 
Railway  Department  cam  save  us  from  this  difficult  situation.  Govern¬ 
ment  should  try  their  level  bast  to  see  that  wu  are  properly  represent¬ 
ed  in  the  Railway  Board.  With  these  words  I  whole-heartedly  support 
the  motion. 

Mr.  A.  LAKSHMINARAYANA  AIYAR :  Sir,  three  questions  have  been 
raised  in  this  connection.  They  are  *{1)  shortage  of  wagons  (2)  stop¬ 
page  of  shuttle  services  aud  (8)  nomination  of  a  .non-official  member 
to  the  Railway  Advisory  Board.  The  first  question  has  already  bee'n 
dealt  with  by  Mr.  Salter  and  the  Chief  Secretary  to  Government.  As 
regards  the  stoppage  of  the  shuttle  services,  this  is  an  all-India  question 
and  stoppages  are  due  to  the  present  .conditions  consequent  on  war. 
If  the  honourable  member  will  kindly  intimate  to  Government  any 
specific  inconvenience  in  the  train  services,  Government  will  take  the 
matter  up  with  the  S.  I.  It.  authorities  so  that  the  inconvenience  may 
be  removed.  As  regards  the  nomination  of  a  non-official  metpber  to 
the  S., I.  R.  Advisory  Board,  the  rule  is  that  the  representative  of 
Travancore  should  be  one  of  the-  Travancore  Darbar  ex-officio  and 
unless  that  rule  is  amended  it  is  not  possible  to  nominate  any  non- 
official  to  the  tf.  I.  It.  Advisory  Board,  In  the  case  of  Cochin  and 
Pudukottah  also,  'the  members  are  Officials. 

SADASYATILAKA  T,  K.  VELU  PILLAI :  If  the  Travancore  Govern¬ 
ment  is  pleased  to  nominate  a  non-official  for  holding  that  position, 
could  he  not  be  considered  as  ex-officio? 

Mr.  A.  LAKSHMINARAYANA  AIYAR;  But  he  must  be  a  representa¬ 
tive  of  the  Travancore  Darbar.  . .  > 

MR.  SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI :  Could  not  anybody  be 
appointed  by  the  Travaficore  Darbar  and  called  ex-officio  ? 

MR.  A.  LAKSHMINARAYANA"  AIYAR  .  Because  nobody  was  appointed, 
the  official  member  is  functioning  in  the  place  of  a  non-official. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  '  KARAYALAR  :  May  I  know  under  what 
circumstances  was  a  non-official  representing  Travancore  in  the  S.  I.  R. 
Advisory  Board  ?  ' 

MR.  A.  LAKSHMINARAYANA  AIYAR : '  He  might  have  represented 
Travancore  before  these  rules  came  into  effect.  The  rules  were  issued 
in  1935  and  the  non-official  continued  till  1940.  After  that,  the 
Financial  Secretary  was  nominated  to  that  Board. 

Mr.  VARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN  :  Sir,  I. beg  to  withdraw  the  motion.

As  is  obvious  from  the  statement  of  object  annexed  to  this  cut 
motion,  I  wish  to  urge  upon  the  Government,  the  .necessity  for  giving 
deserving-  attention  to  such  important  works  in  the  .Capital.  .1  refer  to 
the  representations  made  to  the  Government  by  a  few  representatives 
of  this  House  regarding' the  necessity  for  tile  improvement. of  the  thodu 
lying  to  the  west  of  the  S.  M.  V.  English  School,  Trivandrum.  .  If  the 
Chief  Engineer  had  properly  inspected  tho  different  localities  in  Trivan¬ 
drum,  lie  would  have  certainly  become  convinced  of  tile  necessity  for 
improving  this  thodu.  The  representation  contained  only  a  modest 
request,  that  is  to  say,  for  erecting  at  least  parapet  walls  on  both  sides 
of  the  thodu  to  a  disguise  of  not  more  than  1  furlong.  I  am  given  to 
understand  that  nothing  has  been  done  in  this  matter  so  Jar.

T.  A.  for  travelling  in  Trivandrum  town  ? 
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MR.  PULIYOOR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sometimes  he  may*  get. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  In  that  case,  I  rise  to  a  point 
•of  order.  If  according  to  Mr.  T.  P.  Velayudhan  Piliai,  the  Chief 
Engineer  gets  T.  A.  for  travelling  in  Trivandrum  town,  thou  I  submit 
this  motion  is  inadmissible,  because  the  Chief  Engineer  does  not  get 
any  T.  A.  for  travelling  within  the  town.  The  amount  referred  to  as 
travelling  allowance  in  the  motion  relates  to  outside  travels. 

,  MR.  PUUYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  •  It  is  not  a  question  of 
whether  the  officer  concerned  is  entitled,  to  get  T.  A.  for  travelling  to  a 
particular  place.  It  depends  upon  the  particular  circumstances  in  each 
case.  This  is  the  only  legitimate  method  of  tabling  a  cut  motion  for  the 
purpose.  So  I  urge  on  the  attention  of  Government  that  they  may  be 
pleased  to  pay  their  particular  attention  ou  this  very  important  matter 
and  see 'that  grievances  of  the  suffering  public  in  those  parts  are 
redressed  as  far  as  possible  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

MR.  I.  G.  CHACKO  :  Sir,  the  channel  referred  to  by  the  honourable 
member  is  the  storm  water  channel  running  from  the  Railway  Station 
and  it  crosses  the  main  road  at  Pauliavangadi  ami  then  -goes  to  the 
Vanchiyoor  side.  We  have  got  a  new  drainage  scheme  and  a  provision 
of  Rs.  G  lakhs  is  included  for  improving  this  storm  water  channel  also. 
Year  after  year  wo  are  taking  up  portions  of  this  channel  for  improve¬ 
ment.  Now  it  has  come  up  to  Pazhavangadi  near  thffmain  road  cross¬ 
ing.  Next  year  it  is  proposed  to  take  up  further  length  beyond  that 
road.  j 

■  (At  this  stage  the  Deputy  President  occupied  the  Chair). 

The  portion  of  the  channel  that  is  referred  to  is  about  1800  feet  in' 
length.  It  is  certainly  desirable  to  have  retaining  walls  there.  The 
original  proposal  of  the  member  was  to  have  a  covering  for  the  drain. 
That  was  found  to  cost  Rs.  50,000.  The  retaining  walls  themselves 
cost  about  Rs.  10,000.  Since  improvememsare  being  done  bit  by  bit, 
in  continuation,  from  one  end,  it  was  not  desirable  to  leave  some  - 
portions  and  take  up  this  portion  particularly  as  referred  to  by  the 
honoura'bl-  'member.'  According  to  the  drainage  programme  this 
portion  also  will  be  taken  up.  I  hope  it  will  be  possible  to  provide  for 
that  work  in  the  near, future. 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KUR0P  :  May  1  know  whether  any'  surrendering 
of  land  is  needed  in  that  particular  place?  , 

,  MR.  I.  C.  CHACKO:  No  Sir. 

Mr'.  PUL1Y00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  In  the  face  of  the  assur¬ 
ance  from  the  Chief  Engineer  I’do  not  press  my  motion.

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  the. 
following  motion.  ' 

‘‘To  reduce  the  allotinaut  of  Bs.  4,000  for  travelling,  allowanoo  by  Be.  1”. 

My  object  in  moving  this  cut  motion  is  to  discuss  about  the  desirability 
of  carrying  out  works  for  which-  provision  is  made  in  the  budget  and 
also  about  the  failure  in  doing  so  due  to  the  absence  of  proper  inspec¬ 
tion-  In  this  connection  I  am  fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  present 
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Chief  Engineer  Mr.  I.  C.  Ghacko  has  been  trying  his  level  best  to  see 
that  the  works  provided  for  iu  the  budget  are  carried  out  during  the 
same  year  and  also  that  he  has  been  making  honest  attempts  to  attend 
to  the  representations  made  by  the  pjjblic.  In^spite  of  all  these  things 
we  find  that  a  good  portion  of  a  budget  allotment  for  different  works  iu 
the  State  is  allowed  to  lapse  and  in  fact  being  surrendered  at  the  e'nd 
of  the  year.  It  is  as  a  result  of  repeated  representations  that  the  pro- 
vision  is  included  in  the  Budget  for  a  particular  work  and  it  is  ex¬ 
tremely  painful  to  find  that  even  though  there  is  sufficient  provision,  ■ 
such  work  is  not  carried  out  on  account  of  neglect  or  laxity  on  the  part  of  . 
officers  in  the  P.  W.  Department.  We  have  heard  a  good  deal  about 
dereliction  of  duties  of  these  officers 'when  we  have  been  discussing  the 
Public  Accounts  Committee  Report.  So,  I  do  notiwish  to  deal  with  this 
matter  at  length  just  now.  I  would  request  that  Government  may  be 
pleased  to  see  that  at  least,  in  future,  all  the  works  that  are  provided 
for  iu  the  budget  of  a  particular  year  are  carried  out  during  that  year 
itself.  It  is  not  a  satisfactory  explanation  to  hoar  that  because  the 
estimates  have  not  been  prepared  iu  time  or  that  the  lands  required  for 
carrying  out  a  particular  work  had  not  been  acquired  under  the 
Land  Acquisition  Proceedings  that  such  works could  not  be  carried  out. 
My  submission  is  that  Government  will  pay  that  deserving  attention 
on  tnis  very  iinjfbrtant  matter  and  will  give  no  room  for  such  com¬ 
plaints  in  future.  With  those  observations,  I  commend  my  motion  for 
the  unanimous  acceptance  of  the  House..

NEW  MEMBER. 

Thu  following  member  took  the  oath  and  signed  the  rolls 

Mr.  A.  GOPALA  MENON  ( Director  of  Pnhiic  Imtruetion) : 

MR.  G.  VELUP1LLAI  It  has  been  a  standing  complaint  on  the  floor 
of  this  House  and  also  outside  that  many  of.  the  works  that  arc  budget* 
ted  for  have  not  boon  taken  up  and  are  allowed  to  lapse  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  It  is  after  presenting  several  petitions  and  memorials  to  the 
authorities  that  a  work  is  included  in  the  budget,  and  uo  disappoint¬ 
ment  can  be  greater  to  the^eople  of  a  locality  when  they  find  that  a 
work  which  has  beau  included  in  the  budget  has  been  allowed  to  lapse. 
This  method  of  allowing  the  amounts  included  in  the  budget  to' lapse 
has  been  steadily  on  the  iuerease  during  the  last  many  years.  I  may 
say  Sir,  that  the  department  requires  more  driving  power.  One  of  the 
reasons  advanced  by  the  department  for  the  delay  in  the  execution  of 
the  works  is  that  they  do  not  get  the  estimates  sanctioned  by  Govern¬ 
ment  in  time.  Another  reason  is  that  the  Land  Revenue  authorities 
do  not  surrender  the  required  lands  in  time.  These  may  be  reasons 
which  may  help  the  department  to  allow  the  amounts  to  lapse.  Bub 
I  know  instances  where  though  the  estimates  were  sanctioned  in  time 
and  the  lands  were  cur  rendered  the  work  was  not  taken  up  by  the 
department. 

Mr.  I.  C.  CHACKO  :■  Will  the  honourable  member  mention  a  parti¬ 
cular  work  which  ho  lias  in  view? 

Ih.-fi.  VEU!  PltlAI  :  Yes,  1  may  mention  the  ease  of  the  Karthiga-  . 
paliy-KayamkuIam  Hoad-  Amounts  for  the  improvement  of  that  road 
were  .sanctioned  four  times  if  I  remember  right.  It  has  been  sanc¬ 
tioned  this  year  also  and  I  thinly  it  is  included  in  the  next  year’s  budget. 

I  know  that  the  lands  have  beers  surrendered  by  the  ryots.  Even 
then  the  work  has  not  been  taken  up.<  There  are  very  many  oarer 
instances' like  this.  My  suggestion  is  that  the  whole  department  re¬ 
quires  a  shaking  so  that  it  may  awaken  from  the  lethargy  into  which 
it  has  fallen.  # 

MB.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  'Sir,'  the  facts  underlying  the  motion 
have  been  discussed  several  times.  On  the  floor  of  this  House  in 
answer  to  an  interpellation  it.  was  stated  here  this  morning  that  out  of 
an  allotment  of  4  and.,  odd  lakhs  of  Rupees  for  new  works  only  2  and 
odd  lakhs  were  spent  up  to  the  end  of  Edavom  this  year.  Naturally 
it  is  evident  that  a  good  portion  of  the  allotted  amount  will  be  allowed 
to  lapse.  As  an  illustration  I  take  this  opportunity  to  submit  a  few 
facts  about  $he  Ghungam  Hattasseri  Road  near  Kottayam.  It  is  only 
one  mile  iu  length.  It  has  been  lying  unfit  for  vehicular  traffic  due 
to  deep  ruts  and  the  absence  of  a  car  tabic  bridge  over  a  small  thoflu-. 
I  understand  that  the  question  of  this  road  was  first  taken  up  into  -, 
consideration  by  the  present  Chief  Engineer  when  he  wa3  a  Sub- 
Engineer  at  Kottayam  and  allotments  for  this  purpose  were  included 
in  tbs  budgets  for  the  years  1115  and  111(1.  But  unfortunately  noth¬ 
ing  has  been  done  m  this  direction.  Then  the  present  conditioii 
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the  Nagatupadam  bridge  which  i.-;  at  the  entrance  to  the  fvoftayanl 
town  on* the  northern  aide  has  accentiuifoti  t(ie  ueeessi for  this  road. 
Due  to  the  unsafe  condition  of  the  bridge  vehicles  coming  to  the  Iowa 
from  the  north  has  to  undergo  a  circuitous  journey  of  over  7  miles 
via  Kodamalloor  and  Aynumiurt.  If  this  small  bridge  on  this  (Hum- 
gam-Nattasseri  ltosui  ia  properly  built  and  maiutaimxi  there  will  be  a 
saving  of  6  to  7  mile?.  Moreover  the  places  north  of  Nugauipadam 
is  populous  and  there  is  an  English  High  School  aud_  sovoral  primary 
Bohools  and  that  part  is  shortly  going  to  be  included  within  the  munici¬ 
pal  area-  If  any  person  residing  iu  tlm  northern  side  of  the  town 
wants  the  aid  of  a'  doctor  from  the  town  or  h*  to  face  any  such  outer* 
geucy  he  has  lo  make  a  journey  of  over  7  miles  to  reach  the  town. 
But  if  the  bridge  was  fit  for  traff  ic  he  will  have  to  go  only  a  mile. 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  P1LLA1 :  May  i  know  whether  the  Ohunpam 
bridge  is  on  the  road  which,  is  seven  miles  iu  length? 

MR.  K,  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  Yes. 

MB.  D.  C,  JOSfPH  :  Sir,  I  shall  like  to  support  the  niotmn  now 
under  discussion  in  this  House.  The  P.  \V.  Dopartinoift  if;  the 
only  department  which  consumes  the  largest  amount  of  the.  Stale’s 
revenue.  As  such  that  department  is  al  1  in  all  in  Travanooro.  .The 
very  existence  of  the  State  lies  in  that,  department-  4If  wo 'want  to 
have  an  Assembly  Hail  of  this  kind  or  a  proper  road  or  a  dispensary 
we  have  to  depend  on  this  department.  Even  the  Electrical  Depart¬ 
ment  or  any  other  in  that  lino  will  have  to  depend  upon  the  P.  W. 
Department  for  its  existence.  -As  such  that  •.l.-partmcnt  tnnst  engage 
the;  earnest  attention  of  Government  as  well  as  this  august  Assembly. 
Whether  that  particular  department  is  doing  its  work  properly  or  i«, 
is  to  ha  measured  by  this  House.  Sir,  much  has’  been-  said  about  the 
working  of  this  Department.,  There  might 'have  boon  some  delay  hove 
and  there  but  the  main  point  that,  ccutres-round  the  attention  of  the 
honorable  members  was  the  paucity  of  proper  supervision  or  Control. 
That  departriienf  is  prone  to  laxity  and  it  is  not.  paying  proper  atten¬ 
tion  to  its  functions  is  due  to  the  provision  of  telephones  to  the  officers 
of  this  department.  They  arc  attending^  l*»  their  duties  mostly  with 
the  aid  of  the  phones  and  sitting 'in  their  easy  chairs.  They  do  not  got 
out. of  their  offices  often.  Then  there  is  auother  thing  which  hain- 
pors  their  work  viz-  the  motor  cars  provided  to  them  make  thorn  only 
travel  without  showing  the  least  patience  to -visit  places  which  lie  vary 
near  each  other.  Another  thing  which  T  want  to  stress  to  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  department  is  that  as  they  have  been  charged  with  the 
control  of  the  Best  Houses  in  the  State  they  inspect  work  spots  and 
localities  by  sitting  in  these  rest  houses  in  grand' manner.  Lhavo  al¬ 
ready.  stated- that  the  very  existence  of  this  State  lies  iu  the  proper 
working  of  this  departin'; "i.  -  The  department,  requires  officers  who 
will,  exercise  efficient  control,  and  proper  supervision  The  present 
Chief  Engineer  I  know  is  a  sympathetic  officer.  Coming  to  my  own 
place*  if  the  depart’mect  had  done  their  duty  to  Nanjiriad  we  would  not 
have  to  face  the  acute  problem  of  food  at  the  present  moment.  '  Gov¬ 
ernment;  have  expended  more  than  a  crofe  of;  rupees  for  the  Kodayar 
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Project.  But  the  condition  of  the  Channels  and  tank  beds  is  such  that 
no  eoimuonc-nrate  bereft  accrues  to  the  rvotB  from  this  project.  If 
these  channels  wore  properly  maintained  at  proper  occasions  I  think 
the  total  oat-put  of  patluy  from  Nanjinad  would  have  been  much  more. 
Nanjinad  is  considered  k  he  the  granary  of  Travancore.  But  because 
of  this  laxity  on  the  part  of  this  department  the  granary  is. little  by 
little  depleted.  Proper  and  effective  work  is  not  done,  proper  mainten¬ 
ance  works  are  not  done,  the  tank  beds  are  not  improved,  breaches  are 
not  closed  in  proper  time.  All  these  show  that  there  is  something 
wrong  in  the  working  'of  this  department.  If  irrigation  was  well 
attended  to  by  proper  supervision  I  think  rice  cultivation  would  have 
considerably  improved  and  a  lot  of  trouble  would  have  been  averted  at 
this  critical  hour.  About  (50,000  acres  arc  cultivated  in  South  Tra- 
vuncore  depending  solely  on  the  Kod&yar  Beservoir  and  the  various 
tank  beds.  The.  tax  including:  the  water  cess  paid  bv  the  ryots  owning 
these  paddy  fields  is  very  high.  But  there  is  no  compensating  benefit 
done  to  them  by  this  department,  I  think  some  serious  action  is  neces¬ 
sary  now  apart  from  supervision  or  control.  Now  we  have  two  Chief 
Kngineers.  I  think  if.  is. unnecessary.  The  real  necessity  is  to  have 
an  officer  who  will  solely  bo  in  charge  of  irrigation.  , 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  ,Tlic  question  of  the  administration  of  the 
department  does  not  come  within  the  purview'  of  the  morion.  :  The 
attempt  on  the  part  of  the  honourable  member  must  be  to  show  that 
such  and  such  things  could  have  been  done  by  effective  travelling. 
Much  things  will  not  be  relevant  for  a  discussion  on  this  motion.  I  am 
throwing  out  the  suggestion  for  fire  benefit  of  the  ryiembers. 

llflR.  D.  C.  JOSEPH  :  I  want  to  confine  my  remarks  to  the  necessity 
of  having  efficient  control  and  proper  supervision.  If  these  officers 
were  asked  to 'pay  particular  attention  to  the  general  and  other  mattes, 

.  I  think  a  very  great  amount  of  discontent  among  the  people  will  be 
removed.  I  particularly  draw  the  attention  of  the  House  to  see  that 
efficient  supervision  is  effected  in  the  Department  and '  satisfactory 
work  turned  out.  For  efficient  supervision  they  may  say  we  have  not 
got  sufficient  hands.  In  regard  to  this  matter  I  do  not  say  anything  ■ 
now.  I  support  the  motion  before  the  House. 

SADASYATILAXA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLA1 :  I  have  been  at  some  time  to 
catch  the  eye  of  the  President  because  I  think  it  is  necessary  that  I 
should  also  support  this  motion  and  add  weight  to  it  and  also  place 
before  the  House  my  o.wn  tale  of  lamcntatiou  in  support .  of 'my  view. 

I  am  thankful  to  the  Chair  for  the  very  lucid  exposition  as  to  the  scope 
of  this  motion  and  I  shall  try  to  confine  remarks  within  that  scope. 
Two  days  back  there  was.  mention  made  in  this  House  about  the  on-  * 
desirable  manner  in  which  sums  once  sanctioned  for  particular  works 
are  surrendered  at  the  end  of  the  year.  That  is  a  very  unsatisfactory 
state  of  affairs  and  when  year  after  year  notwithstanding  our  efforts  to. 
correct  these  habitual  mistakes  when  .we  find  that  no  good  is,  don^ 
when  we  find  that  the  Department  and  the  Government  are  not  alive 
-to  the' responsibilities,  we  are  bewildered  and  disheartened,  but- 1 -pro- 
Appse  to  pluck  up  some  courage  yet  and  plane  before  the  HouSe  for  the 
very  kmd.  prompt  consideration  of  Government  Uutf  the  pjjsitipnjvhich 
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we  contends  for  is  one  absolutely  sustainable  and  highly  Important.  If 
Government  is  pleased  to  sanction  sums  for  spartieute  works  and  if, . 
after  the  time  the  policy  is  practically  reversed  if  what;  is  made  useless 
because  more  is  not  sanctioned,  there  will  be  no  meaning  in  budget 
.  discussions.  Before  I  proceed  to  say  anything  further  let  me  clear  my 
ground  and  'let  me  satisfy  myself,  my  own  conscience,  by  the  obser¬ 
vation  that  so  far  as  the  present  personnel  is  concerned,  so’ far  as  the 
present  Chief  Engineer  is  concerned,  [  have  absolutely  no  quarrel. 
Ij'rom  what  I  have  been  able  to  sea  from  this  House,  he  is  trying  to 
give  very  sympathetic  answers  and  evince  a  very  patriotic,  sense  of  duty, 
lam  only  attacking  the  system,  the  very  indiscriminate  maimer  in 
which  for  reasons  known  and  unknown,  f  >r  reasons  public  or  private, 
open  or  secret  this  policy  appears  to  have  come  to  stay  in  our  country. 

I  heard  mention  made  Sir,  by  my  friend  Mr. -Dominie  Joseph  that  the 
Nagambadam  Bridge  is  in  a  very  dilapidated  condition.  As  a  student 
of  history  Sir,  I  can  remember  certain  days.  T  have  gone  to  that 
place  several  times,  over  that  bridge  some  twenty  or  twentylivo  years 
ago.  It  has  been  in  that  condition  and  every  time  a  car  passes  over 
the  bridge  there  is  a  creepy  sensation  caused  that  the  bridge  might 
tumble  down.  And  what  is  Kottayam  V  Kottayam  is  the  pathway  to 
wealth,  Kottayam  is  the  gate  way  to  High  Bangea,  Kottayam  is  the 
place  of  education  of  historic  and  political  importance.  If  this  is  the, 
treatment  accorded  to  a  bridge  in  Kottayam,  I  need  hardly  say  what 
would  be  the  condition  of  bridges  and  roads  in  Thoduplixha  or  in 
Nednmangad,  I  therefore  say  Sir,  that  the  matter  needs  very  careful 
investigation.  I  wish  to  mention  one  other  reason,  livery  body 
knows  that  lakhs  and  lakhs  of  money  collected  from  the  people  have 
been  spent  for  making  a  connection  in  the  Alleppey-Sherthalai  canal. 

I  have  been  to  Sherthalai  recently  and  I  have  seen  the  miserable  con¬ 
dition  of  the  people  there.  If  this  canal  have  been  completed  people 
should  have  been  able  t«  get  manure  from  various  places  and  fertili¬ 
sers  and  such  things.  AH  of  us  know  that  Shortalai  is  regarded  as  a 
kind  of  Sahara  where  nothing  grows.  It  is  also  known  that  carriage 
by  water  is  very  much  slower  than  carriage  on  land.  If  after  spend¬ 
ing  lakhs  of  rupees,  after  constructing  canal  to  a  considerable  distance, 
this  whole  scheme  has  been  abandoned  in  favour  of  other  schemes.  I' 
say  tliatthis  Government  ought  to  see  that  for  all  the  money  spent  in 
the  Shertalai-Alleppay  canal  some  profit  is  obtained  and  tho  people  are 
placed  in  a  better  position.  If  the  officers  of  the  P.  W-' 1).  and  the 
Chief  Engineer  for  example  had  adverted  '  to  this  procedure  among 
'  their  various  other  preoccupations,  of  constructing  buildings,  and  other 
things,  if  that  had  been  done,  Sir,  a,  sympathetic  Chief  Engineer 
should  certainly. have  brought  this  to, the. notice  of  Government  and  a 
benign  Government -would  never -have  omitted  to  discharge  their 
duties.  My  friend  Mr,  Vein  Pillai  made  an  appeal  on  behalf  of  his 
own  place  and  is  absolutely  true.  I  may' come  further  south  and  say 
that  in  -  0  biray  in  kil,  Trivandrum .  and  Nednmangad  we  find  various 
things  left  undone  which  should  not  have  bean  left  undone.  There¬ 
fore  I  regard  .this  as  a  general  question  and  I  regard  this,  as  a  question 
which  ought  to  be  solved  soon.  This  question  is  the  question  of  ques¬ 
tions,  II I  may  say  so.  We  are  aot  here  as  school  hoys.  .  We  ase  here 
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dealing'  with  important  affairs  of  business,  of  administrative  business. 
We  sanction  the  grant  and  Government  .also,  accept  the  position. 
This  deliberate  attitude  of  this  House  and  of  the  other  House  this  de- 
liberate  action  of  Government  which  has  to  do  very  responsible  busi-' 
uess*  is  being  frustrated  by  the  intricate,  circuitous  criminal  manner 
in  which  money  once  liberated  for  public  service  is  withdrawn  by  the 
same  kind  of  process.  There  is  therefore  Sir,  au  absolute  necessity' 
for  impressing  upon  Government '  and  .the  Pv  W.  D.  that  no. more  can- 
this  be  done.  Let  me  sound  a  word  of  warning.  If  theso  things  are' 
repeated  and  if  there  are  occasions  hereafter  for  our  having  to  criti¬ 
cise  this  policy  ihe  Public  Works  .  Department  and  the  Government 
will  find  it  difficult  t0  get  the  money  in  future.  I  am  not  saying  this 
with  any  idea  of  intimidating— far  from  me  to  do  so,  and  Government 
is  not 'going  to  be  intimidated  either.  I 'say  this  in  furtherance  of  my. 
argument  and.  I  appeal  to  Government  to  instruct  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  his  subordinates  to  do  more  travelling  than  they  arc  now  doing,' . 
and  while  travelling  to  look  into  all  the  aspects  of  the  question  and  to 
prevent  for  all  time  to  come  the  Surrender  ,of  funds  deliberately  san¬ 
ctioned  by  this  House  and  the  other  House.

C.  CHACKO  :  May  I  inform  the  honourable  member  tnat  an 
estimate  for  Its.  9,000  has  already  beer:  sanctioned  for  this  section  and 
the  work  has  been  started  ? 

Mr.  K0TTA1.1L  P.  ABRAHAM  ;  I  am' not  aware  of  i..  Sir.  I  do  not 
know  whether  it.  is  for  the  first  section. 

MR.  1.  C.  CHACKO  :  It  is  for  the.  second  section.  The  first  section 
is  big  enough  for  cars  and  has  got  a  good  maintenance  grant. 

Mr.  K0TTAU1  P.  ABRAHAM  :  Sir,  I  want  to  say  that  the  '-ml  por¬ 
tion  of  the  first  section  which  is  treated  as  a  trace  is  not  maintained  at 
all.  To  my  knowledge  that  is  the  portion  which  requires  to  be 
improved.  If  it  is  to  be  improved,  it-  baa  to  be  convertisf  from  the 
trace  category  fco^he  category  of  roads.  .  The  second  portion  becomes 
useless  even  if  it  is  constructed  because  of  these  intervening  two  miles 
of  what  is  called  a  .truce..  J  want  the  honourable  Chief  Engineer 
to  note  that  fact.  Only  a  nominal  amount,  a  sum  of.  Bj.  IT  per  mile 
was  allowed  for  the  maintenance  of  those  two  miles  of  the  road .  My 
statement  may  be  verified  by  the.  Chief  Engineer  if  he  wants. 

Another  small  road  which  I  want  to,  bring 'to  tbs  no!  ice  pt  the 
department  is  known  as  Ayacaud-Kottappady  road  which  is  also  in  the 
Alwaye  Division.  That  is  a  road  constructed  by  the  efforts  of  the 
ryots  in  the  place  about  some  three  years  back.  The  ryots,  have  con¬ 
structed  the  road  and  have  placed  the  j/tucf  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Government.  On  account  of  some  technical  difficulty  between  the 
P.  W.  Department  and  the  Revenue'  Department  the  road  is  hot  at  all 
taken  up  by  the  Government.  I  think  that  this  matter  was  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  Department  even  earlier.  I  Rave  heard  that  then 
objections  were’ raised  that  the  AdvispryjBoard  had  no$.«catnnjended  its 
inclusion,  I  brought  the  case  of  the  road  to  the  notice  of  some  of  the 
members  ou  the-  Advisory-  Board  also. :  They  said  that  because  of  some 
general  policy  with  regard  to  these  ryot’s  roads  this  particular  road  had 
to  be  left  out.  Anyhow  between  all  these  departments  and  officers 
and  gentlemen  these  small  things  are  ignored.  I- earnestly  request  the 
Chief  Engineer  to  see  that  these  small  things  are  rectified  as  early  as, 
possible.  .  In  the  case  of  even  small  items  of  works,  objection  is.  raised 
that  i.he  Executive  Engineer  or  even  the  Chief  Engineer  lias  no  autho¬ 
rity  to  order  the  immediate  repair  of  even  small-  culverts.  It  requires 
the  sanction  of  Goyemment  or  the  Board,  I  have  often  heard  if  said 
like  that,  if  that  is  a,  fact,  that  also  has  to  be  remedied.  I  understand 
that  the  Advisiory  Board  has  upt  power  to  recommend’ expenditure 
exceeding  Rs.  TOO.  .  •  •  -

Mft.  P.  MARAYANA’ PiLLAf :  Sic,  I  also  wish  to  support  the  motion. 

I  wish  to  point  out,  the  iudiffercuoe  shown  by  the  Department  in  neg¬ 
lecting  some  of  the  important  works  in  my  constituency.  I  would 
mention  here  two  bridge;)  that  •are  proposed  to  be  constructed,  one  at 
Prayikara  on  the  Mavelikara-Tiruvalla  road  ai$  the  other  at  Kolia- 
kadavtt.  These  are  two  important  roads  in  central  Travaucore  and 
thousands  of  people  make  use  of  these  roads  daily.  There  are  also 
bus  services  on  these  roads.  These  bus  services  are  stopped  during 
certain  seasons  of  the  year  especially  during  the  monsoons.  An  esti-  : 
mate  was  prepared  for  the  Prayikara  bridge  about  12  years  ago  and 
budget  allotment  was  made  m  the  consequent  years.  But  nothing  has 
been  spent  for  the  construction  of  the  bridge.  Prom  1104  to  1114 
provisions  were  made  in  the  budget.  Baring  HOG  and  1106  sanction 
was  given  for  the  construction'  of  the  bridge  and  sufficient  funds  were 
provided.  But  not  a  single  pie  was  spent.  Annually  a  sum  of  Rs.  .1,000 
is  being  spent  for  the  improvement  of  the  ferry  and  the  approach  roads. 
For  the  last  so  many  years  such  an  amount  is  being  spent  yearly.  If 
the  money  on  that  account  had  been  saved  that  would  have  boeri  sufli-. 
cieut  for  the  construction  of  a  wooden  bridge  of  the  type  suggested  by 
Dr.  Kamesam  about  a  year  ago. 

For  the  bridge  at  Kollakadavu,  out  of  the  sum  of  Kb.  10,000  sanc¬ 
tioned,  about  Rs.  2,000  had  been  spent  for  preliminary  work  and  investi¬ 
gation  -  The  balance  of  Es.i8, 000  had  been  allowed  to  lapse. 

■  I  would  also  like  to  point  out  that  the  Department  was  not  very 
"prompt  in  doiug  coi'tain  other  works.  For  the  gravelling  of  Oachira- 
..Vallikulam  road  even  though  11s.  2,000  whs  sanctioned  only  Rs.  GOO 
was  spent.  In  regard  to  the  Mavelikara-Kayamkulam  road  via  Erazha 
and  Perungala  gravelling  has  been  done  excepting  for  two  miles.  And 
the  amount  allotted  for  gravelling  the  remaining  portion  of  the  road 
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has  been  allowed  to  lapse.  This  is  the  oast;  with  regard  to  the  most 
important  roads  in  the  Emnnathur  taluk.  Such  'things  should  not  be 
allowed  to  continue  hereafter  and  the  Government  and  the  Depart¬ 
ment  should  be  prompt  in  completing  the  works  for  which  allotments 
are  made  in  the  Budget. 

I  would  also  like  to  mention  here  about  one  of  the  irrigation  works 
iu  the  Mavclikara  taluk.  A  substantial  sum  was  allotted  last  year  for 
the  widening  of  the  Kochikal  channel  in  Mavelikara.  'fenders  were 
invited  only  during  tho  month  of  Med  am  or  Idavam.  This  is  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  the  Department  with  regard  to  some  of  the  irrigation  works. 
When  the  fields  are  flooded  with  water  tenders  will  be  invited  so  that 
it  may  not  be  possible  to  do  the  work  at  that  time  and  the  amount  will 
lapse.  Such  practices  ought  to  be  stopped.  '  With  these  words,  I  sup¬ 
port 'the  motion. 

Mr.  N  RAMAKRISHNA  PILL  A! :  Sir,  I  wish  to  speak  on  this  motion  ' 
with  reference  to  the  Vaikom  taluk.  I  must  admit  that  I  have  no 
reason  to  complain  about  the  inactivity  of  the  Department  or  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  with  regard  to  that  taluk. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  will  kindly  raise  his  voice. 

Mr.  N.  RAMAKRISHNA  PILLAl  ■  We  have  to  express  our  gratitude  to 
Government  for  the  new  roads  that  were  constructed  last  year.  I 
would  particularly  refer  to  the  construction  of  the  Vechoor-Vaikom 
road,  the  Palamkadavu  road  and  the  road  from  Vaikom  to  Vazhamana. 
These  roads  were  taken  up  as  relief  measures.  In  ’regard  to  one  or 
two  other  roads  construction  had  to  be  stopped  on  account  of  some 
trouble.  But  we  made  personal  representations  to  Government  and 
the  Government  were  pleased  to  order  the  construction  of  those  roads. 
We  have  therefore  every  reason  to  be  thankful  to  Government  for 
having  completed  the  construction  of  these  roads. 

.  With  regard  to  eommunicatiqps  generally,  there  was  a  long-stand¬ 
ing  complaint  that  the  attention  of  the  Department  is  devoted  more  to 
Central  and  South  Travancovc  and  less  to  North  Travancore.  The 
centre  of  activity  of  the  Department  has  to  be  shifted  to  the  Northern 
taluks  of  the  State.-  In  regard  to  the  coastal  taluks,  these  have  not 
been  served  properly  with  communications.  However  I  may  say  that' 
that  situation  has  been  considerably  changed  during  the  last  ten  or 
twelve  years.  The  State  has  got  about  5,000  miles  of'.^ad  now  over  and 
above  water  communication  from  one  end  of  the  coitnsy  to  the  other. 

In  regard  to  the  amount  spent  on  these  commslnications,  I  find 
that  Bs.  18  lakhs  had  been  spent  in  1115.  ■  ■ 

MR.  M,  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAl ;  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  We  are 
now  dealing  with  a  motion  that  the  Department  is  surrendering  the 
allotments  and  not  that  it  is  spending  tho  allotments.  t:.:  g; 

PRESIDENT  ;  There  are  modes  of  criticism  which,  vary  from  per¬ 
son  to  person. 

Mr.'N.  RAMAKRISHNA  PILLAl :  I  am  submitting  th^t  there  has  been  ■'*' 
no  surrender  of  funds  in  regard  to  my  taluk. 
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Mr.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  May  I  know,  what  are  the  taluks  which 
the  honourable  member  is  now  referring  to? 

MR.  N.  RAMAKRISHNA  PILLAI  :  I  refer  to  the  needs  of  the  Vaikorn 
taluk.  I  submit  that  so  far  as  the  means  of  communication  are  con¬ 
cerned  the  denartment  has  made  several  improvements  during  the  last 
few  years.  On  that  score  the  department  cannot  be  blamed.  Apart 
from  that,  I  have  to  urge  one  or  two  matters.  The  Government  have 
provided  for, a  Road  Development  Fund  and  a  system  of  ryots  roads  has 
also  come 'into  being.  Id  fact  people  have  been  extending  their  co-ope¬ 
ration  in  the  matter  of  opening  important  roads  in  their  respective 
places.  If  I  refer  to  one  or  two  roads,  it  does  not  follow  that  l  am 
finding  fault  with  the  P.  W.  D.  In  north  TraVanooro  particularly  be¬ 
cause  certain  taluks  have  not  been  properly  served  in  the  matter  of  com¬ 
munications  it  cannot  be  said  that  the  fault  is  entirely  due  to  the  depart¬ 
ment.  That  is  not  a  correct  statement.  As  far  as  my  taluk  is  concer¬ 
ned,  considerable  improvements  have  been  made  in  respect  of  communi¬ 
cations. 

There  are  two  important  roads  which  have  to. bo  taken  up  and 
about  which  we  made  representations  to  Government  is  mu>  time  back. 
I  refer  to  the  Kajramuttom  roird  to  Tbalayalaparatnpu.  The  length 
of  this  road  is  only  about  8  miles.  It  was  recommended  for  construc¬ 
tion  by  the  P.  W.  D.  Advisory  Board.  But  I  came  to  understand  that 
the  Government  did  not  accord  their  sanction  for  the  construction  of 
this  r&ad,  Knowing  that,  I  wrote  to  Government  saying  that  it  is  a 
very  important  one  and  has  to  be.  taken  up  next  year.  I  got  a  reply 
to  say  that  Government  have  accorded  their  administrative  sanction  for 
the  construction  of  that  road.  I- am  thankful  to  Government  for  sanc¬ 
tioning  the  construction ’of  this  road  .next  year.  There  is  one  other 
road  about  which  we  have  been  making  repeated  representations  for  a  • 
long  time  past.  I  refer  to  the  .Kumarakom-Vechoor  road.  Govern¬ 
ment  have  already  spent  iarge  amuuiits  on  this  road  for  some  years 
and  it  has  not  yet  been  completed.  Although  the  expenditure  incurred 
on  construction  of  this  road  is  very  heavy,  Government  undertook  to 
complete  it.  Now, -as  a  part  of  the  road  has  been  constructed  at  a  very 
heavy  cost,  if  the  rest  of  the  road  is  also  taken  up  and  fibishod,  then 
the  distance  from  KoRayam  to  Vaikorn  will  be  shortened  by  6  or  7 
miles.  These  are  two  important  roads  about  which  I  hope  that  the 
department  will  pscJEtheir  best  attention,

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Mr.  N.  RAMAKRISHNA  PILLAI ;  There  is  another  road  by  nameNiro- 
para  that  connects  Vaikom  taluk  with  Cochin.  Tho  Nirapara.-Kanjira- 
mattani  road  is  a  very  important  one  and  if  it  is  constructed  there 
will  be<  again  of  6  or  7  miles  from  Kottayam  to  Cochin.  The'  Cochin 
Government  I  understand  has  agreed  io  complete  a  road  on  their  side 
up  to  their  frontier  and  if  this  Government  could  complete  a  road  on 
our  side,  it  will  he  a  very  useful  means  of  communication  with  Cochin. 
People  from  Kottayam  can  go  in  a  far  shorter  time  to  Cochin  by  means 
of  this  road.as  there  will  be  a  further  advantage  of  avoiding  two  ferries 
on  the  way. 

Mr.  M.  R .  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  for  what  length  of  time 
is  the  bridge's*  Kumarakom  lying  at  an  ir, complete  stage9 
Mr.  N.  RAMAKRISHNA  PILLAI;  I  do  not  know. 

Mr.  VARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN  :  Sir,  I  also  support  the  motion. 

I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  Government  to  the  urgent  needs  of  the 
people,  living  in  coastal  villages-  I  refer  to  Kadakavoor  and  three  other 
villages  adjacent  to  *t.  s  They  are  very  thickly  populated  villages  as 
could  be  seen  from  the  Census  Deport  of  1931.  Drinking  water  is  not. 
available  in  these  areas  for  a  loryj  time.  On  account  of  deficiency  in 
drinking  water,  outbreak  of  epidemics  are  very  common  in  these' places. 
The  Public  Health  Department,  has  to  incur  very  heavy  expenses  in. 
getting  rid  of  those  epidemics.  Some  years  ago  the  P.  \V.  Depart¬ 
ment  made  an  attempt  to  sink  tube  wells,  in  some  parts  of  these  villages. 
But  'later  oh  they  gave  up ,  that,  attempt,  for  what  ,  reason  I  do  not 
know.  The  Chief  Engineer  told  me.  that  tubes  were  not  available 
during  the  war  period.  .  If  so,  I  suggest  a  workable  proposition.  .There, 
is  a  well  constructed  by  the  railway  .authorities  at  Eadakavur  station  for’ 
the  purpose  of  supplying  drinking  water  in  and  around  that .  place., 
I  would  appeal  to  Government  that  orders  may  be  passed  for  the  P.W.  D. 
to  imitate  that  example  and  provide  one  or  two  such  weUs  in  these 
villages  to  serve  .an  urgeoJiueoessity, 

Mr.  KARNANTHflDATH  J ANAR  DAMAN  NAIR  :  Sir,  I  also  support  the 
motion.  .1  am  not  here  to  shower  encomiums  oh  the  Chief  Engineer  or 
to  attribute  any  weakness  or  incapacity  to  him  as  has  been  done  by 
some  of  the  honourable  members.  Iam  not  also  going  to  enter  into  , 
or  weigh  statements  given  by  the  honourable  members  Mr.  Narayana 
Kurup  or  Mr. :  Padiyara  Joseph  Knnju.  One  of  them  said  that  the 
Chief  Engineer,  .belongs  to  Edatbua  and  therefore  needs  of  that  place 
will  be  given  super  attention;  Another  remarked,  that  Edathua  being 
his  native  place  will  not  be  att  ended  a*  all.  I  do  not  want"  to  propose 
anything  like  that,  nor  do  I  propose  to  take  up  any  valuable  time  of 
this  honourable  House  by  cataloguing  the  different  needs  of  a  locality. 
I  want  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  only  one  or  two  questions 
with  regard  to  the  policy  of  the  department.

«SLfio  gasnscm"  ^^oan<fls>«T)aacre)0  eraioab  mlruorolaacrnlg-).  {Sir, 
year  after  year,  complaints  are  raised  tha1'  amounts  allotted 
for  works  are  allowed  to  lapse.  -  The  Chief  Engineer  brings  in  a  budget 
for  Es.  40  or  Ks.  50  lakhs  lor  the  construction  of  roads  etc.  for  his 
department  and  this  House  invariably  passes  dt  into  .to.  At  tho  end  of 
the  year  part  of  it  will  lapse.  Lapsed  amounts  arc.  again  brought  up 
before  the  House  in  the  next  year  and  the  House  passes  that  also.  The 
only  item  which  does  not  lapse  is  the  item  relating  to  the  maintenance 
grant.  The  amounts  under  maintenance  grants  are  spent  by  the 
p.W.D.  during  the  last  months  of  a  year  such  as  Edavom,  Mithunam 
and  Karkadagom,  in  some  cases  the  expenditure  incurred  serves  the  pur¬ 
pose  and  in  most  other  cases  it  serves  only  a  part  purpose  or  no  purpose 
at  all.  In  other  words,  only  a  pretension  of  repairs  is  carried  out.  . 
This  is  the  state  of  affairs  every  year  about  the  Sxponditnre  connected 
with  even  the  maintenance  grant  which  is  not  allowed  to  lapse. 
Because  of  insistent  complaints  from  this  House,  some  throe  years  ago, 
Government  were  pleased  to  sanction  an  Advisory  Committee  for  tho  P. 
W.  D.  I  do  not  forget  that  the  very  name  ‘advisory*  shows  the  nature  of 
the  committee;  I  do  notforgetjthat  no  advisory  committee  is  ever  able  to 
do  other  than  what  the  department  or  Government  wants  then!  to  do. 
No  advisory  committee  can  check  any  head  of  the  department  or  Govern¬ 
ment  from  doing  what  they  wajnt  to  do.  Sir,  during  this  year,  out  of 
nearly  Es.  15  lakhs  budgeted  for  the  roads,  I  understand  that  only  Es. 
50,000/  were  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee  for  new  works. 
‘I  wonder  how  this  Es-  50,000/  can  be  spread  out  by  this  Committee  for 
all  the  30  taluks  of  the  State.  So  much  so,  Sir*  the  Advisory  Com- 
■  mittee  neve*  can  recommend  the  construction  of  any  bridge,  canal  or 
road  which  is  of  all-Travahcoxe  importance  as  that  presumably  takes  a 
large  amount  for  construction  and  completion.  In  this  connection, 

I  have  to  refer  to  one  or  two  bridges  of  all-Travancoro  importance  that 
is  left'  either  unattended  to  for  the  past  many  years  or  not  thought  of 
at  all.  The  bridge  at  (Jhavara  is  an  instance  in  point.  The  vehicles 
that  move  along  this  bridge,  especially  buses  have  to  unload  and  then 
pass  through  it.  For  the  last  6  or  7  yoars  that  is  tho  state  of  affairs. 
This  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  Government  year  after  year  by 
the  respresentatives  of  the  Legislature.  Tho.  year  before  the  last,  I 
had  the  good  fortune  to  be  in  the  Advisory  Committee  when  they  al¬ 
lotted  some  amount  for  preliminary  works  in  connection  with;  the 
putting  up  of  a  new  ^bridge.  That  amount  .-has  been  spqnt.  But 
nothing  tangible,  has  been  done  there  till  now.  Both  for  last  year  and 
this  year,  no  sum  was  allottedjfor  that  work.  On  looking  into  the 
budget  for  the  ■  next  year  also-.  I  da  not  see  any  amount  having  been 
provided  for  the  construction  of  ..this  important  all-Travancore 
bridge.  People  going  to  Cochin  have  to  pass  along  that  dilapidated 
bridge  which  stands  there  as  a  disgrace  -to  the  P.  W  D.  Another  is 
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about  the  construction  of  the  Kolia kadavn  bridge  about  which  Mr.  T. 
P.  Velayudhan  Pillai  had  always  been  outhusiaatic.  The  benefit  we 
derive  from  that  bridge,  if  constructed  will  be  immense.  In  this  con¬ 
nection  I  remember  that  the  late  Mr.  M.  E.  Watts,  Dewan  of  Travan- 
20 re,  had  said  about  this,  and  other  bridges  and  roads  viz.  that  all  roads 
in  Travancore  should  converge  at  Alleppey  so  that  all  trade  which  at 
present  goes  to  Cochin  will  be  diverted  at  Alleppey  and  pass  through 
that  port  in  future,  faking  '  this  as  a  piece  of  advice’  to  the  P.  W,  P. 
for  its  future  guidance  I  fail  to  understand  how  this  Kollakadavu  bridge 
which  is  also  of.  an  alETravancorc  importance  is  neglected  by  the  P. 
W.D.  jWith  the  the  construction  of  this  bridge,  people  from  Changana- 
phevry,  and  Kuttayam-  can  take  that  short  cut  route  to  Alleppey.  I 
urge  upon  the  Government  and  the  Department  to  attend  to  these 
needs  '  of  all-Travanoore  importance  without  any  delay.  Now,  Sir, 
even  when  the  Advisory  Committee  recommends  for  construction  of  a 
road  or  some  other  useful  thing,  I  find  that  year  after  year  some  amount 
allotted  for  that  purpose  is  allowed  to  lapse  on  the  ground  that  the 
Revenue  authorities  have  not  handed  over  the  necessary  lands  for  the 
purpose  or  that  the  people  have  not  aligned  the  roads  according  to  the 
needs  of  the  department.  My  friend  Mr.  Koohukora  Tharakanwas 
telling  us  how  such  roads  have  all  been  constructed  at  very  great  costs 
and  difficulties.  It  is  also  after  insistent  representations  thoBe  works 
arc  selected  and  given  preference  to  by  the  Advisory  Committee. 

The  position  of  ryots’  road  at  present  is  hanging  in  the  balance 
between  the  P.  W.  D.  and  the  Beveuue  Department.  So  Sir,  I  would 
join  gladly  along  with  Mr.  Kochukora  Tharakan  in  his  suggestion  that 
Executive  Engineers  should  in  this  matter,  be  bestowed  with  the 
powers  of  the  Division  Poishkurs  in  taking  hold  of  laud  when  lands  are 
offered  to  them.  This  I  think  will  avoid  the  delay  bud  the  lapses.  I 
hope  the  Chief  Engineer  will  pay  heed  to  all  these.  With  t these  words 
I  support  the  motion.  ' 

Mr.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI  :  I  may  be  permitted  to"  offer  a  few 
words  in  this  connection.  I  do  not  want  to  go  into  the  details  of  the  , 
tragic’  story  of  the’  Palai  bridge.  Years  before,  the  necessity  for  the 
construction  of  a  bridge  across  the  Meenachil  River  at  Palai  was 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Government  and  in  J103  Mr.  M.  E. 
Watts  the  then  Dewan,  was  kind  enough  to  sanction  the  construction 
of  a  bridge  there.  As  Mr.  Padiyara  Joseph  Kunju  pointed  out,  the 
bridge  was  constructed  half-way  aud  daring  the  floods  of  1104  it  was 
washed  away  and  the  remnants  of  the  work  still  remain  there.  We 
thought  that  the  Government  would  proceed  with  the  work  Without 
much  delay.  A  few  months  ago  I  found  that  whatever  remnants,  gir- 
,  demand  beams  remained  were  also  taken'a  way,  it  seems,  for  some  other 
bridge.  The  extreme  necessity  for  the  bridge  I  do  not  wish  to  dilate 
upon,  because  I  got  an  answer  from  the  Chief  Engineer  about  an  year 
ago  that  an  estimate  of  about  Rs.  2  lakhs  has  been  prepared.  But  1  do 
not  know  what  has  become  of  the  estimate  aud  what  further  action  has 
been  taken  for  the  construction  of  the  bridge.  I  only,.want  to  dnjW  the 
attention  of  Government  to  the  extreme  necessity  for  the  "bridge  there 
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at  this  juncture.  If  the  Government  could  find  funds,  and  if  the  Chief 
Engineer  could  find  the  time  to  go  and  inspect  the  place  and  get  an 
idea  of  the  large  number  of  people  who  cross  the  river  daily,  I  am  per¬ 
fectly  sure  that  the  Government  will  sanction  the  construction  of  the 
bridge  immediately.  With  these  few  words  I  urge  upon  the  Govern¬ 
ment  the  extreme  necessity  for  the  construction  of  a  bridge  at  Palai. 

Mb.  I.  C.  CHACKO  :  Sir,  from  the  observations  made  by  many  of 
the  honourable  members  on  this  motion,  I  find  that  there  is  some  mis¬ 
conception  about  the  surrender  of  grants,  both  about  the  amounts  sur¬ 
rendered  and  the  causes  that  led  to  it.  I  shall  ‘first  deal  with  the 
amounts  involved. 

One  member  suggested  the  other  day  that  about  Its.  *25  lakhs  has 
been  or  is  likely  to  be  sAirrendered.  Another  member  put  the  figure  at 
about  Its.  20  lakhs.  I  shall  take  the  amount  of  grant  and  expenditure 
for  1116.  The  administration  report  of  the  department  for  1116  gives 
the  grant  as  Bs.  4,885,361  and  the  expenditure  as  lis.  40,41,525,  the 
unspent  balance  being 'Bs.  8,40,830,  Analysing  this  figure,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  major  portion  of  the  amount  surrendered  is  under  Capital 
Expenditure — not  charged  do  Revenue.  For  Military  works  there  was 
a  grant  of  Bs,  2  lakhs.  The  usual  practice  is  to  make  a  lump  sum 
allotment,  and  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  a  Committee  consisting  of 
the  Financial  Secretary,  the  Commandant' and  the  Chief  Engineer, 
selects  the  programme  of  works  of  the.  year.  It  so  happened  that  in 
1118  it  was  not -necessary  to  proceed  with  the  programme  previously 
arranged,  because  two  battalions’  have  beeu  sent  out  of  the  State  for 
service  elsewhere.  Only  works  of  real  necessity  were  undertaken  cost¬ 
ing  about  lfs,  1,12,000.  So  the  unspent  balance  is  Its.  88,000.  Simi¬ 
larly  for  the  University  works,  in  the  course  of  the  year  it  was  decided 
that  the  cost  of  the  works  carried  out  for  the  University,  should  be  met 
out  of  the  University  Funds  and  therefore  there  was  no  necessity  for 
any  expenditure  to  be  incurred-  out  of  the  funds  of  the  P.  W.  Depart¬ 
ment,  although  there1  was  an  allotment  of  Rs.  1  lakh.  This  accounts 
for  the  surrender  of  11s.  1,09,000.  Under  Road  Development  Funds 
there  was  an  unspent  balance  of  Bs.  TljOCO.  This  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  Contract orv  originally  selected  “for  the  Kozhenclierry  bridge 
work  failed  on  account  of  the  increase  in  prices  of  iron  and  cement  and 
other  materials.  Fresh  arrangements  had  to  be  made.  But  this 
amount  does  not  lapse;  it  is  added  on  to  the  Boad  Development  Funds 
for  the  next  year.  Himilarly  owing  to  unavoidable  reasons  there  have 
hep.  surrenders,  under  the  concreting  M.  S.  Boad,  the  Council 
-Chamber  and  the  Tobacco  Bank  Shalls  at  Trivandrum.  All  these 
‘account  for  over  Bs- 4  lakhs.  Again  there  was  an  unspent  balance  of 
Bs-  24,005  under  tools  and  plants  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  getting 
foreign' materials.  ’  There  was  a  saving  of  Bs.  58,000  Under  Establish¬ 
ment  .owing  to  reduction  under  Travelling  allowance  and  curtailment  of 
staff, to  the  mimmum.  You  will  thus  agree' with  me  that  no  serious 
'■  objection  could  be  raised  for  surrenders  under  these  items.  Excluding 
Capital  Expenditure  it  could  be-  seen  from  .the  Administration  Report 
that  the  surrenders -on  ordinary  Public  Works  was  only  about  Rs*.  2 
lakhs. 
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Ms,  KOTTALll.P.  ABRAHAM  ’  What  is  ths  amount  ordinarily  allowed 
for  new  works  every  year? 

Mr.  I.  C,  CHACKO:  The  allotment  for  both  incomplete  an J  now 
works  together  comes  to  about  Bs.  5  1/2  lakhs.  Half  the  unspent 
amount  is  under  irrigation.  The  surrenders  are  on  a  few  big  works  . 
like  the  Thottapally  Spill  way.  Although.,  ’there  -was  provision  in  the 
Budget,  it  is  not  yet  decided  whether  to  take  ft'  "up  at  this  juncture  or’ 
not.  , In  the  first  place,  the  Land.  Compensation  charges’  have-  gone 
very  high  now ;  and  then  there  is  the  difiknlty  of  getting  l»rmgo 
materials  such  as.  cement  and  iron.  It.  is  a  very  costly  work  and  if  it 
is  taken,  up  now  it  would  surely  cost  double  the  original  estimated 
amount.  ’  . 

MR.  M,  R.  NARAYANA  PILL  A! :  May  I  know  who  included  that  provi¬ 
sion  when  the  matter  was  not  finallv.  decided  ? 

Mr.  I.  C.  CHACKO  ;  It  was  provided  foV  during  ibn  last  three  years, 
because  there  was  an.  original  _  sanctioned  estimate  for  about  Ks,  3*5 
lakhs  and  actually  a  large  quantity  of  n, sen-treated  timber  m  atonal* 
were  collected  and  they  were  in  stock.  “Recently  they  have  all  Wn 
disposed,  off  at  the  book  value.  Therefore  it. became  necessary  to  wake 
provision  in  the  Budget.

I.  C.  CHACKO :  Borings  are  taken  by  a  proper  boring  instru¬ 
ment  and  not  as  the  member  suggests. 

Sven  the  unspent  balanoo  under  Irrigation  works  does  not  lapse 
because  we  have  got  an  Irrigation  Fund  and  there  is  already  about 
Rs.  8  lakhs  under  that  head. 

With  regard  to  surrender  under  ordinary  public  works  one  of  the 
reasons  is  that  there  are  tender  reductions.  The  tenders  are  invited 
for  works.  Contractors  come  and  take  up  the  work  for  15,  20,  25  per 
cent  less  than  the  estimated  rates.  Therefore  that  account «  for  nearly 
half  a  lakh  of  rupees  under  tender  savings.  , 

The  allotment  for  works  under  communications  for  that  year  was 
Rs.  5T2  lakhs.  Adding  to  that  the  amount  we  provided  for  Relief 
Works  at  Sherfcallai,  namely  Rs.  2'5  lakhs  solely  for  communication  ! 
purposes  the  grant  for  that  year  was  Rs.  7‘6  lakhs,  and  tho  expenditure 
Rs.  6‘5  lakhs.  The  lapsed  amount  is,  as  could  be  seen  from  the 
•Administration  Report,  only  about  11*4  per  cent.-  With  the  formation 
of  the  P.  W.  D.  Advisory  Board  the  policy  of  the  Department  has 
undergone  a  slight  change.  Before  the  formation  of  this  Advisory 
Board  works  were  selected  by  the  Chief,  Engineer  on  the  recommend, 
ation  of  the  ; local  officers  only  if  the  estimates  were  sanctioned  by 
Government.  When  the  Advisory  Board  came  into  existence  they  -  ■ 
thought  that  it  was  necessary  id  distribute  the  amount  available  for 
new  works  on  a  taluk-war  basis.'  If  works  are  selected  according  as 
they  are  sanctioned  by,  Government,  this  taluk- war  proportion  cannot 
be  maintained.  Therefore  the  Advisory  Board- tours  round  the  country' 
every  year  and  selects  works  to  the  extent  of  the  amount  available  for 
each  taluk  and  sends  in  its  recommendations.

I.  C.  CHACKO  :  In  the  year  1116,  they  recommended  266  ’ 
items  of  Works,  and  in  1117,  223  items  of  works,  making  in  all  48!)  items 
of  works.  .  Out  of  alt  these  893  works  have  been  either  com  [doted  or 
are  in  progress  at  this  time.  The.  balance  of  90  works  have  not  been 
started  on  actual  investigation  some  of .  these  works  were  found  to  be 
too  costly  and  therefore  the  work  had  to  be  postponed  to  a  future  date. 
In  some  cases  investigations  are  now  going  on. 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  P1LLAI :  May  I  know  whether  tho  postpone¬ 
ment  was  made  in  consultation  with  the  Advisory  Board  or  at  tho  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  Chief  Engineer? 

Mb.  I.  C.  CHACKO  ;  It  was  made,  in  consultation  with  tire  Advisory 
Board.

Mb.  I.  G.  CHACKO :  r®he*  is  one  of  the  Items  on  their  programme*, 
but  they  have  not  yet  made  out  their  five  year  programme.  With  a 
view  to  satisfy  the  local  needs,  the  provisions  made  wore  inadequate  in 
most  cases.  Only  after  the,  budget  is  sanctioned  preparation  of  esti¬ 
mate  is  started.  Naturally  it  takes  time  to  get  the  estimate  prepared 
and  sanctioned  by  the  competent  authority.  Even- after  the  estimates 
are  sanctioned  much  time  will  be  required  to  go  through  tho  formality 
of  land  acquisition.  In  the  year  1116  land  costing  Bs.  1,42,000  had 
to  be  acquired  for  the  P.  W  -D-  all  over  the  State  and  this  is  for  land 
all  over  the  State.  Prom  that  you  can  imagine  what  time  will  be  re¬ 
quired  for  the  acquisition  of  lands.

Mr.  I.  C.  CHACKO:  There  are  no  remnants  oi  a  platloriu  there, 
because  no  platform  was  ever  built  there.  . 

With  regard  to  the  K?uttapuzha  canal,  the  Work  was  held  upon 
account  of  various  reasons.  The  estimates  had  to  be  revised.  Thu 
revised  estimate  has  been  sanctioned  and  the  "work  is  begun  . 

There  was  a  general  remark  about  water  supply  particularly 
about  Kottayam.  Preliminary  investigation  Showed  that  it  would 
require  the  use.  of  heavy  quality  pipes  which  wo  cannot  get  any¬ 
where  at  present.  The  Stores  Purchase  Committee  tried  its  best  to  get 
quotations.  But  no  body  came  forward.  I  myself  wrote  to  the  makers 
of  these  materials  and  they  declined  to  supply.  Therefore  there  is 
absolutely  no  use  of  going  on  with- the  investigation  in  this  manner 
and  therefore  no  funds  are  provided  for  in  the  next  year’s  budget. 

With  regard  to  the  Kannankuzhi  Bridge  I.  have  already  given 
special  consideration  and  ordered  for  the  preparation  of  an  estimate. 
An  estimate  has  boon  prepared  and  I  hope  that  we  will  be  able  to  deal 
with  it  in  the  near  future. 

There  are  too  many  of  these  local  needs. and  it  is  difficult  to  deal 
with  all  of  them  within  the  limited  time.

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  A  point  of  order  has  been  raised  whether 
these  matters  can  be  allowed  to  bo  discussed.  It  is  for  the  benefit  of 
the  House  if  the  Chief  Engineer  indulges  in  meeting  all  the  criticisms 
which  have  been  raised  in  tfip  House  rightly  or  wrongly.  But  the  Chief 
Engineer  will  cut  short  his  remarks.

m0ri£lR.  I.  C,  CttACKO :  One  ■  honourable  member  suggests  that  we- 
must  use  brick  wells  instead  of  tube  wells  in  the  coasts, 1  regions.  But 
we  cannot  sink. brick  wells  as  deep  as  200  feet  in  this  coastal  regions. 
The  majority  of  the  shallow  wells  have  been  failures.  So  naturally 

we  have  to  construct  only  tube  wells  in'those  regions.

MR,  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP:  May  I  know  from' the  Chief  Engineer 
wheiher  fund  for  all  the  works  suggested  by  the  -P.  W.  D.  Advisory 
Committee  has  been  included  in  the  Budget  for  this  year  ? 

Mr.  1.  C.  CHACKO:  It  was  not  the  intention  of  the  Committee 
members  themselves  that  funds  Should  be  provided  for  all  the  works. 
TkeV  only  gave  a  priority  list  and  said  that  as  many  of  them  as  could 
be  provided  for  may  be  included. 

MR.  N ,  NARAYANA  KURUP:  May  I  know  whether  certain  items 
have  been  disallowed  by  the  Government  this  year  ? 

MR,  I.  C.  CHACKO:  They  were  not  exactly  disallowed.  When 
detailed  estimates  ware  prepared  we  found  that  some  of  the  items  were 
very  costly  and  iron  and  cement  could  not  be  obtained  now.  There¬ 
fore  Government  ordered  that  those  works  may  wait. 
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Mr,  PUUY003  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PiLLAi:  Sir,  I  wish  to  speak  a 
word  iu’  reply.  The  Podiyadi-Ambalapuzlia  road  which  is  under  con¬ 
struction  is  a.. very  important  road  and  the  honourable  member 
Mr.  Joseph  Kunju  was  making  certain  remarks  about  that,  tie 
suggested  that  curing  the  term  of  the  present  Chief  Engineer  he  ex¬ 
pects  that  the  means  of  communication  in  or  near  Edathuva  would  be 
improved  considerably.  The  present  Chief  Engineer’s  native  place  is 
Edathuva .  My  only  suggestion  is  that  on  account  of  the  sircastic 
criticisms  made  by  the  honourable  member  the  progress  of  tins  work 
should  not  be  affected.  So  far  as  my  experience  goes,  the  present 
Chief, Engineer  is  an  impartial  and  honest  feiaii.  I  was  compelled  to 
make  this  observation  because  the  Chief  Engineer  being  a  native  of 
Edathuva  the  statement  made  by  the  honourable  member  Mr.  Joseph 
Kunju  should  not  have  any  adverse  effect  on  the  progress  of  the 
Podiyadi-Ambalapuzha  Road.

SADASiYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAi :  I  wish  to  second  this  very 
important  motion  and  in  doing-  so  I  hope  I  shall  have  with  me  the  ■ 
sense  of  the  House  as  well  as  of  others.  No  body  can  feel  but  sympa¬ 
thetically  towards  the  inhabitants  of  a  very  important  town  such  as 
Kottayam  in  the  .matter  of  their  present  plight  due  to  the  dearth,  of 
good  drinking  water.  My  honourable  friend  Mr.  Narayana  Kurup 
put  a  question  to  Mr.  Kunju  i’r.nicker  which  produced  so  much  hilarity 
in  the  House.  But  I  have  no  doubt  that  Mr.  Narayana  Kurup  is  full 
of  sympathy,  with  the  people  of  Kottayam.  He  put  that  question  only 
as  a  relaxation-  to  the  House  at  the  fag  end  of  the  day.  Mr.  Kurup 
,  will  be  only  too  glad  in  joining  with  us  to  ask  for  this  essential  require- 
;  mc-nt  for  the  people  of  Kottayam.  Every  body  knows  that.  But  this 
Is  !  wish  to  point  out.  Ordinarily  Kottayam  is  considered  to  he  a 
y  healthy  town.  That  is  my  impression  and  I  think  it  will  be  the 
impression,  of  many  others.  The  town  is  situated  in  an  elevated  land 
which  is  of  good  laterite  unlike  that  of  sandy  Alleppey  where  however 
at  present  Mr.' Narayana  Kurup  gets  very  good  drinking  water.  Kir, 
Kottayam  is  very  healthy.  But  this  water  trouble  is  real  and  the  popu¬ 
lation  has  considerably  increased.  Every  visitor-— to  Kottayam  finds  it 
very  hard  without  being  able,  to  get  good  drinking  water.  Kottayam 
is  so  to  speak  a  calling  station  for  people  who  come  from  Brnakulam, 
Peertnade  cr  from  Trivandrum  in  the  course  of  their  journeys  to  north, 
south  or  easti  •  I  am  not  saying  this  because  any  special  significance 
attaches  to  those  people  like  Governors  of  Provinces  ' or  Executive 
| -Council  members  who  visit  Travanoote  and  who  are  forced  to  stay  at 
Kottayam  during  their  itinerary.  But  it  is  a  place  one  cannot  avoid. 
More,  over  it  is  also  an  education  centre*  The  question  of  water  sup¬ 
ply  can  be  solved  very  easily  with  regard  to  Kottayam.  There  is  the 
Meenaehil  river  which  can  supply  as  much  good  water  to  the  town 
as  will  meet  all  requirements.  But .  the  Meenaehil  river  very  often 
'misbehaves.-  She  Causes  frequent  floods;  All  the  same  there  is  suffi¬ 
cient  clear  good  water  during  certain  months  of  the  year.  If  this-  can 
/be  conserved  and  .properly  diverted  by  Using  some  pumping  machinery 
.  at  a  convenient  place  the  water,  scarcity  in  Kottayam  can  be  solved, 
i  The  cost  will  also  be  not  much.  -  My  friehd  Mr,  Narayana  Kurup 
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[Sadasiyatilaka  T.  K.  Vein  Pillai.] 

asked  a  question  whether  pipes  made  hero  cannot,  bo  used  for  water¬ 
works.  The  answer  was  that  they  were  not  suitable.  Now  I  wish  to 
ask  one  question  and  I  hope  to  get  a  proper  answer  from 'Government. 
Here  we  are  taking  credit,  lor  the  manufacture  of  many  important 
materials  in  our  workshops  m  Tnvanm-um  and  the  Ceramic  Factory 
also  manufactures  pipes.  We,  have,  it  on  the  high  authority  of  the 
Hoad  of  the  Administration  himself  that  the  clay  whicn  >vo  got  here  is 
of  the  first  quality.  Mr.  Dogar  bingh,  whatever  may  die.  view  on.  this 
side  of  the  House,  is  elftoient  m  his  line  to  winch  Government,  itself 
testifies.  1  expect  that  Government  will  not  say  that  there  is  no  pro¬ 
per  person  to  manufacture  the  pipes  in  Travnncore  au^so  they  cannot 
be  made  here.  It  was  suggested  that  earthern  wire  pipes  would  break. 
But  if  it  is  manufactured  properly  under  the  expert  direction  of  an 
engineer  and  with  the  aid  of  the  University  export’ Mr.  Dogar  Singh 
himself,  I  have  no  doubt  we  can  manufacture  first  quality  pipe;;. 

NIK  KANNANTHODATHU  JANARDHAJiIAN  NAI8  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  honourable  member  is  aware  that  the  pipes  manufactured  in  the 
Ceramic  Factory  with  all  the  dexterity  of  Mr.  Dogar  Singh  combined 
with  the  expert  advises  of  University  Professors  were  declared  not  • 
serviceable  for  the  Trivandrum  drainage  work? 

SADASIYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI :  There  are  various  persons  in 
service  in  Travanoore  who  are  competent  experts  in  the  line.  But  the 
Government  of  Travanoore  without  consulting  then;  views  invite  people 
from  outside.  Mr.  Dogar  Singh  is  not  responsible  for  that,  if  Mr. 
Dogar  Singh  is  not  able  to  doit  give  him  some  help.  Send  a  good  engi¬ 
neer  from  among  the  many  in  our  service  for  giving  him  advice. 
If  matters  cannot  be  improved  even  with  that  help  the  Ceramic  expert 
may  be  substituted'  by  a  more  competent  hand.  After  all  is  the  world 
so  deplete  of  skill? 

I  am  absolutely  sure  that  the  Government  of  Travancorc  will  see 
to  it  that,  their  orders  are  obeyed.  If  the  Government  finds  that  any 
departmental  head  is  unfit  I  am  sure  they  will  not  hesitate  to  give  him 
a  sack.  I  therefore  urge-  the  importance  of  providing  the  towq  of 
Kottayam  with  water  and  1  beg  leave  of  the  House  to  place  this  matter 
before  their  very  very  kind  consideration.

Mr.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  I  wish  to  take  advantage  of  this  opportu¬ 
nity  to  pay  a  tribute  to  the  generous  nature  of  Mr.  T.  K.  Vein  Pillai 
for  having  supported  a  motion  for  a  provincial  need  viz,,  supply  of  water 
to  the  Kottayam  town.  ■  Sir, ^he  question  of  water  supply  to  Kottayam 
has  .been  discus3ed  on  the  floor  of  this  House  for  several  years  now. 
Whenl  asked  the  Government,  last  year  why  steps  were  not  taken  to 
supply  Kottayam  with  good  drinking  water  they  replied  that  the  Muni¬ 
cipality  was  .in  the  way.  This  year  when  the  same  question  was  put 
t1’  e  reply  was  that  the  present  war  sitw^oais  not  in  favour  of  taking 
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such  a  step-  I  think  the  allotments  that  arc  generally  made  for  such 
purposes  are  made  only  to  placate  public  opinion  i.e,,  when  it  is  an¬ 
nounced  that  an  allotment  is  made  for  a  particular  purpose  people 
believe  that  it  is  more  or  loss  an  accomplished  fact.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  some  excuse  is  given.  Last  year  the  excuse  was  that  the  Kotht- 
yam  Municipality  was  standing  m  the  way.  Bus  the  actual  lact  is  that 
the  Municipality  has  passed  a  resolution  that  hail  the  cost  tor  the. 
water  supply  will  be  met  by  the  Municipality  as  in  the  casoof  Alleppey. 
With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion. 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLA1 :  Sir,  I  too  support  the  motion.  <Tho 
need  for  supply  oi  good  drinking  water  m  kottayam  cannot,  lie  stressed 
too  strongly. 

MR.  N.  RAMAKRISHNA  PH-LAi  :  Sir,  I  also  support  the  motion. 
There  is  great  difficulty  in  getting  good  water  in-  Kottayam.  There  arc 
places  very  near  Kottayam  from  which  good  water  could, lie  supplied. 
It  is  a  fact  that  in  the  summer  season  Kottayam  experiences  very  great 
dearth  of  water.  There  is  very  great  scarcity  in  the  months  of  Meenam 
and  Medom.  Government  have  been  generous  in  sanctioning  water 
supply  to  Nagercoil,  Alleppey  and  Shbncottah.  Kottayam  deserves  the 
earliest  attention  of  Government.  I  know  that,  there  are  difficulties*  in 
starting  a  venture  of  this  bind  at  this  time.  But,  if  a  start  is  made  it 
will  be  easy  for  Government  to  accomplish  this  project.  I  therefore 
request  Government  to  make  a  beginning  by  sanctioning  this. 

Mr.  KOTTALiL  P,'  ABRAHAM  :  Sir,  just  as  the  Trivandrum  Water 
Supply  benefits  the  people  in  other  parts  of  the  State  who  come  hero 
occasionally,  so  also  the  water  supply  in  Kottayam  would  benofit  all  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Kottayam  Division.  .People  from  the  various  parts  of 
the  Kottayam  Division  have  necessarily  to  go  often  to  Kottayam  town 
Which. is  the  head-quarters  of  the  Division  either  to  attend  the 
Division  Cutcherry,  the  District  Magistrate’s  Court,  the  District 
Courts,  or  theD.  S.  P's.  Office,  or  other  offices.  Supply  of  good  water 
in  Kottayam- town  is  amply  proved  to  be  a  necessity.  Therefore  the 
provision  of  good  water  to  Kottayam  would  also  benefit  the  people  who 
live  even  far  away  to  the  north  and  cast  of  Kottayam.  With  those  words 
I  support  the  motion.

There  has  been  a  considerable  amount 
of  agitation  and  many  questions  in  the  House  have  boon  asked  regard¬ 
ing  the  Inspectorate.

Agitations  are  easily  started,  but  are  difficult  to 
quell.  There,  aa-e  occasions  when  certain  types  of  agitation  may  pro¬ 
duce  the.  most  un  looked  for  and  disastrous  results.  At  this  juncture 
when  everything  is  srt  to  say  in  a  nebulous  state  and  when  people’s 
nerves  are  highly  strung,  I  make  an  earnest  appeal  to  this  House  and 
through  this  House  to  the  people  at  large  that  any  agitation  should  be 
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confined  to  the  .solution  of  specific  fine!  immediate  grievances  and  that 
an  agitation  for -fundamental  constitutional  changes-  should  not  be  con¬ 
ducted  in  the  State  on  the  basis  of  a  kkv.s  movement  especially  now. 
Having  said  that,  I  relv  upon  the  good  sense  of  the  honourable  members 
of  this  House  who,  us  representatives  of  ihe  people  will,  f  trust,  carry 
this  message,  if  they  approve  of  it,  to  the  people  at  largo.

MR.  P.  NARAYANA  PILI.AI :  Fir,  there  are  a  number  of  toll  gates  iu 
the  State.  Each  toll  gate  will  b.avch  number  of  branches  established 
in  every  nook'  and  corner  so  that  no  vehicle  could  escape  payment, 
whatever  route  they  chose  or  however  short  the  -distance  they  travel. 
There  may  not  bo  much  harm  in  realising  tolls  trom  the  owners  of 
private  cars, .because  only  people  who  -can  a, fiord  to  make  such  pay¬ 
ments  own  cars,  Nut  in  the  case  of  bandies  and  bullock  carts  it  is  a 
case  of  mere  extortion.  An  amount  of  4  chuckrams  may  bo  a  vsrnall 
thing  for  a  rich  man  but  it  is  a  big  amount  sufficient  to  provide  one 
mgal  for  a  professional  cart  driver  and  his  family.  Again  the  existence 
of  a  number  of  branches  for  each  toll  gate  causes  serious  inoonvonienee 
to  the  travelling  public.  Tiro  rule  is  that  if  toll  is  paid  at  one  place,  no 
more  toll  should  be  paid  in  any  of  tho  other  branches  of  the  same  toll 
gate.  But  a  sort  of  obstruction  is  caused  in  almost  all  these  places. 
The  travelling  public  will  have  to  stop  and  wait  to  undergo  tho  leisurely 
checking  and- scrutiny  of  toll  gate  beepers.  This  is  a  menace  and  fa  a 
regular  nuisance.  So  it  is  high  time  that  toll  gates  are  abolished.

8A0ASYA  TILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  wish  to  propose  a  half 
way  house  between  Government  who  want  to  impose  the  toll  and 
between  those  non-official  members  who  want  the  toll  to  be  abolished. 
I  can  very,  well -understand  the  position  Sir,  that  when  lots  of  money 
are  being  spent  every  year  for  the  up*lieep  and  proper  maintenance  of 
these  roads  the  Government  have  a  right  to  ask  for  some  share  of  the 
expenditure  being  met  from  a  particular  class  of  collections  ear-marked 
for  the  purpose.  Our  roads  are  being  spoiled  because  of  the  very  heavy 
motor  bus  traffic.  So  far  as  motor  buses  and  motor  date  are  concerned 
those  who  travel  in  them  are  in  a  position  to  contribute  some  small 
weight  to  the^ublic  revenue.  But  the,  ordinary  kind  of  bullock 'cart 
driver,  the  ordinary  man  who  rides  a  cyclo, — these  are  not  people  fit  to 
be  taxed.  In  the  old  days  these  bullock  cart  people  wore  plying  a  very 
useful  trade,  helping  transport,  and  making  something  lor  themselves 
for  the  purpose  of  their  livelihood.  A  few  chuckrams,  a  few  annas  was 
all  that  they  ware  able  to  earn.  But  today  on  account,  of  the  inflated 
services  which  civilisation  has  rendered  necessary,  because  of  the  effi¬ 
cient  manner  in  which  certain  services  of  public  transport  are. 
conducted,  these  old  form  and  shape  of  public  service  have  gone  out  of 
use.  In  the  old  days,  Sir,  if  you  went  from  here  to  Cape  Comorin  or 
came  from  Cape  Comorin  to  Trivandrum  yon  would  have  found  that  at 
different  stages  of  three  or  five  miles  apart  there  were  blacksmiths, 
farriers,  carpenters  and  others  plying  their  trade,  who  were  of  use  to 
the  travelling  .public  in  the  sense  that  they  would  be  able  to  give  some 
aid  to  the  animals  and  carts  in  emergencies.  All  that  is  now  gone 
because  of  the  transport  service. 
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The  result  is  that  the  transport  services  have  become  a  kind  of 
monopoly,  practically  a  State  monopoly.  Therefore  what  I  am  saying 
is  that  these  public  buses,  motor  ears  and  motor  lorries  from  which 
Government  or  individuals  make  profit  shiili  have  to  contribute  the 
largest  share  of  the  maintenance  charge  of  these  roads.  Because  the 
bullock  cart3  are  not  seen  in  large  numbers  as  they  used  to  be  and  as 
the  owners  and  drivers  of  such  carts  are  very  rarely  to.  be  seen,  it  will 
be  only  equitable  if  those  agencies  which  contribute  to  make  the  roads 
bad  should  pay  some  portion  of  their  earnings  towards  the  maintenance 
of  these  roads.  Therefore  may  I  appeal  in  all  equity,  as  I  consider  it 
to  be,  that  all  bullock  carts,  cycles  and  such  vehicles  used  for  locomot¬ 
ion  especially  at  a  time  when  wo  are  finding  it  difficult  to  get  petrol 
and  diesel  oil,  should  be  exempted  from  the  payment  of  toll. 

Mr.  E.  G.  SALTER  (Director  of  Transport)  :  May  I  ask  if  the  hono¬ 
urable  member  is  aware  that  over  20  percent  of  the  total  income  from 
tolls  is  contributed  by  the  Transport  Department  ? 

SADASYA  TIL  AKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  :  I  am  thankful  for  the  infor¬ 
mation.  I  only  want  that  the  Transport  Department  should  pay  even 
more  so  that  the  poor  people  may  be  liberated . 

PRESIDENT  :  If  the  Transport  Department's  income  becomes  less 
what  will  happen  to  these  poor  people. 

MR.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  Hir,  I  rise  to  support  the  motion.  The 
Administration  Deport  for  the  year  111(3  says  that  there  has  been  a 
marked  fall  in  the  income  from  communications  and  buildings.  It 
further  says  that  the  fall  has  been  chiefly  Under  tolls  on  roads  and 
bridges.and  thiE  fall  is  estimated  at  Es.  2.58  lakhs.  The  actual  recei¬ 
pt  for  the  department  under  Tolls  in  111(3  was  11s.  31  lakhs.  The 
estimated  income  for  the  year  1118  is  Us.  4  1/2  lakhs  from  tolls..  This 
will  show  that  the  receipts  under  tolls  is  declining.  M,y  suggestion  to 
compensate  the  loss  from  the  abolition  of  tolls  is  that  there  should -be  a 
registration  fee  on  motor  vehicles  as  is  obtaining  in  British  India. 

MR  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Pathanapuram  cum  Shencotta — 
Deputy  President) :  May  I  know  whether  any  registration  fee  is  now 
levied  in  British  India  ?, 

Mr.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH:  I  suppose  there  is  some  similar  fee  for  the 
tunning  of  the  motor  vehicles  in  British  India.  That  is  my  informa- 
tiou.  *• 

Apart  frbm  the  fact'  that  this  will  bring  a  uniformity  of  practice 
in  British  India  and  this  country,  it  Will  do  away  with  a  good  deal  of 
inconvenience.  It  will  be  seen  that  for  every  18  to  20  miles  oil  the 
M.  C.  ttoad  and, for  every  14  miles  on  the K ittayam-Kumili  road* there 
is  a  toll.  If  some  fee  of  the  kind  like  a  registration  fee  on  motor  vehi¬ 
cles  is  established  that  Will  be  a  form  of  taxation  upon  people  who  will 
be  able  to  pay  and  which  will  not  fall  on  the  Ordinary  people  like  the 
country  cartsuien.  This  is  a  time  when  the  country  is  threatened  with 
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shortage  of  mi  and  nelrol.  If  the  tolis  of  the  onub  try  could  bo 
abolished,  that  will  givo  an  enuuuragi-.mont  to  the  cai'tomon  and  that 
will  help  "the  steady  iuei.eimu  m  fcha  nmu lv.:r  oi  carts.  I'or  tive.se  reasons 
I  support  the  motion. 

Mr.  S.  CHAT  I  ANA  t  HA  iURrtYAf.AR  .in,  !  vvi  .h  to  r, import  tho 
motion  of  my  friend,  which  seeks  to  abolish  toils  on  vehicles.  Within 
'the  short  time,  at,  my  disposal  l  shall  briefly  indicate  the  ground:,’  on 
which  I  support  the  motion. 

Id  the  first  place,  this  is  a,,  very  mil, innate,]  form  of  taxation'  which 
is  not  suited  to  the  pivaotil;  day  conditions  when  fast  moving  traffic  is 
the  order  of  the  day,  fleeondly,  ifc  i„  a  vo.-.atiuii.s  form  of  taxation  con¬ 
sisting  as  it  does  in  the  levy  of  a  fee  on  the  free  movenmni,  of  traffic. 
Consider  for  a  moment  the  fact  that  there  are  an  .many  as  seven  points 
at  which  a  motor  car  or  a  vehicle,  has  to  slop  on  the  Quilun-Shon- 
cottah  road  for  instance,  a  distance  of  loaa  than  (il)  miles.  This  very 
fact  is  sufficient  to  prove  the  vexations  form  of  this  taxation. 

While  at  .this  point  I  wish  to  speak  a  few  words  on  what  are  called 
toll  bars.  Sir,  the  coll'd, ion  of  toll.;  in  o  right  conferred  by  statute 
on  persons'  who  collect  the  tolls.  There  arc  certain  remedies  specified 
for  the  enforcement  of  this  right  in  the  Travuncmv  Tolls  Act.  Ido 
not  think  that  this  remedy,  namely  the.  remedy  of  .collecting  tolls  by 
placing  bars,  has  been  prescribed  in  the  statute.  As  I  understand  the 
law,  if  a  right  is  created  by  statute,  that  right  must  be  enforced  only 
by  tho  remedies  proscribed  by  the  statute  and  any  other  remedy  availed 
of  by  any  party  will- bo  illegal.  lam  pohiliiig  mil  this  matter  just  to 
show  that  putting  of  bars  is  au  illegal  method  resorted  to  by  the  collec¬ 
tor  of  tolls. 

PRESIDENT  :  Supposing,  as  it  Very  often  happens,  people  rush  fast 
without  giving  their  names  or  the  number  of  the  vehicles,  what  should 
be  done  ? 

MR..S.  CHATTAWATHA  KARAYAlAft  :  As  the  law  stands  at  present 
there  are  othor  remedies  to  cover  the  right  conferred  by  the  statute 
svloh  as  by  suing  the  party, 

PRESIDENT  :  Supposing  you  do  hot  know  the  name  of  the  fcu'ty  ? 

Mr.  S.  ChATTABATHA  KARAYALAR  :  The- number  of  the  car  can

MR.S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  :  As  the  law  .Land.'  .it  pro., nut, 
tho  method  of  putting  bars  is  illegal,  Tho  proper  course:  Would  be  to 
amend  the  law.  ’ 

The  next  point  I  wish  . to  draw  the.  attention  of  the  House  to  is  tho 
economy  of  our  State,  .  Although, our  country  is  last  moving  towards 
industrialisation, 'ours  is  essentially  an  agrarian  economy.’  The  pres¬ 
ent  economy  of  our  State  Cannot  stand  tho  strain  of  motor  traffic  which 
■  is  now  prevailing  in  this  country.  Therefore  it  is  necessary  that  Wo 
should  adopt  measures  to  bring  about  a  drastic  reduction'  of  motor 
traffic  by  resorting  to  a  form  of  taxation  just  like  th„  taxation  measures 
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adopted  in  the  neighbouring  province  of  Madrasi  which -would  have  the 
effect  of  corn-tailing  motor  traffic.  I  propose  this  measure  not  only  on 
account  of  the  present  state  of  conditions  prevailing  in  the  country  but 
also  to  enable  the  Government  to  reimburse  themselves  to  the  extent 
of  the,  loss  that,  they  would  have  to  suffer  by  foregoing  the  toll  revenue. 

I  would  struugly  urge  upon  the  attention  of  Government  that  it  is  high 
time  that  We  resort  to  a  form  of  taxation  on  motor  traffic  so  that  the 
motor  traffic  may  be  reduced  considerably  in. view  of  the  agrarian  eco¬ 
nomy  of  our  country. 

MR.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  May  I  know  what  is  the  form  of  taxation 
that  is  levied  in  the  Madras  Presidency  ?

Mr.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  Sir,  I  wish- to 'support- .the 'motion., 
Eventhaugh  there  is  a-  sub-station  at  -Mavehkara  the  street  lighting  .has 
-not  received  proper  attention  from  Government-.  There  is  complete' 
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[Me.  P.  Narayana  Piilai.’j 

darkness  in  almost  all  the  streets  anil  roads  of  the  town.  Only  a  few 
ylaees  are  lighted.  The  road  from  Thattarambalam  to  Thazhakasa 
should  receive  the  special  attention  of  the  Government  iu  this  eonneo 
tion.  During  aight  times  people  who  are  going  into  the  town  and 
returning  from  there  find  it  very  difficult  to  see  their  way  and  walk. 
The  roads  near  tha  District  Court  as  well  as  the  Government  English 
High  School  are  completely  neglected  in  this  respect.  Moreover  at 
nights  these  roads  are  frequented  hy  pnfaonnuR  reptiles.  There  were 
a  large  iuumher  of  deaths  due  to  snake  bites  at  these;  places. 

Another  factor  which  compels  duo  attention  on  the  part  of  the 
department  is  that  there  is  a  peculiarity  with  regard  to  the  roads  at 
Mavelikara.  There  are  a  number  of  roads  and  lanes  running  parallel 
and  crosswise  in  straight  directions.-  Nowhere  else  can  we  find  such 
well-planned  roads.  Therefore  it  would  be  easy  as  well  as  artistic  for 
the  department  to  provide  these  roads  with  lights.  With  these  words 
I  support  the  motion. 

MB.  PUL1Y00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAi :  Kir,  1  also  wish  to  support 
the  motion.  My  object  in  supposing:  this  motion  is  to  impress  upon 
the  attention  of  the  Government  the  necessity  for  earljt  supply  of 
electricity  to  the  town  of  Ohengaimur.  Ever  since  the  inception  of 
this  department  wo  have  been  submitting  representations  both  to 
Government  and  to  the  Electrical  Chief  Engineer.  T  am  grateful  to 
the  Government  because  they  have  been  pleased  to  accord  administr¬ 
ative  sanction  for  electric  supply  to  Chengannnr  some  two  years  hack.  . 
But  Sir,  it  is  unfortunate  "  to  find  that  the  necessary  stops  have 
not  yet  been  taken  by  the  department  concerned  for  carrying  the 
intentions  of  Government  into  actual  practice-  Sir,  our  demand  for 
electric  supply  is  both  for  domestic  consumption  and  for  irrigation 
purposes  and  we  are  happy  to  find  that  unlike  in  several  Other  cases 
in  this  respect  .there  is  no  difficulty  with  regard  to  funds.  Ho  my  sub¬ 
mission  is  that  Government  may  ho  pleased  to  see  that  at  the  earliest 
possible  opportunity  electricity  is  supplied  to  the  town  of  Chengannur. 
With  these  observations  I  support  the  motion.

of  warning.  . 

PRESIDENT  :  Thor e  is  a  bigger  note  of  Warning  which  I  wish  to 
sound  to  the  honourable  members.  The  Government  of  India  have 
now  advised  us  to  utilise  electrical  extensions  only  for  the  .purpose  of 
production  of  food.  This  iB  also  beir.g  done  ih  other  parts  of  India. 
The  likelihood  is  that  in  many  parts  of.  India,  wherever  there  are 
electrical  extensions  some  parts  of  the  wir.e  used  .will  be  taken  away 
for  need  elsewhere.  Now  no  materials  are  forthcoming  and  no  permits 
arc  issued,  Moreover  the  question  whether  the  existing  system  itself 
will  continue  is  a  matter  to  be  homo  in  mind.  So,  on  no  account  should 
there  be  any  extension  of  electrical  power  or  light  to  such  places  where 
jt  is  not  needed  for  the  actual  production  of  tfood. 
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.  SABASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAi  ;  Sir,  Hu:  note  of  teaming 
which  I  wishod  *o  utter  is  of  a  different,  kind.  ' 

PRESIDENT  :  'It  is  a  warning  in  the  Pickwickian  souse.  It  is 
intended  to  apply  to  himself  as  well  as  to  the  other  honourable 
members. 

.  SADSYAT1LAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PIUAI  :  8ir,i  am  the  last  person  to 
give  a  warning  to 'the  Chair.  . 

PRESIDENT  :  Yes.  Yon  can  proceed. 

SADA3YATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PIUAI  .  i  do  n  a  pmuo.,,  to  t.ako  much 
time  in  speaking  of  the  neceasity  for  all  the  places  in  the'  State  being 
supplied  with  electric  current.  Tire  Chair  has  .already  made  the  posi¬ 
tion  clear  with  regard  to  extensions  of  electricity.'  Therefore  I  am 
satisfied  in  saying  that  when  there  is  opportunity  or  when  we  arc  able 
to.  get  things  done  let  us  "have  the  electric  current  supplied  to  all  these 
places.  ,  That  is  also  the  policy  of  Government  which  has  been 
reiterated  off  and  on  the  floor  of  this  House.  .  Therefore  I  do 
dot  fvant  to  bo  a  kind  of  mentor  in  that  matter.  What  I  am  saying  is' 
this.'  If  this  convenience  is  extended'  to  all  the  towns  as  contemplated 
in  this  motion  I  want  to  give,  a  warning  that  in  working  the  rules  re¬ 
garding  collection  of  dues  from  rho  customers  some  sympathy,  some 
justice  must  be  shown  to  them.  I  am.  prepared  to  concede  that  it  is  a 
privilege  to  have  our.Kleetrioal  Department  working  very  well.  But  so 
far  as  the  people  are  ' concerned  .especially  those  customers  who  have 
not  got  much  hank  balance  to  their  credit  coercive  action  taken  against 
them  by  the  department  some  limes  laud  them  in  very  serious  straits. 
If  a  consumer  is  obliged  to  give  Ks.  10  or  15  for  a  particular  month 
coercive  step  are  initiated'  and  "subordinates  of  the  department  armed 
with  the  power  and  prestige  of  the  electrical  rules  proceed  to  put,  the 
law  in  force,  with  the  consequence  that  t  hose  customers  are  to  put  to 
much  ■  inconvenience.  Home  times  the  'results  are  as  hard  as  they  are 
awk.wa.rd.  ,  These  people  nan  never  btf  appeased  by  blandishments  or 
entreaties  not  even  by  promises  to  pay  the  dues  on  the  spot.  They  are,, 
so  peremptory  in  tneir  compliance  with  the  rules.  That  is  my 
complaint-  Sir,  what  I  ask -is  this.  Ban  an  order  passed  by  an  officer 
of  the  Electrical  Denartment  be  more  sacrosanct  than  a  decree  passed 
by  a  court  of  law  ?  Evan,  a  deerfe-  executed  by  a  process  server  is 
stopped  if  the  amount  is  paid.  Even  a  matter  decided  by  the  highest 
tribunal,  I  mean  a  decree  passed  by  a  court  of  law  which  is  in  the 
process  of  execution  can  he  lviaxed  in  force.  Therefore  I  am  asking 
whether  the  order  promulgated  by  an  officer  of  the  Electrical  Depart¬ 
ment  against  the  person  who  fails  to  pay  is  so  powerful  as  to  allow 
his  subordinates  to  go  armed  with  weapons  of,  destruction  and  effect 
disconnections;  not  withstanding  the  fact  that  the  defaulter  is  Bible 
and  prepared  to  pay  the  arrears.  That,  is  the  only  point  that  I  have  to 
stress  here.  These  people  do  not  give  the  defaulting  customer  even 
514  hours  time  to  pay  up  his  arrears.  With  those  words  I  support  the 
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MB.  VARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN  :  Sir.  I  also  support  the  motion.  la 
doing  so  I  have  to  submit  that  electric  lights  and  current  should  he 
supplied  to  Atfcingal  which'  is  the  most  important  town  between  Tri- 
vandrum  and  Quilon.  This  does  not  require  any  additional  expenditure. 
The  Electrical  Engineer  told  me  that  some  allotment  has  been  made 
for  this  purpose  but  there  would  bs  delay.  Electricity  is  needed  all 
the  mor®  at  Attingal  because  the  power  can  bo  utilised  for  powdering, 
tapioca  which  has  become  a  growing  industry  in' the  localities  adjacent 
to  the  town.

In  answer 
to  an  interpellation  yesterday  it  was  stated  that  arrangements  will  be 
made  to  provide  electricity  to  the  intermediate  stations.  I  suppose 
Attingal  will  receive  due  attention.  Chathammr  and  other  places 
which  are  lying  along  the  line  also  need  elootrioity.  There  is  Pnnja 
cultivation  in  those  areas  for  which  electricity  is  needed.  The  eultiva* 
tors  there  are  now  undergoing  great  difficulty  in  getting  machines  and 
oil  at  the  proper  time  ;  this  can  bo  avoided  if  electricity  is  provided. 
Also  i?  possible  it  would  bo  convenient  and  profitable  to  the  Dopart- 
Blent  if  the  lino  is  extended  to  Paravoor,  Mayyannd  and  other  adjoining 
places-  With  those  words  I  support  the  motion.

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MR.  K0TTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  Sir,' I  also  support  the  motion  solely 
to  bring  into  prominence  the  case  of  Muvattupuzha  town  in  the  matter 
of  electric  supply.  It  is  the  headquarters  of  the  Mnvatfcnpnzha  taluk 
and  power  proceeds  from  very  near  the  borders  of  that  taluk.  Further, 
electric  lines  pass  through  the  town  of  Mnvattupuzha.  Generally  people 
of  the  town  often  quote  the  poet’s  lines  ‘‘water,  water,  everywhere  but 
not  a  drop  to  diink  ”  ;  and  would  add  “  power,  power  everywhere,  but 
not  a  single  spark  lor  the  people  of  Muvattupazha  to  see”.  Seeing 
the  importance  of  the  town  and  also  the  revenue  that  may  be  derived 
by  supplying  Muvattupuzha  town  with  electricity,  I  hope  tire  depart¬ 
ment  will  consider  very  seriously  the  caste  of  Mnvattupuzha  town  for 
the  supply  there  of  electric  power  3®  early  as  practicable. 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANA8HA  MENON  :  Sir,  a  few  months  before  the 
operation  of  the  l?alli  vasal  Hydro.  Electric  power  was  started,  a  detailed 
survey  of  the  future  extensions  was  carefully  worked  out  and  with  a 
view  to  enable  Government  to  have  a  complete  idea  of  the  definite 
commitments  which  they  might  have  to  face  in  future  years,  a  forecast 
of  all  the  various  places  where  the  electric  supply  could  be  extended 
togethen  with  a  detailed  estimate  for  the  same  were  prepared  and 
submitted  to  Govern  merit  early  m  1040-  That  forecast  has  been 
sanctioned  and  accepted  and  the  department  set  up  its  programame  of 
the  future  development  of  the  project  on  those  lines  based  on  the 
availability  of  plant  and  on  materials.  I  may  however  inform  honourable 
members  that!  in  Hepnembar  1939  soon  after  the  war  broke  out,  we 
were  faced  with  a  situation  whereby  that  forecast  we  had  in  view  may 
probably  have  to  be  kept  in  suspense.  Boi'with  a  view  to  see,  as  far  as 
possible,  how  those  extensions  could  be  worked  out,  orders  were  placed 
in  1940  tor  a  very  large  quantity  ol:  materials  required  for  the  exten¬ 
sions  to  cover  the  programme  of  works  scheduled  for  1941  and  1942. 
Unfortunately,  due  to  it.be  restrictions  placed  on  the  import  of  such 
materials  from  Great  Britain  and  also  due  to  the  restrictions  placed  by 
the  Government,  of  India  m  respect  of  priorities,  we  had  necessarily  to 
cut  down  our  indents  to  a  large  extent  •  and  many  of  those  orders  for 
materials  are  still  ponding  execution,  partly  because  a  majority  of  those 
materials  are  not  available  and  partly  because  farms  engaged  in  tha 
manufacture  of  such  materials  are  already  busy  with  work  connected 
with  war.  The  department  therefore  cannot  proceed  with  their  pro* 
gramme  of  •  extensions  and  this  means  that  all  its  activities  have  to 
come  to  a  stand  still  for  at  least  two  or  three  years  until  conditions  become 
normal. .  If  the  present  difficulties  had  not  arisen,  places  'like  Muvattu-. 
puzha,  Vaikom,  Thodupuzha,  and  places'  further  south  of  Trivandrum 
Would  have  come  within  the  programme  of  extensiohs  included -in  the 
forecast.  •  In  this  connection,  I  may  bring  to  your  notice  how.  matters-, 
stand  at -present.  We  have  some  materials  in  our  stores,  with  which 
certain  extensions  could  be  carried  out.  But  having  regard  to  the/ 
fundamental  necessity  in  the  matter  of  food  production,  those' materials 
are  reserved  for  the  supply  for  agricultural  purposes  such  as  affording 
facilities  for  lift  irrigation  in  North  Travancore  and  drainage  of  the 
Vol.  XX— Ho.  8, 
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Punja  fields.  •  Even  gran  ling  that  other  extensions  could  also,  be 
worked  out.  we  have  to  face  other  difficulties  on  account  of  lack  of 
wiring  materials,  motors  and  other  electrical  equipments.  They  ara 
very  difficult  to  get  and  even  if  we  get  them,  the  prices  are  abnormal. 
Something  like  8  to  4  times  the  price  obtaining  during  pre-war  days 
have  to  be. paid  now.  In  places  where  electricity  is  already  supplied 
by  the  department,  consumers  find  it  very  difficult  for  getting  the 
materials  I  have  referred  to.  During  normal  times,  our  monthly, 
service  connections  ranged  about  100  but.  it  has  gone  down  to  above 
40,  because  of  the  lack  of  materials.  It  is  only  a  question  of  the  avail¬ 
ability  of  materials  which  would  enable  us  to  resume  our  programme  of. 
extensions.  Last  year,  at  the  time  of  the  Budget,  we  had  provided  for 
the  complete  extension  of  the  plant  at  Pallivasal.  Now,  unfortunately, 
due  to  the  situation  created  by  the  war,  we  are  denied  the  priorities  for 
the  extension  and  I  am  afraid  these-  proposals  have  to  lie  over  until 
conditions  become  normal.  Even  granting  that  some  of  these  rural 
extensions  are  now  possible,  we  may  be  faced  shortly  with  shortage  of 
power  until  the  additional  installations  in  Pallivasal  are  completed. 
A  perusal  of  the  report,  which  will  be  shortly  placed  in  the  Library, 
of  the  Legislature,  will  show  that  all  the,  important  areas  in  the  whole 
of  Travartcore  have  been  covered  by  that  programme.  .The  member 
who  moved  this  out  motion  appears  to  have  not  realised  that  M’aveii- 
kara  has  already  been  supplied  with  electric  power,  and  not  only  that 
hut  some  of  the  surrounding  areas  adjoining  MAvelikaiu  have  also  been 
connected  with  the  electric  supply.  As  regards  street  lighting  in 
Mavelikara,  I  may  inform  the  member  that  it  is  a  matter  for  the 
Municipality  to  take  up.  Almost  all  municipalities  are  supplied  with 
electric  power  and  they  are  meeting  the  expenditure  for  the 
maintenance  of  street  lights.  I  may  add  that  every  .requisition  from 
the  municipalities  is  being  carried  out  by  the  department. 

.._  With  .regard  to  the  supply  of  electric  power  in  Kuttanad  I  may 
inform  the  House  that  already  24  miles  of  lines  have  been  completed, 
and  an  area  of  about  twelve  thousand- acres  have  been  served  in  this  net 
work  for  the  purpose  of  dewatering.  It  is  not  the  intention  of  the 
department  to  embark  on  any  further  .expansion  of  distribution  without 
getting  the  requisite  materials  and  equipment.  Besides,  the -price  of 
copper  has  gone  up  to  double  the  price  which  was  three  years  ago, 
and  for  some  of  the  important  equipments  required  for  distribution,  the 
prices  Have  also  gone  up  nearly  three  times.  The  department  will 
therefore  be  faced^  with  a  very  serious  financial  commitment  if  these 
extensions  are  taken  up  now  at*  such  exorbitant  cost.  Unless  the 
prices  of  materials. come  down  substantially  further  extensions  cannot  be 
contemplated.  The  only  other  alternative  is  to  enhance  the  tariff  rates. 
•But  this  will  be  a  very  unwelcome  measure.  Extension  from  Kundara 
to  irivandrum  is  very  near  completion  and  it  is  expeeted  that  at  least 
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the  partial  requirements  of  Trivandrum  will  be  met  from  the  Pallivasal 
scheme  from  the  beginning  of  next  month,  and  arrangements  are  in 
progress  for  the  same.  In  places  such  as  Attingal,  Ithicare  and  others, 
arrangements  for  tapping  have  already  been  made  for  distribution  at  a 
later  date.  Further  extensions  for  thepunja  cultivation  in  certain  places, 
may  have  to> lie  over  until  conditions  become  normal  and  materials 
become  available. 

Mention  was  made  by  Mr.  T.  K.  Vela  .Pillai  regarding  the  diffi¬ 
culties  experienced  by  consumers  on  account  of  the  department’s  pro¬ 
cedure  in  the  realisation  of  arrears.  ■  I  have  to  mention  in  this  con¬ 
nection  that  my  department  has  to  deal  with  6000  consumers  to  whom 
invoices  have  to  be  sent  every  month  and  the  money  to  bo  collected 
ranges  from  Ks.  1-8-0  to  Rs.  10  on  the  average.  Therefore  the  depart¬ 
ment  has  necessarily  to  be  strict'  in  the  realisation  of  arrears.  Those 
who  are  engaged  by  the  department  in  sending  round  the  invoices  have 
no  authority  to  collect  the  arrears  as  otherwise  defalcation  is  likely  to 
take  place.  But  I  do  not  understand  the  difficulty  of  a  consumer  for 
remitting  the  amount  at  the  departmental  cashier’s  office  instead  of 
paying  it  to  the  party  who  serves  the  notice.  Even  with  all  these 
restrictions,  the  department  “is  faced  with  a  certain  amount  of  arrears 
at'the  end  of  every  month.  Instead  of  realising  the  dues  by  coercive 
processes,  consumers  are  encouraged  to  pay  the  amounts  promptly  as 
by  doing  so  they  are  allowed  a  substantial  percentage  as  llebate. 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI:  May  I  offer  a  wbrd  of 
personal  explanation.  At  the  last  moment,  just 'before  taking  coercive 
action, 'if  a  person  1b  sent  round  to  get  the  money,  then  money  could 
surely  be  collected  from  the  consumers.  That  would  be  a  healthy 
suggestion  to  be  worked  out,  . 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MEN  ON  :  Notices  are  issued  for  the  consumer 
only  after  the  accumulation  of  two. months’  arrears.  In  the  first  month 
if  the  amount  is  paid,  he  gets  the  benefit  of  the  rebate  and  if  he  does 
not  take  advantage  of  that,  the  department  waits  for  another' month 
and  until  the  arrears  exceed  the  deposit,  no  action  is  taken.  Only  then 
is  a  notice  served.  Usually  7  days’  notice  .  is  given.  In  these  circum¬ 
stances,  I  consider  that  the  consumer  is  given  sufficient  time  to  pay 
up  his  arrears. 

MR.  PULLYOOR  T  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  May  t  know  what  is  the 
rate  of  rebate  now  given  to  the  consumers  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MEN0N  :  IB  per  cent.  The  consumers 
pay  4&  Aa*  per  unit  for  lighting. , 

I  am  afraid  I  have  not  understood  the  scheme  outlined  by  my 
honourable  friend  Mr.  Vein  Achary  and  I  am  therefore  unable  to  make 
any  comments  on  the  same.  •  ’ 

The  House  adjourned  for  lunch  at  I  p.  in.  and  met  again  at. 8 
p.  m.  with  the  President  in  the  Gh  iir, 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ;  I  shall  next  refer  to  theNagerooil 
Electric  Supply  Corporation  works.  It  is  true  that  complaints  were 
received  by  Government  two  years  ago  regard ingJhe  unsatisfactory 
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nature  of  the  supply  due- to  the  power-plant  not  being  up  to  the  mark. 
As  a  result  of  the  notice  issued  to  the  licensee  under  tho  Electricity  Act, 
additional  plant  has  now  been  provided.  This  plant  was  very  recently 
inspected  and  there  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  it  is  not  able  to  work 
satisfactorily.  There  is  no  object  therefore  in  transferring  some  plant 
from  Trivandrum  to  Nagercoil,  Even  if  it  was  nenotwary  Government 
will  not  be  well  advised  in  doing  so,  because  the  supply  from  Pallivasal 
is  of  a  restricted  nature,  owing'  to  the  fact  that  the  lino  now  from  Tri¬ 
vandrum  to  Kuudara  is  not  iiblu  to  moot  the  entire  requirements. 

Regarding  the  dispute  between  tho  Nagercoil  Electric  Supply 
Licensee  and  the.  Municipality  I  have  no  information  as  to  how  the 
matter  stands  at  present.  But  I  know  that  it,  was  tho  subject  of  arbi¬ 
tration  two  years  ago.  All  the  figures  given  by  the  honourable  member 
are  however  not  correct,  I  may,  in  this  connection,  observe  that  the  re¬ 
lationship  between  the  Municipality  and  the  Corporation,  still  continues 
to  be  far  from  cordial.  But,  the  department  or  the  Government  are 
helpless  in  the  matter,  as  the  maintenance  of  street  lights  is  essentially 
a? concern  of  the  Municipality. 

'  MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  May  l  know  from  the  member 
whether  it  is  not  a  fact  that  the  arbitrator  gave  an  award  in  excess  of 
what  tho  licensee  himself  demanded  ? 

PRESIDENT:  It  is  both  stub-judiceaud  irrelevant. 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  :  I  have  nothing  further  to  add,  Sir. 
except  to  make  a  general  observation  that  most  of  the  discussions  that 
took  place  on  this  cut  motion  centred  round  the  question  of  the  exten¬ 
sion  of  supply  to  various  rural  areas.  I  have  already  explained  that 
this  is  a  matter  in  which  the  department  is  entirely  helpless  as  all  the 
materials  required  for  the  extension  have  to  be  imported  from  abroad 
‘  after  obtaining  the  sanction  of  the  Government  of  India.  According  to 
the  present  procedure  adopted  liy  the  Government  of  India  such  sanc¬ 
tions1  are  granted  only  in.  the  case  of  materials  for  works  of  extreme 
national  importance. 

Regarding  the  conversion  of  Diesel  oil  engines  to  run  on  char¬ 
coal  referred  to  by  one  honourable  member,  I  may  mention  that  a 
certain  amount  of- work  has  already  been  done  in  this  direction  by  pri¬ 
vate  enterprise  with  a  view  to  avoid  tho  situation  created  by  the  short¬ 
age  of  Diesel  oil.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  considerable  success  has 
been  achieved  in  this  experiment  and  as  a  result  of  it  many  Diesel  oil 
engines  can  hereafter  be  operated  od-  charcoal,.  I  refer  in  this  con¬ 
nection  to  the  recent  conversion  of  at  least  half  a  dozen  engines  for  the 
pnnja  pumping  in  Xuttanad.  ,  . 

The  investigation  for  the  supply  of  power  to  the  Punja  fields  in 
Paravoor  has  already  received  my  attention  and,  if  cir'cumstances  per¬ 
mit,  early  action  will  be  taken,  as  this  extension  comes  under  the 
general  schema  for  the  increased  food  production. 

In  view:  of  the  explanation  offered  by  me  I  trust  that  the  mqver 

ViU  be,  pleased  to  withdraw  his  woilos,.

Mr.  P.  V,  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHY  :  -Sir,  I  beg  to  move  to  reduce  the 
allotment  of  Ks.  7&,fi00  for  Trutik  Telephone  by  Be,  1.  My  object  in 
moving  this  motion  is  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  the 
necessity  for  opening  a  public  telephone  call  office  ah  Thodupuzha.  It ' 
need  hardly  be  stated  that  Thodupuzha  taluk  is  a  taluk  where  produces 
like. pepper,  cardamom  and  ginger  are  abundantly  grown.  It  is  really  a 
commercial  centre.  The  merchants  there  find  it.  very  difficult  to  be  in 
; close  touch  ;witb  the  fluctuation  of  prices  prevailing  at  Cochin  aM  af 
Alleppey,  where  the  produces  are  mainly  sold.  I  have  often  heard 
merchants  complaining  that  they  are  hot  in  a  position  to  know  the 
price  of  a  particular  commodity  on  a  particular  day,  because  the  hath 
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■who  has  been  sent- to  Cochin  or  to  Alleppey  has  not  returned.  Also 
there  are  a  number  of  estates  belonging  to  different. companies  and  the 
head  offices  of  these  aro  far  away  from  Thodupiuaha,.  The  people  find 
it  difficult  to  have  some  communication  which  may  be  very  urgent  or 
immediate.  They  have  also  repeatedly  told  me  the  difficulty  felt  by  them 
in  transacting  business.  I  may  also  say  in  this  connection  that  it  would- 
be  a  great  gain  to  the  Government.  With,  these  observations  I  request 
Government  to  consider  this  matter.

MR.  E,  G.  SALTER:  Sir,  I  rise  to  .move  that  Government  be 
pleased  to  grant  a  snm  of  Its.  16,60,304  under  Demand  IX-— Com* 
mercial  Transport. 

Mr.  PUL1Y00R  T.  P.  VELAYUOHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  as  a  member  of 
the  Transport  Advisory  Committee,  I  think  it  is  my  duty  to  inform 
this  honourable  House  and  also  the  Government  that  the  Director  of 
Transport  has  always  .been  trying  his  level  best  to  take  the  Committee 
into  his  confidence  and  through  their  co-operation  Jo  improve  the 
working  of  the  department  and  to  make  it  a  profitable  concern  to  the 
utmost  possible  extent  under  the  existing  circumstances,  of  course, 
without  detriment  to  the  convenience  and  comforts  of  the  travelling 
public.  Sir,  the  working  of  the  department  has  always  been  resulting 
in  a  reasonable  and  decent  profit  to  Government,  but  Sir,  it  is  rather 
an  unfortunate  state  of  affairs  to  find  from  the  budget  estimate  for  the 
Successive  years  of  the  Transport  Department  that  this  department 
has  always  been  Working  at  a  loss  to  Government.  Sir,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  clarifying  my  position,  I  may  be  permitted  to  refer  to  page  49 
of  the  budget  of  1116  and  page  51  of  the  budget  of  1117  and  page  48  of 
the  budget  of  1118.  Sir,  page  49  of  the  budget  of  1116  runs  like 
this  :  The  last  column  against  1114 ;  Gross  Receipts.  Bs.  8,70,418. 

Working  Expenses  Rs.  8,95,358. 

Therefore  it  is  stated  here  that  the  department  was  working  in 
1114  at  a  loss  of  94,940.  , 

Sir.  when  we  refer  to  page  51  of  the  Gadget  of  the  year  1117,.  the 
last  column  show's  this— -gross  receipt  for  1115  was  Its.  18,44,742,  and 
the  working  expenses  Es.  13,48,338.  Therefore  it  is  .seen  that  the 
department  was  working  in  1115  at  aioss  pi  Rs.  3,596.  From 
page  48  of  the  budget  for  the  year  1118  it  is  seen  that  the  gross  receipt, 
for  1116  was  Rs.  16,52,994  and  the  .  working  expanses  .for  that  year 
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Bs.  16,91,034.  Thocaforc  it  is  seen  that  ■tho  department  wits  working 
in  1116  at  a  loss  of  Es.  38,040.  Sir, ‘let  ns  consider  what,  is  this  due 
to.  Sir,  if  any  person  goes  through  tko  pages  of  the  budget  estimates 
for  the  successive  years  this  will  certainly  create  ,a  misunderstanding 
about  the  working  of  the  department.  Sir,  according  to  me,  and  I  am 
-decidedly  of  that  opinion,  this  sad  state  of  affairs  has  arisen  out  of 
the  fact  that  the  department  is  keeping  thn  accounts  in  a  particular 
way,  iu'e.,  on  the  commercial  basis,  and  that  the  Government  -accounts 
are  being  kept  on  cash  basis. 

Mr.  it  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
Whether  the  department’s  system  of  accounting  has  .been  recognised 
by  the  financial  department  ? 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  It  is  not  yet  recognised. 
At  page  13  of  the  speech  of  the  Financial  Secretary  ho  says: — 

“  The  working  of  the  department  ,as  seen  from  the  Government 
accounts  has  resulted  in  a  nut  loss  in  all  the  past  years  except 
'  during  1113,  the  year  of  its  commencement.  The  accounts 
maintained  by  the  department  liavo  however  shown  not  profits 
during  all  these  yours.  The  difference  is  duo  to  the  fact  that 
the  Government  accounts  are  kept  on  a  cash  basis  while  the 
departmental  accounts  are  kept  on  a  commercial  basis.  Even 
according  to  the  Government  accounts  the  piofitB  up  to  the 
end  of  the  current  year  excluding  interest  charges  aro  expect¬ 
ed  to  stand  at  about  Rs.  3  14  lakhB  which  may  bo  considered 
sufficient  tooover  a  reasonable  rate  of  interest  on  the  Govern¬ 
ment  investment  of  Es-  10“71  lakhs  in  the  scheme  as  at  the 
end  of  1116.  ” 

MU.  IW.  ft.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  Has  the  honourable  member  seen 
any  year’s  commercial  account  as  maintained  by  the  department  ? 

■  MR,  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Yes,  Sir, 

.MR,  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  whether,  as  a  member 
of  the  Public  Accounts  Committee,  the  honourable  member  has  tried 
to.  reconcile  the  figures  of  the  Transport  Department  with  the  Financial 
Department’s  figures  ? 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T»  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  it  is  not  the  business 
or  the  duty  of  a  member  of  the  Public  Accounts  Committee  to  recon¬ 
cile  the  figures  but  to  see  whether  the  figures  as  shown  in  the  Appro* 
priation  Accounts  and  Audit  Keport  are  correct  and  .whether  there  was 
any  misappropriation  or  defalcation  and  what  wore  those  things  due  to. 

Mr.  K0TTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  The  member  referred  to  the  speech 
of  the  Financial  Secretary,  May  I  point -out  that  in  the  next  sentence 
there  the  Financial  Secretary  says  that  there  is  an  attempt,  to  reconcile 
these  two  mfethods  of  account  ? 

MR..PULIY00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Yes,  .that  is  the  very 
reason  why  X  urge  upon  the  attention  of  the  House  as  well  as  of  Go* 
ver  ament  that  this  proposal  must  be  put  into  effect  in  1118  as. proposed 
by  the.  Financial  Secretary  at  page  13  of  his  budget  speech*  I  wanted 
team  press  upon  the  House  and  the  Government  the  extreme  necessity 
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for  having  recourse  t,o  such  a,  procedure  so  that  the  whole  misunder¬ 
standing  may  be  cleared,  that  Is  being  entertained  just  at  present  by 
the  public.  With  these  observations  I  move  my  cut.  motion ,  for  the 
unanimous  acceptance  of  the  House. 

MR,  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  May  I  know  from  the  member  whether 
there  can  be  any  difference  in  the  gross  receipts  if  the  accounts  are 
kept  under  any  system  ? 

Mb.  PUUYOORT.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Ido  not  think  ther^ 
will  be  any  difference  so  far  as  the  gross  receipts  are  concerned.  But 
in  the  working  expenses  there  arc  chances  for  substantial  differences 
in  the  actual  figures  and  ala->  the,  figures  given  by  Government.

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  I  have  never  restrained  honourable 
members  speaking  in  any  language  they  please  and  I.  should  be  very 
loathe  to -put  any  chuck  upon  honourable  members  expressing  them¬ 
selves  in  their  own  mother  tongue.  In  .-the  presents  lease,  it  so  happens 
that  the  Head  of  the  Department  does  not  understand  Malayalam;  and, 
although  at  question  time  it  is  possible  for  him  to  utilise  the  knowledge 
of  his  neighbour,  on  an  occasion  like  this  it  will  be  very  difficult  for 
him  adequately,  to  answer  any  points  if  Malayalam  is  resorted  to.  Of 
couree,  in  the  case  of  honourable  members  who  cannot  express  them¬ 
selves  adequately  or  to  their  own  satisfaction  in  the  English  -language,  I 
it  might,  be  different.  But  this  is  a .  matter  for  consideration:.  Of 
course,  honourable  members  cannot  complain  if,  for  instance,  Mr. 
Balter  d  ,es  not  deal  with  that  speech  at'  all,  or  any  point  contained  in 
that  speech.  That  has  to  be  borne  in  mind.  '■ 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP:  I  agree  with  your  suggestion,  Sir 
I  support  the  motion  tabled  by  M r- T.  P.  Vofaywdhan  Pillai.  I  have,' 
also  been  noticing  that  there  is  a  gross  mistake  in  the  accounts  kept  by 
the  department  and  the  .Government.  For 'example  in  the,  ad¬ 
ministration  report  printed  and  published  and  handed  over  to  each  and  - 
every  member  of  this' Assembly;  it  is  scon  that  the  gross  receipts  in 
lllfi  is  about  Bs.  16-53  lakhs  whereas  in  the  gross  expenditure  column  • 
it  is  stated  that  the  total  expenditure  fur  the  year  is  about,  Bs.  16*90. 
lakhs.  Evidently  from  the  account  it  can.be  seen  that  there  is  a  loss 
of  Rs.  37,000  odd.  .Bat  in  the  departmental  report  fdr  1116  it.  can  be.  - 
seen  that  the  gross  receipts  for  that  year  is  about  Rs.  1G'38  lakhs  odd 
and  the  total  expenditure  including  the  net  profit  of  Bs.  18,000  printed 
as  such  on  the  left  hand  column  will  be  Bs.;  16*88  lakhs.  Therefore  ; 
a  person  perusing  the  departmental  report  of  1116  will  be  able  to  see  , 
that  there  is  a  net  profit  of  B3.  18,000:  odd  for  that  year..  But  from 
the  administration  report  it  Can  be  seen ,  that  in  the  very  same  year " 
there  is  a  loss  of  Rs.'.  37,000.  In  whate  ver  manner  the  accounting 
Yot  XX  Ho.  8  .  . 
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may  be  done,  I  should  think  that  there  can  be  no  mistake  fin  the 
amount  of  gross  receipts.  The  Financial  Becretary  expressed  In  his 
Budget  speech  that  this  difference  was  due  to  different  systems  of 
accounting.  Sir,  I  canuot  for  a  moment  entertain  that  there  can  be 
.  any  difference  in  the  gross  receipts  of  the  department  in  whatever 
manner  the  account  is  Imp1,  Therefore  my  friend  Mr. .  Velayudhan 
Pillar's  out  motion  is  quite  apt  and  proper  and  Government  should 
take  proper  steps  to  see  that  there  is  no  difference  in  the  account  given 
by  the  Government  and  by  the  department.  This  is  the  very  reason 
Sir.  for  the  public  doubt  and  for  the  public  expression  that  the  depart- 
.ment  is  running  a, t  a  loss.  If  there  has  been  proper  accounting,  and 
there  is  no  difference  between  the  account  kepi  by  the  Government  and 
that  kept  by  the  department,  there  will  be  uo  reason  for  either  the 
public  or  the  members  of  the  House  to  entertain  any  doubt  regarding 
the  profits  in  running  this  department,  I  therefore  support  the 
motion,  urging  the  Government  to  keep  the  account  uniformly,  in 
whatever  system  it  is  kept,  and  to  sea  that  the  reports  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  and  that  of  the  department  tally. , 


M*.  A.  LAKSHMINARAYANA  AYYAR :  The  honourable  member  said 
that  there  can  be  no  difference  in  the  grosls  receipts  between  the 
Government  system  of  account  and  the  commercial  system,  lathe 
commercial  system  the  demand  is  shown  as  receipt.  B’or  instance  if  a 
Company  has  to  pay  Its.  30,000  to  the  Transport  Department  for  one 
year,  Ray  1117,  ana  actually  pays  the  amount  in  1118,  the  receipts  will 
appear  in  -1118  in  the  Government  accounts,  while  in  commercial 
accounts  it  will  come  in  1117.  Thus  there  will  be  a  difference  in  «ross 


SADASYA  TILAKA  T.  K.  VELD  PILLAi :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  with  reference  to  the  principle  he  has  enunciated 
there  is  any  disparity  between  the  Government  system  of-aocoants  and 
the  Transport  Department  system  of  accounts  ? 

MR.- A  LAKSHMiNARAYANA  AYYAR .  Yes,  there  is  complete  dis- 
Government  system  is  like  our  domestic  accounts,  with 
this  difference  that  it  is  classified  under  several  deuartinents.  It  shows 
only  the  actual  realisations  and  the  actual  apiounts  spent.  In  the 
commercial  accounts  they  have  to  keep  debtor  and  creditor  accounts 
accounts  of  the  assets  and  liabilities.  .All  the  liabilities  are  taken  in  that 
year  $.  account  itself,  and  all  the  stores  which  they  have  in  hand  are 
deducted  from  the  expenditure  side.  In  one  year  wo  may  Lve  suen 
3  lakhs  of  rupees  on  stores  of  which  one  lakh  of  rupees  worth  may  be 

remaining  unused.^  According  to  the  Government  account  the  iiole 
-amount  is  spent  But  according  to-the  commercial  account  the  baTance 
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SADASYA  TILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI :  My  question  was  whether* 

subject  to  the  rule  enunciated  by  the  Financial  Secretary,  there  is  any 
difference  -between  the  two  accounts  as  finally  settled,  in  point  of 
arithmetic. 

Ms.  E.  G,  SALTER:  The  commercial  account  is  prepared  by  the 
Transport  Department,  then  it  is  r.eeon’ciled  'by  the  Transport  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  Financial  Department  and  only  after  the  reconciliation 
has  taken  place,  the  expenditure  is  recommended  to  Government. 

Mr,  N.  MARAYANA  KURUP  :  May  1  know  whether  it  is  not  possible 
to  have  the  departmental  copy  forwarded  to  Government  so  that  there 
may  be  no  difference  between  the  Government  account  and  the  Depart¬ 
mental  account  ? 

PRESIDENT :  The  principles  t  hemselves  governing  government 
accounts  and  the  commercial  accounts  are  different.  Commercial 
accounts  arc  corn-piled,  with  a  particular  object  in  view.  Let  us  take 
for  instance  the  Public  Works  Department.  There  is  a  tremendous 
amount  of  stock  in  the  way  of  material  and  machinery  purchased  30, 
40,  50  years  ago.  They  are  borne  in  Government  accounts  in  a  parti¬ 
cular  way.  But  in  a  commercial  concern  the  whole  attitude  towards 
these  stocks  and  the  accounts  in  respect  of  them  is  different.  They  do  not 
for  instance  proceed  by  way  of  oentage  charges  or  debiting  of  overhead^ 
expenses  in  the  manner  that  Government  adopts.  In  regard  {o  work 
done  by  the-  P.  W.  D.,  why  is  it  for  instance  that  a  person  buying 
something  from  the  P.  W.  D.  \V$rkshops  has  to  pay  his  own  fractional 
Share  of  the  pay  of  the  Chief  Engineer?  If  in  the  market  each  of 
these  articles  could  be  obtained  for  Bs.  4  the  Chief  Engineer  is  paid. 
Its.  7o  That  is  the  Government  system  of  accounting.  It  will  be  a 
very  curious  thing  if  the  Financial  Secretary  were  to  put  down  only 
the  actual  cost  of  the  article  paid.  Government  accounts  are  maintain¬ 
ed  from  the  point  of  .  view  of  budget  accounts.  As  the  Financial 
Secretary  has  explained,  the  whole  question  is  viewed  from  the  point 
of  view', of  budgetary  requircr.qents  and' budgetary  necessity,  In  other 
words  he  will  be  a  foolish  Financial  Secretary  if  he  would  have  shown 
m  the  accounts  money  which  has  not  been  actually  realised  for  the 
year  ending  30th  or  6lst  of  Karkatagom.  On  the  other  hand  commer¬ 
cial  accounting  is  maintained  in  such  a  way  that  we  can  know  the  profit 
and,  loss  for  a  given  year. 

MR-  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI-  Sir,  I  support  the  out  motion.  We 
have,  attached  to  the 'Administration  Be  port  of  the  Transport  Depart¬ 
ment  for  the  year  1116,  two  samples  of  the  Transport  Department’s  . 
commercial  accounting.  I  say  that  these  are  only  samples  because 
they  serve  no  other  purpdee.  •  The  Financial -Secretary  says  that  both 
liabilities  and  assets  have  to  be  taken  into,  consideration.  There  will 
also  be  value  of  stocks  to  be  taken  into  considers!1  ion-.  But  here,  there 
is  something  omitted.  In  the  year  1115  there  is  a  -  not  gain.  That  is 
not  carried  over  to  ihe'  next  year  as  is  ordinarily  done  in-  commercial 
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accounting.  Again  whatever  may  he  said  in  favour  of .  commercial 
accounting  so  far  as  Tiuvaneore  budgeting  is  concerned,  the  depart¬ 
ment  or  ■  the  Government  does  not  recognise  two  systems  ef  account¬ 
ing.  d,Ve  know  Sir,  that  this  departmental  accounting  came  into  exis¬ 
tence  only  after  the  Audit  and  Appropriation  Accounts  for  the  year 
111(5  were  printed.^ 

IIR.  KOTTALiL  P.  ABRAHAM:  May  I  know' whether  the  figures 
given  in  the  Administration  Kcpurt  tire  in  the  commercial  method  of 
accounting  or  in  the  Government  method  of  accounting '{  , 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI ;  If  Urn  Administration  Heparin  were 
supplied  to  us  sufficiently  early  we  could  have  known  it. 

Now  there  is  petrol  rationing  in  force.  There  is  also  shortage 
in  the  supply  of  tyres.  The  Head  of  the  Administration  said  that 
tyres  have  been  stored  for  the  next  six  months.  But  after  that  we  do 
not  know  what  will  happen.  On  page  12  of  the  Financial  Secretary's 
speech  it  is  ».  a>tod  :  -

also  because  it  is  .proposed  to  stop  the  Express  (Service  running  between 
Trivandrum  and  Nageronil,  and  Tman.iium  and  liotfcuyuni.  If  t,hisd>a 
so  I  do  not.  know  how  we  will  have,  an  increased  income. 

Tolls. for  the  year  to  he  paid  by  the- d opart n  out.  is  estimated  at 
Bs.  1,10,000.  Last  year  it  was  Its.  1,25,000.  That  means  that  there 
will  be  a  smaller  nqmher  of  vehicles  plying.  That  will  also  contri¬ 
bute  lo  the  decrease  in.,  the  revenue  of  Hie  denar'  numb.  The  com¬ 
mercial  accounting  system  was  uppaycntly  brought  into  existence  as 
a  result  of  the  hue  and  cry  for  the  past  3  oi;  4.  years  over  the  working 
.  of  the'  department  and  to  make  it  show  that-  the  department  is  miming 
with  a  profit.  This  re  only  an  attempt  to  confuse  the  public. 

There  is  auotSer  reason  for  the  loss  in  the  department.  As  far  as 
I  can  see.  it  is  due  to  the  fact  that,  when  the  Olnef  Justice  of  the  State 
is  -  gutting  Us.  1,200.  the  Chief  tWauu-y  .  is  gutniug  1L.  .1,200. 

_  thq  .'.Pro- Vice  Chancellor  gets  only  Es,  1,200,  while  the  Director  of 
-Transport  who  is  in  charge  of  97  buses  on  a  socriou  of  the  main  roads 
of  the  State  is  drawing  Es,  1,350. 

PRESIDENT  :  8o  the  Es,  150  makes  the  difference  between  the 
profit  and  loss' V  -  •  .  . 

.  MR,  M.  R,  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  No  Sir. 

There  is  another'  item  of  its.  8,288  provided  in  the  Budget  as 
arrears  of  house  rent  allowance.  Who  is  to  get  this  allowance  or  haw 
■  the  arrears  have  >  accrued,  is  not  fenown.  The  chief  reason  for  the 
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lesser  income  from  the  department  is  that  the  administration  is  top- 
heavy,  That  must  be  stopped.  The  loss  js  not  for  the  department 
alone.  If  there  is  a  lots,  money  from  the  general  revenue  .will  have  to 
be  diverted  to  the  Transport  Department  and  we  have  very  little  money 
for  such  diversion.  I  mention  these  things  because'  the  Financial 
Secretary  says  in  his  Bridget  speech  that  “as  the  department  has  become 
self-supporting  it  is  proposed  to  make  it  permanent  from  1-1-1118.” 
It  has  never  been  seli-aupporting  and  is  never  going. to  be  self-support¬ 
ing,  if  this  is  the  rate  of  salary  that  is  proposed  so  bo  given  to  the 
supervising  staff  of  the  department, 

Mr.  PUUYOOR  T.  P.-  VELAYUDHAN  PILLA1 .  May  !  know  wherefrom 
the  member  got  the  information  that  the  'department  has  never  been 
self-supporting  '! 

PRESIDENT  :  According  to  his  version  of  the  accounting  system, 
the  department  is  running  at  a  lost.  He  is  perfectly  justified  in  say¬ 
ing  so,  . 

MR.  M,  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ;  [  can  only  think  that  the  depart¬ 

ment  is  running  at  a  loss  and  if,  not  sell-supporting.

PRESIDENT  :  ’  Every  honourable  member  is  at  liberty  to  express 
his  views  about  the  working  of  any_  department  freely  and  fearlessly 
and  the  members  in  charge  of  these-  departments  ought  to  be  prepared 
to  face  these  criticisms  and  answer  them.  If  the  honourable  members 
think  that  the  depart  ment  is  working  at  a  loss  while  it  is  shown  in  the 
accounts  as  working  at  a  profit,  they  are  bound  to  bring  that  fact  to  the 
notice  of  the  House.  If  Mr.  Joseph  Kunju  feels  that  the  dustless  road 
from  Trivandrum  to  Nagercoil  is  regarded  as  an  achievement-  of  the 
Transport  Department  whereas  it  is  not  so,  he  is  prefeetly  at  liberty  to 
do  so.

The  whole  difficulty 
arises  fro  u  the  fact  than  certain  sentences -have  their  place  in  the 
Financial  Secretary’s  speech  which  ought  not  to  be  there.  The  con¬ 
sequence 'of  this  is  that  the  purport  of  the  statements  is  understood  in  a 
wrong  manner  and  it  has  given  a  fillip  to  the  criticisms,  from  the  non¬ 
official  members,  Sir,  I  request  your  permission  to  read  those  sentences 
to  which  I  have  referred.  I  am  raiding  from  pages  12  and  18  of  the 
Financial  Secretary's  speech. 

“The  department  has  been  only  temporary  since  its  organisation  in  I  US. 
The  working  of  tin,  department  as  seen  from,  the  Government  acoouuts 
has  resulted  in  a  net  long  in  all  the  past  years  except  during  1118.  the  year 
uf  iti  ooimnenooiuent. '  The  accounts  maintained  by  the  department  hate 
lewtyar  shown  net  profits  (luring  all  these  yours  " 

Sir,  I  emphasise  the  word  “  however,  ”  Then  again, 

“  The  difference  is  tine  to  the  fact  that  the  Government  aueounts  are  kept  on  a 
Onsh  basis  while  the  departmental  accounts  arc  kept  on  a  oummeroial  baaia. 
Even  according  to  the  Government  nenmnts  the  profits  np  to  the  end  of 
the  ourrent  year  excluding  interest -Charges  are  oxjiooted  to  stand  at  Hs.  3’H 
lakhs  whioh  may  be  considered  Hiifiioitmt  to  never  a  reasonable  rats  of  in¬ 
terest...,. . " 

I  cannot  understand  all  this.  Firstly,  it  ik  stated  that  the  prafit^are' 
excluding  interest.  The  next  line  sayB  that  the  interest  is  also  cal¬ 
culated.  To  proceed  further, 

o. on  the  Government  investment  of  its  1071  lakhs  in  the  scheme  a& 
at  the  end  of  Ul<5.  As  the  Ih-paitn'eut  has  tii us  become  self-supporting

.  I  really  sympathise  with  the  Financial  Secretary.  I  am  very 
sorry  that  such  loose  expressions  in  his  speech  have  created  all  these 
confusions,  rfir,  in  the  light  of  these  sentences,  we  are  in  a  difficulty 
to  understand  the  real  situation  and  so  wo  look  to  Government  for  a 
proper  explanation. 

Mr.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  Bir,  I  had  occasion  to  refer  to  the  anoma¬ 
lies  caused  by,  keeping  two  different  systems  of  account,  in  my  budget 
speech.  The  accounts  are,  to  say  the  least,  misleading.  While 
Mr.  Baiter  maintains  strongly  that  the  department  has  been  running  at 
a  profit  the  .Financial  Secretary  representing  the  Government  says  that 
it  has  been  running  at  a  loss  except  for  the  year  of  its  commencement. 
It  would  be  seen  by  a  comparison  of  the,  various  headings  of  receipts 
that  the  figures  given  in  the  depart  mental  report  and  the  administra¬ 
tion  report  are  different.  I  d«j  not  understand  why  the  receipts  from 
passenger  fares  for  the  year  1I1U  should  Ikc  higher  than  that  given 
in  the  administration  report  by  Government,  According  to  Mr.  Halter 
the  receipts  under  passenger  fares  for  the  year  1110  was  Rs.  12, 51, -270, 
12  ohs.  But  according  to  the  administration  report  of  t  Sovernmont 
receipts  under  this  item  during  Hid  is  Ks.  12, 19,090.  Those  varia¬ 
tions  can  be  seen  under  the  various  other  headings  such  as  passage  of 
luggage,  transput  dt  goods  by  lorries,  etc.  These  are  receipts  received 
for  the  period  prior  to  the  Sdnd  Xarkatagom  111(5.  I;  still  remains 
incomprehensible  how  there  can  be  diversity  in  these  two  figures  even 
though  the  system  of  accounts  are  kept  different.  With  those  words  I 
.  Bupport  the  motion. 

MR.'S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  :  tor,  1  wish  to  make  a'iVw 
observations  bearing  on  the  discussion  going  on.  I  cannot  really  under¬ 
stand  why  the,  maintenance  of  two  accounts,  one  by  tlm  department 
and  the  other  by  the  Government  should  lead  to  misconceptions  and 
confusion.  These  two  accounts  are  meant  to  sme  two  different  pur¬ 
poses,  and  this  distinction  should  be  borne  in  mind.  I  think  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  accounts  are  maintained,  for  the  purpose  of  showing  net 
receipts  from  the  department.  The  department  keeps  accounts  on  the 
commercial  system. 

Mr,  M„  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  May  I  know  whether  the  results 
will  be,  the  same  if  the  commercial  accounts  are  kept  by  the  depart¬ 
ment  in  the  proper  form  ? 

MB.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  :  I  am  explaining  the  nature  of 
the  two  systems  of  account.  .The  Government  accounts  arc  kept  for 
showing  the  net  returns  from  the  department.  As'  a  matter  of  fact, 
the  figures  given  in. the  budget  are  self-explanatory.  Take  for  example 
the  item  of  expenditure  for  the  purchase  of  Spare  parts  shown  in  the 
budget,  for  the.  year  1116.  It  will  show  that  spare  parts  were  pur¬ 
chased  to  the  tune  of  Its,  1,1a-, (500,  As  a>  mStter  of  fac,  a  .considerable 
portion  of,  .the  spare  parts  mast '  have  been  ,  carried  over  to  the  next 
year’s  accounts,  which  under  a  commercial  system  of  accounts  would 
swell  up  the  profits  of  the  previous  year.  Government  accounts  show 
the  net  receipts  only  regardless  pi  expenditure  under  capital'  coat  or 
maintenanoe-cost.  The  two  systems. must  naturally  show  a  difference, 
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There  is  no  question  of  reconciliatien  between  the  one  system  and  the 
other.  The  only  thing  that  we  have  to  see  is  whether  the  accounts 
maintained  by  the  department  are  correct.  That  can  be  done  only  by 
auditing.  If  you  want  to  assess  real  profits  you  must  look  into  the 
commercial  accounts  maintained  by  the  department.  Those  who  are 
familiar  with  the  commercial  system  of  accounting  will  understand  the 
difference  between  these  two  systems  of  accounts. 

IWR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  whether  the  honourable 
member  is  deprecating  the  Financial'  Secretary  for  an  attempt  at  con¬ 
ciliation  of  these  two  accounts  ? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  :  I  have  nothing  more  to  say  on 
the  subject.

MR.  E.  SUBRAMANYA  AIY.AR  (Nominated,) :  .  Sir,  I  am  also  support¬ 
ing  the  motion.  The  reason  for  my  supporting  it  is  this.  It  is  not  so 
much  of  our  concern  whether  the  .department  runs  at  a  loss,  or  at.'  a 
profit.  If  it  runs'afc  a  loss,  by  efficient  .administration  it  can  be  made 
to 'yield  good' returns. .  But  in  spite"  of  what  we  do  if  the  department  is 
again  found  to  be  working  at  .  a  loss,  if  it  is  for  us  to  remedy  it  by 
drastic  measures.  The  Financial  Secretary  has  .stated  that  the  depart, 
menfc  is  working  at  loss  The  Head,  ot  the  Department  states  that  it  is 
working  at  a  profit.  -If  so  what-.shoulcL  the  public  understand  ?  What 
I  say  is,  let  the  public  be  enlightened  on  the  true  state  of  affairs.  No 
doubt  some  explanation  has  been  given  and  it  is  a  technical  explana¬ 
tion.  It  is  easily  said  that  the  department  maintains  an  account  on  a 
commercial  basis  and  the  Government  on  the  .cash  basis.  Let  us  Bee 
what  are  the  gross  receipts  according  to  Government’s  account  and  . 
the  gross  receipts  according, to  the  department’s  account. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member,  may  take,  a  simple  case.,.. 
Take  the  Clay  Befining  Factory:  Suppose  that  factory  would  /fetch’  . 
100  or  200  lakhs  of  .  rupees  if  sold  to  somebody.  _  This  represent^ 
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[President.] 

the  capital  value  of  the  factory.  We  put  this  value  on  one  side  of  the 
ledger.  The  prides  of  other  items  such  as  vehicles,  machinery  etc,,  are 
put  on  another  side  of  the  ledger,  Can  you  say  after  depreciating  20 
per  cent,  each  of  the  purchase  price  of  the  transport  buses  which  would 
come  to  the  lowest  minimum  after  a  certain  number  of  years,  that  the 
Transport  Department  is  working  practically  at  a  clean  profit  ?  These 
are  aspects  which  must  be  considered.  It  is  not  possible  to  reconcile 
the  two  systems  of  accounts. 

Mr.  E.  SUBRAMANYA  AIYAR  :  Sir,  I  was  only  explaining  that  there 
may  be  difference  between  the  gross  receipts  shown  by  the  two  systems 
of  accounts.  But  I  am  speaking  of  the  receipts  on  the  revenue  side 
and  not  on  the  capital  side  i.  e,,  receipts  so  far  as  the  passenger  fares 
etc.  are -concerned.  If  there  is  any  difference  between  the  reoeipts 
shown  by  the  department  and  the  Government  then  it  is  for  us  to 
examine  it.  Then,  if  there  is  some  stock, remaining,  say,  oil,  it  will  be 
shown  as  profit  on  the  commercial  side.  Similarly  in  the  case  of  spare 
parts.  If  a  lakh  of  rupees  is  spent,  it  is  certainly  capital  expenditure 
and  therefore  only  the  depreciation  value  is  shown.  Whatever  that 
may  be  let  us  have  a  clear  idea  of  it,  so  that  the  public  may  know  that ' 
the  department  is  working  at  a  profit.  I  submit  that  it  is  a  vital  neces¬ 
sity  that  the  department  will  have  to  be  continued.  If  it  is  working 
at  a  loss  attention  should  be  devoted  to  minimise  expenses.  Whether 
it  be  on  a  commercial  basis  or  on  the  Government  basis,  let  us  know 
the  accounts  so  that  the  public  can  judge  whether  it  is  working  at  a 
profit  or  loss. 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  May  I  know  from  the  member  what 
is  his  opinion  with  regard  to  the  high  salaries  paid  in  the  department  i1 

MR.  E.  SUBRAMANYA  AIYAR :  The  working  of  the  department  must 
be  with  the  minimum  of  expenditure  necessary  without  impairing  its 
efficiency. 

Mr.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  Sir,  I  have  to  oppose  the  motion  because 
I  cannot  appreciate  it.  It  is  for  discussing  the  misleading  nature  of 
the  different  systems  of  maintainirig  accounts.  It  cannot  be  denied  that 
there  are  different  systems  of  account.  There  is  what  is  known  as 
single  entry  and  double  entry  accounts.  Bor  a  particular  profession 
accounts  have  to  be  kept  in  a  particular  way.  The  question  is  who  is 
misled1  by  the  accounts  in  the  existing  form.  Is  it  a  person  who  knows  ’ 
the  different  systems.of  accounts  ?  If  one  who  does  not  know  the 
different  systems  of  accounts  is  misled,  then  he  has  to  bemourn  his 
fate.  On  the  other  hand,  is  there  any  thing  to  mislead  one  who  knows 
the  different  systems  of  accounts  ?  '  Regarding  that  point  I  was  not 
enlightened  by  any  of  my  honourable  friends  who  spoke  on  the  motion. 

I  would  for  my  part,  maintain  a  difference  between  “profit  account’’ 
and  "cash  account.”  What  may  be  known  as  ‘profit  account’  need  not 
tally  with  'eash  account.’  What  is  necessary  in  the  accounts  of  a  com¬ 
mercial  department  may  not  be  necessary  in  the  accounts  of  a  Bank  or 
one  who  simply  lends  money.  We  have  got  different  books  in  the 
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branch  of  accounts,  there  is  cash  book,  day  book,  journal,  etc.  The 
balance  in  cash  book  may  not  tally  with  the  day  book  or  journal  in 
which  there  may  be  some  more  entries.  So  long  as  it  is  recognised 
that  the  Transport  Department  is  a  commercial  department,  I.  think 
it  is  essential  to  maintain  different  systems  of  accounts  as  at  present, 
one  according  to  the  commercial  department  and  the  other  according 
to  the  account  department  of  Government  who  are  concerned  with  the 
money  advanced  to  and  received  back  from  the  department. 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  Is  the  honourable  member  aware  of 
any  Government  with  the  two  systems  of  account  ? 

Mr.  C.  JEBAMQNY  NADAR  :  I  do  not  think  the  member  is  right. 
Here  Government  are  having  only  one  system  of  account. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  would  request  the  honourable  member  who  inter?., 
rupted  to  study  the  accounts  of  the  Mysore  and  the  Kashmir  Gov¬ 
ernments. 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  On  a  word  of  personal  explanation, 
Sir.  I  only  referred  to  accounts'  of  the  Government  and  not  of  the 
Transport  Department.. 

PRESIDENT :  Generally  speaking,  when  the  Hydro  Electric 

Scheme  was  initiated  in  Mysore,  there  were  doubts  as  to  its  profitable 
character.  Thai-fore  the  order  was  given  to  Captain  Milner  that  the 
accounts  should  be  kept  both  on  the  governmental  and  commercial 
basis.  This  was  done  for  a  number  of. years.  Afterwards  when  profit 
became  ascertainable  the  system  was  changed,

Now  the  essential  question'is  whether  there  is,  as  a  matter  of 
fact  any  discrepancy  between  the' cash  balance  as  it  stands  in  the 
accounts  of  the  Government  and  the  Transport  Department.  If  there  is 
any  discrepancy  certainly  any  one  could  be  misled.  I  do  not  think  that 
there  is  any  such  discrepancy  or  difference  between  the  cash  balance 
according  to  the  Government  accounts  and  the  Transport  Department’s 
accounts.  ■ 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI ;  J  want  to  put  a  question.  Suppose, 
for  example,  certain' spare  parts  are  purchased.  Is  that  expenditure  to 
b®  brought  under  capitai  expenditure  or  forking  expenses  ? 
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MR.  C.  JEBAMQNY  NADAR:  The  question  is  now  between  Govern¬ 
ment  accounts  and  commercial  accounts.  To  answer  tha  honourable 
member’s  question  one  must  be  told  all' the  different  heads  under  which 
accounts  are  entered  by  the  department.  It  must  be  done  according 
to  the  sysiem  followed  by  the  department. 

My  point  is  that  so  long  as  it  is  shown  that  there  is  no  mistake 
in  caBh  balance  and  that  there  is  no  difference  between  the  cash 
accounts  according  to  the  Government  and  the  Transport  Department, 
I  should  think  that  there  i.s  no  point  in  this  motion  and  so  I  oppose  it. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  To  my  mind,  Sir,  the  whole  quarrel 
between  the  Financial  Secretary  and  tho  Director  of  Transport  seoius 
to  centre  round  one  simple  question.  It  has  boon  said  that  spare  parts 
worth  lakhs  of  rupees  were  purchased  in' a  year.  Tho  question  has 
been  raised  as  to  which  head  the  expenditure  to  purchase  the  spare 
parts  should  be  taken.  The  financial  Secretary  says  that  he  has  given 
to  the  Director  one  lakh  of  rupees  and  therefore  his  business  is  over 
when  he  has  debited  it  as  expenditure,  Mr.  Salter  says'  that  he.  will 
take  ten  years  to  utilise  all  the  spare  parts  aud  therefore  ho  will  con¬ 
sider  it  to  have  spent  only  one  tenth  of  it  and  the  remaining  Us.  20,000 
still  remaining  with  him  as  stock.  This  will  make  a  difference  in  the 
balance  sheet  in  his-' accounts.  According  to  the  Financial  Secretary 
there  is  a  total  expenditure  of  one  lakh  of  rupees  whether  there  is  or 
not  non-expenditnre  in  the  form  of  stock.  According  to  Mr.  Salter  there 
is  only  a  ten  per 'cent,  expenditure.  That  .is  the  difference  between 
Government  keeping  accounts  on  cash. basis  and  the  Transport  Depart- 
ment'koeping  accounts  on  commercial  basis. 

Mr,  K",  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  Will  there  not be  difference  30  far  as  the 
net  revenue  is  concerned  ? 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAi  /  There' will  be*  no  difference  in  the 
revenue  side. -  -Whatever- -is  given- -by  -Mr.  Salter  as  gross  -ijocefyts  is 
revenue.  After  all,;  Mr.  Salter’s  accounting  is  simple.  Even  the  cereal 
. merchants’ ih  Chalai  Bazaar  will  be  able  to  answer  this  simple!  question 
arid  solve  the  difficulties  oi  the  honourable  members. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  should  nat  maffe  that  com¬ 
parison  between  honourable  members  of  this  Housa  and  others. 

Mb.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAi :  All  that  I  meant  was  that  it  is  a  sim¬ 
ple  question.  -  Honourable  members  need  not.  be  .  frightened  by  tho 
terrifying  phrases  ‘‘commercial  basis”  and  “eash  basis”,  .  Mr,  Salter 
will  stoutly,  maintain  and  rightly  -too.  that  only  IQ  pec  cent  .of  the  ex¬ 
penditure  of  one  lakh  for  spire  parts  should,  be  treated  as.  expenditure 
for  the -year  and  not  the  whole  amount,  as  ho  has  still  the  amount 
wnh  him' in  the  form  of  stock. 

Mr.  M.  R,  NARAYAltIA  PILLAI :  May  I  know  from  tho  member 
whether  ha^ecommonds  the  removal  of  the  words  “dommeroial  system” 
m  the  acoounts  so  ihat  confusion  Will  be  avoided  i 

Mr,  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  taw  not  at  all  confounded. 
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PRESIDENT  :  Order,  Order.  On  the'  misleading  nature  of  the 
different  systems  of  accounts  the  House  has  spent  one  hour  and  ten 
minutes- 

■  Mr,  M.  SIVATHANU'  PILLAi :  If  tho  Chair  objects  to  the  words  . 
‘cereal  merchants’,  I  will  say  that  ordinary  merchants  dealing  in  * 
small  scale  business  will  be  able  to' grasp  the  position  here. 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  May  I  know  whether  he  has  got  the 
particular,  idea  from  those  particular  set  of  accounts  ? 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI:  Yes.  Sir,  They  are  all  Tamilians; 
and  I  am  proud  to  say  that  Tamilians  arc  notorious  for  keeping  correct 
accounts. 

PRESIDENT :  I  think  honourable  member  means  “famous"  and 
not  “notorious’’.  , 

MR.  ,M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  It,  is  only  so  from  the  point  of  view  of 
non-Tamilians.  Sol  would  appeal  to  the  members  to  take  it.  that 
in  this  sense  the  difference  between. Mr  Salter  and  the. Financial, Secre¬ 
tary  is  inevitable. 

SAPASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI;  May  I  ask  one  question? 
Referring  to  the  Administration  Report  of  the  Transport  Department 
it  is  stated  that  the  working  of  the  department  has  resulted  in  a  net 
loss.  Profit  includes  what  is  left,  after  meeting  all  the  working  ex¬ 
penses  and  interest  on  capital  expenditure.  The  opposite  is  loss. 
Does  the  member  agree  to  that  ?  . 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  Cert, ainlv  yes. 

SADASYATILAK  A  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAi :  ~  Then' my 'further  question  is, 
if  excluding  the  interest  charges  profits  are  expected,  cannot  that  be 
considered  as  covering  interest  charges  also?  "  ' 

■  Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  Therefore,  -I  wish  to  submit  that  the 
honourable  members  will  understand  the  difference  in  the  system  of 
keeping  accounts  by  .government  i.  -  e.,'by  the  Financial  Secretary 
on  one  side  and  that  maintained  in  ‘'commercial  account”  by  Mr.  Salter 
on  fche  other.  We  should  treat  the  expenditure  met  on  behalf  of  pur¬ 
chase  of  spare  parts  as  expenses  for  the  year  and  as  it  is  done  by  Gov¬ 
ernment  and  only  tha*  amount  on  account  of  those  spare  parts  utilised 
for  the  year  as  expenditure  for  the  year  by  t-hc  Transport  Department. 

Mr.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN;  May  I  ask  the  honourable  member,  how 
many  times  he  has  repeated  the  same  idea  ?  -  :  ■  ... 

Mr.  M,  SIVATHANU  PILLAI:  1  wonder  whether  the  honourable 
member  has  caught  "ihy  point;  bx  spite  of  it.  '  “  “ 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  will  please  finish  his 
remarks.  .-u.i 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  h -In  my  opinion  there  is  no  harm  done 
in  allowing.  Government  to  keep :  then-  accounts  in  Government 
separately  because  it  is  unassailable  and  to  allow  Mr.  Salter  tokeep’his 

commercial  system  of  jwQpnn.ts  :  separately-.  If  people. -will  hQtdtmdei:- 
staad  iti'I  for  one  would  take  it  that  there  has  been  no  real  endeavour 
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on  the  part  of  tho  public  to  understand  the  financial  commitments  of 
the  department.  If  persons  deliberately  want  to  mislead  the  working 
of  the  department,  all  that  I  have  to  say  is  not  to  be  led  by  them. 
The  department  is  working  on  a  well  established  systom  of  accounting. 

Mb.  E.  G-  SALTER:  Sir,  I  am  grateful  to  my  honourable  friend 
Mr.  T.  P.  Velayudhan  Piilai  in  having  initiated  this  debate.  I  entirely 
agree  with  him  in  my  personal  capacity  but  my  position  is  anomalous 
as  a  representative  ■  of  Government.  However,  from  the  remarks  of 
the  honourable  members  of  this  House  who  have  Bpoken,  two  things 
are  obvious.  One  is  that  thero  have  been  misgivings  and  misunder¬ 
standings  throughout  the  State  in  respect  of  the  financial  stability  of 
this  department.  Secondly,  tho  honourable  members  appear  to  under¬ 
stand  and  appreciate  the  situation,  as  every  item  that  was  the  subject 
matter  of  discussion  has  been  mmlained  by  tho  honourable  members 
themselves,  perhaps  with  the  unfortunate  exception  of  my  honourable 
friend  Mr.  M.  E.  Narayana  Piilai  who  seams  determined  to  regard  the 
whole  question  with  suspicion.  1  would  answer  one  question  of 
Mr.  Narayana  Piilai,  He  referred  to  the  fact  that  a  sum  of  Es.  8,000 
and  odd  was  debited  in  this  year’s  figures  for  house  rent  allowances' 
Whether  it  is  due  to  Government  or  to  tho  Chief  Engineer,  or  any¬ 
body  else,  for  reasons  which  I  do  not  mysolf  know,  the  Financial 
Secretary  has  not  previously  debited  this  item  ever  since  the  depart¬ 
ment  has  been  formed  or  since  my  arrival  in  India-  Is  it  fair,  is  it 
reasonable  that  tho  whole  amount  is.  to  be  debited  against  this  year  t 
An  answer  to  that  question  will  be  the  answer  to  the  whole  lot  of, ques¬ 
tions  dealing  with  the  difference  between  Government  and  commercial 
accounting.  I  think  it  wa»  in  the  year  1115,,  the  entire  leave  and. 
pension  contributions  for  all  pensionable  staff  of  the  department  were 
debited  in  that  year.  It  ij  transactions  such  as  this  which  have  caused 
'  such  disparities  between  the  two  methods  of  accounting. 

M*.  M.  R,  NARAYANAPILLAI ;  May  I  know  whether  the  commercial 
accounts  maintained  by  the  department  were  ever  published  any  day 
before  1117  t  • 

Mr.  E«  G.  SALTER  :  No  Sir.  But  I  have  been  endeavouring  to 
.  impress  upon  Government  this  aspect.1 
PRESIDENT:  Order,  order. 

MR.  E.  6.  SALTER  :  I  am  speaking  in  my  personal  capacity. 

.  -PRESIDENT:  No.  The  honourable  member  cannot  speak  in  that 
capacity. 

Mr.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  Sir,  I  beg  your  pardon, 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PlLLAI :  May  I  know  whether  the  depart* 
meat  is  not  running  at  a  loss  ? 

. MR.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  :...The  department  has  never  run  at  a. loss. 
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PRESIDENT  :  I  may  say  at  once  to,  dispel  the  misgivings  on  the 
subject  that  from  the  time  the  department  was  started,  it  has  been 
running  at  a  profit.  The  so-called  loss  arises  from  the  circumstance ' 
that  there  are  certain  debits  and  absence  of  credits  from  the  account 
point  of  view  which  will  come  into  commercial  accounts.  One  pro¬ 
cedure  is  essential  from  the  budgetary  point  of  view  and  the  other  from 
the  commercial  point  of  view.  -If  one  were  asked  whether  this  depart¬ 
ment  is  run  at  a  profit  or  not,  the  answer  should  be  that  it  is  run  at  a 
profit.  I  may  say  that  the  department  has  actually  made  a  profit  of 
about  Es,  15  to  16  lakhs  and  the  total  amount  spent  on  the  department 
is  about  Es.  12  to  13  lakhs.  So  the  net  result  after  all  these  five  years 
is  a  gain  of  about  Es.  3  to  4  lakhs. 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  In  that  case,  how  are  we  to  account 
for  the  Financial  Secretary’s  statement,  viz.,  that  the  working  of  the 
department  as  seen  from  the  Government  accounts  has- resulted  in  a 
•net  loss  in  all  the  past  years.....,— 

PRESIDENT  :  The  Financial  Secretary  is  perfectly  right  in  having 
said  so  from  his  point  of  view.  For  instance,  there  is  the  P.  W.  D, 
Workshops.  If  one.  were  to  ask  whether  that  institution  works  at  a 
profit  or  loss,  the  Financial  Secretary’s  reply  will  be  that  it  is  definitely 
working  at  a  loss  from  the  Government  point  of  view  but  that  would 
uotibe  correct  from  the  point  of  view  of  ordinary  business  transactions. 
The  work  of  a  budget,  the  preparation  of  a  budget,  the  under¬ 
standing  of  a  budget,  are  all  for  experts.. 

AH  that  can  be  said  about  the  accounts  in  the  Transport  Depart¬ 
ment  is  this.  I  think  it  was  at  my  suggestion  that  this  system  of  com- 
•  mercial  accounts  was  introduced  in  this  department.  The  results  were 
also  published.  It  was  said  that  the  department  is  being  run  at  a  loss. 
Some  people  wanted  to  make  it  appear  that  it  did  not  and  could  not 
work  at  a  profit.  Sonbe  persons  in  order  to  make  it  perfectly  clear 
that  their  predictions  have  .proved  correct,  wanted  to  make  it  appear 
that  the  department  has  failed.  Therefore,  it  was  decided  that  honour¬ 
able  membefs  of,  this  House  should  be  shown  both  the  figures,  I  mean 
the  figures  worked  by  the  department  as  well  as  Government,  so  that 
thpy  can  judge  for  themselves  the  true  state  of  affairs.  Even  though 
the  department  was  working  at  a  loss  according  to  one  system,  of  ac¬ 
counting,  we  are  not  going  to  change  the  system  of  Government 
accounts  for  the  sake  of  a  particular  department.  I  can  well  under¬ 
stand  a  proposition  like  the  following  i viz,,  “Let  Mr.  Salter  run  this 
department  by  himself  just  like  the  Rubber  Factory”.  In  the  case  of 
the  Rubber  Factory,  we  have  invested  about  Es.  5  lakhs.  It  is  being 
run, by  an  organisation  at  its  discretion  aud  that  concern  has  to  pay 
certain  commissions  and  enter  into  certain  commercial  transactions. 
All  this  does  not  com^  to  the  . knowledge  of  the  Government.  This 
year  there  is  a  profit  of  Es.  5  lakhs  for  the  Rubber  Factory.  We  are 
not  concerned  with  anything  more  there,  excepting  the  fact  that  we 
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had  paid  a  certain  amount  of  money  and  are  getting  a  certain  divideud 
or  profit.  But  eso  long  as  an  institution  is  run  by  Government  as  a 
Government  institution,  then  Government  will  have  to  maintain  a 
system  of  .accounts  by  themselves  as  distinct  from  the  commercial  ac¬ 
counts  kept  by  the  department.  That  is  the  sole  point  now.  But  in 
order  that  there  may  bo  no  confusion  on  that  matter,  I  have  also 
suggested  to  Mr.  Salter  and  to  the  Financial  Secretary  that  there  will 
be  a  parallel  system  of  accounts  on  commercial  basis  as  if  Mr.  Salter 
was  the  owner  of  this  Transport  Department,  as  if  he  ran  it  himself,  as 
if.he  was  accounting  to  us  as  our  partner  or  agent  foiMthe  purposo  of 
knowing  whether  the  concern  is  run  either  at  a  profit  or  loss  on  the  . 
normal  commercial  basis.  On  that  basis,,  a  commercial  system  of  ac¬ 
count  is  being  maintained  by  this  department,  tinder  no  system  of 
accounting  could  both  the  systems  be  assimilated.  It  is  for  the  public 
to  make  up  their  minds  if  there  is  any  mistake.  Many  or  the  figures 
are  and  must  be  common  to  both  systems.  It  is  .only  the  treatment 
of  depreciation,  stocks,  interest,  tin?  giving  of  credit,  the  actual  realisa¬ 
tions,  etc  ,  that  make  a  difference  in  the  net  result.  It  is  nobody’s 
case  tbat  Mr.  Salter  does  not  send  up  all  the  money  he  gets  by  way  of 
passenger  fores.  Unless  ah  amount  is' actually  realised  the  Finance. 
Secretary  will  never  include  the  figure-  From  Mr.  Salter’s  point  of 
view,  he  would  say  that  what  he  has  earned  is  what  maidens.  On  that 
score  he  would  declare  his  profit.  Every  company  declares  a  profit  on 
what  it  says  it  earned.  One  has  to  rely  on  that  entirely.  No  bank 
could  live  for  two  days  if  it  exhibits  accounts  like  a  Government. 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  P1LLAI ;  Sir,  let  there  be  no  misunderstand¬ 
ing  in  th&  matter.  I  am  not  in  the  least  responsible  for  that  state  of 
affairs.  There  will  be  no  misunderstanding  of  the  Budget  Speech  of 
the  Financial  Secretary  and  his  system  of  accounting  and  that  of  the  ac¬ 
counts  kept  by  the  Director  of  Transport,  provided  what  is  stated  by  the 
honourable  member  the  Financial  Secretary  is  explained  to  the. satisf¬ 
action  of  the  members  of  this  House. 

'.  PRESIDENT:  I  darelsay  the  Financial  Secretary  will  furtheriexplajn 
the  matter,  Now'Mr.  Salter  can  proceed  with  his  remarks. 

Mr.  E,  G. -SALTER  ;  Sit,  from  the  detailed  explanation  which  you 
have  so  kindly  given  to  the  honourable  members  on  this  matter  I  think 
there  is  very  little  left  for  mo  to  say.  In  order  to  remove  misunderstand¬ 
ings  Government  have  decided  to  have  in  future  a  simultaneous,  publi- 
cati-on  of  both 'sots  of  accounts — commercial  as  well  as  Government 
accounts.  Having  regard  for  this  explanation,  I  would  request  the 
mover  of- the  cut  motion  to  withdraw  it'. 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  Sir,  may  I  know  what  the  Financial 
Secretary  has  to  say  in  the  matter  ? 

,MR.  A.  LAKSHMfNARAYANA  AYYAR  :  Sir,  let  ui  assume  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  be, the  capitalist  who  has  invested  Bs.  10  lakhs  in  the  Trans¬ 
port  concern.  For  the  first  3  years  they  expected  a  return  of  4  per 
cent.  On  that  basis,  they  debited  the  concern  with  the  interest. 
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Therefore  Government  figures  are  seen  somewhat  higher.  Ordinarily 
Government -are  able  to  get  interest  at  the  rata  of  2§  per  cent,  from 
Savings  Bank  accounts.  Because  they  thought  that  they  would  get 
4  per  cent,  interest  from  the  transport  concern,  they  debited  the  con¬ 
cern  with  4  per  cant,  rate  of  interest.  Now,  they  find  that  they  could 
not  get  4  per  cent.  On  account  of  the  debit  there  is  loss..  The 
Government  are  able  to  gee  deposits  at  the  rate  of  2|  per  cent,  and 
actually  the ’realisation  in  this  case  works  to  about.  percent. 
In  1110  the  system  of  accounting  was  changed  in  respect  of  the  Trans¬ 
port  Department  and  consequently  interest  and  working  expenses  were 
shown  separately.  I  shall  give  the  figures  roughly.  During  all 
these  years  interest  charges  to  the  extent  of  about  Its.  It  lakhs  were 
debited  on  a  4  per  cent,  basis.  I  have  excluded  interest  charges  to 
show  what  Government  as  the  capitalist’ realised  from  the  amount  invest¬ 
ed  in  the  concern.  The  actual  interest  realised  is  only  about  S\ per  cent, 
and  thatt  is  the  return  from  that  investment.  Therefore  I  have  said  the 
department  is  seif  supporting.  I  said  “Even  according  to  Government 
accounts”.  I  have  taken -there  a  worse  position  as  the  Transport 
Department  may  have  some  surplus  stores  also.  I  said  a  little  while 
ago  that  in  all  3|  per  rant,  is  being  got  as  interest  instead  of  4  per  cent, 
expected. 

.  IMS.  M.  R, NARAYANA  PILLAI  May  I  know  whether  the  -value  of 
stock  on  hand  has  been  shown  anywhere  in  the.  accounts  ? 

Mr.  A,  LAKSHMINARAYANA  AYYAR  ;  .  It  can  be  shown  only  in  com¬ 
mercial  accounts.  .  .  * 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ■  May  1  know  whether  it  has  been 
shown  at  all  in  the  accounts. 

MR.  A-  LAKSHMINARAYANA  AYYAR  :  .  It  is  shown,  only  in  the  com¬ 
mercial  accounts. 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  Bui  is  it  shown'  anywhere  ? 

MR.  A.  LAKSHMINARAYANA  AYYAR  :  It. is  deducted  from  the  working 
.expenditure.  That  is  a  detail  of  the  working  expenditure.  All  the 
heads  will  not  be  shown  here. 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  May  I  then  take  it  that  the  Finan¬ 
cial  Secretary,  has  not  included  it  in  his  accounts  ? 

Mr,  £,  G.  SALTER;  We  find  it  in  the  departmental  Administration 
Beport.  " 

‘MR.  KOTTALIC  P.  ABRAHAM  :  Can  we  get  a  copy  of  the  commer¬ 
cial  accounts  P 

MR.  A.  LAKSHMINARAYANA  AYYAR  :  Yes.  -  Hora  is  a  :  statement  of 
reconciliation  of  the  figures.  These  are  the  heads  given  by  Mr.  Salt  err 

Actual  expenditure  in  the  accounts  of  the  year.  (This  is  our  figure), 
Add  value  of  the  stock  of  the  previous  year,  .  - 

Add  liabilities  on  account  of  the  value  paid..- for  supplies  made  -or 
services  rendered,  '  Deduct  the  value  of  the  stock-iw-hand  at  the  dose  of 
the  year,  etc. 

He  gives  these  figures.  . 

MR,  M.  R.NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  Does  the  Financial.  Secretary  take 

any  responsibility  for  the  figures  he  is  reading? 

Yol.  No.  8  r  .  .  . '7 
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Mr.  a.  LAKSHMINARAYANA  AYYAR  :  Yes,  we  have  audited  the  acco¬ 
unts. 

PRESIDENT  :  -There  seems  to  he  some  trouble  in  these  matters. 
Does  the  honourable  member  think  that  Mr.  Salter’s  figures  are  evolved 
‘  from  the  air  ?  There  is  an  accountant  in  each  office ;  one  Account’ 
Officer  or  auditor  works  in  the  Transport  department  and  another  works 
in  the  Finance  Department.  Does  the  honourable  member  think  that 
separate  accounts  are  maintained  in  each  office  in  the  mannor  in  which 
each  chooses  ? 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  The  Financial  Secretary  said  that  the 
figures  are  supplied  by  Mr.  Salter.  » 

PRESIDENT  Honourable  members  must  know  that  every  dep¬ 
artment  run  by  Government  is  audited  by  Government.  There  is  a 
definite  continuous  audit  of  the  figures  supplied  by  Mr.  Salter.  The 
figures  are  supplied  by  the  department  of  which  Mr.  Salter  is  the  head, 
The  figures  are  audited  by  the  account  ofiicor  who  is  under  Mr.  A.  Dak- 
shminarayana  Ayyar.  In  addition  there  is  a  .further  audit  conducted 
for  certain  purposes  by  the  Accountant  General. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  •  May  1  know  from  the 
Financial  Secretary  or  from  Mr.  Salter  whether'  hereafter  it  is  the 
idea  to  publish  both  these  forms  of  accounts  together  or  whether  it 
is  possible  to  add  to  them  a  reconciliation  statement  ? 

MR.  A.  LAKSHMINARAYANA  AYYAR  :  Yes,  it  is  proposed  to  be  done.

MR.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  I  mentioned  this  morning  that  the  department 
pays  over  20  per  cent,  of  the  total  revenues  from  this  source;  that  is  to 
sayl  approximately  11/4  lakhs  of  rupees. 

MR.  K0TTAL1L  P.  ABRAHAM  :  May  1  draw  the  attention  of  the 
Director  of  Transport  to  the  remarks  on  page  12  Of  the  Administration 
Beport  published  by  the.  Public  Works  Department,  that  the  decrease  is 
due  to  the  Transport  Department  operating  on  most  of  the  important 
roadg  of  the  State  during  the  year  and  that  there  was  a  lesser  number 
of  vehicles  paying  the  toll-  The  idea  therefore  is  that  payment  of  toll 
by  the  Department  is  mnch  less  than  what  was  realised  by  Govern¬ 
ment. 

MR.  E,  G.  SALTER  :  1  have  no  information  in  regard  to  the  amount 
deceived  by  the  Government  before  the  department  was  in  operation. 
-  AU  I  know  is  that  the  department  is  paying  on  a  mileage  basis  which 
works  out  to  an  amount  equivalent  to  the  amount  which  it  would  have 
i  to  pay  if  daily  toll  was  paid. 

:  MR.  PUL1Y00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  May  I  know  from  the 
Director  of  Transport  whether  there  is  any  cut  in  the  number  of  buses 
in  service  on  different  roads  on  account  of  the  international  situation. 

MR.  E.  G,  SALTER :  There  has  necessarily  been  reduction  in  ser¬ 
vice. 
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UR.  PULIYOQR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  In  the  face  of  the  expla¬ 
nation  offered  by  the  honourable  member,  I  do  not  press  the  motion.

MR,  G.  VELU  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  beg  tc  move  the  motion  to  reduce  the 
allotment  of  Ks.  4000  for  travelling  allowance  by  Re,  1. 

My  object  in  doing  so  is  to  speak  about  the  need  for  greater  and 
more  efficient  supervision  in  the  department.  Sir,  at  the  uutset  I  may 
say  that  I  am  happy  to  note  that  The  Transport  Department  has  with¬ 
stood  and  survived  many  hostile  criticisms  and  pessimistic  forebodings 
both  inside  this  House  and  also  outside.  The  Transport  Department 
is  fast  becoming  one  of  the  most  important  departments  of  Government 
and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Director  to  make  it  as  efficient  as  possible 
especially  as  the  department  is  to  be  made  permanent  from  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  next  year.  Sir,  the  first  thing  that  I  want  to  point  out  is  with 
regard  to  overloading.  You  said  Sir,  the  other  day  that  overloading 
cannot  be  prevented  especially  at  this  time.  I  have  absolutely  no 
complaint  about  it.  But  overcrowding  Sir,  which  I  take  to  be  an  aggra¬ 
vated  form  of  overloading,  can  be  prevented  to  some  extent  Overcrowd¬ 
ing  generally  takes  place  because  of  people  getting  into  the  buses  to  go 
short  distances,  say  1,  2  or  3  miles.  If  the  department  takes  care  to  dis¬ 
courage  people  as  far  as  possi  Me . 

PRESIDENT  : .  Bnt  how  to  discourage  ? 

MR.  G.  VELU  PILLAI  :  By  not  allowing  people  to  go  short  distances 
ofoiie.twoorthreemilesinthebuses. 

Mr.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  May  I  ask  the  honourable  member  if  he  is 
aware  that  the  department  has  introduced  a  3  chuckrams  minimum 
fare  in  an  attempt  to  discourage  people  from  travelling  in  buses  for 
short  distances?  ' 

MR.  G.  VELU  PILLAI :  But  I  say  passengers  should  not  be  allowed 
to  travel  snch  distances. in  buses. 

PRESIDENT  ;  But  how  ?  A  man  buys  a  ticket.  ' 

MR.  G.  VELU  PILLAI  :  Tickets  should  not  bct issued  in  such  eases. 

PRESIDENT:  That  is,  each  person  should  be  asked  where  ho 
goes? 

MR.  G.  VELU  PILLAI :  Yes,  if  it  is' necessary. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ;  Suppose  he  says  hd 
wants  to  go  to  a  distant  place  and  gets  down  in  nearer  places. 

MR.  G.  VELU  PILLAI ;  But -there  will  not  be  many  who  can  afford 
such  a  luxury.

In  this  connection,  incidentally  Sir,  I  may  say  Unit  the  Express 
Service  has%oen  of  much  use  and  convenience  to  passengers  and  that 
it  should  not  be  stopped.  It  has  gained  great  popularity  and.  favour 
with  the  public  and  t  say  t  hat  U  should  he  continued.  It  brings  more 
revenue  to  the  deportment  as  well  as  more  comfort  to  those  who  need 
it.  Also  the  busoB  run  on  these  express  services  arc  not  damaged  as 
easily  as  the  other  buses.  , 

Another  point  that  I  wish  to  stress  is  about'  the  increasing  num¬ 
ber  of  accidents  to  passengers.  In  the  Administration  Import  for  1116 
it  is  stated  that,  there  were  -19  accident  s  of  which  .10  wore  serious  and 
3  fatal,  .1  should  say  Sir,  that  I  he  dojKurtmeut  must  tako  all  possible 
care  to  avoid  the  increasing  number  of  accidents  in  future.  They  must 
punish  severely  those  drivers  who  are  found  to  he  negligent  and  re¬ 
ward  those  who  are  found  to  be,  careful. 

Another  point,  I  wish  t  o  stress  is  that  more,  attention  should  bo 
paid  kv  prevent  frauds  and  mis-appro priafcions  by  conductors.  In  the 
Audit,  and  Appropriation  report  for  1116  it  is  found  that  six  oases  of 
fraud  and  uiis-appropriations  were  detected.  I  should  say  Sir,  that 
many  movo  should  have  remained  undetected.  Especially  now  that 
the  buses  are  over-crowded,  there  is  every  chance  and.  likelihood  for 
these  mis  appropriations  ipcrcasing  in  number. 

Thou  Sir,  the  expenditure  in  the  department  is  steadily  increasing 
and  it  is  high  time  that  the  Director  should  ’control  it.  With  these 
few  words  1  move  this  mufcion. 

MR.  K.  KUiyJU  PANICKER  :  In  supporting  the  motion,  1  hog  to  submit 
that  since- the  buses  aro  conducted  by  educated  and  holism  conductors, 
the  large  number  of  Checking  Inspectors  appointed  in  the  department 
is  unnecessary.  I  find  that  there  are  Chief  Inspectors  and  District 
Inspectors  in  the  department  and  such  officers  I  say  are  necessary. 
And 'there  aro  49  Ohooking  Inspectors  in  the  Bs.  40-50  grade.  At' an 
'average  for  every  10  or  12  miles  we  note  in  travels  that-  one  Inspector 
each  enters  the  bus  and  makes  a  checking.  As  soon  as  one  Inspector 
gets  down,  another  gets  in,  and  repeats  the  process,  so  that  Checking 
Inspectors  have  become  a.  sort  of  nuisance  to  the  travellers.  As  a 
•  matter  of  fact,  when  w®  .find  that  conductors  (themselves  are  honest 
and.  educated  persons,  these  Checking  Inspectors  are  an  unnecessary 
set  of  people  who  are  troubling'  the  passengers  and  are  there  to  ques¬ 
tion  the  honesty  of  the  conductors.  To  meet  the  expenses  of  these  49 
Inspectors  about  Es.  29,000  and  odd  is  spent  per  annum.  I  submit 
that, since  iffiby  have  boon  entertained,  they  should  not  be  eliminated. 
But  the: Director, and',  the  Government  Should  see  that  hereafter  they 
are  also  absorbed  among  the  Conductors.  Since  they  are  approved  to 
'be  honest,  no  checker  is  required  to  supervise  them*

Checking  Inspectors  should  be  reduced.  Thore  are  several  other  Ins¬ 
pectors  to  supervisa  and  .the  Conductors  themselves  are  sufficiently 
eduoated  and  supposed  I  o  'be  honest  people.

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  The  conductors  of  whom  mention  is 
made  in  the  Appropriation  Report  arc  those  who  were  found  to  have 
committed,  some  fraud  in  the  office  itself  and  not  while  in  the  bus.  So 
what  I  beg  to  point  out  is  that  these  Inspectors  may  bo  absorbed  into 
other  ranks.  They  are  presumed  to  be  honest  men  and"  such  honest 
men  should  be  entertained  as  conductors  in  the  present  and  in  other 
linos  and  the  expenditure  in  the  department  should  be  curtailed. 

MR.  PUL1Y00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  May  I  know  from  the 
honourable  member  the  total-  number  of  miles  operated  by  the  Trans¬ 
port  department  dnring  the  year  1117  i’ 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  That. is  a- matter  of  mechanical.,  calcula¬ 
tion-.  My  friend  may  make  the  calculation  from  tbo  fact  that  Triv- : 
andrum  to  Kottayam  is  96  miles  and’  Trivandrum  to  Nagercoil  is  42 
miles 'etc. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAyu.DHAN  PILLAI:  That  is  not  my  question.'' 

My  question  was  about,  the  total  number  of  miles  operated  by  the 
Transport  buses  and  lorries  in  the  year  1117. 

Mb,  E.  G.  SALTER  :  Five  and  half  million. 

MR..  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  May  1  know  then 
whether  the  nmnbcr  of  Inspectors  is  too  much? 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  Yes. 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  May  I  know  the  total  -number  of 
tickets  issued  in  the  year  1116.  ,  -  ■  ... 

MR.  E,  G.  SALTER  :  Bix  and  a  half  million. 

Mr.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM :  May  I  know  from  the  honourable 
member  how  a  change  of  the  name  of  the  Checking  Inspectors  into 
conductors  or  such  other  things  will  curtail  the  actual  expenditure  of 
the  department  ?  .  • 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  That  is  what  I  wanted  to  point  out. 
The  Checking  Inspectors  as  an  institution  may  be  stopped  and  the 
conductors  alone  need  be-appointed.  .  That  will  incidentally  reduce  the 
general  expenses.  Now,  the  conductors  are  there  and  there  are  Check¬ 
ing  Inspectors 'also.  :  We  recruit  people,  who  are  educated  and  who^are 
supposed  to  be  honest  for  both  ranks.  "On  the  other  hand  if  We  arS  to 
presume  ■  that  the  Checking  Inspectors  and  the  conductors  are.  jointly 
likely  to  commit  fraud, and  other  supervisors  shoukt.  be  appoint^djihere 
will  be  no  end  to  such  presumptions  and  appointments.  r

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER :  My  view  is  that,  our  conductors  are 
equally  honest  and  that  the  Checkin;;  Inspectors  are  unnocesary  addi¬ 
tions  only  to  increase  the  expenditure  of  the  Transport  Department. 
That  is  my  eonlirmeujjvicvv, 

Mr.  PUUYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  May  I  know  the  average 
number  of  hours  each- Checking  Inspector  has  to  work  per  clay? 

Mr,  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  That  the  departmental  head  may  be  able 
to  say.  I  know  this-  much  that  these  Cheeking  Inspectors  Tare  not 
necessary,  and  if  at  all  the  institution  is  to  he  .maintained,  their  num¬ 
ber  should  be  curtailed  to  a  very  great  extent. 

MR.  M,  R,  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  May  I  know  from  the  honourable 
member  whether  there  are  not  checkers  for  services  other  than  the 
Transport  service  ? 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER :  They  arc  not  so  numerous-  In  the  case 
of  the  Government  Transport  service  their  number  is  too  many.  Tint 
number  can  at  least  be  reduced.  That  is  what  I  want  to  bring  t  >  the 
pointed  attention  of  the  Government  and  of  site  head  of  that,  depart¬ 
ment.  49  of  thfem  tire  there  to  cover  a  distance  of  96  miles  from 
Trivandrum  to  Kottayam  and  nbout  '42  miles  from  Trivandrum  to 
Nagercoil  and  to  check  Quilon  Shencotta  line.  Of  course  there  are  some 
intermediary  routes  as  well. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ■:  What  about,  Trivandrum 
to  Quilon  ? 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER:  There  is  another  -10  miles.  What  I 
wanted  to  point  out  is  that  these  conductors  arc  equally  honest  and 
educated  and  they  are  equally  well  conducted. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.,  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  the  per¬ 
centage  of  expenditure  on  the  operating  branch  in  this  department  ? 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER:-  The  percentage  of  expenditure  is  at  a 
high  level  because  such  unnecessary  inspectors  are  also  appointed. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.-P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  May  I  know  the  per¬ 
centage  ?

in  any  department  because  people  are  honest  ? 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI:  I  also  wish  to  support  this 
motion,  in  order  to  impress  upon  this  House  one  particular,  that  is  the 
kind  of  attention  given  to  female  passengers.  I  find  a  motion  on  that 
subject  lower  down  in  the  notice  paper  but  rather  than.wait  for  that 
motion  to  come  up  I  thought  I  would  apeak  about  It-  on  this  motion.  I 
am  vorv  glad  Sir,  that  I  am  addressing  this  argument  to  a.  House  com¬ 
posed  of  members  who  have  always  been  alive  to  the  claims  of  ladies 
and  to  the  head  of  a  department  who  has  -inherited  ideas  of  chivalry. 
X  therefore  expect  no  opposition.  All  that  I  want  to  do  is  to  inform 
Government  ar.d  also  Mr.  Salter  that  in  spite  of  the  very  great  advance 
made  in -education  .and  enlightenment  in  this  country  it  is  the  pride  and 
glory  of  Indian  womanhood  to  follow  the-  foot  steps  of  _  their  ancestors 
in  certain  matters  relating  to  behaviour,  conduct,  etiquette  and  so 
forth. 

'Iam  one  who  has  been  using  these  transport  buses  ratherfre- 
quently  in  recent  months.  I  have  had  to  travel  in  the  transport  buses 
more  frequently  during  the  last  one  or  two  months  because  of  petrol 
rationing.  I  have  therefore  had  ample  opportunity  to  see  for  myself 
that  it  is  with  great  pain  that  women  are  obliged  to  travel  in  the  trans¬ 
port  buses.  I  am  taking  a  stand  not  for  lack  of  interest  in  the  depart¬ 
ment,  not  because  the  head  of  the  department  is  not  prepared  to 
understand  the  difficulty  but.  because  in  the  particular  training  that 
higher  officers  have  got,  1  mean  of  the  department,  they  do  not  advert  to 
certain  aspects  unless  their  attention  is  brought  to  them.  -Sir,  in  India 
there  is  nothing  which  a  woman  of  respectability  dislikes  so.  much  as 
the  touch  of  a  stranger-  Even  the  touch  of  a  brother  or  uncle  is  not 
liked.  Whereas  in  western  countries  on  account  of  their  process  of 
thinking,  shaking  of  hands  is  a  very  common  thing  and  I  have  seen  on 
railway  platforms  brothers  kissing  sisters  I  was  staggered  at  seeing 
such  things.  It  was  years  ago,  but  now  I  have  lived  rather  long  and 
I  am  wise  enough  to  understand  'that  different  people,  follow  different 
customs,  I  wish  to  say  only  this  Sir,  that  in  England  it  is  hot  consi¬ 
dered  wrong  for  a  woman  to  participate  in  a  ball  at  midnight  though 
she  is  perfectly  honourable  and  aristocratic.  But  for  an  Indian  woman, 
you  know,  Sir. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  know  that  now  Indian  women  too  not  only  parti' 
cipate,  in  balls  but  even  dance  beyond  midnight. 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI :  I  have  nothing  to  say  agains: 
officers  commercial  magnates  and  '  others  who  set  the  fashion  in  these 
matters.  Let  rue  close  my  speech  by  saying  tfyis  In  England  and  ir 
countries  where  western  civilisation  has  advanced  it  is  not  considerec 
wrong  to  kiss  the  ,  hand.  In  the  High  Court  of  Madras  yob  find  the 
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Sergeant  asking  the  witness  in  the  box  to  kiss  the  book,  If  is  perfeotiy 
right,"  Bnt  if  a  woman  were  asked  to  do  this  there  is  something  very 
dangerous  in  it. 

'  PRESIDENT  :  Hindus  are  not  called  upon  to  kiss  books. 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILL AI :  That  is  in  support  of  my 
argument.  So  that,  Sir,  there  are  these  differences  between,  the  west 
and  the  east.  I  say  this  because  the  House  will  never  be  in  a  position 
to  know  the  difficulties  that  women  are  put  to  while  travelling  in  a 
transport  bus,  The  space  between  i-wo  sets  of  scats  is  hardly  0  inches 
and  people  who  are  long  logged  like  myself  will  be  sitting  in  the  bus  and 
some  people  may  be  sitting  this  side  or  that  and  women  unfortunately 
have  to  wade  through  all  these  legs  touching  everybody.  Sir,  1  do  not 
want  to  expatiate.  We  all  understand  it.  Therefore  I  expect  ,  that 
Mr.  Salter  will  help  the  people  of. this  country  bv  making  State  Trans¬ 
port  buses  'very  convenient  for  travelling  and  see  to  it  tliat  the  con¬ 
venience  of  women  is  not  neglected.

PULlVOOR  T.P.  VELA  YU  DHAN  PILL  Af :  May  I  know  from  the 
honourable  member  whether  the  difficulties  suggested  by  him  can  be 
obviated  or  averted  outy  by  the  introduction  of  reservation  ? 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI :  1  think  it  will  be  one  of  the 
methods.  A  wider  passage  is  another.  1  am  not  an  authority  and  1 
.  am  conceding. that  Mr.  Salter  is  a  better  authority. 

,  MR.  D.  G.  JOSEPH  (bioudmtt  efi  :  Sir,  owing  to  unavoidable  and 
unforeseen .  circumstances  our  Transport  Department  inis  become  an 
object  of  ridicule.  That  is  the  ease  with  every  enterprise  in  the  initial 
stages.  It  is  common  .knowledge  that  at  the  time  the  department  was 
first  started  there  was  very  much  opposition,  but  its  usefulness  lias  later 
on  been  fully,  realised  with  the  result,  that  there  was  insistent  demand 
even  from  those  who  originally  opposed  the  scheme,  for  its  extension  to* 
various  parts  of  the  State.  We  .  are  far  better  when  compared  with 
transport  arrangements  made  oumide&e  State, 
v  ,  Now.  Owing  to  unforeseen  circumstances,  there  is  reduction  in  the 
number  of  buses  and  consequently  there  is  overcrowding  in  these  buses. 
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As  for  the  inconvenience  to  women  passengers,  it  is  the  male  passengers 
that  contribute  to  it.  Instead  of  waiting  they  are  in  a  hurry  to  get 
preference. 

The  head  of  the  department  is  attending  to  the  satisfactory  work¬ 
ing  of  the  department-  There  may  be  omissions  and  there  may  be 
commissions,  bat  generally  there  is  cause  for  us  to  feel  satisfaction  in 
the  working  of  the  department.  Everybody  realises  there  is  overcrowd¬ 
ing  but  it  can  be  avoided  if  we  minimise  travel.  So,  I  think  there  is  no 
necessity  for  the  motion  before  the  House. 

Further  there  is  the  Advisory  Committee  to  which  we  have  sent 
our  representatives.  They  arc  there  to  give  proper  advice  to  the  head 
of  the  department  and  even  if  he  did  not  pay  proper  heed  to  their  pro¬ 
posals  there  is  the  head  of  the  administration  who  will  see  that  thiuga 
are  carried  out  properly.  So  I  strongly  oppose  the  motion.

MB.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI  Sir,  I  would  like  to  offer  a  few  remarks. 
It  has  been  said  that  over-crowding  in  transport^ buses  is  inevitable  and 
is' unavoidable.  But  there  are  certain  physical  limitations  to  over-' 
crowding  in  transport  services.  At  present  a  bus  cannot  hold  more 
than  50  or  60  persons.  But  even  if  there  are' 50  or  60  persons  in  a 
bus,  still  people  are.  allowed  to  be  carried  in  the  bus.  It.  causes  a  lot  of 
suffocation  and  inconvenience  to  the  people  inside  the  Bus,  and  it  is  alsq 
pjore  conducive  to  dangerous  accidents,  ■  .  " 
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Another  thing  which  I  would  like  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
Transport  Department  is  this.  The  other  day  when  I  was  travelling 
from  Kottayam  to  Trivandrum  I  saw  3  or  4  buses  on  the  way  due  to 
break-down.  This  is  a  common  feature  with  the  Transport  Depart¬ 
ment.  I  say  these  things  so  that  it  may  be  -considered  and  the 
defects  removed  by  the  department  as  soon  as  possible.

M3,  KAMNANTHODATH  dANAROANAN  NAlR  :  Sit,  I  beg  to  move  the 
following  moti-.n ; 

"To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Mu  ■  #$11,1100  for  working  expenses  by 
Rs.  5  to  point  out  the  defects  of  the  present,  administration  and 
to  discuss  the  necessity  to  change  the  •management.” 
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[Mr-  Kannanthodath  Janardanan  Nair.] 

[At  this  stage  the  President  vacated  the  Chair  which  was  then 
occupied  by  the  Deputy  President.] 

Sir,  year  after  year  I  have  endeavoured  to  bring  to  the  notice  of 
the  House  and  the  Government  that  this  factory -established  by  the 
Government  in  their  earnestness  to  industrialise  the  State  and  opened 
by  His  Highness  the  Gracious  Maharaja  has  failed  to  come  up  to  our 
expectations.  I  have  pointed  out  to  this  House  that  in  the  year  1114 
when  we -expected  a  return  of  Us.  3  lakhs  the  annual  receipt  was  only1 
Bs.  12,000  odd.  In  the  year  1115  when  wo  expected  Rs.  2,22,000 
the  annual  net  receipt  was  only  Rs.  0,000.  In  the  year  1110  when 
we  expected  Its.  3  lakhs  the  receipts  were  Its.  40,451.  How  has  the 
factory  come  to  this  state  of  affairs  ?  Is  it  for  want  of  Government 
sanctioning  the  necessary  amount  that  is  asked  for  by  the  Expert  year 
after  year  ?  If  we  glance  over  the  expenditure  year  after  year  we  will 
see  that  when  in  1.115  we  expected  the  expenditure  to  stand  at  Rs. 
1,22,000,  the  actuals  exceeded  by  Hs,  15,000.  Bo  also  in  1117 
When  the  expenditure  was  anticipated  fco-stuud  at  Its.  1,80,000,  Ibe  actual 
expenditure  was  Its.  2,19,000.  Bo  also  in  the  case  of  the  capital  expen¬ 
diture.  It  could  be  seen  from  the  accounts  that  the  Government  did 
not  grudge  to  pay  even  excess  amounts  necessary  for  the  actual  working 
of  the  factory  and  to  bring  the  factory  on  a  profitable  working  basis. 
Because  I  have  gone  in  detail  into  the  working  of  the  department  and 
because  I  have  pointed  out  to  this  House  and  the  Government  why 
this  factory  was  not  able  to  yield  the  results  that  in  expected  last  year 
or  year  before  last  I  do  not  mean  to  go  into  the  matter  or  expatiate  on 
the  matter  any  further  at  present. 

Take  the  case  of  the  Rubber  factory.  It  was  also  opened  by  His 
Gracious  Highness  th  e  Maharaja.  •  The  management  -was  left  to  the 
expert.  Whatever  have  been  his  capacity  for  the  expert  side  on  the 
management  side  he  was  monkeying  with  it.  The  result  was  that  the 
Government  had  to  close  down  the  factory.  Government  lost  a  good 
lot  of  money  that  way  by  way  of  income  tax  and  by  way  of  capital 
expenditure.  But  when  it  :was  -handed  over  to  a  private  concern  It 
yields  good  profits  as  also  income  tax.  In'the  same  way  the  Sugar 
factory  had  also  to  be  entrusted  to  an  outside  agency  to  yield  profits. 
The  Honourable  Labour  Member.to  the  Government  of  Travancoro,  in 
answer  to  an  interpellation  of  mine,  said  that  -the  Ceramic  Expert  had 
administrative  experience  before.  I  know  that  he  was  a  Tutor  in  the 
Ceramic- Department  in  the  Benares  University  whioh  has  not  a  manu¬ 
facturing  concern  attached  to  it.  The  University  is  not  intended  to 
manufacture  or  sell  any  articles.  That  was  pointed  'out  n-epeatediy 
to  Government  as  also  of  the  hopeless  management  of  this 
factory  from  the  year  1113.  In  1114  Government  sent  out  a  manager 
from  the  Account  Office  to  take  charge  of  the  management  of  the  fac¬ 
tory  as  a  result,  of  these  representations,  The  manager  was  there' for 
ene  or  two  years  working  under  the  expert  and  .not  above  him.  We 
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can  see  from  the  last  year’s  appropriation  report  what  has  been  the 
result  of  handing  over  the  management  of  the  factory  to  a  petty  official 
from  the  Account  Office  deputed  to  work  under  the  present  expert. 
I  am  also  at  a  loss  to  find  what  the  Expert  has  actually  done  with 
regard  to  the  instructions  And  recommendations  passed  by  the  audit 
and  appropriation  committee  and  its  report  of  1115. 

Now  Sir,  the  Dewan  President  explained  here  two  or  three  days 
before  in  reply  to  an  interpellation  that  we  have  entered  into  contracts 
with  a  company  for  the  supply  of  first  quality  china  clay  for  a  definite 
number  of  years.  And  the  Labour  Commissioner  has  said  on  the  floor 
of  this  House  that  our  China  Clay  fetches  Es.  50  to  70  per  ton.  But 
I  know" as  a  matter  of  fact  that  the  price  of  china  clay  is  at  present  over 
Es.  100  ranging  up  to  Rs.  ISO  per  ton  in  Northern  India.  When  they 
entered  into  a  contract  to  supply  china  elay  Government  eould  have 
very  well  borne  in  mind  that  the  price  of  the  material  would  naturally 
rise" up  during  war  time.  War  clouds  were  aloft  when  the  Govern¬ 
ment  entered  into  contracts  with  that  firm.  What  should  happen  has 
now  happened.  This  also  I  attribute  to  the  want  of  foresight  and  ex¬ 
perience  in  commercial  transactions  of  the  expert  who  is  now  manag¬ 
ing  the  factory. 

Now  Sir,  a  word  about  mining.  Some  three  months  ago  the 
Mining  Supervisor  who  was  in  charge  of  the  mining  left  our  service. 
Thereafter  mining  was  left  to  the  supervision  of  the  Expert  who  I  know 
has  neither  studied  mining  nor  possesses  the  least  knowledge  about  it. 
After  one:  month  of  his  control  he  went  into  the  mine  and  dismissed 
some  80  coolies  .employed  in  removing  water  probably  with  the  idea 
that  there  was  no  necessity  to  remove  water  from  the  mines.'  The  mine 
is  20  to  40  feet  below  the  water  level.  The  result  was  that  water  accu¬ 
mulated  and  one  side  of  the  mine  came  down.  The  Office  .of  the 
Mining  Engineer  which  was  built  at  a  cost  of  Es.  600,  two  pumps,  of 
20  horse  power  each,  one  pump  of  14  hor-e  power  used  in  pumping- 
water  with  about  10  trucks  and  about  2000  feet  of  2”  to  3”  pipes  were 
buried  and  damaged,  I  know  they  are  all  underground.  I  want  to 
bring  before  Government  the  fact  that  if  this  state  of  affairs  is  allowed 
to  continue  even  the  fives  of  the  people  who  work  in  the  mines  will  ba 
dangerous,  will -be  undermined. 

'  Now  Sir,  I  come  to  a  very  delicate  point  regarding  the  character 
and  behaviour  of  the  present  expert.  I  know  that  the  Dewan  President 
has  warned  us  that  we  should  not  speak  about  corruption  of  an  officer 
if  that  particular  officer  is  not  here  to  vindicate  himself.  But  fortu¬ 
nately  in  this  case  Mr,  Dogar  Singh  is  present  here.  One  aspect  of  this 
misbehaviour  that  he  brings  to  bear  upon  the  workers  of  the  factory 
under  which  it  is  almost  imperative  for  the  workmen  to  succumb  if  they 
.waht  to  continue  in  the  factory, is  unworthy  of  any  mention  in  this 
House.  I  cannot  speak  of  that  aspect  of-  his  character  without  tres¬ 
passing  into  the,  respectability,  decency  and  delicacy  of  the  honourable 
members  before  me.  I  do  not  want  to  mention  those  things  oh  to 
floor  of  this  House  in  the  presence  of  the  honourable  members  and  also 
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in  the  presence  of  the  visitors  including  ladies.  One  Mr.  Gopala  Pillai, 
a  contractor  in  the  factory  was  assaulted  and  he  filed  a  suit  in  the 
Magistrate’s  court  at  Qailon.  But  the  case  was  withdrawn  owing  to 
the  intervention  of  some  respectable  and  influential  non-official.  After¬ 
wards  one  lascar  deputed  by  the  Electrical  Department  to  work  in  the 
factory  was  beaten. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  will  give  the  honourable  member  two 
minutes  more. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR:  The  workers  in  the 
factory  have  all  been  invariably  submitted  to  blows  at  his  hands. 
Adverting  to  this  there  is  a  case  pending  in  the  Quiion  First  Class 
Magistrate’s  court.  I  do  not  want  to  refer  to  that  case  or  to  its1  details, 
the'  matter  being-sub-judiee-  1  can  say  only  this  much  at  presont.  The 
character  and  behaviour  of  Mr.  Dogar  Singh  in  the  factory  was  not  at 
all  satisfactory  in  the  past.  Sir,  as  a  reply  to  any  criticism* about 
him  he  has  distributed  a  statement  to  'be  non-officials  which  contains 
the  following : 

“Ono  peculiarity  with  this  industry  is  that  it  brings  money  from  outside  the 
State  and  distributes  it  among  the  people  of  Travancoro”. 

If  an  industry  which  is  started  here  is  not  to  bring  money  from 
outside  and  distribute  it  as  wages  to  the  workers  and  as  income 
tax  to  Government  and  to  give  good  prices  for  the  raw-material,  I  know 
not  Sir,  what  other  benefits  »ro  to  accrue  to  the  State  by  starting  any 
industry  costing  a  lot  of  money  from  the  State’s  revenue.  This  aspect 
is  not  the  monopoly  of  this  industry  alone.  The  Expert  takes  it  as  an 
exceptional  credit  that  the  ceramic  industry  gives  wages  to  its  workers 
from  the  sale  of  the  factory  products,  in  conclusion  I  may  submit  to 
Government  that  it  is  for  the  good  of  the  State  as  well  as  for  the  good 
of  the  concern  and  the  good  of  the  present  Export  that  the  management 
of  the  factory  should  be  changed.  With  these  words  I  strongly  com¬ 
mend  the  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House. 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI:  Sir,  I  second  the  motion. 
In  doing  so  I  do  not  propose  to  attack  the  character  or  conduct  of  the 
gentleman  who  manages  the  factory.  I  do  not  feel  competent  to 
express  any  opinion  on  that  but  if  the  allegations  are  true  they  must  be 
borne  out  by  evidence  and  if  they  are  borne  out  by  evidence  it  is  a  very 
seiious  thing  and  must  be  taken  cognisance  of.  I  propose  to  emphasise 
two  or  three  points  in  this  respect. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  May  I  know  from  the 
honourable  member  that  if  thb  allegations  are  proved  to  be  true  by 
adequate  evidence  whether  the  matter  does  cot  require  a  public 
enquiry? 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI ;  I  am  prepared  to  own  on  the 
floor  of  the  House  that  if  any  portion  of  th6  allegations  are  borne  out 
by  evidence  there  must  be  an  open  enquiry.  But  I  reserve  to  myself 


the  right 'of  making  up  my  mind  in  regard  to  this  question,  until  it 
comes  to  nae  in  some  capacity  in  some  definite  maimer.  Sir,  the  first, 
point  which  I  want  .to  urge  is  the  immediate  necessity  of  separating  the 
expert  side  of  the  factory  from  the  managing  side.  There  is  at  present 
a  plethora  of  educated  men,  educated  and  well- trained'  experts  in  the 
land.  By  utilising  the  talents  of  these  men  we  can  make  the  Ceramic 
Factory  yield  better  results  than  what  is  socu  iu  the  reports  submitted 
to  Government.  In  this  connection  Sir,  I  wish  to  ask  a  question.  If  a 
liberal  nature  has  deposited  considerable  quantities  of  infinitely  line  clay 
in  the  bowels  of  tire  earth,  and  if  that  portion  of  the  earth  happens  to 
bo  within  the  territory  of  llis  Gracious  Highness  the  Maharaja,  my 
question  is  how  much  money  wc  are  apeuding  to  extricate  that  valuable 
material  and  transform  them  to  articles  and  wares  on  a  commercial 
basis.  It  is  iny  settled  conviction  that  an  expert  who  loves  his 
profession,  who  loves  his  art  would  think  twice  before  taking  up  the 
management  of  any  institution.  He  would  concentrate  his  whole 
attention  to  the  profession  he  loves  and  would  refuse  to  bo  in  charge  of 
any  departmental  management.  But  I  do  not  find  this  professor  of  the 
Benares  University— an  important  university— loving  his  profession  or 
ait  as  ho  ought  to  do.  He  is  enamoured  of  his  office.  Why  did  this 
gentleman  who  normally  according  to  the  test  should  like  his  profession, 
and  its  scientific  atmosphere;  why  did  lie  not  refuse  the  office  of  a 
manager  by  saying  “  look  here,  my  good  masters,  I  am  a  technical  jjian. 

I  can  only  see  to  the  technical  aids  of  the  factory.”  But  what  I  find  is 
that  there  is  a  kind  of  hipnotic  influence  emanating  from  the  Export 
operating  upon  the  Government,  so  that  our  Government  officers  are 
prone  to  think  that  the  affairs  concerning  ceramics  are  so  difficult  for 
them  to' handle.  These  stalwarts  oil  the  Government  benches  are  not 
able  to  explain  to  us  the  true  state  of  affairs  concerning  the  microcosm 
of  a  ceramic  factory.  (Hear,  Ibear).  Therefore.  Sir,  let  us  unravel 
this  mystery.  Lot  the  experts  Bay  candidly  that  tlisrc  is  mo  use  in 
combining  actuhl  professional  work  with  t-ho  work  of  management.  As  . 
Government  are  managing  other  institutions,  where  management  is 
practically  separated  from  export  .work,  the  same  rule  may  be  applied 
to  the  Ceramic  Factory.  _  ' 

In  regard  to  the  Ceramic  Factory,  the  profi  t  side  is  the  most  im¬ 
portant  question  to  ba  considered.  The 'factory  is  there  not  for  its 
metaphysical  possibilities,  not  for  its  musical  propensities  it  "is  there 
for  bringing  iu  money  which  gives  a  pleasant  sensation  to  the  touch. 
If  that  money  is  nut  forthcoming  in  the  measure  anticipated  by.  Govern¬ 
ment.,  then  this  Government  and  this  House  have  to  turn  round  and  say: 
that  we  have  been  duped  in  oitr  expectations  and  hopes  and  therefore 
let  us  look  into  the  matter,  let  us  see  its  success  in  fresh  fields  and 
pastures  how-  I  do  nor.  understand  why  this  kaolin  business  should  ba 
considered  such  a  difficult  matter.  I  mean  no  disparagement  to  Mr. 
Dogar  Singh.  In  what  I  am  going  to  say  I  merely  make  a  general 
statement.  -  In  our  country  there  are  certain  classes  of  people  who" 
work  on  clay.  They  arc  called  potters.  I  know  there  are' very  intelli¬ 
gent  people  in  that  community.  In  Malayalam  that  community  is 
sailed  Kusliavas.  The  word  knshavan  is  sometimes  applied  to  a  person 
Vel.  XX-Hc.  5-  • 
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who  is  not  intelligent.  Bat  that  is  not  the.  case  with  the  Ceramic 
Expert,  Here  is  a  wan  who  nndca'shinds  his  business.  Ho  installed 
the  whole  factory  and  made  it  possible  for  the  Travauccuro  Government 
to  hope  for  money  and  enabled  the  Fiimotoi  Secretary  to  make  a  state¬ 
ment  that  his  work  has  reunited  in  an  addition  to  the  revenue.  I  have 
no  personal  complaints  against  Mr.  Dugar  Singh,  I  am  making  this 
statement,  deliberately  to  tho  lions.:  that  something  must  be  done  to 
separate  the  export  side  from  the  management  side  ,  something  must 
be  done,  to  enable  these  al.ilc  officers  on  the  official  benches  to. find  out 
what  is  exactly  going  on  within  tho  inner  roeor-wos  of  tho  Ceramic  Fac¬ 
tory  so  that  they  maybe  able  to  enlighten  ns  more  on  the  subject. 
With  those  words,  Sir,  I  am  very  happy  to  .second  the  motion. 

MR.  J.  E.  A.  PEREIRA  ((Jomwroc  ft iul  J'ndmlrti  timfh);  Sir,  one 
aspect  of  tho  administration  of  the  department  has  been  very  violently 
put  forward  and  I  stand  up  to  five  the  other  aspect  of  the  concern.  I 
•think  that  honourable  members  .will  concede  that  one  who  has  some 
expert onco  of  commerce  is  in  some  way  aide,  to  speak  about  this  subject. 
Certain  aspersions  were  made  about  the.  personal  character  of  the 
Expert.  I  have  nothing  to  say  about  that  because  it  is  a  matter  which 
is  bring  looked  into-  I  do  concede.  I, hut- there  is  room  for  improvement. 
Marketing  must  be  taken  out  and  entrusted  to  another  person.  Subject 
to  that  there  is  nothing  to  bo  said  against  the*  Export.  What  strikes 
mods  that,  the  honourable  members  of  tho  House  do  not  seem  to  realise 
fully  that,  it  takes  years  and  years  of  actual  experiment  to  |fut  into 
working  order  a  gigantic,  scheme  of  this  kind.  In  my  own  humble 
sphere  I  had  to  spend  two  or  three  years  before  I  could  organise  a 
proposition.-  As  one  who  has  travelled  abroad  I  can  say  that  onr  China 
(Hay  Factory  is  very  well  organised,  I  may  say  that  tho  Mysore 
Factory  is  only  like  a,  cow-shod  in  comparison  with  ourr,.  The  only 
addition  they  have  is  tire  edoctric  furnace. 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI:  Can  I  take  it  that  the 
honourable  member  means  that  Mysore  has  been  spending  lesson  their 
factory  than  the  Travancore  Government.? 

Mr.  J.  E.  A-  PEREIRA:  Yes,  it,  is  so.  Their  factory  is  by  com¬ 
parison  like  a  cow-shed.  Ours  is  a  gigantic  factory.  Honourable 
members  perhaps  do  not  know  the  care  and  attention  that  has  been 
bestowed  upon  -it*  Mr.  Hogar  Singh  might  have  been  a  professor ; 
that  docs  not  mean  that  lie  has  not  a  vision  to  manage  this  factory. 
As  one  who  has  got  commercial  'experience,  I  may  say  ithat  I  wa» 
amazed  'at  the  beautiful  arrangements  he  has  made,  the  trolley  lino, 
etc.  We  can  have  wonderful  results  from  his  organisation.  Every  , 
month  I  get  friends  from  abroad  and  I  take  them  to  too  the  factory. 
Every  time  I  go  there  I  see  beautiful  innovations  ate  introduced  in 
order  to  accelerate  production.  It  was  just  like  Mr.  Janardanan  Nair 
to  find  out  only  the  faults.  He  goes  .  there  to.  find  out  what  are  the 
mistakes  blinding  his  eyes  completely  to  the  good  aspect.  I  trust  I  am 
hot  judging,  wrongly.  I  must,  pay  ,a  meed  of  tribute  to  the  Expert  who, 
lias  constructed  the  factory  in  a  masterly  manner.  I  must  agree  With 
Jsfr.  T.  K.  Yelu  Pillai  in  that  Mr-  Pogar  Singh  cannot  take  pride  for 
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the  quality  of  the  clay.  The  country  alone  can  take  credit  for  it.  But 
Mr.  "Dogar  Singh  is  entitled  to  credit  for  the  tine  work  he  has  done. 
If  I  am  not  mistaken,  we  are  far  advanced  from  the  stage  of  expert'.' 
ment  and  the  symptoms  are  very  clear  that  there  will  be.  very  beneficial 
results  from  the  production.  We  can  get  tons  of  money  merely  by 
selling  the  clay.  We  are  receiving  bumper  orders  from  Government 
for  our  manufactured  articles. 

Mr.  (fanardanan  Nair  made  ft  comparison  between  the  Rubber 
Factory  and  the  Clay  Factory.  He  said  that  the  Rubber  Factory  is 
moneyed  by  commercial  people.  Every  time  commercial  people  come 
he  may  say  that  be  Is  monkeyed.  Iu  the  Clay  Factory  it  is  not  so. 
War  has  come  in  very. timely  and  profit,  from  tin-  Clay  Factory  has 
increased. 

'  Mr.  T.  K.  Vela  ?illai  referred  to  the  receipt  from  our  china  clay 
as  a  microcosm.  I  do  believe  that  -  the  revenue  is  great.  It  is 
going  to  be  one  of  the  main  sources  of  income.  Experts  may  come 
and  experts  may  go ;  one  may  be  hefts  to-day  and  may  go  away  to- 
morrow;  But  I  make  bold  to  say  that  our  China  Clay  Factory  is  going 
to  be  one  of  tile  sure  sources  of  revenue  to  the  fitatc.  Under  such 
conditions  it  cannot  ho  called  a  microcosm.  With  these'  words,  I 
oppose  the  motion. 

In  my  own  way,  I  employ  about  4,00b  people.  Very  many  things 
are  done  behind  me.  So  I  am  prepared  to  concede  that  there  may  be 
abuses  in  the  labour  administration.  It  ntav  not  be  an  ideal  adminis. 
tration.  But  I  do.  give  credit  to  the  organisation.  He  is  being  sinned 
*  against  than  sinning. 

SADASYAT1LAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILL AJ :  A  word  of  personal  expla- 
nation.  I  sometimes  hold  brief  for  others ;  in  this  case  I  hold  for  my¬ 
self.  By  saying  ‘  microcosm  ’  I  did  not  mean  that  the  revenue  is 
small.  I  know  that  the  revenues. will  increase.  All  that  I  meant,  was 
that  in  the  immensity  of  the  world  this  factory  is  a  microcosm. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR;  May  I  know  whether 
the  honourable  member  is  aware  that  in  1114,  1115  and  1118,  when 
we  realised  more  than  a  lakh  of  rupees  by  sale  of  china  clay,  our  net 
"  receipts  were  8s.  14,060,  Rs.  15,000  and  Rs.  4,000  respectively. simply 
because  of  the  bad  administration  there  iu  making  second  quality 
goods t  .  1  . 

MR.  J.  E.  A.  PEREIRA  :  It  is  only  by  making  mistakes  that  you 
can  achieve  success.  My  friend  is  ignorant  of  that.  Money  must  be 
thrown  and  mistakes  mast  be  made;  then  only- wo  will  be  pillars  of 
success.  Success  will  come  with  re-doubled  interest.- 

MR.'  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  The  honourable  mem¬ 
ber  did  not  understand  my  question.  My  point  was  that  lor  the  selling 
of  china  clay  no  Expert  is  necessary.  But  when  work  ,is  done  it  is 
done  by  experts.  One  fact,  about  which  he  is  blissfully  ignorant  is  we 
are  wasting  the  profit  on. the  sale  of  china  clay.  I  want  to  impress 
that  on  him. 
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of  tbd  fconousablo  members  who  have*  prechdod  mo,  I  mast  confess  that 
the  impression  made  on  me  was  rathe*  aiokaniiig.  It  .is  rathev.  a  painful 
duty  for  me  to  speak  about  a  easu  put  forth  on  the  score  of  personal 
character  or  demeanour,  in  tins  particular  matter  what  we  find  ig 
that  heja  is  an  export,  who  is  entrusted  with  a  very  responsible  work  of 
developing  the  clay  industry.  In  the  first  place,  riir,  i  have  had  good 
persona!  “experience  with  jhinjabis  goneruHy  and  .l’roijjabi  fiildia  in 
partUmlar  hi  which  our  Export  Mr.  Dugar  Singh 'belong! That  is  why 
X  said  a.  little  while  ago  Unit  it  is  rather  sickening  to'iinar  the  personal 
common',  in  ra-poet  of  this  Export.  It  i:'.  niniv.  sickening  to  hear  the 
remark  that  a  Punjabi  Sikh  is  wanting  in  morel  conduct  and  his 
aharaefor  ia  anything  tmt  satisfactory.  Tin  in  ho  clwaetorisod  us  some- 
•  body  not  worth  listening  to  at  nil  nor  to  bo  kept  any  lunger  in  service. 
Granting  what  has  boon  said  about  his  harsh  troatmtuif  of  the  factory 
poolies  and  the  alleged  roprehonr.iblo  _  conduct  towards  them  bo  true, 
l  ask  whether  this  House  is  justified  in  condemning  the  whole  work  of 
this  export.  Should  this  House  concern  itself  with  his  personal  con¬ 
duct  and  behaviour  ?  IIo  is  in  charge  oli  the  development  of  a  very 
valuable  industry.  I  for  one.  would  say  and  advise,  if  any  advice  was 
needed,  to  this' honourable  House  not  to  have  anything  to  do  with  the 
personal  conduct  of  a  gentleman  who  has  been  entrusted  with  tho  'res¬ 
ponsible  work  of  running,  a  factory  which  is  in  its  initial,  stages.  He 
may  be  a  bad  boss  and  a  shori-leiuporod  muster.  In  his  dhsiro  to  got 
things  rightly,  ho  may  have  chastised  his  workmen  ot  he  may  have 
been  provoked  to  lose  his  temper  occasionally  or  tor  the  matter  of  that 
I  .can  conceive,  ho  may  have  given  blows  to  his  labourers,  when  they  were 
found  to -be 'careless  and  damaged  his  products.  Perhaps  those  might 
halve  happened  and  if  so  they  arc  done  .with  the  'best  of  intentions,  to 
see  that  good  work  is  turned  out  by  the  coolies.  It  is  but  natural.  If 
I  am  entrusted  with  a  particular  work  and  if  I  find  it  done  amiss -by  the 
employees,  naturally  I  lose  my  temper  at  their  carelessness.  It  may  be 
borne  in  mind  that  carelessness-  causes  loss  or  damage-  After  all,  rough 
handling  may  ba  intended  to  correct  the  coolies-  I  wonder  why  that 
should  be  condemned  and  why  it  should  be  proclaimed  (hat  tho  Expert 
is  not  fit  to  be  an  expert,  and  all  the  rest  of  it.  Why  should  anybody 
Speak  about  his  personal  conduct  being  disorderly  and  rough  with  hie 
employees  ?  Loss  of  temper  arises  from  a  particular  circumstance,  and 
that  it  is  not  a  disqualification  to  ono  being  an  expert  and  could  not  be 
made  a  subject  of  discussion  now.  The  expert  has  to  do  and  labour  at 
his  work  justifying  his  venture  for.  which  he  has  to  be  extremely  care¬ 
ful.  He  has  to  manage  his  labourers  efficiently  and  keep  thorn  in 
perfect  discipline.  -That  being  the  case,  while  discussing  this  question 
of  the  prospects  and  expectations  of  the  ceramic  industry  one  ought  not 
to  be  guided  by  lapses  of  temper  ou  tho  part  of  tho  export,  if  there  be 
any.  Apart  from  this,  Sir,  may  I  say  about  my  experience,  of  the 
Kundara  Factory.  On  one  occasion  I  had  the  fortune  to  go  to  the 
factory  just  to  have  a  superficial  knowledge  about  the  working  of  the 
factory.  My  first  impression  was  agreeable  and  most  hopeful.  As  my 
friend  Mi:.  Pereira  put  it  succinctly,  I  saw  the  factory  being  modelled 
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In  very  desirable  directions  so  much  so  every  minute  branch  of  the 
whole  factory  was  found  to  be  quite  in  fitting  with  the  harmonious 
.  working  of  it-  There  wasuo  jarring  or  jerking  in  the  smooth  and  the 
beautiful  lay  out.  It  gave  me  pride  to  think  of  it.  'That  speaks  cf  the 
work  done  by  this  expert.  In  the  initial  stages  of  the  working  of  a 
factory,  one  always  has  to  associate  with  loss.  I  am  at  one  with  that! 
I  do  not  propose  to  deal  with  the  working  of  the  factory,  with  its  profit 
and  fiss  accounts.  It  is  not  time  enough.  I  am  not  going  to  speak 
with  reference  to  expectations  which  are  admittedly  there  and  the 
minus  figures  as  for  the  accounts  of  last  year  are  not  understood  - 
correctly,  as. was  done  by  my  honourable  friend  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai. 
Minus  figures  might  have  been  due  to  so  many  reasons,  for  which  the 
expert  may  not  be  responsible,  at  all.  It  may  be  due  to  the  way  of 
accounting  as  different  from  a  commercial  concern.  All  the  same,  in  . 
the  Working  of  the  initial  stages  of  a  concern,  one  should  expect  some 
loss  and  should  not  find  fault  with  it.  Here  at  present,  it  .is  not  so. 

■  The  war  orders  are  great  and  could  not  he1  met.  Refiped  clay  is 
being  sold  expecting'a  good  return.  Finished  products  are  also  made 
and  sold  side  by  side  with  refined  clay.  Should  not  we  go  in  for  an 
expert  to  produce  finished  products  out  of  it?  Wo  are  producing  for 
the  first  time  cups,  saucers,  jars  etc.  from  the  Kundara  clay.  Is.  not  . 
this  expert  putting  to  good  use,  the  clay  at  Kundara?  Is  he  not  re¬ 
fining  the  ooarsc  earth  or  clay  in  a  scientific  manner  ?  Is  he  not  also 
producing  cups,  saucers,  jars  and  beautiful  toys  out  of  this  clay  for  the 
first  time  in  Travaucore  ?  If  some  cups  and  saucers  get  broken  while 
being  removed  from  the  furnace  or  while  in  transit  to  Trivandrum, 
who  is  responsible  for  the  breakage  ?  ,  It  is  the  expert.  If  ihe  break¬ 
ages  are  due  to  faulty  manufacture,  these  breakages  will  certainly’  tell 
upon  the  balance  sheet  of  the  concern.  If  these  are  only  incidental, 
it  is  nothing.  Again,  there  is  also  another  question,  the  market 
outside  this  country.  We  have  to.,  compete  in  the  market  .with 
outside  products  from  clay.  It  is  difficult  to  do  it  now.  Though  I  do  „■ 
not  claim  to  know  all  these  details,  this  much  I  can  ..gay  namely  that' 
the  factory  at  Kundara  has  been  very  ..well  organised,  That  is  due  to 
the  present  expert.  That  being  so,  why  not  give  him  credit  for  that  ?  ; 
Hq  may  or  may  not  be  a  man  equipped  with  University  qualifjca- 
ticate.  He  may  be  only  a  Professor  in  the  Benares  University,  as 
cowended,  for,  by  some.  We  have  come  across  very  manypersons  who 
are  called  experts  after  having  studied  in  a  University.  They  are  in- 
variably  found  experts  in  cramming  books  and  not.  in  making  things, 

*  not  in  making  intelligent  application  of  things .  studied  in  a  practical 
manner.  It  may  he  true  that  Dogar  Singh  may  not  be  a  graduate  of : 
any  University.  .  Therefore  on  that  score  one.  should  not  scandalise, 
him.  The  Kundara  factory  is  based  on  very,  sxrre  foundations  and  we 
can  justifiably  expect  good  return  from  that  investment,  From  all , 
these  circumstances,  it  is  clear  that  hostile  criticism  is,  not  enly  pre¬ 
mature  but  based  on  insufficient  and  irrelevant  consideration-  to  judge 
the  result  of  his  work.  We  cannot  condemn  him  straight-avsay  and  • 
come  to  certain  unfortunate  conclusions.  In  my  opinion,  he  has  ,  the 
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necessary  ability  and  practical  experience  and  .expert  equipment  to  see 
that  the  factory  produces  the  boat  materials  and  thereby  to  bring  it  in 
the  front  rank  of  similar  factories  in  India.  All  that  I  would  say  now 
is,  let  us  give  him  some  more  time  to  prove,  his-  merits,  bet  us  give 
him  all  the  money  he  wants,  so  that  he  may  improve  his  products. 
My  friend  Mr.  T.  K.  Vela  Pillai  was  saying  that  the  adnunis- 
trsjtive  branch  -  should  b"  separated  from  4ho  technical  brjch, 
That  should  not  bo.  Here,  both  tilings  should  bo  under  one 
and  the  same  management.  They  have  to  go  hand  in  hand 
in  -the  initial  stages.  Per  instance,  overy  detail  of  the  work¬ 
ing  of  the  factory  has  to  he  directed,  supervised  and  controlled  by 
the  export  who  is  primarily  responsible  for  the  finished  manufacture 
of  the  products.  It  is  not  onongh  than  the  Export  sticks  to  his  la¬ 
boratory  alone.  'Ho  has  to  teach  the  workmen  to  become  skilled  in 
every  stage  of  the  work,  from  the  process  of  refining  the  clay  to  prepare 
moulds,  to  watch  the  temperature  of  the  furnace,  to  burn  thorn  pro¬ 
perly  and  in  ever  so  many  such  details.-  It  will  take  a  long  time  before 
the  workers  are  taught  them.  All  these  arc  incidental  to  the  running  . 
of  ft- factory  in  its  infant  stage,  particularly  when  so  many  coolies  are 
employed  there  for  work  I  can  imagine  that  tho  boxing  or  rough 
handling  of  coolies  alleged  to  bo  indulged  in  by  the  Expert  is  no  sur¬ 
prise  to  me.  Who  knows  there  are  not  many  such  incidents  in  other 
factories  as  tho  coir  fae:oriea  at  AUappoy  and  Shertallu?  If  the  goods 
get  somewhat  unsatisfactory  as  a  result  of  carelessness  then  alone  such 
incidents  of  physical  handling  happen.  There  is  no  one  coming  out  of 
those  factories  to  tell  us  all  the  incidents  they  may  have  experienced 
by  way  of  chastising,  slapping,  or  beating  etc. 

MR.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  May  l  know  whether  the  member 
encourages  such  form  of  punishment  ? 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  Certainly  not.  These  are  only  incidental 
to  works  to  be  done  after  acquiring  skill. 

SADASYAT1LAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI :  1  rise  to  a  point  of  order-  So 
long  as  the  Government  Ceramic.  Expert  does  not  say  any  of  those 
things,  does  this  point  arise  ? 

MR;  IW.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  ‘  Whether  the  Expert  has  done  such 
things  or  not,  I  do  not  know.  Just  as  tho  honourable  member  aw 
that  he  did  not  hold  any  brief  for  the  Expert,  I  also  say  that  I  do  fpt 
hold  brief  for  him.  Even  if  he  ha'd  done  certain  actions  of  a  physical 
nature  such  as  boxing,  beating  the  labourers  etc.,  we  need  not  criticise 
him  as  not  being  an  Expert.  It  might  have  been  done  only  in  the 
interests  of  turning  out  good  work  from  the  factory  by  the  employees 
who  are  new  to  this  work.  That  is  my  argument.  , 

So  then.  Sir,  I  would  say  that  we  .  will  wait  and  watch  his  work 
for  a  sufficient  period,  within  which  I  hope,  he  will  more  than  amply 
justify  the  confidence-reposed  in  him  by  our  Government;  Let  us  see 
whether  he  is  able  to  justify  his  position  both  as  an  Export  and  ,as  an 
administrative  officer  so-  far  as  that  factory  work  is  concerned .  If  it  is  , 
found  that  he  has  failed  there,  then  it  will  be  time  enough  to  demand- 
for  a  change.  I  believe  that  proud  as  the  Punjabi  is,  he  will  justify 
his  existence  creditably.  With  these  words,  I  oppose  the  motion. 
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Mr.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  Sir,  I  also  wish  to  say  a  few  words  on  i 
this  motion.  Taking  the  hint  from  my  esteemed  friend  Mr.  T.  K.  I 
Vclu  Pillai’s  speech,  I  am  particularly  reminded  of  a  Tamil  proverb  j 
which  is-  as  follows  —  j 

u”’5®'7-'*"r  (2eu8»  Jiy.&aa  .gsi-sQ  g-0  #»«r  (Seu&o,”  ! 

Translated  Into  English  it  means  that  a  potter  may  take  many  j 
daysyto  make  a  pot  but  a  hit  with  a  stick  destroys  the  pot  at  once,  j 
Theodore,  in  attacking* the  Ceramic  Expert,  I  should  think  that  one  1 
has  to  be  very  careful  because  he  makes  pots.  We  are  not  therefore  to  \ 
assume  the  role  of  the  man  with  a  stick  in  his  hand.  .  The  work  that 
he  is  performing  is  by  its  very  nature  subject  to  ever  so  many  inherent 
risks.  It  has  been  stated  by  Mr.  Janardanan  Nair  and  I  agree  with  him 
that  Mr.  Singh  is  a  hard-taskmaster.  I  saw  this  one  day,  myself. 
When  I  Was  there  one  evening,  one  maistrv  brought  the  attendance 
list  of  the  coolies  and  wanted  his  signature.  He  would  not,  until  he 
saw  the  persons  themsolves  and  got  himself  satisfied  as  to  whether  they 
actually  worked,  This  incident  shows  that  he  is  a  very  strict  master 
with,  whom  the  subordinates  have  to  be  careful.  That  indicates  also 
how  strict  be  is  in  bis  duties.  When  he  is  strict,  that  necessarily 
gives  room  for  some  sort  of  complaint  from  the  'subordinates.  That 
being  so,  the  alleged  charge  of  haixbbcartedness  on  the  part  of  Mr. 
Singh  could  be  easily  explained  as  meaning  strictness-  My  friend 
Mr.  Janardanan  Nair  said  that  the  Ceramic  Expert  assaulted  some  of 
his  subordinates  and  there  have  been  criminal  cases.  There  are  two 
sides  to  this  question.  The  cases  may  be  true  or  false.  Only  after 
they  have  been  decided  we  can  come  to  any  definite  conclusion.  Till' 
that  time,  we  have  to  discard  all  harsh  comments  about  him  on  this 
score.  The  alleged  allegations  therefore  could  not  now  be  taken  against 
Mr.  Singh.  That  is  my  opinion  on  the  matter. 

As  regards  the  working  of  the  factory  is  concerned,  I  have  to  say  ’ 
one  word.  We  now  feel  proud  that  we  have  the  finest  day  in  thg  sub¬ 
soils  of  Kundara.  But  all  that  treasure  lying  underneath  the  earth 
till  now  has  been  cleverly  taken  out  by  Mr.  Singh  and  it  has  been 
proved  that  what  he  has  collected  is  of  the  finest  quality,  Mr.  Singh 
is  therefore  entitled  to  credit  for  his  fine  labour. 

L  SADASYATILAKA  T.  K,  VELU  PlLLAi :  Was  it  not  after  the  advent 
oSthe  present  Dewan  of  Travaneore  and  after  the  quality  was  dis¬ 
covered  that  this  expert  Mr.  Singh  wa3  sent  for  ? 

Mr.  G.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  •  Yes,  Sir.  In  all  such  matters,  there  is 
the  credit  due  to  the  first  author.  What  I  say  is  that.  We  saw  very 
fine  china  clay  after  Mr.  Singh’s  arrival  here.

Presidency.  He  was  also» in  sole  charge  of  Preliminary  and  advanced 
training  of  Adult  Leaders  both  from  schools  and  outside,  for  scout  and 
Boy  welfare  work  generally.  During  the  whole  of  this  period,  he  was 
one  of  the  few  authorised  representatives  in  India,  as  Deputy  Camp 
Chief,  of  the  Central  Training  EstabiishmSnt  attached  to  the  Imperial 
Scout  Headquarters  in  England.

MR,  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  Sir,  yesterday  I  was  stating  as  to  how 
I  view  the  many  complaints  raised  against  ,  the  management  of  the 
Ceramic  Factory.  I  am  also  opposing'  the  motion  on  yet  another 
ground  and  that  is  the  object  of  the  motion  having  two  contrary  as¬ 
pects.  Of  course  the  first  part,  so  far  as  it  goes,  is  one  of  constructive 
criticism.  But  the  second  pan  is  of  a  destructive  nature.  Such  a  cri¬ 
ticism  I  cannot  support.  Further  we  must  realise  that  this  .ceramic 
industry  is  just  in  its  infancy  and  for  it  to  prosper  it  must  necessarily 
depend  upon  the  markets  both  here  and  elsewhere.  Sufficient  adver¬ 
tisement  should  be  given  to  ^ttract  purchasers  both  from  ;  within  and 
without  the  State.  But  the  motion  would  have  it  that  there  is  some¬ 
thing  bad  in  the  management  of  this  concern.  By  saying  so  we  are 
doing  a  great  disservice  to  this  infant  industry,  which  otherwise  pro¬ 
mises  to  bring  in  a  decent  revenue  to  the.  State  'in  due,  course.  Now 
let  us  see  how  far  the  criticisms  are  borne  out;  bj’  facts.  From  the 
papers  available  to  us  we  can  more  or  less  make  correct  conclusions. 
We  have  got  the  authority  of  our  honourable  President  in -this  respect. 
In  his  speech  at  the  joint  session  he  has  referred  to  the  demands  from 
the  Government  of  India  for  the  wares  produced  in  the  factory.  This 
is  what  he  sa'ys :  I  am  glad  to  Say  that  in  the  matter  of  china  clay 
the  war  orders  are  mounting  up  and  the  supply  department  of  the 
Government  of  India  are  very  satisfied  of  the  wares  and  we  are  expecting 
and  we  are  already  getting  very  large  orders.  I  take  'this  Sir,  as  an 
unrefutable  testimony  to  the  management.  Of  course  a  testimonial 
such  as  this  coming  as  it  does  from  the  Government  of  India  as  well 
as  from  the  Supply  Department.' is<  sufficient  justification  for  applaud¬ 
ing  the  management  of  the  factory  and  for  the  good  .work  that  the 
factory  has  turned  out.  Our  Government  albo  in  their  review  of  the  ■ 
work  done  by  the  factory  for  the  year  1116  have  stated  that  the  work 
has  continued  to.  be  very  satisfactory.  Moreover  the  Director  of 
Industries,  while  dealing  with  this  Industry  in  his  administration  re¬ 
port,  has  recorded  satisfaction  in  its  present  working  and  has  express¬ 
ed  ,a  hope  that  it  will  continue  to  work  still  more  prosperously  in 
future.

Mr.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR :  Sir,  on  a  mm ter  of 
personal  explanation,  I  request  your  permission  Sir,  to  explain 
myself  at  the  end  of  my  debate. 

PRESIDENT  :  Yes.  Subject  to  the  rules  of  debate  I  will  allow  it. 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR:  Apart  from  the  testimonials  from  the 
Government  of  India  as  well  as  from  the  officers  uf  our  Government 
wg  have  also  got  the  testimony  of  oue  of  the  honom'ahlo  members  of 
this  House  who  baa  seen  similar  institutions  in  other  States.  He  is 
of  the  opinion  that  the  working  of  the  factory  is  very  satisfactory. 
Besides  we  have  also  in  oflr  administration  report  statements  to  the 
effect  that  there  is  a  growing  demand  for  the  products  of  this  factory 
not  only  from  the  State  but  also  from  outside.  That  shows  how  the 
public  here  and  elsewhere  regard  the  Ceramic  Factory  and  its  products. 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  May  1  know  whether  the  hone ui- 
able  member  thinks  that  these  reports  are  the  only  final  say  on  the 
matter  ? 

Mr.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  Certainly.  Until  the  contrary  is  shown 
from  authentic  sources  and  till  then  these  rejiorts  are  taken  to  be  the 
final  word  on  the  subject.  Sir,  we  have  also  to  take  into  consideration 
the  fact  that  the  manufacture  of  ceramics  involves  ever  so  many  pro¬ 
cesses  in  the  ,  form  of  experiments  and  investigations.  Moreover  at 
present,  the  workers  of  this  factory  arenew  to  tho  work.  They  have 
been  taught  this  work  after  the  inspection  of  the  factory.  So  it  will 
take  soma  time  for  the  management  to  make  any  headway.  Further 
it  is  understood  that  Travancoreans  only  are  employed  in  the  factory 
■that  is  a  welcome  feature.  (At  this  stage  the  Deputy  President  oc¬ 
cupied  the  Chair.)  Further  Sir,  the  administration  report  says  as 
follows; — “The  training  of  the  hands-  in  the  industry  to  which  they  arc 
entire  grangers  takes  time  and  trouble  and  patience.  Besides  being, 
a  new  concern,  bringing  its  working  to  a  routine  system  has  to  bo 
carefully  planned -and  carried  through.  Tho  industry  controls  several 
processes;  The.  optimi  conditions  under  which  if  can  be  carried  out 
have  to  be  determined  by  a  series'  of  long  drawn  out  investigation, 
the  raw  materials  to  be  dealt  witb  have  wet  been  put'  through  these 
processes,  before  therefore  no  knowledge  reUsim;  to  their  specific 
properties  and  to  the  reactions  they  may  have  under  differing  condi¬ 
tions  is  available.  The  field  of  work  is  v.  st  and  i  has  to  bo  explored 
steadily  and  with  a  definite  object  in  view — These  observations  in¬ 
dicate  that  as'a  matter  of  fact  the  factory  is  not  ypt  in  complete  work¬ 
ing  order.  Only  after  a  series  of  experiments  and  investigations 
would  it  be  possible  to  produce  the  articles  with  all  fineness  and  artistic 
beauty.  Under  these  circumstances  I  don’t  see  any  reason  why  we 
should  change  the  present  management  of  the  ceramic  factory,  because 
this  business  concetn  would  thereby,  stand  deprived  of  all  the  advan¬ 
tages  of  experience  gained  by  the  present  expert  at  Kugdara, 
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Further  we  will  find  it  very  difficult  to  get  a  successor  knowing  the 
local  conditions,  the  nature  of  the  soil  ate,,  and  the  nature  of  the  work 
in  the  factory.  All  these  are  matters  not. of  book  knowledge  but  of 
actual  experience.  With  these  observations  1  oppose  the  motion. 

(At  this  stage  the  President  occupied  the  Chair.) 

MB,  K.G-  60VINPAN  ;  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion.  This  is  a  very 
extraordinary  motion  the  like  of  which  I  have  never  heard  of  in  this 
.Assembly.  It  is  certainly  within  the  province  of  the  honourable  non- 
official  members  to  level  charges  with  impunity  against  official 
members.  But  my  impression  is  that  those  ehargos  should  be  levelled 
against  official  members  only  in  their  public  capacity.  Sir,  I  make  a 
dogmatic  assertion  that  this  House  should  have  nothing  to  do  with  the 
private  life  of  any  honourable  member. 

PRESIDENT :  'Was  there  any  such  attempt  ?  Does  the  honourable 
member  say  that  the  private  life  of  any  honourable  member  wan  attacked. 

MR,  K.  G-  fiOVlNOAN  :  £es,  Sir, 

Mil,  KANNANTHGDATHU  JANARQHANAN  HAIR  :  Can  the  honourable 
member  quote  one  instance  where  the  private  life  of  the  expert  wan 
attacked  by  me  ? 

MR.  K.  G.  .60VINDAN :  Sir,  the  honourable  mover  of  the  motion 
was  very  discreet  in  clothing  his  ideas  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  be 
unparliamentary  in  expression. 

MB,  KAISNANTHODATH  jANARDANAN  NAIR:  Can  the  honourable 
member  quote  one  instance  where  his  private  life  was  attacked  ? 

MR.  K.  G,  G0V1NDAN  :  Sir,  my  submission  is  this.  Suppose  I  say 
in  public  :that  such  and  such  a  person  is  not- a  .  profligate  'person  or 
voluptuous  person  in  a  congenial  context  as  to  create  an  impression  that 
the' person  referred  to  might  be  profligate  or  voluptuous. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  do  not  exactly  understand  She  honourable  member. 
What  has  got  China  Clay  to  do  with  profligacy  ? 

Mr.  K.  6,  GGVINOAN :  Sir,  I  was  only  citing  an  example  to  show 
that  the  impression  that  was  created  in  me  fay  the  honourable  member’s 
speech  was  that  Mr.  Dogar  Singh... ...  ■ 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR:  Can  you  quote  any 
instance  from  my  speech  as  touching  the  private  life  of  the. expert  ? 

PRESIDENT:  I  think  I  may  shorten  the  discussion.  Any  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  private  life  of  any  official  member  or  a  non-official  member 
is  out  of  order.  Was  the  speech  delivered  in  Malayalam  or  English  ?

PRESIDENT  :  As  it  was  delivered  in  English!  take  it  for  granted 
that  the  speech  should  not  be  interpreted  to  have  any  reference  to;  the 
private  life  of  any  honourable  member.

language  touching  the  private  life  of  any  honourable.  member  of  this

■It  is  extremely  important  for  this  factory  that  the  quality  of  the 
articles  it  sells  is  maintained.  Now  we  are  getting  war  orders  and  we 
are  supplying  to  the  Government  of  India  who  subject  the  articles  to 
their  own  tests.  But  the  time  will  noon  come  when  we  may  have  to 
stand  competition  from  various  countries  that  we  could  stand  competi¬ 
tion  with  them.

M*.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  Sir,  our  country  has  a  groat  asset  in  its' 
ceramic  works-  It  is  reported  that  we/have  got  an  abundant  supply  of 
china  clay  which  is  the  best  for  its  fineness  whiteness  and  plasticity. 
The  Financial  Secretary  said  during  his  budgfet  speech  last  year  •  that 
the  manufactured  articles  of  the  factory  have  been  certified  to  be  of  the 
finest  quality  by  the  experts  of  the  Government  of  India  and  by  the 
leading. firms  of  British  India  dealing  in  crockery  and  sanitary  ware. 
At  present  ,we  are  told  that  we  have  got  a  surfeit  of  war.  supply,  orders 
and  it  is  only  to  be  expected  that  we  will  get  a  large  profit.  I  entirely 
join  in  the  vietvs  expressed  by  Mr." Pereira  that  for  an  industrial  enter¬ 
prise  of  this  kind  time,  is  an  essential  factor  for  its  full  fruition  and, 
allowance  should  be  made  for  mistakes.  Sir,  from  the  Audit  Beport  it 
has  been  disclosed  that  there  are  certain  irregularities  -in  the  admini¬ 
stration  of  the  Department*  It  is  for  the  Government  to  bring  to  bear 
greater  attention  and  greater  control  upon  the  Ceramic  Expert  in  that 
matter.  With  these  tt^r-ds  I  oppose  the  motion. 
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Mr.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM ;  Sir,  I  learn  from  the  speech  of  the 
mover  of  the  motion  that  his  complaint  is  not  so,  much  against  the 
actual  management  of  the  factory  as  about  the  behaviour  of  the  .Cera- 
mic  Expert,  Mr.  Dogar  Sing.  The  mover  referred  'to  the  Ceramic 
•  Experit’s  behaviour  towards  the  coolies.  I  thought  there  was  much  in 
the  statement  of  the  mover.'  Yesterday  when  |he  Ceramic  Expert  was 
faking  oath  in  this  Assembly,  I  remember  the  Dewan -President 
called  him  to  order.  .  , 

PRESIDENT  :  No,  no,  I  did  not  call  him  to  order.  I  only  said  that 
it  is  not  necessary  to  take  anbath  in  a  very  loud  voice. 

Mr.  [KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  I  heard  yon,  Bir,  to  say  ,  that  he 
should  moderate  his  voice.  I  refer  to  that  as  an  instance  to  show  tho 
temperament  of  th.e:h.onourable  member.  If  that  was  necessary  even 
in  this  Assembly,  one  could  understand  more  or  leas  what  would  be  his 
attitude  as  a  taskmaster  in  his  own  office. 

MR.  M.  -SIVATHANU  PILLAi  .  May  I  know  from  the  honourable 
member  whether  he  moans  to  say  that,  that  the  Ceramic  Export  when 
he  took  the  oath  was  in  high  temper  ? 

MR.  KOTTALfL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  He  was  in  ordinary  temper  but  that 
was  not  taken  to  be  the  normal  mode  adopted  by  other  honourable 
members  of  this  House.  . 

PRESIDENT:  What  you  mean  is  that  it  is  symptomatic  of  his

.  again  which  he  would  freely  and  willingly  give.  That -is  the  move- 
ment  between  employer  and  the  coolies.  So  I  say  that  these  things 
are  not  so  important  as  to  be  taken  serious  notice  of.  In  the  State 
Administration  Report  dealing  with  the  Department,  for  1110  there  is 
a  long  paragraph  at  page  112  which  is  all  appreciation  for  its  working. 
The  first  sentence  states  that  the  Ceramic  Factory  continued  to  work 
satisfactorily  during  the  year.  Government  have  thus  very  much 
appreciated  his  work  in  the 'factory  and  I  do  not  wish  to  add  anything 
more  about  it.  Anyhow,  as  Mr.  Padivara  Jose]ffi  has  pointed, out,  I 
would  request  the. Ceramic  Expert,  to  learnmoreLf  tho  ways  of  Travau- 
core  coolies  and  behave  towards  them  more  peacefully.

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Mr.'  D.  C.  JOSEPH  :  I  wish  to  offer  a  £mv  observations  on  the  motion 
before  the  House.  The  conch  supported  by  two  elephants  on  the  sides 
is  the  emblem  of  Travancore  and  that  bespeaks  prosperity  for  the 
State.  The  historic  Temple  Entry-Proclamation  issued  by  His  High¬ 
ness  the  Maharaja  of  travaucore  and  the  Debt  relief  Act  raise  ’ Tra¬ 
vancore  very  high  in  the  estimation  of  the  -world  at  large.  Prom  the 
political  point  of  view,  sndh  is  the  reputation  of  our  State  and  therefore 
it  is  only  fitting  that  to  increase  the  prosperity  of  the  State,  We  should 

develop  it  on  the  eomineriCal  side, 

Clay  is  available- in  plenty  in  many  areas  of  Central  Travancore. 
The  quality  of  clay  found  in  Kundara  has  been  acknowledged  to  be  one 
of  the  finest  produces  in  India.  It  has  been  made  known  as  such  by 
our  distinguished  Uowan.  But  for  ttiat  A.  B.  P.  our  eminent  Dewan, 
wo  will  n«t  get  enough  protection  from  economic  deterioration.  Sir 
C.  P’s  greatness  and  capacity  from  the  industrial  point  of  view  is  re¬ 
cognised  all  over  the  world  and  the  Stale  of  Travancore  owe  him  a  deep 
debt  of  gratitude  for-  development  on  that  side.  Lakshina  was  in  groat 
-travail  in  Kundara-  and  A.  K.  P.  came  at  the  opportune  hour  t.o  take  out 
the  embedded  beautiful  baby  the  china  clay,  which  requires  careful 
nourishment.  Industrially,  Sir  0. 1J- ifc!  he  accredited  reprosentinivo 
of  Sri  Anaiulapadmanabiia’s  reservoir  of  power  and  it  is  only - 

PRESIDENT  ;  As  the  President  Of  the  House  does  not  directly, 
conduct  the  Ceramic  Factory  in- the  State,  it  will  be  useful  for 'tho 
member  to  confine  his  attention  to  the  actual  business  of  the  factory, 

Mr,  D.  C.  JOSEPH  :  Sir,,  the  hearty  co-operation  and  support -of  the 
people  at  large  in  the  State  is  essential  for  the  development  of  any 
industry  in  this  State. ,  By  means  ofrthafc  it  is  possible  to  achieve  a  lot 
of  things  bjribr.  Ceramic  .Expert,  .  In  the  initial  stages  of  the  working 
of  that  factory,  there  twill  be,  some  loss...  Without  minding  it,  work 
should  be  proceeded  with.  There  must  ba^j  roper  supervision  ana  con¬ 
trol  exercised  by  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  Ceramic  Factory,  In  the 
initial  stages  of  the  Hydro  Electric  Scheme  at  .Pallivusal,  there  were 
many,  disadvantages.  In  the  proper  installation  of1  machines,  difficul¬ 
ties  had  to  be  overcome-  Even  in  the  matter  of  buildings  for  housing 
the  machines;  greater  difficulties  had  to  be  overcome.  Similar  will  be 
tljs  expedience  with,  respect  to  the"  i Ceramic  ■  Factory, .  The  rubber  in¬ 
dustry  run  by  Government  some  years  ago  had  the  same  difficulties  to 
encounter.  There  was  much  publihi  comment  and  clamour  ,  with  the 
result  that  the  con'cern  went  into  private  management.'  Now,  that 
.concern  gives  "excellent  results  from  the  point  of  view  of  revenue.  A 
dividend  of  about  Bs.  2  lakhs  has-been  given  to  Government.  The 
Ceramic? Factory  also,  will  bring.-simiJar  foBune  to  the  State,  .  All’  clay 
lying  hidden  till  now  have  been  tapped  and  various  articles  are  made 
out  of  it.  Those  articles  are  acclaimed  as  of  superior  in  kind  to  those 
produced  in  India,  The  concern  is  likely  to  have  a  better  future. 
Such  a  state  of  affairs  ’  has  .b.oert  brought  about  by  Mr.  Doger  j3ingh, 
the  present  Ceramic  Expert.  Those  who  are  in  direct  touch  and  con¬ 
tact  with  the  coolies  have  to  exercise  a  Certain  amount  of  control  over 
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them  at  the  proper  time,  Lank  of  that,  will  tell  upon  the  production 
of  that  concern  and  its  quality  too.  In  the  exer  eise  of  control,  the 
employer  will  have  to  lose  his  tamper  occasionally.  That  is  only  a 
natural  feature.  The  employer  will  necessarily  have  to  be  adiard  task 
•master.  It  is  under  such  an  atmosphere  Mr.  Doger  Singh  dwells.  The 
clay  that  was  hidden  all  along  had  boen  brought  out  to  the  surface  by 
the  efforts  of  Mr.  Doger  Singh.  In  that  process,  he  might  have 
suffered  great  difficulties  as  the* collapse  of  colleries,  disappearance  of 
bridges  etc.  There  may  be  other  dificulties  here  and  there  both 
among  the  employed  and  their  master.  It  is  only  through  the  indus¬ 
trial  advancement  of  a  country,  that,  general,  economic  prosperity  could 
be  improved.  Demands  for  our  clay  products  arc  coming  up  from 
various  parts  of  India  and  they  are  being  sold  m  larger  number  from 
here.  We  should  take  all  these  aspects  into  consideration  and  lend  out 
■support  to  Mr.  Doger  Singh  who  is  toiling  for  vrs  amidst  manifold  diffi¬ 
culties 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLA1 :  Sir,  I  also  wish  to  make 
a  few  observations  on  this  motion.  I  may.  be  permitted  'to  say  at  the 
outset  that,  J  agree  in  tin-,  matter  of  allowing  the  present  Expert  to 
continue  for  some  more  time  for  improving  the  working  of  the  Carawiu 
Factory  at  Knndara  to  tire  fullest  advantages  of  the  State.  But  my 
point  is  this.  •  This  is  an  industry  on  which  the  capital  investment  up  • 
to  the  end  of  the  current  year  will  bo  Bs.  11,21 ,800.  This  is 'a  scheme 
which  has  got  a  very,  bright  future  from  the  point  of  view  of  revenue. 
So  ay  submission  is  that  we  are  all  anxious  to  see  that  the  administra¬ 
tive  control  of  the  factory  at  Kundara  is  placed  on  a  better  and  satis¬ 
factory  footing.  I  am  constrained  to  make  this  observation  on  account 
of  certain  irregularities  that  have  been  enumerated  at  page  119  of 
the  Audit  Report  and  Appropriation  Accounts  for  the  year  1115  M,  E- 
The  irregularities  stated  there  will  undoubtedly  show  that  the  affairs 
of  this  factory  are  not  at  all  properly  managed.  The  irregularies  set 
forth  are: 

,  (1)  In  tho*case  of  oats  particular  work  the  actual  oxpouditur'e  till  the  end  of 
-  -  1115  was  nearly  double  the  estimate  ssnetiowed  by  Government, 

This  show  that -there  was  expenditure' in  excess  .of  Government  grant. 

(2)  Nearly  double  the  quantity  of  rubber  required  was  Blocked. 

This  is  a  mere  waste  of  Government  funds. 

(3)  Another  work  with  a  total  estimate  of  fla.  38,907-21-1  was  oarried  out 

inainIyvou  “Petty  Jok-  system.”  More  brinks  thin  was  actually 
required  wore  supplied  and  ^transport- charges  Were  innun'roil  for 
brragi^i'  bricks  to  the  site.- 
This  is  unnecessary  *penditure. 

(4)  Heavy  payments  were  wads  by  the  Ceramic  Export  in.  the  ahaonno.of 

'suffioienr.  baWhoe  as  per  the  cash  hook.  - 

This  shows  lack  of  ordinary  control  over  expenclitm'o.  All  these 
irregularities  will  go  to.pt'ove  bhat  thofe  isihal-feasanoe  or  mis-fPasa'nce 
in  the  managemeutsof-  tfia"  factory,  by  -tfie  Expert.  So -my  .humble 
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submission  is  that  though  the  expert,  is  allowed  to  continue  there  in 
connection*  with  'the-  working  of  the  factory,  it  is  high  time 
that  Government  takes  the  necessary  action  to  take  the  adrnnistrative 
control  of  the  factory  from  the  present  expert.  This  I  believe  will 
conduce  to  the  better  prosperity  of  the  State  as  well  as  to  the  better 
management  of  the  factory.  With  these  observations,  I  support  the 
motion ;  but  I  do  not  at  all  agree  with  the  reasons  advanced  by  the 
honouable  mover  in  support,  of  this  motion.  *

remove  oe.ii,t)t)  misanprehensions  entertained  by  some  of  the  honour¬ 
able -membets  on  this  subject.  1-u  regard  to  the  working  of  this  factory, 
fiovcmment  are  as. Eton-  as  the, honourable  members -themselves  in 
keeping  up  the.  efficiency  of  this  important  industrial  concern  in  the 
titatc.  I  need  hardly  renamed  the  House  ,  that  at  the  early  stages  of 
a  venture  like  this,  perhaps  of  a  very  novel  character  on  this  side, 

'  or  even  in  South  India,  it  w  but  natural  that  there  should  be  .some 
■delay  before  the  concern  could  yield  profit.  The  preliminary  ex- 
•  penditure  that  had  to  be  incurred  'ill  KuTebhom  1115  when,  the 
factory  tvfcs  formally  opened,  has  necessarily  to  be  regarded  as  an 
item  of  expenditure  on  which;  no  profit  can  be  shown,  At  the  early 
stages  of  the  working  of  the  factory,  greater  attention  tvas  devoted  the 
mining  side,  than  the  manufacture  .'of  ceramic  wares.  For,  at  that 
time  it  was  realised  that  it  might  not  be  possible  having  regard  to  the 
cheapness  of  'the  articles  of  the  ceramic  ware  available  from  other 
places  in  India  and  from  Europe  for  us' to  compete  in  the  lhatter  of 
porcelain  materials.  Our  mam  competitor  was  Japan  Which,  as  the 
House  may  be  aware,. competed  even  with  European  markets  in  regard 
to  ceramic  ware.  .  .  . 

How,  from  Kumbhorn  11 15, 'the  mining  operations,  went  on  vigo* 
rously  and  the  question  was  to  find  a  suitable  market  for-  refined  clay. 
It  may  be  stated  in  this  connection,  that  there  were  certain  industrial 
concerns  in  Upper  India  which  for  certain  reasons  indulged’  in  efforts 
to  run  down  the  quality  of  the  clay  which  was  being  refined  and  made 
available'  from  Kundara.  The  attempt,  therefore  was  to  advertise  the 
particular  quality  of.the.tyay  available  here  and.  to  find  a  good  market 
in  India.  I  may  mention  for  the  information  ;|of  honourable  members 
of  this  House  that  at  the  early  stages,  even  before  the  factory  had 
attained  its  present  development,  certain  concerns  of  world-wide  fame 
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who  have  undertaken  the  sale  of  Kerosine  came  to  Travancore,  inter¬ 
viewed  the  Dewan  and  attempted  to  negotiate  terms  for  the  wholesale 
purchase  of  the  clay  as  and  when  it  was  manufactured  and  sent  out 
from  -the  factory.  The  rates  they  offered  when  compared  ‘to  what 
we  have  now  been  able  to  get,  were  very,  very  low,  and  therefore  the 
negotiations  fell  through.  We  have  got  better  terms  and  our  refined 
clayicommandaa  very  favourable  market  throughout  India 

PRESIDENT :  The  honourable  member  has  only  one  minute  more. 
RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  G,  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  :  Secondly,  in 
regard  to  the  profit  and  loss'  accounts  which- were  mentioned 
here,  I  may  submit  that  as  in  the  case  of  the  accounts  of  the  ' 
Transport  Department,  the  figures  shown  in  the  Budget .  are  as  cash 
basis  and  not  as  Commercial  basis.  But  the  figures  which  have  already 
been  placed  in  ‘the  hands  of  the  honourable  members  by  the  Ceramic 
Expert  and  which  were  referred  to  yesterday,  would  show  that  they 
were  prepared  on  the  basis  of  commercial  accounting  and  actually  it 
will  be  seen  that  both  in  the  year  1116  and  in  the  year  1117,  the 
profits  were  very  appeciable. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR:  Before  deciding,  whether 
I  should  press  the  motion  or  withdraw  it,  I  should  like  to  give  one  or. 
two  words  of  explanation.  I  find  that  my  motion  has  been  misconstrued 
and  misunderstood  by  many  of  the  honourable  members.  Sir,  I  was 
only  suggesting,  that,  because  the  management  of  the  factory  has  not 
been  very  efficient,  the  administrative  control  of  the  factory  be  handed 
over  to  somebody  else,  the  Ceramic  Expert  remaining  there  as  such. 

PRESIDENT  :  On  that  matter,  I  think  sufficient  'elucidation  has 
been  made. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  ;  Some  honourable  mem- 
bers  were  speaking  on  the  understanding  that  I  wanted  the  Expert  to 
'  be  sent.  away.  That  was  not  my  motion  at  all.  He  can  be  retained 
while  the  control .  alone  may  be  taken  over  by  another  body.  One  or 
two  .honourable  members  said  that  I  was  entering  into  his  private  life 
making  pictures  of  his  character  etc.  Sir,  1  perfectly  remember  what 
I  said  ;  that  I  did  not  want  to  interfere  in  such  matters  however  serious 
such  matters  be. 

PRESIDENT:  Why  flog  a  dead  horse?  When  the  honourable 
member  spoke  about  . that,  I  ascertained  from  the  honourable,  member 
Mr.  Janadanan  Nair  that,  he  meant  no  personal  offence  and  there  is 
an  end  of  the  matter,  Why  should  we  go  again  into  the  matter. 

Mr,  KANNANTHODAWH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  Sir,  if  I  am  to  under¬ 
stand  that  Government  accept,  the  proposition  of  separation  of  the  ad¬ 
ministration  of  the  expert  side  of  the. factory  all  that  can  be  skid  is . . 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  G.  PAR AMESWAR AN  PILLAI  ;  The  observations 
that  have  been  made  on. the  floor  of  the  House  will  receive  very  serious  • 
consideration  of  Government.

MB.  VARKALA  K,  MADHAVAN  :  Sir,  I  move 
To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  15,200  for  travelling  allowance  by  Rs.  10. 

'My  object,  Sir,  tin  moving  this  motion  is  to  point  out  i certain 
defects  in  the  proper  working  of  the  Village  Unions.  These  Village 
Unions  are  presided  lover  by  the  respective  Tahsildars  of  the- Taluks 
concerned.  Their  headquarters  are  far  away  from  the  villagesconcerned 
an$  it  may  be  possible  for  them  to  visit  these  villages  only  once  in  two 
months  or  three  months.  Vicfe-Presidents  are  not  elected  or  appointed 
for  carrying  out  the 'routine  business  in  any  of  the  .Village  Unions  con¬ 
stituted  so  far..  Jtfany  of  their  official  members  have  their  head  quarters 
in  far  off  places,  so  that  their  services  are  also  available  to  these  Unions 
only  once  in  three  months  or  so  when  the  Union  meetings  are  held. 
Therefore,  unless  and  until  Vice-Presidents  are  nominated  or  elected 
and  are  entrusted  with  the  routine  business  of  these, bodies,  it  may  not 
be  possible  to  carry  on  their  work.  I  know  of  Village  Unions  in  my 
taluk  which,  although  they  were  constituted  two  "years  ago,  have  not 
yet  started  functioning. 

Another  difficulty  of  these  Village  Unions  is  the  fact  that  they  are 
not  in  a  position  td  collect  the  minimum-  amount  required  for  the  work¬ 
ing  of  the  bodies.  Moreover,  in  these  days  -of  :  hardship,  the  people 
are.  also  feeling  the  strain  because  the  chief  source  of  income  of  several 
Unions,  is  derived  by  the  levy  of  S  percentage  of  land  tax  which  ^s  in 
excess  of; the  tax  paid-  by  the  ryo'ts  to  Government.  Therefore  I  have 
to  suggest  that  the  management  of  these  bodies  should  as. far  as  pos¬ 
sible,  be  invested  in  Vice-Presidents  elected  by  the  Unions  themselves.

Government  should  nominate  only  educated  men  as  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Unions.  With  these  suggestions  I  commend  my  motion 
for  the  acceptance  of  the  House.

The  object  of  this  motion  is  to  discuss  about  the  desirability  of 
making ’pfovision  for  giving  dearness  allowance  to  all  Government 
servants  drawing  a  monthly  salary  of  up  to  Bs.  25.  Sir,  it  is  a  matter 
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for  sincere  gratification  to  find  that  in  view  of  the  general  increase  in 
the  price  of  commodities  including  even  the  bearest  necessities  of  life, 
a  special  provision  of  Es.  2  lakhs  has  been  made  in  the  next  year’s 
budget  under  Miscellaneous  Expenditure  for  the  grant  of  dearness 
allowance  to  the’low-paid  servants  in  the  public  service  of  the  State 
drawing  a  pay  less  than  Es,  15-  According  to  me  this  is  not  at  all  an 
adequate  provision  for  this  indispensable  and  very  urgent  matter. 
This-Be,  pis  not  sufficient  even  to  purchase  four  edangalies  of  rice  in 
these  days.  It  will  be  admitted  by  all  that  the  adverse  effects  of  the 
last  war  were  not  so  directly  and  acutely  experienced  by  the  Travan- 
coreans  as  we  experience  just  at  present,  in  spite  of  the  honest  attempt 
of  the  Government  made  in  that  direction. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  have  heard  many  stories  about  it. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Many  stories  were  heard 
certain  people  becoming  very  rich  and  all  that.  We  had  enough  of  it 
then. 


My  submission  is  that  a  generous  relief  has  to  beigiven  to  low-paid 
public  servants  in  the  State  drawing  a  salary  of  up  .to  Bs.  25.  This  is 
all  what  I  have  to  state.  I  do  not  propose  to  make  a  lengthy  speech 
on  the  matter  as  it  is  so  very  clear.  With  these  words  I  commend  the 
motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House.

It  is,  in  the  first  place,  proposed  to  be  given  only  to  certain  classes  of 
officers  drawing  a  maximum  salary  of  .Es-  100.  In  the  second  place 
evep among  those. officers  some. difference  is. attempted  to  .  be  .kept  np 
in  the  matter  of  the  nature  of  the  appointments  i.  <s.  whether  they 
belong  ta  the  executive- or  ministerial  branch.  Sir,  according  to  me  if 
this  proposal  is  given  effect  to,  I  believe  that  it  will  create  a  certain 
amount  of  unrest  and  dissatisfaction  in  the  minds  of  the  educated  un¬ 
employed  youths  and  also  in  the  minds  of  those  people  who  are  already 
in  service  and  who  are  waiting  for  promotions.  My  submission  is  that 
the  proposal  is  not  at  all  satisfactory  and  it  will  not  be  conducive  to 
efficient  and  proper  administration.  So  I  would  urge  upop  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  Government  the  necessity  to  take  thereby  steps  for  the 
cancellation  of  this  order  and  also  for  restoring  the  old  order.  With 
these  observations  I  commend  the  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the 
House.

There  are  many 
difficulties  regarding  our  mounting  pension  charges  and  mtany  solutions 
were  suggested.  It  is  not  that  the  Government  were  not  aware  that 
there  may  be  certain  objections  raised  to  the  extension  of  service  of: 
officers  even  after  they  have  attained  the  age  of  55.  Whatever  it  may 
be,  whether  it  will  be  advantageous  to  certain  communities  who  ■  are 
over-represented  in  service  or  whether  it  might  be  viewed  as  a  kind  of 
reactionary  proposal  designed  or  calculated  to  retard  the  advancement 
of  those  communities  Inadequately  represented  in  Government  service,  j 
giving  extensions  definitely  means  that  the  pension  charges  will  be  less, 

At  the  time  when  this  order  was  passed  the  budget  estimates  were  not 
known.

iho  attention  qf  this  House  l  am  convinced  that  I  should  lend 'my  snp> 
port  to  the  motion.  It  has  boon  stated  on  the  floor  of  this  'House  that 
if  the  service  of.  officers  is  extended  beyond  their  £flth  year,  there  is  the 
imminent  danger  of  individuals  belonging  to  backward  communities 
who  have  been  given  a  fair  treatment  recently  ,I»y  tire  Government  of 
His  Highuess  the  Maharaja  forfeiting  their  service  which' they  have 
secured  after  very  protracted  efforts.  Sir,  that  reason  sounds  very 
■  convincing  on  the  ground  that  we  cannot  afford  to  take  away  with  one 
hand  that  was  given 'with  the  other  hand.  The  other  reason  which 
strikes  me  is  that  when  there  aro  people  young  men  and  women  quali¬ 
fied  and  who  are  competent  to  fit  themselves  in  work*  and  who  are 
Unemployed  with  no  hope  of  getting  into  the  service  "of  Government, 
with  despair  written  on  their  facies  and  unable  to  make  out  an  honest 
living-that  speotable  also  convinces  £8  that  as  far  as  possible  at  the 
155th  year  of  ago,  officers  should  bo  retired  on  pension.  There  was  one 
difficulty  which  I  was  .feeling  if  as  a  matter  of  fact  Government  has 
ordered  their  extension  of  service  for  two  years, — I  do  not  how  far 
X  am  in  order  to  can  vass  that  question.  If  that  order,  could  be  changed  I 
should  be  very  glad  and  T  want  that  rule  to  be  applied  in  the  case  of 
officers  who  have  been  granted  oxtensionfljjeyond  the  month  of  Mafea- 
vaiu  1118.  If  this  order  can  be  changed  in  the  interests  of.  the  name 
of  the  backward  community  who  has  acquired  some  rights  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  this  country,  then  it  is  a  great  blessing.  Extension  of  service 
beyond  the  55th  year  should  not  bo  allowed. 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  G.  PABAMESWARAM  PILLAI  :*  May  I  just  point 
out.  that  there  is  no  such  order,  extending  the  period  of  extension  to  • 
two  years.  The  only  point  was  that  this  is  in  order  to  elucidate  infor¬ 
mation  of  this  Housp,  extension  for  six  months  till  Makarom  1118  has 
been  provisionally  ordered.  - 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI :  Then  1  have  nothing  more  to 
say  on  that.  *  But  I  should  like,  to  make  some  observations  on  this 
question.  Before  doing  so,  let  me  express  the  hope  that  as  you  were 
pleased  to  observe  that  the  Government  will  be  glad  to  accept  the 
tv.views  of.  this  House  if  found  to  be  good  and  that  promise  J*am  sure  the 
F  Government  will  keep.  ’  I  have  absolutely  no  doubt  On  that  matter. 
But  I  am  saying  so  •  because  on  very  many  important  questions  after 
"very  sacred  commitments  were  made  by  Government  on  matters  of 
grave  importance  which  affected  the  prestige  and  the  dignity  of  the 
Government,  this  Government  have  been  unable  to  do  anything  on 
those  questions.  Practically  they  have  violated  their  promises.  I  am 
very  sorry  that  I  have  to  observe  that  during  many  pears  in  the  past, 
those  who  wore  in  charge  of  the  administration— I  do  not  mean  the  De- 
wans,  I  mean  only  as  much  as  the  other  officers  like  the  Chief  Secre-- 
tary,  Secretaries  to  Government  and  so  forth,  were  responsible  for  such, 
a  state  of  affairs.  X  say  this  with  some  deliberation,  that  we,  the  sub¬ 
jects  of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  are  entitlod  to  see  that  pledges 
given  by  Government  on  ver$  sacred  matters,  should  be  kept.  I  mean 
only  to  refer  to  one  thing,  Sir,  and  lam  sure  there  cannot  be  any 
difference  of  opinion.  In  the  year  1925,  on  the  11th  of  E’cbruary  there 
was  a  motion  before  the  House  which  was  accepted  by  Government, 
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You  will  forgive  mo  when  I  say  the  importance  of  this  subject  and  the 
value  ot  that  and  my  observations  are  entitled  to  receive  the  kind  con¬ 
sideration  of  this  House.  The  motion  reads  thus  ; 

“Tli«t  this  CoiunSl  recommends  to  Government  that  steps  ho  taken  to  comme- 
inoi'ftte,  the  long  prosperous  and  .gloriui'8  reign  of  His  Highness  Sri 
Mnlain  Tinmal.i  the  late  lamented  Sfahe  Raja  of  Travanoore,  by  a  be. 
fitting  memorial-  preferably  a  Chamber  for  the  Legislative  Council 
with  a  life  sine  statue  of  IJis  Highness  in  s  eonepieomisj  part  of  that 

Sir,  some  of  us  including  at  least,  one  who  is  now  in  the  official 
bench  took  part  in  the  discussion  of  that  resolution  and  all  of  us  with 
one  voice,  a  patriotic  voice,  with  loyal  sentiments  passed  that  resolution 
unanimously.  In  this  connection  I  will  read  one  portion  of  the  text  of 
the  proceedings,  The  late  Uao  ilahadur  Krishna  Villa!  who  Was 
then  the  Chief  Secretary  to  Government ,  stated  on  behalf  of.  Govern- 
meat  as  follows  :  , 

Sir,  on  behalf  uE  Government,  I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  associat¬ 
ing  myself  with  the  remarks  that  have  bt«-n  made  by  the  members 

In  concluding  he  said, 

"  Thvould  therefore  suggest  a  slight  iunemlmeht  to  the  resolution,  I 
'  would  word  it  os  follSws."  « 

“  This  Council ■reeoirimonds  to  Government  that  steps  be  taken  to  com- 
memorate  the  long,  prosperous  and  glorious  reign  oi  His  Highness 
Sri  itulam  Tirunai,  the  late  lamented  Malm  itajn  of  Tnivaiicore,  by 
a  befitting  memorial -preferably  a  Chamber  fur  the  [legislative 
Council  and  a  life-size  statue  of  His  Highness.” 

The.  resolution  am  muled  was  accepted  by.  the  House,  the  whole 
House  standing.  I  tell  you,  Sir,  as  .one  who  is  very  sympathetic 
towards  Travan.core,  as  one  who  has  known  the  great  and  glorious 
work  of  His  Highness  Sri  Mu  lam  Tirunal,  I  put  it  to  you,  is  there  any 
justification  on  the  part  of  those  officers  who  are  functioning  for  many 
years  that. soon  after  his  death  for  not  bringing  this  resolution  before 
thei)ewans.  I  am  asking  this  because  I  find  resolutions,  on  sacred 
subjects  being  brushed  aside  allowing  memory  to  over-grow  itself. 
■That  is  the  point  which  induces  rue  to  place  before  the  House. 

.1  wish  to  tfty  one  more  important  point.  With  regard  to  the 
motion  moved  by  Mr,  T,  P.  Velayudfian  Filial,  l  wish  to  say  that  a 
kiudred  resolution  to  that  was  before  the  House  under  date  11th  Fe¬ 
bruary  1925.  It  stated  thus : 

“  This  Council  reuopi mends  to  Government  that  all  foreigners  in  the 
'  .  •  service  of  the  State  who  have  completed  either  25  years  of  service 
"or  86  years  of  age  be  retired  and  that  natives  of  the  country  be 
i.  appointed  in  tbeir  places.”  , 

That  resolution  was  more  or  less  the  same  in  essence.  I  think  Sir, 
thait.as  there  are  many  people  in  the  services  who  came  here  with  pro¬ 
spects,  to  ask  them  to  go  away,  will  be  wrong.  Possibly  some  of  them 
are  , considered  to  be  indispensable  and  on  that  ground  might  be  re¬ 
tained  for  some  time.  At  the  time  thiSresofulion  was  under  discussion 
in  the, House  I  characterised  it  as  follows  :

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Thai  was  the  kind  of  sentiment  which  escaped  from  me.  Now. 
Sir,  I  stand  corrected.  Times  have  changed  ;  situation  has  changed. 
Therefore,  it  is  that  the  spirit  of  Mr.  Velayudhan  Pillai’s  resolu¬ 
tion  commends  itself  to  me.  There  are  certain  aspects  which  -re¬ 
quires  examination.  If  it  is  a  question  of  unemployment,  then  this 
raises  a  further  question  that  Appointments  to  the  public  services  must 
as  far  as  possible  be  confined  to  the  b6rn  subjects  of  His  Highness  the 
Maharaja  with  exceptions.  I  am  not  saying  this  in  any  spirit  of 
vindictiveness  for  my  knowledge  of  history  impels  me  to  say  that 
.Travancore  has  been  greatly  benefit  ted  by  various  persons  who  camo 
from  outside.  It  is  none  of  their  fault.  They  were  sent  for  and  they 
came-  I  have  nothing  against  them.  But  in  the  present  day- 
world  when  the  spirit  is  rampant,  when  everybody  wants  that  public: 
services  should  go  to  the  younger  people  of  the  State,  a  resolution  like, 
the  one  under  discussion  is  fitting  and  should  be  accepted.  J.  know  as 
a  matter  of  fact  that  the  opinion  of  the  present  Dewan  is  entitled  to. 
great  weight  and  that  is  the  reason  I  change  my  old  convictions.  The 
present  Dewan  said  that  he  would  see  that  foreigners  are  not  imported  ■ 
into  Travancore.  That  is  the  ,  first  speech  he  made  on  his  entry  into 
Travancore.  I-am  supporting  that  position.  I  am  only  saying  now 
that  that  should  be  adhered  to.  I  hope  that  even  during  your  temporary 
absence,  Sir,  that  policy  will  be  kept  in  view  by  your  successor.  This 
is  ■  a  great  step  forward  that  will  be  hailed  as  an  achievement.  Bir, 
let  rue  say  that  I  am  not  one  of  those  who  want  to  oppose  foreigners 
for  no  fault  of  theirs.  After  doing  their  hard  work-in  this  State  for  a  ■ 
period  of  years;  they  go  away-  All  that  1  want  to  say  in  this  connec¬ 
tion  is  that  this  resolution  may  be  brought  into  effect-  from  the  future 
at  least.  With  your  permission,  Sir,  I  shall  read  a  quotation  written 
by  an  economist  and  a  politician. 

I  shall  read  just  one  sentence,  Sir. 

“  It  is  a  very  singular  Government  in  which  every  member  of  the  ad¬ 
ministration  wishes  to  get  out  of  the  country  and  consequently  to 
have  done  with  the  government  as  soon  as  he  goes  and  whose  intei- 
rest  the  day  after-he  has  left  it  and  carried  his  own  fortune  with  . 
him  in  perfect  indifference  though  the  whole  country  is  swallowed 
up  by  an  earthquake.”  ;  - 

I  do  not  think  that  human  nature  is  so  bad  Sir,  that  when  he  goes 
away  he  will  not  care  to  remember  the  place  where  he  has  come  from. 

I  pray  Sir,  that  as  far  as  possible,  unless  there  is  no  man  fit  for  a 
particular  place  here,  for  some  technical  business,  appointment  to  the 
service  may  in  accordance  with  the  views  you  have  expressed  often,  you 
have  endorsed,  you  have  recommended,  you  have  upheld,  be  confined 
to  sons  of  this  country.  As  far  as  possible,  'do  not  appoint  a  pensioned 
officer.  Onoe  he  is  pensioned,  there  is  no  use.  I  do  not  want  to  men¬ 
tion  names,  because  I  treat  this  House  with  so  much  honour  and  treat 
myse'lf  with  so  much  self-respect.  Once  a  man  is  pensioned  there 
should  be.no  use  for  him  to  be  in  service,  unless  it  is  that  it  is  impossi¬ 
ble  to  get  a  substitute,  and  to  get-the-  work  done  by -the  substitute,  re-. 
tired  officers  should  never  be  appointed.  Also  do 'not  appoint  a  foreig- 
ner  unless  a  native  with  ability  to  do.  the  work  equally  efficiently  is  mot 
vevUable.  -

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  May  I  ask  Sir,  whether  it  is  the 
proper  occasion  for  ventilating  personal  grievances  like  these  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  Why,  this  is  the  general  discussion  and  these  matters 
may  probably  come  in.  But  the  Whole  question  seems  to  he  rather  get¬ 
ting  mixed  up.  After  all  Government  can  only  exercise  a  certain  amount 
of  scrutiny  on  these  matters.  If  a  person  is  giving  a  false  discription 
of  himself  and  if  it  is-found  out  and  it  is  properly  brought  to  the  notice 
of  Government,  Government  will  move  in  the  matter.  But  the  dis¬ 
cussions  oh  the  floor  of  the  house  may  be  rather  unfair  to  those  other . 
men.  That  there  has  been  such  deceptions  is  a  matter  of  common 
knowledge.  I  know  of  a  ease  in  which  a  person  described  himself  as  a 
Christian  on  the  day  that  he  joined  the  Junior  Intermediate  Class.  In 
addition  to  getting  free  scholarship,  he  was  given  an  allowance  of  Rs. 
25  per  mensem  and  he  remained  a  Christian  until  the  day  he  passed  his 
B..A,  and  then  he  became  a  Hindu  and  a  Judicial  Officer.  I  mean  he 
.  has  never  been  converted  to  Christianity,  but  he  described. himself  as  a 
Christian  because  -he  could  get  scholarship  and  he  was  a  brilliant 
student.  Afterwards,*  the  question  was  sought  to  be  taken  up,  but  it 
was  too  late.  In  these  matters  if  there  is  any  irregularity  it  ought  to 
be  brought  at  once  to  the  notice  of  Government,  But  to  talk  of  it 
here  on  the.  floor  of  the  House  would  be  unfair  for  the  person  con¬ 
cerned.  He  might  be  able  to  say  something  for.  himself  for  aught 
we  know.

•MR.' PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  .  Sir,dihis  circular  was  issned 
by  the  Higfe  Court  so  as  to  give  effect  to  the  recommendations  made  by 
the  Laws  Delays  Commissioner. »  In  the  Circular  it  is  specifically  stated 
that  it  is  not  the  intention  of  the  High  Court  that  all  cases,  should  be 
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tried,  from  day  to  day  or  that  all  cases  pending  should  be  dealt  with  in 
that  fashion,  It  was  specifically  stated  in  that  circular  that  that  was 
not  the  idea.  Probably  this  system  of  day  to  day  trial  was  not  in 
vogue  in  any  of  our  courts  before  the  circular  was  issued  even  though 
there  was  statutory  provision  to  that  effect.  That  was  only  a  provision 
contained  in  the  law  but  in  practice  it  was  not  followed.  That  point 
also  was  stressed  in  the  circular. 

Mr.  KOTTAUL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  Is  there  any  statute  to  the  effect  that 
cases  should  be  tried  from  hour  to  hour  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  The  idea  contained  in  the 
circular... 

PRESIDENT:  What  does  the  circular  say  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Sir,  as  tlm  courts  are  not 
familiar  with  the  system  of  trial  proposed  in  the  circular  no  doubt 
some  posting,  of  cases  Were  done  and  it  has  in  some  courts  resulted  in 
some  inconvenience  to  the  lawyers  and  the  litigant  public.  Therefore 
it  is  now  found  in  actual  practice  that  it  is  a  circular  which  cannot  be 
immediately  given  effect  to.  But  it  is  a. circular  which  ought  to  be 
worked  out  in  due  course.  The  inconveniences  pointed  out  by  the 
Honorable  member  has  already  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  High 
Court  and  instructions  have  been  issued  to  the  lower  courts  to  rectify 
them.  Further  steps  will  be  taken  to  avoid  iany  inconvenience  to  the 
practising  lawyers  and  the  litigant  public. 

MR.  Mi  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  Will  the  Honorable  member  read  the 
circular  before  the  House  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Yes  Sir.  This  is  the 
circular.  1  . 

It  has  come  to  the  notice  of  the  High  Court  that  in  subordinate 
Courts  the  trial  of  original  suits  and  civil  proceedings .  is  sometimes 
conducted  in  disregard  of  the  express  provisions  of  the  Civil  Procedure 
Code  and  the  rules  of  practice  subsidiary  thereto.  Subject  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  any  special  enactment^  the  following  directions  are  .  therefore 
given  for  the  conduot  of  all  such  trials.  So  much  of  any  previous  cir¬ 
cular  as  conflicts  with  this  circular  is  hereby  cancelled. 

PRESIDENT".  Y think  the  points  involved  in  this  circular  should 
be  borne  in  mind.  I  do  not  know  the  actual  working  of  the  circular. 
It  is  not  only  in  Travancore  that  the  trouble  has  arisen.  The  cases 
that  were  conducted  by  me  in  1929  as  Advocate  General  was  left  at  the 
same  stage  till  I  came  hack  and  took  Jup  |the  case  from  the  Executive 
Council  five  and  a  half  years  later.  When  I  returned  in  1929  I  took 
up  that  case  at  the  point  I  left  it.  That  went  on  for  some  time. 
When  I  went  again  as  a  member  of  the  Viceroy’s  Council  and^returned 
two  or  three  years  afterwards  I  had  to  conduct  the  case  till  it 'was  de¬ 
cided.  That  was  I  think  ithe  .Dharmapura-m  Mut  Case.  There  are 
similar  cases  in  the  memory  of  any  practising  laywer  in  Madras.^  I 
find  the  phenomenon  :is  not  wholly  infrequent  here.  The  Syrian 
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[President] 

Church  Case  for  which  I  appeared  here  in  1922  is  still  going  on  though 
it  is  1942.  My  point  is  that  there  is  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  some 
courts  to  examine  one  witness  in  a  particular  day  and  to  adjourn  the. 
case  for  three  to  six  months  hence.  In  the  meantime  they  will  look 
after  simple  case  and  then  take  np  this  case.  No  human  judge  can 
retain  vividly  in  his  memory  the  facts  6f  ithe  case,  ithe  demeanour  of 
witnesses  or  the  general  structure  of  the  case  if  it  goes  on  like  this.  In 
the  case  of  lazy  judges  and  also  in  the  case  of  corrupt  judges  interpreta¬ 
tions  naturally  arise  for  the  frequency  of  cases.  When  a  case  is  taken 
up  there  must  be  an  end  to  it  sooner  "or  later.  Then  it  can  go  up  to 
the  appellate  court.  That  was  why  such  an  idea  was  stressed  in  the 
circular  issued  by  the  High  Court.  _ 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICRER  :  In  the  face  of  tho  explanation  given  I 
withdraw  my  motion. 

The  motion  was  by  leave  withdrawn. 

Motion  No.  228. 

MR.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  Sir,  I  move  that  rupee  1  may  be  reduced 
from  the  total  allotments!  Bs.  10,70,419  under  Demand. XIV  to  discuss 
about  the  necessity  of  investing  the  District  Munsiff  of  Kanjirapalli 
with  powers  of  1st  class  Magistrate.  A  short  time  after  the  Munsiffs 
court  was  first  established  at  Kanjirapally  magisterial  powers 
were  given  to  the  District  Munsiff  ■  there  along  with  Shencottah  and 
Thodupuzha.  Subsequently,  the  1st  class  Magistrate’s  powers  were 
taken  away  from  the  Kanjirapally  Munsiff:.  Then  some  territorial  re¬ 
adjustments  were  made  which  increased  the  jurisdiction  of  this  court  as 
a  result  of  which  Poonjar  was  ^included  in  the  jurisdiction  of  .the 
Kafcjirapally  Munsiffs  Court.  Subsequently  Poonjar  pakuthy  was 
taken  away  and  included  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Meenachil  Munsiffs 
Court.  1  pray  that  'the  Munsiffs  court  at  Kanjirapally  be  invested 
with  1st  class  powers  because  of  two  grounds.of  reasons.  .Firstly, 
the  file  in  the  Kanjirapally  court  is  comparatively  light.  Se¬ 
condly,  the  litigant  public  in  Kanjirapally  -has  to  travel  over  25  miles 
to  attend  in  Kottayam  1st  Class, Magistrate’s  Court-  These  two  works 
Vie  ,  the  civil  and  criminal  functions  lean  .  be  [taken  up  by  one  and  the 
same  officer  and  it  will  be  convenient  for  the  litigant  public  to  have  a 
District  Munsiff  with  powers  of  a  1st  Class  Magistrate  at  Kanjirapally. 

Mb.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLA1 :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion.  [In  doing 
bo  I  want  to  stress  the  necessity  of  establishing  a  1st  Class  Magistrate's 
Court  at  Mavelikara,  Now  Mavelikara  taluk  is  included  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  1st  class  Magistrate  courts  of  Alleppey  and  Chenga- 
nnur.  Some  of  the  pakuthies’  under  the  Alleppey  Court  are  so  situated 
that  tbfe  distance  between  them  and  that  court  are  more  than  35  miles. 
Certain  pakuthies  under  the  Cbengannur  Court  are  more  than  20  miles 
distant  from  that  court. 

MR.  PULIY.OOR  T.  P.  VEUAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  May  I  know  the  names 
ef  those  pakuthies  ? 
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Mr.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  Vallikunnam  is  one  and  Tharnarakulam 
is  another. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  May  I  know. from  the 
Honorable  member  in  which  court’s  jurisdiction  is  Tharnarakulam  and 
Vallikimnam  pakut-hie3  ? 

Mr.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  Tharnarakulam  is  under  the  Alleppey 

Court  but  Vallikunnam  is  withiu  . within  tha  jurisdiction  of  the 

ChenganDur  1st  Class  Magistrate’s  Court. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  No  Sir. 

MR.  P,  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  Yes  it  is  so.  I  know  it  better  than  the 
Honorable  member.  Then  again  Sir,  there  is  trouble  withijregstrd  to 
the  appellate  jurisdiction  also. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  May  I  know  in  what 
jurisdiction  is  the  Chengannur  Division  1st  Class  Magistrate’s  Court  ? 

MR.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  It  is  under  the  Mavelikara  Court. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAi  :  May  I  know  whether 
it  is  not  more  convenient  to  the  litigant  public  to  go  to  Mavelikara  than 
to  Alleppey  ? 

Mb.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  Yes  that  is  the  reason  w  hy  I  advocate 
for  a  1st  class  Magistrate’s  court  at  Mavelikara.  Then  all  the  pakuthies 
in  that  talok  will  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  a  common  1st  class 
Magistrate’s  Court  which  will  have  the-  ultimate  effect  of  bringing 
them  under  the  appellate  jurisdiction  of  the  Mavelikara  Session  Court. 
Now  some  pakuthies  are  under  the  appellate  jurisdiction  of  the  Alleppey 
-Session  Court.  Therefore,  Sir,  we  want  a  1st  Class  Magistrate’s  Court 
which  will  include  all  the  pakuthies  of  the  Mavelikara  taluk*  This 
fact  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  Government  for  the  lastfso  many 
years.  Since  Government  are  going  to  establish  more  1st  Class  Magisr 
'trate’s  Courts,  our  request  is  that  atleast  a  Stationary  1st  Class  Magis. 
trate’s  Court  should  be  established  at  Mavelikara. 

MR.  P.  S1VARAMA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  wish  to  offer  a  few  remarks  on 
this  motion.  The  extreme  necessity  of  the  1st  Class  Magistrate’s 
Court  at  Kanjirapally  is  undeniable.  But  I  do  not  know  how  far  the 
Government  will  be  able  to  invest  the  Munsiff  with  the  powers  of -a 
1st  Class  Magistrate.  If  that  is  not  possible  my  suggestion  is  that  tha 
2nd  Class  Magistrate  there  may  be  invested  with  1st  class  powers. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Sir,  it  has  been  the  declared 
policy  of  Government  not  to  invest  the  Munsiff’s  with  Magisterial 
powers.  The  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner,’  who  enquired  into  the 
matter,  definitely  recommended  -that  that  policy  Should  be  encouraged 
as  far  as  possible.  Recently  Government  have  emphasised  it  as  their 
policy  that  they  do  not  favour  in  vesting  Mttnsi’ffs  with  magisterial 
powers.  For  one' thing,  the  circular  relating  to  the -quantum  of  work, 
to  be  turned  out  by  the  Munsiff-Magistrate.  lays  down  that  there  is  no 
minimum  so  far  they '  are  concerned.  The  result  is  that  h'either 
criminal  nor  civil  work  is  disposed  of  in  an  efficient  manner  as  desired 
t>y  the  public-  Government  have  therefore  discouraged  that  policy, 
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No  doubt,  in  one  or  two  cases  Government  have  invested  Munsiffs  with 
magisterial  powers.  But  it  will  be  the  policy  of  Government  to 
abolish  that  system  altogether. 

There  are  Munsiff  Magistrates  only  at  Devicolam,  Shencottah  and 
Peermade. 

Mb,  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI :  Is  not  the  work  in  Devicolam  less 
than  that  in  Shencottah  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Perhaps  yes. 

So  the  question  of  investing  the  Kanjirapally  Munsiff  with  magis¬ 
terial  powers  does  not  find  favour  with  Government  at  present. 

Mr.  M.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI  ;  In  that  case,  as  I  suggested,  will  Go¬ 
vernment  consider  the  question  of .  investing  the  Second  Glass  Magis¬ 
trate  with  first  class  powers  ? 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  Every  taluk  would  like  to 
have  a  first  class  Magistrate. 

Mr.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI :  Is  not  Kanjirapally  25  miles  away 
from  Peermade  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  The  question  of  having 
more  first  Class  Magistrates  is  engaging  the  attention  of  Government 
and  Kanjirapally  will  receive  due  consideration. 

The  motion  was,  by  leave,  withdrawn.

Ml.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  have  often  emphasised 
on  the  floor  of  the  house  that  in  the  matter  of  appointments  in  the 
Judiciary  this  house  must  agree  wth  the  Government  in  thinking  that 
it  cannot  be  on  communal  basis.  The  principle  was  laid  down  some 
years  ago.  That  principle.was  repeated  year  after  year.  Government, 
however,  assured  the  house  that  the  ^question  of  adequate  represent¬ 
ation  for  all  communities  will  also  be  borne  in  mind  in  making  appoint-  ■ 
ments.  An  understanding  has  been  come  to  on  that  question  and  the  ! 
High  Court  which  makes  these  appointments  have  been  instructed 
that  the  recruitment  to  the  Judiciary  should  be  on  that  basis.  But 
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Government  as  such  do  not  interfere  in  these  matters  particularly 
because  the  opportunities  of  ascertaining  the  fitness  of  a  particular  indi¬ 
vidual  for  the  post  is  peculiarly  within  the  knowledge  of  the  High 
Court.  The  opportunities' 'of- Government  in  this  respect  are  Very 
limited-  Hence  it  is  the  High  Court  that  was  making  the  recruit¬ 
ments  to  the  Judiciary.  Il!  wil1  be  noticed  that  the  High  Court  are 
carrying  out  the  instructions  given  by  Government  without  any  failure. 
As  the  High  Court  is  entrusted  with  the  proper  administration  of 
justice  they  are  able  to  select  candidates  with  the  experience  before  ‘ 
them.  They  know  which  among  the  candidates  is  most  fitted.  If 
there  are  two  candidates  with  equal  qualifications,  one.  belonging  to  an 
over-represented  community  and  another  tc  an  unrepresented  com¬ 
munity,  the  candidate  belonging  to  the  unrepresented  community  will, 
be  given  preference.  But  it  may  happen  that  .many  of  the  communi- . 
ties  have  not  adequate  representation  in  the  Judicial  Department  as 
they  are  not  able  to  put  forward  candidates  who  could  compete  efficien. 
tly  with  others  who  come  from  other  communities...  That  is  an,  un¬ 
fortunate,  foot,  but  even  there  in  the  matter  of  selection,  certainly  some 
partiality  will  be  shown  towards  members  belonging  to  the  unrepre¬ 
sented  communities.  That  is  what .  has  taken  place.  But  the  possi¬ 
bility  of.  candidates  able  to  satisfy  .,  sufficiently  the  High  Court  must 
alone  account  for  the  paucity  in  the  number'  recruited  from  unrepre¬ 
sented  conjmnnities  to  the  Judiciary.  The:member  himself  admitted, 
that  of  the  persons  already  recruited  3  Ezhavas  have  been  appointed  . 
as  Munsiffa,  2  or  3  have  been  appointed  as  Magistrates.  There  is  al-' 
ready  a  District  Judge.  And  as  often  as  there  i's  recruited  to  other 
places  .the  claims  of  * the  Ezhava  community  .will  be  taken  into  con¬ 
sideration.  The  standard  which  would  be  expected  by  the  High  Court 
may  not  probably  be  the  same  a3  the  member  has  in  contemplation. 

I  .tejow  that  the  member  has  got  certain  .  .qualifications  in  mind.  But 
the  authority  that  makes  the  appointment  may  not  have  the  same 
ideas.  Such  accidents  happen  very  often.  If  a  choice  is  not  made 
from  among  the  unrepresented  communities,  I  must  certainly  say  that 
it  is  because  the  authority  competent  to  make  the  choice  is  not  satis¬ 
fied  that  a  particular  candidate  isi  fit  to  hold  that  place. 

Ms.  DOMINIC  JOSgPH  :  May  I  knovy- whether  communal  rotation 
is  recognised  by  the  High  Court  ? 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  That  is  exactly  based  on 
the  instructions  given  by  the  Government.  The  real  test  of  candidate,  . 
iSriiQfc  that  he  belongs  to  the  Marthpma  community,  the  Ezhava  o.om- 
njunity,  the  Nair  community  or  the  Brahmin  community ;  the  real 
test. is  whothqr  he  is  able  to  .  hold  the  post.  Of  course  preference 
will  be  given  to  unrepresented  communities  if  proper  candidates  are 
coming  in.  Suppose  applications  are  invited  and  the  High  Court  goe3 
through. the  list  of  applications.  If  it  is  found  that  amongst  the  candi¬ 
dates  Selected  there  are  two  can'diiates  fit  to  hold  the  post,  one  of  them 
belonging  to  an  unrepresented  community  and  the  other  to  an  over- 
represented  community :  naturally  the  unrepresented  community  wM 
be 'chosen,  qualifications  and  other  -considerations  bein$  the  same. 
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MR.  P.  KUNJUKR1SHNAN;  Am  I  to  understand  the  member  as 
saying  that  communal  rotation  is  not  adhered  to  for  want  of  qualified 
hands  ? 

•  MR.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  If  there  is  any  omission  in 
the  recruitment  it  is  certainly  due  to  that  fact?  That  is  a  truth  which 
I  ha  vs  to  admit. 

<  Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRSSHNAN  :  May 'I  know  whether  any  minimum 
qualification  is  fixed  for  these  appointments  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPAUY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  There  is  a  minimum  for 
every  thing.  But  that  is  not  the  criterion  for  selection  to  the  Judi¬ 
ciary.  • 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  May  I  know  whether  there  is  any  selee- 
.  five  test  ?  . 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  We  have  all  been  sitting 
from  morning  till  evening  before  the  President  in  this  House.  We 
have  all  been  speaking.  The  President  before  whom  we  are  making 
the  3t  atement  will  be  in  a  position  to  judge  our  comparative 
merits  and  choose  us  according  to  efficiency.  Can  any  body 
among  us,  say  Mr.  Kunju  Panikker,  or  Kunjukrishnan  or  Mr.  K.- 
G.  Govindan  say  that  one  is  cleverer  than  the  other.  There  must  be 
a  third  to  comparative  merits.

Mb,  K.  G.  G0V1NDAN  :  Am  I  to  understand  that  all  the  Advocates 
who  were  recruited  as  Munsiffs  have  practised  in  the  High  Court. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  They  have  had  opportunities 
for  appearing  before  the  High.  Court  and  if  there  is  any  one  who  has 
not  appeared  before  the  High  Court  and  if  he  has  been  recruited  .  as 
Munsiff,  it  must  be  on  the  basis  of  the  reports  of  the  District  Judges 
or  the  Munsiffs  before  whom  he  had  appeared. 

Mr.  PULIYOGR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  May  I  know  whether 
this  question  has  not  been  considered  at  the  time  of  amending  the 
rules  regarding  recruitment  to  the  public  services  ? 

MR:  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  .•  It  has  been  fully  considered 
and  that  is  why  I  said  that  it  has  often  been  stated  on  the  floor  of 
this  House  that  in  regard  to  these  appointments  members  would  not  he 
serving  the  cause  of  those  in  whom  they  are  interested  because  the 
principle  of  recruitment  is  the  principle  which  I  have  already  stated. 
If  as  a  result  of  the  application  of  that  it  is  found  that  members  of 
any  particular  community  have  not  been  getting  these  appointments 
the  natural  inference  is  that  there  are  not  as  many  candidates  lit  for 
bolding  those  appointments.  Does  it  give  credit  to  that  community  I 
ask?  When  the  members  agitate  and  re-agitate  on  the  principle  that 
has  been  accepted,  where  will  the  end  be  ?  If  the'members  now  come 
and  say  that  the  -C-.  0.  relating  to  appointments  must  be  scrapped  and 
that  their  community  should  have  representation  in  proportion  to 
the  numerical  strength  of  that, community,  I  can  understand  it.  Then 
there  is  no  question  of  efficiency.  There  is  an  Ezhava  .judge;  there 
is  a  Brahmin  judge ;  there  is  a  Nair  judge  ;  you  can  get  Ezhava  justice 
you  can  get  Brahmin  justice ;  you  can  also  get  Nair  justice;  that,  way 
you  can.  go  on.  But' that  is  no  justice.  The  honourable  member 
himself  stated  that  Mr.  Kumaran  was  recruited  to  the  High  Court,.;  he 
was  considered  to  baone  of  our  best  judges  in  the. High  Court.'  'Who¬ 
ever  said  anything  against  him?  Whenever  vacancies  arise  .fit  candi¬ 
dates  are ‘recruited.  -  •

The  literacy  of  the  forces,  especially  in  the  case  of  literacy  with 
regard  to  English  has  come  down  from  35  per  cent  in  1115  to  28  per 

cent  in  1116. 

I  think  that  this  state  of  affairs  to  some  extent  reflects  on  the 
control  exercised  over  the  department  by  the  present  head  of  that 
department. 

MR.  PUUYOOR  T-  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLA1 :  Cannot  this  increase  in 
the  number  of  crimes  be  on  account  of  the  lack  of  better  and  more 
efficient  administration  of  the  department  especially  in  the  matter  of 
detection  ? 

Mr.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NA1R  :  That  is  what.  I  said  at 
the  very -beginning  that  prevention  is  as  important  as  detection.  Now, 
Sir,  I  want  to  speak  about  a  very  serious  matter,  viz.,  the.  collection  of 
money  for  the  Police  Club  entitled  “Eajyasevapravina  Khan  Bahadur 
Abdul  Karim  Sahib  Police  Club”. 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  KHAN  BAHADUR  G,  S.  ABDUL  KARlM  SAHIB 
SUHRAWARDY  ;  There  is  no  such  police  club. 

PRESIDENT:  When  I  understood  that  there  was  such  a  move  I 
made  it  known  that  there  should  not  be  a -club  with  this  title.  If 
there  is  a  club  at  all  it  is  not  going  to  be  that  club. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAiR  But  collection  has  been 
made  in  the  name  of  Eajyasevapravina  Khan  Bahadur  Abdul  Karim 
Sahib  Police  Club.  I  do  not  want  to  discuss  whether  my  honourable 
friend  deserves  or  does  not  deserve  that  honour.  I  have  always  held 
that  when,  an  officer  is  in  charge  of  a  department  and  when  that 
officer  tms  his  authority  over  his  subordinates,  however  much  he  may — 

PRESIDENT  :  I  think  it  is  irrelevant.  The  position  is  this:'  Of 
course,  .if  honourable  members  have  different  information  they  are 
bound  to  bring  them  to  the  notice  of  the  House.  The  information 
that  we  have  at  our  disposal  is  that  a  certain  number  of  histrionically 
disposed  persons  "in  J.he  Police  Department  started  giving  performances  " 
with  the  object  of  having  a  Police  Club  or  a  Police  Co-operative 
Society  which  they  proposed  to  name  after  Khan  Bahadur  Abdul 
Karim  Sahib.  There  were  statements  made  in  the  local  press  that' 
large  sums  of  money  were  collected  from  people  for  this  purpose.  This 
was  under  investigation  and  I  have  before  me  .letters  from  about  half 
a  dozen  persons  saying  that  wherever  lump  subscriptions  werecollected 
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they  were  returned  and  Only  tickets  were  sold.  ]5  there  was  any  in¬ 
tention  other  than  what  I  have  stated  it  is  open  to  the  honourable 
members  to  bring  that  to  the  notice  of  this  House  and  make  things 
perfectly  clear*  Then,  with  regard  to  the  name  of  the  club  it  was 
decided — I  may  say  that  the  Inspector-General  of  Police  was  a  party  to 
that  decision  which  I  highly  approved —that  his  name  should  not  be 
associated  with  this  club  or  any  of  its  activities. 

Mr.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANANNAIR  :  Sir,  what  I  contend  is 

that  ifiy  friend  Mr.  Abdul  Karim  Sahib  who  declined . to  take  part 

in  any  reception  organised  to  felicitate  the  conferment  of  the  title  of 
“Bajyasevapravina  ”  on  him  should  have  also  declined  to  allow  the 
dramatic  party  to  go  round  and  collect  subscriptions  in  his  name.  Sir, 
you  have  already  said  that  criticisms  appeared  in  the  -  press  regarding 
the  collection  of  money  for  the  entertainment.  Ido  not  want  to  go- 
into  the  dfetails  of  what  the  reactions  to  the  public  were. on  the  subject, 
One  thing  I  have  to  point  out  is  that  once  when  officers  encourage 
such  collections  it  is  very  likely  that  the  super-importance  and  powers 
of  suoh  officers  may  be  abused  by  his  subordinates.  My  information 
is  that  that  is  what  has  taken  place.  Sir,  the  importance  and  power 
of  the  Police  has  been  always  supreme-  The  terrorism  that  the 
police  :  can  drive  into  the  minds  of  the  people  has  been  recognised  even 
by  the  members  opposing  the  motion.  Even  if  the  Police  have  collected 
more  than  the  value  of  the  tickets  from  the  person  than  they  could 
meet,  I  can  assure  you,  Sir,  that  because  of  the  super-importance  of 
the  Police,  no  person  will  be  coming  forward  to  give  evidence  to  that  ■ 
effect  because  he  will  find  himself  a  scapegoat  afterwards  ;  he  will  find 
■himself  the  victim  of  the  practices  of  p  dice.  Sir,  in  this  matter  even 
if  respectable  persons  have  given  me  their  names  and  given  me  infor¬ 
mation  that  when  tickets  for  a  rupee  were  given  to  them,  more  than 
Ks.  5  and  Rs.  10  were  collected  from  them  — 

PRESIDENT:  If  the  honourable  .member  will  give  me  any  such 
name  and  the  person  who  collected  such  money,  I  assure  the  honour¬ 
able  member  that  before  the  honourable  member’s  speech  is  over,  the 
person  who  collected  money  like  that  will  be  suspended  and  a  public 
enquiry  will  be  held. 

Mr.  KANNANThODATH  JANARDaNAN  N AIR  :  Generally  those  who  have 
paid  for  tickets  are  merchants  and  the  control  of  the  police  over  them 
are  severely  tightened  so  that  the  merchants  will  find  it  difficult  to 
say  “who  have  given  Rs.  5  or  Rs.  60”. 

PRESIDENT:  Am  I  to  take  it  that  the  honourable  member  is  not 
in  a  position  to  give  the  name  of'  a  single  officer  ?  -The  member  is  a 
member  of  this  honourable  house  and  l  am  perfectly  prepared  to  rely 
mpon  the  honour  and  sense  of  responsibility  of  the  honourable  members 
of  this  •  House.  The  honourable  member  need  not  give  me  or  the 
House  in  public  the  name  of  a  single  merchant  who  has  paid  more 
than  the  face  value  of  the  ticket.  But  if  the  honourable  member  will 
-give  privately  the  name,  of  the  police  officer  or  the  person  who 
^collected  the  money,  that  officer  will  be  placed  under  suspension  now 
and  the  enquiry  will  be  started.  The  enquiry  will  be  confidential  in 
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ao  far  as  I  shall  conduct  it  personally  and  I  can  assure  the  member 
that  the  name  of  the  merchant,  will  not  be  made  known  to  the 
Inspector-General  or  anybody  else  in  the  department.  I  shall  go  into 
that  matter  and  I  shall  examine  the  person  myself  and  his  name  will 
not  be  divulged.  I  shall  conduct  the  enquiry  personally.  Is  the  honour¬ 
able  member  prepared  to  give  the  name  of  the  merchant  or  other 
person?  I  am  leaving 'on  the  1st  August  and  hope  to  complete  the 
enquiry  before  I  leave.  I  hope  the  member  will  give  me  the  name 
immediately  we  adjourn  for  lunch  andl  shall  start  the  enquiry  before 

Mr.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  I  never  mean.t  that  the 
Inspector-General— 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  Let  me  repeat  that  these  charges  are 
either  correct  cr  incorrect.  If  they  are  correct  they  disclose  a  very 
serious  state  of  affairs.  It  means  that  under  the  guise  of  a  dramatic 
performance  merchauts  were  handed  tickets  of  the  face  value  of  Be.  1 
hut  the  police  collected  Bs .  5  or  5s.  10  on  each  ticket.  It  means  that 
these  people  have  practiced  corruption  in  collecting  this  amount.  Such 
people  do,  not  deserve  to  be  in  the  police  service.  Ilf  I  am  satisfied 
that  in  a  single  case  a  man  who  has  got  one  ticket  for  one  rupee  and 
gave  Bs.  5  whether  it  be  to  the  Inspector-General  or  anybody  else 
down  to  the  constable,  if  the  name  of  a  single  person  is  given  to  me, 
I  shall  start  the  investigation  by  3-o’  clock  to-day  and  give  my  orders 
shortly.  Will  the  honourable  membei"  give 'the  name  to  me  during 
lunch  time  ?  ' 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  Yes,  Sir. 

PRESIDENT:  I  shall  start  the  enquiry  to-day  if  the  names  are 
given.  - 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NA|R  :  Sir,  it  can  be  easily  known 
that  from  the  collections  in  the  various  places  the  total  came  some¬ 
where  near  Bs.  5,000.  The  collection  at  various  places  went  above’ 
Bs.  1500.  Which  theatre  in  Travanrore  can  accommodate  people  enough 
to  yield  the  Bs.  1,500  and  more  collected  at  various  centres  at  the  rate 
quoted  on  the  tickets  if  no-one  has  not  taken  more  than  the  face  value 
of  the  ticket.  I  shall  quote  the  instance  of  Bajamanickam  Pillai  who, 
even  under  Boyal  patronage,  even  when  the  tbeatre  was  full  with 
people  flocking  to  it  from  various  centres  of  the  State,  even  when  the 
charges, were  not  lower  than  these,  could  not  collect  above  Bs.  1,200. 
Prom  the  very  fact  that  the  collection  went  above  Bs-  50,000  it  can  be 
inferred  that  there  was  something  more.  It  was  also  understood  or 
believed  that  the  people  forming  part  of  the  troupe  going  to  various 
places  were  considered  to  be  on  duty  and  given  T.  A,  and  other  allow, 
ances,  and  did  not  even  take  leave.  I  do  not  know  whether  I  am 
correct,  hut  that  is  what  is  general’ y  believed. 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  8.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB 
SHURAWARDY  :  He  is  not  correct. 

Mr.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR:  I  am  very  glad  to  hear 

that. 

Then  again,  the  troupe  was  using  buses  for  transit  from  one  place 
to. another.  As  the  bus  owners  are  in  a  peculiar  position,  as 'they 
have  to  go  to  the  ..Police  Department  .for ‘G’  permits,  ‘Time’ permits, 
and  what  not,  they  could  not  take  money. 
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RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S,  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB 
SUHRAWARDY  :  They  were  all  paid  and  Ihave  got  their  receipts. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  suggestion  is  that  they  were  given  receipts 
without  getting  them  paid. 

Mr.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAiR:  To  be  more  clear,  Sir, 
I  am  not  prepared  to  believe  that  they  will  expect  something  from  the 
police  because— some  police  officers  that  will  depend  upon  the 
character  of  the  individual— if  the  bus  owners  take  money  from  them 
the  police  officer  will  bear  that  in  mind  for  future  occasions. 

PRESIDENT :  I  see  the  point.  The  same  remark  was  made  about 
collections  for  the  War  Fund  also. 

Mr.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  I  am  very  glad  to 
announce  that  no  officer  of  this  State  has  put  in  any  kind  of  pressure 
for  the  war  fupd  collection. 

Each  ±  dice  Inspector  was  entrusted  with  tickets  worth  Es.  1,000. 
There  are  at  present  81  Police  Inspectors  in  the  State.  My  opinion  is 
that  if  a  Police  Inspector  was  given  tickets  worth  not  more  than 
Es.  1,000  and  the  total  eollcetion  amounted  to  something  like 
Es.  50,000  it  means  that  more  was  collected  than  the  face  value  of  the 
ticket.  If  Government  are  in  possession  of  such  funds,  and  as  the 
Chair  pointed  out  they  do  intend  to  hold  such  a  club— 

PRESIDENT  :  All  that  I  stated  was  that  the  club  will  not  be  called 
“Abdul  Karim  Club”.  . 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  All  that  I  want  to  point 
out' is  that  I  am  myself  convinced  of  the  truth  of  some  of  the  reports 
that  the  Police  officers,  at  least  some  of  them ,  during  the  collections 
of  this  fund,  have  abused  their  powers  to  some  extent.  With  these 
words,  I  support  the  motion. 

’  SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI:  Sir,  I  propose  to  say  certain 
things  in  support  of  the  motion.  But  before  doing  so,  I  wish  to  ex¬ 
press  my  sense  of  gratitude  and  I  believe  the  sense  of  gratitude  of  this 
House  and  the  country  for  the. announcement  from  the  Chair  that  the 
privileges  of  the  members  of  this  House  are  protected  by  the  attitude 
taken  by  Government.  Sir,  1  am  very  happy  to  feel  that  as  a  member 
of  this  House  I  have  the  privilege  to  he  present  here  when  the'  state¬ 
ment  was  made  from  the  Chair  that  if  any  m  ember  of  the  House  could 
make  any  charge  against  any  particular  officer,  on  the  strength  of  that 
statement,  on  the.  strength  of  the  honour  and  honesty  which  Govern¬ 
ment  will  associate  with  this  House,  the  Government  will  be  prepared 
to  take  action.  That  is  a  privilege— 

PRESIDENT  : .  A  privilege  which  enjoins  very  grave  responsibilities. 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI:  With  a  full  sense  of  that  res¬ 
ponsibility  the  President  has  stated  that  and  I  am;  thankful  for  it. 

I  also  trust  that  we  members  sitting  on  this  side  of  the  House  will 
place  such  kind  of  information  jbefore.  the  Government  with  absolute 
honesty.  If  any  member  does  otherwise  he  does  not  deserve  to  be  a 
-  member.  Therefore,  Sir,  I  am  very  glad  that  the  President  was  pleased 
to  make  a.  clear,  unqualified  and  unambiguous  statement  which  I  am 
,  sure  will  advance  the  cause  of  justice  in  this  country. 
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Talking  of  the  Police  Department  I  cannot  forget  the  fact  that 
there  are  some  matters  which  require  looking  into.  I  too  read  in  the 
newspapers  that  certain  collections  were  made  for  a  club  to  be  founded 
in  commemoration  of  the  services  rendered  by  my  friend  Mr.  Abdul 
Karim  Sahib.  Prom  the  day  he  came  here,  we  were  known  to  each 
other  and  Mr.  Abdul  Karim  in  his  fine  wav  used  to  refer  me  as  one 
of  his  very  earliest  friends  in  Travancore-  I  return  him  the  compli¬ 
ment.  Put  that  'certainly  will  not  blind  me  to  my  sense  of  responsi¬ 
bility.  It  has  always  struck  melthat  the  Inspector-General  of  Police 
takes  a  view  of  things  which  is  anything  but  personal.  As  far  as 
possible  he  takes  a  detached  view.  Therefore  even  when  he  says  that 
he  is  the  friend  of  anybody  I  take  that  statement  sulj^t  to  the  quali¬ 
fication,  namely,  that  he  considers  friendship  with  detachment.  I  have 
seen  in  him  a  sense  of  duty  and  loyalty  to  his  chief  which  we  some¬ 
times  miss  in  some  of  our  officers.  I  remember  very  distinctly  during 
troublous  times  when  I  was  obliged  to  pay  a  visit  to  one  of  the  storm 
centres,  immediately  after  a  nasty  incident,  a  responsible  officer  of  the 
Police  Department  -  -I  won’t  say  who — told  me  that  all  the  trouble 
there  was  because  of  the  circumstance  that  his  superior,  the  head  of 
the  administration,  happened  to  be  present  on  the  spot.  That  is  the 
kind  of  thing  which  we  occasionally  see  in  this  country.  Therefore  I 
am  glad  to  say  that  whenever  there  were  occasions  for  me  to  talk  to 
the  Inspector-General  of  Police  I  was  able  to  see  an  absolute  sense  of 
loyalty  to  his  chief  and  the  Government.  In  certain  •  speeches  which 
are  said  to  have  been  made  by  him  he  advised  the  people  of  Travancore 
to  be  loyal.  That  is.  unnecessary.  We  are  loyal ;  we  were  loyal  ;  and 
we  shall  always  be  loyal.  He  is  ■- belittling  our  loyalty.  That  is  my 
complaint.  ,  ■ 

■The  second  point  is  that  in  regard  to  these  collections,  tire  Ins¬ 
pector-General  of  Police  must  be  clever  enough  to  know  by  this  time 
that  in  this  country  when  the  head  of  a  department  or  another  officer 
of  some  position  is  in  power  there  are  persons  to  make  it  appear  that 
the  attachment  that  binds  the  subordinate  to  the  superior  is  a  perennial 
one.  But  we  have  seen  instances  in  which  when  a  man  drawing 
Rs..  500  or  Rs.  700  retires,  nobody  takes  any  notice  of  him. 

PRESIDENT:  That  phenomenon  is  not  confined  to  Travancore. 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI .  Travancore  is  quite  as  good  or 
as  bad  as  any  other  country. 

I  am  saying  thi8  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  in  the  department. 
It  is  all  a  kind  of  temporary,  insincere  loyalty  in  most  cases-  There¬ 
fore  when  an  officer  finds  that  there  is  an  attempt  at  commemoration 
like  this  injury  department  he  must  set  his  face  against  it.  There  is, 
one  instance  in  which,  as  a  parody,  some  people  in  Palai  commemorated 
the  services  of  an  Anchal  peon  and  gave  him  a  party  (Laughter.)  When 
commemorations  are  necessary  for  important  services  people  do  like 
that.  In  that  way  any  man  can  get  a  memorial.  I  may  say  here  that 
these  addresses  and  parties  are  insincere  except  where  on  a  proper  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  surrounding  circumstances  we  find  they  are  .necessary 
in  agniiration  pf  the  greatness,  scholarship  and  eminence  of  a  person. 
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PRESIDENT  :  That  is  a  very  common  thing.  If  as  a  matter  of  fact 
a  man  wants  timber,  he  calls  the  memorial  the  Sachivottama  Memorial 
so  that  he  may  easily  get  timber. 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI :  Ido  not  wish  to  drag  your 
name,  in  Sir.  I  am  not  against  all  memorials.  So  far  as'human  nature 
remains  the  same,  so  long  as  memorials  are  permitted  for  great  things, 
they,  are  good.  I  am  only  against  some  memorials  for  cutsha  officers 
getting  Ks.  250  or  its.  500.  The  head  of  a  department  is  a  pucka 
officer. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member’s  knowledge  of  Hindustani 
is  very  good. 

SADASYATILAW  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  :  The  next  point  is  about  the  - 
collections.  I  am  vferyglad  that  no  collections  were  made  in  the  name 
of  my  friend  Mr.  Abdul  Karim  Sahib,  liven  for  a  legitimate,  purpose, 
if  a  policeman  goes  for  collection,  the  amounts  would  be  secured  in 
ample,  especially  after  the  troubles  that,  happened  3  or  4  years  agO' 
What  I  would  say  in  this  connexion  is  that  in  that  kind,  of  atmosphere 
noboly  will  like  to  entertain  any  quarrel  with  the  G.  I,  D.  (Police.  The 
Police  are  always  .influential  in  this  country  and  1  want  them  to  be 
influential  for  certain  purposes  no  doubt.  But  if  a  policeman  goes  for 
collection  of  funds,  there  is  some  difficulty.  That  does  not  however 
arise  in  the  light  of  the  attitude  taken  bv  the  present  Inspector- General 
of  Police,  One  thing  I  have  to  say  is  this.  I  have  a  partiality  for 
•  certain  sorts  of  people  who  are  engaged  in  certain  kinds  of  work.  If  it 
is  intellectual  work,  if  the  work  is  of  a  judicial  or  administrative 
character,  I  do  not  want  to  say  anything  against  it.  But  so  far  as  the 
Police  and  the  Military  are  concerned,  I  am  in  favour  of  Government 
giving  all  encouragement  to  the  Police  and  the  Military  in  certain 
matters 'such  jts  protection  of  the  people  and  the  like.  I  am  very  glad 
to  see  the  Spectacle  when  a  Police  officer  goes  with  a  posse  of  30  or  40  ■ 
or  even  50.  policemen  and  walk  through  the  road.  When  I' see  that,  I 
really  feel  exhilarated  and  happy  at  seeing  very  strong,  stalwart  .men 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Police  officer,  the  present  Inspector- General 
of  Police.  On  that  point,  Sir,  I  congratulate  him. 

It  is  about  the  G.  I.  D.  work  I  have  to  offer  a  few  remarks.  I 
submit  that  it  requires  great  vigilance'on  his  part.  In  this  country 
where  every  community  is  sometimes  fished  out  for  purposes  of  .C.  I.  D. 
staff,  there  .is  always  the  opportunity  for  people  to  create  perpetual  war 
between  individual  and  individual.  This  information  is  relied  upon  by 
the  C.  I.  D.  staff  and  reports  are  sent  about  the  matter.  If  the  G..I.  D. 
gets  no  information  in  order  to  keep  him  in  his  office  and  earn  his  liveli¬ 
hood,  news  are  sometimes  manufactured  'and  the  gap  is  filled  up . 
accordingly.  That  kind  of  news  is  certainly  dangerous.  I  want’  such 
kind  of' news  to  be  turned  down  and  the  real  culprits,  the  Authors  of 
such  news,  punished  very  severely.  The  information  reported  by 
the;  C.  I.  D.  must  always  be  correct  and  not 'exaggerated  and  false 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  Is  there  hot  a  com- 
munal  turn  in  such  reports  ?  . 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  :  In  this  country  of ,  ours,  there 
'  is  always  the  communal  Spirit  and  that  works  difficulties.  Even  when 
there  is  great  discipline  in  the  C.  I.  D.,  that  is  not,  enpugh  to  expect 
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from 'them  proper  work.  Therefore,  I  would  emphasise  that  there  should 
be  proper  control  over  the  C.  I.  B.  work  in  this  State.  I  do  grant  there 
.  should  be  the  C.I.  D.  organisation  for  certain  purposes  such  as  where 
offences  are  committed  against  the  State  or  when  attempts  like  that 
are  about  to  be  made.  I  ask,  what  is  the  meaning  of  sending  C.  I-  D. 
after  respectable  people.  In  that  case  none  is  safe  in  this  State. 
Therefore,  Sir,  I  would  request  that;  as  a  kind  of  corrollary  to  the  prin¬ 
ciple  enunciated  in  the  beginning  of  to-day’s  debate,  as  a  corrollary  to 
that  principle  which  was  enunciated,  namely,  that  any  accusation  made 
against  an  officer  will  be  immediately  taken  notice  of  and  proceedings 
taken  against  him,  it  may  also  be  pointed  out  that,  as  far  as-  possible, 
unless  the  situation  is  grave,  unless  developments  are  going  to  be 
dangerous  to  the  State,  the  work  of  the  0. 1.  D.  must-  be  very  carefully 
scrutinised  and  it  should  even  be  worked  under  the. direct  .supervision 
and  attention  of  the  Inspector-General  of  Police. 

•  There  are  one  or  two  matters  about  which  I  have  to  make  a  passing 
reference.  I  know  that  cases  have  been  taken  against  even  resptet- 
able  people  under  the  nuisance  section  for.  small  wrongs  Afterwards, 
if  no  evidence  is  forthcoming,  the  cases  are  dropped  or  something  like 
that  is  done. 

Mr.  KANNANTHQDATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  Has  the  member  come 
across  instances  where  even  when  no  evidence  is  •forthcoming,  such 
cases'are  proceeded  with  ? 

SADASYATILAXA  T.  K.VELU  PILLAI:  Such  cases  have  been  going 
on.  even  from  the  beginning  of  the  world.  Ali  that  I  say  is  if  a  case  is 
taken  against  a  person,  there  must  be  some  moral  conviction  about  the 
point.  Prom  certain  circumstances,  to  come  to  the  conclusion  that  a 
particular  man  is  guilty  of  such  and  such  offence,  that  aspect  of-  makiu- 
facturing  a  case  is  wrong.  If  such  cases  are  manufactured  against 
respectable  people  without  adequate  information,  it  will  be  very 
^difficult  for  the  people  to  pull  on.  I  wish  to  emphasise  this  aspect  of 
the  matter  before  the  attention  of  the  Government  who  will  see 
to  it  that  in  future  at  least  no  such  cases  are  taken  against  respectable 
people  or  against  any  sort  of  people  by  the  Police.

1  know  whether  these  mutual  recriminations  amongst  the  members  of 
the  same  party  or  different  parties  would  be  consistent  with  the  prac¬ 
tice  and  precedent  of  this  Honse  regarding  debates., 

PRESIDENT:  This  House  has  divided  itself  into  a  certain  number 
of  parties  and  one  noD -party.  The  Government  and  the  Chair  are  not 
concerned  with  them  excepting  for  the  purpose  of  calling  upon  the 
honourable  members  and  giving  •  each  party  sufficient  time  for .  the 
debate.  Their  inner  party  discipline  is  not  a  matter  of  concern  to  this 
Government,  I  take  it  however  that  Mr.  Kesava  Pillai’d  remarks  such 
ad  they  are,  although  would  .have  been  more  appropriate  within  the 
-party  than  outside,  are  meant  as  a  kind  of  reinforcement  of  some  arga-  ‘ 
ment  which  is  going  to  follow.

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB  SUHRA. 
WARDY) :  Sir,  I  am  Very  grateful  to  the  House  for  the  very  compli- 
mentary  way  in  which  my  demand  was  received.  With  the  solitary 
exception  of  Mr.  Janardanan  Nair.  I  see  the  rest  of  the  House  has 
granted  and  I  thank  Mr.  Janardanan  Nair  also  for  the  expression  of 
his  views.  ‘Praise  loudly  criticise  softly’  I  see  that  has  been  charac¬ 
teristic  of  the  debate  this  morning,  Mr,  Janardanan  Nair  has  very 
lightly  judged  me  and  I  am  thankful  to  him  also. 

There  has  been  much  interest  centered  round  the  Club  affair.  As 
I  was  listening  to  Mr.  Janardanan  Nair,  I  was  reminded  of  the  logic 
in  the  anecdote,  quoted  the  other  day  by  his  closest  neighbour  Mr. 
Narayana  Kurup.  He  said  “  Muslim—  Kayamkulam— was  the  com¬ 
plaint-hang  him  by  the  tallest  tree”  -  Likewise,  club  for  the  Police  to 
be  named  after  Abdul  Karim—  it  must  be  squashed.  That  seems  to  be 
the  logic  of  my  friend  Mr.' Janardanan  Nair.  Let  me  come  to  the 
history  of  the  Club,  and  what  exactly  was  done  with  regard  to  this 
club.  I  do  not  claim  any  originality  for  this  club,  idea.  It  was 
started  in  1931  by  Mr.  Bishop.  He  started  collecting  money  from  the 
gffieers  of  the  force.  At  the  end  of  the  year  he  found  that  he  had 
collected  only  Rs.  232,  which  is  now 'in  the  treasury.  A  club  and  a 
library  with  Rs.  232  you  all  know,  how  difficult  it  will  he -to  manage 
it.  And  then  he  left.  After  he  left  the  club  idea  languished  and.  now 
it  is  in  suspended  animation.  After  I  came  I  took  up  the  idea.  I 
examined  and  found  that  a  '.club  was  a  desideratum.  In  each  of  the 
British  Indian  Districts  there  is  a  Police  Club.  In  the  Tinnevelly  Dis¬ 
trict  there  is  a  Hamilton  Club.  In  Madura  there  is  the  Ramanuja 
Aiyangar  Club.  Mr,  Ramanuja  Aiyengar  was  Police  Commissioner 
here.  So. I  took  up  the  idea,  least  expecting  that  it  was  going  to  be 
given  my  name.  I  wanted  the  club,  I  did  not  want  it  alone,  I  want¬ 
ed  something  else.  That  club  is,  for  the  officers,  but  I  wanted  some¬ 
thing  for  the  under-dogs,  for  the  lower  men.  When  I  visited  the 
stations  I  found  that  my'constables  were  heavily  indebted.  The  child¬ 
ren  of  the  constables  were  hardly  given  any  higher  education.  I 
thought  «nd  thought  over  it  how  best  I  could  help  them.  I  conceived 
the  idea  when  I  was  told  that  we  have  some  policemen  who  could  act 
very  well,  that  we  Shall  have  a  dramatic  party  after  the  party  which  has 
indeed  been  working  for  over  25  years  in  the  Madras  Secretariat  and  in 
other  places.  We  all  know  how  that  Madras  Secretariat  Club  has 
helped  a  number  vof  a 'social,  religions  and  educational  institutions. 
Likewise  I  thought — 

,  PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  fnember  may  remember  thatthere- 
is  an  adjournment  motion  in  rhe.  Legislative  Council  regarding  the 
Madras  Secretariat  Club  suggesting  that  -members  of  the  Secretariat 
and  the  Secretaries-  to  Government  exercise  undue  influence  over  all 
the  District  Officers  in  the  Madras  Presidency.- 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA -KHAN  BAHADUR  G,  S,  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB 
SUHRAWAROY  :  And  yet,  Sir,  it  survived  under  your  patronage.  It 
was  able  to  collect  lakhs  of  rupees)  and  it  contributed  to  the  Rama- 
krishna  Mission  and  other  institutions.  Sir,  I  thought  that  if  I  could 
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raise  a  troupe  like  this,  we  would  be  able  to  collect  some  money  and  I 
can  have  a  sort  of  co-operative  effort  to  advance  small  loans  to  my 
policemen  who  are  now  in  the  hands  of  money  lenders.  If  I  could 
lend  them  small  amounts  at  a  nominal  rate  of  interest  it  would  relieve 
them  from  the  clutches  of  the  grasping  money  lenders.  I  could  in¬ 
vest  the  money  already  collected  in  the  Government  treasury.  I  could 
add  a  quarter  per  cent,  to  it  and  lend  it  to  my  policemen  and  give 
them  help.  Likewise  I  could  give  some  scholarships  to  the  sons  and 
daughters  of  my  policemen  so  that  they  might  have  higher  education. 
I  have  noticed  that  if  a  policeman  or  anybody  in  his  family  falls  ill  and 
if  the  illness  continues  for  sometime,  the  man  is  not  able  to  maintain 
himself  and  his  family.  I  thought  that  I  could  give  some  money  out 
of  this  to  give  them  relief.  So  it  is  that  I  concede  this  idea  of.having 
a  eluh,  a  club  for  the  officers  with  a  library,  a  reading  room,  some  out¬ 
door  and  some  indoor  games,  so  that  I  may  bring  the  public  also  to  the 
club  with  a  view  to  having  more  co-operation  and  more  contact  'be¬ 
tween  the  public  and  the  police,  and  side  by  side  with  it,  to  do  some¬ 
thing  for  the  smaller  police  officers.  •  What  is  wrong  in  this  ?  Then  I 
did  not  want  to  go  to  Government  and  ask  for  financial  help.  I  saw  a 
note  left  by  one  of  my  predecessors,  Mr.  Bishop.  The-  Government 
had  approved  the  institution  of  a  club.  Not  only  that.  *The  ,  note 
says  that  the  Government  said  that  they  would  financially  also  help  the 
club.  I  thought  myself  that  I  should  not  go  to  Government  for  such 
help.  Government  have  so  many  things  to  attend  to.  Why  should  I  go 
to  Government  for  this  purpose  ?  Why  not  I  raise  the  money  like  the 
Madras  Secretariat  Club. and  attend  to  these  two  things?  So  it  was 
that  I  went  to  Government  for  permission  to  allow  my  people  to  run 
this  club. 

MR.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM :  Who  is  administering  this  club? 

*  RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB 
SUHRAWARDy  :  I  am  coming  to  that  Sir.  There  is  a  committee  for  the 
purpose.  Obviously  the  committee  wanted  to  flatter  me  by  naming  the 
alub  after  me.  But  Sir,  they  counted  without  the  hosts.  I  have  never 
been  a  member  of  any  club  in  British  India  or  even  here.  European 
clubs  have  wanted. me.  to-become  a  member.  But  I  did  not.  Out  of 
place  I  am  everywhere.  At  horn  el  am  nowhere.  These  were  the 
answers  that  I  gave  to  my  good  friend  Mr,  Ghandrasekharan.  Mr. 
Chandrasekharan  thought  that  I  am  one  of  the  most  miserly  people 
going  and  he  even  offered-  to  pay  my  subscription.  I  said ...“  No.’’  Well, 
Sir,  when  this  was  the  case  with  me,  it  would  be  incongruous  that  this 
club  should  be  named  after,  me.  Further  there  should  be  no  mention 
of  my  inglorious  name  in  connection  with  this  club.  There  I  agree 
with  Mr.  Janardhanan  Nair.  It  is  alright  to- associate  with  it  the  name 
of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja.  Then  it  will  live  for  thousands  of  years. 
It  is  alright  to  associate  with  it  the  name  of  Sachjvottama  Sir  C,  P. 
Bamaswami  Aiyar  and  the  club  will  live  for  thousands  of  years. 

PRESIDENT:  Order,  order.  ‘ 
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RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB 
SUHRAWARDY:  Memorials  I  can  understand,  but  not  for  an  officer 
Karim.  So  it  is,  Sir,  that  I  went  to  the  Head  of  the  Administration  and 
said— let  me  be  saved  from  this.  The  matter  was  taken  up  by  him 
and  he  said  that  he  will  give  me  a  solution.  You  all  know  that' 
story  of  the  Hamilton  Bridge  in  Madras.  Some  admirers  of  a  certain 
Hamilton  conceived  the  idea  of  having  a  bridge  in  Mylapore  to  be  named 
after  him.  What  happened  was  that  Hamilton  in  course  of  time  be¬ 
came  ambattan  (Barber).  This  went  again  to  the  English  language 
and  became  barber  and  now  the  name  of  the  bridge  is  Barber’s  bridge. 
Thus  what  was  known  as  Hamilton  bridge  has  come  to  be  called  Bar- 
bar's  bridge.  Possibly  if  the  Police  Club  here  is  named  1  Abdul  Karim 
Club,’  it  might  come  to  be  known  after  some  time  as  Cream  Club.  ‘ 
PRESIDENT:  -  More  likely,  Crime  Club.  (Laughter.) 
RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB 
SUHRAWARDY  :  It  is  quite  possible,  Sir.  Therefore  it  is  that  I  did  not 
want  my  name  being  given  to  the  club.  I  might  tell  you  Sir,  that  I 
have  no  ambition  in  life  and  much  less  in  service.  Before  I  came 
here  four  States  offered  me  the  Police  Commissioner-ship.  I  declined 
all  of  them.  A  few  months  before  the  War  was  declared  I  was  offered 
a  place  in  the  .Government  of  India  carrying  twice  the  pay  that  I  get 
here  and  my  answer  was — ‘I  decline.’  My  master  brought  me  down 
here  and  he  has  put  me  on  the  deck  and  I  am  going  to  be  on  the 
deck  even  if  it  burns,  which  God  forbid,  and  cry  like  Casabianca  "Say 
father,  say  master,  if  I  may  leave  the  deck  ” 

Mb.  PUL1Y00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAIil  PILLAl:  May  I  know  whether 
there  was.  any  proposal  to  set  apart  a  few  rooms  of  the  proposed  club 
for  the  use  of  the  public  ?.  \. 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S,  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB 
SUHRAWARDY  :  Yes,  Sir,  The  idea  was  to  have  a  set  of  rooms  for 
police  officers  coming  from  outside  Trivandrum  or  from  outside  the 
State  and  also  for  the  public.  My  idea  is  to  see  that,  the  public  and’ 
the  police  are  freely  commingling,  so  that  the  sort  of  separation  that, 
now  exists  between  these  two  may  be  minimised  as  far  as  possible. 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Sir,  I  was  askings  question  whether 
the  Inspector-General  of  Police  will  on  no  account  leave  this  State.

MR.  K.  G.  GQVINDAN  ;  Am  I  to  understand  that  Mr.  Josqfh-

SUHRAWARDY  :  Absolutely  not.  But  I  may  tell  you  that  it  is'a  very 
noble  profession.  Last  time  I  think  I  said  that  the  late  Bal  Gangadhar 
Tilak  was  a  police  informant.  1  think  I  mentioned  this  in  the  Rotary 

Club-  You  will  be  surprised  to  hear  how  it  was . .

SUHRAWARDY  :  Sir,  the  member  has  not  yet  heard  my  view  of  it.  If 
he  hears,  he  will  take  his  hat  off  before  me-  When  the  police  were 
giving  all  sorts  of  reports,  Bal  Gangadhar  Tilak  said  if  ever  you  want 
information,  you  come  to  me  and  he  started  giving  the  right  infor¬ 
mation.

SUHRAWARDY  :  Sir,  there  is  a  certain  amount  of  evil  association  with 
the  word  ‘informer.’  ,  - 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  has  exactly  three  minutes 
more  to  finish  his  speech,* .

There  has  been  a 
certain  attack  on  the  Head  of  the  Department  for  conniving  at  the 
corrupt  practices  on  the  part  of  his  subordinate*.  He  is  defending 
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himself.  Khan  Bahadur  Abdul  Karim  in  the  course  of  defending  him¬ 
self  is  apt,  as  we  all  know,  to  hit  hard.  If  it  was  unparliamentary, 
I  should  have  stopped  him.  What  he  says  is  that  in  ail  probability 
the  failure  of  some  other  function  led  the  originators  of  the  function 
to  level  this  charge.

As  I  said,  to  guard  against  this  kind  of  corruption  and  hanky- 
panky,  I  sent  a  special  superior  officer  of  the  grade  of  A.  I.  G.  with 
the  party.  I  wanted  him  to  bear  in  mind  two  things,  honesty  and 
morality.  I  said  that  he  should  receive  not  a  pie  beyond  what  he 
would"  collect  by  way  of  selling  tickets  that  should  go  to  the  fund. 
Mr.  Thankal  Musaliar  who  was  so  happy  tint  he  sent  Bs,  200  and 
Mr.  Makkar  Pillai  too  sent  Rs.  100  or  Rs.  200  to  me.

It  is 
usually  done  by  one  rupee  cut. 

.  MR,.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  The  practice  is  to  discuss 
motions  of  this  kind  under  a  token'  cut.  But  a  practice  has  grown  up, 
particularly  with  reference  to  the  University  grant,  to  discuss  token 
motion  for  the  omission  of  total  grant.  The  practice,  though  not 
warranted  by  any  standing  order,  nevertheless  was  adopted  last  year. 

PRESIDENT  :  What  was  the  origin  of  it  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  When  the  question  .was 
raised  last  year,  the  University  being  an  autonomous  body,,  it  was 
pointed  out  that  the  honourable  members  had  no  right  to  discuss  and 
sanction  expenditure  for  each  item.  Bat  nevertheless  it  was  maintained 
that  this  House  is  privileged  to  discuss  any  question  of  policy  for  the 
guidance  of  the  University.  ,  '  .  <  . 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  :  During  last  year’s  discussion  you 
gave  a  ruling  that  token  motions  should  take  precedence  over  motions 
for  the  reduction  of  total  allotment. 

PRESIDENT  :  .  ‘The-  position  as  envisaged  last  year  when  I  had  to 
consider  the  question  was  this.  -  The  University  gets  a  lump  sum  grant 
from  Government  with  the  sanction  and  approval  of  this  Honourable 
House.  The  University  is  a  statutory  body  and  has  certain  powers  and 
jurisdiction  vested  in  it,  I  believe  it  was  Mr.  Velayudhan  pillai  who 
raised  this  question  first  as  to  the  limits  within  which  there  could  be 
scrutiny  or  investigation  of  the.  outlay  of  the  University'.  I  believe  too 
that  I  ruled — I  am  speaking  subject  to  correction— that  it  did  notir^ally 
matter  whether  the  motion  was  put  forward  as  a  token  motion  or  a 
motion  for  the  omission  of  the  total  grant  because  the  question  -  was 
simply  this.  This  House  might  give  its  opinion  upon  certain  matters 
in  which  it  considers  that  a  departure  from  the  present  polidy  of  .the 
University  might  be  effected  and  it  might  penalise  or  seek  to  penalise 
the  non-compliance  of  the  University  with  .  those  requests  by  saying 
that  the  University  should  not  be  granted  any  amount  or  should  be 
granted  a  lesser  amount.  But  I  pointed  out  tlftt  the  details  of  expen¬ 
diture,  that  is,  item  by  item  as -in  the.  case  of  other  departments  would 
not  he  the  proper  course  for  the  disposal  of  the  demand  by  the  House. 
That  was  my  ruling.'  Whether  that  involves  any  principle  with  regard 
to  the  precedence  of  token  motions  is  a  matter  on  which  I  'should  have 
further  elucidation.  •  ,  ^ 
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Mr.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAl :  The  token  motion  has  to  i 

be  given  precedence  to  motion  for  total  omission. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  whole  thing  is  covered  in  my  ruling.  My  ruling 
was  as  follows : —  : 

“As  a  matter  of  legislative  procedure  and  in  order  to  focus  attention  on  parti-  | 
oalar  topics,  the  OTactiee  current  both  in  Parliament  and  m  the  Indian 
Legislatures  is  to  adopt  a  token  motion  as  an  expedient.  But  neither  £ 

Parliament  nor  the  Indian  Legislatures  have  negatived  the  possibility  of  " 

an  honourable  member  saying  that  there  should  be  no  provision  for  the 
University." 

That  was  my  first  ruling. 

“  Both  as  a  matter  of  convenience  and  as  a  matter  of  principle,  those  questions  ■ 
which  can  be  dealt  with  in.  detail  and  as  to  wliioh  a  deduction  can  be 
made  might  be  more  conveniently  dealt  with  because  if  a  token  motion 

was  carried,  it  might  also  affect  tile  iinal  cut  motion.  The  ordpr  of  it 

printing- is  a  matter  of  procedure  for  which  the  member  is  not  responsible. 

So,  now  and  hero  after,  if  there  are  token  motions  and  algo  motions  for 
the  total  omissions  of  the  giaut,  the  token  motions  will  take  prece-  t 
deuce.”

SADASYATILAKA  T:  K.  VELU  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  also  Wish  to  support  the 
motion  before  the  House.  I  do  so  because  it  has  appeared  to  me  after 
experience  of  many  years -that  the  educated  men  belonging  to  certain 
communities  find  it  difficult  to  obtain  places  in  the  service  of  Govern¬ 
ment.  It  was  to  correct  this  that  the  Government  of  His  Highness  the 
Maharaja  was  pleased  to  recognise  the  claims  of  communal  representa¬ 
tion.  The  University  is  beyond  the  scope  of  the  operations  of  the 
Public  Service’  Commissioner.  But  that  is  no  reason  ‘why  the  Univer¬ 
sity  should  not  act  according  to  those  fundamental  principles  recognised 
to  be  binding  on  the  Public  Service  Commissioner.  Sir,  there  is  one 
condition  so  far  as  the  University  affairs  are  concerned.  As  the  Vice- 
Chancellor^  the  Dewan  is  also  the  Head  of  the  Administration;  In  that 
■  view  we  feel  that  the  interests  of  the  University  will  be  safe  In  the 
hands  of  the  University  authorities.  In  law  the  Pro-Vice-  Chancellor 
exercises  .  all  the.  functions  of  the  Vice-Chancellor.  The  Pro-Vice- 
■  Chancellor,  as  a  prominent  member  of  an  .autonomous  body,  can  very 
well  neglect  the  claims  of  particular  people  and  fix  up  people  accordiug 
to  their  communal  claims.  Now,  .Sir,  the  question  is -becoming  more 
mpoftant  because  the  Viee-Chanceilor  is  going  to  be  absent  from  this 
country.  For  soma  time,  the  Pro-Vice-Chaacellor  Will  exercise 
authority  in  a  rather  unrestricted  manner.  Iam  not  saying  that  he 
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will  exercise  it  wrongly,  I  know  instances  in  which  people  belonging 
to  these  communities  have  not  been  able  to  get  places  in  the  Govern¬ 
ment  service  for  many  years.  For  example,  a  graduate  from  the  Araya 
community  came  to  me.  and  wanted  to  talk  to  me  I  asked  him  what  he 
wanted.  He  said  that  he  merely  wanted  to  see  me.  He  told  me  that 
seven  or  eight  years  ago  I  had  given  him  an  introduction  to  some  officer. 
I  had  forgo  lien  that.  Ho.  told  me  that  I  took  him  to  the  head  of  a 
department.  Till  now  this  man  has  not  got  anything,  I  have  no  interest 
in  him  except  that  he  is  a  subject  of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  and 
a  graduate  and  a  member  of  the'  backward  class.  I  am  saying  this 
because  it  is  very  hard  for  a  man  belonging  to  one  of  the  backward 
communities,  which  have  no  facilities  for  higher  education,  for  a  man 
.  who  in  spite  of  all  his  difficulties  manages  to  educate  himself  and 
secures  a  degree  of  a  University,  that  he  should  not  be  able  to  get  a 
place  in  the  Government  service  of  this  enlightened  State,  That,  Sir, 
is.  a  very  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs.  There  are  people  of  the 
Yarnava,  Pulaya  and  other  communities  in  a  similar  situation.  There 
are  also  people  of  the  Christian  and  Muslim  communities  who  are  back¬ 
ward.  The  motion  refers  only  to  Hindus.  I  should  like  to  extend  its 
scope  to  all  communities.  If  people  who  hhve  been  regarded  as  back¬ 
ward  in  educational  and  other  respects  come  forward  and  ask. for  their 
rights  being  recognised,  I  trust  that  the  Pro-Vice- Chancellor  desires 
to  do  justice  and  as  a  result  will  entertain  their  applications  and  give 
'  them  appointments  according  to  their  efficiency.  It  is  only  to  say 
this  that  I  wanted  to  speak  on  this  motion.  •'

Sir,  I  also  wish  to  add  a  few  words  on  this  motion.  But  before  pro- 
ceding  to  the  subject  itself  Sir,  may  I  offer  my  congratulations  to  the 
Pro-Vice  Chancellor  on  his  recovery  from  his  recent  illness.  I  was 
fortunate  Sir,  in  being  seated  by  his  side  yesterday  at  a  dinner  table 
and  bis  sparkling  wit,  his  vivacity  and  the  relish  he  displayed  for  the 
various  dishes  on  the  table  ’  showed  clearly  that  he  has  got  back  his 
complete  health  and  therefore,  Sir,  I  offer  him  my  congratulations  and 
welcome  him  back  to  the  House. 

On  the  subject  itself,  Sir,  members  of  those  communities  who  feel 
aggrieved,  have  spoken  with  heat,  enthusiasm  and  very  often,  with 
reason.  On  the  principle  contained  in  the  motion,  none  of  us  could 
have  any  doubt.  The  motion  itself;  Sir, '  is  a  very  small  one.  They 
want  ‘Other  Hindus’  like  Chalians  whose  cause  is  being  very  strongly 
sponsored  by  my  honourable  friend  Mr.  Narayana  Kurup  to  be  given 
'  Clerks’  posts,  Typists’  posts -and  peonajj-  posts.  A  peon,  I  think  Sir,  is  a 
very  important  member  of  an  organisation.  Like  Jeeves  of  Wodehouse, 
he  very  often  makes  or  mars  the  man  above  him  and  therefore  Sir,  if 
the  University  can  find  its  way  to  employ  a  large  number  of  Peons 
from  the  Chalian  community  particularly  as  well  as  from  other  com- 
'munities  who  feel  aggrieved  because  they  are  not  fully  represented;  .1 
think  a  very  good  impetus  could  be  given  to  the  backward  classes. 

.Sir,  there  is  another  aspect  of  this  question.  It  may  be  said  that 
the  University  is  an  autonomous  body  which  has  got  its  own  regula¬ 
tions,  statutes  and  rgles  which*  very  often  prevent  such  concessions 
being  shown. 

(At  this  stage  the  President  took  the  Chair.) 

But  Sir,  where  there  is  a  will,  there  is  a  way.  Bor  instance  Sir," 

I  find,  and  I  find  it  with  thankfulness  that  the  University  was  pleased 
to  give  a  grant  of  Bs.  25  to  the  Vanehi  Poor  Fund.  I  am  very  grateful 
for  that  small  sum  which  has  been  given  to  the  Vanohi  Poor  Fund,  apd 
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in  the  same  way  if  the  University  wants  to  do  something  to  the  unre¬ 
presented,  to  the  Chalia  community  in  particular,  and  give  more  peons’ 
posts  to  them,  Sir,  it  will  be  a  great  boon,  it  will  be  the  recognition  of 
a  principle  which  will  hearten  the  other  unrepresented  communities 
and  will  satisfy  the  sense  of  justice  of  honourable  members  like, Mr.  T.  K. 
Velu  Pillai  and  myself.  Therefore,  viewing  this  question  in  the  aspects 
presented,  I  request  the  Pro-Vice  Chancellor  and  the  University 
authorities  that  they  may  view  this  question  with  great  sympathy  and 
consideration.  With  these  words  Sir,  I  also  support  the  principle 
contained  in  the  motion. 

MR.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  Sir,  I  also  support  the  principle  in¬ 
volved  in  this  motion.  The  University  was  exempted-  from  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  rules  regarding  Public  Service  Recruitment  on  the  ground 
that  technical  qualifications  may  have  to  be  considered  in  the  matter  of 
appointments  to  the  University,  just  as  the  Judiciary  was  also  exempted 
from  the  operation  of  those  rules,  But.regarding  the  class  of  persons 
noted  in  the  motion,  namely  Clerks,  Attenders  and  Peons,  I  do  not 
understand  why  the  appointments  of  this  class  of  people  should  be 
exempted  from  the  operation  of  the  Public  Service  Recruitment  Rules. 
In  fact,  as  Mr.  Narayanan. said,  there  is  no  objection  raised  either  by 
the  Pro-Vice-Chancellor  or  by  the  Registrar  or  for  the  matter  of  tfiat 
by  anybody  else  concerned  that  a  communal  representation  is  not 
possible  in  the  appointment  of  Clerks,  attenders  and  peons. 

I  have  to  support  this  motion  on  another  ground  also.  Very  often 
I  have  noticed  when  interpellations  relating  to  the  University  are 
answered  in  this  House,  the  member  for  the  Government  saying  that 
particulars  were  not  available  ox  could  not- be  given  simply  because 
they  related  to  the  University  which  is  an  autonomous  body. 

PRESIDENT  :  No,  Latterly  the  practice  has  grown  of  figures  being 


supplied  by  the  courtesy  of  the  University  ' 

Mr.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM:  Y.es,  Sir.  When  it  is  treated  as  a 
matter  of  courtesy  alone,  I  use  this  opportunity  to  exercise  the  right  ol 
this  House  to  protest  against  stlh  practice,  because  now  is  the  time 
when  the  University  wants  a  grant  from  this  House.  This  is  the 
proper  time  to  raise  our  objections  also. 

All  the  same,  I  have  to  submit  that  this  House  has  io  make  a 
margin  in  favour  of  the  University  in  regard  to  the  appointments  m'en- 
'  ^e  motion'.  The  University  is,  as  we  all  know,  a  very  receni 

institution.  I  believe  it  was  started  even  before  the  rules  relating  tc 
the  public  service  recruitment  were  finally  settled.  The  University 
requires  only  a  limited  number  of  persons  and  they  have  alreadj 
appointed  the  necessary  number  of  persons.  ProbaBly  all  these  officers 
are  young  enough/  It  is  not  yet  time  for’ vacancies  to  occur  in  the 
appointments  already  made.  '  So,  seeing  the  shortness  -of  the  period 
during  which  these  appointments,  have  been  continuing  I  think  we

Mb.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  Sir.  I  move  that  the  question  be 
now  put. 

The  closure  motion  was  then  put  and  carried. 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  :  Sir.  the  discussion  on  this  motion 
has  centred  upon  two  points,  one  with  regard  to  the  appointment  of 
representatives  of  backward  communities  as  clerks,  attenders  and 
peons  in  the  various  offices  of  the  University,  and  the  other,  a  more 
important  matter,  with  regard  to  admission  to  colleges  and  University 
institutions. 

With  regard  to  the  representation  of  backward  communities  in  the 
University  Offices,  I  am  afraid  that  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of 
exaggeration  and  misapprehension  on  the  part-  of  hon.  members  of  the 
House  who  have  spoken  on  behalf  of  the  backward  communities.  It  is 
true,  Sir,  that  the  Government  have  exempted  the  University  from  the 
operation  of, the  Public  Service  Eecruitment  Eules.  But  at  the  same 
time,  Government  have,  I  think  wisely,  insisted  that  the  University 
should  bear  the  principles  of  the  Public  Service  Eecruitment  Eules  in 
mind  and  should  follow  the  principles  underlying  those  rules  as  closely 
as  possible  iw  the  appointments  made  in  the  University.  Now,  this 
principle  was  accepted  from  the  time  of  the  inception  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  and  this  principle,  I  can  assure  the  hon.  members  of  the  House, 
has  been  very  faithfully  and  very  strictly  followed  in  the  appointments 
made  in  the  University  Offices. 

I  am  very  grateful  to  several  members  of  this  House  who  compliment 
ted  me  on. my  fairmindedness  and  sense  of  justice,  and  if  those  compli¬ 
ments  are,  as  I  trust  genuine  and  not  merely  conventional,  I  hope  that 
they  will  accept  my  -assurance  that  the  new  appointments  made  in  the 
University  have  all  been  made  on  the  basis  of  this  principle  that  due 
and  sufficient  and  adequate  encouragement  should  be  given  to  the 
members  of  the  backward  communities  ih  the  appointment  to  the 
various. offices.  Of  course,  several  institutions  were  transferred,  to  the 
University  and  those  institutions  were  already  full  of  clerks  who 
belong  to  what  may  be  called  the  forward  communities  ;  arid  in  such 
ca-ses  it  is  not  possible  for  the  University  to  do  much.  But  in  the  case 
of  new  appointments  in  the  University,  and  new  offices  created  under 
the  University,  I  can  assure  the  hon.  members  that  the  University  has 
been  very  careful  and  very  solicitous  in  thiB  matter  ;  and  Tam  surprised 
that  hon.  members  should  have  brought  this  charge  against  the  Uni¬ 
versity  which,  so  far  as  this  matter  is  concerned,  is'.entirely  under  the 
control  of  the  Pro- Vice-Chancellor,  one  who  has  been  for  five  or  six 
years  the  Protector  of  the  Badgvard  Communities,  who  knows  very 
intimately  about  their  disabilities  and  disadvantages  'and  who  has,  for 
what  he  has  been  able  to  do  for  them  earned  the  esteem  and  the 
regard  of  ihe  repre  sentatives  of  those  communities. 

Now,  Sir,  I  sha  l  give  a  few  figures  with  regard  to  this.  Take  the 
University  difice.  It  is  a  new  office.  When  the  University  was 
started,  I  had  to  find  some  experienced  clerks  to  come  and  organise  the 
office  ;  and  these  experienced  clerks  came,  from  Government  service, 
mainly  from  the  lilduc.ati.om Department.  -  But,  apart  from .  that,  out  of 
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33  clerks  in  the  University  Office,  15  belong  to  backward  communities, 
nearly  50  per  cent.  There  are  3  ‘Other  Hindus’,  1  Muslim,  4  Ezhavas,  1 
Nadar,  1  S.  I.  U.  C.,  3  latin  Catholic  1  Kammala  and  1  ‘other  Christian.’ 
Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  nearly  50  per  cent,  of  the  clerks  in  the  office 
of  the  University  belong  to  various  unrepresented  communities.  Or, 
take  another  office.  Take  the  office  of  the  department  of  Research 
which  is  also  a  new  office.  You  will  find  that  out  of  the  13  clerks  in 
that  Office  6  clerks  belong  to  the  inadequately  represented  communi¬ 
ties.  And  so  with  regard  to  every  new  office  that  has  been  created  in 
the  University.  To  talk  about  aneedliies  and  ashimadies  in  the 
University  appointments  is,  if  I  .may  so  say,  the  height  of  absurdity. 

There  is  one  other  misunderstanding  which  I  would  like  to  clear 
up  in  this  matter,  that  the  Pro-Vice-Chancellor  does  not  know  how 
these  things  are  going  on  and  has  no  facilities  for  knowing  about  these 
things  and  that,  if  they  are  brought  to  his  attention,  he  see  that 
justice  is  done.  Well,  Sir,  I  take  the  entire  responsibility  for  every  new 
permanent  appointment  that  has  been  made  in  the  University.  Because 
of  the  Government  rule  that  the  University  should  bear  in  mind  the 
principles  underlying  the  Public  Service  Recruitment  Buies,  we  have 
made  it  a  rule  in  the  University  that  all  the  Heads  of  University 
Offices  should  get  my  sanction  before  permanent  appointments  are 
made  in  their  respective  offices.'  Therefore,  the  entire  responsibility, 
as  I  say,  is  assumed  by  me  in  this  matter.

.  Instruction  and  I  knew  only  about  the  Director’s  office.  I  selected 
some  clerks  not  on  account  of  communal  claims  or  anything  like  that. 

Similarly  with  regard  to  Attenders  and  Peons  you  will  find  that  so 
far  as  new  appointments  are  concerned,  this  principle  has  been  very 
faithfully  borne  in  mind  by  the  University.  Even  in  regard  to  the 
temporary  appointments  in  short  vacancies  which  were  left  in  th'e  hands, 
of  the  Heads  of  offices  which  did  not  come  to  the  University,  a  circular 
was  issued  by  ma  from  my  office,  circular  dated  8th  August  1940  reads. 

"The  attention  of  the  heads  of  subordinate  institutions  is  invited  to  the  fact  that 

•  preference  should  be  given  tojnerrbrrs  of  unrepresented  or  inadequately  rep¬ 
resented  communities  even  iij.  appointments  m&de  in  vacancies  of  short  duration. 

’  .  Previous  sanction  of  this  office  should  be  obtained  for  the  appointment  of 

taeaibers  of  welUpjpreptsntelY  copiffltjpities  pven  in  gl)«r4  vaoamjieg", 

.  Jjf.JDfcfl’VlO, 
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■  I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  spend  more  time  on  this 
aspect  of  the  matter.  But  I  would  protest  against  the  various  allega¬ 
tions  and  insinuations  that  have  been  made  on  this  point.  Any  inform¬ 
ation  which  the  honorable  members  of  the  House  want  about 
University  affairs  will  be  furnished  to  them  readily  and  from  such 
.  information  they  can  judge  for  themselves  whether  this  principle  has 
been  faithfully  followed  or  not. 

The  other  aspect  of  the  discussion  turned  on  a  far  more  important 
a  rnatter  vital  to  the  interests  of  the  University,  with  regard  to  the 
admission  to  the  Colleges.  This  matter  is  coming  up  again  in  the  form 
of  a  token  motion  asking  for  25  %  reservation  of  seats  in  the  University 
for  backward  communities.  You  do  not  strengthen  a  case  by  over¬ 
stating  it.  My  point  is  that  representatives  of  the  backward  communi¬ 
ties  who  have  been  talking  about  the  exclusion  of  backward  communi¬ 
ties  from  the  various  Colleges  are  crying  before  they  are  hurt.  They 
.are  protesting  too  much.  They  are  using  the  language  of  exaggeration, 
rhetoric  and  hyperbole  in.  this  matter.  It  is  utterly  absurd  to  say 
^hat  the  Colleges  are  deliberately  excluding  members  of  the  backward 
communities  so  that  in  a  few  years’  time  there  will  be  no  qualified 
candidates  from  the  backward  communities  for  appointments  in  Govern¬ 
ment  service.  What  are  the  facts  ?  Take  for  example  the  University 
College.  Take  this  year’s  admission  of  Ezhava..  applicants  in  that 
Cbllege  and  in  other  Colleges.

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  :  In  answer  to  an  interpellation yes- 
t  terday  a  list  of  the  various  communities  who  applied  and  were  admit¬ 
ted  to  the  Engineering  College  was  given.  It  is  extremely  unfair  to 
the  University  and  the  Government  to  impute  motives  of  this  kind  and 
to  say  that  their  object  is  to  exclude  candidates  from  the  backward 
communities.  The  only  institution  about  .which  there  may  be, some 
grievance  is  the  Engineering  College.  In  all  the  Colleges  we  are  re¬ 
laxing  the  rules  in  order  to  provide  for  backward  communities.  The 
rule  is  that  no  student  who  has  made  more  than  three  attempts  to  pass 
the  Intermediate  Examination  should  be  admitted  and  several  Brah¬ 
min  and  Nair  candidates  have  been  refused  admission  on 'the  ground 
that  they  have  made  more  than  three  attempts  for  the  Intermediate 
Examination.  But  in  the  case  of  candidates  belonging  to  the  backward 
communities  we  have  relaxed  the  rules-  Admissions  have  been  given 
even  to  those  who  have  passed  the  Intermediate  Examination  in  their  . 
fourth  or  fifth  attempt.  The  position  regarding  the  Engineering  College 
should  be  explained.  .There  are  21  seats  and  the  seats  are  filled  strictly 
according  to  merit.

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  :  I  have  not  got  the  figures.  There 
were  years  when  there  were  no  applicants  from  the  Ezhavas.  Last  year 
>  there  was  no  applicant  from  the  Muslims  or  the  Ezhavas.  Mr.  K.  JR. 
Narayanan  said  he  was  shocked  to  find  that  out  of  66  applicants  only  3 
Ezhavas  were  admitted.  But  how  many  Ezhava  applicants  were  there? 
’There  were' not  more  than  7  or  8  or  at tbe  most  10  applicants  from 
among  the  Ezhavas  and  from  among  them  three  or  four  were  adruit- 
.  ted.  Thrbe  out  of  eight  is  a  v.ery  good  proportipn  wlien  you  take  into 
consideration  the  fact  that  well  qualified  Brahmin  and.  Nair  candidates 
had  to  be  sent  away..  Admission  to  the  Engineering  College  is  strictly 
based  on  merit.  There  is  a  written  examination  conducted  by  the 
College  Professors  and  there  is  also  a  viva  voce  examination.  On  the 
basis  of  the  total  marks  selection  is  made.  A  list  is  drawn  up  by  the 
College  authorities  and  sent  to  the  University.  .  This  list  is  based 
strictly  on  the  merit  of  the  candidates.  Twenty-one  people  who  get  the 
highest  marks  are  admitted!  •  But  this  year  v.Te  found  that  there  Were 
no'Ezhava,  Muslim  or  Latin  Catholic  . candidates  in  the  first  list,  So  I 
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went  out  of  my  way  and  asked  the  Principal  of  the  Engineering  College 
to  reserve  a  few  more  seats.  I  asked  him  to  select  the  best  applicant 
,one  each  from  the  Ezhavas,  the  Muslims  and  the  Latin  Catholics.,  As  * 
a  result  of  this,  one  Ezhava,  one  Muslim  and  one  Latin  Catholic  were 
admitted  to  the  College.  The  compulsory  provision  of  25  per  cent  re-  . 
servation  will  do  harm  to  the  University.  Examples  of  the  Madras  and 
other  Universities  have  been  quoted.  But  under  our  conditions  the 
reservation  of  25  per  cent  is  quite  unnecessary.  With  regard  to  the 
University  College  and  other  Colleges  25  per  cent  is  unnecessary  and 
with  regard  to  the  Engineering  College  it  is  impracticable  in  the  sensg 
that  there  may  not  be  any  Ezhava  or  Muslim  applicant.  Last  year 
this  happened.  When  we  admitted  one  or  two  out  of  four  or  five  ap¬ 
plicants,*  I  think  the  Ezhava  community  should  feel  satisfied.  The 
Principal  of  the  Engineering  College  is  a  European.  He  has  no  com¬ 
munal  partiality.  He  -insists  on  a  written  examination  and  vioa,  voce 
for  selection  of  applicants  for  admission.  .

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAl:  Which  is  the  University 
College  in  Trivandrum  ? 

Mr,  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  :  The  Science  College  and  the  Arts 
College  have  been  amalgamated  and  the  new  College  is  called  with  the 
sanction  of  Government  “His  Highness  the  Maharaja’s  University 
College”.  It  is|j,the  largest  institution  in  the  University  and  its  work 
relates  to  several  faculties.  * 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K,  VELU  PILLAl:  Is  it  an  arbitrary  name? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  :  Sir,  I  have  already  explained  why 
this,  College  it  called  the  University  College.,  Sir,  I  have  been  sayirig 
that  this  25  per  Cent  reservation  is  unnecessary  in  the  case  of  most  of  the 
Colleges’ and  is  impracticable  in  the  case  of  the  .Engineering  College. 

I’ would  therefore  appeal  to  the  honourable  members  to  drop  this 
maiHfer,  and  not  to  insist  on  reservation  in  the  interests  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity.  Our  University! is  in  an  infant  stage  and  we  should  not  create 
the  impression  that  we  are  giving  admissions  without,  reference  to  the 
qualifications  and  merits  of  candidate.  To  create  such  an  impression 
is  detrimentals  the  interests  of  the  University.  The  University  sets 
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before  itself  the  maintenance  of  high  standards  as  one  of  its  funda¬ 
mental  aims.  .  Before  I  close,  may  I  thank  Mr.  K.  G.  Kunjukrishna 
Pillai  for  his  references  about  me  and  may  I  congratulate  him  for  his 
winning  the  bst  with  regard  to  the  dinner  party. 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. . 
Is  the  member  in  order  in  giving  compliments  and  thanks  to  another' 
honourable  member  when  he  is  at  the  business  of  the  House  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  This  House  has  generally  to  do  with  the  speeches 
made  by  the  honourable  members.  The  point  of  order  arises  only  when 
there  is  a  vote  on  the  question  of  the  dinnerparty.  But  if  the  point 
of  order  has  arisen  on  the  ground  that  no  honourable  member  should, 
not  reply  to  a  speech  made'  by  another  honourable  member,  that  is  a 
matter  which  depends  on  the  honourable  member’s  discretion  and  good

PRESIDENT  :  No  doubt  it  may  be  embarrassing  to  other  people  to 
hear  mutual  compliments  being  made  as  they  are  also  expecting .some 
compliments.  That  is  a  matter  which  we  have  to  swallow  without  any 
discontent  or  disappointment. 

The  motion  was,  by  leave,  withdrawn. 

Mr.  C.  V. CHANDRASEKHARAN  :  Sir,  Mr.  Bataan  Kunju  has  given 
notice  of  a  number  of  motions  on  Fisheries.  All  of  them  relate  either, 
to  the  conservation,  or  the  Development  of  Fisheries.  These  suggestions 
can  neither  be  accepted  nor  rejected  by  the  University  at  this  stage.  .1 
may  inform  Mr.  Baman  Kunju  that  the  University  is  proposing  to  form 
a  small  advisory  committee  for  the  Department  of  Fisheries  and  Mr. 
Baman  KuDju,  it  is  hoped  will  be  on  the  committee  and  help  it  with  his 
expert. knowledge  of  fisheries.  In  the  light  of  this  assurance  I  trust 
that  Mr.  Baman  Kunju  will  not  move  the  motions  which  relate  not  so 
much  to  the  criticism  of  the  administration  of  the  department  as  to  the 
development  of  the  fisheries.  Otherwise,  Sir,  the  discussion  will  become 
very  fishy. 

PRESIDENT  :  Eight  minutes  cannot  be,  more  fishy  than  what  has 
been  piscatory  for  more  than  one  hour  and  fifty  minutes.

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  second  the  motion. 

It  would  he  inconvenient  for  the  University  which  deals  with  acade¬ 
mical  questions  to  be  in  charge  of  any  department-  More  so  in  the 
case  of  the  University  taking  up  the  administration  of  the  Fisheries 
Department  which  it  can  discharge  only  inefficiently.  For 'the  efficient 
working  of  the  department,  it  requires  frequent  travelling.  The  Uni¬ 
versity  has  been  functioning  to  some  extent  as  the  Dewan.  happens  to 
be  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University.  There  is  some  control  over 
the  department  now.  But  during  his  temporary  absence  the  Pro- 
.  Vice-Chancellor  would  be  exercising  all  the  functions  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  in  regard  to  the  functions  of  the  department.  Therefore 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  Government  should  have  a  vigilant  control 
during  that  period  over  the  Pro-Vice-Chaneellor  so  far  as  his  department 
i6  concerned.

Mr.  A.  GOPALA  MENON  :  Sir,  I  move  for  a  grant  not  exceeding 
Bs.  43,93,506  under  Demand  XIX — Education — excluding  grant,  to  the 
Travancqre  University. 

Motion  No.  263. 

Mr .  P«  KUNJUKR1SHNAN  :  Sir,  I  move  the  following  motion  : 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs,  18,82,941  for  Secondary  education 
by  Be.  1. 

This  is  intended  to  urge  upon  the  Government  the  necessity  for  a 
reduction  of  school  fees  by  50  per  cent  so  far  as  Secondary  education 
in  the  State  is  concerned. 


•  It  may  be  presumed  in  certain  quarters  that  at  'times  like  this 
when  we  are  anticipating  lesser  revenue  receipts  during  the  next  year 
a  proposition  like  this  cannot  be  very  reasonably  put  forward  in  this 
House,  Sir,  I  have  two  reasons  for  putting  forward  this  proposition- 
The  first  is  the  economic  difficulty  and  the  consequent  suffering  of 
the  people.  Jphe  second  is  the  need  for  the  average  maq  for  getting 
secondary  education.  In  this  connection  I  would  refer  to  page  3  of 
the  Administration  Report  wherein  it  is  said : 

“This  is  obviously  due  to  the  acute "’famine  and  the  prevailing  economio  depression 
specially  felt  by  the  labourers  and  agriculturists.” 

Again,  at  page  4,  % 

“Notwithstanding  all  these  facilities,  the  number  of  school  going  children  has  de- 
.  creased,  the  decrease  being  in  the  oase  of  the  children  of  farm  irs,  house¬ 
holders,  traders,  a -tisane,  day-labourers,  domestic  servants,  etc.  Scarcity  of 
moriey  and  slump  in  thp  labour  market  consequent  on  the  War  situation  are 
^  ^  W!  }q  ^  CbiliJr^  9t  m 
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Similarly  at  page  6,  it  is  said  : 

“From  the  above  it  may  be  seen  that  several  parents  do  not  send  their  children  for 
want  of  sufficient  means  to  support  them-  The  number  of  children  under 
instruction  of  Government  servants  and  other  well-to-do  parents  has  increased 
while  that  of  poor  parents  who  are  farmers,  house  holders,  day-labourers; 
etc.,  has  deoreased  considerably.  It  is  expected  that  with  improvement  in 
the  material  condition  of  the  people  the  strength  in  the  schools  will  show  some 
advance.”  t 

Government  have  in  their  proceedings  admitted  that  there  is 
acute  economic  depression  and  consequent  on  that  there  is  very  great 
hardship  put  upon  the  ordinary  man  to  educate  his  children  especially 
•to  give  him  secondary  education,  which  is  so  necessary  for  him.  It  is 
argued  in  certain  quarters  that  the  present  war  situation  has  helped 
us  in  getting  bettor  prices  for  our  commodities.  I  would  admit  that 
this  is  possible  only,  in  the  case  of  limited  number  of  persons  jvho  are 
in  a  position  to  sell  their  produce.  Look  at  the  ordinary  people  of  our  . 
country.  Most  of  them  depend  upon  agriculture  and  small  scale  indus¬ 
tries  for  their  daily  maintenance.  As  for  the  question  of  paddy  being 
produced  and  getting  higher  prices  for  paddy  we  are  not  at  all  self- 
supporting  in  the  matter.  We  do  not  produce  enough  paddy  even 
*for  local  needs.  So  the  question  of  getting  money  by  the  sale  of 
paddy  does  notarise.  Now,  our  industries  are  suffering  a  lot  on 
account  of  thh  war  situation.  And  -our  daily  expenses  have  only  in¬ 
creased.  And  still  expenses  for  education  have  yet  to  be  made.  The 
anticipated  fall  in  revenue  receipts  so  far  as  customs,  etc.,  are  concerned 
will  convince  us  that  in  these  matters  there  will  necessarily  he  hard¬ 
ship  during  the  coming  year  and  in  consequence  the  classes  of  the 
people  will  have  to  suffer.  .. 

The  next  reason  for  my  introducing  this  motion  is  that  secondary  ‘ 
education  is  vitally  necessary  for  the  coming  generation  of  this  land. 

(At  this  stage  the  Deputy  President  took  the  Chair.) 

I  am  glad  to  submit  that  Government  have  given  due  pro¬ 
minence  to  this  fact  and  have  been  spending  lots  of  money  on  educa¬ 
tion  to  see  that  enlightenment  is  given  to  as  many  people  as  possible' on 
which  alone  the  prosperity  of  the  State  depends.  We  are  as  a  matter 
of  fact  spending  now  one-sixth  of  our  total  revenues  for  -education. 
This  itself  will  stow  how  vital  is  the  place  of  education  in  the  pro¬ 
gramme  of  Government.  For  the  ordinary  man-  it  is  not  possible  at  , 
all  to  get  higher  education,  I  meih  collegiate  education.  It  is  far 
beyond  his  reaoh.  But  it  must  be  made  possible  to  him  to  give  secon¬ 
dary  education  to  his  children.  The  days  are  such  that  if  the  coming 
generation  is  not  given  opportunities  for  secondary  eduoation  at  least 
up  to  the  School  Final  class,  they  wilf  not  be  in  a  position  to  keep 
pace  with  the  changing  conditions  of  the  world  and  to  lead  a  life  useful 
not  only  to  themselves  but  also  to  the  State.  On  this  point  I  need 
not  dilate,  very  much.  Suffice  if  to  say  that  jf  this  minimum  educa¬ 
tion  is  not  made  possible  to  the  younger  generation  of  this  State,  it  will 
bring  about  a  set  back  in  the  economic,  political,  cultural  'and  educa¬ 
tional  progress  of  the  State. 
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The  economic  distress  of  the  people  having  been  recognised  by  the 
Government,  the  Department  has,  at  the  instance  of  Government, 
resorted  to  certain  ameliorative  measures.  This  will  add  to  the  force 
of.  my  proposition.  At  page  2  of  the  Administration  Report,  it  is 
stated, 

‘‘Ou  nooount  cf  the  economic  distress  prevailing  in  the. country  and  as  an  amelio¬ 
rative  measure  the  tost  books  pjaaoribe  1  in  schools  {or  the  school  year  1940- 
41  were  rs-presoribod  for  the  year  1941-42  vviih  a  view  to  give  relief  to  the 
pupils  and  their  parents  ;  again  it  was  ordered  that  the  number  of  note  hooks 
to  he  purchased  in  all  the  schools  of  the  State  should  be  limited  to  five  and 
this  step  was  welcomed  and  appreciated  both  by  tho  toaohers  and  the  taught 
as  well  as  the  guardians  and  the  people  at  large." 

So  ameliorative  measures  have  been  taken  to  a  considerable  extent 
by  the  Government  and  the  Department.  It  will  be  argued  against 
this  proposition  that  we  are  spending  a  lot  already  in  the  cause  of 
education.  But,  I  -would  also  submit,  that  we.  are  spending  now  an 
amount  which  is  out  of  proportion  to  the  receipts  we  secure  from  the 
Education  Department.  During  1116  we  have  spent  Its.  50'61  lakhs 
while  the  receipts  were  Rs,  8'42  lakhs.  When  this  question  comes  up, 
it  has  been  the  policy  of  Government,  and  the  House  not  to  think 
of  the  receipts  secured  from  the  Education  Department.  We  have  ' 
lavishly  spent  money  thinking  that  it  is  money  well  spent  for  the 
progress  of  the  State.  The  plea  that  ■  we  are  already  spending  a  lot 
tor  education  does  not  hold  good.  Then,  with  regard  to  the  actual  fee 
that  we  derive’ from  secondary  section  of  the -department  it  is  about  Rs. 

8  lakhs  and  if  my  proposition  is  granted  Government  will  lose  a  sum  of 
about  Rs.'lJ  lakhs  only.  Now  we  are  already  spending  more  than  Rs.  60 
lakhs  for  purposes  of  educatiomand  the  additional  expenditure  of  Rs.  If 
lakhs  is  worth  spending. 

SAOASYATILAKA  T.  K.\vEllU  PULA!  ;  Eor  the  sake  of  information 
may  I  know  the  number  of  pupils  studying  in  the  English  Secondary 
schools  .of  the  State  ? 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  ;  The  total  number  of  boys  and  girls  study¬ 
ing  in  English  Secondary  schools  is  68,000. 

Those  who  have  the  experience  of  coming  in  contact  with- the  diffi¬ 
culties  of  ’  the  pupils  j,nd  their  guardians  and  those  who  have 
the -experience  of  issuing -poverty  certificates  to  students  in  English 
schools,  .will  realise -that  there  is  a  widespread  and  general  inability 
on  the-part  of  the.  generality  of  fhe  parents  to  pay  ..school  fees.

The  total  number  of  students  both  in  the  English  and  .Vernacular 
branches,  of  education  excluding  primary  in  the  State  comes  to  2,55  962 
Taking  that  one  student  represents  onS  family,  we  will  have  2§  lakhs 

of  families  m -  the .  State  and  thus,  we  .  will  give  relief  to:-  2i  lakhs  of 

families- spread Throughout  the  State. . 


K0TTALIL  P;  ABRAHAM  :  The  total  number  of.  pupils  stud 
in  the  schools  both  English  and  Vernacular  according  to  the 
■port  is  over  7  lakhs.  ■  4  . 


Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN .:  That  relates  t0  the -Primary  schools. 
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Government  have  already  taken  ameliorative  measures  in  various 
matters,  for  example  distress  relief  fund  for  the  low  paid  officers  of  the 

■  State,  and  distress  relief  measures  taken  in  hand  imvarious  parts  of  the. 
State.  In  view  of  the  facts  I  have  already  referred  to  I  would  submit 
that  it  is  only  proper  that  we  think  seriously  of  the  problem  of  giving 
fee  concession  at  this  stage.  Now,  Sir,  I  am  not  moving  for  a  re¬ 
duction  of  the  land  tax;  even  in  such  cases  remission  is  granted. 
If  remission  in  school  fees  is  granted,  it  .will  be  a  measure  which 
will  reach  the  masses  of  the  people.  It  will  be  most  welcome  than 
a  remission  in  laid  tax  and  it  will  be  universally  acclaimed  as  a 

•  measure  of  far  reaching  benefit.  With  these  words,  I  strongly  com¬ 
mend  my  proposition  for  the  unanimous  acceptance  of  this  House.

Mr.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN:  Sir,  I  beg  to  offer  a  few  observations  in 
(regard  to  this  motion.  The  honourable  member  who  moved  the  motion 
spoke  at  length  and  advanced  reasons  for  the  necessity  of  reducing  50 
per  cent,  of  the  school  fees.  I  have  no  quarrel  with  the  learned  argu¬ 
ments  advanced  by’the  honourable  mover.  I  have  no  quarrel  even  if 
that  50  per  cent.  is.  reduced  by  Government  but  I  would  like  to  bring 
one  aspect  of  the  question  before  this  honourable  House.  What  will 
be  the  effect  of  reducing  50  per  cent,  of  the  fees  ?  What  will  be  the  net 
effect  of  this  reduction?':  My  submission  is  that  the  effect  of  that 
reduction  will  be  the  abolition  Of  cessation  of  almost  all  the  private 
schools,  I  mean  non-departmental  schools ;  and  consequently  there 
would  be  a  rush  of  the  pupils  to  the  departmental  schools,  in  which 
case  the  department  might  find  it  rather  difficult  to  accommodate  ail 
the  students  coining  out  of  the  non-departmental  schools.

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Therefore  there  will  be  a  rush  and  the  department  may  not 
find  it  convenient  or  may  not  find  it  easy  to  accommodate  all  those 
students  at  once.  Now  this  Department,  Sir,  is  spending  as  is  said  by 
the  honourable  .mover,  nearly  50  lakhs  of  Rupees  per  year.  In  run¬ 
ning  a  few,  limited  number  of  departmental  schools  if  the  department 
is  to  spend  nearly  Ss.  50  lakhs,  a  lion’s  share  in  ’the  revenue,  my 
submission  is  that  more  expenses  will  have  to  be  met  by  the  department 
if  accommodation  is  to  be  given  to  all  the  students  coining  out  of  the 
private  schools. 

My  submission-  Sir,  is  that  the  .consistent  policy  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  should  be  that  the  management  of  the  departmental  schools 
should  be  handed  over  to  private  agencies  and  thereby  reduce  the  very 
large  amount  of  expenditure  that  is  now  met  by  the  department.  A 
big  slice  of  the  revenue  is  now  token  away  for  education.  But  I  am 
aware  of  the  fact  that  the  present  circumstances  existing  ‘  in  this 
country  are  not  congenial  for  such  a  transfer.  But  all  the  same  that 
must  be  the  aim  of  the  department,  thafc-must  be  the  airu  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment,  the  consistent  policy  of  the  Government,  though  at  present 
it  cannot  be  insisted  upon  due  to  the  uncongenial  circumstances  that  is 
■prevailing  today-,  If  that  is  to  be  the  consistent  policy  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  the  effect  that  will  be  produced  if  this  motion  is  carried  is  that 
..more  number  of  schools  will  have  to  be  conducted  by  the  department 
and  thereby  increase  the  already  enormous  expenditure  that  the  depart¬ 
ment  has  to  bear.  Therefore  Sir,  I  request  that  this  honourable 
■  House  will 'take  that  matter  also  into  consideration. 

Sir,  another  point  that  I  want  to  impress  upon  the  House  is  this. 
This  motion  is,  I  believe  intended  to  minimise  the  hardship  experienced 
’  by  the  parents  of  school  going  children  in  the  matter  of  payment  of 
school  fees.  I  would  suggest  another  method  for  minimising  the  hard- 
'ship,  The  number,  of  instalments  of  payment  of  fees  is  at  present 
eight.  I  would  request  the  Government  to  have  the  number  increased 
to  ten  so  that  there  will  be  less,  hardship  each  time.  All  that  is 
intended  by  this  suggestion  is  that  the  hardship  is  divided,  ■ 

MR.  A.  GOPALA  MENON  :  There  is\ a  specific  motion  to  that  effect. 
DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  But  all  the  same  it  can  be  referred  here. 
Mr.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN  :  Since  this  is  a  measure  for  minimising  the 
hardship  of  the  parents  I  thought  that  was  relevant. 

■  ,MR.  M.  ,R.  NARAYANA  P1LLA1 :  May  I  know  if  there  is  any  harm 
if  the  number  of  instalments  is  raised,  to  twelve  instead  of  ten.- 

Mr.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN:  Absolutely  no  harm.  But  I  think  the 
students  will  not  know  where  the  fees  will  have  to  be  paid  because  the 
schools  will  bo'-oiosed  for  the  vaoation.  :  . 

MR.  M*  R-  NARAYANA  PI  L  LA  I :  May  I  know  whether  the  same 
trouble  does  not  arise  if  the  number  of  instalments  is  made  ten  instead 

of  eight.  '  . 

MR.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN:  So  far  as  I  understand,  the  schools  'are 
closed  only  for  about  forty  or  forty  five  days  in.  a  year.

BAHADUR  P.  S.  MOHAMED.;  Many  of  us  wish  to,  speak  on  the 
question  of  fees.  '

"MR.  A.  GOPALA  MENON  {Director  of  Public  Instruction)  i  Sit(  I 
find  that  there  is  considerable,  feeling  among  the  honourable  members 
who  have  spoken  on  this  subject  and  that  there  is  a  concensus  of  opi¬ 
nion  arfiOhg  those  who  have  spoken  on  the  question  that  there  should 
be  a  reduction  in-. the  fees  charged  for  secondary  education. 
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There  has  been,  however,  some  confusion  with  regard  to  the 
observations  made.  It  has  been  assumed  that  secondary  education  is 
the  same  as  secondary  school  education.  ■  Advanced  teaching  in  general 
subjects  with  sufficient  training  in  English  is  given  in  •Malayalam  and 
Tamil  schools  up  to  the  ninth  standard,  that  is  up  to  15  years  of  ago. 
There  is  scope  for  secondary  education  in  Malayalam  and  in  Tamil 
schools  on  a  very  nominal  charge  open  to  all  classes  of  His  Highness’ 
subjects.  The  demand  is  that  there  should  he  free  access  or  access  at 
similar  rates  of  fees  to  secondary  schools  also  that  is  to  say  schools 
where  the  . main  language  is  English,  although  instruction  is  not  of  a 
higher  standard  than  what  is  given  in  Malayalam  and  Tamil  Schools.  ■ 

PRESIDENT  :  Tlfese  secondary  schools,  I  take  it,  are  schools  con¬ 
ducted  according  to  the  regulations  of  the  University. 

Mr.  A.  GOPALA  MENQN  :  These  schools  are  maintained  in  conso¬ 
nance  with  the  Regulations  of  the  University  for  the  purpose  Of  pre¬ 
paring  pupils  for  University  education.  And  therefore,  they  have  to 
.form  part  of  a  system  different  from  those  that  are  designed  mainly  for 
mass  education  and  general  education  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  at 
large. 

Another  point  that  I  wish  to  emphasise  is  that  there  has' been 
much  talk  about  the  high  rate  of  fees  charged,  but  there  has  been  no 
proof  offered  to  show  that  the  strength  of  secondary  schools  has  dimi¬ 
nished  on  that  account  during  any  period..  I  have  selected  at  random 
the  figures  for  1109  and  1110  and  the  figures  for  1115  and  1116. 
During  the  year  1109  the  total  strength  of  pupils  under  instruction  in 
English  Schools  was  53,831  and  it  rose  to  58,893  in  1110.  In  1116  it 
stood  at  68,723.  Obviously,  Sir,  there  has  been  no  obstruction  to  the 
progress  of  Secondary  school  education  on  account  of  what  is  regarded 
as  a  high  rate  of  fees.  And,  as  I  have  demonstrated  on  former  occa¬ 
sions,  in  this  and  the  other  House,  our  rate^  of  fees  are  not  at  all 
different  from  those  charged  in  the  neighbouring  Districts  of  the  Presi¬ 
dency  or  in  the  neighbouring  State  of  Cochin. 

MR.  KOTTAUL  P.  ABRAHAM:  May  I  point  out  to  the  honourable 
member  that  in  1116  there  was  a.  diminution  of  14000  pupils  in 
Malayalam  and  Tamil  schpols  as'could  be  seen  .from  the  Administra¬ 
tion  report  on  page  4. 

MR.  A.  GOPaLA  MEN0N  :  Yes,  Sir.  That  is  a  different  proposition 
altogether.  The  diminution  has  to  be  accounted  for  largely  on  account 
of  having  obtained  more  correct  statistics  during  recent  years,  because, 
the  Education.  Department  has  been  rather  strict  in  the  administration 
of  grants  to  Malayalam  and  Tamil  schools.  The  department  is. insis¬ 
ting  on  certain  minimum  attendance  in  schools  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
grants.  The  number  of  pupils  on  the  rolls  is  being  scrutinised  with 
Very  great  Care.  On  these  grounds,  you  find  a  certain  amount  of  varia¬ 
tion  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  older  figures- 

As  I  was  speaking,  there  has  been  no  fall  in  the  growth  of  Secon¬ 
dary  Education  in  the  State  because  of  the  m  present  rate  of  fees 
charged  and  our  rates  compare  very  favourably  with  the  rates  in  other 
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parts  of  India  and  with  the  rates  prevailing  in  the  neighbouring  State 
of  Cochin.  There  has  been  no  reason  adduced  as  to  why  we  should, 
even  taking  the  present  level  of  fees  as  high,  reduce  the  rate  of  fees, 
It  has  been  mentioned  that  the  loss  of  fee  income  on  this  account  will 
be  about  Bs  If  lakhs.  Even  grantifig  that  it  is  so,  there  has  been  .a 
loss  due  to  a.  direct  payment  of  subsidy  and  bonus  to  various  schools 
and  classes  of  pupils  for  encouraging  Secondary  education  in  the 
State.  I  ask,  what  will  happen  to  these  concessions  and  grants,-  when 
we  forego-about  Bs.  2  lakhs  of  fee  income.  That  aspect  has  not  been 
considered  by  the  honourable  speakers  on  this  motion.  Government 
have  laid  down  certain  rules  of  fee  concession  to  be  granted  to  various 
communities  according  to  their  percentage  of  literacy,  and  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  also  authorised  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  to 
recommend  for  their  consideration  special  cases  of  hardship  where 
deserving  pupils  find  it  difficult  to  carry  on  their  studies  on  account  of 
poverty.  Such  concessions  have  now  increased.  Again,  Sir,  Govern¬ 
ment  have  recently  ordered  that  the  sons  and  daughters  of  soldiers  in 
active  service  should  be  exempted  from  payment  of  fees.  Government 
have  also  ordered  that  the  dependents  of  the  evacuees  from  enemy 
occupied  territories  should  be  exempted  from  the  payment  of  fees.  So 
mnch  so,  although  we  take  with  one  hand  a  certain  fee  income,  with 
the  other,  we  are  liberally  granting  large  concessions  which  benefit  the 
people  who  are  in  need.  I  believe,  Sir,  that  the  correct  financial 
policy  is  inherent  in  this  policy  to  take  revenue  where  we  can  get  it 
without  hardship  and  to  administer  that  revenue  with  a  view  to  relieve 
the  distress  caused  by  conditions  over  which  we  have  no  control..  It 
h»B  been  emphasised  again  and  again,  Sir,  that  we  anticipate  a  surplus 
owing  to  the  farsighted  measures  of  industrial  and  commercial  policy 
and  the- day  to  day  insistence  on  special  measures  and  policies  which 
you.  Sir,  have  inaugurated.  Sir,  it  has  been  made  possible  for  us  to 
see  at  a  distance  a  certain  amount  of  surplus.  But,  in  anticipating' 
such  surplus,  which  might  or  might  not  accrue,  as  you  have  yourself 
emphasised,  Government  are  being  asked  to  embark  upon  various 
expensive  schemes  in.the  Education  Department  itself,  such  as  the 
reduction  of  school  fees,  grants  to  the  Arayas,  Varnavars,  and  various 
other  communities  on  account  of  the  promises  made  by  Government  in 
the  matter  of  education  etc..  Again,  the  re-orientation  and  re-easting, 
of  the  fee  concession  rules  is  also  due.  Bhortly.  Where  can  we  find 
funds-  for  all.  these  if  we  take  away  in  anticipation  what  might  accrue 
to  us  some  time  later.  -As.  I  said,  a  .better  policy  would  be  to  work  on 
the  present,  basis  and  to  wait  for  the  possibility  of  redressing  griev¬ 
ances  or  hardships  as  and. when  such  instances  come  to  the  notice  of 
Government. 

PRESIDENT  :  May  I  ask  the  Director  without  meaning  any  dis¬ 
courtesy  how ’this  proposition  could  affect'  the  working  of'  the  Mala- 
yalarn  and  Tamil  Schools,  ~  * 
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Mr.  A.  GOPALA  MENON  :  Sir,  the  Malayalam  schools  are  already 
working  under  the  basis  of  reduced  fees  which  Government  have 
been  extending  from  year  to  year  for  the  last  4  or  5  years.  For  the 
coming  year,  the  Government  have  extended  the  same  privilege. 
When  the  fees  in  the  Secondary  schools  are  reduced  by  half,  a  large 
number  of  pupils  ®from  the  Malayalam  Schools  will  migrate  to  the 
English  schools  with  a  view  to  secure  for  themselves  that  quantom  or 
minimum  of  educational  advantage,  which,  according  to  the  honour¬ 
able  members,  is  indispensable  for  a  prosperous  life,  nay  a  full  life, 
even  in  the  near  future.  I  have  no  quarrel  with  that  ideal.  But,  as 
in  the  case  of  free  primary  education,  i.  compulsory  primary  educa¬ 
tion  for  the  whole  State,  I  have  only  to  observe  that  we  have-not  at 
present  equipped  the  existing  Secondary  schools  for  admitting  such  a 
large  number  of  people  suddenly  and  without  notice,  whatever  be  the 
strain  put  upon  the  departmental  and  non-departmental  Secondary 
schools  in  the  State.  As  a  measure  of  immediate  reform  it  is  impracti¬ 
cable.  ■  As  a  measure  of  future  reform,  as  indicated,  our  policy  would 
be  to  take  fees  as  they  come  and  so  adjust  the  ‘  fee  concession  and 
scholarships  and  grants  that  are  now  administered  as  to  give  a  larger 
relief  to  the  deserving  pupils  on  the  basis  of  ascertained  difficulties, 
rather  than  to  give  full  feeconceasion  or  half  fee  concession  to  pupils 
who  may  not  require  or  deserve  them.  On  a  former  occasion,  in  re¬ 
gard  to  general  fee  concession,  I  said  that  there  are  many  people  who 
need  not  get  these  concessions.  I  cannot  understand  for  .  example 
why  my  son  should  be  given  that  concession  so  long  as  I  am  in  the 
Government  service  similarly  with  so  many  people  who  earn  large 
incomes.  Therefore,  all  that  I  can  say  is  that  the  best  course  is  to 
-continue  to  take  the  fees  as  they  come  and  reserve  our  power  to 
administer  the  fees  or  whatever  income  we  receive,  in  the  way  of  re¬ 
lief  to  people  who  are  really  hard  pressed,  and  that  is  what  Govern-  ‘ 
ment  have  been’doing.  As  I  have  enumerated,  various  classes  of  people 
are  applying  for  fee  concessions,  and  in  numerous  instances,  conces¬ 
sions  have  been  granted  according  to  the  degree  of  hardship  to  parti¬ 
cular  individuals.  In  the  case  of  communities  which  have  already 
received  fee  concession,  my  contention'  is  that  concessions  have  been 
very  liberally»granted.  Qn  the  basis  of  the  criticisms  that  have  been' ex¬ 
pressed  here,  as’far  as  possible  these  concessions  maybe  made. more 
ample.  The  idea  on  the  whole  is  that  it  is  in  these  hard  times  that 
people  deserve  special  treatment  and  special  consideration,  and  cer¬ 
tainly  I  am  at  one  with  the  honourable  members  in  that  conclusion. 

‘  Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  may  I  know  frphn 
the  member  the  consequential  effect  of  granting  this  half  fee  conces¬ 
sion  on  the  Secondary  schools  conducted  by  private  managements  ? 

MR.  A.  GOPALA  MENON:  Nobody  can  speak  with  authority  what 
is  happening  with  private  managements.  My  friend  Mr.  Kochukora 
Tharakan  himself  has  admitted  that  statistics  relating  to  private 
schools  could  not  be -relied  upon-  My  predecessor  Mr.  Statham  has 
endorsed  and  recorded  that  the  private  managements  do  not  keep 
•yol.XX,  Noll, 
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reliable  accounts.  As  far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  have  the  satisfaction, 
of  having  insisted  on  the  keeping  of  accounts  and  having  them  pro- 
■  perly  audited.  It  is  not  possible  for  roe  to  say  whether  the  private 
managements, .and  if  so  which  among  them,  collect  the  full  amount  of 
fees  which  they  are  asked  to  collect.  Occasionally  protests  are  received 
from  them.  Sir,  a  European  !£iady  Superintendent  in  charge  of  a  High 
School  at  Kottay am  wrote  to  me  the  other  day  to  say  that  she  finds 
herself  in  great  difficulties  because  the  neighbouring  schools  are 
offering  various  concessions  to  pupils,  concession  not  authorised  by  the 
Education  Department,  and  that  therefore  she  finds  herself  in  com¬ 
petition  with  those  schools.  She  has  also  stated  that  she  also  would 
have  to  follow  them  if  I  did  not  go  to  her  resene.  All  that  I  could 
say  was  .that  officially  I  am  not  aware  of  those  acts  and  misdemeanours 
on  the  part  of  the  managements,  and  consequently  I  could  not  give 
her  much  consolation. 

Mr.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN  If  50  per  cent  reduction  is  made  in  the 
matter  of  school  fees,  will  not  the  private  managements  be  forced  to 
'collect  one  fourth  of  the  fees  ? 

MR.  A.  GOPALA  MENON  :  Even  less  will  he  collected.  The  point  is 
that  the  department  does  not  stand  in  the  way  of  people  getting  as 
much  concession  by  way  of  reduction  of  fees  as  possible.  I  know 
some  of  the  misdemeanours  committed  by  private  school  authorities. 
I  do  not  interfere  unless  there  is  a  complaint  I  do  not  poke  my  nose 
into  things  which  go  on  without  creating  disturbance  or  serious  com¬ 
plaint.  .  There,  I  am  prepared  to  leave  matters.  But  when  I  am 
asked  to  reduce,,  fees  as  a  whole,  I  must  certainly  see  that  all  the 
private  schools  also  collect  only  half  of  the  present  rate  of  fees,  which 
means  that  sa]aries  of  teachers  will  be  reduced  by  half.  Even  now  the 
salaries  of  teachers  in  private  schools  are  phenominally  low.  I  know 
instances  where  graduate  teachers  employed  in  private  schools  are 
getting  only  Bs.  10  or  15  or  at  most  20  ;  these  are  the  amount 
actually  paid  although  they  sign  for  Rs.  30  and  40.  I  have  exhorted 
them  not  to  sign  for  large  amounts  than  what  they  get  but  the  penalty 
for  refusal  is  they  will  lose  their  jobs.  They  cannot  hdlp  it.  It  is  a 
sad  state  of  affairs  I  should  confess.  But,  without  interfering  too 
much  with  the  facilities  for  education  in  the  State,  I  cannot  enforce 
the  rules  on  the  subject.  What  I  say  is,  if  we  cut  the  rate  of  lees,  the 
same  cut  will  be  applied  to  all  kinds  of  institutions.  The  present  de¬ 
plorable  conditions  will  be  aggravated.  As  the, honourable  member  sug¬ 
gested,  fees  in  private  schools  will. have  to  be  reduced  further,  with 
the  consequence  that  the  teachers  will  be  paid  much  less  than  what 
they  are  paid  now.  ■  There  is  an  irreducible  minimum  for  teachers ; 
they- cannot  ,  starve  and  yet  teach  pupils.  Although  the  honourable 
member  Mr.  Jebamony  Nadar  suggested  that  there  is  no  objection  for 
the  teachers  to  part, with  some  of  the  salary  that  they  get,  for  the 
benefit  of  the. pupils,  how  far  can  they  do  that  is  the  question  which 
faces  us.  No  person  can  be  asked  to  work  on  Bs.  5  or  even  Bs.  IQ 
a  month  much' less  in  the  case  of  a  teacher. 
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I  would  submit  one  more  point  for  the  consideration  of  the  Houae- 
and  that  is  that  Government  have  given  a  pledge  that  primary  educa. 
{■ion  will  be  given  free  in  the  State^and  how  we  stand  in  regard  to  that 
promise.  There  are  today  about  1,400  teachers  who  are  not  paid  any¬ 
thing  by  way  of  grant  in  primary  schools  under  private  management. 
Those  managements  do  not  collect  any  fees  at  all.  The  teachers  are 
given  any  pay  by  the  managements  only  out  of  the  grant  given  by 
Government.  '  The  private  managements  of  course  are  awaiting  help 
from  Government  in  order  to  pay  those  teachers.  It  is  to  be  noted 
that  the  pay  is  only  Rs.  8, per  individual  teacher.  We  are  not  able  to 
pay  even  that  low  rata-.  The  total  amount  required  comes  to  about 
Rs.  1  3/4  lakhs  which  is  now  proposed  to  be  written  off ;  and  this  does 
not  go  to  the  alleviation  of  such  distressed  people. 

Mr.  PULIY00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLA! :  Sir,  May  I  take  it  that 
if  this  cut  motion  is  not  accepted,  will  the  1,400  teachers  who  are  not 
getting  any  grant  will  be  enabled  to  get  the  same  grant  next  year  ? 

MR.  A.  GOPALA  MENON  :  It  is  too  much  for  me  to  promise.  What 
•  I  gay  is,  that  there  are  better  directions  in  which  this  'amount  can  be 
spent,  and  one  which  is  enjoined  above  by.  considerations  of  honour, 
sense  of  responsibility  and  duty  to  the  public.  Iu  my  view  our  pri¬ 
mary  and  most  important  dnt^  is  to  bring  some  relief  to  those  half 
starved  teachers.  Loss  of  this  much  revenue  matters  little  to  the 
Department,  We  ought  to  be  prepared  to  incur  even  additional  ex¬ 
penditure  on  that  account.  The  private  managements  have  been 
waiting  for  some  kind  of.  help,  and  if  we  consider  that  as  the  primary 
consideration,  L  am  sure  the  honourable  house  will  not  press  this 
motion,  but  consider  that  what  ever  sum  Government  will  be  able  to 
spare  will  be  utilised  for  discharging  their  solemn  responsibility  in  re¬ 
gard  to  primary  school  teachers.  I  may  say  that  the  Dewan  President 
has  discussed  this  matter  with  me  and  I  am  in  hopes  that  Government 
will  come  to  the  rescue  sooner  or  loiter.  -  ^ 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PlLLAI :  Will  the  primary  school 
teachers  who  are  getting  grants  even  today  from  Government  be  en¬ 
able  to  get  a  grant  of  dearness  allowance  of  one  rupee  in  wiew  of  the 
statement  that  they  are  getting  only  an  amount  Jess  than  Rs.  15  ? 

Mr.  A.  GOPALA  MENON:  It  is  beyond  my  jurisdiction  to  speak  on  1 
that  subject.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  Government’s  gracious  promise  of 
dearness  allowance  is  still  under  consideration,  as  to  how  best  it  is  to 
be  administered.  I  believe  details  have  yet  to  be  worked  out.  Cer¬ 
tainly,  the  honourable  member’s  point  of  view  will  receive  the  Utmost 
consideration  at  the  hands  of  Government,  if  he  urges  that  this  aspect 
should  also.be  considered  in  that  connection,  But  that  question  comes 
up  independently.  Th'ereiare  complaints  that  even  this  Rs.  8  ate"  not 
reaching  the  hands  of  the  teachers.  J,n  that  case,  what  is  the  meahing- 
of  giving  some  more  to  be  swallowed  up  on  the  wa^  to  the  teachers. 

If  I  am  sure  that  even  this  Rs.  8  now.  given  is  entirely  devoted'  to  the 
payment  of  the  teachers  in  primary  schools,  I  would  cqjtainly  submit 
with  all  the  strength  at  my  command  for  the  serious  consideration  of 
Government  that  the  dearness  allowance  also  should  be  given  to  them. 
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'  Under  present  circumstances,  it  is,not  fair  to  press  upon  the  attention 
of  Government-  the  grant  of  a  concession  which,  in  my  opinion,  will 
not  directly  benefit  the  teachers,  for  whom  it  is  intended.  For  the 
time  being,  therefore.  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  give  any  assurance  in 
that  regard.  But  this  consideration  I  would  leave  with  the  House.  If 
we  are  in  a  .  position  to  spare  any  money  %  the  purpose  of  relieving 
the  present  distress,  a  distress  that  is  really  great,  a  distress  which  we 
still  see  amidst  the  primary  school  teachers  because  they  are  not  in  a 
position  to  gain  any  income  for  the  work  done  by  them,  that '  money 
should  be  spent  legitimately  for  redressing  their  grievance.  It  is  a 
matter  of  common  knowledge  that  the  private  managements  have  been 
prohibited  from  collecting  any  fee3  from  the  pupils  and  as  such  they 
are  waiting  for  some  relief  from  Government  >by  way  of  grant. 

The  teachers  have  been  waiting  for  more  relief  because  some  re¬ 
lief  was  given  to  them  owing  to  the  great  kindness  of  the  head  of  the 
administration,  and  because  they  expected  that  under  such  a  generous 
administrator,  their  cases  would  not  go  unheard  and  their  grievances  ’ 
un-redressed.  By  the  side  of  their  great  distress,  by  the  side  of  their 
hardship,  for  •  which  we  are  partly  responsible,  shall  we  say  that  the 
plight  of  the  secondary  school  pupils  is  greater,  that  they  stand  in 
need  of  greater  relief  ?  If  it  is,  we  are  prepared  to  give  them  as  much 
relief  as  they  are  entitled  to,  we  are  prepared  to  consider  their  cases 
also  for  so  much  relief. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VEL.AYUDHAN  PILLA1 :  May  I  know  from  the 
honourable  member  the  total  number  of  private  school  teachers  who 
are  now  getting  this  grant  from  the  Government  ? 

Mr.  A-  GOPALA  MENON  :  The  figures  are  not  with  me  just  now. 
But  from  the  figures  for  1116,  11,720  is  the  total  number  of  teachers 
employed  j  1,400  and  odd  is  the  number,  of  teachers  w-ho  are  still  re¬ 
ceiving  grants.  The  honourable  iflember  may  calculate  the  required 
figure, 

Mr.  KOTTALlL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  In  regard  to  complaints  regarding 
the  suspicious  accounts  kept  by  private  school  managers,  may  1  know 
Whether  those  complaints  cannot  be  remedied  if  the  Government  only 
fixes  the  maximum  fees  leviable  leaving  the  collection  of  fees  to  the 
respective  schools.  . 

MR.  'A.  GOPALA  MfiNOH :  Those  are  all  very  helpful  suggestions. 
Bflt'the  difficulty  is  for  the  Government  to  administer  these  rules 
.  according  to  the  Varied  Conveniences  of  each  institution.  Take  the 
case  of  Partir,  about  which  the  honourable  member  may  know  Very 
well.  If  each  school  is  allowed  to  levy  its  own.  rates  of  fees,,  the  Vidya- 
vilaBini  school  for  instance,  will  Work  in  open  rivalry  with  the  other 
private  school  and  there  will'  bf  trouble  every  month  in.  the  matter  Of 
collection  of  fees.-  :  And  on  the  anology  of  the  Parur  Schools,  the 
Alwaye 'Schools  will  also,  work  to  undermine  each  other  and  so  on.  So 
tha|  is  not .  ^practicable '  scheme.  The  malpractices  wlU  still  persist. 

I  would  Conclude,  therefore,  by  appealing  to  the  honourable  members 
-*$  t^C-Ho-u^e  ,to.keserve.their  generosity  for  more  deserving  cases,  and 
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cases  which  are  not,  less  hard,  certainly  from  my  point  of  view  harder 
still,  because  those  persons  have  families  of  4  or  5  members  and  all  the 
maintenance  that  they  can  get  is  the  small  grant  which  they  have  been 
looting  forward  to  receive  year  after  year. 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  What  will  be  the  loss  per  year  if  the 
fees  in  Malayalam  Middle  schools  are  reduced  by  50  per  cent,  ? 

Mr.  A.  GOPALA  MENON :  The  income  for  Malayalam  Schools, 
according  to  the  old  rates,  is  not  available  with  me  just' now.  Butin 
1116  the  fee  income  was  about  Es.  2  lakhs  at  the  reduced  rates.  The 
rates  were  reduced  from  18  and  20  chuckrams  to  14  chuckrams  and 
the  income  at  the  reduced  rates  was  Es.'  1,97,200 

MR.  PUL1Y00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  P1LLAI  :  May  I  know  from  the 
honourable  member  whether  this  is  the  total  amount  of  fees  collected 
both  from  the  Malayalam  Middle  and  High  Schools  ? 

MR.  A.  GOPALA  MENON  :  Yes. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  The  honourable  member 
was  asking  for  information  in  regard  to  the  Malayalam  Middle  Schools 
alone. 

MR.  A.  GOPALA  MENON  :  It  is  not  possible  for  me  to  give  the  figures 
at  this  moment. 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN:  I  may  be  permitted  to  mention  one.  or 
two  points.  Sir,  my  idea  is  to  have  this  purely  as  a  wartime  measure. 
Then  again  I  would  like  to  say  that  the  present  rate  of  fees  was  applied 
only  from  the  time  of  Dewan  Mr.  T.  Kagt^aviah.  Before  that  time  the 
fee  was  much  less  and  when  the  fee  was  increased  there  was  a  country¬ 
wide  agitation  against  the  introduction  of  the  increased  rate  'of  fee. 
But  the  agitation  was  misguided,  and  hence  did  not  come  to  fruition. 

Then  again  it  was  urged  that  from  1109  and  1110  the  strength  of 
students  has  increased  considerably  till  it  has  reached  the  present  rate. 
It  may  be  due  to  various  reasons.  There  is  the  increase  in  the  popula¬ 
tion,  and  there  is  the  added  zesf  on  the  part  of  the  parents  and  the 
students  to  get  education  and/there  are  various  other  reasons  too.  It 
Was  also  argued  that  the  rate  of  fee  that  is  prevailing  here  is  not  higher 
than  that  we  get  in  British  India.  Now,  Sir,  we  are  far  poorer  than 
the  British  Indian  people. 

PRESIDENT  :  '  Certainly  not.  The  honourable  member  abviously 
has  not  travelled  in  Bellary,  Ouddappah,  Anantapur  andt  other  places. 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  The  Dewan  President  himself  was  saying 
the  other  day  that  our  State  is  the  most  hit  at  the  present  time,  second¬ 
ly  to.  Great  Britain.  That  is  due  to  various  reasons. 

It  was  also  urged  here  that  i fee  concession  is  being  granted  at 
present  to  deserving  students,  I  mean  poor  students. .  I  would 
submit  that  I  have  no  idea  at  all  that  theBe  people  should  be  exempted 
from  the  payment  of  fees.  If  any  practical  measure  can  be  adopted 
first  to  see  that  rich  people  are  asked  to  pay  fee  and  at  the  same  time 
poor  people  are  allowed  fee  concession,  well  and  good.  I  am  for  that. 
What  we  see  at  present  is  [that  even  in  case  of  fee .  concession  rich 
people  do  manage  to  get  the  benefit  for  themselves.  .  .  ■ 
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Mr,  A-  60PALA  MENON :  I  question  that  statement. 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  Of  course,  even  in  the  case  of  rich  people 
and  Government  officials  it  is  only  a  very  small  proportion,  a  small 
percentage  of  the  population  that  is  represented  by  really  rich  people 
and  people  who  can  afford  to  pay  fees.  • 

PRESIDENT  :  Does  the  honourable  member  press  the  motion, 

Mb.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  No  Sir. 

PRESIDENT  :  Then  finish  your  remarks  soon.  . 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  Though  fee  concession  is  granted  to  poor ' 
students,  it  is  not  a  concession.  »■ 

PRESIDENT  :  If  the  honourable  member  is  with  drawing  his 
motion,  these  arguments  are  besides  the  point. 

Order,  order  I  had  not  thought  of  intervening  in  thik  matterj 
especially  as  there  are  only  ten  minutes  more.  Evidently  there  is 
considerable  amount  of  misconception  as  to  the  polioy  of  Government 
in  regard  to  secondary  education.  Now,  the  Director  has  made  it  clear 
that  up  to  the  Ninth  Standard  a  certain  amount  of  instruction  in  what 
may  be  called  the  necessities  of  a  student  is  given  -in  the  -W-alavalam 
language.  This  Government  have  not  accepted  till  now  the  responsi-* 
bility  for  free  Secondary  education  or  education  imparted  through  the 
medium  of  English.  They  have  accepted  certain  commitments  in  re¬ 
gard  to  primary  education  which  have  been  definitely  set  out  and  out¬ 
lined  by  the  Director.  Even  those  commitments  and  those  responsibi¬ 
lities  this  Government  have  been  unable  to  implement  in  the  extent 
that  would  be  necessary  in ‘a  State  having  such  a  background  as  Travan- 
coro. ,  This  particular  motion  seeks  by.  a  side  wind  to  make  it  the 
policy  of  Government  that  education  in  institutions  which  are  speci- 
finally  intended  to  lead  to  University  course  must  be  rendered  cheap. 
This  Government  cannot  assent  to  that  proposition.  They  do  not  pro¬ 
pose  to  take  upon  themselves,  until  'primary  education  is  '  widespread 
and  is  practically  universal  in  the  stats,  any  larger  and  bigger  commit¬ 
ments.  They  will  have  to  be  centred  on  primary  education,  they  will 
have  to  be  centred  on  that  education  bein^  extended  to  every  com-  • 
munity,  big  or  small,  forward  or  backward,  and  until  that  duty-  is  ade¬ 
quately  discharged  and  it  can  be  stated  by  this  Government  that  no 
young  person  of  less  than  12  is  illiterate,  either  male  .or  female,  this 
Government  cannot  take  upon  itself  further  burdens  or  responsibilities. 
But  there  is  another  matter  on  'which'  I  wish  to  dwell  and  that 
arises  from  my  experience  of  the  competition  for  starting  new  schools 
which  makes  it  clear  to  my  mind  that  whatever  the  community  is  that 
Wants  to  start  the  schools  whoever  the  rival  claimants  are,  it  is  regard¬ 
ed  as  an  alternative  profession.  If  a  person  does  no\i  want  to  engage 
himself  in  trade  or  commerce,  if  a  person  has  noli  ;got  other  means  -  of 
living,  he  thinks  of  starting  a  sohuol'and  of  starving  a  certain  number 
of  his  fellow  men.  The  economic  position  of  the  educated  person  in  . 
Travancore  is  such  thathafs  willing  to  take  up  employment  pn  a  salary  < 
of  8,  10  or  12  rupees  even  though  he  is  a  graduate.  .  But  that  is  onjy  a 
promise.-  .  Teachers  have  come  and  „told  me  that  .even  that  8  or  10 
rupees  is«not  given.to  them..  Tiheykhase  come  and  complained  to  me, 
at  J  have  no  doubt  that  they  have  come  and  complained  to  the  Director 
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that  they  get  about  4  or  5  rupses  a  month  but  are  asked  to  “sign  certi- 
'ficates  for  8  or  10  or  12  rupees.  And  if  the  50  per  cent  reduction  in 
Government  institutions  is  effected,  the  Decessary  result  of  it  will  be 
that  a  large  number  of  deserving  people  will  undergo  a  greater  and 
more  intense  starvation  than  they  are  now  undergoing.  I  feel  no 
hesitation  in  saying  that  men  of  higher  position  are  guilty  of  this  mal 
practice.  I  know  institutions  run  by  important  people,  by  represen ta 
tive  communities  which  are  deliberately  starving  the  teachers  and  I  do 
not  wish  to  keep  away  from  this  House  my  deliberate  conviction  that 
these  persons  who  ‘are  exploiting  education  for  private  benefit  and 
starving  and  making  liars  of  educated  men  will  nos  deserve'  salvation. 
When  that  is  the  case,  this  motion  is,  to  my  mind,  utterly  misconceiv¬ 
ed,

MR.  VAR K ALA  K.  MADHAVAN  :  Sir,  I  move  to  reduce  the  allotment 
of  Bs.  ,8, 10, 000  for  Grant-in-aid  to  Primary  Schools  by  Bs.  10  to  point 
out  the  necessity  for  improving  the  condition  "of  aided  school  teachers. 

Sir,  the  honourable  member-the  Director  of  Public  Instruction1 
has  given  the  House  a  picture  of. the  sufferings  of  the  primary  school 
teachers  of  aided  schools.  At  the  same  time  he  told  the  House  that 
these  teachers  are  not  getting  even  the  grant  the  department  is  paying. 
Some  intermediary  agencies  are  taking  advantage  ;’of  these  grants^  to 
their  profit.  .  ’ 

(At  this  stage  the'  President  left  the  House  and  the  Deputy  Presi¬ 
dent  took  the  chair.) 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT;  Jlhe- honourable  member  will  no. v  proceed. 

MR.  VARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN:  Day  before  yesterday  the  Chief 
Secretary  told  the  House  that  dearness  allowance  will  nut  be  -extended 
to  ttachers  of  the  aided  schools.  B®en  if  the  allowance  is  given  to 
primary  school  teachers  it,  will  not  cause  any  financial  embrassement  to 
the  Government.  At  the  most  the  whole  amount  may  come  to  a  lakh 
of  rupees  or  so,  and  since  the  budget  for  1118  is  a  airplus  budget 
Government  can  very  well  adjust  the  amount.  I  hope  tlat  the’.Gosrern- 
ment  and  the  House  will  consider  the-  matter  and  .extend  their,  .sym¬ 
pathy  to  these  aided  school  teachera. .  I  place  the  motion-for  the  consi¬ 
deration  of  the  house. 
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MB.  P.  NARAYANA  PHLAl :  I  wish  to  support  the  motion  before  the 
House.  Grant-in-aid  school  teachers  are ’a  sort  of  miserable  and  help-  , 
less  set  of  people  whose  complaints  are  not  heard .  of  even  by  the 
authorities  themselves-  Their  profession  lis  one  of  the  best,  namely 
that  of  teaching  and  preparing  the  future  citizens  of  the  State  but 
their  remune”ation  iB  disproportionately  small.  Teachers  'of  the  same 
qualifications  employed  in  Government  schools  get  more  than  double 
the  pay  that  these  people  get ;  which  is  only  an  amount  of  Es.  g  per 
month.  This  is  out  of  proportion  to  the  work  that  they  turn  out. 
These  people  have  also  got,  like  their  brethren  in  Government  schools, 
families  to  support,  children  to  educate,  to  clothe,  and  to  feed.  But 
with  an  amount  of  Es.  8  per  month  they  are  unable  to  lead  a  decent 
life.  The  result  is  that  most  of  them  lead  disappointed  and  disconten¬ 
ted  lives  and  thereby  they  are  rendered  unfit  for  teaching  work.  Former¬ 
ly  these  people  were  getting  a  'monthly  renumeration  of  Es.  8J  but 
there  was  a  cut  of  8  annas  in  the  grant,  given  to  them.  Now  when  the 
Government  think  of  giving  a  dearness  allowance  to-many  of  the  low 
paid  Government  servants  it  is  better  that  their  grant  also  is  increased 
by  one  or  two  rupees-  That  will  be  of  some  help  to  them.  With  these 
words  I  support  the  motion.

Mfi,  M.  ft.  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  Sir,  the  cut  motion  standing  in  my 
name  is  to  reduce  the  allotment  of  Es.  4,  403  for  Director  by  Re.  1, 
to  speak  of  the  utterly  ineffective  manner  in  which  the  department 
is  run. 

At  the  very  outset  I  wish  to  make  it  clear  that  there  need  not  be 
any  misgiving  that  the  personality  of  the  present  Director  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  is  involved  in  this  matter  at  all.  I  say  this  because  many  emis¬ 
saries  have  come  to  me  with  regard  to  this  cut  motion.  Even  after  I 
came  to  this  House  people  came  to  me.  That  is  why  I  say  this.  . 

The  present  Director  of  Agriculture,  is  one  in  whom  are  combined 
the  offices  of  the  Eegistraf  of  Co-operative  Societies,  the  member  of 
the  Imperial  Council  of  Agricultural  Besearch  and  at  present  the  Food- 
Grains  Controller  for  the  State  of  T ravahcore. 

Yesterday,  in  answer  to  a  question  (No.  389)  “Will  the  Govern¬ 
ment  he  pleased  to  state  the  steps  they  have  taken'  for  production  of 
food  materials  in  the  State  since  Chingom  1117,  with  particular  refer¬ 
ence  to  paddy?’  The  Director’s  answer  was  “A  Vigorous  food  pro¬ 
duction  drive  is  being  carried  on  by  the  propaganda  officers  of  the 
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Department  of  Agriculture-”  The  next  question  was  also  about  food 
production  in  the  State.  That  was  “Will  the  Government  be  pleased- 
to  state  (a)  whether  they  have  formulated  sny  scheme  for  increasing 
food  production  in  the  State ;  and  (b)  if  so,  the  nature  and  extent  of 
the  scheme?”.  The  answer  was — “(a)  Yes.  (b)  A  vigorous  food 
production  drive  is  carried  on  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture”, 
Instead  of  these  verbose  answers  full  of  fine  rhetorics,  if  the.  Director 
of  Agriculture  had  stated  what  his  scheme  was,  people  would  have  been 
enlightened.  What  I  want  to  know  is  whether  the  Director  of  Agri¬ 
culture  has  any  practical  scheme  for  increasing  the  cultivation  of  food 
crops  here.  In  answer  to  another  interpellation  on  the  floor  of  the 
House  he  has  stated  that  as  part  of  his  intense  drive  for  increased  food 
production  he  was  cultivating  tapioca  on  200  acres  of  land  inEdakkode 
near  attingal.  Sir,  tapioca  is  being  exported  from  here  and  it  is  not 
known  why  an  article  of  export  should  be  treated  as  a  local  food  crop 
bo  far  as  the  intense  drive  for  increased  food  production  is  concerned. 

MR.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  Does  the  honourable  member  know 
that  there  is  over-production  of  tapioca  in  the  State  ? 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  So  far  as  my  knowledge  goes,  there 
is  no  over-production.  If.there  was,  Government  would  not  have 
encouraged  the  cultivation  of  this  crop  in  increasing  quantities. 

MR.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  May  I  know  whether  the  member  is 
aware  that  tapioca  is  used  as  food  in  the  State  ? 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  I  did  not  say  that  tapioca  is  not  used 
as  food  in  Travancore.  If  my  honourable  friend  was  here,  during  the 
general  discussion  of  the  budget  he  would  have  known  that  I  made  my 
position  quite  clear  that  cultivation  of  tapioca  was  being  encouraged 
here,  even  actively  induced  by  Government.  I  also  mentioned  that 
the  use  of  fish  with  tapioca  was  very  widely  canvasefi.  And  the  Dire¬ 
ctor  also  treated  it  as  an  article  of  food.  Again  in  answer  to  another 
interpellation  yesterday,  the  Director  of  Agriculture  said  that  there  is 
ample  quantity  of  tapioca  available  in  this  country.  In  that  case  why 
should  the  Director  of  Agriculture  waste  his  time  and  the  money  of 
the  Government  on  increasing  the  cultivation  of  tapioca  ? 

Then,  with  regard  to  the  department.  Sir,  as  I  said  at  the  begin¬ 
ning,  I  will  not  say  anything  against  the  present  Director:  One  who 
is  a  bio-chemist  can  do  very  little  so  far  as  the  actual  agricultural  work 
in  the  country  is  concerned.  He  does  not  even  put  up  schemes  to. 
Government  to  give  his  departmental  officers  increased  powers.  Even  , 
a  Municipality  peon  has  got  higher  powers  than  the  subordinates  of 
the  Agricultural  department.  There  is  no  co-operation  between  the 
agricultural  department,  and  the  Irrigation  Department.  Jf  there  was 
active  co-operation  between  these  two  departments,  there  .would  have 
been  increased  production  so  far  as  agricultural  crops  in  the  country 
are  concerned.  Much  encomium  was -paid  in  the  House  for  his  work' 
in  connection  with  the  food  control  mission.  An  Excise  Inspector  also 
goes  to  Madras  every  year  to  get  down  opium  and  ganja.  The  Direc-. 
tor  of  Agriculture  has  done  nothing  more  than  any  officer  deputed  to 
go  to  either  Tanjore  or  to  Bezwada  to  get  down  rice.  I  should  like  to 
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know  what  the  honourable  Director  '  of  Agriculture  has  done  with 
regard  to  increasing  the  production  of  paddy.  What  has  he  done  for 
the  cultivation  of  crops  in  increased  quantities  ?  What  has  he  done  to 
'provide  better  irrigation  facilities  to  the  agriculturists?  What  has  he 
done  for  improving  the  stock  in  the  country  ?  If  the  only  activity 
which  he  has  undertaken  is  “his  intense  drive  for  increased  food  pro¬ 
duction”,  what  I  say  is  chat  the  Agricultural  Department  is  nothing 
more  than  an  appendix  in  the  constitution  of  the  Government  which 
should  be  removed  before  it  gets  ulcerated  and  sceptic  poison  sets  in. 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI :  As  I  am  Mr.  M.  E.  Narayana 
Pillai’s  neighbour  here  is  this  seat  and  as  I  had  the  very  distinct 
advantage  of  hearing  him  out  and  as  I  take  considerable  interest  in  the 
Agricultural  Department,  I  have  risen  to  support  the  motion  before 
the  House.  Before  I  make  any  observations  on  the  subject,  let  me  say, 
Sir,  to  my  own  gratification,  to  my  own  satisfaction,  and  to  my  own 
delectation,  that  the  Directors’ emissaries  never  came  to  me.  And  I 
can  say  with  considerable  pride  that  although  I  have  been  a  member 
of  this  House  for  many  years  no  one  officer  of  Government  had  the 
courage  to  send  his  emissary  to  me.  If  any  Officer  has  sent  any  emis¬ 
sary  to  any  other  member  he  has  done  a  wrong  thing.- 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  I  only  said  “came  to  me” 'and  I  did 
not  say  “sent  to  me”. 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI:  Unless  somebody  sends,  no 
emissary  would  come.  There  is  absolutely  no  disrespect  meant  to  my 
friend,  I  only  make  a  general  observation.  If  -any  officer  spnds  an 
emissary  to  a  member  of  the  legislature,  to  influence  him  wrongly  I 
would  certainly  consider  that  action  reprehensible,  but  I  have  nothing 
more  to  say  than  this  as  no  emissaries  came  to  me  from  any  body. 
Mr.  Narayana  Aiyar  is  known  to  me  for  the  last  twenty  years  and. 
more.  He  is  an  officer  whom  I  have  known  from  his  young  days,  when 
he  was  just  working  bis  way  upwards  in  the  world.  And  in  spite  of 
all  the  acquaintance  that  he  had  and  the  consciousness  that  I  am 
friendly  with  him,  Mr.  Narayana  Aiyar  did  not  mention  anything  to 
me.  Therefore,  Sir,  I  consider  that  these  observations  have  done  Mr. 
Narayana  Aiyar  a  dis  service.  ,  ■  ' 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT ;  Order,  order.  That  point  need  not  be 
elaborated.  What  happened  outside  the  House  is  not  of  any  interest 
to  US- 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI ;  I  bow  to  your  ruling  Sir. 
I  shall  now  make  two  observations,  ■’ 

-  I  sympathise  with  every  officer  who  is  in  charge  of  the  Agricul¬ 
tural,  Industrial  and  Co-operative  Departments  because  they,  are  held' 
up  to  public  criticism  on  the-  basis  that  they  are  charged  with  very 
important  duties  for- the  furtherance  o!  our  material  prosperity  I 
know,  Sir,  that  eVer  since  the  inspection  of  the  AgricultnrarDepartment 
andvthe  Industries  ■  Deparbin fen t  people  have  been  looking  forward,  have 
been  stramrag  their  .eyes  to  get  a  visitation  of  better  dayafor.the  boun¬ 
ty  s^famaS'materabprosperityag  concerned;  But  I  must  say  at'  the 
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same  time  that  the  Government  did  not  provide  with  the  wherewithal 
fpr  these  officers  to  work  their  way.  What  is  the  meaning  of  it  ? 
There  is  an  Agricultural  Department  presided  by  a  distinguished  man 
who  takes  deep  interest  in  the  agricultural  development  of  the  coun¬ 
try.  Unless  Government  give  the  wherewithal,  how  can  ho  be  expect¬ 
ed  to  do  that.  Unfortunately  that  has  been  the  policy  that  has  been 
carried  on  in  this  country  during  the  last  BO  ..or  40  years.  I  have 
known  three  Agricultural  Directors  in  succession.  All  of  them  have 
been  my  friends  including  the  present  Director.  I  find  that  year  after 
year  they  are  obliged  to  make  some  report  to  be  presented  to  Govern¬ 
ment,  If  yon  go  into  the  question  you  will  find  that  what  they  are 
labouring  under  is  pausity  of  funds.  The  Director  of  Agriculture  is 
obliged  to  go  to  very  distant  places  for  the  sale  of  certain  goods.  The 
Director  of  Industries  wili  also  do  likewise.  It  is  therefore  necessary, 
it  is  due  to  these  officers,  and  it  is  due  to  the  House  that  I  should  say 
that  unless  you  give  these  Departments  the  wherewithal  to  work  out 
their  schemes  there  is  no  use  of  complaining.  Having  said  that  let 
me  also  say  that  although  successful  experiments  take  a  long  time,  still 
we  want  some  results.  We  do  not  want  mere  theoretical  experiments. 

.  There  is  no  use  of  anybody  keeping  a  kind  of  halfway  finished  policy. 
There  is  no  use  of  giving  out*hopes  unless  people  are  given  the  chances 
of  anyiresulis.  Go  to  any  taluk  and  you  will  find  that  the  work  in  the 
nation-building  department  is  very  very1  poor.  That  is  because  the 
departments  are  not  given  pioper  funds. 

With  regard  to  the  production  -of  tapioca  I  must  say  that  it  is  not 
fair  to  say  that  no  export  should  be  allowed.  But  a  good  quantity  will 
have  to  be  reserved.  I  have  talked  on  the  subject  with  Mr.  B.  I. 
Chacko.  He  gave  me  very  many  facts  and  figures  to  show  that  if 
export  is  allowed  under  certain  conditions  and  if  enough  is  produced, 
there  will  be  no  fear  as  regards  the  food  problem.  If  a  factory  is  to  be 
established  in  the  State,  one  condition- must  be  laid  down  namely  that 
only  in  the  final  stages  of  the  powdering  processes  should  the  factory " 
be  used. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  P1LLAI :  May  I  know  the  other  stages 
of  the  tapioca  oowdering  process  ?  s  • 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI :  I  am  surprised  that  the  Legal 
Bemembran  cer  puts  me  that  question. 

.  Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Iain  as  much  interested  in 
the  matter  as  my  Honourable  friend.  Therefore  it  is  that  I  put  the 
question  and  not  because  I  am  the  Legal  Remembrancer. 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.VELU  PILLAI Yes,  I  am  prepared  to answer 
him  because  I  know  the  law  as  well  as  my  friend.  Therefore  I  am 
prepared  to  oblige  Mr.  Puthupalli  iKrishna  APillai  if  ,  he  wants  the 
information. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S,  KRISHNA  PILLAI^  Sir,  a  word  of  personal  ex¬ 
planation.  Every  Honourable  member  has  got  a.  right  to  ask  ques¬ 
tions.  I  never  challenged  the  profundity  of  knowledge  of  my  Honour¬ 
able  friend.  He  was  saying  that  the  machinery  should  be  used,  only 
in  the  final  stages  of  powdering.  I  only  wanted  to  know  the  earlier 
stages  of  powdering. 
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SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  .VELU  PILLAl ;  lam  very  glad  that  my  friend 
(Laughter)  I  realise  that  he  wants  some  information  as  a  member  of  the 
House  and  not  as  an  official  member.  If  he  is  asking  the  question  as  an 
official  member,  he  is  wrong.  1  may  say  for  the  information  of  Mr. 
Puthup&lli  Krishna  Pillai  that  there  are  various  stages  such  as  the 
plucking  out  of  the  root  and  so  on. 

MB.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  .  Sir,  it  is  against  Parliamentary 
practice  to  address  a  member  like  that.  He  has  to  address  the  Chair. 
I  put  the  question  to  elicit  an  information  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole 
House.  I  thought  the  Honourable  member  knew  that. 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI :  I  did  not  address  the  member. 
Let  me  not  take  up  your  time  and  try  the  patience  of  the  House.  He' 
is  perfectly  right  in  asking  the  question.  I  am  not  one  who  makes 
irresponsible  statements.  If  there  was  any  difficulty,  as  the  member 
in  charge,  he  must  have  known  it.  But  I  am  prepared  to  respect  my 
friend’s  feelings.  There  are  various  stages.  The  first  stage  is  when 
the  root  will  have  to  be  dug  up.  Then  it  should  be  stocked  and  finally 
manufacture  the  product  in  its  powder  form.  So  far  as  the  first  stage 
is  concerned,  do  not  drive  people  to  starvation.  That  is  all  that  I  want 
to  say. 

There  is  no  use  of  finding  fault  with  the  Director  of  Agriculture, 
People  must  co  operate.  There  is  no  use  of  resenting  like  this.  If 
the  Government  want  any  good  from  these  measures,  if  the  Govern¬ 
ment  want  the  people’s  condition  to  raised  in  the  economic  standard, 
then  I  am  forgiving  these  three  Departments,  Agriculture,  Industries 
and  Co-operative,  larger  funds  which  may;  be  used. 

One  other  aspect  which  I  may  place  before  the  House  is  this.  I 
find  very  often  that  an  officer  who  has  been  doing  very  good  work  in 
his  allotted  field  attempting  to  seek  promotion  in  other  Departments 
because  in  that  particular  Department  he  does  not  get  an  increase  of 
salary.  It  is  legitimate  that  an  officer  should  get  an  increase  of  pay 
rather  than  allowance.  I  am  for  raising  the  pay  of  these  officers.  If 
these  Departmental  heads  are  given  increase  of  pay  and  position  and 
if  the  Government  is  prepared  to%help  them  in  the  proper  manner,  I 
am  sure  the  complaints  raised  by  my  honourable  friend  Mr,  M.  B- 
Narayana  Pillai  will  be  out  of  place. 

Before  I  close,  let  me  make  it  absolutely  plain  that  there  is  nothing 
to  prevent  the  good  friendly  relationship  between  me  and  the  Legal 
Bememhranc6r.  ' ' 

■  Mr.  J.  E. -A.  PEREIRA:  It  was  not  my  intention  to  speak  on  this 
cut  motion.  But  since  I  am  not  able  to  understand  the  ^psychology  or 
the  rationale  of  my  friend’s  argument,  I  thought  I  speak  a  few  words. 
Let  us  reac^the  cut  motion.  “To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Bs.  4,103 
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for  Director  by  Be.  1  to  speak  of  the  utterly  ineffective  manner  in 
■which  the  Department  is  run.  ”  Now,  are  any  statistics  given  to  prove 
this  ?  My  friend  Mr.  M.  B.  Narayana  Pillai  accused  the  Director  of 
Agriculture  for  'being  rhetoric  but  what  was  the  Honourable  Member 
himself  has  done  ?  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  merely  puts  a  series  of  ques¬ 
tions  in  a  rhetoric  manner  and  he  has  not  given  any  statistics  or  figures 
to  make  a  comparison  and  show  that  there  has  or  there  has  not  been 
progress  from  previous  years.  I  am  tempted  to  tell  my  friend,  Physi¬ 
cian  heal  thyself  first.  This  is  because  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  merely 
says  there  has  been  ineffective  administration  without  adducing  facts 
and  figures  and  himself  being  rhetoric  and  yet  he  charges  the  Director 
being  rhetoric.  Another  thing  that  he  accuses  is  that  the  Director  is 
put  in  charge  of  a  number  of  Departments.  I  should  think  that  this 
is  done  because,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Government,  these  additional 
works  can  be  safely  entrusted  fo  this  young  and  energetic  officer. 

MR.  M,  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  I  think  my  friendjjhas  not  .under¬ 
stood  me  correctly. 

Mrv  J.  E.  A.  PEREIRA  :  What  I  am  saying  is,  neither  the  mov;_r  of 
the  motion  nor  the  seconder  has  supplied  facts  and  figures  to  show 
where  the  inability  is.  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  was  merely  asking  repeat¬ 
edly  what  the  Director  has  done.  Anyone  acquainted  with  the  condi¬ 
tions  in  Travancore  can  understand  that  we  can  launch  intensive  culti¬ 
vation  of  tapioca  to  meet  the  heavy  demands  of  tapioca  flour  due  to  war 
Yet  it  is  complained  that  this  should  not  be  exported  out  of  Travancore 
I  do  not  see  why  the  country  should  not  get  richer  by  exporting  out¬ 
side,  although  it  may  mean  incidentally  that  the  prices  may  soar  a 
little.  . 

Mr.  M.  R,  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  I  did  not  say  anything  like  [that. 

MR.  J.  E.  A.  PEREIRA  ;  It  is  not  my  friend  who  said  this  but  others. 
With  due  respect  to  the  profundity  of  the  knowledge  of  my  esteemed 
friend  Mr.  T.  K.  Velu  Pillai,  I  may  say  that  the  tapioca  flour  is  requ¬ 
ired  to  be  in  crystal  form  for  the  purpose  of  starch  Trade  and  not  in 
powder  form.  I  for  one,  would  certainly  welcome  the  Government 
encouraging  the  export.  One  would  expect  that  the  Honourable  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  House  would  have  better  sense  of  proportion  when  they 
send  their.cut  motions.  With  these  words  I  oppose  the  motion.  • 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  Will  the  Honourable  ’Member  ans¬ 
wer  the  questions  which  I  put  if  he  is  able  to  do  it. 

Mr.  J.  E.  A.  PEREIRA  •  I  do  not  see  any  sensible  points  in  those 
questions.

PRESIDENT'*-.  The  discussion  will  go  on'. 

Ms,  K.  DUMlhlC  JbSEFIl  .  Sir,  lea.  find  my  way  to  Suppot'i  this 
motion-  The  arguments  advanced  by  my  honourable  friend  the  mover 
were  quite  unconvincing.  The  mention  be  emissaries  was  to  say  the 
least  quite  unfortunate.  I«  was  started  that  they  went  to  %e  Director 
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to  urge  him  not  to  speak  about  the  activities  of  the  Agricultural  Dep¬ 
artment  and  all  the  ;  rest  of  it.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  member 
should  have,  to  say  the  least,  mads  mention  of  it-  As  a  matter  of  fact 
there  is  nothing  in  the  administration  of  Agricultural  Department  by 
Mr.  Narayana  Aiyar  to  make  the  Director  apprehensive  to  face  a  hostile 
criticism  of  .the  kind  we  have  listened  to  on  the  floor  of  this  House'  I 
have  great  pleasure. 

PRESIDENT  :  What  is  the  reference  about  the  emissaries.  Who 
came  and  for  what  ? 

Hr,  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  It  Was  said  that  certain  emissaries  went 
to  the  Member  to  speak  about  this  motion. 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI ;  The  point  is  that  the  emis¬ 
saries  came  to  him  and  induced  him  not  to  speak.  Then  the^discussion 
went  on  to  say  that  the  emissaries  came  or  that  emissaries  were  sent, for. 
Thus,  some  such  interpretation  was  put  on  the  mission  of  emissaries. 

Mr,  K,  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  I  feel  sure  that  the  verdict  of  this  House 
On  this  motion,  will  add  a  feather  to  the  cap  of  the  Director  of  Agricul¬ 
ture-  The  first  argument, was  that  the  present  Director  was  an  officer 
having  too  many  jobs.  He  is  the  Director  of  Agriculture,  Director  of 
Co-operation,  Member  of  the  Council  for  Agricultural  Eesearch  and 
seyeral  others.  Now,  Sir,  the  Director  has  earned  a  name  an  ener¬ 
getic  and  efficient  officer,  one  who  has  got  immense  capacities  to  take  ' 
pain*.  Therefore  I  think  that-the  burden  of  rail  these  works  will' sit 
very  lightly  on,  his  shoulders.  The,  membership  of  the  Imperial  Council  of 
Agricultural  KesearcH,  it  will  be  remembered,  is  only  one  of  the  functions* 
of  the  Director  of  Agriculture.  As  for  co-operation,  after  the  inception 
of  the  Co-operative  Department  there  was  an  agitation  .that  for  efficien- 
cy  and  economy  it  should  be  joined  'with  another  department,  A®  a 
result  was  joined  with  the  Land  Revenue  Department  and  recently 
it  has  come  under  the  Agricultural  Department,  Every  body  in  this 
Hqpse  will  join  with  me  in  saying  that  co-operation  has  found  a  more 
congenial. bed-fellow  in  agriculture  than  in  land  revenue. 

The  next  argument  related  to  the  export  of  tapioca.  'I  ain  afraid 
that  tapioca  has  become  a  nightmare  with  my  honourable  friend,  Me 
charged  the  Director.  . 

’  .  a-.RRESipENT  :  The  consumption  of  tapioca  is  supposed  to  be  one 
of  the  o|pses  of  nightmare  (laughter.) 

MR.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  A  few  days  back,  my  honourable  friaijd 
charged  Government  as  having  committed  a  serious  blunder  because  it 
Was  allowing  unrestricted  export  of  tapioca.  Now  he  is  turning  round 
and  charging  the  Director  of  Agriculture,  as  if  he  is  the  man  responsi- 
ple  f of  this  export.  .  ^  ' 

Mr,  M,  R,  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  Sir,  I  did  not  say  anything  of  that 
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MR.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  Another  argument  was  that  a  Bio-chemist 
cannot  make  an  efficient  Director  of  Agriculture.  I  submit  that  bio 
chemistry  is  an  essential  factor  in  the  equipment  of  an  efficient  Direr 
tor/of  Agriculture,  especially  in  these  days  oh  Scientific  agriculture" 
Then  he.said  that  the  present  Director  has  no  schemes  to  develop  naddv 
cultivation  m  the  State.  r  1  * 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAVANAPILbA1 :  There  also  it  is  a  misconception.  I 
was  reading  the  answers  to  questions  given  yesterday,  wherein  the 
Director  stated  that  a  vigorous  drive  is  taking  place  but  that  that  tber. 
is  no  practical  scheme.  0 

Mr.  K,  DOMINIC  JOSEPH:  Since  I  understand  that  my  friend  has 
Withdrawn  all  his  allegations.  J  as 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  That  is  a  curious  janderstandinu  Mir 
PRESIDENT:  I  think  that  these  little  passages  may  be  given  ud 
Mr  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  ;  Sir,  as  has  been  suggested  by  Mr.  Janarda- 
nan  Pillai,  I  think  that  adequate  encouragement  is  not  being  given  to 
the  Agricultural  Department.  .  The  importance  of  agriculture  in  the 
economy  of  Travaneore  at  the  present  juncture  must  be  realised  bv  all 
of  us.  In  a  State  having  a  revenue  of  more  than  three  crores  ,of  rupees 
only  one  and  a  half  lakhs  of  rupees  have  been  allotted  to  Agriculture 
This  is  quite  disappointing.  The  Director  is  accused  for  not  producing  '

Mr.  PULIY00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAl :  Sir,  I  also  wish  to  make 
a  few  observations  on  this  motion.  Sir,  m  the  first  place  I  do  concede 
the  position  that  the  present  Director  of  Agriculture  has  been  very 
enthusiastic  in  his  attempts  to  improve  the  working  of  the  department 
and  to  make  it  more  conducive  to  the  better  prospects  of  the  agricul¬ 
tural  population  in  the  State.  But,  Sir,  I  also  maintain  at  the  same 
time  that  there  is  good  deal  to  be  improved  in  this  direction.  Accord, 
mg  to  me,  the  fault  to  a  very  considerable  extent  lies  on  the  general 
.  public.  In  spite  of  very  valuable  advice  given  by  the  Department  and 
especially  by  the  Director  at  various  .  conferences  held  at  different 
centres  in  the.  State  and  in  spite  of  many  demonstrations  and  agricul¬ 
tural  loans  granted  by  Governiryent  the  public  do  not  make  honest 
attempts  to  act  up  to  those  ideals  and  advice,  but  still  continue  to 
■  carry  on  the  agricultural  operations  lh  the  same  conservative  methods 
which  they  have  been  adopting  for  centuries.  In  the  second  place  the 
provisions  that  are  included  in  the  Budgets  of  Government  for  succes¬ 
sive'  years'  are  very  scanty  in  respect  of  this  particular  department.  « 

-  ,  ,  One  matter  which  I  wish  to  urge  upon  the  attention  of  this, 
honourable  house  and  the  Government  is  with  regard  to  the  absolute 
necessity  for  the  better  and  more  ,  efficient  exploitation  of  fisheries 
available  in  the  State  in  abundance.  The  honourable  member  Mr.  'S. 
Krishna  Aiyar  has  dealt  at  length  on  this  particular  matter  and  I  do 
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not  at  all  wish  to  reiterate  them  all  here.  I  am  decidedly  of  the  opi¬ 
nion  that  better  and  more  efficient  exploitation  of  the  fisheries  is  absolu¬ 
tely  necessary  for  tackling  the  -very  serious  problem  of  food  with  which 
we  are  confronted  at  present  especially  due  to  the  alarming  inter¬ 
national  situation.  According  to  me  it  can  only  be  done  if  the  admi¬ 
nistrative  control,  of  the  Fisheries  Department  is  taken  away  from  the 
University  and  entrusted  to  the-  Agricultural  Department.  May  I 
request  that  the  Government  will  be  pleased  to  take  the  earliest  steps 
for  taking  away  the  administrative  control  of  the  Fisheries  Department 
from  the  University  and  entrusting  the  same  with  the  Department  of 
the  Agriculture.  With  these  observations  I  oppose  the  motion. 

MR.  K.  R.  NARAYANA  A1YAR  :  Sir,  the  honourable  member,  the 
mover  of  the  motion,  stated  that  the  allotment  of  Es.  4,403  for  Director 
should  be  reduced  by  Ee.  1  to  speak  of  the  utterly  ineffective  manner 
in  which  the  department  is  run.  In  moving  the  motion  he  made 
certain  preliminary  remarks  that  in  spite  of  certain  emissaries  who 
had  met  him  he  had  decided  to  move  the  cut  motion.  I  repudiate  the 
allegations  ,  and  insinuations  contained  behind  this  statement  with  all 
the  emphasis  at  my  command.  I  may  assure  you  Sir,  and  also  the 
honourable  member  that  in  spite  of  my  comparatively  small  size,  my 
shoulders  are  broad  enough  to  bear  any  criticism  that  may  be  levelled 
against  me. 

The  second  point  that  was  dealt  with  by  the  mover  was  %  am 
sorry  to  say,  without  any  sense  of  responsibility,  that  the  Director  of 
Agriculture  was  complimented  by  the  President  of  the  House  and  a  . 
few  others  for  having  gone  to  Madrasdo  get  down  some  rice.  He  found 
that  there  was  nothing  to  be  complimented  about  it  because  my  bringing 
some  rice  was  something  like  fhe  Excise  Inspector  escorting  a  consign¬ 
ment  of  ganja  from  Madras.  Sir,  knowing  as  you  do  the  serious  situa¬ 
tion  with  regard  to  the  supply  of  ricev  and  knowing  as  you  do  the 
difficulties  that  confront  us  in  this  matter. 

PRESIDENT :  No  honourable  member  with  a  sense  of  responsi¬ 
bility  could  have  said  t^at-  . 

MR.  K.  R.  NARAYANA  AIYAR  :  I  feel  it  so  much,  Sir.  '- 

PRESIDENT ;  No  member  with  a  sense  of  responsibility  should 
have  said  that.  I  was  not  here  at  that  time  and  so  I  did  not  hear 
what  was  said.  «£Your  work  in  Madras  has  been  most  worthy.  It  is  a 
work' of  outstanding  testimony.,  I  regard  the  work  of  the  Director  of 
Agriculture  as  one  of  the  outstanding  achievements  of  this  Government 
in  the  last  year.  (Hear,  hear):  And  any  member  holding  any  view 
to  the  contrary  is  labouring  under  very  serious  misapprehensions, 

Mr.  K.  R.  NARAYANA  AIYAR  :  I  am  extremely  thankful  to  you, 
Sir,  for  your  encouraging  words.  I  say  these  things  because  I  .feel  it  so 
touch.  I  am  doing;  alh  that  lies  in  my  power  to  meet  the  present 
requirements  and  am  prepared  to  do  very  much  more.  A  telegraphic 
communication  has  been  received . 
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PRESIDENT :  But  for  the  work  of  Mr.  Narayana  Aiyar  and 
Mr.  Salter,  we  would  have  been  in  a  very  difficult  position  today  and 
I  give  public  testimony  to  the  fact  that  these  are  two  officers  of  the 
State  whom  I  most  value  and  praise  as  servants  of  the  State. 

MR.  K.  R.  NARAYANA  AIYAR  :  1  have  received  telegraphic  informa¬ 
tion  that  about  46000  bags  of  rice  have  moved  from  Tanjore  and 
Trichinopoly  and  about  15000  bags  have  already  been  unloaded  inQuilon, 
So,  to  speak  in  a  light  hearted  manner  that  the  Director  of  Agriculture 
went  to  Madras  to  bring  rice  in  the  manner  in  which  ganja  is  brought. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  think  yon  need  not  labour  that  point  any  further. 

Mr.  K.  R.  NARAYANA  AIYAR  :  The  next  point  that  was  raised  dur¬ 
ing  the  course  of  the  discussion  of  the  cut  motion  was  that  because 
tapioca  is  permitted  to  be  exported  outside  from  the  State,  the  work  of 
the  Director  of  Agriculture  is.  not  satisfactory.  I  want  to  assure  the 
honourable  members  of  the  House  that  there  is  absolutely  no  harm  in 
exporting  the  excess  quantity  of  tapioca,  and  thus  getting  some  more 
money.  * 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILL Ai :  May  I  know  the  price  of  tapioca 
now  ? 

MR.  K.  R.  NARAYANA  AIYAR ;  It  is  2  or  lbs.  per  chuckram, 
That  does  not  matter  in  the  least. 

As  a  result  of  the  intensive  drive  for  food  production  carried  out 
by 'the'  Agricultural  Department  through  propaganda  staff  under 
your  guidance  the  area  under  tapioca  cultivation  and  the  yield  of 
tapioca  have  both  increased  considerably.  It  is  bound  to  have  a  bright 
future.  As  the  -Leader  of  the  House  stated  in  reply  to  an  inter¬ 
pellation,  yesterday  tea  export  is  only  2  percent,  of  the  out-put.  The 
area  under  cultivation  is  increasing  rapidly.  'If  the  honourable  mem¬ 
ber  had  made  any  specific  charges  against  me  about  the  working  of  the 
Department,  had  stated  that  'such  and  such  things  were  not  done  and 
such  and  such  things  should  >have  been  done  certainly  I  would  have 
been  extremely  thankful  to  him  and  answered,  him  properly.  If  he  had 
put  forward  any  constructive  suggestions,  both  the  Department  and 
the  -House  would. have  been  benefited.  On  the  other  hand  to  say  that' 
because  tapioca  is  allowed  to  be  exported  therefore  the  working  of  the 
department  is  utterly  ineffective  is,  to  say  the  least  of  it,  most  capricious 
and  unkind  criticism,  ^  ■ 

.  During  the  course  of  the  debate  on  this  subject  I  expected  the 
mover  to  put  forward  definite  suggestions  in  order  to  augment  the  food 
supply  of  this  country.  In  that  case  nobody  would  have  been  more 
happy  than  I,  Two  full  hours  have  been  ,  devoted  to  the  discussion  of 
a  matter  which  was  unfortunately  not  of  very  great  help  .either  to  me 
or  to  the  House. 

.  .  Sir,  it  was  also  stated  by  the  mover  that  because  the  offices  of  the 
Registrar  of  Co-operative  Societies  and  the  Rood  Controller  were  en¬ 
trusted  to  the  Director  of  Agriculture,  he  was-  not  able  to  cope  with 
the  work.  But  after  all  I  believe,  these  two  offices  are  closely  interrelated,, 
lam  doing  these  works  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  public.  The

House  has  borne  testimony  to  this  fact  and  I  am  extremely  grateful  to 
it.  The  suggestion  that  at  a  critical  time  like  this  the  activities  of 
Co-operative  Societies  whose  potentialities  are  immense  should  be 
co-ordinated  with  a  view  to  utilise  their  funds  for  preventive  purposes 
cannot  but  be  acceptable. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  will  finish  quickly. 

MR.  K.  R.  NARAYANA  AIYAR:  Co-operative  Societies  are  beneficial 
agencies  and  I  can  say  that  if  they  are  properly  administered  for  pro¬ 
ductive  purposes  they  will  be  of  very  great  help  to  the  country.  I  may 
inform  the  honourable  members  that  a  number  of  these  Societies  which 
used  to  be  mere  lending  and  borrowing  agencies  have  been  converted 
into  very  useful  institutions. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  from  the  Director  whe¬ 
ther  he  has  taken  any  steps  to  prevent  the  export  of  laurel  oil  cake  as  be 
.promised  sometime  ago. 

Mr.  K.  R.  NARAYANA  AIYAR  .  The  matter  is  engaging  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  Government.  .To  put  an  export  duty  on  an  article  cannot  be 
done  off  hand.  The  question  is  one  that  is  closely  connected  with  the . 
food  production  campaign  and  the  honourable  member’s  suggestion 
will  be  carefully  considered.  ■

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  am  glad  that  so  far  as 
I  am  able  tcyaake  out  the  work  of  this  Department  is  getting  on  very- 
well  under  me  inspiration,  guidance  and  encouragement  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment.  I  have  also  had  occasion  to  hear  very  encouraging  accounts 
of  the  good  work  done  by  the  Director.  My  purpose  on  the  present 
oocasioQ  is  to  place  before  Government  two  or  three  aspects'  of  the 
question,  My  friend  Mr.  Kunju  Panicker  emphasised  the  necessity  of 
kind  treatment  of  the  occupants  of  land  belonging  to  Government  for  a 
considerable  period  of  time.  I  congratulate  the  present  Government 
in  their  carefulness  and  strength  in  preventing  Government  land 
being  encroached  upon.  But  in  Travancore,  due  to  various  causes, 
partly  because  Government,  were  unaware,  partly  .because  Government 
were  indifferent  to  it,  but  mainly  because  the  subordinates  did  not  do 
their  duties  properly  people  squatted  on  Government  land  nnauthoris- 
edly.  I  know  of  a  gentleman,  who  is  very  highly  .placed  I  shall  not 
mention  his  name— who- remained  for  twenty  or  25  years  on  a  land 
before  he  paid  a  single  chiickram  as  tax.  That;  land  is  not  more  than 
25  miles  from  Trivandrum.  So  when  Government  encouraged  people 
to  squat  upon  land,  and  also  habitually  registered  Government  lands  in 
their  possession  to  the  occupants,  if  a  rigorous  rule  is  now  applied  it 
will  work  great  hardship  on  the  people  as  also  on  those  classes  of  people 
who  have  spent  large  sums  of  money  'in  improving  these  waste  lands, 

I  pray,  Sir,  that  Government  may  be  pleased  to  consider  the  registra- 
tion  of  these  lands  in.  favour  of  the  depressed  classes  as  also  the  other 
classes  who  have  spent  money  in  improving  the  lands.  ’ 

The  next  points  relates  to  giving  further,  scope  for  the  work  of  the 
Director  in  order  to"  give  greater  facilities  to  members  of  depressed 
classes  to  avail  themselves  of  these  opportunities,  In  this  country,  Go¬ 
vernment  service'  is  considered,  as  very  important.  People  may  ba 
asked  to  take  to  this  and  that  trade.  ^Ws  find  that  for  the  last  so  many 
years  these  backward  communities  who  are  gratefully  acknowledging 
the  policy  of  the  Government  in  recent  times,  have  not  been  able  to 
secure  Government  service.  I  want  to  place  before  the  House  the  fact 
that  special -preference  should  be  given  to.  members  of  the  Vala  and 
Araya  communities.  There  are  other  -communities •  i&ich  as  Kurava, 
Pulaya.etc.,  who  should  also,  be  given  preference.  In  .regard  to. these  two 
communities,  mg.,  the  Vala  and  Araya  they  are  people  who  have  a  past 
history. '  As  a  student  of  history,  I  may  say-that  at  one  time  they  had  , 
boats;  and  fought  for  the  State,  So  far  as  fishery  is  concerned  that  is 
their  hereditary  occupation.  My  submission  before  this  House  is  that 
educational  facilities  must  be  given,  employment  must  be  given  and  the 
Director  must  interest  himself  and  place  before  Government  matters 
for  their,  immediate  attention.  Yesterday.  I  placed  before  this-' House 
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the  case  of  a  Kurava  young  man.-  Ho  came  fc<  ma  ton  years  ago  aad 
wanted  a  job,  By  accident  lie  came  to  me  recently.  I  could  not 
recognise  him  but  he  recognised  me.  During  all  these  years  he  has 
not  got  a  job.  My  submission  is  that  Government  should  give  help  to 
these  people  and  prevent  such  help  being  retarded.  With  these  words, 
I  support  the  motion.

FOE  THE  POLICE  CLUB.. 

PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Inspector-General,  you  wanted  to  make  a  per¬ 
sonal  statement'? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB 
SUHRAWARDY  :  Sir,  while  I  was  speaking  on  the  Demand  for  Police 
Department,  there  was  a  reference  to  the  drama  staged  in  aid  of 
labour..  The  honourable  member  Mr.  Janardanan  Nair  denied  >  the 
entire  thing.  Now  I  shall  read  from  the. proceedings  what  passed  in 
this  Assembly : 

“  Now  I  oau  understand  Mr.  Janardanan  Nair’s  attitude.  Sir,  it  is  a  ease 
of  twr.  foxes  aiming  at  grapes.  The  Police  fox  aimed  at  tile  grapes 
and  got  them-  Immediately  after  the  police  held  the  drama  at  Quhon, 
the  labour  people  encouraged  by  Mr.  Janardanan  Nair*aad  his  friends, 
held  a  drama  and  it  is  very  unfortunate  that  they  failed  to  realise  any 
money.  So  I  can  very  well  understand  his  chagrin, 

“  Mr.  Janardanan  Nair  :  May  I  know  when  that  drama  vfas  staged  because 
I  do  not  remember  to  have  staged  any  drama  in  aid  of  the  labour  or  any 
other  association  and  to  have  collected  any  funds  from  the  public  ? 

"  Rajyasevapravina  Khan  Bahadur  G.  S-  Abdul  Karim  Sahib  Suhrawardy  : 
There  have  been  collections,  Sir.  Even  a  good  soul  like  Mr-  lx.  G. 
Parameswaran  Pillai  was  asked  to  help  and  like  tbe  good  soul  he  is  he

PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Janardanen  Nair  .denies  all  knowledge  of  a 
drama  :  he  denies  all  knowledge  of  his  haying  been,  connected  with 
any  drama ;  denies  that  labour,  organised  any  drama.

T.  Hall 
at9-30p.ro.  on  Sunday  the  25th  Idavarn  1117”. 

Please  mark  the  words  “  Labour  Union  Fund  ”,  Then  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  this  was  published  in  the  Malay  ala  'Raj-yam  of  the  9  th  June 
1942.  The  following  is  the  translation  of .  the,  report  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  ; 

“It  is  stated  that  the  Lobour  Union  President  Mr.  Janardanan  Nair  invited 
Mr-  K  G.  Parameswaran  Pillai'  to  inaugurate  the  function  aid  accordingly 
Rajyasevanirata  started  the  performance  With  a  short  speech.  He 
appreciated  the  interest  evinced  by  labourers  in  histriunio  art  and  em¬ 
phasised  the  neoessity  of  devoting  theif  spare  time  for  fine  arts.”' 
Look  at  this  picture  and  that.  Honourable  members  can  decide  for 
themselves.  ’  ■ . 

Pne  word  more.  Sir,  While  we  realised  Ps.  30,000,  they  realised 
only  Bs.  300. 
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MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NA1R  :  The  reference  the  In- 
epector-General  made  was  that  the  Quilon  Labour  Union  attempted  to 
hold  a  drama  or  held  a  drama. 

PRESIDENT :  There  was  no  such  reference. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  I  may  say  that  I  had 
no  part  in  the  drama. , 

PRESIDENT  :  If  the  honourable  member  has  any  personal  state¬ 
ment  to  make,  he  may  do  so. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR:  All. that  I  wish  to  say 
is  that  because  I  came  down  to  Trivandrum,  I  invited  Mr.  K.  G, 
Parameswaran  Pillai,  but  I  did  not  collect  any  fund  or  take  any 
part  in  the  committee  that  organised  that  drama. 

PRESIDENT :  In  other  words,  Mr.  Janardanau  Nair’s  name 
happened  to  be  mentioned  by  chance. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR:  Not  exactly  that.  Simply  ' 
because  he  happened  to  be  the  President  of  the  function  and  was  stay¬ 
ing  at  Quilon,  such  a  thing  was  brought  about, 

PRESIDENT  :  Am  I  to  take  it  that  you  were  not  aware  of  sub¬ 
scriptions  having  been  collected  ? 

Mr.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  Only  on  the  day  of  the 
drama  I  was  aware  of  that. 

PRESIDENT  :  It  is  only  natural. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR:  But  I  may  submit— 

.  PRESIDENT  ;  Order,  order,  So,  your  name  was  mentioned  for 
saving  your  face. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  Because  I  happened  to 
be  the  President  of  that  function. 

PRESIDENT  :  That  is  a  matter  for  the  tfou3e  to  decide. 

Mr.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  Sir,  I  may  also  submit 
that  in  inviting  Mr.  K.  G.  Parameswaran  Pillai  what  really  happened  • 
was— 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  I  may  add  in  addition  that  the  offer 
that  I  made  to  the  honourable  member  the  other  day  to  give  the  name 
of  any  single  person,  either  a  merchant  or  a  constable,  has  not  been 
complied  with  and  to  this  moment  I  have  not  got  any  such  name. 

Mr.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR:  May  I  submit  one 
word,  Sir,  in  this  connection.  I  have  already  got  a  statement  written 
from  those  'gentlemen  to  the  effect  that . 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  I  stated  the  other  day  that  before  ' 
that  evening  I  wanted  the  name.  I  also  said  that  enquiry  will  be  . 
started  that  day  itself.  Up  tu  this  time  the  honourable  member  has 
not  reported  the  name  of  any  single  person.  So,  I  regard  the  conduct  1 
of  the  honourable  member  as  open  to  the  gravest  possible  comment. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  ;  But,  Sir,  if  I  could 

have . 
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PRESIDENT  :  I  wanted  to  conduct  an  enquiry  and  the  honourable 
member  knows  that  I  am  leaving  this  tomorrow. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR:  May  I  submit . 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  I  said  that  before  lunch  time  the 
name  should  be  given  to  me.  I  was  to  conduct  an  enquiry  into  the 
conduct  of  those  persons  and  two  days  have  elapsed.  No  name3  have 
been  presented  to  me ;  to  this  moment  I  have  not  got  the  names.  And, 
the  honourable  member  knows  that  I  cannot  hereafter  conduct  an 
enquiry  into  that  matter.  Therefore,  I  leave  it  to  the  honourable 
House  to  decide  on  what  has  been  the  conduct  of  the  honourable 
member  in  question. 

I  may  add  that  I  have  authorised  the  Chief  Secretary  to  receive 
the  names.  Even  if  I  am  going,  the  Chief  Secretary  will  be  perfectly 
right  to  receive  the  names  at  any  time. 

RESOLUTIONS  ON  MATTERS  OF  GENERAL  PUBLIC  ' 
INTEREST. 

Mr.  G.  VELl)  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I,  beg  to  move  the  following  resolu¬ 
tion  : —  . 

‘‘  This  Assembly  recommends  to  the  Government  that  neoessary  steps  be 
takcD  to  prevent  fragmentation  of  holdings  in  future  .” 

Travancore  is  mainly  an  agricultural  country  and  a  large  majority  of 
its  population  consists  of  agriculturists.  The  staple  food  of  the  people 
of  the  State  is  rice,  a  large  portion  of  which  we  used  "to  import  from 
outside— from  Burma  and  Siam,  But  now  when  those  sources  are 
closed  to  us,  we  are  beginniug  to  look  round  for  new  sources  and  l  am 
glad  that  Government  have  begun  a  vigorous  drive  for  an  intensive 
and  extensive  cultivation  of  paddy.  It  is  in  this  connection  and  es¬ 
pecially  at  such  a  time  as  this  that  the  subject  of  my  resolution  be¬ 
comes  important.  The  progress  in  intensive  farming  is  seriously 
hampered  by  various  conditions  and  circumstances,  among  which  the 
fragmentation  of  holdings  and  their  pepper-pot  distribution  is  the 
most  important.  By  that  the-  energies  of  the  Agricultural  Department 
in  experimental  work,  propaganda,  and  introduction  of  better  seeds 
and  better  fertilisers  will  be  frustrated  in  a  large  measure.  - 

There  is  no  doubt,  that  the  large  increase  in  the  fractionalisation- 
of  holdings  is  a  recent  phenomenon.  In  olden  days,  population  pres¬ 
sure  was  less  heavy,  while  the  cultivation  unit  was  the  joint  family 
estate.  Partition  was  then  uncommon.  But  now  things  are  changed. 
The  law's  of  inheritance,  the  right  .to  partition  in  most  communities, 
the  easy  facilities  for  conveyance,  and  the  increase  of  population  have 
been  chiefly  instrumental  in  the  indiscriminate  fragmentation  of  hold¬ 
ings.  Indebtedness  of  the  small  bolder,  forced  sale  and  land  hunger 

have  also  helped  a  great  deal  in  that  direction. 

Travancore  is  a  country  of  small  holdings.  Of  the  total  number 
of  holdings  about  6  per  cent,  are  less  than  20  cents  in  extent,  about 
26  percent,  less  than  60  pents,  38,  per  cent-  less  than  6  &<?res  and 
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95'5  per  cent,  less  than.  10  acres.  Only  4'5  per  cent,  are  10  acres  and 
more.  If  an  area  of  ten  acres  is  considered  to  be  the  minimum  size 
of  an  economic  holding,  only  less  than  5  per  cent,  of  the  holdings  are 
economic.  The  passing  of  the  Nair,  Ezhava  and  other  Acts  provide 
for  the  division  of  ancestral  property;  enabling  individuals  to  claim 
their  share  and  alienate  them  as  they  choose. 

The  disadvantages  of  the  fragmentation  of  holdings  and  their 
pepper-pot  distribution  are  obvious.  .  Scattered  ownership  of  small 
fields  stands  in  the  way  of  permanent  land  improvements.  Toy 
holdings  restrain  the  farmer  not  only  from  adopting'  more  improved 
methods  but  also  from  intensive  cultivation.  The  waste  of  labour  in 
carrying  manure,  implements,  etc-,  to  tiny  plots  situated  at  a  distance, 
from  one  another,  the  waste  of  land  in  providing  ridges,  and  waste 
of  time  and  energy  in  traversing  field  to  field  with  the  plough  and 
cattle  for  agricultural  operations,  are  only  too  well  known. 

'  '  PRESIDENT  :  It  is  almost  conceded  on  all  hands  thtjfi  some  steps 

should  be  taken  and  Government  would  be  grateful  indeed,  if  honour¬ 
able  members  who  speak  on  this  resulution  will  give  some  indication 
of  their  solution  or  the  proposed  solution  of  the  difficulties  connected 
with  this  problem. 

■  Mr;  G,.  VELU  PILLAI :  Yes,  Sir.  As  the  evils  of  fragmentation  and 
the  difficulties  connected  therewith  are  well  known,  I  do  not  propose 
to  say  anything  more  on  that  topic.  Though  this  distressing  factor  in 
our  rural  economy  is  admitted  on  all  hands,  no  concentrated  effort  has 
so  far  been  made  to  attack  it  in  our  State.  In  my  opinion  wa  seem  to 
be  simply  overwhelmed  by  the  immensity  of  the  task  involved  in  con¬ 
solidating  hundreds  of  millions  of  holdings  and  tho  feeling  that  the. 
obstacles  in  the  way  of  such  a  venture  are,  almost  insurmountable.  No" 
one  denies  the  difficulties  arising  from  the  inherent  conservatism  of 
the  cultivator  who  dislikes  the  idea  of  exchange  and  rearrangement  of 
his  holdings,  leading  to  disturbance  of  his  ancestral  plots,  not  to  speak 
of  the  numerous  techuical  and  legal  difficulties  involved  in  making  the 
compacts  as  well  as  in  keeping  them.  ..But  when  once  an  attempt  is 
made,  people  will  come  to  realise  its  good  effects  and  they  will  welcome 
it.  That  was  exactly  what  happened  in  Germany  some  years  back 
when -Land  Commissioners  were  appointed  to  consolidate  and  .  rearrange 
agricultural  holdings.  This  is  a  statement  of  what  happened  in  one 
State  in  Germany. 

“After  first  rising  in  revolt  against  tho  proposed  readjustment  of  their  holdings 
Stoning  th  i  surveyors  and  chasing  them  away,  tho  peoplo  of  this'  commune 
ended  by  submitting.  to  tho  proposal,  and  having  seen  the  advantages  which 
resulted,  showed  their  appreciation  in  the  way  that  they  received  the  Minister 
for  Agriculture.  The  Miuister  was  received  by  almost  all  the  male  population 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  village,  and  tho  chief  of  the  deputation,  who  four  years 
before  had  lodged  tho. protest  in  Berlin,  advanced  and  thanked  the  Minister  for 
the  readjustment  of  lands  which  had  bee-  curried  out  against  tho  wishes  of 
the  inhabitants,  stating  that  they ’had  not  understood  tho ’matter,  hut  now 
they  quite  appreciated  the  advantages  of  the  operation  which  had  in  many 
casea  uebled-the  value  of  the  'land  affected.  ’ 

“In  the  above.qases  restripment  was  carried  out  under  the  law  npon-the  application 
-  of  a  majority  of  the  landholders  ^Seoted.”  . . 
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From  a  study  of  the  action  taken  in  other  countries  especially  in 
Europe,  it  is  clear  that  a  remedy  can  be  found  for  the  evils  of  sub-divi¬ 
sion  and  fragmentation  of  land, 

In  England,  the  old  law  of  entail*  the  custom  of  primogeniture 
and  the  difficulties  involved  in  the  conveyancing  of  land  have  resulted 
in  the  concentration  of  land  in  the  hands  of  a  very  few  persons  and 
consequently  there  ha3  been  in  England  no  question  of  excessive  sub¬ 
division  of  land. 

PRESIDENT  :  But  Lord  Birkenhead  changed  the  law  of  entail,  the 
Law  of  Primogeniture  and  certain  other  laws. 

MR.  G.  VELU  PILLAf:  Yes' but  those  laws  stood  in  the  way  of 
fragmentation  in  England  while  at  that  time  fragmentation  was  going 
on  at  a  rapid  pace  in  the  other  countries  of  Europe. 

PRESIDENT  :  But  it  has  been  complained  iof  now  in  England  also. 

MR.  G.  VELU.  PIILAI  :  In  France,  the  situation  was  the  opposite. 
But  Acts  passed  So  early  as  1908,  1909  and  1910  allowed  every  farmer 
to  voluntarily  place  beyond  the  possibility  of  expropriation  and  seizure 
for  debt  a  holding  of  a  value  not  exceeding  8000  francs  (Bs.  5,000) 
which  is  occupied  and  worked  by  his  family.  This  holding  remains  a 
joint  family  property.  The  taw  has  been  much  improved  now  in  the 
direction  of  more  effective  consolidation  of  holdings. 

In  Germany,  during  the  past  50  years  much  work  has  been  done 
in  the  way  of  creating  and  resettling  peasants  holdings  'on  an  economic 
basis-  The  economic  holdfngs  thus  formed  cannot  be  sub-divided.  The 
holdings  cannot  be,  transferred  to  persons  outside  the  family  '  of  the 
holder  except  with  the  consent  of  the  commission.  The  holding  passes 
intact  to  the  principal  heir,  the  other  heirs  obtaining  only  limited 
shares  in  the  form  of  annuities. 

In  Switzerland  also  various  laws  were  passed  to  effect  consolidation 
of  holdings,  the  principle  having  been  accepted  by  the  Swiss  Federal 
Legislature.  Article  70 3  of  the  old  Swiss  Civil  iCode  provides  for  the 
compulsory  readjustment  of  land  if  2/3  of  the  people  interested  accept 
the  project, 

Laws  similar  to  these  exist  in  Spain,  iDenmark,  Sweden,  Italy  etc,.. 

In  Japan  also  the  same  thing  has  been  done. 

Because  of  the  inconvenience  caused  by  the  existence  of  numerous 
small  lots  sometimes  belonging  to  the  same  proprietor  and 
scattered  over  a  large  area,  the  Japanese  Government,  follow-, 
ing  the  example  of  other  countries  appointed  iComm.issions  to 
effect  readjustment  of  lands.  ' 

A  law  for  the  readjustment  of  lands  was  passed  so  early  as  in  1899 
and  amended  in  1909.  The  law  provided  for—-  ' 

■'  1.  The  necessary  interchange  of  land  and  the  restriping  of  lot's, 

2,  The  construction  of  roads,  irrigation  works,  etc. 
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In  order  to  obtain  authorisation  to  form  a  Syndicate  for  the  re¬ 
adjustment  of  farm  lands  it  is  necessary  to  obtain  the  consent 
of  at  least  half  the  land-owners  in  the  tract  in  which  the 
Syndicate  intends  to  work  and  these  land-owners  must  repre¬ 
sent  two-thirds  of  the  'land  affected.  The  farms  restriped  are 
exempted  from  land  tax,  and  special  credit  ’institutions  are 
provided  to  finance  them. 

So  far  as  the  work  has  gone,  it  has  resulted  in  considerable  im¬ 
provements  in  roads  and  canals,  an  increase  in  rice  growing) 
and  the  general  convenience  of  all  concerned.” 

In  Bussia  we  are  told  that  by  collective  farming  a  miracle  has  been 
achieved  in  the  U-  S.  S.  E. 

PRESIDENT  :  In  Bussia  that  State  is  doing  the  whole  business. 
They  are  running  the  whole  machinery.  Wherever  there  are  house, 
and  plots  of  lands  which  may  be  fit  for  cultivation  they  are  collected 
together.  Suppose  there  are  10  acre  blocks  lying  separately  in  an  area 
and  if  it  has  to  be  converted  into  a  hundred  acre  plot,  then  the  houses 
and  other  places  intervening  will  all  be  demolished.  Cultivation  is 
done  and  by  that  method,  Bussia  produces  7  times  the  yield  than  it 
was  producing  years  back.  Whether  that  method  is  practicable  at  the 
moment  .in  this  part  of  the  country  is  the  question  now. 

MR.  G.  VELU  PILLAI :  Much  of  this  work  was  done  by  persuasion 

also. 

PRESIDENT  :  Only  very  little  was  done  like  that- 

Mr.  G.  VELU  PILLAI :  But  in  the  book  “Soviet  communism”  the 
authors  Sydney  and  Beatrice  say  thus:  — 

“The  five  year  Bussian  plan  for  agricultural  development  is 
generally- looked  with  disfavour  by  other  countries  mainly  nn 
the  ground  that  large  collective  farming  'and  mechanisation  of 
,  agriculture  became  possible  there  only  by  a  process  of  whole¬ 
sale  expropriation  accomplished  by  ruthless  repression.” 

MR.  K.  G..  GOVINDAN  ;  Is  it  the  suggestion  of  the  member  whether 
we  should  have  that  sort  of  thing  namely  ruthless  repression? 

Mr.  G.  VELU  PILLAI :  I  would  request  the  honourable  member  to 
hear  me  patiently  till  the  end  and  then  question. 

The  authors  continue. 

“While  it  is  true  that  i liquidation  of  the  Landlord  and  the  relatively  well-to-do 
peasants  was  effected  by  methods  which  must  appear  to  us  revolting,  it  is  well  to 
know  that  the  bulk  of  the  25  million  peasant  families  in  Bussia,  who  consist¬ 
ed  of  the  poor  grade  and  Iho  middle  grade  peasants  were  broughtlargely 
if  not  wholly  into  the.  oollective  farms  by  persuasion  and  demonstration  of  the 
suocees  of  the  collective  farms,  whioh  offered  them  prospects  of  large  share 
than  their  tiny  holdings  had  ever  yielded.” 

Therefore  my  submission  is  that  if  our  co-operators  also  put  forth 
strenuous  endeavours  to  persuade  our  peasantry  similarly,  we  can 
achieye  some  measure  of  success. 
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The  foreign  experts,  who  came  out  to  India  to-  help  the  Indian 
Central  Banking  Enquiry  Committee,  were  very  emphatic  on  this 
aspect  of  rural  economy,  and  left  their  opinion  on  record  that  agricul¬ 
tural  development  in  India  is  well  nigh  impossible  unless  the  State 
takes  drastic  action  to  bring  about  consolidation  of  uneconomic  hold¬ 
ings.  In  order  to  help  the  State  in  this  task,  much  can  be  done  by 
way  of  persuasion,  and  voluntary  consolidation  arid  education  of  public 
opinion  db  regards  the  need  for  legislation.  Thus  the  consolidation  of 
agricultural  holdings  through-legislative  measures  is  the  most  crying 
need  of  the  day. 

Mr.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN  :  May  I  know  whether  there  is  any  legislative 
measure  anywhere  in  India  for  the  prevention  of  fragmentation  of 
holdings 

.  MR.  G.  VELU  PILLAl  :  Yes,  in  the  Panjab  there  is  a  legislation.  In 
the  Central  ^Provinces  also  there  is.  A  bill  was  also  introduced  some 
years  ago  in  the  Bombay  Legislative  Council  which  unfortunately  did 
not  fructify. 

This  situation  as  well  as  the  need  for  legislative  measures  were 
correctly  judged  by  the  Dewan-President  when  he  said  as  follows. 

“Suoh  oareful  husbanding  and  augmenting  o£  resources  in  respect  of  paddy  can 
onl}  arise  if  the  holding  is  economics.  The  cultivation  of  half  an  acre  or  one 
aore  or  two  acres  even  under  modern  conditions  will  not  be  economic-  The 
first  problem  therefore  is  a  matter  both  legal  and  social.  If  and  to  the  extent 
to  which  the  communities  concerned  bring  about  a  change  of  the  law  so  as  to 
permit  the  aggregation  instead  of  fragmentation  of  holdings,  the  necessary 
move  would  have  been  made  by  these  communities-  But  assuming  that  the 
communities  do  not  take  these  steps,  Government  cannot  afford  to  sit  still. 
Governmet  will  have  to  introduce- legislation  for  compulsory  consolidation. 
Government  do  not  propose  to  alter  the  laws  of  any  community  except  with 
the  full  consent  of  that  community-  But  Government  certainly  oan  introduce 
legislation  for  preventing  further  fragmentation  and  imposing  consolidation. 
That  has  been  done  elsewhere  and  done  with  some  success  in  the  Punjab. 
Government  will  wait  for  a  short  period  of  time,  say  six  months,  to  see  if  the 
communities  concerned  will  themselves  take  the  necessary  Bteps.  Otherwise 
Government  will  necessarily  have  to  introduce  a  legislation  tending  to  consoli¬ 
dation.  *  ' 

But  no  community  has  so  far  come  forward  with  any  such  proposal 
and  Government  too  have  not  done  anything  in  the  matter. 

I  submit  that  it  is  more  than  a  year  since  you  spoke  these  words 
and  Government  have*  not  taken  any  steps  towards  consolidation.  Till 
now  neither  the  communities  concerned  have  done  anything  in  the 
matter.  Therefore  it  is  high  time  that  necessary  steps  be -taken  in  that 
direction. 

Mr.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM :  May  I  know  what  extent  of  land  will 
be  considered  as  an  economic  holding  ?  • 

MR.  G.  VELU  PILLAl :  Say  about  10  acres.  In  the  Punjab  work 
has  already  begun  with  this  object  in  view.  More  than  a  thousand 
Consolidation  Societies  are  at  work  in  the  Punjab  at  present  and  more 
than  a  million  acres  of.  land  have  been  consolidated  by  this  time.  The 
Punjab  Begistrar,  in  his  report,  says  that  money  spent  by  Govern¬ 
ment  on  this  work  i'b  money  well-spent.  Sir,  let  us  also  make  an 
attempt  in  this  direction  on  some  such  lines.  With  these  .words  I 
commend  my  resolution  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House,  ■ 
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Mr,  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  I  wish  to.  pub  one  question 
to  the  honourable  member,  whether  the  member  proposes  to  amend 
his  motion  ? 

PRESIDENT  ;  Mr.  T-  P.  Velayudhan  Pillai  has  given  notice  of  an 
amendment. 

Mr.  N.  RAMAKRISHNA  PILLAI:  The  question  which  we  have  to 
discuss  is  a  very  lifficnlt  and  complicated  one.  The.  problem  of  frag, 
mentation  was  not  of  much  importance  to  us  till  the  passing  of  the 
social  legislation  affecting  Marumakathayam.  communities  especially 
the  Nairs,  Ezhavas,  and  the  Na'njinad  Vellalas.  It  is  needless  to  en¬ 
quire  whether  we  were  wise  on  oul*  part  in  enacting  laws  giving  right 
of  partition  to  individual  member's.  There  is  no  law  in  Travancore 
except  what  is  contained  in  Order  26  rule  14  (4)  of  the  Civil  Procedure 
Code  which  places  any  limition  the  division  of  immovable  property. 
Section  42  of  the  Nair  Regulation  also  adopts  a  similar  provision,  but 
the  provision  seems  to  be  ineffective  so  far  as  property  is  concerned. 
The  Indian  Partition  Act  IV  of  1913  has  not  been  adopted  by  us.  Even 
the  Partition  Act  of  1913  does  not  seem  to  have  affected  the  problem- 

Six  years  after  the  pissing  of  the  Nair  and  the  Ezhava  Acts,  the 
Banking  Enquiry  Committee  (1930)  said  “The  Marumakathayam  law 
of  inheritance  in  the-case  of  the  Nair,  the  Ezhava  and  the  .Nanjinad 
Vellala  Communities  has  been  acting  as, a  check  on  alienation  of  lands 

by  sale .  ...with  the  passing  of  the  social  legislations  affecting 

these  communities  family  properties  have  become  partible.  It  has  to 
be  noted  that  .properties  are  being  parcelled  into  small  bits  in  a  large 
number  of  cises.  This  has  brought  in  its  train  the  natural  consequence 
of  expropriation  of  holders  of  lands  which  werejjoo  small  for  profitable 
cultivation.  The  number  of  partitions  effected  in  Nair  towards  in 
1928-29  was  7194  to  the  value  of  9.8  odd  lakhs,  in  Ezhava  tarwards  the 
number  was  3097  to  the  value  of  23  odd  lakhs,  and  in  Nanjinad  Vellala 
families,  the  number  was  198  to  the  value  of  7  odd  lakhs.  The  statis  ■ ' 
tics  we  have  are  not  sufficient  to  gauge  the  seriousness  of  the  evil  of 
fragmentation  and  without  a  searching  enquiry  the  necessity  for  any 
legislative  measure  for  restricting  alienations  by  the  communities  can¬ 
not  be  determined”. 

This  is  the  only  reference  with  regard  to  the  question  of' fragmenta¬ 
tion  anywhere  in  any  of  the  reports  of  the  committee  appointed  so  far. 
There  was  a  committee  on  Co-operation,  but  evert  that  committee  has 
/not  referred  to  the  question  at  all. 

The  division  of  holdings  has  been  going  on  and  unjess  some  proper 
provision  is  introduced  the  problem  is  bound  to  assume  very  serious 
proportions.  , 

In  discussing  -this  question  it  would  be  useful  to  study  what  has 
been  done  elsewhere  before  we  decide .-jvhat  action  should  be  taken  in 
our  own  country.  It  seems  to  m‘e  that  it  is  not  enough  to  say  that 
Government  should  take  the  necessary  steps  to  prevent  fragmentation 
of  holdings.  The  question  is  what  are  the  steps  that  are  necessary  to 
prevent  fragmentation  ;  and  for  this  purpose,  a  study  of  what  has  been 
done  elsewhere  will  be  very  important  and  instructive.  The  literature, 
on  the  subject  is  very  large  and  has  to  be  studied  before  remedial 
measures  are  adopted.  The  growing  sub-division  of  agricultural  hold- 
ings'and  its  consequent  evils  have  attracted  the  notice  of  -many  states¬ 
men  in  India  and  great  economists  also  have  discussed  this  question. 
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A  great  deal  also  has  been  written  during  the  last  quarter  of  a  century. 
The  awakening  of  public  interest  in  this  question  has  resulted  in  practi¬ 
cal  measures  being  adopted. 

This  problem  is  not  peculiar  to  India.  It  is  a  common  problem 
■  throughout  the  continent  of  Europe.  But  there,  more  attention  seems 
to  be  paid  to  the  question  of  consolidation  of  scattered  holdings  and 
not  to  the(  question  of  fragmentation  in  the  sense  in  which  we  want  it 
to  be  discussed. 

‘  In  the  Punjab,  in  the  United  Provinces,  in  Bombay  and  also  in 
Madras,  the  question  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Governments  at 
one  time  or  other.  In  the  Punjab,  legislative  action  was  taken  so 
recently  as  in  1936  by  the  passing  of  the  Punjab  Consolidation  of 
Holdings  Act  IV  of  1936.  The  question  had  been  under  the  consider¬ 
ation  of  the  Punjab  Government  for  a  long  time  and  some  very  striking 
results  had  also  been  achieved  there  through  the  agency  of  the 
Co-operative  Department.  The  problem  has  been  discussed  and  great 
propaganda  work  has  also  been  done  by  eminent  Indian  administrators 
like  Keatinge  and  othbrs.  In  March  191^  a  motion  was  brought  in 
the  Bombay  Legislative  Council,  requesting  Government  to  consider 
the  question  and  the  motion  was  during  discussion  amended  into  a 
resolution  for  the  appointment  of  a  committee.  But  the  resolution 
was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  the  people  were  not  prepared  for  a 
change  at  that  time.  The  evil  was,,  however  .admitted  by  the 
Government,  but  no  action  was  taken  by  the  Bombay  Government 
because  to  do  so  was  considered  inexpedient  until  a  strung  public 
opinion  was  developed  in  favour  of  it.  In  1917  on  the  suggestions  put 
forward  by  Dr.  Gilbert  Slater  and  by  Mr.  Keatinge,  the  Director  of 
Agriculture  in  Bombay,  the  Madras  Government  seems  to  have  asked 
their  Board  of  Revenue  to  consider  this  question  of  fragmentation. 
The  Board  was  also  asked  to  consider  the  advisability  of  adopting 
certain  proposals  made  by  Government  themselves  with  a  similar  object 
in  view.  It  was  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Keatinge  that  by  reason  of  sub¬ 
division  and  fragmentationfprooesses  which  he  was  careful  ti  distinguish) 
the  agricultural  holdings'  of  the  Bombay  Presidency  had  to  a  large 
extent  been  reduced  to  a  condition  in  which  effective  cultivation  was 
impossible  ;  land,  'in  fact,  was  distributed  in  such  a  way  that  a  large 
and  increasing  proportion  of  the  holdings  had  become  ‘uneconomic.’ 
Dr  I  Slater  also  found  that  similar  conditions  prevailed  in  Madras. 
The  Board  of  Revenue,  after  getting  the  reports  of  the  various  Collec¬ 
tors  of  the'distriets,  seems  to  have  told  the  Government  that  no  action 
need  be  taken  at  that  time.  It  appears  that  there  was  a  G.  O.  in  1919 
but  I  have  not  been  able  to  get  a  copy  of  the  Proceedings. 

-TheBaroda  State  took  up  the  question  in  1915.  Certain  pro¬ 
posals  were  made  by  the  Director  of  Commerce,  Mr.  Nanavathi  and  on 
his  suggestion,  the  question  was  referred  to  the  District  officers  but  as 
there  was  divergence  of  opinion  among  them,  the  Government  appoint¬ 
ed  a  committee 'to  go  thoroughly  into  the  question.  The  committee 
submitted  their  report  in  1917,  and  , on  the  recommendation  made  by

them,  Permissive  Act  was  introduced  and  passed  in  the  Baroda  State. 
This  Permissive  Act  was  intended  to  bring  about  the  consolidation  of 
scattered  holding  when  2/S  of  the  cultivators  in  a  village  agreed.  This 
Act  is  mainly  concerned  with  consolidation  of  holdings.  Though  the 
committee  made  proposals  in  regard  to  consolidation  of  holdings  and 
also  in  regard  to  prevention  of  farther  fragmentation  in  the  villages 
the  Act  of  1920  only  concerns  itself  with  the  consolidation  of  holdings, 
and  that  only  as  a  Permissive  Act  which  the  villagers  can  taka  advant- 
■  age  of  according  to  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of  the  cultivators  of  the 
village,  ''"he  report  of  the  committee  dealt  with  two  kinds  of  remedial 
measures  (1)  relating  to  the  arrest  of  further  sub-division,  and  (2) 
relating  to  the  re-uuion  of  lands  already  divided.  The  Act  of  1920  is 
in  regard  t0  the  second.  The  work  of  consolidation  of  holdings  cannot 
alone  achieve  lasting  good  unless  supplemented  by  endeavours  to  prevent 
further  fragmentation  of  lands.  On  the'  suggestion  therefore  of  the 
select  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  Baroda  Civil  Procedure 
Code  Amendment  Bill,  the  inadequate  provisions  relating  to  partition 
in  that  Bill  were  dropped  and  the  Baroda  Partition  of  Immovable  Pro¬ 
perty  Ac ii  was  introduced  in  1923  And  passed  in  1924.  That  is  all  that 
has  been  d'one  to  prevent  fragmentation  in  the  Baroda  State,  Even  in 
regard  to  this  attempt  the  JDeWan,  in  the'  Administration  report  of 
1923-24,  says,  “I  am  afraid  they  (the  proposals)  seem  to  be  far  in 
advance  of  the  popular  sentiment  on  the  subject.  The  motives  of 
Government  are  misunderstood  and  misrepresented  and  people  are  not 
yet  prepared  to  accept  these  salutary  checks  on  further  fragmentation 
of  lands.”  It  will  be  instructive  to  enquire  how  the  law  has  been 
working  in  the  Baroda  State. 

The  report  of  the  Baroda  Committee  oontains  much  useful 
information.  The  Committee  found,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  agricul¬ 
tural  lands  in  Barova  were  being  sub-divided  to  a  very  large  extent  and 
that  the  main  cause  of  sub-division  was  the  law  of  inheritance  followed 
by  the  people.  The  following  remedial  measures  were  considered  by 
the  committee  to  arrest  the  further  sub-division  of  lands. 

(1)  that  the  law  of  inheritance  should  he  amended.  ' 

This  proposal  was  rejected  by  them. 

(2)  that  a  law  should  be  passed  enabling  an  acquirer  to  .dispose 
of  his  acquisitions  imposing  restrictions  on  the  right  to  partition. 

This  proposal  was  also  not  accepted  by  the  Committee. 

(3)  that  the  law  of  primogeniture  should  be  introduced. 

This  was  also  not  approved  by  the  Committee. 

The  last  suggestion  was  that  the  principle  of  not  dividing  im¬ 
moveable  property  among  the  heirs  where  the  division  would  lead  to 
inconveniently  small  shares  but  of  giving  to  the  highest  bidder  among 
the  sharers  or  to  outsiders  and  dividing  the  money  among  them  should 
be  accepted.  This  was  the  suggestion  that  was  adopted  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  and  it  was  proposed  on  the  recommendation  of  the  committee

that  for  preventing  fragmentation  certain  rules  in  the  Land  Kevenue 
Code  should  be  amended  and  that  the  Civil  Procedure  Code  also  should 
be  amended.  Subsequently  the  C.  P.  C.  Amendment  Bill  was 
introduced  and  on  the  recommendation  of  the  select  committee  a 
•  separate  Act  on  partition  was  introduced  and  passed  in  1924. 

Mr,  PUL1YQ0R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAft  PlLLAi :  Was  the  law  of  Pri- 
mogeniture  considered  at  that  time? 

Mr.  N.  RAMAKRISHNA  PILL AI :  Yes.  The  Baroda  State  seems  to 
have  undertaken  the  solution  of  this  problem  in  all  earnestness.  Their 
attention  seems  to  have  been  directed  more  on  the  task  of  consolidation 
of  small  and  scattered,  holdings  as  in  several  countries  in  Europe,  than 
to  find  effective  remedies  for  the  prevention  of  further  fragmentation. 

PRESIDENT  :  It  must  be  remembered  that  in  Baroda  the  whole 
of  the  profitable  cultivation  is  cotton  and  not  paddy. 

MR.  N.  RAMAKRISHNA  PILLAl :  It  does  not  seem  to  me  that  the 
action  taken  in  Baroda  in  regard  to  the  prevention  of  further  fragmen¬ 
tation  has  been  adequate.  ,  The  Baroda  is  tat  e  seems  to  have  thought  it 
necessary  to  do  some  propaganda  work  so  as  to  enable  the  people  to, 
adopt  the  provisions  of  the  permissive  legislation  of  1920.  For  that 
purpose  it  was  suggested  to  the  Government  that  a  special  officer 
should  he  deputed  to  go  to  Europe  aud  study  conditions  prevailing  on 
the  Continent  of  Europe,  In  1920  the  Government  appointed 
Mr.  B.  S.  Patel  to  study  the  question  of  re-alignment  of  agricultural 
holdings  on  the  Continent  of  Europe  so  that  he  may  come  with  the 
necessary  information  when  he  was  ordered  to  take  up  this  work.  ‘ 
Mr.  Patel  visited  Danmark,  Norway,  Sweden,  Belgium,  Prance, 
Switzerland  and  Italy  and  almost  all  the  countries  on  the  Continent  of 
Europe  and  he  submitted  a  reporc  in  1922.  This  report,  so  far  as  the 
conditions  prevailing  in  the  countries  on  the  Continent  of  Europe  is  a 
valuable  book  of  reference.  I  may  also  submit  that  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture  ,■  in  Borne  also  furnishes  valuable  information 
regarding  the  work  undertaken  in  the  various  countries  in  the  Continent 
of  Europe  for  the  consolidation  of  scattered  holdings.  The  study  of 
the  conditions  in  Europe  do  not  seem  to  rue  to  be  of  very  great  help  so 
far  as  we  are  concerned.  We  are  mainly  concerned  with  the  preven. 
tion  of  further  fragmentation  of  holdings.  The  work  of  consolidation 
of  holdings  is  only  a  further  step  and  not  quite  suitable  to  conditions 
here.  In  Europe  attention  seems  to  have  been  more  directed  on  the 
consolidation  of  scattered  holdings  than  on  new  fragmentation. 

The  disadvantages  of  fragmentation  of  holdings  have  been  dealt 
with  in  great  detail  in  the  Baroda  report  and,  I  think  it  is  unnecessary 
for  me  to  dilate  upon  them  here.  But  before  we  Undertake  legislation 
or  before  we  adopt  any  remedial  measures  it  will  be  useful  to  study 
the  conditions  prevailing  in  the  various  provinces  in  India  and  also 
study  the  literature  on  the  subject.  The  literature  is  pretty  large  and 
in  almost  several  countries  like  the  Punjab  and  other  places  the  pro¬ 
blem  is  not  yet  solved.  I  submit  that  this  work  of  studying  the  condi¬ 
tions  in  ttte  various  countries  and  of  making  suitable  recommendation 
Vol.XX-Ko.  12. 
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should  be  entrusted  to  a  committee  or  to  a  special  officer  who  will  be 
willing  to  undertake  and  who  will  be  capable  of  doing  such  kind  df 
work.  In  this  connection  I  also  wish  to  point  out  that  the  evils  of 
fragmentation  should  be  brought  home  to  the  people  and  that  co¬ 
operative  societies  are  best  fitted  for  thei  task  of  educating  the  public. 
With  these  words  I  support  the  motion, 

Mr.  PULIY00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  ap 
amendment  to  the  resolution  before  .  the  House.  My  amendment  ia 
this.  At  the  end  of  the  resolution  add  the  following  : 

‘‘  by  intruduoiug  tbe  necessary  legislative  measures  for  the  purpose.” 

Sir,  with  the  amendment  the  resolution  will  read  as  follows  : 

“  This  Assembly  recoiuiuouda  to  the  Government  that  necessary  steps  ba 
taken  to  prevent  fragmentation  of  holdings  in  future  by  introducing 
tho  necessary  legislative  measures  for  the  purposo.  ” 

.  MR.  PUTHUPALLI  3.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Sir,  may  I  make  a  suggestion? 
The  resolution,  as  amended  by  the  honourable  member  would  deal  only 
with  legislation  for  prevention  of  future  fragmentation.  I  would  like  to 
know,  whether  the  mover  of  the  resolution  or  his  supporter  Mr.  Vela- 
yudhan  Pillai  propose  to  suggest  legislation  for  consolidation  of  existing 
fragmented  holdings  also  ? 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  Sir,  to  meet  the  point 
raised  by  the  learned  Legal  Remembrancer  I  may  be  permitted  to 
amend  the  resolution  as  follows  : 

•“  This  Assembly  recommends  to  the  Government  that  steps  be  taken  for  the 
introduction  of  tho  necessary  legislative  mo&Hures  for  the  consolidation  of 
holdings  and  also  for  the  prevention  of  fragmentation  of  holdings  in 
«  future.  ” 

Sir,  even  though  we  can  bring  forward  a  good  deal  of  arguments 
in  favour  of  this  resolution,'  I  am  sure  that,  unless  the  Government  take 
steps  for  the  introduction  of  legislative 'measures  in  this  matter,  oar 
pious  wish  is  not  at  all  likely  to  materialise  at  any  time. 

Sir,  the  serious,  far-reaching  consequences  of  the  fragmentation  of 
holdings  and  the  indispensable  necessity  for  taking  immediate  steps  for 
the  prevention  of  such  fragmentation,  and  for  the  consolidation  of 
already  fragmented  holdings  have  been  brought  to  tho  attention  of  the 
general  public  by.  the  Dewan  of  the  State  on  more  occasions  than  one, 
not  only  in  the  House  but  (outside  this  Honse,  in  the  course  of  his 
several  speeches  delivered  at  many  important  conferences  over  which 
he  presided.  Sir,  in  the  annual  conference  of  the  Nair  community  held 
in  the  year  1118  at  Pandalam,  this  question  came  up  for  discussion. 
A  resolution  was  passed  by  an  overwhelming  majority,  to  the  effect  that 
a  committee  should  be  appointee  to  consider  this  important  question  in 
all  its  aspects  and  also  for  ftnding  out  an  adequate  and  suitable  solution 
for  tackling  this  important  problem.  Sir,  even  though  much  time  has 
already  expired,  nothing  tangible  has  been  done  by  that  committee  in 
this  direction.  So  my  submission  is  that,  unless  Government  arc  pre¬ 
pared  to  take  immediate  legislative  measures  for  this  purpose,  we  may 
not  get  any  solution  or  remedy  in  the  near  future.  With  these  words 
I  move  my  amendment  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House. 


iRBSOIiTraONS  ON  MATTERS  OF  GENERAL  PUBLIC  INTEREST  1 047 


IHB,  P.  S-  MUHAMED :  I  second  it. 

MR.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH:  Sir,  statistics  have  been  quoted  by  the 
honourable  mover  of  the  resolution  to  show  that  lands  in  Travan- 
eore  are  iu  ah  extremely  fragmented  condition  and  secondly  that  they 
have  become  uneconomic  holdings.  This  is  a  problem  that  is  not  con¬ 
fined  to  Travaucore  alone. '  It  was  felt  in  an  acute  form  in  the  Punjab. 

(At  this.stage  the  President  left  the  House  and  the  Deputy  Pre¬ 
sident  took  the  Chair). 

There,  Mr.  Brayne  the  famous  rural  reconstruction  officer  sug¬ 
gested  that  there  was  an  excellent  opportunity  for  co-operation  and 
under  his  leadership,  co-operation  seized  the  opportunity  and  we  can 
see  co-operation  at  its  best  in  the  Panjab.  There  what  was  done  was 
that  all  the  lands  in  a  village  wero  brought  under  a  common  pool. 
Lands  for  roads  and  pathways  were  set  apart.  Lands  for  common 
purposes  such  as  schools,  playgrounds  and  places  of  worship  were  set 
apart.  Then  the  remaining  lands  weie  divided  among  the  villagers  in 
proportion  to  their  original  holdings.  Thus  the  several,  villagers  got 
their  lands  in  a  compact  block  and'there  was  saving  of  a  good  deal  of 
money  which  otherwise  they  would  have  spent  because  they  had  scat¬ 
tered  holdings.  But  conditions  are.  not  the  same  in  Travaucore.  There 
are  no  regular  villages  in  this  country.  As  was  pointed  out  once  by 
the  Dewan. President  either  there  are  no  villages  in  Travan core  or  there 
is  only  one  village,  that  is,  the  whole  Travancore  State  is  one  village,  ' 
Therefore  the  methods  adopted  in  other  parts  of  India  where  the 
village  system  exists,  cannot  be  adopted  in  this  State  as  a  whole.  These 
methods  may  be  adopted  where  there  are  extensive  tracts-  of  paddy 
lands  as  in  Kuttanad  or  Nanjinad.  But  in  places  where  there  are  other 
kinds  of  lands  this  becomes  well-nigh  impracticable.  What  can  be 
dons  in  this  matter  is  by  Legislative  enactments.  It  can  he  enacted 
that  lands  less  than ,  say,  one  acre  will  not  be  registered,  that  in.respeot 
of  small  blocks,  partition'  will  not  be  effected.  Some .  such  drastic 
measure  appears  to  be  necessary  in  this  direction. 

Ms  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM.:  Sir,  the  problem  seems  to  be  rather  a 
difficult  and  complicated  problem.  In  Travancore  the  average  holding 
of  arable  land  per  head  is  49  cents.  In  Trivandrum  Division  the  average 
is  40'8  cents  per  head  ;  in  Quilon  Division  it  is  34*9  cents  per  head 
and  in-Kottayam  Divisional;  is  72T  cents  per  head.  Thi4  state  of  things 
is  considered  to  be  not  at  all  economic.  In  Travancore  some  lands  of 
one  acre,  some  others  of  five  acres— these  little  bits  are  considered  to  be 
sufficient  for  the  maintenance  of  an  individual.  Indeed  in  the1  case  of 
the  depressed  classes  and  other  backward  communities,  Government 
very  often  allot  one  acre  in  some  cases  and  5  acres  in  other  cases.  But 
even  that  proportion  is  considered  to  be  very  inadequate  ..and  unecono¬ 
mic.  The  mover  of  the  resolution  said  that  in  his  opinion  nothing  less 
than  ten  acres'  would  be  considered  economic..  Thera  is  no,  [doubt  that 
a  check  should  be  made,  on  the  further  fragmentation  of  our  holdings 
and  means  found  out  for-  a  proper  consolidation.  Conditions  in  Europe 
and  in  British  India  have  been  referred- to  by  the  mover  and  by  the 
honourable  member  Mr,  Bamaktishna  Pillai*.  And_it  is  also,  conceded 
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that  conditions  in  Travaneore  are  not  the  same  as  those  in  .Europe  or  in 
other  parts  of  India.  It  makes  our  problem  more  difficult.  Even 
in  regard  to  the  question  of  a  proper  standard  or  unit  of  an  econom  ic 
holding,  there  is  difference  of  opinion.  That  itself  has  to  be  considered 
in  various  aspects-  It  is  commonly  agreed,  Sir,  that  the  present  state 
of  things  is  not  satisfactory  and  that  a  solution  should  therefore  be 
found.  The  mover  referred  to  the  Dewan-President’s  warning  urging 
upon  the  different  communities  in  the  State  to  find  a  solution  for  tlia 
problem  failing  which  the  Government  would  be  compelled  to  take 
proper  measures  in  the  matter. 

Mr.  Puliyoor  T.  P.  Vclayudhan  Pillai  has  told  us  just  now 
that  the  Nair  Service  Society  had  appointed  a  special  committee 
to  investigate  the  matter  and  to  bring  forward  suggestions  for  the  solu- 
'  tion  of  the  problem.  Although  the  report  of  that  committee  has  not 
been  yet  ready  or  published  we  hope  that  they  may  be  able  to  formu¬ 
late  in  due  course  some  useful  suggestions,  the  “problem  being  a  iliffi. 
cult  one  and  not  capable  of  a  ready  -and  easy  solution  all  at  once.  I 
agree  with  Mr.  Kamakrishna  Pillai  who  said  that  •  before  any  definite 
step  is  taken  by  way  of  legislation,  a  committee  should  be  constituted  - 
to  enquire  into  the  matter  and  make  a  report  on  which  this  House  or 
the  Government  may  take  further  proceedings..  Ifjthe  amendment  as 
moved  by  Mr.  Velayudhan  Pillai  is  "accepted,  we  have  to  entrust  the 
whole  matter  to  Government  and  Government  have  to  bring  forward 
on  their  initiative  a  bill  without  making  s*ch  pfoper  enquiries  as  will 
be  done  by  a  committee-  My  submission  is  that  before  introducing 
legislative  measures  as  contemplated  by  the  amended  resolution,. a 
special  expert  committee,  and  not  merely  a  special  officer,  should  be 
appointed  by  the  Government  to  go  j.into  the  matter  thoroughly  and 
report,  on  vmich  this  House  and  the  Government  may  have  further 
consideration.  With  these  words  I  support  the  original  resolution 
and  oppose  the  amendment. 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI :  Sir,  this  iff  one  of  those  reso¬ 
lutions  on  which  every  honourable  member  of  this  House  who  may  get 
a  chance  is  under  a  sacred  obligation  to  speak.  It  is  on  account  of  the 
importance  of  the  subject  that  I  propose  to  intervene  in  the  discussion 
even  at  this  early  stage.  I  am  very  ,'happy,  Sir,  to  find  that -many 
people  who  contributed  to  the  dismemberment  of  tarwad  properties  to 
the  frustration  of  the  hopes  with  whioh  tarwads  were  founded,  the 
representatives  of  those  who  thought  that  individualism  was  everything 
and  that  the  tarwad  property  was  an  evil  -  the  surviving  representatives 
of  that  ,  school,  at  least  one  of  them,  have  oome  forward  to  sponsor  an 
economic  measure,  namely,  that  this  dismemberment  should  be  arrest- : 
ed  and  that  the  holdings  must  be  compact  so  that  there  may  be  econo¬ 
mic  holdings.  I  am  therefore  glad,  Sir,  to  congratulate’ my  old  and 
dear  friend  Mr.  Bamakrishna  Pillai  who  after  nearly  twenty  years  has 
realised  the  mistakes  of  a  party  which  went  in  for  indiscriminate  indi¬ 
vidual  partition,  .  a  party  which  indented  freely  upon  Mr.  Bama* 
krishna  Pillai’s  -intelligence, ' 
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Mb.  N.  RAMAKRISHNA  PILLAI :  Can  it  not  be  that  I  have  changed 

my  opinion  since  ? 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI :  That  is  a  matter  for' the 
House  to  decide.  There  is  'the  statement  made  by  the  member  before 
the  House  years  ago  and  there  is  the  comment  which  I  am  making  on 
that  statement  and  it  is  for  the  House  to  form  its  opinion.  That  is  a 
very  material  point  to  strengthen  my  argument  and  to  explain  it  to 
members  who  were  not  members  at  that  time  and  to  put  my  case 
before  them  for  the  economic  prosperity  of  the  country.  I  am  only 
mentioning  it  and  I  mean  no  offence  or  disparagement  to  anybody.  On 
the  other  hand,  I  admire  a  man  who  has  got  the  courage  to  change  his 
opinion  in  the  light  of  later  developments.  Therefore  when  I  find  my 
friend,  Mr.  Kamakrishna  Pillai  asking  for  that  terrible  hobgoblin  of 
individualism  to  go  out,  I  congratulate  him. 

MR.  N'.  RAMAKRISHNA  PILLAI  •  Is  it  my  friend’s  view  that  Marumakka- 
thayam  is . 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  :  Sir,  after  all  Marumakkatha- 

yam  is  not  a  disgrace  and  when  we  are  living  in  a  country  where  the 
Baling  House  is  following  Marumakkatbayam,  I  forbid  any  such  ques¬ 
tion.  If  Marumakfcathayam  was  a  bad  system,  if  it  was  anything  like 
an  immoral  system,  if  it  is  against  nature,  what  is  the  meaning  of  any¬ 
body  in  Travaneore  saying  that  it  is  a  bad  system  and  an  immoral 
system  ?  Sir,  let  me  not  be  drawn  into  any  such  controversy.  I  am 
only  talking  of  one  aspect  of  that  law  which  enabled  individual  partition 
to  be  effected  and  which  was  passed  18  years  ago  and  which  has  affected 
adversely  not  only  the  Marumakkatbayam  tarwads  (but  other  families 
too  have  been  affected  by  it.  '  That  is  my  complaint.  Sir,  I  am  only 
so'rry  that  many  people  who  took  a  distinguished  part  in  the  making  of 
that  law  my  esteemed  friends,  both  official  and  non-official,  Ambala- 
puzha  Krishna  Pillai,  Dr.  Kunjan  Pillai,  Obanganacherry  Parameswa- 
ran  Pillai,  P.  K.  Narayana  Pillai  and  K.  P.  Baman  Pillai,  are  dead 
and  I  venerate  their  memory.  I  shall  mention  a  few  facts. 

I  wish  to  read  a  few  passages  from  a  speech  reported  in  the  Tra- 
vancore  Legislative  Council  Proceedings  dated  16th  April  1928. 

“  The  Naira  are  an  agricultural  people  and  the  excessive  sub-division  of  land 
will  pave  the  way  to  ruination.  The  advantages  of  large  farming  com¬ 
pared  to  :small  farming  are  well -known.  The  disadvantage  of  small 
scattered  boi  lings  has  been  emphasised  by.  scientists  and  administrators 
in  recent  years  and  notably  by  Mr.  Ksatinge^n  the  Bombay  Presidency. 
The  following  reference  to  the  report  of  a  committee  appointed  by  the 
Government  of  His  Highness  the  Gaekwar  of  Baroda  to.  make  proposals 
on  the  consolidation  of  small  and  scattered  holdings  in  the  State,  quoted 
in  Professor  Kale’s  Indian  Economics  is  highly  instructive.  The  report 
states  that  (1)  land  has  already  been  minutely  subdivided,  (2)  preventive 
measures  must  be  taken  and  the  present  limit  of  sub  division  must  be 
raised  (3)  the  growing  sub-divisions  ar.e  mainly  due  to  the  operation  of 
Hindu  and  other  laws  of  inheritance  ;  ” 

Mr,  N.  RAMAKRISHNA  PILLAI:  May  I  know  the  name  of  the  person 

who  made  the  speech  ?  /  * 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K,  VELU  PILLAI :  A  member  whom  I  consider 
worthy  of  some  credit,  Mr.  T.  K.  "Vela  Pillai  who  was  rath.er  a  promi¬ 
nent  member  of  that  Council  also.  I  thought  my  friend  would  have 
understood  from  the  language  and  strength  of  the  speech  ;that  it  would 
be  oi  Mr.  T,  K.  Velu  Pillai  and  nobody  else. 
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“—(4)  sub-divisions  have  made  agrioultnro  uueoonomie  and  wasteful.  The 
Committee  recommends  that  the  minimum  dimensions  of  au  economic 
holding  may  be  passed  to  effect  the  consolidation  of  oxsiting  small  and 
scattered  holdings  The  oreation  of  impartible  holdiugs  appears  to  be  the 
permanent  polioy  of  certain  States  Iu  Denmark  and  Germany  and 
several  other  countries  of  the  west  tho  fragmentation  of  agricultural  land 
is  permitted  only  with  tlio  consent  of  the  local  Government  authority. 
The  number  of  shares  into  which  the  tarwad  may  he  divided  should 
therefore  be  as  small  as  possible.  Tbs  case  of  the  house-property  is  even 
more  important.  In  'franco  and  the  United  Statosi  there  are  laws  passed 
with  the  object  of  semiring  the  permanauoy  of  the  home  by  making  it 
inalienable  and  nun-hypothooablo .  ” 

These  statements  were  made  by  Mr.  T.  K.  Velu  Pillai  19  years  ago.  I 
must  say  that  there  were  in  Travancore  people  even  at  that,  time  who 
thought  that  unrestricted  right  should  not  be  given  to  the  Nail-  com¬ 
munity,  a  community  which  other  communities  litre  the  Ezhava  and 
Nanjanad  Vellalas  wanted  to  follow  in  some  respects,  for  dividing  their 
properties.  My  learned  friend  Mr.  Velayudhan  Pillai  referred  to  a 
’  statement  made  by  Sir  C.  P.  Ramaswami  Aiyar  at  Pandalam.  I  am 
very  glad  that  a  person  who  sympathises  with  a  large  community  like 
the  Hair  community  as  Sir  C.  P.  Ramaswami  Aiyar  should  be  praised 
for  giving  those  ideas  and  those  are  surely  entitled  to  great  weight. 
But  notwithstanding  his  eloquent  appeal,  the  fact  remains  that  the 
Nair  Service  Society  is  unable  to  do  anything  with  regard  to  the  pre¬ 
vention  of  fragmentation  of  holdings.  I  hope  they  will  be  able  to  do 
that.  If  there  is  anybody  responsible  for  the  well-being  of  the  com¬ 
munity  that  is  the  Nail-  Service  Society.  They  might  change  their 
ideas  and  ideals  from  time  to  time.  Bat  on  this  question  they  were 
unmoved  till  the  Dewan  advised  them-  I  am  sure  that  my  friends  like 
Mr.  T.  P.  Velayudhan  Pillai  with  great  motive  powers  will  try  to  see 
that  the  mistakes  are  rectified.'  I  am  not  going  to  soy  anything  more  on 
that  "point.  But  at  that  time  when  this  question  was  discussed  my  good 
friend  like  Mr.  Ramakrishna  Pillai  and  his  friends  will  not  listen  to 
me.  The  world  has  gai  ned  by  it  and  the  sun  has  shone.  After  20 
years,  'the  germs  which  did  not  thrive  in  that  sterile  sod  has  now 
begun  to  develop.  I  welcome  the  great  enthusiasm'  with  which  he  has 
put-the  matter  before  the  House.  I  learned  from  the  papers  that  the 
present  Dewan  hadjadvised  to  do  something  in  the  matter.  I  was  very 
glad  and.  I  myself  thought  that  I  might  draft  a  bill.  But  later  oul 
thought  that  the  best  thing  would  be  for  the  Government  to  undertake 
the  legislation.  I  would  like  to  close  my  remarks  by  saying  that  all 
honour- is  due  to  anybody  who  does  anything  to  prevent  this  waste'  of 
property  thus  closing  the  door  to  destruction.  Ours  is  a  country  where 
a  large  percentage  of 'the  population  is  involved  in  litigation.  It  is 
high  time  that  wo  prevent  it,  I  for  one  am  very  happy  that  things 
which  I  said  20  years  ago  have  now  been  said  with  very  great  em¬ 
phasis  by  my  friend  Mr.  Rimakrishna  Pillai  who  along  with  his -other 
friends  would  not  listen  to  then.  I  therefore  say  that  in  this  matter 
'the  Government  will  be  plgased  to- get  a  proper  enquiry  conducted  not 
by  persons  who  get  elected  merely  by  chance  or  nominated.  Of  course 
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some  of  them  are  very  good  men,  If  a  commiftee  is  to  be  appointed 
there  most  be  persons  who  are  able  to  understand  sound  economic 
ideals  and  sound  propositions  of  law  and  also  understand  whah'is  the 
condition  of  the  land  or  the  land  holders  in' this  county.  Before  I 
close  1  must  say  that  I  am  very  glad  that  although  nobody  would  listen 
to  me  at  that  time,  I  appealed  to  the  great  tribunal  of  time  and  the 
time  has  indicated  it.* 

Mr.  K,  G,  GOVINDAN  :  Is  it  the  honourable  member’s  suggestion 
that  there  must  be  reversion  to  the  old  Marumakkathayam  system  of 
inheritance?

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN :  Sir,  I  also  endorse  the  view  expressed 
by  several  honourable  members  that  fragmentation  of  holdings  is  doing 
great  harm  to  the  State  and  that  effective  measures  have  to  be  taken 
to  prevent  it.  It  is  also  retarding  our  economic  progress.  But  when 
we  take  measures  to  prevent  this,  I  have  to  submit  that  we  have  to  take 
into  consideration  the  special  features  prevailing  in  this  State  which 
are  unlike'those  that  are  obtained  elsewhere  in  the  world.  In  Travan- 
eore  there  is  no  village  system.  Here  the  holdings  are  small  and  at  the 
same  tim6  the  houses  are  situated  in  separate  properties.  The  teeming 
population  of  the  State  also  affects  any  measure  that  we  are  going  to 
adopt.  We  have  also  to  take  into  account  in  this  respect  the  peculiar 
industries  and  the  professions  of  the  people  and  the  method  of  agri-' 
culture  that  is  prevalent  in  the  State.  We  have  to  take  lessons  from 
Europe  and  certain  parts  of  India  where  fragmentation  has  been  pre¬ 
vented  and  consolidation  effected  so  well  as  to  im’ptove  the  economic 
condition  of  the  people  very  considerably. 

Now,  Sir,  I  cannot  agree  with  the  proposal  that  partition  shall  not 
bs  allowed  to  individuals.  If  there  is  any  proposal  that  the  right  of 
an  individual  to  effect  partition  would  bg  taken  away,  then  I  cannot 
agree  with  that.  Allowing  the  right  of  -partition  for  individuals  we 
can  at  the  same  time  see .  that  the  fragmentation  of  properties  is  not 
effected  to  the  detriment  of  the  family  or  the  country.  There  are 
various  measures  and  effective  measures  too  for  the  prevention  of  frag¬ 
mentation.  So  far  as  I  know  in  most  of  the  civilised  countries 
partition'  fallowed.  Sir,  right  of  partition  is  absolutely  necessary. 

Mr.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH :  Did  anybody  on  the  floor  of  the  House 
suggest  that  partition  should  not  be  allowed  ? 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  I  understood  from  the  speeches  made  by 
the  honourable  members  that  they  were  not  for  partition.  Moreover, 
feeling  is  very  keen  among  communities  like  the  Nair,  and  the  Ezhava 
to. the  effect  that  the  right  of  partition  which  they  secured  after  con¬ 
siderable  struggle  should  not  be  tampered  with.  Particularly  the 
feeling  is  very  keen  among  the  members  of  the  Nair  community. 
Among  the  members  of  the  .  Ezhava  community  the  feeling  on  this 
score  is  ■  not  so  .  keen.'  But  I  would  submit  that  the  Ezhavas 
are  also  very  eager  to  see  that  fragmentation  of  holdings  is  effected . 
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Sir,  there  must  be  reasons  for  this  difference  in  the  feelings  of  the  two 
communities.  .  So  far  as  ownership  of  lands  is  concerned,  the  cases  of 
individual  members  of  the  Nair  community  who  own  bigger  and  more 
extensive  holdings  of  land  are  to  be  considered.  There  were  bigger 
families  with  large  areas  in  possession.  When  fragmentation  was- 
effected  as  a  result  of  partition,  and  that  very  profusely » these  holdings 
were  split  up,  and  it  is  only  proper  that  the  community  feels  so> keenly 
about  it.  In  any  case  there  is  a  general  feeling  throughout  the  State 
that  fragmentation  should  be  prevented  aud  consolidation  effected  with 
a  view  to  the  advancement  of  our  economic  progress  and  our  productive 
capacity.  Very  effective  measures  should  be  taken  in  this  direction. 
Eminent  persons  must  be  asked  to  form  themselves,  into  a  body  and  go 
into  the  matter  by  studying  the  conditions  prevailing  in  other  countries 
and  take  such  steps  as  to  bring  about  a  reorientation  in  this  matter. 

I  would  submit  that  all  the  communities  desire  it.  But  the  only  thing 
is  that  o'ne  should  go  into  the  question  deeply,  thoroughly  and  cauti¬ 
ously.  With  these  iwords  I  support  the  resolution.

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Mb.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  I  am  cot  confident,  Sir,  about  the  practi¬ 
cability  of  the  aim  of  the  resolution  as  I  think  that  any  effective 
solution  is  not  so  easy  as  some  honourable  members  think.  An  effective 
prevention  of  fragmentation  depends  in  my  view,  on  4  factors,  viz.,  the 
tendency  of  society,  the  kind  of  the  crop,  the  condition  of  the  soil  and 
fourthly  the  extent  of  land'  available. 

,  Undoubtedly  there  was  a  time  when  there  was  corporate  owner¬ 
ship  of  lands  both  among  the  followers  of  Makkathayam  and  Maru- 
makkathayam  laws.  But  that  condition  has  changed  as  evidenced  by 
the  various  legislative  enactments  governing  inheritanoe  and  partition 
applicable  to  different  communities.  Now  the  tendency  among  the 
followers  of  Hindu  Law  also  is  for  separation  rather  than  for  joint 
ownership.  So,  we  have  to  take  it  that  the  present  tendency  of  society 
is  for  individual  ownership.  Such  being  the  'mass  mind  we  should 
hesitate  to  take  up  legislation  unless  public  opinion  undergoes  a 
thorough  change  in  favour  of  corporate  ownership  essential  for  con¬ 
solidation  of  holdings. 

Secondly,  as  far  as  the  kind  of  crops  are  concerned,  in  Travanoore, 
we  know  that  different  crops  are  raised  in  the  same  plot  of  land.  Let 
us  take  the  common  example  of  a  plot  of  landt  with  paddy  fields  in  the 
middle  and  on  both  sides  with  cocoanut  or  other  trees  or  even  dry  crops. 
.  Why  do  we  find  such  a  different  treatment  in  the  same  field  ? 

The  .sloping  nature  of  the  ground,  the  difference  of  the  soil  justify 
such  a  practice.  In  consolidation  of  holdings  the  underlying  principle 
is  to  secure  an  extensive  area  er  as  some  say  an  economic  holding 
wherein  the  same  crop  could  be  raised  at  least  during  specified  seasons. 
So  before  we  take  up  consolidation  we  must  decide  as  to  the  crop  that 
could  be  raised u  there.  That  again  depends  upon  soil  and  climatic 
conditions  as  well  as  water  facilities.  Our  State  is  one  of  hills  and 
valkys.  What  is  therefore  applicable  to  countries  having  regions  of 
level  lands  cannot  be  of  avail  here. 

Having  regard  to  the  extent  of  the  available  arable  land  how  are 
we  to  fix  the  minimum  or  maximum  area  required  for  different  food 
crops  and  the  extent  of  an  economic  holding  for  each  crop  ?  Is  it  in 
respect  of  cocoauut,  paddy,  tapioca  and  others?  As  for  paddy«  for  a 
population  of  60  lakhs  we  have  about  6  lakhs  of  acres  of  land  under 
that '  crop,  -> It  works  at  about  10  cents  of  paddy  land  for  each 
individual.  It  has  been  opined  that  it  is  not  possible  to  extend  the 
paddy  crop  area. .  Hence  the  ultimate  effect  of  consolidation  of  paddy 
lands  is  not  likely  to  he.  very  fruitful.  As  for  cocoanut  and  tapioca 
cultivation,  I  do  not  think  that  any  appreciable  benefit  could  be.  derived 
by  consolidated  holdings.  In  any  case,  in  solving  this  problem,  I  think 
we  have  also  to  make  a, thorough  innovation  of  the  law  governing  the 
succession  of  different  communities  with  regard  to  inheritance.  For, 
generally  we  find  that  plots  of  lands  lying  contiguous  are  owned  by 
persons  belonging  to  different  communities.  One  plot  may  be  owned 
by  a  Hindu,  the  next  by  a  Muslim,  and  the  third  by  a  Christian. 
Suppose  we  legislate  to  consolidate  these.  As  soon  as  the^law  for

consolidation'  comes  into'  force,  the  existing  laws  governing  the' 
inheritance,  of  different  communities  could  very  well  nullify  the: 
new  law:  of  consolidation  unless  it  could  abolish  the  law  of 
partition.  Therefore,  it  is  necessary  that  partners  in  “consolidation." 
must  aim  at  uniformity  as  to  the  mode  of  evolution  of  their  properties 
after  their  death.  Further  the  provisions  of  the  different  laws  of 
succession,  inhsritance  and  partition  as  they  are  in  vogue  now,  must 
necessarily  change  if  the  new  law  of  consolidation  should  be  effective, 
The  House  adjourned  for  lunch  at  1  P.  M.  and  re-assembled  at

Mr.  A,.  Lakshminarayana  Aiyar,  iFinancial  Secretary  .to  Govern- . 
ment,  was  sworn  in. 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR:  Then  again  if  we  want  to  consolidate, 
effective  changes  should  be  made  in.  the  personal  law  as  well  as  the  law 

■  relating  to  alienation, 

MR.  PUTHUPAUY  S.  KRISHNA  P1LLAI :  For  the  purpose  of  consoli-  f 
dation,  why  should  there  be  a  change  in  such' Taws? 

Mr.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  It  is  very  necessary  to  change  the  law 
for  the  purpose,  of  consolidation.  Suppose  ten  adjacent  owners  should 
agree  among  themselves  to  consolidate  their  holdings  and  suppose  one 
of  them  alone  is  not  willing.  Then  some  law  is  necessary  to  bring  his  ; 
property  into  consolidation.  Similarly  if  there  is  a  decree  against  • 

■  one  of  the  ten  there  must  be  provision  to  prevent  his  portion  of  the  j 
property  being  sold  and  thereby  separated  from  the  consolidated  block,  j 
So  if  you,want  to' consolidate  and  avoid  further  fragmentation  you  must  i 
have  unity  in  the  law  of  succession  and  a  change  of  personal  law  as 
well  as  the  law  of  alienation. 

Travancore  is  a  land  of  small  holdings.  There  are  ever  so  many 
poor  families  owning  altogether  only  four  or  five  cents  of  land  in  which 
stands  many  many  dwelling  houses  belonging  to  the  different  members 
of  the  family.  Will  it  be  reasonable  if  we  enforce  consolidation  in  such 
house  sites?  The  depressed  classes  have  their  bouses  as  tenants-at-will 
in  the  lands  of  ehfwitable  land-lords  who  also  permit  these  poor  people 
.  to  cultivate  small  plots  of  land  around  their  houses  probably  in  consider¬ 
ation  of  faithful  service  that  is  being  rendered  as  watchers  or  care  taken 
of  their  gardens.  Under  the  name  of  consolidation  ate  we  to  evict  these 
poor  fellows  and  make  them  homeless?  We  have  got  the  litigation 
breeding  Oodugur  system.  As  Was  pointed  oat  here  one  or  two  years  ago, 
for  a  property  in  Vilavancode,  there  were  as  many  as  700  shares,  How, 

.  these  persons  must  come  in  for  consolidation  ?  Suppose  they  agree  to 
consolidate  their  holdings  what  should  be  their  right  over  the  property 
after  consolidation  ?  Are  they  to  have  individual  right  or  only  corpor¬ 
ate,  right?  These  are  questions  demanding  serious  consideration. 
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-  Ultimalely  consolidation  would  lead  to  a  system  like '  that  of  the 
Soviets..  How  far  that  could  be  supported  is  doubtful.  Further  when 
individuals  cease  to  have  possession  rights  over  immovable  propertv 
they  are  likely  to  lose  all  interest  in  land.  With  the  ever  increasing 
population  and  limited  arable  land,  a  country  like  Travancore  cannot 
afford  to  create  a  "neglect  land”  mentality  among  the  agricultural 
classes.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  iu  Neyyattinkara  and  other  places  we 
have  typical  examples  of  maximum  intensive  cultivation  in  small  hold¬ 
ings.  Various  cultivations  such  as  tapioca,  plantain,  grain  and  root 
crops  are  found  all  the  year  round  in  small  house  compounds.  That 
shows  the  industrious  ryot  makes  a  judicious  use  of  his  land  in  accord-1 
ance  with  his  needs  and  to  suit  climatic  and  local  conditions.  Sound 
Agricultural  policy  and  rural  contentment  alike  require  that  there 
should  be  no  restriction  in  such  user  of  land.  -  In  the  case  of  con¬ 
solidation  only  one  crop  can  be  raised  in  one  block.  So  that  it  will 
become  the  monopoly  of  certain  localities  or  groups  of  persons  to 
produce  certain  crops.  Further  we  cannot  say  off  hand  which  crop  is 
fit  for  a  particular  area  without  ascertaining  soil  and  local  conditions. 
For  this  purpose  a  preliminary  investigation  would  be  necessary,  the  cost 
of  which  will  be  very  great..  So  all  that  can  be  done  at  present  is  to 
start  co-operative  cultivation  in  selected  places  and  watch  the  progress 
before  we  embark  on  legislation.  Something  like  preemption  may  also 
be  tried-  If  an  adjacent  -  owner  wants  to  sell  his  property  then  the 
'neighbour  may  have  priority  in  the  matter  of  purchasing  that.  The 
prioe  in  such  cases  may  be  settled  by  a  court  of  law  if  the  parties  could 
not  agree  among  themselves.  The  question  of  legislation  to  avoid 
fragmentation  was  considered  by  the  Boyal  Commission  on  Agriculture 
■in  India.  Their  recommendations  do  not  carry  us  any.  further.  They 
were  unable  to  say  whether  the  legislation  needed  should  be  of  a  per- . 
missive  or  compulsory  nature.  Even  if  it  be  a  permissive  one  they  would 
strike  a  note  of  warning  that  it  should  be  in -a  guarded  manner.  If  it 
be  compulsory,  the  commission  would  limit  the  applicability  of  the  law 
to  special  areas  after  very  careful  enquiry.  • 

The  opinion  of  the  Boyal  Commission  is  entitled  to  the .  greatest 
respect  and  stands  as  warning  to  legislatures.  The  point  is  that  in 
spite  of  the  manifest  disadvantages  of  fragmentation  and  sub-division 
it  is  not  easy  to  devise  any  effective  and  practical  solution  to  eradicate 
the  evil.  To  hold  a  preliminary  enquiry  the  expense  may  be  abnormal 
and  even  prohibitive.  After  all  what  would  be  the  result  of  such 
an  enquiry  ?  1  What  I  would  submit  is  that  the  time  is  not  ripe  for 
appointing  a  committee  and  spend  public  money  over  it.  We  have  to 
wait.  In  the  meanwhile  the  Co-operative  Department  may  take  up  the 
matter  and  select  a  few  localities  for  the  purpose  of  experiment  and 
propaganda.  If  the  experience  we  gain  be  hopfnl  we  may  gradually, 
extend  the  work  to  different  parts  of  the  country.  If  as  a  result  of 
such  experimental  work  success  be  assured  then  and  then  only  we  could 
think  of  legislation,  . 
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Another  aspect  has  also  to  be  considered  and  that  is  our  lov9 
towards  land  and  affection  towards  our  ancestral  property.  No  man 
willingly  parts  with  his  land  unless  he  is  compelled  by  circumstances  to 
.do  so.  In  countries  like  Europe,  the  people  are  industrial-minded, 
while  we  are  agricultural-minded  and  that  accounts  for  our  attach-  ! 
mant  towards  land.  >So  the  outlook  here  towards  land  is  different  from  ? 
that  of  Europeans.  We  depend  for  our  existence  upon  agriculture  and  ' 
they  upon  industry.  So  if  we  propose  to  take  away  the  small  holdings 
from  a  small  cultivator  we  have  to  consider  what  would  bo  his  plight. 

At  present  the  small  holder  raises  all  the  crops  he  wants  in  his  small, 
bit  of  land.  If  there  is  to  be  consolidation,  he  has  no  more  the  right 
to  plant  or  harvest  such  crops  as  he  requires  for  his  sustenance.  That  ; 
means  he  has  to  purchase  his  necessaries  for  cash.  To  me  it  appears 
that  it  is  not  at  all  fair  to  drive  poor  people  to  that  position  nor  would 
it  be  advantageous  to  general  welfare  and  contentment  of  an  agricul¬ 
tural  people.  At  present  nothing  more  than  experiments  by  the'  Co¬ 
operative  Department,  needs'be  done.  I  am  therefore  not  in  favour 
of  the  resolution. 

SADASYATILAKA  T,  K.  VELU  PILLAI  :  I  want  to  put  a  question. 
Accepting  the  principle  of  voluntary  co-operation,  suppose  there  is  a 
parcel  of  land  in  the  middle  of  a  locality,  whore  many  of  the  land 
owners  are  prepared  to  enter  into  co-operation  for  consolidation,  and 
only  one  land  holder  is  not  willing  to  co-operate  with  the  others,  how  ’ 
will  the  principle  of  co-operation  be  applied  in  his  case  ? 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  In  that  case  it  must  be  compulsory 
acquisition.  But  suppose  the  owner  of  the  middle  plot  has  fully  culti¬ 
vated  it  with  coeoanuts  while  the  adjoining  plots  are  used. for  grain  or 
paddy  crops  and  in  which  case  you  have  to  pay  for  the  trees  and  than 
cut  and  remove  them.  There  will  be  all  these  difficulties. 

'  I  wish  to  refer  to  one  other  matter.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Boyal  ‘ 
Commission  on  Agriculture  which  is  expressed  thus :  “Sub-diviBion 
amongst  cultivators  is  aggravated  by  the  lack  of  alternative  means  of  . 
livelihood  which  drives  multitudes  to  grow  food  for  base  subsistence.” 
Sub-division  is  necessitated  for  want  of  other  means  of  livelihood.  This 
proves  that  sub-division  of  holdings,  though  uneconomic  is  a  shelter  for 
unemployment. 

That  is  more  or  less  the  position  in  Travaucore  also.  So 
unless  we  are  able  to  provide  work  for  all  the  workers,  who  may  be 
affected  by  the  proposed  law  there  .will  be  grav%  difficulty.  In  view 
of  these  facts  I  am  not  in  favour  of  the  resolution. 

Mr.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN :  Sir,  the  general  trend  of  the  speeches 
delivered  in  the  House  on  this  subject  excepting  that  of  the  honourable 
member  who  spoke  last,  is’  in  favour  of  legislative  measures  for  the  • 
prevention  of  fragmentation  of  holdings  and  consolidation  of  the  already 
scattered  holdings.  The  honourable  member  who  spoke  last  gave  an 
opinion  different  from  what  was  expressed  by  other  members.  Sir,  I 
have  great  pleasure  in  agreeing  with  the  views  expressed  by  Mr.  Jeba- 
mony  Nadar.  He  advanced  very  learned  arguments  in  support  of  his 
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views.  I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  go  over  all  those  argu¬ 
ments  once  again.  I  will  just  place  before  this  hostourable  assembly 
the  reasons  which  necessitated  the  introduction  of  a  similar  bill  in  the 
Bombay  Legislature  some  years  ago. 

In  the  statement  of  object  and  reasons  the  following  are  given  as 
the  evils  arising  from  fragmentation  of  holdings  ; —  ’ 

(а)  they  impede  current  cultivation  and  waste  time  ; 

(б)  they  prevent  permanent  improvements  being  undertaken ; 

( o )  they  prevent  a  cultivator  from  living  on  his  farm  ; 

(d)  they  prevent  the  organisation  of  labour  and  capital ; 

,(e)  they  frequently  result  in  second  crops  not  being  grown  ; 

(./)  they  sometimes  send  the  land  out  of  cultivation  altogether;' 

( g )  they  cause  enmity  amongst  neighbours,  leading  to  litigation 

and  permanent  feuds  ;  * 

(h)  they  produce  a  generally  uneconomic  situation. 

Mr.  G.  VELU  PILLAI :  May  I  know  whether  that  list  is  exhaustive? 

Mr.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN  :  J  presume  these  must  have  been  the  chief 
'reasons  which  necessitated  the  introduction  of  the  Bill  in  the  Bombay 
Council.  My  submission  is  that  none  of  these  reasons  apply  to  Travan- 
core.  The  penultimate  one  which  says  that  they  cause  enmity  amongst 
neighbours  leading  to  litigation  and  permanent  feuds  is  certainly  not 
applicable  here.  The  marumakkathayam  system  of  inheritance  was 
the  chief  source  for  almost  all  the  civil  and  criminal  litigation  in  Tra- 
vancore,  "We  know  how  people  who  were  following  the  Marumakka¬ 
thayam  system,  of  inheritance  have  had  very  bitter  experience  of  that 
system  Ever  so  many*litigations,  murders  and  all  sorts  of  unhappy 
incidents  have  occurred  due  to  that  system.  I  refer  to  permanent 
feuds.  Sometimes  land  is  not  a'v^ilabie  for  cultivation  purposes  on 
account  of  such  quarrels.  I  am  not  at'  all  saying  that  lands  must  be 
fragmented  to  such  a  small  extent  that  it  is  not  convenient  to  Cultivate 
the  same.  I  do  not  go  to  that  extent.  But:  sometimes  iand'is  left  idle 
without  any  . cultivation.  If  division  is  allowed  then  it  is  not  likely  that 
lands  will  not  be  available  for  cultivation.  We  have  seen  that  during 
the  days  of  the  Marumakkathayam  law,  paddy  lands  and  others  lying 
uncultivated .  That  was  one  of  the  evil  effects  of  the  system  of  Maru¬ 
makkathayam  system.  Therefore,  my  submission  is  that  broadly 
speaking  none  of  the  evils  mentioned  above  is  applicable  here-  < 

Mr.  S.  NARAYIjNA  PILLAI :  Is  there  not  an  advantage  of  conserving 
the  properties  ? 

MR.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN  :  Yes,  Sir.  The  Marumakkathayam  law  has 
its  own  advantages  as  well  as  disadvantages.  I  do  not  say  that  all_ is 
wrong  with  Marumakkathayam.  I  do  not  say  that  it  has  only  dis-. 
advantages.  There  are  advantages  too.  We  have  seen  that  the  dis. 
advantages  were  more  than  the  advantages.  That  was  the  reason  why 
that  system  was  abolished  and  a  new  system  of  inheritance  has  been 
brought  into  vogue  The  present  system  of  inheritance  provided  for 
in  the  Nair  and  Ezhava  Begulations  iff  the  cause  of  the  progress  of 
those  communities.  Of  course  there  are  some  people  m  every  cbm-/ 
munity  who  are  useless  fellows.  The  moment  they  get  somethiifg  in'. 

yol.  2X  Xc.  12.  ' 
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their  hands,  they  tfb  once  throw  it  away  to  somebody  or  some  clever 
neighbour  takes  it  away  from  him.  Such  a  state  of  affairs  is  inevitable. 
No  legislation  can  prohibit  that  situation.  It  is  impossible  for  any 
legislation  to  say  that  a  man  should  always  keep  such  and  such  posses- 
sions.  Unless  something  like  the  Russian  regime  is  introduced  here, 
it  is  absolutely  impossible  to  prevent  alienation.  I  am  not  advocating 
the  Russian  system-  If  there  is  a  horse,  somebody  is  sure  to  ride  over 
it.  It  is  impossible  to  prevent  that. 

Sir,  in  Travancore,  after  all,  fragmentation  of  lands  is  not  detri¬ 
mental  to  cultivation.  From  my  own  experience,  I  must  say  that  if  a 
paddy  field  is  more  than  one  acre  in  extent,  what  is  ordinarily  done  by 
the  cultivator  is  to  divide  it  by  bunds  into  two  or  three  small  plots  of 
ground  and  then  "cultivate  them.  Cultivation  is  conveniently  done  in 
that  manner.  If  the  extent  of  a  virippu  land  is  only  7  cents,  there  is 
absolutely  no  inconvenience  for  cultivation.  I  submit  that  no  detri¬ 
ment  is  caused  to  cultivation  by  such  fragmentation.  That  is  what 
obtains  in  Travancore. 

Mr.  S.  NARAYANA  PILLA1 :  May  I  know  what  is  meant  by  extensive 
cultivation  ? 

Mr.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN  :  The  honourable  member  knows  what  it  is.  If 
by  legislation,  fragmentation  is  prevented  and  consolidation  is  enforced, 
what  will  be  .the  effect' of  that  change  in  the  present  Bystem  of  culti¬ 
vation.  Unless  the  Government  are  prepared  to  take  upon  themselves 
thp  onerous  duty  of  actually  cultivating  the  land,  what  is  the  advantage 
gained  by  forcing  3  or  4  people  to  come  together  and  then  cultivate. 
Even  now  cultivation  is  carried  ,  on  for  which  3  or  4  people' have  to 
come  together.  ,  m 

The  Dewan  President  spoke  about  the  method  of  cultivation  in 
Russia'  this,  morning.  The  honourable  member  who  moved  the  resolu-  • 
tion  spoke  about  the  ruthless  repression  practised  in  Russia  with  regard 
tcv  cultivation.  • -If  this  Government  have  any  .  idea  of  putting  into 
practice  here:  things  in  vogue  in  Russia,  I  can  well  understand  the 
advantages  that,  could  be  gained  by  such  a  legislation  as  is  advocated 
by  the  honourable  member.  Otherwise  no  advantage  could  be»derived 
simply  ,  by  enforcing  two  or  more  heterogenous  people  to  co-operate 
and  cultivate. ... 

Mr.  S.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  Sir;  I  support  the1  resolution  as  amended. 
The  honourable  the  previous  speaker  mentioned  about  fragmentation 
and  the  meaning  to  be  attached  to  it..  He  explained  that  it  is  usual  in 
.Travancore  to  divide  one  acre  of  land  into  many 'plots  for  purposes  of 
cultivation.  That  is  mot  what  is  understood  by  the  term.  I  understand 
by  that  term  the  indiscriminate  alienation  of  land  whereby  the  lands 
pass  into  many.other  hands  which  makes  cultivation  difficult.  That 
aspect  of  .  the  matter  was  also  touched  upon.  I  fear  my  honourable 
friend  has  not  correctly  understood  the  implications  and  meaning  of 
the  present  system  of  agriculture. ,  Th.e  present  system  of  agriculture 
is  what  may  be  termed,  the  scientific  system  of  agriculture  by 
yyhich  alone  we  may.  be  able  to  compete  with  other  countries  apd. 
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British  India  in  the  matter  of  production.  The  system  followed  in 
Travancore.is  the  time-honoured  system  where  a  peasant  cultivates  his 
own  land  for  himself.  Now,  the  question  is  whether  tfve  could  be  satis¬ 
fied  with  that.  We  have  to  meet '  the  requirements  of  oar  growing 
population  and  therefore  we  have  to  get  as  much  out  of  tfi8  soil  by  ap¬ 
plying  modern  methods  of  cultivation  as  possible. 

It  was  stated  that  there  are  various  difficulties  in  tlm  way  of  prev¬ 
enting  fragmentation  of  holdings.  Those  difficulties  mxist  in  other 
countries  as  well.  My  humble  submission  is  that  Government  should 
not  hesitate  to  introduce  methods  by  which  the  danger  of  further  frag¬ 
mentation  can  be  avoided-  It  is  true,  Sir,  that  there  is  a  growing  feel¬ 
ing  in  the  State  in  Regard  to  that  matter.  Not  only  fragmentation  of 
agricultural  holdings  should  he  prevented,  if  possible,  some  method 
should  be  devised  to  effect  consolidation  of  holdings.  I  think  the  latter 
is  more  imperative  at  the  present  time.  I  think,  Sir,  that  with  the. best 
brains  in  this  Assembly  and  elsewhere  and  with  the  experience  gained 
by  legislation  in  British  India  and  other  countries  during  the  last  two 
decades,  by  the  application  of  that  mature  wisdom  gained  by  experiece 
some  solution  can  be  evolved.  We  need  not  fear  that' such  a  solution 
cannot  be  evolved  to  end  the  present  difficulties.  With  these  words  I 
beg  to  support  the  resolution  as  amended. .

IVto.  K.  R.  MAR  A  YANA  AiYAR  :  Sir,  the  importance  of  the  resolution 
moved  by  the  honourable  member  Mr.  G.  Vein  1’illai  cannot  be  over- 
stressed.  In  a  country  like  Travancore  which  is  predominantly  agri¬ 
cultural  in  nature,  it  is  a  sad  feature,  Sir,  thanks  to  the  enactment  of 
the  Nair  Act,  the  Ezhava  Act,  the  Vollala  Act  and  so  on  ar  d  so  forth,  that 
land  has  been  cut  up,  sub-divided,  fragmented  and  scattered.  As  was  said 
by  the  mover  of  the  motion  in  his  opening  remarks  the  economic  sur¬ 
vey  co  idue.ed  along  with  the  last  census  operation  showed  that  62.6 
per  cent  of  the  holdings  were  less  than  two  acres  in  extent  and  38  per 
cent  ol  the  holdings  were  less  than  ono  acre  in  extent.  The  situation 
has  further  been  rendered  worse  on  account  of  the  scattered  and  frag¬ 
mented  nature  of  these  holdings.  As  one  who  knows  the  situation  in 
Central  Travancore  where  we  have  got  fairly  extensive  land,  the  frag¬ 
mentation  has  gone  on  to  such  an  extent  that  the  ownership  is  confined 
to  10  and  5  cents  and  even  less  with  the  result  that  there  is  often 
litigation  about  the  shifting  of  boundaries.  It  is  impossible  to  intro, 
duce  labour-saving  devices  in  these  small  holdings.  A  multiplicity  of 
varieties  oi,seeds  are  being  used  and  methods  employed  arc  unscientific 
and  uneeonoinio  with  the  consequence  that  the  yield  is  very  low.  Often, 
times  the  crops  are  afflicted  .with  pests  and  diseases.  Therefore,  the 
statement  mads  by  sbme  of  the  honourable  members  here  that  it  is 
better  to  leave  the  small  fragmented  bits  of  land  as  they  are,  is  absolute¬ 
ly  unacceptable.  I  must  join  issue  with  the  remarks  made  by  the  hono¬ 
urable  members  Mr.  K.  G.  Govintlan  and  Mr.  M.  Sivathanu  Pillai  and 
a  few  others  that  in  the  matter  of  scientific  cultivation  it  will  be  pos¬ 
sible  to  get  more  yield  from  the  land  if  the  holdings  are  left  as  they 
are  in  small  bits.  That  observation  is  incorrect.  On  the  other  hand  if 
these  isolated  bits  of  lands  are  put  together  and  if  according  to  a  plan 
better  ploughing,  timely  sowing  and  better  meeds  are  used,  it  will  be' 
possible  to  increase  the  yield  to  a  substantial  extent.  Daring  the  course 
of  the  discussion  on  the  resolution  one  honourable  member  made  a 
reference  to  the  consolidation  of  fragmented  holdings  effected  in  the 
Punjab.  Having  seen  the  ’economic  way  of  agriculture  there  myself 
during  my  tours  in  the  Punjab,  I  must  say  that  consolidation  of  hold¬ 
ings  is  absolutely  necessary.  No  doubt  the  problem  in  Travancore  from 
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what  obtains  in  the  Punjab  is  slightly  different.  In  one  village,  the 
Kathar  Village  if  I  remember  right,  1882  plots  were  consolidated  into 
377  plots.  The  average  size  of  a  plot  before  consolidation  was  '25  of  an 
acre  ;  after  the  consolidation  itjcame  to  1*38  acres.  The  experiment  went 
on  for  sometime  on  this  co-operative  method  of  cultivation.  I  know  first 
hand  that  the  yield  has  increased  by  45  per  cent  as  a  result  of  the  con¬ 
solidation.  So,  that,  the  argument  that  is  advanced  that  the  small  bits 
of  lands  should  remain  as  they  are,  in  the  interest  of  progressive  culti¬ 
vation,  cannot  be  accepted.  Of  course,  the  condition  in  Travancore  is 
not  exactly  similar  to  that  obtains  in  the  Punjab.  I  know  there  is  con¬ 
siderable  apathy  to  the  surrender  of  land  in  Travancore.  The  attach¬ 
ment  ■  towards  law  in  Travancore  is  almost  religious.  Still  it  is  of  the 
utmost  importance  that  in  the  interest  cf  progressive  agriculture  the 
minimum  size  of  a  holding  should  be  very  much  more  than  what  it  is 
now.  Honourable  members  are^probably  unaware  of  the  fact  that  the  yield 
per  acre  of  paddy,  whatever  part  of  the  State  is  taken,  is  very  much  less 
than  what  obtains  anywhere  in  the  world.  The  same  is  the  case  with 
sugarcane,  tapioca  or  banana.  To  obtain  increased  yields,  the  size  of  our 
holdings  should  be  very  much  larger.  How  far  it  will  be  possible  to 
effect  consolidation  from  a  legal  point  of  view  will  be  dealt  with  by  my 
friend  the  Legal  Remembrancer  to  the  Government.  Honourable 
member  Mr.  Kochukora  Tharakan  said  that  the  fragmentation  should 
not  be  interfered  with  and  that  the  various  owners  of  adjoining  lands 
should  carry  on  cultivation  in  their  own  way.  This  is  not  right.  He 
knows  that  during  the  last  season'the  Lift  Irrigation  Committee  wanted 
to  cultivate  a  plot  of  laud  at  least  50  acres  in  extent.  From  the  point 
of  view  of  protective  irrigation  and  management,  the  Committee  sug¬ 
gested  that  experiments  must  be  conducted  in  such  a  plot  of  land.  The 
land  belonged  to  over  120  members:.  Fifty  members  however  belonged 
to  a  Co-operative  Society.  It  was  suggested  that  the  Society  members 
should  take  on  leasp  the  remaining  blocks  and  carry  on  cultivation 
jointly.  '  After  very  great  difficulty  that  was  done  and  the  result  was 
that  the  yield  was  very  much  better  than  in  the  neighbouring  frag¬ 
mented  plots.  If  the  lands  could  be  consolidated;  the  same  kind  of  seeds 
could  be  used,  the  same  kind  of  manures  applied  and  the  sowing  and 
ploughing  done  at  the  proper  time.  Such  a  step  would  surely  increase 
the  yield  and  thus,  add  to  the  prosperity  of  the  country.' 

Mr.  PlITHUPALLI  S,  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Sir.  I  am  very  glad  that  the 
honourable  Member  Mr.  G.  Yelu  Pillai  has  given  Government  an  op- 
nortunity  to  ascertain,  if  not  fully  at  least  to  some  extent,  the  general 
view  of  the  representatives  of  the  people  prevailing  oh  this  subject.  So 
far  as  Government  are  concerned,  it  is  a  long  time  since  this  matter 
.engaged  their  attention.  The  Banking  inquiry  Committee  which  went 
into  this  question  had  a  few  observations  to  make.  They  pointed  out 
how  the  holdings  in  the  State  were  becoming  fragmented  and  whether 
it  is  not  high  time  that  attempts  should  be  made  to  consolidate -the 
,  fragmented  holdings.  The  Economic  Depression  Enquiry  Committee 
also  touched  Oil  some  of  the  aspects  of  this  question.  Again  the  Economic 
Development  Board  was  asked  to  go  into  this  question  and:  that  Board 
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appointed  a  Sub-committee  whose  report  was  forwarded  to  Govern¬ 
ment.  They  have  also  pointed  out  the  necessity  for  preventing  further 
fragmentation  and  for  consolidating  the  existing  fragmented  areas.  But 
they  have  not  been  able  to  offer  the  important  matter  which  is  necess¬ 
ary  for  the  drafting  of  a  legislation  on  the  subject.  The  standard  of 
economic  holdings  varies  with  different  countries  and  different  parts  of 
the  same  country.  For  instance  what  is  an  economic  holding  in 
Madras  would  not  be  considered  to  be  a  proper-  economic  holding  for 
Tcavancore.  The  conditions  prevailing  in  the  two  places  are  entirely 
different.  The  Economic  Development  Board  has  not  cared  to  offer 
their  remarks  on  the  question  as  to  what  is  an  economic  holding.  I 
was -myself  present  at  some  of  the  deliberations  of  that'  Sub-committee 
and  I  found  really  the  difficulty  of  making  a  fair  estimate  of  what 
would  constitute  an  economic  holdiug  so  far  as  this  State  is  concerned. 
They  have  therefore  left  the  question  undecided.  I  thought  that  I 
would  get  some  suggestion  from  some  honourable  member,  of  this 
House  as  to  what  would  be  the  area  of  an  economic  holding  so  far  as 
this  State  is  concerned.  But  I  was  not  able  to  got  any  idea  from  any 
honourable  member  as  to  what  he  considered  to  be  an  economic  holding. 
There  is,  as  pointed  out  by  some  honourable  members,  the  problem  of 
house  sites.  Unlike  in  British  India  or  for  that  matter,  any  other  part 
of  India  .we  have  a  peculiar  method  of  segregation.  The  idea  of  living 
in  close  proximity  to  another  is  obnoxious  to  the  sentiments  of  the 
ordinary  Travancorean.  He  wants  at  plot  of  ground  of  his  own.  It 
does  not  matter  if  it  is  only  25  cents.  He  wants  his  own  cow  shed,  his 
own  well  and  his  own  cattle.  Whatever  may  be  the  extent  of  land,  he 
would  operate  on  that.  He  .wants  an  exclusiveness  so  far  as  his 
domestic  life  is  concerned.  That  has  necessitated  the  complete  dis¬ 
integration  of  all  sites  fitted' for  dwelling  purposes  and,  as  was  suggested- 
here,  that  is  a  habit,  which  we  would  stick  to  even  unto  death.  It  is 
not  possible  to  induce  to  give  up  one’s  homestead  and  take  up  another. 
He  will  very  often  be  remembering  of  his  ancestors  that  lived  there 
and  whose  house  lie  buried  underneath  some  *jack  tree  or  entombed 
in  some  small  shed  and  installed  in  some  corner  of  the  compound. 

He  sticks  on  to  it  like  anything.  The  idea  of  his  being  expelled 
from  his  house  is  totally  repugnant  to  him..  The  ideas  of  the  prestige 
and  responsibility  arising  from  the  ancientness  of  our  homes  are  so 
much  ingrained  in  us  that  any  proposal  which,  in  spite  of  its  approba¬ 
tion  by  all  civilised  States,  and  our  own  conviotion  that  iirwill  promote 
the  economic  interests  of  the  people,  would  meet  with  disapproval 
from  us."  At  least,  that  is  my  opinion.  Anyone  of  us  will  object  to 
any  measure  which  will  operate  as  a  compulsion  on  the  part  of  any  one 
person  to  give  up  his  homestead  or  home  farm  land.  That  I  concede,  ’ 
When  Government  came  to  the  conclusion  on  the  various  reports  that 
they  have  been  receiving  that  it  is  high  time  that  fragmentation  should 
be  prevented  and  consolidation  should  be  effected,  the  Dewan-President 
whose  insight  into  these  matters  is  so  great  -and  whose  experience  is  so  . 
immense  that  any  opinion  which  he  might  form  will  be  beyond  reproach 
made  it  known  that  he  -was  satisfied  that  steps  should  be  taken  for  that 
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purpose.  But  the  difficulty  was,  whether  anything  could  be  done  with 
regard  to  .these  homesteads,  whether  any  scheme  of  consolidation  coula 
be  adumberated  which  would  necessitate,  the  small  holder  being  compel¬ 
led  to  give  up  his  homestead.  Immediately,  there  will.be  protests  all 
over  the  State  that  it  is  an  attempt  of  the  majority  to  extinguish  the 
economic  life  of  the  minority.  If,  on  the  ether  hand,  the  honourable 
members  representing  the  people  are  prepared  to  assure  Government 
that  they  are,  as  representatives  of  the  people,  convinced  that  this 
consolidation  of  the  holdings,  even  if  the  scheme  may  meet  with  some 
opposition  from  the  people,  is  one  that  ought,  to  be  pushed  through  at  all 
costs,  Government  will  certainly  try  it.  Government  are  convinced  that 
consolidation  of  holdings  is  necessary.  Let  alone  (homesteads.  Let  us 
come  to  paddy  lands  and  other  lands  which  are  mainly  used  for  agri¬ 
cultural  purposes.  Let  us  leave  alone  residential  and  industrial  condition 
in  towns.  We  need  not  take  such  lands  for  the  purpose  of  consolidation. 
Let  ns  confine  our  attention  to  agricultural  lands.  We  find  extensive 
lands  all  over  the  State  which  are  used  for  agricultural  purposes  only. 
Here  and  there  in  such  areas  there  may  lie  homesteads.  In  the  case  of 
such  laads  consolidation  is  easy. 

There  are  no  lands  in  Travancore  which  are  used  for  the  cultiva¬ 
tion  exclusively  of  one  kind  of  crop  except,  potatoes  in  the  .  case  of 
paddy  lands.  You.  will  find  all  sorts  of  trees  and  crops  grown  on 
every  hit  of  land.  In  the  case  of  such  garden  lands  where  is  the  harm 
in  consolidating  ?  I  heard  some  Honourable  Members  loudly  protes¬ 
ting  against  this.  It  should  not  be  the  impression  of  the  honourable 
members  that  the  idea  of  consolidation  is  to  deprive  the  poor  of  the 
lands  belonging  to  them  to  enrich  those  who  are  already  rich.  I  can 
concede  that  in  a  State  like  Travancore  the  poor  agriculturist  seeks 
land  as  a  place  of  investment.  A  person  who  has  been  able  to  earn 
Es.  100  would  immediatley  go  in  search  of  one  para  of  paddy,  lands 
and  he  would  invest  his  money  in  that.  But  one  para  of  paddy  land  is 
not  an  economic  unit.  Suppose  a  man  owns  7  paras  of  .paddy  lands. 
If  it  lies  scattered  in  different  places  it  can  not  be  said  to  be  economic 
holdings.  The  first  attempt  at  consolidation  will  he  to  him  his  7  paras 
of  lands  in  a  compact  block.  This  will  necessitate  dis-possession  of  Others, 
bat  need  not  necessarily  be  deprivation,  because  that  man  who  is  dispos¬ 
sessed  will  get  other  lands,  if  such  lands  will  constitute  an  economic  hold¬ 
ing  for  him.  But  in  such  adjustments  one  man  may  have  to  go  without 
any  land,  because  he  does  not  hold  lands  sufficient  to  form  a  unit.  In  such 
cases  it  is  inevitable  that  he  may  g^  without  any  land.  That  is  an  aspect 
which  the  honourable  .members  vfill  have  to  bear  in  mind.  So  far  as  my 
experience  goes,  and  as  was  pointed  by  the  Director  of  Agriculture  our 
paddy  lands  have  been  split  up  into  small  pieces  to  the  detriment  of  all. 
They  are  so  fragmented  that  Cultivation  on  economic  lines  is  rendered, 
impossible.  If  consolidation  can  be  made  at  least  in  respect  of  paddy 
lands  even  if  it  will  bring  about  the  extinction  say  of  a  land  holder,  it  Will 
be  to  the  ultimatejbenifitof  all.  If  this  has  not  the  approval  of  the  pubho 
Government  will  not  be.prepared  to  undertake  legislation  on  the  matter. 
That  is  why  I  appeal  to  you. 
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*  Sir,  in  regard  to  the  consolidation  of  holdings,  a  sub-Committee 
was  appointed  by  the  Economic  Development  Board  with  directions 
that  they  should  go  fully  into  the  matter.  The  Committee  has  sub¬ 
mitted  a  report.  There  are  ever  sc  may  other  reports  on  the  subject 
available  to  Government  and  to  the  public.  These  reports  suggest 
various  methods  of  consolidation  and  they  have  also  suggested  that 
consolidation  can  be  tried  in  some  specific  places  in  reference  to  others. 
In  the  scheme  for  consolidation  all  those  suggestions  can  be  availed  of. 
But,  for  this,  some  legislation  is  necessary.  In  the  Punjab,  as  was 
pointed  out  in.  this  House,  legislation  was  undertaken.  But  the 
scheme  was  put  into  effect  only  for  the  purpose  of  implementing  the 
efforts  of  certain  co-operative  societies.  There  was  public  opinion  be¬ 
hind  the  scheme.  There  mast  be  similar  public  consciousness  about 
the  necessity  for  the  scheme.  A  comparative  study  of  the  legislation 
elsewhere  shows  '  that  in  some  place  it  is  purely  voluntary  while  in 
other  places  it  has  some  element  of  compulsion  in  it.  Where  the  people 
voluntarily  undertake  the  work  the  Government  merely  render  them 
the  necessary  help.  In  the  Punjab  an  enactment  was  passed  for  the 
purpose  of  consolidation.  It  followed  certain  successful  attempts 
made  by  the  co-operative  societies  formed  for  the  purpose.  In  the 
Central  Provinces  also  a  similar  enactment  was  passed.  That  enact¬ 
ment  appears  to  have  more  of  compulsion  in  it  than  the  enactment 
made  in  the  Punjab.  The  Bombay  Government  attempted  to  legis¬ 
late  on  the  matter.  Actually  a  bill  was  placed  before  the  Council.  It 
was  referred  to  a  Select  ‘  Committee  and  the  Select  Committee  re¬ 
ported  thereon.  But  It  never  went  for  the  third  reading  and  finally 
it  was  dropped.  The  projected  legislation  met  with  this  fate  not  so 
much  on  account  of  the  opposition  of  the  public,  but  it  appears  that  its 
provisions  were  severely  criticised  by  the  Royal  Commission  on  Agri¬ 
culture.  There  was  more  of  compulsion  in  it  than  wa3  agreeable  to 
the  members  of  the  Commission.  Their  scathing  criticism  was  more 
responsible  for  the  dropping  of  it  than  any  real  opposition  from  the 
public.  Today,  there  is  a  feeling  in  Bombay  that  some  such  legisla¬ 
tion  will  be  necessary.  But  no  attempt  has  sjpee  been  made  in  that 
direction. 

As  regards  the  prevention  of  fragmentation,  Sir,  it  can  be  achieved 
without  interfering  with  the  laws  of  inheritance  now  prevailing. 
Some  honourable  member  was  heard  to  say  that  “not  even  one  of  your 
sons  can  inherit  your  property”  if  any  enactment  on  this  matter  is 
made.  But  I  can  say  that  no  auclf  ^Iteration  in  the  law  of  inheritance 
is  necessary.  The  Punjab  Government  did  not  interfere  with  the  laws 
of  inheritance  of  the  people,  the  Central  Provinces  Government  did  not 
do  that,  and  the  Bombay  Government!  did  not  propose  to  do  it.  But 
the  Baroda  Government  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  necessary  to 
do  so.  There  are  methods  for  giving  effect  to  division  without  injuring 
the  scheme  of  consolidation.  Suppose  you  have  25  cents  of  land  and 
you  havie  five  children.  Under  the  existing  law  each  will  get  5  cents 
of  land  when  divided.  The  more  prudent  of  them,  will  say  ‘I  do  not 
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want  my  share  of  the  land.  Any  one  of  yon  can  taKe  it  by  giving 
money  instead.’  Eventually  the  property  will  be  given  to  one.  If  the  , 
economic  unit  is  25  cents  the  property  will  belong  to  all  the  five 'and 
one  will  enjoy.  No  one  will  become  its  owner  by  paying  off  the  rest. 
This  result  can  be  achieved  either  through  court  or  by  voluntary  settle¬ 
ment.  By  adopting  such  methods  the  question  can  be  solved.  And 
so  it  is  possible  for  making  the  necessary  changes,  say,  in  the  law  re¬ 
lating  to  transfer  and  partition  without  interfering  with  the  existing 
law  of  inheritance.  Thus  'fragmentation  can  be  prevented  if  the 
honourable  Members  want  it.  Do  the  honourable  members  want  it  ? 

If  they  do  want  it  Government  have  to  ascertain  what  will  be  an  eco¬ 
nomic  unit  for  consolidation  in  the  case  of  paddy  lands,  agricultural 
holdings  or  homesteads.  That  is  the  question  which  will  have  to  be 
decided.  If  the  members  are  willing  Government  are  ready.  Govern¬ 
ment  are  ready  with  the  necessary  weapons  to  give  effect  to  the  deci¬ 
sion  of  the  House.  One  point  that  has  to-be  decided  is  about  the 
economic  unit.  That  question  has  not  yet  been  decided.  If  legisla*' 
tibn  is  to  be  undertaken  that  question  cannot  be  left  for  future  decision. 
That  question  has  to  be. considered  by  an  expert  committee.  I  con¬ 
cede  that  it  is  a  difficult  problem  which  cannot  be  easily  solved.  But 
the  question  is,  is  that  the  wish  of  the  House  and  the  people.  On  the 
question  of  consolidation  and  provision  of  fragmentation  Government 
are  satisfied  that  something  definite  must  be  done.  Uneconomic 
holding  and  further  fragmentation  should  be  stopped.  There  is  no 
doubt  about  that.  The  legal  difficulties  are  not  as  great  as  was  pointed 
out  by  Mr.  Jebamony  Nadar  or  Mr.  Sivathanu  Pillai.  Of  course  they 
are  agriculturists  and  are  intimately  acquainted  with  agriculture.  But 
the  problem  of  the  agriculturists  in  South  Travancore  will  not  he  the 
same  in  Oentral  Travancore.  In  South  Travancore,  say  5  marakkals 
of  land  would*  be  sufficient  for  a  cultivator  but  this  will  be  insufficient 
in  Oentral  Travancore.  The  system  of  tilling,  ploughing,  irrigating 
and  draining  are  entirely  different  in  tlje  two. places.  Probably  what 
Mr.  Sivathanu  Pillai  said  may  apply  to  lands  in  South  Travancore. 
Those  things  will  not  be  applicable  to;  conditions  in  Central  Travan-

The  honourable  member  said  .  that  the 
Economic  Development  Board  has  already  submitted  a  report.  As  far 
&S  I  know  they  have  not  decided  the  question  one  way  or  the  other  ; 
-  they  have  only  made  a  proposal  for  investigation  and  for  the  allotment 


of  funds  for  the  same.  ... 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  They  have  expressed  the 
view  that  consolidation  is  necessary  and  that  .it  is  necessary  to  prevent 
fragmentation.  They  want  to  investigate  the  question, 
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Mr.  G.  VEMJ  PILLAI :  I  accept  the  amendment. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  think  the  honourable  house  and  'myself  in  parti¬ 
cular  may  well  feel  indebted  to  the  various  members  who  have  ex¬ 
pressed  their  opinion  on  a  question  which  1  consider  to  be  of  the 
greatest  possible  consequence.  For  this  reason,  as  President  of  this 
House,  I  allowed  full  latitude  for  every  shade  of  opinion  to  give  ex¬ 
pression  to  the  views  held  by  that  group  or  individual.  I  am'  also  glad 
that  the  other  side,  that  is  the  opposition,  has  been  given  full  scope  for 
expressing  those  apprehensions  and  those  doubts  and  difficulties  which, 
as  they  put  it, were  real  and  cannot  be  bruhed  aside.  The  Legal  Be- 
membrancer,  with  his  usual. clarity  of  exposition,  has  made  the  position 
of  Government  perfectly  clear.  The  position  of  Government  in  this 
matter  is  one  of  being  guided  by  public  opinion.  This  question  is  so 
important  for  the  future  of  the  country  and  its  solution  in  my  opinion 
that  the  spending  of  a  whole  day  on  this  discussion  has  not  been  in 
Tain. 

The  honourable  house  will  perhaps  forgive  me  if  out  of  my  ex¬ 
perience  of  what  has  been  happening  elsewhere  and  here  I  place  cer¬ 
tain  points  of  view  before  this  House  in  order  that  this  House,  and 
through  this  House,  the  country  at  large  might  be  enabled  to  formulate 
its  own  views  to  consolidate  opinion  and  to  take  the  requisite  decision. 
At  the  risk  of  displeasing  some  honourable  members  who  strongly 
objected  to  any  reference  to  other  countries  in  this  discussion  I  might 
say  this.  I  do  not  propose"  in  the  course  of  my  remarks  to  deal  with 
the  highly  evolved  systems  of  agriculture  such  as  those  pursued  in 
countries  like  Denmark,  Switzerland  or  even  Sweden-  There  the  co¬ 
operative  system,  the  co-operative  spirit  has  been  in  active  existence 
and  has  functioned  for  many  many  years.  This  co-operative  system 
has  been  so  persuasive  and  strong  that  it  has  transcended  and  over¬ 
borne  the  natural  inclination  of  every  peasant  to  stick  to  his  land,  to 
cultivate  every  square  inch  of  $hat  land,  to  ■  supervise  that  cultivation 
and  to  ^ee  the  growth  with  his  own  eyes  of  every  ear  of  grain Those 
honourable  gentlemen  are  wrong  who  think  that  the  prepossession  or 
the  passion  of  the  Indian  peasant  for  his  little  bit  of  land  is  the  specil 
characteristic  of  India.  It  is  no  doubt  a  very  outstanding  feature  of 
India,  and  judging  from  my  experience,  it  has  been  a  special  character¬ 
istic  even  more  outstanding,  of  Travancore  for  reasons  that  have  been 
so  competently  explained  by  the  Legal  Bemembrancer.  In  France,  in 
Spain,  in  Italy  and  in  Switzerland,  it  is  not  an  infrequent  phenomenon 
for.a  peasant  just  to  have  two  vine  trees  or  two  olive  trees  and  to  con¬ 
sider  these  as  extra  children.  You  can  see  a  peasant  in  the  morning 
in  very  wintry  weather  getting  up  and  seeing  if  he  can  do  anything ; 
put  a  coat  over  the  vine  tree  or  a  blanket  round  the  olive  tree.  You 
can  see  him  late  in  the  night  with  a  little  lamp  testing  every  twig  to 
see  if  there  is  any  insect  on  the  tree.  The  whole  family  is  at  work 
with  the  olive  tree  and  the  vine  tree  as  if  it  were  a  baby.  And  the 
results  are  patent.  Now,  that  passion  for  laud,  that  passion  for  one’s 
own  small  holding  and  for  every  tree  in  that  holding  is  a  heritage  of 
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agriculturists  from  the  time  of  the  first  agriculturist  of  all.  But  to 
emphasise  that  aspect,  to  keep  that  position  in  mind,  is  not  to  give  a 
negative  to  the  idea  underlying  this  resolution. 

Now  let  me  take  two  or  three  countries.  Philippines.  In  the 
Philippine  Island,  whose  climate  is  more  or  less  similar  to  Malabar, 
excepting  that  it  has  a  winter  whereas  Malabar  has  not  and  in  Java 
where  the  climate  is  exaotly  the  same  as  Malabar,  except  that  it  has 
got  some  rain  every  day  throughout  the  year — in  places  of  that  type 
the  yield  from  every  acre  of  paddy  land  is — I  am  speaking  subject,  to 
correction  by. the  Director  of  Agriculture  and  those  honourable  gentle¬ 
men  who  hav^j  paid  some  attention  to  this  subject — not  less  than 
thrice  as  much  as  in  any  part  of  India, 

Mr.  K.  R.  NARAYANa  IYER  {Director  of  Agriculture) :  Yes,  Sir  > 
exactly  so. 

PRESIDENT :  There  the'climate  is  the  same,  the  system  of  inheri¬ 
tance  is  the  same.  Java  was  once  ,colonised  by  the  Hindus.  Today  it  is 
a  Musalman  country  and  the  Muslim  law  of  inheritance  gives  vulgar 
fractions  than  the  Hindu  law.  Not  only,  as  my  honourable  friend 
Mr.  P.  S.  Mohamed  stated,  do  daughters  and  sons  divide  the  patrimony 
but  all  the  grandmother  and  grand  father  are  all  heirs  so  that  by  the 
time  the  property  of  a  man  is  divided,  each  heir  gets  something  like 
one- fiftieth.  You' can  suppose  the  result.  That  is  the  system  of  inheri¬ 
tance  in  Java.  Now  the  question  of  the  system  of  inheritance  is  also 
beside  the  point.  Let  me  illustrate.  One  of  my  friends  reminded  me 
of  one  of  my  early  utterances  in  1910.  Speaking  at  the  Indian  Nation¬ 
al  Congress  held  in  that  year  at  Calicut  Vhen  I  came  .face  to  face 
with  the  problem  of  land  tenures  in  Malabar,  I  said  so.  I  had  a  great 
deal  to  do  with  the  Malabar  Tenancy  Act  which  was  passed  in  the 
Madras  Legislature  in  the  course  .of  which  similar  discussions  arose. 

I  shall  speak  community  by  community.  I  shall  first  take  tire 
Nair  community.  What  it  has  done  in  Travancore  and  Cochin  is  to 
make  itself  ineffective  as  an  economic  factor  in  the  State.  There,  are 
many  ways,  of  dealing  with  the  legitimate  desire  of  a  son  or  daughter 
to  a  share  of 'the  father’s  6r  mother’s  estate.  It  is  possible  to  keep  the 
estate  in  tact  and  to  divide  the  income.  It  is  possible  to  devise  a 
system  like  the  Dayabhaga  'system  of  Bengal  where  without  actual 
partition  each  member  of  the  family  is  supposed  to  have  a  theoretical 
share  and  is  entitled  as  the  owner  of  a  particular  share  to  the  income 
from  it.  It  is  possible  to  get  rid  of  the  difficulties  and  drawbacks. of 
the  Karnavan  system  by  constituting  the  Kamavan  as  a  trustee  for-the 
family  and  introduce  legislation  for  the  purpose  of  forcing  him  to  sub¬ 
mit  audited  accounts  every  year  to  the  court  and  also  to  make  provi¬ 
sion' for  a  petition  for  which  you  have  to  pay  two  annas  or' eight  annas 
to  compel  the  Karnavan  to  pay  his  income  to  every  junior  member-of 
the  family  who  is  deprived  of  the  maintenance.  If  that  irdone  by 
'the  Nair  community,  l  am  sure  it  will  be  effective  agamst  fragmenta¬ 
tion.  'I  am  not  speaking  byway  of  reproach  of  that  community  tha. 
it  should  have  adopted  that  system. 
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There  were  many  things  which  Ted  that  community  to  adopt  that 
1  system.  One  of  those  was  the  irritation  to  produce  a  number  of  absentee 
karnavans  who  according  to  the  junior  members  of  the  family  were 
not  only  unsolicitous  about  the  welfare  of  the  land  but  enriched  from 
their  own  families  at  the  expense  of  the  Tarwad.  I  need  not  go  into  all 
these  matters  at  the  present  moment.  But  that  was  done.  The 
result  of  it  has  been  partition  and  sub  partition  until  you  came  pra¬ 
ctically  to  the  standard  of  a  Mahomedan  family  after  partition. 

/'  Now  the  Christian  community  under  their  law  suffers  the  same 
disability.  But  fEope  the  honourable  members  will  not  misconstrue 
or  misunderstand  me  .when  I  say  this.  That  the  Christian  community 
.  has  shown  better  business  acumen  and  has  been  able  to  preserve  their 
property  in  abetter  manner  than  their  Hindu  brethren  have  done, 
cannot  he  gainsaid.  All  honour  for  that.  But  the  difficulty  arises  in 
their  case  also.  What  is  the  reason  for  that  ?  Now,  why  is  it  possible 
for  lands  in  the  Philippines  or  in  Java  to  yield  so  much  more  than 
lands,  let  us  say,  in  the  Tanjore  District,  or  in  Travancore.  We  have 
nearly  the  equal  advantages  on  account  of  the  climate ;  we  have  absolu¬ 
tely  equal  advantages  iu  the  matter  of  rainfall.  The  soil  is  naturally 
fertile.  If  Government  and  the  people  co-operate,  there  .are- hundred 
ways  in  which  what  may  he  called  manuring  of  the  soil  may  be  im¬ 
proved.  It  must  be  sbarne  to  the  Indian  Government,  shame  also  to 
the  Travanoore  Government  that  they  have  not  been  as  busy  about 
looking  into  tbis  scheme  of  manuring  as  they  could  have  done.  We 
have  beei}  very  remiss  in  the  matter  of  providing  ourselves  with  bone 
crushes ; ,  we  have  been  very  remiss  in  the  Way  of  export  of  bones' ;  we 
haye  been  very  remiss  in  the  matter  of  dead  cattle  bones  and  hides ;  we 
have  .been,  very  remiss  in  not  having  made  ample  use  of  the  sea-weed 
_  ■•'that  is  available  in  plenty  here ;  we  have  been  very  remisB  in  the  Way 
of  not  taking  the  fullest  advantage  of  the  offal  both  of  butchered  meat  i 
and  of  fish.  .  Other  countries  have  done  a  great  deal  in  this  respect.  It 
may  not  be  well  known  to  anybody  here.  ■  I  saw  it  with  mine  own  eyes 
in  the  case  of  a  Chinese  household  in  Burma.  The  master  of  the  house 
every  morning— it '  sounds  rather  horrible  to  say  so— visited  every 
latrine  and  privy  in  his  compound  ana  with  his  own  hands  removed 
all  that  stuff  and  then  went  into  the  kitchen  and  removed  every  bit  of 
offal  that  was  not  actually  used  and  then  utilised  all  vegetables  that 
had  got  rotten.  He  collected  and  put  on  one  side  all  these  materials. 
He  either  sold  it  or  used  it.  The  result  is  that  as  vegetable  gardeners 
the. Chinese  are'  the  foremost  in  the  world.  I  am  only  mentioning  for 
the  purpose  of  showing  how  manuring  is  a  necessity.  But  within  the 
last  ten  years,  science  has  made  great  progress  in  that  matter;  Science 
has  now  by  the  fixation  of  nitrogen  and  by  various  other  means  made 
possible  activisation  of  the  soil,  the  growth  of  organisms  in  the  soil  by 
superimposed  means  making  chemicals  fit  for  the  purpose  of  the  growth 
of  certain  bacteria  which  serve  to  stimulate  and  accelarate  the  growth 
of  certain  kinds  of  plants.  This  has  been  made  a  very  special  ‘study. 
There  is  another  group  of  research  Workers  who  are  now  trying  to  culti¬ 
vate  fruit  and  flower  without  any  soil.  That  is, i  there  is  a  very  rapidly 
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growing  science  of  what  may  be  called  ‘light  and  liquid  nutriment'.  In 
a  solution  containing  all  chemical  manures,  suppose  you  put  tomato  or 
some  other  plant.  Yon  add  some  manure  in  certain  kinds  of  fixation. 
There  are  also  certain  colours  of  light  in  this  fixation.  I  have  seen 
with  mine  own  eyes  a  tomato  grown  without  a  single  inch  of  soil,  or 
plot  of  earth,  tomato  seven  times  as  big  as  the  tomato  grown  in  ordinary 
soil.  .Now,  these  are  scientific  experiments  which  have  revolutionised 
agricnlturejthroughout  the  world.  These  can  be  attempted  but  cannot 
be  attempted  in  1/8  inch  of  an  acre.  It  needs  co-operation.  When  I 
say  co-operation,  it  is  not  that  I  want  to  get  rid  of  individual  initiative, 
individual  enterprise,  individual  enthusiasm.  People  who  can  afford 
these  manures  should  act  by  themselves.  A  hundred  people  acting 
together  may  he  able  to  do  something.  If  today  we  are  faced  with  the 
problem  of  food  supply,  we  can  only  solve  it  by  many  people  coming  to¬ 
gether,  not  by  the. eradication  of  the  Joint  family  system,  not  by  the 
eradication  of  the  Christian  system,  not  by  the  eradication  of  the 
Muslim  law.  With  respect  to  all  these  things,  let  each  man  have  his 
property  or  paddy  and  get  income  from  that  and  have  the  satisfaction 
of  owning  that  all  by  himself  and  for  himself.  But  unless  many 
persons  belonging  to  the  different  families  and  communities  can  combine 
together  to  make  an  economic  holding,  we  cannot  make  this  experi¬ 
ment.  We  cannot  devise  those  means.  We  cannot  afford  those 
materials  by  which  alone  cultivation  can  be  enhanced.  1  make  bold  to 
say  that,  if'  an  adequate  measure  of  consolidation  of  holdings  ahd  of 
prevention  of  fragmentation  accepting  the  national  aspect,  can  Jbe 
done  we  can  be  self-sufficient  as  to  food.  Why  is  it  that  the  adjoining 
island  of  Ceylon  .produces  about  twice  as  many  cocoannt  as  our.  own 
country,  cocoanut  twice  as  big  as  ours,  though  the  climate  is  not 
different  and  the  aptitude  of  the  people  are  not.  different.  Bat  there, 
it  is  run  on  a  plantation  scale.  By  saying  that  I  do  not  mean  I  want 
to  create  plantations  here,  to  have  the  whole  country  divided  into  10  or 
12  holdings  the 'Owners  of  which  alone  will  get  everything  and  .expro¬ 
priate  all  the  lands.  Let  us  go  back  when  we  had  essentially  the 
ancient  Indian  system,  namely  the  village  system,  the  system  which 
still  exists  in  some  places.  People  have  been  speaking  about  the 
Punjab.  What  is  the  vitality  of  the  co-operative  organisation  in  the 
Punjab.  Until  recently,  in  the  Punjab  the  headman  of  the  village 
was  the  only  person  to  whom  Government  looked  up  for  the  collection 
of  land  revenue.  He  was  sq  to  say  a  kind  of  paier  familias.  It  was  _ 
possible  for  him  to  exercise  a  certain  amount  of  suasion  and  persuasion  ’ 
to  bring  people  to  act  together.  It  was  therefore  easy  to.  start  the  ..  co¬ 
operative  movement  there.  It  is  very  active  now.  All  that  is  due  to  .that 
feature.  All  that  I  can  say  is  that  those  benefits  can  be  derived  by  .us 
only  when  we  can  rehabilitate  that  movement,  or'  some  similitude  of.  that 
movement.  You  must  make  people  come  together,  pool  their  resources, 
and  see  that  the  best  manures,  the  best  method  of  cultivation,  the  best 
'  seeds,  expert  advice  and  other  things  are  procurable.  That  cannot,  be 
done  excepting  in  plots  of  ID,  15  or  20  acres  at  the  least.  Take  terra¬ 
cing,  for  example.  I  have  been  speaking  of  paddy  cultivation  by 
terracing,  at  least  in  the  lower  altitudes  of  some  of  our  hills.  That 
cannot,  be  done,  in  patches  of  half  an  acre.  It  must  be  done  as  a  big, 
co-operative  concern. 
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When  the  honourable  members  are  discussing  this  resolution 
when  public  opinion  is  forming  itself  and  expressing  itself,  let  the 
following  points  be  remembered.  It  is  not  the  intention  of  Govern¬ 
ment  to  eradicate  the  social  structure.  They  are  keen.  No  one  is  more 
keen-  They  are  keen  that  the  Hindu  system  should  exist;  the  Christian 
family  should  exist  in  full  plenitude;  the  Moslem  authorities  should  aho 
pursue  their  ancient  ways.  But,  for  economic  self-sufficiency,  for 
economic  rehabilitation,  the  Christian  land  owner,  the  adjaoent  Hindu 
land-owner  and  the  adjacent  Moslem  land-owner  all  have  to  come  to¬ 
gether  for  the  purpose  of  tilling  their  lands  together,  so  that  the  culti¬ 
vation  may  be  alike  and  the  same  treatment  will  be  given  to  lands  alike 
in  character.  It  may  be  utopian  to  speak  of  thisl  But  unless  that 
utopia  has  got  permanently  in- mind,  we  will  not  act.  We  will  iforget 
everything  else.  The  imminent,  the  urgent,  the  almost  painful  neces¬ 
sity  now  is.  to  grow  our  food  in  full  quantities.  Unless  we  are  able  to 
do'that,  there  will  be  very  little  hope  for  us. 

Now,  the  question  of  fragmentation  of  holdings  is  intimately 
/connected  with  the  consolidation  of  holdings.  Fragmentation  of 
holdings  may  go  on  until  each  shareholder  has  got  only  one-thousandth 
of  an  acre.  That  does  not  matter-  In  this  connection  -Mr.  Jebamony 
Nadar  gave  a  most  .useful  suggestion.  Questions  may  be  raised  about 
the  liability  of.  particular  sharers  and  as  to  how  his  property 
will  be  attached  and  what  will  take  place  after  attachment 
and  all  the  rest  of  it.  There  will  be  court  auction  and  so  forth. 
These  are  matters  which  have  to  be  discussed  and  deliberated  upon. 
»  But  unless  we  in  Travancore  come  together  for  the  purpose  ‘of  co-opera¬ 
tive  enterprise’  I  u?e  that  word  in  a  wider  sense  in  order  to  produce 
considerable  quantities  of  food  crops  from  our  holdings  by  pursuing  all 
the  latest  scientific  methods  of  agriculture,  and  other  cultures  including 
those  of  fruit  and  various  other  commercial  crops,  we  shall  not-beable 
to  compete  in  the  worldstruggle.  Let  us  look  at  our  position  today. 
We  have  been  relying  upon  Burma  and  Siam  for  our  rice.  Those 
sources  are  for-the  time  being  cnt  out.  Vast  tracts  of  China  have  been 
over-run.  Scorched  earth  policy  has  been  applied  all  over  the  world. 
For  5  or  10  years,  there  will  be  scarcity  of  food  throughout  the  world. 
Science  of  manuring  has  been  perfected,  but  it  can  be  applied  hereafter 
only  at  the  next  reordering  of  the  world.  It  is  all  very  well  now  for 
people  to  pinch  themselves  and  to  send,  all  available  food  products  to 
the  fighting,  embattled. zones.  But  when  the  emergency  is  over,  we 
shall  have  to.  rebuild,  to  rehabilitate  our  agriculture.  During  that  pro¬ 
cess  it  will  he  found,  that  very  few  peaple  will  lend  us  the'  food  that  we 
require.  Therefore,  it  is.  essential.fai  us  to  grow  mare  food;  If  we 
have  to  .graw  more  food,  if  we  have,  to  grow  more  cash  crops  in  order -to 
get  the  wherewithal  to  grow  food  we  cannot  goon  as  we  are  now  doing,  ■ 
sub-dividing  our  holdings  and  conducting  an  uneconomic  cultivation. 
Having  said,  that,— I  have  said,  I  hope,  sufficiently  to  show  the  urgency 
of:  the  problem,  Government*  do  not  want  to  rush  the  people  to  a  deci- 
.  sion.  Government  do  not  wish  to  take  any  one  at  a  disadvantage. 
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Government,  above  all  do  not  -wish  that  there  should  be  the  slightest 
suggestion  of  a  minority  being  catered  for' at  the  expense  of  the 
majority  or  vice  versa.  The  co-operation  of  the-public  is  an  essential 
factor.  But  I  fully  realise  that  Government  cannot  but  realise  that 
such  steps  towards  fragmentation, -  such  investigation  of  consolidation 
cannot  be  done  effectively  as  a  Government-  measure.  It  must  come 
from  the  people  as  a  spontaneous  impulse,  as  an  outgrowth  of  the 
essence  of  the  people,  and  it  is  in  order  that  it  may  be  of  some  little  use 
in  the  .growth  of,  public  opinion  on  these  directions  that  I  have  sought 
to  address  the  House. 

In  the  voting  of  this  matter,  if  the  resolution  ia  put  to  vote,  the 
officials  will  not  participate. 

The  resolution  as  amended  was  then  put  to  vote'and  carried.

MR.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM:  Sir,  on  a  point  of  order-  Since  the 
Director  of  Public  Instruction  has  put  a  question  whether  such  a  rule 
exists,  it  will  be  useful  for  the  debate  to  know'  whether  there  is  really 
such  a  rule  and  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  himself  will  be  the 
most  competent  person  to  inform  the  House  about  the  matter. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  It  is  not  exactly  a  point  of  order.  The 
Director  of  Public  Instruction  may  explain  the  position  now  before  the 
debate  proceeds  further. 

MR.  A.  GOP  ALA  MENON  :  I  thought  it  will  save  time  if  I  pointed  out 
that  there  is  no  such  rule  in  the  Education  Code  and  that  there  is  no 
prohibition  against  any  pupil  sitting  for  any  examination  provided  that 
he  has  not  appeared  for  more  than  three  years  for  the  E.S.L.C.  Exa¬ 
mination.  If  a  person  appears  thirty-five  times  till  his  fifty-fifth  year, 
I  have  not  the  slightest  objection,  provided  the  examination  for  which 
he  is  appearing  is  not  the  E.S.L'G.  Examination. 

The  point,  Sir,  is  that  there  has  been  a  misconception  with  regard 
to  Eule  69  of  the  Education  Code.  This  rule  lays  down  that—  . 

“  Pupils  below  live  ye»rs  of  ago  shall  not  ho  admitted  to  any  recognised 
schools,  except  nursery  and  kindergarten' schools.  Pupils  over  twenty 
years  of  age  shall  not  be  admitted  to  remain  in  a  Rohool  unless  there  is 
special  reason  for  their  retention.  The  decision  as.to  whether  the  reason 
is  sufficient  or  not  shall  rest  with  the  Director  ”. 

The  rule  applies  only  to  the  retention  of  pupils  in  schools  after 
they  have  completed  20  years  of  age.  As  for  appearing  for  examination 
there  is  no  objection' whatsoever  to  the  upward  limit.  There  are  rules 
restricting  the  admission  of  people  below  a  certain  age,  but  there  is  none 
so  far  in  regard  to  people  above  a  certain' age.  But  I  do  not  think  that 
Government  have  tiie  intention  of  introducing  any  such  restriction. 

.  The  point  that  is  cOTered  by  the  rule  is  that  it  is  not  desirable  to  allow 
pupils  over  20  years  of  age  to  remain  in  a  school  when  they  have  had 
their  complete  course,  merely  for  the  purpose  of  staring  at  their  fellow- 
pupils  or  creating  a  confusion  or  many  way  interfering  with  the  disci¬ 
pline  of  thp/school.  In  these  days  when  there  is  so  much  of  co-educa¬ 
tion  I  thought  it  advantageous  to  give  a  warning'  in  time  that  there 
will  be  a  limit  to  set  to  the  age  beyond  which  a  pupil  will  not  be  allowed 
to  go  to  the  classes  so  that  there  may  be  no  difficulty  about  maintaining 
the  discipline  and  generally  preserving  an  atmosphere  of  peacefulness 
in  the  institution.  That  is  all  that  is  meant  by  the  rule.  There  is  no 
rule,  as  I  said,  prohibiting  pupils  above  a  certain  age  from  appearing 
for  the  examination  and  it  is  not  the  intention  of  Government  tg 
introduce  any  such  rule,

SAffASYATILAKA  T.  R.  VELO  PILL  At :  I  second  the  motion.  At 
first  I  thought  that  it  will  be  too  big  an  order  to  Government  that 
grant  in-aid  should  be  so  high  as  Es-  30.  I  thought  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  is  to  give  a  grant  equal  to  the  Sum  which  the  management  gives  t 
to  its  teacher's.  .But  I  learn  from  my  neighbour  and  I  also  remember 
from  what  the  Deputy  President  said  yesterday,  though  not  in  very 
express  terms,  that  very  often  the  management  so  contrives  the  business 
that  the' poor  teacher  who  is  obliged  to  shout  from  ten’  o  clock  in  the 
morning  to  four  ’o  cloc]$  in  the  afternoon  with  very  little  food,  with 
very  little  of  the  cheerfulness  and  the  comforts  of  life,  who,  wljen  he 
starte'd'tfor  school  saw  half  a  dozen  children  almost  on  the  verge  of  . 
starvation  does  not  get  enoghto  live,  I  think  Sir,  that  the  Director  of 
Public  Instruction  and  the  Government  will  take  into  consideration  the 
oitcumsbancSg'that  obtain  in  thiB  country  in  the  Education  Department, 
so  .far  as  the  grantrin-aid  school  teachers  are  concerned.  I  am  talking 
Sir,  .with  what  I  believe  to  be  a  sense  of  responsibility  when  I  say  that 
though7^. great'  deefl  of  rfioney  will  have  td  be  earmarked  for  this 
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purpose,  an  attempt  may  be  kindly  made  in  this  direction.  I  am  talking 
on  this  motion,  Sir,  because  I  find  that  the  House  is  rather  empty  and 
I  did  not  want  Mr.  Padiyara  Joseph  Kunju  to  feel  lonely.  Seeing  the 
very  small  number  of  members  present  here,  I  thought  that  I  must 
discharge  an  obligation  which  I  owe  to  the  House.  I  find  the  Deputy 
President  occupying  the  Chair  instead  of  the. President.  But  I  would 
>  invite  the  eyes  of  my  friends  to  the  Chair  so  that-  Sir,  if  one  who  has 
got  a  loud  voice  does  not  come,  to  the  rescue  Mr.  Padiyara  Joseph 
Kunju  may  stand  on  the  verge  of  having  his  resolution  lost.  That  is 
the  reason  why  I  am  particularly  emphasising  this  argument.  I  hope 
Sir,  that  when  questions  like  this  are  discussed  the  representatives  and- 
leaders  of  the  great  parties  will  be  present.  Yet,  there  are'  some  mem¬ 
bers  present  and  I  am  addressing  my  observations  to  them. 

Sir,  that  the  constructive  suggestion  that  I  wish  to  offer  — I  do 
not  know  whether  there  may  be  limitations,  and  I  may  be  forgiven  if 
I  am  wrong— is  that  it  is ; high  time  that  bad  institutions  should,  if 
possible,  be  weeded  out.  Especially  in  educational  institutions  if  the 
management  contrives  some  method  by  which  they  benefit  themselves 
at  the.  expense  of  the  poor  teachers,  if  the. entries  in  books,  day-books, 
and  ledgers  are  fabricated,  if  the  entries  do  not  tally  with  actual  tran¬ 
sactions  and  receipts  of  money  and  disbursements,  it  is  high  time  that 
we  cry  ha.lt  to  this  system  of  grant-in-aid-.  I  am  suppthat;,. during- the 
last  few  years  there  has  been  a  very  great  improvement  and  I  yvas 
very  happy  to  hear  from  ' the  Director  of  Public  Instruction- himself 
that  thepe,  is  vast  improvement.  I  cannot,  however.,  shake; off  my 
memory,  my  own  experience^  Sir,  when  I  was  a  teacher  of  a  school 
35  years  ago.  The  school  was  owned:  by  a  certain' person  who  was 
both  proprietor  and  manager,  He  had  a  very  high  position  in  the- 
public  life  of  ..the  country.  I  went,  in 'there  as  a  Malayalam  Munsbi 
in  the  first  instance.  It. was  before  I  joined  in  the  Daw  College,  The 
pay  that  was  offered  .to  me  was,  I  believe  Bs.  ‘25.  Then  there,- was  a 
very  faithful  treasurer  in  that  institution.  He  gaye  me  Bs.  18  and 
asked  me  to  affix  my  signature  for  having  received  Bs.  25.  I  Said — the 
little’ mathematics  that  I  know  does  not  enable. me  to' take  Bs.  18  as 
,  equivalent  to  Big.  25.  The  natter  was  reported*  to  th,p  Manager .  who 
was  also  the  headmaster-.  ‘  'The  matter  was  reported  to  the  Manager. 
Then  he  called  maand  asked  “  well;  Mr.  Vein  PiTlai,  why  ..don’t  you. 
sign.”  Thep  I  answered  .that  I  . was  prepared  to  .sign,  but  I. could,  not 
sign  for  Bs.  2’5  when  the  actual  amount  received  was  only  Bs.  1&-  If 
that  was  the  state  of.  affairs  in , .those ■  days, -what . would  bm  the  condi¬ 
tion  now  ‘1>  -  He  turned  round,  and, asked  the .  Treasurer,"  what, is  the 
meaning  of  vour  asking  him  to'sigrffor  Bs.  25  when  you  give  him  only 
Bsl8.”  During  "all  these  years  these  people  have  been,  persisting  -in- 
this  practice  and  spoiling  the  profession  of. education.  I  haye  got  very, 
.great  respect  for  people  who  take  up  the  work  of  management  of 
schools  even  though  ibey  are  unable  to  make  some  money.  ,  -But  I  do- 
emphasise  the  aspect  that,  if  the  management .  is  proper  and  if  th$,.

management  by  gradual  improvement  is  able  to  take  care  of  the  money 
that  is  given  to' it  and  spend  less  for  other  purposes  than*  giving  it  to  the 
teachers  and  in  case  that  the  management  can  give  a  certain  amount 
of  money  regularly  every  month  to  the  teachers,  I  am  entirely  for  the 
Government  contributing  an  equal  sum.  At  any  rate  the  poor  teacher 
should  get  at  least  Es.  13  or  Es.  14  per  mensem,  If  he  does  not  get  . 
enough  and  if  he  is  not  able  to  put  enough  into  his  mouth,  how  can 
you  expect  him  to  teach  the  young  boys  and  girls  belonging  to  the 
various  communities  and  who  are  destined  to  be  the  future  citizens  of 
the  State.  I  know  I  am  speaking  with  certain  limitations.  I  know 
that  Government  cannot  spend  too  much  on  this  matter.  I  urge  upon 
the  attention  of  the  Department  and  the  Government  for  a  proper  in¬ 
vestigation  to  be  made  with  regard  to  the  payment  of  receipts  and  the 
method  of  keeping  accouuts.  I  pray  that  Government  be  pleased  to 
sanction  such  an  amount  that  these  poor  teachers  may  get  at  least  Es.  14 
or  Es.  15,  With  these  words  I  am  happy  to  support  the  motion.

master?  It  is  the  boys,  it  is  the  future  generation  who  are  going  to  'J 
suffer.  Having  cried  and  payed  so  much,  and  having  made  repeated  ,  .:j 
arguments  on  the  floor  of  this  House,  year  after  year,,  I  do  not  think  1  - 
that  any  more  arguments  are  necessary  to  convince  the  authorities  ; 
that  the  sum  of  Rs.  8  —is  not  sufficient  fora  schoolmaster  to  make  | 
both  his  ends  meet.  His  condition  is  more  pitiable  if  he  happens  to  be  'I 
the  father  of  3  or  4  children.  Therefore,  I  think,  this  matter  should  f 
'engage  the  serious  attention  of  Governmentas  well  as  the  Department.  i<

Let  us  see  jhow  these  teachers  are  employed.  Who  are  they  ? 

!■■■  -Or,  how  do  they  come  into ‘the  schools?  They  are  employed  by 
the  Private  Managements  and  the  Government  only  approves  such 
appointments.  -  We  only  see  whether  they  have  the  necessary  mini¬ 
mum  qualifications  for  teaching,  and  whether  they  can  do  their 
*  work  properly.  If,  tomorrow  the  management  says  that  “this  man 
'did  not  stand  up  when  he  saw  me”  or  “I  saw  this  man  at’  such  and 
such  places  and  therefore  I  remove  him”.  The  Department  would 
1  say,  “send  him  away  we  don’t  know  anything  about  it”.  The  grant- 
it  "  in -aid  Bchool  teacher  is  a  creature  of  the  management.-  If  I  want  to 
impose  a  fine  on  him  I  must  issue  the  order  through  the  management. 
^  •'  'That  is  the  position.  What  I  say  is,  that  he  is  an  employee  of  the 
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management  and  the  Department  only  pays  a  contribution  towards  his 
salary.  ‘  It  is  known  that  the  teacher  does  Other  work  also  for  the' 
management.  I  have  got  the  authority  of  a  big  management  writing 
to  me  and  asking  that  the  Department  should  give  a  guarantee  that- . 
teachers  would  be  allowed  to  carry  on  certain  religious  and  propaganda  '  i 
work,  and  unless  that  is  granted  they  will  not  be  sent  up  for  training  '[*■ 
That  is,  the  management  looks  upon  the  teacher  ias  its  own  creature.- 
With  great  difficulty  and  with  the  steady  and  persistent  support  of  our: 
generous  Dewan  I  have,  been  able  to  give  some  protection  to  these 
teachers  against  arbitrary  dismissals  and  against  being  treated  as  the 
slaves  and  -chattels  of  the  management..  We  tire  prepared  to  do  m'ore  ; 
in  the  same  direction.  The  Government  are  even  trying  to  see  whether 
some  kind  of  aid  is  not  possible  to  the  teachers  who  do  not  get  any¬ 
thing."  I  do  not  think  that  Government  can  afford'  to  give  me  a  very 
large  amount  at  this  juncture,  but  I  have  hope  they  would  give  me 
enough  to  enable  me  to  carry  out  at  least  a  part  of  this  proposal.  I 
trust  tMt  no  honest  minded  or  a  right  thinking  citizen  can  suppose 
that,  it  is  possible  to  get  the  teachers  to  work  for  nothing » 

SADASYATILAKA  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI :  Was  there  any  case  in  which 
prosecution  was  launched  against  any  management  for  cooking  up  false- 
accounts  ? 

Mr.  A.  GOPA-LA  MENON;  There  have-been -cases.  I  think  it  was 
between  the  teacher  and  the  manager  of  particular  schools..  The  De¬ 
partment  takes  care  not  to  get  involved  in  such  legal  matters.  Oonee-  , 
quently,  my  point  is  that  we  have  got  certain  administrative  powers  I 
and  -those  powers1!  am  prepared  to  place  at  -the  disposal  of  the  teachers  | 
and  with  the  strong  support  of  Government,  but  in  this  matter,  so  far.  J 
as  the  salary  of  those  teachers  is  concerned,  ■

C.  Budgeting. 

5.  A  statement. of  the  percentage  of  variations  between  the  final 
grants  and  actual  expenditure  during  illy  as  -compared  with  the  cor¬ 
responding  percentages  for  the  four  previous  years  is  given  on  pages  43 
and  44  of  the  Report.  The  percentage  of  variation  remained  within 
5  par  cent.  throughout  the  quinquennium  only  in  respect  of  7  grants. 
There  were  13  such  eases  during  the  year  nuder  report  and  of  these, 
the  variations  under  -5  grants  wore  Jess  than  1  per  ceni.  In  two 
grants  there  were  no  variations  at  all.  Compared  to. the  previous  year, 
the  percentage  of  variation  shows  an  improvement  in  21 'heads  and  .a 
deterioration  under  the  other  10  heads'  But  the  variations  under 
grants  Nos.  XI  Public  Works,  XII  iileevricity  and  Telephone,  XXXI 
Railways,  XXXII  to  XXXIV,  XXXYI,  and  XXXVII,  Loans  Advances 
etc.,  an  very  high  and  point  to  tho  need  foricareful  attention  by  the 
departments  concerned  iu  the  preparation- of  the  estimates  which  will 
have  closer  approximation  to  the  actuals. 

■  D.  Control  over  Expenditure.  ■  • 

6.  Surrender  of  Savings.  Under  Article  930  of  the  Financial 
and  Account  Code,  whenever  the  head  of  a  department  finds  that  he 
caunot  spend  during  the  year  any  portion  of  the  appropriation  placed 
at  his  disposal, 'he  should  immediately  report  the  fact  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  The  Committee  examined  the  various  important  cases  of  non- 
surrender  of  funds  and  obtained  the  explanations  of  the  departments 
concerned  in  the  matter.  The  explanations  were  generally  found  to 
be  unacceptable  and  the  various  cases  of  non-surrender  show  that  the 
Controlling  Officers  were  not  keeping  themselves  in  touch  .with  the 
progress  of  expenditure. 

7.  Uirnecessar;/  Supple  urniu-ry  Grunts.  The  following  is  list  of 

the  items  under  which  supplementary/  grants  obtained  from  the  Legis¬

11.  There  was  no  case  of  re-appropriation  from  one  grant  to  another 
during  the  year  or  any  case  of  re-appropriation  within  a  grant  which 
was  not  in  accordance  with  the  rules  prescribed  by  the  Government.

2.  Mr.  Velayudhan  Pillai  wanted  to  know  why  a  list  of  supplemen¬ 
tary  grants  treated  as  “new  services”  which  the  Committee  had  to 
consider  under  the  rules  was  not  placed  before  the  Committee, 

The  Financial  Secretary  stated>  that,  in  the  year  1115,  there  were 
no  supplementry  grants  which  would  beTreated  as  on  “new  services.” 

3.  Replies  to  certain  questions  on  the  Audit  Report  and  Appropria¬ 
tion  Accounts  for  1115  pul  ay  Mr.  T  P.  Velayudhan  Pillai  were  given 
to  the  members  at  the  meeting.  These  questions  and  replies  are  giveu 
in  the  annesnre. 

Meetings  of  the  Public  Accounts  Committee. 

4.  With  regard  to  the  reply  to  question  No-  1  relating  to  the  meet- 
'  ings  of  the  Public  Accounts  Committee,  Mr.  Velayudhan  Pillai  said 

that  he  was' not  satisfied  with  the  answer,  In  his  opinion  the  Com¬ 
mittee  for  1116  liad  met  on  the  last  day  of  the  year  because  it  should 
meet  at  least  once  during  that  year.  Since,  during  Karbadagom,  the 
members  would  be  busy  with  the  Budget  Session,  the  Committee 
should  meet  in  Mithunam;  that  meant  the  report  should  be  ready  in 
Edavam.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Report  for  1115  was  supplied  only 
during  Earkadagom,  so  that  as  a  pure  formality  the  Committee  met 
for  five  minutes  on  the  last  day  of  the  year  1116  and  adjourned.  He, 
therefore,  requested  that  the  Accounts  Department  should  supply  the 
.  Audit  Report  in  Edavam  every  year- 

The  Chairman  assured  the  member  that  every  endeavour  would  be 
made  to  publish  the  Report  early  enough  so  that  the  meeting  of  the 
Committee  might  be  held  before  the  Budget  Session. 

Mr.  Velayudhan  Pillai  said  that,  in  previous  years  when  this 
question  was  raised,  the  same  reply  was  given  but  things  had  not.  yet 
improved.

Surrender  of  Funds, 

d.  To a'questiou  from  Mr.  1'.  P.  Velayndhan  Pillai,  he  was  informed 
that  the  surrenders  mentioned  in  reply  to  part  (c)  Question  No.  *2  wove 
■  made  after  1st  Edavarn'  lil5. 

Mr.  Veiayudhau  Pillai  then  asked  why  in  spite  of  the  rule  re¬ 
ferred  to  in  part  (a),  there  were  such  large  surrenders  of  allotment 
after  1st  Edavom.  He  then  drew  particular  attention  to  the  non- 
surrenders  mentioned  at  page  49  of  the  Audit  Report  for  1115,  item 
(4)  “  Important  cases  of  non-surrsnder  of  funds.” 

The  Financial  Secretary  replied  that  the  explanation  tor  the  oases 
of  non -surrenders  was  given  at  Page  S4  of  the  Report. 

The  Chairman  added  that  though  under  the  rules  surrender  of 
funds  should  be  made  before  1st  Edavom,  funds  under  certain  categor¬ 
ies  could  not  sometimes  be  so  surrendered.  For  instance,  the  P.  W.  D. 
Workshops  migft  be  awaiting  execution  of  orders  in  the  expectation  that 
certain  materials  would  arrive  before,  the  end  of  the  year;  but,  on 
account  of.  the  war,  they  might  not  arrive  as  expected  and  the  amount 
would  naturally  lapse  at  the  end  of  Karkadagom  for  reasons  beyond 
control.  This  applied  to  such  Departments  as  P.  W.  D.,  Electricity, 
Transport,  Ceramics,  Technological  Institute  and  certain  other  com¬ 
mercial,  departments. 

Mr.  Velayndhan  Pillai  asked  whether  the  explanations  of  those 
heads  of  departments  who  had  not  complied  with  the  rules  were 
obtained. 

*  The  Financial  Secretary  said  that  Government  would  do  so  after 
the  Public  Accounts  Committee  had  considered  the  matter. 

The  Chairman  observed  that  the  Committee  might  record  its 
opinion  that  Hie  explanation  of  the  officers  concerned  might  be  obtained 
as  to  why  they  had  not  surrendered  funds  before  the  1st  Eduvam  as 
required  by  the  rules.

He.  only 
waived  to  brin?  to  the  notice  of  Government  the  necessity  for  appoin¬ 
ting  a  Committee  consisting  of  expert  economists  to  go  into  the  quest¬ 
ion  of  reducing  expenditure  on  pensions.  He  was  nut  against  pay¬ 
ment  of  pensions  as  that  Was  the  only  attraction  to  a  Government 
■servant  to  serve  honestly.  A  fund  might,  he  suggested,  be  created  by 
collecting,  say,  8  cash  m  the  rupee  from  every  Government  servant; 
and  thus  ab»Ut  Its.  1  nr  2  lakhs  could  be  collected  every  year. 

The  Chairmen  said  that  there  was  already  a  system  ot  Provident 
Hunt)  and  pointed  out  that  if  the  suggestion  was  to  recover  a  portion 
of  an. uiriw-i  s  salary  to  constitute  a  general  pension  fund,  it  was  not 
equitable-  as  it  might  happen  that  the  officer  who  contributed  might 
not  get  anything  from  this  fund, 

Mr.  Velayudban  Pillai  showed  a  book  entitled  ‘Teachers’  Pension 
in  the  United  Slat;*.’

1.  As  the  Director  of  Industries  and  the  Ceramic  Expert  could  not 
be  present  in  town  owiue  to  urgent  official  business  elsewhere  and  as 
the  Chairman  offered  !to  give  sufficient  explanation  regarding  any 
question  that  concerned  them  their  examination  was  dispensed  with. 

Trade  Agency  at  Bombay. 

2.  On  :the  question  of  the  furnishing  of  accounts  by  the  Trade 
Agent  at  Bombay,  which  Was  raised  at  the  last  meeting,  'the  agree¬ 
ment  with  him,  referred  to  in  the  Audit  Report,  was  examined  by  ,the 
Committee  it  was  seen  that  the  .agreement  provided  that : the  Trade 
Agent  should  furnish  weekly  accounts  to  a  person  authorised  in  that 
behalf.  The  omission  on  the  part  of  the  Director  of  Industries  to 
bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  the  failure  of  the  Trade  Agent  to 
so  furnish  accounts  was  noted. 

Ceramic  Expert. 

3.  Mr.  Velayudhan  Pillai  brought  again  to  the  notice  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  the  very  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs  as  disclosed  in  para  3, 
page  119,  of  the  Audit  Report  for  1115,  and  suggested  that  the 
management  ,o£  the  factory  must  be  placed  on  a  satisfactory  footing. 
He  also  suggested  that  the  administrative  control  of  the  Factory  at 
Kundara  should  be  taken  away  from  the  Ceramic  Expert . 

The  Chairman  answered  that  the  whole  question  was  now  under 
the  active  consideration  of  Government, 

Hush  of  expenditure  at  the  close  of  a,  year, 

4.  Mr.  Velayudhan  Pillai  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Committee 
that  the,  rush  of  expenditure  referred  to  at, page  91  of  the  Audit  Report 
should  be  avoided  and  that  the  rule  regarding  the  proportion  of  expen¬ 
diture  for  each  quarter  should  he  enforced.  He  stated  that  on  account 
of  the  violation  of  this  rule,' there  Was  considerable  wastage  of  money 
and  that  avoidable  expenditure  was  being  incurred.  The  Chief  Engi¬ 
neer’s  explanation  that  the  rule  was 'being  observed  to  the  nearest 
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approximation  and  that  the.  proportion  was  being  maintained  where¬ 
ver  possible  and  that  if  in  any  curse  it  was  not  maintained  it  was  owing 
to  circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  the  department  was  stated  to  be 
unacceptable. 

The  Financial  Secretary  pointed  out  that  action  was  , being  taken 
and  a  rigid  observance  of  the  rules  already  laid  down  in  this  behalf 
was  being  insisted  upon.  The  department  was  being  circularised  in 
'  regard  to  this  matter. 

Neio  Theatres'  Cinema  Shed . 

5,  A  question  put  by  Mr.  P.  jR.  Goda  Varma  Raja  was  read  and 
answered.  ■  The  question  and  answer  are  given  in  the  annexure. 

Agricultural  Loans . 

8.  The  detailed  statements  required  by  the  Committee  at  its  last 
meeting,  and  now  furnished  by  the  Land  Revenue  Department,  re¬ 
garding  the  expenditure  on  agricultural  loans,  were  examined  by  the 
Committee,  and  recorded. 

Congratulations  to  the  Chairman. 

7.  Mr.  Velayudhau  Piilai,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  spoke  as 
follows:  — 

“Before  concluding  the  proceedings,  on  behalf  of  the  non-official 
members  of  the  Committee,  I  beg  to  tender  my  heart-felt  thanks  to 
the  Chief  Secretary,  who  had  the  privilege  of  presiding  ove^‘  the  deli¬ 
berations  of  the  Public  Accounts  Committee,  lor  his  sincere  solicitude 
and  uniform  courtesy  in  satisfactorily  explaining  ail  the  points  raised 
by  the  non -official  members  of  the  Committee.  His  vast  and  varied 
experience  as  a  responsible  officer  of  the  State,  in  different  branches  of 
the  administration,  and  more  especially  as  a  patriotic  non-official 
member  of  the  Trivancore  Legislature,  I  trust  have  enabled  him  to 
appreciate  the  view  points  of  the  non-official  members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee.  I  also  thank,  on  behalf  of  the  non-official  members,  the 
Financial  Secretary  for  the  frank  expression  of  facts  and  for  his  court¬ 
eous  behaviour  towards  us.  ’’ 

8.  The  Chairman  thanked  Mr.  Velayudhan  Piilai  and  the  other 
non-official  members  for  their  kind  personal  reference  to  him,  which 
he  said,  was  wholly  irrelevant  and  unnecessary-  He  said  that  before 
he  came  to  the  meeting,  he  had  discussed  the  various  questions  with 
the  Dewan  and  that  ffe  was  only  conveying  to  the  Committee  the  in¬ 
structions  he  had  received  from  the  Dewan.  The  Dewan  was  very 
much  alive  to  the  point  raised  by  the  Committee  and  they  would 
receive  the  prompt  and  earnest  attention  of  Government.  • 

9.  After  reading  the  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the  Public  Ac¬ 
counts  Committee,  the  Committee  dispersed  at  1-30  p.  m.

In  respect  of  the  qualifications  prescribed  under  sub-clause  (2)  of 
Clause  2,  Mr.  T,  P.  Yslayudhan  Pillai  pointed  out  that  vakils  should 
also  be  made  eligible  for  appointment  along  with  the  advocates  enrolled 
by  the  High  Court.  The  Committee  d»d  not  accept  this  view. 

Certain  printing  mistakes  noticed  by  the  Committee  have  been 
corrected.  Since  no  material  alterations  have  been  made,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  are  of  the  view  that  there  is  no  necessity  to  republish  the  Bill.

We,  the  undersigned  members  of  the  Select  Committee  appoint-' 
ed  to  consider  the  Administrator  General’s  Bill  have  considered  the 
Bill  clause  by  clause  and  beg  to  submit  this  our- 

REPORT. 

The  Bill  was  published  in  the  Government  Gazette  dated  10th 
March  1942- 

The  Committee,  after  a  careful  consideration  of  the  provisions' 
relating  to  the  powers  of  the  Administrator  General  have  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  .powers  proposed  to  be , conferred  on  the 
Administrator  General  are  very  extensive  and  that  it  would  be  ex¬ 
pedient  if  for  the. present  such  powers  are  limited  in  certain  respects- 
The  Probate  and  Administration  A<t  enables  persons  interested  in 
the  assets  of  deceased  persons  to  apply  for  and  obtain  probate 
and  letters  of  administration.  That  is  merely  permissive  in  its 
nature  and  does  not  cast  any  obligation  on  any  person  to  obtain  pro¬ 
bate  or  letters  of  administration  in  any  case.  That  being  the  case  the 
scope  of  the  mandatory  provision  contained  in  clause  9  should  be 
restricted.  The  Committee  are  therefore  of  the  view  that  the 
A  dministrator  General’s  functions  should  be  confined  to  cases  where 
in  public  interests  he  should  intervene  for  the  protection  of  estates 
of  deceased  persons.  Hence;  in  clause  9,  for  the  words  commencing 
with  “and  if  no  person  to  whom  any  Court  would  have  jurisdiction” 
and  ending  with  “administration  of  his  estate”,  the  following  words 
have  been  substituted,  namely; — 

“and  if  the  Administrator  General  is  satisfied  that  there 
is  no  person  immediately  available  who  is  legally  entitled 
to  the  succession  to  such  assets  or -that  danger. is  to  be 
apprehend«d4of  misappropriation,  deterioration  or  waste  of 
such  assets  before  it  can  be  determined  who  may  be 
legally  entitled  to  the  succession  thereto". 

As  a  consequence  of  this  change,  clause  IS  has  been  omitted  and 
subsequent  clauses  renumbered.  • 


Clauses  Ti  to  34  occurring  under  the  heading  ‘‘  (d)  grant  of 
certificates”  empower  the  Administrator  .General  to  issue  a  •. certifi¬ 
cate  iu  the  case  of  assets  not  exceeding  Bs.  1000  in  value  to  any 
person  interested  nr  the  administration  and  also  to  administer  ii  him-* 
•self  without  obtaining  letters  of  administration.  _  . 

For  the  reasons  stated  above,  the  Committee  have  decided  to 
omit  these  clauses.  Consequential  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
succeeding  clauses. 

Clause  50  casts  an  obligation  on  District  Judges  to  make  re¬ 
ports  to  the  Administrator  General  of  occurrences  of  death  within 
their  jurisdiction  and  empowers  the  Court  to  take  certain  summary 
proceedings  iu  such  cases. '  The  Committee  ax’e  of  .he  view  that 
this  provision  also  is  unnecessary. 

In  clause  52  renumbered  4-i,  for  the  words  4  ‘on  the  application 
to  such  Court  of  any  consular  officer  of  such  foreign  State  be  grant¬ 
ed  to  such  consular  officer’’ the  following  words  have  been  snb-
